CommoDit; Societj' of R»iioiivl ReUgioniata, estab- 
lished to introduce, and maintftio, CtuLiitjr, ia priaci- 
pie and practice, over the world : 

Prinida, ftud Fellow Labourers, m this most righteous 

Hitherto, as a prelimiaar; to prepare maaltind for 
the QRSAT CHANGE which we advocate, jon haw 
beeu AfiaaioDariea of the " Association of all Claasea 
of all Nations,-" and of the " National Commnnit/ 
Friendly Society," now united into one Society under 
jonr netr deSigaatiou of the " Universal Community 
Society of Rational Religionists." These preliminary 
missioua were necessary as exercise for yonf owA nuods, 
and asa roi^gh plougbing-up of the deep-rooted and Long- 
fixed prgudices early imbibed and much cheri^ied by 
our iminediate aneestors, and by their predecemors for 
nnknown tbotuands of years — prejudices whidi, during 
the whole pwiod, have brought forth errors aad «vila 
abundantly; and hitherto made oum the most irrationid 
of all aniiDals. i' 

So br, you have done well : conidderitig the formi- 
daUe obataolea with which yon have had to oonlend, joit 
hsvebeen most suooessfhl. Yon have now, however, 
under yonr new title, to enter upon a new Held of 
labour — one utortky of the eattse in which yon are 
engaged. Yon have to teach tmth to the worid 'ta a 
plain, simple, straight-forward manner; in the genuine 
apirit of our relia^on : and by yoar forbearance with 
error ; by your kindness to all ; by your' voice and 
numaer; atid by your whole jtportment, convince ell 
l\\&t you have indeed imbibed n^ pure charity, which 
the principles of your system can alone create ; that 
charity wliich will give you, at all times, the greatest 
plouure "to promote the well-being and happiness 
^ of every man, woman, and child, withont regard to 
l^ir claw, sect, party, country, or colour." It u this 
lyirit, these feelings, and this conduct, united, which 
constitute "Rational Religion." -It is for you now 
10 introduce its practice, and by its self-evident truth, 
ttll^)ik>dnesa, and its endless benefits to the human race, 
to mibe it the Univertal Religion of Stan, 

Yak will no longer find it advantageous or neoeaaar^ 
to contend with the relijrious prejudices of the old 
world-t-^for, as y6a know that men can be trained to 
reeeive iny.erroia, aepeeially religions errors, iu infancy 
end childhoDd, .-md to msiofain' them moat conaoien- 
tiondy, in -ouLiiihDOd) a* invahiable truths; yini will 



beat overcome the errors that have been forced into the 
human mind, by mildly and calmly placiiig self-evidest 
truths before them, that at their leisure they may com- 
pare. these with their iaconsiiteut and most inrongruoui 
no^oos ; and thoa will the^ most easilj' be enabled tc 
overcome their early prejudices. 

By altaclting error in any other manner, 6r in any 
other spirit, you violate your own principles, and actio, 
opposition tO' your religioo of charity. The period for 
these religions contests has already ceased with all 
minds approaching rationality. The parties who will 
now desire them . have had their feelings made too 
irritable and diseased to be benefitted by such contests. 
You wilt therefore, apply to these deluded and deceived. 
parties the ssme undeviating kind trentmeiit that ju-_ 
dicious physicians adopt to their patients, who are not 
in a sane or sound state of mind. 

Instead, therefore, of longer oonteuding with religious 
error, and thereby arousing the insane anger of thos* 
who could not, on that Knbject, iavoid being tnuned to) 
become irrational, yon will teach them, in the truei 
apirit of chariQ) those self-evident tmths which are 
derived from the immediate evidence of bU our seoaee^ , 
the strongest evidence that man can possesil. It it* 
these eelf-erident truths which, as you kuow,'hareBOW; 
opened to us a knowledge of the Sciences, by which, 
we have learned the straight-forward and easy mode to 
create a new and very superior character for the huouui 
race, aud a new and very superior ?tate. of Society over 
the world ; a state in which the most inferior at birth, 
wilt speedily receive physical, intellectual, moral, and 
practical advantages, unattainable by the most envied 
individuals, and, at the same time, be placed under mora 
favourable general circumstances than any people in 
any age or country have yet experieoced, or than can 
be created for any population existing under the system 
of error by which the world has been hitherto alone 
governed. These errors of the past generations have 
now become self-evident, because the eWdence of all 
oar eepses informs us 

' 1. That infante do not make Ibeii u-u nature, or 
fmy part of their own organization at binh, and cannot, 
therefore, be rationally made answerable or responsible 
for their general nature, whatever it may be ; or lor 
their individual organization, however it may have been 

formed at their birth, 

2. ThatftUhongh all infants'hare'the satte^aeikl' 
nature, that is, the sstaM number and kind of orgaqji,' 
fuultieB, and propenaitieB, which ooit^ete human, 
itatore, yet that all infimta are made by the Creating' 
Power to poness ^heae' propensities, laexltiea, asa- 
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-urgittis ia vitilvdproportious; .^ud that it ia in thiii man- 
Hcr that the distinctive iudiyidual character of eaeh 
iiilaut 10 formed without hiy conaent or knowledge., 
('oDwqueiiily it ia irrational to attribute merit or de- 
merit ; to give praise or blame, or rewardaorpuQish- 
meoU to an^ infanta for their general nature, individual 
orgaDization, or distinctive qualtties which create the 
diljerences between them. 

3. That each individual from its birth, ia endrelj- at 
the merc^ of the inflaenceB of the external circum- 
stances which are mad6 to aurrotmd and act npon it. 
For these external oircumstances ma^ be made to force 
an^ infant to become a savage without any cultivatioD, 
and a mere cannibal; or a beiog all of wboue natural 
fitcnities, physical, intellectnal, moral, and practical, 
shall be cultivated to the highent point of which its 
uatnrat propensities, organs and powers will admit. 

4. That the external eircumatances to form anj- 
healthy infant into a savnge or a cannibal, or the highly 
cultivated and superior being are now at the controul 
of Society, as may be enailj demonstrated. 

5. That Soeielj' may now be instructed in a know- 
ledge of aach self-evident truths, as will enable it to 
re-organize itself in such a manner, that all infants shall 
be surrounded from birth, by a new combination 
of consistent and superior external circumstances, 
which shall compel each infaut to become a rational 
creature, or a being in its united physical, intellectual, 
moral and practical faculties and powers, far superior 
ill virtue, knowledge and happiness, to any man or 
woman whose character has b«en formed under the 
erron in which the human race has been involved IVom 
the earliest known period. This truUi may be now 
alio easily demonstrated. 

(I. That Society may now be instrnctcd so to re- 
organize itself that these superior beinga ahall, by the 
beneficial, necessary, and most delio-htful exercise of 
their physical and mental faculties and poweri<, pro- 
doce, at all times, a superfluity of wealth, of the best 
and most valuable land, to insure the health ixnd hap- 
piness of the human race; and that they ahal! distribute 
the wealth so produced equitably and beneficiatly for 
■ill, and to the entire satiabction of all ; as may be 
demonstrated by society as soon as public opinion cnn 
be made to admit of a fair and full arrangement for 
the purpose. 

7. That Society may now be instructed bo to re-organ- 
izc itself in such a manner, that it shall not only form 
a superior character for every one, and surround each, 
with a snperflaity of superior wealth which they may 
freely enjoy ; but also to govern every division of So- 
ciety without force or fraud, in the spirit of charity 
and kindness, most beneficially for the governed and 
those who ahall govern, and without individual pnnisb- 
tfitsut or reward ; as may also be demonBlrated as 
ntuted in the previous paragraph. 

8. ITiat Society may now be instructed so to re- 
organize itself that it shall for ever remove the causes 
nl' poverty and the fear of it ; the causes of ignorance, 
division, vice, crime, and very much of the misery 
which these evils have produced ; and in two or three 
)!e»erHti<ins, the causes of almost, if not of, all the evil 
Mid miiiery which man has hitherto suffered from igno- 
rance ol' his nature and of the true principles on which 



-to CGpstmct .Society. Tliix most imjiortant truth may 
be proved t6a vtry greul extent, in one generation, by 
the union of those who go^'crn ^^ociety, and of 4buse 
who unitedly have the power to willidruw nil the ex- 
ternal circumstances wliich iitiw creute division and 
misery, and to re-create olbera which shall insure unity 
and happiness. 

Now to effect suddenly and extensively this glorious 
change in this and in other countries, it l>ecomes neces- 
sary that the public authorities in these countries should 
be thoronghly enlightened on these moat important 
subjects, in order that they may cordially unite to 
openly and limuHaneovtly denounce the fundamental 
errors on which Society has been hitherto based ; to 
decliire their abandonment of them, and of the irra- 
tional institutions, and evil arrangementB of external 
circumstances which these errors have generated 
throughout the world, and announce their intention, as 
leaders, in Church and State, of public opinion and of 
practical measures, to adopt the fundamental principles 
of self-evident truth which have been previously stated ; 
and as speedily as the condition of each population 
will admit, to change all the institutions in each 
country to be in accordance with those self-evident 
truths. It is by this change alone that a sane, rational, 
prosperous and happy state of society can ever be 
established. 

You are now in your new character, as Missionaries 
of the " Universal Community Society of Rational 
Religionists," appointed to advocate this entire change 
in the principles and practices of the world ; but to 
advocate this, the greatest change that has yet occurred 
in the history of man, in the genuine Epirit of oar 
relif^on of charity and kindness, and of sympathy and 
compassion for the errors which all men, in all 
countries, have been compelled to receive from their 
birth, each according to his receptive localities. F'or 
hitherto, through error, all have been compelled to be- 
come mere localized animals. You will, therefore, in 
future, never attack the details of any of the religious 
of the world, all of them having been baaed ou the 
same iimdamental errors : and ail the individuals who 
have been forced to receive these mysteries as divine 
truths, and to remain conscientioas believers in them, 
having been thereby, rendered too irrational to reason 
as rational beings respecting them. 

And should yon be challenged to hold discussion on 
any uf the mysteries or dogmas of the Hindoos, Jews, 
ChristiiiDS, or Mahomeduns, nil your fellow- subjects, 
and all equally entitled to the protection of our Govern- 
ment, you will kindly and respectfully decline it by 
staling that the authority by which you are appointed 
and under which you net, will not permit you to occnpy 
your time in discussions which arouse angry, irrational 
feelings, tending to scparnte man from man, and to in- 
crease the general insanity of the world, upon these 
mystical and endless imsginalions of the hnmau bndn ; 
but that yon ore willing, npon these subjects, to allow 
to every one that which you claim for yonrselvea, ftill 
liberty of conscience, of mind, and of religions forma 
and ceremonies; but (hat yon are willing to £bciui, 
with any respectable, well-intentioned iilidividiia]> in 
the spirit of charity, and solely with ttte view of elicitiDg 
tnitbc, sny subjects important for practice to die welU 
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baii)|{. tLud bappiueas ut'tumikiiid; tbut ia, mi)' rabjerti 
calcoUt^d to increase our kuowled^ of the best mod6 of 

Sirodocmg wealth, ot preserving it iu the beat condition 
or general uae ; of distributlDg it honestlj, withont de- 
ception, vice, or crime, in the moat satiafactorj- and 
benelicial manner' for till : or to enable us to know what 
pHrticaler arrangeoienta to form to inaare to eticb io- 
dividn&l from birth the best physical, iutellectottl, moral, 
and practical cliaracCer, that liis organization or natural 
constitatiou will admit; and also what are the arrange- 
ments requiaice to enable society to govern itself locally 
aod gennally, iu anch a manner tbat each iadividual 
shall be the most benefitted from birth (o death, aud 
society thereby rendered the most permanently virtuous, 
proaperous, and happy; or, in other words, aud shortly, 
bow the causes which have hitherto engendered so 
much poverty, vice, crime and misery, and kept man 
ignorant of hia natore, aud the human race, in con- 
aeqaeuce, divided against itself and opposed to its own 
well-doing and well-being, may be for ever removed ; 
and how these causes may be, without violence or any 
individual injury, replaced by other causes which shall 
insure a large amount of the most valuable knowledge 
in principle aud practice to all men ; which shall 
cordially noite all iu interest and feeling ; which shall 
secure a continually increasing prosperity to the human 
race ; which shall destroy all sjiperity of feeling between 
man and man on accoont of difference of conviction on 
anysnbject; and which shall, from infancy, deeply imbue 
all with charity, fcindnefis, sympathy, and aSection. 

Now these are subjects of deep and everlasting in- 
terest to every individual, and are worthy of all con- 
mderatiou and attention ; and a friendly discussion, 
with a view to eUcit knowledge upon these matters, 
may be so conducted as not to arouse angry feelings or 
10 injure any parties, but, on the contrary, may be so 
msoaged in ^irit and manner that the speakers and 
aadieuces may be made inends, and drawn more and 
more together by feelings of charity for the conscientious 
differences of opinion which, for the present, they feel 
themselves compelled to entertain. They may be also 
taught, at the same time, to desire that the period may 
soon arrive when all shall be enabled, without difficulty, 
to discover truth from error on all subjects connected 
with the well being and happiness of the human race. 
Any or all of these subjects you can freely and fully 
diacnw with parties, who by their conduct, education, 
and experience have been mode competent to hold snch 
discnseions with benefit to themselves and to the public. 
With other parties, inexperienced in these matters, it 
U a waste of time aud feeling, and an injustice to the 
public, to call any portion of it together to listen to 
discourses inferior to the general knowledge of (he 
educated and experienced memben of old society ; nor 
yet should you agree to bold any discussions except in 
places which can accommodate large and respectable 
audiences — I mean respectable in their mannera and 
conduct. But when audiences exhibit a went of proper 
conduct at your meetings, give them notice, in a distinct 
manner, that if they do not desist from disturbing your 
proceedings you must consider them not yet prepared 
to listen with patience to that which is intended for 
their benelit, and that yon must put an end to the 
meeting by leaving the room, and allowing the annoying 
partiea, at their leisure, to reflect on the wisdom of their 



conduct. As the principles and practices which j on are 
now to advocate are so deeply important lo all of the 
human race, it is desinble that these objects should 
never be treated by yoti with levity ; nor is it iu accord- 
ance with the spirit of our principles to ajply sarcasm 
or ridicule to yuur opponents oa account of their weak 
reasoning — pity and compassion are the feelings whith. 
ignorance of themBelves or of society on the part of 
your opponents will naturally produce iu minds truly 
imbued with the genuine spirit of our divine system; 
divine, if any system can be justly -called divine. 

Imbued with this spirit as I hope ^cry missionary 
in onr CBDse will ire, you will not desire to obtain any 
personal victory over those with whom yon toay in 
future have public discussions. It is quite snfficient 
for every good purpose that you have a fair opportunity 
of stating before these audiences the principles on whitji 
the Rational System is founded, and the practices lo 
which the principles will lead. Never, therefore, claim 
the victory in any public discussion ; it is a useleea 
triumph mortifying to your opponent. It is enough 
that you have elated the truth, for the sake of truth, and 
for the endless advantages which it will produce in 
practice. 

In many of the public meetings held by the working 
classes, I loo often see a total neglect of matterij which 
appear to them of little moment, but which, are, in tb^ 
consequences, most injurious to their cause — I uean . a, 
want of attention to the habits, and the feelings created 
by those habits, of the more wealthy claqsea. .It is de- 
sirable, nay, jt is absolutely necessary, to make converta 
of some of these, espccisUy of those who have been in. 
the practice of direclitiff extennft operaliom in old society; 
for withont their aid, it may be a long period before we 
can have superior communities, while, with it, we may 
have them soon in a considerable state of perfection. In 
many of these meetings I have observed a wont of order, 
neatness, and cleanliness in the place of meeting, and a - 
want of cleanliness in the dress and persons of those 
attending Ibem. Manj' at such meetings keep on their 
hats, to the great inconvenience of those who sit behind 
them, in addition to the disrespect evinced by the - 
practice to themselves and the speakers. Now, the 
middle class is the only efficient directini/ class in society, 
and will, of oecessily, remain so, until our system shall 
create a new class of very superior direclart as well as 
operalori; a class very superior to any men or women 
who have ever yet lived. 

The working class never did liirfet any permanent 
successful operalioiiB, The circmustBuces in which • 
they are placed, from birth, render it impossible that 
they can comprehend, without Ihe experience thttt 
would necessarily place them in the upper ranks of the 
middling class, extensive, complicated arrangements; 
arrangements which require great foresight, patience, 
and perseverance to work out into successful practice. 
As man is of necessity the creature of the circumstances 
in which he is placed, the associations of ideas in the 
minds of the working classes must, from that necessity, 
be as limited as their practical knowledge ; and their 
practical knowledge never extends to complicated com- 
binations of arrangements which require capital, time, 
nnity of design, and great patience and persexei-ance. 

It ia of the flrat importance (hat yon enable the 
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working ckaa to undentBiid thia Btatemeul, that thej 
mny bsve a correct knowledge of their position, and 
wh^ (he^ ever have been the working and most op- 
pressed and degraded olass in society-. Whenever the 
working clam has attempted any complicated, imponaut 
measure that required onity, patience, and perseverance, 
U) bring to a successful resnlt, thej have failed in ev^rj- 
instance as soon as they have taken the direction of it. 

It is solelj owing to this cause that (be working 
iilMses have been for so many tbousand years the slaves 
of the other clauses. Hud they possessed the power to 
^rect eictensive combinations, they would, as the pro- 
docera of ail wealth, been the upper class. Industry 
would have been hononrable, elevated, and the mling 
power ; while idleness and all misapplication of the 
haman facalties would have been held so degraded, 
that, long ago, public opinion, united to the knowledge 
of the formation of character, would have prevented the 
existence of one idle or useless man, wnman, or child. 
Fortunately for the world, the tirae approaches when 
society will attain thia happy state of human existence ' 
a state in which all the petty, absurd, and most injurious 
divisions amon^ men shall cease ; when the natural 
divLnons of age into clsasea, shall be the only divisions 
kuonu among men ; and when during each age all will 
be occupied to produce the greatest benefit and pleasure 
to themselves and the greatest permanent advantages 
to BO<»ety ; when every one through life will be em- 
ployed according to age, capacity, and inclination, each 
iudividnal having been trained, for the first time in 
boman history, to become a rational being, and who 
will, in consequence, always act rationally. With this 
knowledge fairly, fully, but kindly impressed on the 
aaaik of the working classes, they wiU pert»ive and 
bel the necestdty for the adoption of measures to induce 
talented and pmctictl individuals from all the other 
claeses to unite with them to assist them to effect the 
great wo(^ before ufl. Their aid and assistance are 
absolutely necessary to our success; and, without them 
success, except through a long period, is hopeless. But 
the aid and assistance of the working classes will be 
found equally necessary to the middle and directing 
ebasee, whose powers to dinct would be nseteffi without 
the aid of the power to execute. To effect the great 
9aA glorious ct^gfl which we now contemplate, there 
mnstbe, then, a union of all classes, produced, how- 
tw9r, onder such arrangements that the interest 01 
fMingt of no class shall b4 injured or hurt by the 
ebmge. 

These results will be attained in practice by the 
oatablishment of our " new scientific arrangements of 
society," devised purposely to insnre to every individual 
from birth to death, the yrtaleit number of pleantrablt, 
and the y«uiMf painful sensations; or, in other words, 
tbe most happiness that the physical, intellectual, 
moral, and practical capacity of the individual, when 
rationally trained, educated, and placid th>m inAmoy, 
wtU adioit. 

The term Comntunily is applied, by the pubGc, to ex- 
press tfarir notions of what Siese " new scientific arrange- 
inrnits of sodety" will be ; bat from the geoeral, or rather 
unirersal ignonnce of society of thvaeparats scienceswbicb 
raqnire 10 be known and united to enable any parties to 
direct tbe formatiou of and to conduct these aTrangenieBts, 
yO'J may be ssbutmI ibst when the tmn Community is 



used in general society, the party using it know far lea* 
of what they attempt to expreas by the word they 
p<moance, than the man of mankind know when, ia 
conversation, they use the terma Religion, Edvcation; 
terms, of the nesuing of whicb it is now most evident, &om 
the whole of their practice iu ibvir varied attempts to fbm 
the character of man and to construct ao^ty, they mw 
profonndly ignorant. If, then, the most intelligent and 
experienced of the dxrerting nlauet have been hitherto, 
with all my varied explanations of tbe outlines and details 
of this new scientitic arrangement of sonety, made to be 
incompetent to grasp more than some very crude notions 
of its workings, and of its wonderful cnpablUties to insnr* 
permanent high prosperity and happiness to all; and in- 
competent, by reason of their experience being confined 
to practical combined operations, to perform only soma 
small portion in some one of tbe varied departmentf of 
life ; how ia it possible for the inexperience and snort 
associations of ideas of the working dosses to oompre ■ 
bend the principles, combinatious, snd practical workinga, 
until they shell see it in actual operation, of a machine, to 
perform all the buunesa of life in a very superior manner t 
to make our earth a paradise without any temptationa to 
evil, and all its inbalntants far anpenor in language, 
manners, knowledge, mind, and comuct, to any who 
hare yet lived, or to any whose cbarscteta dioll be formed 
under the old errors and balltutions of the world? 

The mare statement of these facts will be, I trust, 
amply sufficient to satisfy you and all tiie .real disaples of 
the Rational l3ysten> which we advocate, that the work- 
ing classes, in chnr prHseot stat*, wwld- grf«dy retsrA 
the completion of those, measures intended for tbttr im- 
mediate benefit, and tbe benefit of thnr children, and 
for the pennai)ent advantage of every class is society,, 
were they a attempt now to dirtH the funuation of what. 
lhe^ui&; call commimHiet 

The experienced know it u not possible Aali the 
working classes of thia, or of any other country, can fcm 
an adequate eonception of a new machine to perform all 
the business of life in a superior manner, previous to its 
execution, or without sedng it ia fall c^ieraticti. And 
that it is impoanble, in tbe i^eseiit crude state of their 
knowledge, that they should understand the conatraction 
of a new complicated social machine, which by itt 
hitherto unbcaid-of- arrangements ahsU materially im- 
prove the character of the existing generation ; creatsA 
new and superior character, }Jiyrical, intrilecttial, inonlt 
and practical, for all who shall be bom and trained witbia 
their inflnenoes; which shall produce, preserve, ud 
distribnte wealth, of tbe beat qualities, abundantly for da; 
which shall unite tbe human race in sympBthy, in interest, 
and in language, and which shsU exclnds alinost, if not 
all, the causes wbicb have hitherto prevented the enjoy- 
fuMtt nf. happines and its continual increase to mep of 
every colour and clime. 

Disagreeable as this troth may be to many' half-formed 
minds, yet it must bendw told for the permanent benefit 
of all. It is then, imposnble, that the working dosses in 
this, or in any other countiy, can imagine, or be made to 
conceive, by any mere verbal exjJanation that can be 
given to them, how a machine, to effect snch wonderful 
resslcs; can be constructed, much less to dit«ct any of 
the practical measures necessary to iU completion^

being, and hippineM of the mote experienced and inul* 
Mggat of the higber dames, that the new adentific 
arrangenenu, for thu re-organization of aodety, ahonld 
be immediately contmenced and 6uished, yet their minda 
hare not been snffidenily e;<panded, for want of a raUonal 
troimug, to onderatiind the principles and practices bv 
wUch anch amngemeDts can be made l« work well 
throughoDt aocisty. They, therefore, bo far, have itood 
aloof, watching the reswlu of our proceedinga, until now, 
with little interest ; bat the attention of Church and 
State, and of all who have influence in society, ia aroused 
by the acdnty and magnitude of our late measures, and 
when the proceedings of our Congress, held in May, 
Bball->be pablished, their atieniion will be sdll more 
exnted. 

Too perceive, therefore, by this statement, that the 
minds and experience of tha directing claaiies have not yet 
been made eqaal to the full conception of these new 
■cientific maehinea, or to tha extraordinary bene&cial 
changes which tfaey will effect throughout sodety. 

Now no porty will ever act willingly in opposition to 
ihtat iinagined intereat ; yoa hare, therefore, now only to 
overcome the want of knowledge and experience of the 
working daises, of the naefiil operators, but also. of the 
edoeated and dlrectiDg claases, and to discover tbe roeana 
fay whidk Aay may be induced cordially to aid us in onr 
gnat and good work. You have a delicate aud difficalt 
sppUcation to make to their self-love and intereal, for 
thay must be made to see a great probability of dedded 
Advantage to themselves anif children by the change, 
before we shall obtain from them the aid necessary to 
ensure sncceas to the glorious objects we havA in view, 
bat this ob^tade must be overcome, llie onne lies with 
m to effect it, and the time approaches when it will bs 
effected— when all clatnes will discovM- tha neceedty for 
th« aid of. each to reform society, and make it what it 
ought to be, what by their union it soon might be made 
to be. 

A great error has b«en committed by some of tbe most 
talented affd inflaential of the leaders of the working 
daviies, by men who, nitb the bent intentions, bat from 
inexperience of sodeiy and errors of judgment respecting 
human nature, have done mncb towards separating the 
feelings of the different dasses, and to make them snpposi 
that their interests are in direct opposition to each other 
lu this manner daaa baa been set agaiuiit dass, and the 
breach has been widened between parties who i 
succeed in permanenily benefitting themnelves, their 
children, or aodety, except by a cordial union of fi 
and of interest. 

It is by this onion only that (Mmmunities, snch 
contemplate, of superior knowledge, manneni, wealth, 
and bsppinesa can ever be established, and it is only by 
a thorough knowledge of tbe prindples of the rational 
svstem of society that this union between indiridaalH, 
ctassea, and nattona can ever be effected and made per- 
manent. 

Thist union of daiwea and nations cannot be forced— it 
must be effected gradually and by all clasaes being placed 
under those new drcumstances, by which tbe characters 
of all will be so improved that charity, forbearance, and 
kindness will take the place of ignorance and pride, and 
all false eatitainles of sdf and others. 

Your most streanoua endeavoun will now be require ' 



to prepare bH partiea for this union in mind, 
and conduct, and by teacbbg all the natural process by 
which the characters of all have bean formed to become 
members of tha daw to which they happen to belong, you 
will infuse into thdr minds and conduct, the charity and 
kindness by which alone they can form and be happy in 
this union. 

May you prosper in the good and great work whidi 
u haie undertaken is tbe wish of your friend and 
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Tliia great revolution in the feelings of men mnat 
necessarily have arrived sooner or later, becamie, on ou4 
ude, clerical ambition knows no bounds, and, on the 
other, the hutnan mind is not endowed with padenoa 
beyond a certuiu point, and because the Pontiffs who 
had for BO nmny centuries exercised the exclnaive pri- 
vilege of deceiving whole nations, could not foresee 
that, in following the steps of thrir predecesaors, the/ 
were incurring every dunger. 

MARTIN LUTHBR. 

A Saxon monk, conrageona, even to temerity, gif^»d 
with a powerfiil imaginaliou, and posseaaed of the 
talent to profit by tbe effenescence of the nniversal 
mind, becattie Chief of the party which declared ilaelf 
against Rome ; this Bellskophon erusbed the mon-- 
btrone Chimera and all enchantment vanished. 

If we merely look to the low vtdgarity of his lanr 
gUMge, Martin Luther appears only as an ioiuriated 
motik, a babarouB' writer of an ignorant nation. If v» 
can juatly reproucb liim with hia invectives, and thA 
abuues of which he was so [»'odigal, it must be con- 
sidered that those for whom he was writing could only be 
roused by imprecations, and were incapable of under- 
standing any kind of rational argument '. but if we 
take a general survey of the labours of the religious 
reformers, we must admit the human mind to be 
indebted to them for some part of its progress ; they 
have relieved ns from numerous eitora which darkened 
the minda of our forefathers. In compelling their rivals 
to more circumspection, they stifled new superstitions 
ready to be hatched ; and from being themselves perse- 
cuted, they learnt to appreciate the advantage of 
toleration. 

It is within the sacred asylum of (his tolerenie ae.^ 
knowledged in almost all Proteetant states, that humalh 
reason baa been allowed to develope itself, — that 
ra^onal inquirers have cultivated pliilosopby — and, 
that our knowledge of men and things has bteu alloved 
to expand without the fear of Mau. 

Had Luther done nothing more than deliver Princes 
and People from the servile bondage under which the 
court of Rome had compelled them to remain, he 
would have deserved consecrated altars, as the liberator 
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uf DHtioua; aud ifhe has but turu awH^' luili'lhe veil ol 
mpentitioti, bow much gratitude (lo«s uut ihe progrras 
of TBUTH owe to huj memorj- 1 

The severe and scnitiimtiiig eye of the Rt-formerB 
stopped tlie Fiithevs of the Couucil of Treute from 
SHLcrioiiiug- further idolatrous siiperstiliou^. Thit^ 
Coancil whs about to muke tlie Virgin Miuy the 
fourtti peniou oftlie Trinity ; when, con^idcriiiif the pro- 
gress of the refonuHtion, iliej- (lioujrbt it vraa better to 
give it up ; but in order (ui* they pretended) to console 
the Virgin, they gave her the title of the " Queen of 
Heaveol" and made it an e>eeulial point of their 
"cranimiDg sjsteni' of reii^oua iuatruelion to the 
^'Oting of all cliwsei), that prHy<TS aliuuld be addrewed 
to her as the " Mother of (Ji'd ! !' 

MORAL INFLUKN'CR OF THE RE'-OP NATION OVER 
THE KOMAN CATHOLIC CLKROV. 

ITie Protestant!) of Germany inrreHsing fast in num- 
ber, and distiuguisLiug themst Ives bj- religious sincerity, 
«)id uiistere virluea, ex«ri4eed a powerful moral in- 
Dueuee, which compelled the Romiui Clergy to adopt a 
less abmrd aud more decent cnmportmuut. Church 
^niracles eatirely ceased ; canou'Kutiou of euinta wati 
considerably reduced ; the huly See was no longer proa- 
titnted to PuutifT's leading a acundalona life ; the 
■Sovercigiia become lem ex|)osed to cxcommnnicatious ; 
Cburchea more secure against interdicta; the sul jecta of 
Kings and Emperors were no longer released by the 
PojH-s from thfir oaths of allegiance, aud the sale ol' 
iudulgeucn begfin to fall out of fashion. 
. Another advantange accrued from the reformation ; it 
waa thia — the theologians of so many seels, obliged lo 
contend agtiinat each other wiih pen and ink, were 
compelled to devote their lime to reli^pons applications, 
ill order to instruct themeeives; aud the necesirity of 
gaining religious kuowledge made many of them leamef' 
tbeologiana; the eloquence of ancient Greece and Rome 
was ol^en re-produced, although it waa seldom employEd 
but for the most absurd theological dispntcs, which no 
one could now read ; great men, however, appeared on 
either wde, anil many of the church pulpits, formerly 
held by ignorance aud sloth, became occa«ioual]y occu- 
pied by divines of eminent merit as theologians. 

EVIL CONSECJL'E\CES OF THE REFORMATION. 

Such was Ihe good which reaulted froni the reform- 
ation; if however, we compare ihiwe advantages with 
the serious e^'ils which it caused lo society, we must 
admit that the good waa dearly pnrcliHsed. 

Throughout Europe the minds of men were in a 
state of lermtTitation ; the lay populntion began to ex- 
mninc what it really was they had been made to believe 
aud worship; from the mauileutatious of this new waui 
the Abbotts and the Bishops were afraid of losing their 
incomes, the Popes dreaded tlie downfall of their 
»utbority, and ^very one conne'jted with the old chnrch 
felt seriously alarmed.* .

Nothing is more desperate, and more pitylesa, than 
Iheological hatred ; this hatred combining itself with 
state politics, gave rise to all the wars which then 
ravaged so many kiugdotos and empires ; torrents of 
blood duwed in Germany, France, »ad the Low Conn- 
tries ; it was ouly after varioos snccesees, for many 
years uncertain, and after all the horrors that ihecmelty 
and wickedness of ignorant men, excited by fanatieifm 
and political ambition, could commit, that Holland 
aud part of Germany acquired at last, that invaluable 

prerogjitive, FREEDOM of THOUGHT, and LIBERTY of 

COX8C1ENCK: eubsequeutly all the nonh of Fnrope 

followed their example. 

WHAT CONCLUSION MUST VE DRAW FBOH THE 

FOREOOINO FACTS RESfECTINU THK ESTABLISH- 
ED CHRISTIANITY. 

Who does not see iu perusing this rapid abctch of 
the origin, progress, and nsurpationa of tha Roman 
Church, that it was, from the beginning, the work and 
invention of men ? What a piti:nl part do they make 
the Divinity play in it ; " They make their God, send au 
only begotten son is this world '. — that aon they make 
God 1 — he then is made to eacriiice kimte'f, in order to 
reconcile himrelfta mankind ! that is to say, to hia own 
creatuiesl" be makes himeelf man to correct the per- 
verted Bpecies lie himself created corruptible ! and, 
afler all, what is the result of such a wondrous sacri- 

le ? ilie world is pretty laach as corruptible as it 

er was before. 
A God that is made to say, « let there be tight, 

id tberd was light ;" oonld he ever employ such 
inefficient means to obtain Ihe ends proposed, when 
they admit that a mere act of his will could banish all 
moral aiid physical evil from the universe, and make 
all nations virtuous aud happy ? None but the most 
ignorant and narrow-minded could think of attributiiig 
to a Deity conduct so foolish aud so unworthy of an alU 
powerful Providence, in supposing him to undertake, by 
means of most woodmus miracles, a work that after all 
did not succeed. Then theae same men. who hold such 
asistent ideas of a supreme being, intrqduee, on 
their own authority, at each successive Conn;cili Vffv 
articles of blind faith and new modes of worship. 

The proper character of the works -of God, fa 
manifested by nature, is, that they are sabjaoUd lo 
nnchungeable, irresiBtible laws; and the proper ctmrae- 
ter of the worki and inventions of man, is, that th«j 
are subjected to the viscit^itudes aud changes of tiutf, 
consequent on human faculties, suM^ptible of gadnal 
modifications, and progi'cssi^ e improvements ; how 
then, — how is it possible, to admit as divine, opinions 
»ud creeds contrary to the laws of nature ; first enforced, 
then reduced, theu increased again, according to the 
changing will, caprice, or private interests of succesMve 
irders of priesibood? How theu is it poa»ble to be* 
ieve iu the iiifnllibility of tbose culling themselves 
■ vicars of Christ," when their lives, their worldly am- 
bition, aud their bad moral)!, would rather prwe them 
to be vicars of those evil beiiigo, with which hnmnu 
imagination baa peopled the subterraneoua g«>lfs of 
darkness !

HaviDg, in ihe last paragraph of ny sacond Eoay, 
employed the term " MIND," in & seoM which maybe 
thought to imply thai ihia offi<priag of the phyncal 
organiiation, has, in my opinion, a diaunet and separate 
eniatpnce from the body, I am reminded of the neccanty 
of adverting, in this place, to a subject cominonly dis- 
regarded, thoagfa a troitliil aoarce of discord and con- 
tention. I mean, the imperfecUon and unbiguity of 
language. 

TIus curious and elaborate vehicle, which now aervea 
to convey the moor abstriue aentiments atid lofty concep- 
tions from penoa lu person, from Country to country, and 
from age to age, cosusted, at 6r«t, of only a few ainipli 
tone*, siiBilar to thoee still nsed by infanta to expren 
Iheir iranta and desirea. 

Theae Cone*, when aided by expresdve UxJc* and 
^t*tttret, served to commnnicata the scanty ideu and 
umfbrm feeling* poswsted by the early and almost 
Miliary progeiutors of the different races of mankind, 
from one to another, in wbsitever region, or at whalevrr 
time they began to exist .' insomuch tbai the whole earth 
might have trnly been said to be of one langnnge and one 
speech \ but when, in proceat of time, their numbers 
becMue increased, their wants augmenCtid, and their ideas 
DinltipUed, they were found to vary thoee tones, and by 
annventional arraD^pemonta, to modulate them into words. 
Tbi* change waa attended by a practice which, in after 
VgM, occasioned great inconvenience ; a siagl? fav< 

MHitd wai eomellinps used lo denote a great : j 

diSereut things, while, on the contrary, a single faroarite 
dung was aometimes designated by u great variety of 
tmea, (intended to express the varioni ntiribntee or qnali- 
tice it was known tc poises* ;) so that when these words 
bad to be transposed from one dialect 10 another, uncer- 
tainty and «onfaffiun of tongues were inevi*«ble con- 
veqnenoes. 

Moreover, words, sni^ m troth, life, tp'irit, ghonf, 
n>K^ MMnce, &e.,^c., which, 'In original dialects, bad 
exactly the Eoine meaning, acquired by exportation • 
diflerent aigDifiaation and a higher value. 

Again ; doling the socceaaive states of family, tribe, 
clan, nation, dec, through which the variooa races of 
inaoklpd had to pass in their progrese from die simple 
ctuidition of savage life, to Uie complex relations of the 
Itighest civilization yet attuned, tbey bad to invent, or, 
at least, lo employ, words, by which they could commn- 
■icate from one to another the ieeUngs, wants, discoverieSj 
&c., whittli in endless variety attended this state of 



, The diflicoUy ot inventing new words, and of making 
ihem extenarely known, especially before the art of 
iirridng was invej^ad/ suggfalied the idea of using oM 
•orde in a new aiMn i or, what is now termed, metapki 
lieally-; and thii waa done withont the least regmd t 



dioae grunraatieal disiiuctions by which, in after timeaj 
these very worda wera drilled and 'placed nnder thfl 
goveruroent of SubnlutUieei, y*rb3, Ad^er^heM, P'ropo* 
tilitnu, &o., and by which contrivance they were 
fraqnenily forced to change tbar relative qoalitiea. Names 
being cmiverted into Verbs, and Verbs into Names. 

Nevflrthelesi, this coatriviuice, which gave pomp and 
eopbony to lairgiugc, seemed to extend the boundaries of 
knowledge and enlarge the stock of ideaH, while, in 
reaUty, it only substituted one name for another ; and, 
instead of conveying a true idea of the acljon or senti- 
ment intended to be expreeetS, frequently raised an idea 
of some other thing, often a more abatract idea, which 
bad.no ngni&caiion at all. Then from the verb, taiarile, 
we form the noun, a ioriting, and are able to give 
Bubstandal proof of the exisl^nce of this noun, by exhi- 
bitiiig the writing thai has been written ; but when from 
the verb, to *«ih, we form tbe noon, a *iyh, we can sive 
no substantial proof of the existrnce of this noon. It ia 
a mere abetracuon — A nonentity. It exists c^y under • 
verbal signification. 

Again. In the most early periods of this pregrMs, a 
taste prevailed. for the ' miraciJous and &baloas, which; 
owing to a similar deficienc7 of language, introduced the 
practice of penonifying those obscure ideas wbicb in (heir 
nature had no substantial existence. In thoae times

name of /^tmw*. The nordi-wind (a peculiar agitation of 
the air) waa called Borait. Tie rainbow, (a peculiar 
refraction of light) /rw. llie dawn, (another |cisd of 
refraction) Aurora. Fire (a peculiar decomposition of 
bodies) was personiBed under the name of fultvn ; 
ind these mere names came in time io be regarded a 



living, intelligent powers, endowed wiA -CMung and 
sympathy, to whom Temple* were erocted, Prieeta 
ordained, and whose favours were soagbt to be obtun#d 
by prayers and sacrifices. The pbenotnetut remaina ; but 
taeir high attributes and divine bononra have p a ^ g d 
away, and have been succeeded by a different set of 
abstractions, equally unsubsUintial, and more difficult to 
define. Thate emotions and bterior fedinga, wbicb 
impel living; beings to use their locomotive powers, have, 
in a similar way, names applied either to express the 
sensation, or the action to which it give rise — the rarhal 
states of being, expressed by the words " to feel," " to 
percwve,"- " to bo conscious," " to be inclined," "to 
choose," " to decide," " to determine,' having once 
assumed the fomi of substantives, we apeak with as innch 
familiarity of " the perception," " the consaence, '

were real entities, each poaeessing a separate capacity, 
and able to subaist alone, instead of being wibing but 
mere worda or names, which serve to expflNa different 
modifications of one and the same internal feting — a UA- 
ing generally denoted by the name " conscionsneM," and 
which is essential to, and inseparable from, eeery living 
thing.

Now be who aspires to aerve mankiod, ipnft break

Fashions, aud 
Tastes of Sodety, decidedly ' form tho^e fe^ngs and 
prop^nsiiles with which swnety has oo right to interfere 
and why those who andertaks to order nud direct tbesi 



charactet' thus formed, together with all the effects they 
produce in society. The very existence pf sack things as 
laws and iuetitniions, proves that Society acknowledges 
this fact, and accepts the responsibility ; but tMvioff 
assamed this high t^ce, instead of employing all the Aw( 
means that are known to bring into tveful activity all the 
(s^ qualities of which onr nature Is soscep^ble, so that 
the formation of character might keep pace with the 
growth of the individual and the general eLZtension of 
knowledge; this great purpose ii soogbL to be effected 
bv th.reats and promises, rewards and puniRbmeDls, which 
are thought u> possess sDJ&tieiii^wer to make every indi- 
vidual form for himxelf the best character be is able to re- 
crive. Absunl and erroneous as this notion, has always 
been proved to he, it might be uearer the truth, were 
rewards and punishments' distributed e^(<aA^j but tt^t

iiifidpiily, and that tlie time of the meeting could nut be occupied 
hy any explanations. On tlie Snnday fulTowtng, a [inndbill waa 
iwued, Mating that Mr. Campbell would repl^ to these cotnrdiy 
attack^ and alao prove (be reverend coliimtuatora thomselvea to 
be the real iufldeK A pretty aood attendance wan the reHult, 
and a diseumian byk place at the concliwon. Last Monday we 
dctmrnined on acting on the offfeneive, and a placard wu isued 
>naouai,'ing that Mr. Campbell would disciin with any one on 
"The efTecta of Christianity, aa it is at piment, nnd bitlirrto, taught 
aud practised." A working man b«giin the disanssion on tlie 
part uf the religioniita j the tenor of his remarks was, tbat 
while he fully admitted the evlle of church establiehuientii, and 
even the unchai-itabluniHi of HectariauB, he sincerely reverenced 
the Word of God. Mr.Campbelt followed, detailing most graphi- 
caUy^ tile evila resulting from blind faith — :Lud mslanced the 
momacre of St. Bartholomew, the Sicilinn VcBiiere, the bufferings 
of the Covenanters, and the iiitolcrsnce of the eiilablinhed church 
in Inland to thin day, and concluded with r^robating tlie late 
diijpTicefid conduct of the Eatohlishmont and MslhiHliKm in 
baflling the Government on the snliject of Education. The Rev, 
Mr. Barker, late of Moaaley, wbo ia now stationed In the nelgh- 
bnui^oud, then amw, and commenced a long tirade against the 
principlea of Sociali-nn. He began witli readug; an extrart from 
aome of Mr, Owcn'i wrrtinjs on the marriage ajwtem, with his 
o<im indecent remarks, and concluded with the uaual r^tamla of 
death-b^d aroneii—VolUire, Itoeeau, Paine, and Bode'.:!, of 
Amenca. The remai'kK of Mr. Barker were raptui-uuhl.v rhe-.Tt-d 
by hii party, who compriaed mora than three-foartlia rf tho 
meeting. The roverend eentlemen left the roMn immediately on 
the terrniiiB^on of his addrcHH, which he no doubt coiiflidered at 
the demolition of Socialism in Newoiitlc. The dinrusiioii wan 
•djoDmad at a v^ery bito hour until next Monday, bat not 
until the audience were amused with some stranre auticn from 
a reverend mountebank glorying in the name of Wy]>er. This 
last-named geatleraen took the somewhat unusual mnda of cbif . 
trepping the working ulasaea, by loudinj; their mtelligeoce m 
tlie pi»ducl'on of the People's Charter ; iiiid having got a 
foelina in hLs favour, he proceeded, like hit brother Bnrher, to 
domoluh us pell-mell. Although Uiere was nething eww in his 
.elipaiitlan to Socialism, yet his gestures werv so novel and 
ludicTtJtui, that the merriment they afTordod couip«'iisaled for 
the dubrns of the subject matter uf hts tirade. We anticipate 
■ crowded house on Monday nexL On Stmday, Hr. Campbell 
Intends, I believe, to reply lo some atrange theories of oi - '

It would be TWiniuite for him, beftre diraotly noticing the 
lenis of Mr. B., to give a bnef outline of tbe principles and 
of Socialism, as he, a humble disdple and advocala of 
uieHe prinnples and plans, understood tb«n, in order that Ihey 
might compare his ideas with thoeo of Mr. Brindley, upon tho 
nme subject ; he therefore, briefly related the history of the 
Social or Ombinative Principle, shewed that the most eminent 
men in all ages, Plato, Bacon, More, Hanriugton, and Berkely 
had employed their pens upon the subject, and according lo the 
knowledge of the times iu whiob they respectively UtwI, had de- 
lineatod their ideas of a perfect .state of society, adetjuate lo tha 
wants nnd cspabjlities of humanity.. Mr. F. then proceeded In 
>ihew thsj (nirwtianity, as tanglit by Christ himself, and pradla^ 
by his immediate dibciples, was Socialism ; that it did not tonsii-t 
InanasseM to formularies litanies, creeds, and vatechiuns, but Was 
a practical religion uf love and gooilnesa, and Ihe main obetatla 
to its miiversal practice tt the prrseiit day, was to be found in 
those speculative disputcn, alxiut iiicomprehen>iible 8ubtletir% 
which had superaeded true Chrit^lianily, and usurped ita name. 
Mr. Fleming then explained llie fundonicntal principles of SocinU

THE POLITICAL AND MORAL ECONOMY OF 
SOCIALISM. 



The ayatem of SoeiaHam has lately asmmed a d^ree of im- 
portanoe, unprecedented in its annals. Though it has been openly 
attaoked by avowed enamica, and iusdloualy aaaaDed l^ pre- 
tended Menda, it haa nevertheleas, progressed with atnaiing 
xtifi^iiy during the last year. The great Moral hero, who, some 
twenty or thir^ years ago, stood almoet alone in society, waging 
war against ita artiflcial and evil-producing arrangements, can 
BOW look widi a high degree of satiafacticHi on the delennined 
and patriotic band which has rallied round his banner. Man- 
kind appean to be awaking firan the dnmbers of an indefinite 
nomber of cemturiea, and to be attentively considering their 
highest, their moat impcntast intereala. The tide of prejudice, 
whether of a religioua or political character, whidi ignorance or 
bigotry had excited against SocialiBm, is b^inning to subtdde ; 
and the diaciplea of the Rational System are non' warranted by 
the experienee of tb« past, to look forward to the future with the 
moat delightful aniicipalion i^ its nnivenal «nd permanent 

That the proRinlgation of oor riewa haa been attended widi 
bencHt, ia a truth evidetwed by the hiatory of ear Society. Om- 



mode of procedure has been eflbctual, in enlarging the intalleo^ 
and giving tone to the msnlity of many amongat na. nw 
drunkard, in some instaaeea, has beoame enatnoored of our prin- 
ciples, joined our Association, and the reeult haa been, that b» 
has beoonta eober. The uncultivated mind has leagued itaelf 
with'ns, and haa been atimulaled by the powsrfiil influmee of 
surrounding examfde, to increase its inteHectoal power, by read- 
ing and reflection ; and many have been broa^t to a Impwledga 
of those canseB, which retaid the progreas of man towards a 
higher state of perfection, by the bumble efforts of the Socialists. 
Shall we, then, ny our System haa not been productive of besaStt 
shall we condemn it as a worthless, incoherent, and Utopian spe- 
culation t No 1 If no other benefits K-ere ever to reeult fraoi 
it than those we have already received, it is worthy of being ehe- 
tished, and of being allowed to reign the mistresa of our habit* 
and affectiona. 

Ae, therefore, the System has aasomed a bi^ degne of import- 
ance ; as some of the most intelligent minds in existenoe are bay- 
ginning to perceive its adaptability, to the exigencies of the time ; 
and, more particularly, as it pnunisea a large and constantly in- 
creaiung amount of happincA to the human imce^ we, as Candl- 
datee for that happineea, may reasonably enquire into the natura 
and vahdity of those promisee, and tfae practicabifi^ of thcea 

ana, it proposes to institute for their accomplidmient. 

When Social Misnonaries lay their plana before the public^ 

ey are frequently told by the Diaciplea of the faahioo^st 
theories of Politioal Economy, that their plana, though beaulifo] 

theory, aie, nevertheleas, utterly imptaclicabte; and that, if ever 
they attempt lo throw them into opeiatioD, their, attempts will 
prove alkortive. Cold-hbx>ded speculatoie i^ tbia kind, often 
■mm I, that Fcfnlation douUes itaelf once in a given number of 
years ; and that. If mankind were placed in those bvoniabte dr- 
ich we predidte of Community, the earth would 
ultimately, become so densely populated, that, tbez* would not b a 
j'ard of it unoccupied by human beings What then, 
tay they, would become of Svciety I Do you wish to bring about 
such a dreadful state of affitin I If so, where is your boasted 
Benevolence t Yet, your system is calculated to do this, and by 
OAaequenee, calcnlated to render its ulterior operations nuga- 
tory. Theae objections, and scores of a nmilar nature, are 
(fortunately for the cause of euETeTuig humanity) more of a spu- 
culattve than practical character. Like Bi^op BerUey's reason- . . 
ings upon the ideality of the world, or the mathematical problem 
of matter's infinite divisibility, they, however twautiful in theory, 
are utterly untrue in relation to pnctice. A discnaainn of these 
objectfona in the present stage of our enquiry would be prema. 
purpose in bringing Ukem forward now, having been 
by them ; shewing unto us the importance of rigidlj 
scmtiniiing our ^'alem, lest, after we have-begun to build, wa 
should be unable to complete the stnicture. 

But, in onler that we may proceed methodically, it is neceaaarj 
we should begin with the beginning, and the beginning of our 
subject appouv to relate to the natural and artiflcial vranin of 
mankind. These must be ascertained bofore we can Uemonatrata

Tuilleries, the Cbampa-el}iieee and the arc of triuin|ih de I'Etoile, | 
which tonuinates the view in the borizon-^certainly the nraget 
would Dot believe all these thinga to be reality. ,

Bnt the civilized man of the nineteenth century ought not M 

thll, Telativdy to the prodigies of Harmony, into the error coin- 

mittsd by the aavage, rriuttve to civilized prodigies ; for in the 

nineteenth eentury the civilized may coniiirehend with great 

[nUh' the mesas that Harmony poeseases to realize in all thinga 

sgruflcent itanltB. 

Besides, we Ul love weatltb, elegance, luxury, ptesaure ; 
and, in truth, it iftmld be very atrange that God had g^ven ua 
such tastes, and tKat he had at the aame time willed to eondnmn 
Da fbr ever, to misery, to uglineaa, and to all the kinds of saffering 
of whifj] civilizatioD is so fruitful : that would be foolliih and 
absord, or cruel at pleasure, and truly aatanical. Such belief is 
a gross and monstrous impiety. A father who is rich, says 
Fourier, has mors obligations to fulfil towajda his chiidron, than 
he who who is poor : he owes more than thia one in education, 
ctothiog, nourishment, and pleaeureg. Well 1 God, who is oilr 
father, and who is richer and more powerful than all monarohe 
together, ought he not to i«aerve for us the enjoyment of all 
— ' and would he not be worthy of the contempt and hatred of 
reature, if he refused him mtiafaction of the desire* with 
which he has organii»lly filled his heart 1 Can one believe that 
he has given us these de«res witli preuicdilation to employ them 
sgainst ua as iostnunenta of inccHsant torture. If it hiid bcon 
thus, he would bo the cursed one ; and every man who knows 
ths valus of a conception, can comprehend that no religion 
liitherto has yet formed a conception of the evil qiiiit, oontaining 
aa much wickeduen, cruelty, and i>erfidy, as such a conception <rf 
God would contain. And yet— a atrange and monstrous thii^t — 
many boneat people thus comprehend Ood, and they beuevs 



For ourselvts, who wonid not 
by insulting the divine intelligence ; we woo wnwi to auunr buu 
bless God, tlie sovereign creator of heaven and earth, of man and 
his passions, the diapetieer of universal life, the btfaer of love, of 
hapjHtteM, and harmony ; 

We shall not conclude with saying— llttt Is Impaadble, becsos* 
it is too beautiful ; 

We shall eoaclnde on the oontrory, religiously — That is ton 
beautiful not to be possible.

Mr. RiiD, the Bupcrinteudent of the Tr^piat 
wttkinwnt k1 Mount Mellcnv, but witb a bono Mxt aervuit *~ 
convey and kconnpaDy me thither, I «et off lo iivpect that i 
t^rMUng aod niiiguUr esbiliLishmcat. Mount ^f^'Ueniy (a nu 
ItivcD by the maaki tliiouaelvea) ia idtukCed near Cappoquia, 
the midst of a vut track of iMtrrea heath, on the aide of the 
KnockmeledoKii Mountaiia, which were covered with IDOW. The 
buildiDEaare of iiqtn«Be magnitode, and though cvrtainl; Btriking 
fctna (he louelineea of their poaitioD, and iiitercating fmm the 
asHOciitiona connected with the hiatory of their inhabitants, have 
nothing lo reoiHninend them aa specimens ot architectural beuitjr. 
Hey utrongl; reminded me of the drawmgs of the Hoqiicea on 
the AJps. Mr. Hju received me with great polilenen, and 
ahnweil every disiKHitian to communicate inAiraialion on the anb- 
ject which had induced me to obCnide upon hia privacy. In 1S31, 
it i^peare, aeveatv-^ht monka, who, daring the nreViona fifteen 
jearg, had livod nappy and coutcnled under the direction of M. 
Saulmer, employing lliomaeives in cultivating the barren Unda 
<'f Brittany, were forcibly expelled from the monaaten' of La 
Tnppe of .^elleraye, — their expulaion beins atlendod with acta of 
videnee, " aecotnpunied," to use the worda o? Mr. Ilyan, - by many 
atrodoua circunialancea, baaed upon BccnaatJona the moot stupid 
and calumnious." On arriving in Ireland, Sir Richard Keane 
gnmtcal them, at a nominal rent, six hundroU alatute acres of 
moor and bog land, on a leue of a hundred years. This they 
iiHtaiitly be^ to cultivate ; thoy at the aame time began to rains 
their CKlensive bnihlinga ; and it ia a reraartuible fact,—* f"*, by 
the way, which speaks with ainsalar emphasis against the indis- 
penaablencaa of a compulsory church,— that tbou^ post—cd of 
odIv okb siiPEKCK oD thcir arrival at HoDnt Melleray,diey rwaed, 
whhin ^e short apace <rf throe years, a aerits of itmenu-M t) ' 
would have coat, if paid for at the usual Taluo of work, not k . 
thno £10.000. They were, however, gratuiloualy aaaisted in their 
stupendoua undertiJungs (for such, indeed, they may be called) 
by the people oa every aide. I n a country where tilha has nou'ty 
cnaed to be collected, a amall company of religious men (aity ' 
number) have auccceded, tbi)u;;b p^nnylesB, b converting a 
wildemeaa into a fertile place, and in planting in tliat wildeniesa 
an inunenae and costly habitation. This can only be accounted 
for by the fact, that the religion tbcy profeoed wae the religion 
of the people, and that the pc-ople honoured and m{iBated them 
for the virtnee that adorned il. The monks of Monnt Melleray, 
when I viuted their establiahment, had one hundred and twenty 
onree under cultivation, yielding line crops <^ lye, cats, 
tumipa, and potatoes. Their gari^ns, too, abound in every 
vaiiety ot vegetables. They have planted, moreover, 120,000 
forest trees ; ao that in a few yearn the face of the oountry, 
HO hitely brown oud liare of beauty, will ba covered with verdure. 
Bc9iidee the laud granted to the Trappials, Sir Richard Keaoe 
had AOOO acres of bog, all of which waa unteminted and un- 
cultivated : siuce the settlement of the monka, however, the 
whole of it has become tenanted, and is now imdergcHng culti- 
vation. Buildinfi an apringing up on ovary side, and the 
tarroi waste is gradaally '**"y"g into a frmtful uid muling 
land. The Trappisla are of ue CiatamiaQ order, and their 
object is to educate the poor, to prontote agriculture, and to 
improve the gmeral condition of the people. They obaerve the 
atru»«et ailonce,— no ooe being allowed to speak, except to his 
■aperior ; and live in the moat exact conformity to rigid 
nJee. All rias at two o'clock in the maming, both summer 
and winter, and engage in the exerdse of devotion tmm that 
hour till six. Seven m the evening is thair time for retiring 
to reet. The dormitoriea are very large ; the cha^ was 
lighted with tapers, dimly and gkiomily. Some of tbe raaiika 
whom I taw wore wooUwi dreseao of the natural colour, having 
large hooda. Before leaving Mount Melleray I partook of the 
boqiilali^ of the superior, who supplied me with some exoellsnt 
bread and butter, bodi of them the produce (^ the land 
bdonring to the broflMrtiood, The ^read contained a conn- 
deraUe nntiao of lye. The inmates ol MooiH Helletmy live 
exclaiivelj' on T^[etabl« diet, and never touch wine or fer- 
mented liquor exoqit aa mcdione. — Binni' Miseaieb am> 
BeAiniH or lam.mn.

iu the rural dialrirta, than ia known in our moat denaely populated 
nuuiu&clariiig town*. 

No* these are curiotia moral alatlstiet, and unlcaa thry were well 
tubitantintrd by &cta and offlcial rftuniB, might be dnined the inven- 
tion of partiet anxioua to di>piim«e prieally lisininn, h completely 
aubTeniie an they of all eiinting inilllu^oni for the ineukatioD of 
nli^on and mondi ; for, if tnir, ihry prove that the piinciplea now 
ivcogniae^ and acted npoii by lociety liir thia pnrpoie will, if ouried 
to their ultiuutum, only incresae immorality and the moat 
itontiouaneu among the people, where they are permitted 
EDpremacy, Yet Mr, Laing adducea anch pnofa of the 
of hia itatemcnta ai must convince the moat incredulona. 

In IBU, the popdalion of Sweden waa 3,985,144 portona, Of 
vham Hfi26 only were employed in fiunoriea ; and in the given year 
one penon in 1 14 of the whole population had been aecuaed, and one 
iu every 140 convicted of aome criminal offence. By the relumt from 
1830 to 1G34. one penon in every 49 of the town population, and one 
ill every 179 of the ninl, had been jmniM each year for erimina 

Three reialta are the mot* atartling, when we take into conaldei- 
ation that the eauiiea which eicite to as many hnachea of the law in 
thia country and the aiater laUmd, and contribute ao much to iwell 
our cnlendan of eonventional crime, are unknown in Sweden. There 
ia no agrarian agitntion, no anti-tithe rebellioni, no game law tre>- 
posaon, and the ciciie lawa do not, aa with n%, hold out a bounty for 
iheir infracuon, and crmte a numcreot and aepnratc claaa of offender»_ 
Id addition to thia, it appran that police olTencea are not included in 
the reluma we hare quoted. If they weir, they would materially 
increaae the amnnnt. In Ihit and in all artificial complicated 
they conititnte ^e nioit numerous clni* of ofFencea. 

If we turn from the oflencea againat penon and property, to the 
conaideratinn of iht tocial and domealic relaliona of the people, the 
uapect of e&in becomrt ttill more gloomy. The Prieata of Orest 
Britain have long held up France ai an example of exceeding inuno- 
rality Piid infidi-lity, Paria haa been generally reputed to be the 
corrupted ca|Htal in Europe aa rvgarda the illicit intercoune of the 
KIC4, a thing which Prient* of alT countriea prnfai to hold in great 
horror. In Paria, illegitimate biriha are oi one to five ; in the other 
towni of France, one in every aeven and a half. In London and 
MiddlPMX, there ia one illegitimate birth to evety thirty-eight legiti 
mate ; and throughout all Kngland and Walea, one to every nineteen 
but ill the Swedieh capital, with a population of 80,000, acanely equal 
In aome of nur leeond-rate mannSicturing towna ; and the metropolia 
of a countrj' where rmding, writing, n knowledge of the church 
<hiim,andthccercnionie»ofancatBbliahedritual,ianuiver«ali— where 
there i« a numerouaand powerful body of clergy — plenty of leacheia — 
no diaaentcra or idiiainatica ; — where they hai'e every thing ^eir 
way — lis /ynpoiiirm c^iUtgHimait Urtit it ONi n eitry rwo thbk«- 
TKMTira ! ! ! What a concliulve example of the morality of prieally 
tmining ; what a apedmen of a Prieat'a Fuadiae '. Mr. Liing 
axelaiaia, " In no other Ctuiition community it there a atate of (emale 



momla apptvaching to tliia." Ha la right. But what ia (he nMon t 
Bccauae " no other Chriatian amunanity" ia ao complexly be-chaRhad, 
be-prcached, be-ichooled, (in auperatition) and be-cal eeh ia m ad, aa 
Sweden, and therefore " no other Chriatian oommunity" haa been able 
iibibil ao glaringly the licentioua tendendet, the awful dafonnity, 
filthy immoialitica, reaulting frnn rampant and aupreme practical 
prieitcraft, under the hallowed naoK of leligiotL 

In continuing the analyaia of the aoeial and moral condition of thia 
ih^ipy country, doomed to the infliction of a prieatly rule, we fiikd 
that under their away every thing ia inverted. Vice ia called virtui- j 
good atanda for evil. Public opinion ia poiaoned at ita aource by tha 
congenen of the Prieett, — their underalnippen, the achoobnaatera, 
and lociety throughout ita tanificationa beeomea one huge fhlaehood, 
enduring the inevitable eonaequenoe of error, in gencnl miaeiy and 
general licentiouaneu. Mr. Lajng aaya — 

" Figurea do not bring hnne to oar imagination! the moral condi- 
tion of a population ao deprared aa that of Stockholm, In auch a 
lociety,, the offapring of aecret adultery, and the birth* merely aaved 
from illegitimacy by the tardy marriagt; of the pwenta, muit be numer- 
oua in proportion to the general profligacy. If it were poaaible to de- 
duct theae from the one aide of the account and add them to the oUier, 
to which mornlty they belong, what a ainguiar picture of depravity on 
a great icole thia city preuinta I SuppoK a travcllET atanding Id 
the ttrecta of Edinburgh, and able to aay, from undeniable retuma,, 
" one out of three peraona paaaing me ia, on an average, the offapEing 
of illicit intetcourse ; and one out of every forty-nine, haa been con- 
lieted within theae twelve montha of lome criminal ojfence ! " 

Mr. I«ing aeema to have been eonaidetahly puialed to aconmt for 
tuch a degraded and demoraliied atat« of aociety, in connenDn with 
Inatitutiona for whid, a* a Sootchnuin, he eould not help feding 
reverence. In hia apeculationi upon the lulgect, h« Bametimea 
approachea nearer to the truth than we could havo anticipated i 
althoDgh it ia evident that aa yet the film of eariy prejudicea obacnrea 
hia mental viaion, and he aee* trutha imperfectly through a haiy and 
diatorting atmoaphen. With all hia rererence fi>r the church, how- 
ever, he attributea to iU mivenal infioenee in Sweden much of the 
evil which he unfblda ; true, be bringa into tha account, and judicioualy 
ao, other elementa, which work aodal diaorder and diaorgaoiaation ; 
but iheee he admita operate but partially, while the influence of the 
Prieata ritenda to, and through all. Of the awarming number of 
Btate paid religioua inatructon, he mnarka, qiuinUy, in the worda of 
the oM adage, " Too many cooka ^oil (he broth," — and aniely a 
honible meat they have made of it here. 

In addition to diia pithy remark, respecting tlie nomber of cooka 
Mr. Lning givea ua to underatand that theae aaid cooka are lirat-tate 
theologiana, but very inferior mAraliata ; thia wa can eawly believe — 
and have, in Tif A'eur Moral Worid, frequently inaialed that motali^ 
and theology not only have no natural connexion, bnt that their co- 
eiiatence ia impoaaible. Sweden, the moat ntij/ioiit, ia alaa the moat 
lAtaiorai country in Europe, q. K, n^ 

In addition to the fcencral diaorder created by the Prieata, Mr. Laing 
Bioigiia, aa a leading cauae for the degraded itale of morala, the piivi- 
[egea of catte, which are nowhere elae in Europe ao atron^y maiked 
and alricUy inNiled upon, Thia, in addition to ita entailment of 

lerritude upon aome -' , and lururiooa and viciona idtenesa on 

othera, gcneratea a hise puUic opinion advene to true intellectual 
improvement, and which eatimatea individnali, not by their indoatry, 
alulity, character, or moral worth, but by their profeaaional atanding 
nrul importance. 

There ia, therefore, in Sweden, a poiaian for the paltry aoeial 
diatinctiona conferred by the executive and elceaaive deairo for tnt* of 
ribbon and trumpery CToeiea. and the efRxt to obtain theae decorative 
jimcrackj au^rsedea thoaa whidi ahould be directed tc 
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«f momt ud moolal axi« U «n c «, witb ttig additioaJ evil that thcj 
fteqamtlj Dbtuulde nulj b; tin Nrcrifiei of prind^ Bat vbcn 
thcM an made tha uimilaiiti to aetiaa, and ths utMin uuL re^Bt of 
OUT follow mm it tuiMd to dipoid on nidi tomiwdeiie* inctrod of llio 
peifaimaiMe of good Ktioiu, it mnit openta piqndiciallj on the peoplt 
Bmang irhom tOEh a atala of thingt obtaiua, and totally oUiteiate ail 
the nohlar qniiiga of actioa. Thit aril ii, howova, not pccoliai 
Swaden, htU ia a aoona of damoialintion inwovan in tba attuctE 
of areiy aocie^ whace aoch ■ daaification ofataina a footing.

Thia eminent writer tbexefim hnn uneqmvocal testimony to the 
loedominancy of the Bma Use standard of inoiallty among ouiadves, 
which Mr. I«ihg lebnbates in Sweden ; and who that lias eye* can 
help saeiDg its baneful opeiatirai eveiy day ; yeL waalth sgainit which 
Ibe aothor of JWimmsoii deelaima, is not the caiue of the evil so mach 
Bi its conconib^ls. Wealth is not so modi coveted or sought after 
lor itself as an aeeonnt o( the things wbieh follow in its trun^pnblic 
napeet, municipal, legislatorial, and gsvenunental honours and 
hnctionB, dduge lbs posseaaoi of wealth, no mutter bow unfit he may 
it for their eieidse ; liat witdom, nrtoe, and raonlity, are held to be 
[neompatible with a tagged u eoane coat, Wndlhy ignorannuea and 
tilled nmt, anpenede poverty-ttrickeo worth and intelligence^ W« 
writhe and agoniie mtder the consequent evils, yet teuademly continue 
Mir worship of the Juggernaut whkh rushes us.

teach the peoiJe thur leligiona and moral dutiest

cinnjction between monils and politics, and that the principles which

an nutlaw ; h» hns no freedom of action, for the system of passports,

We Ik-kTc thus, at grentar length than is compatible with our limits, 
but still as briefly as the important &cts under review would permit, 
-consistent with perspicuity, presented to onr readers another iaA 
chapter of human history.

ON THE EXISTENCE OF MORAL EVIL, 
AND ON THE INFLUENCE OF THOSE 
CIRCUMSTANCES WHICH LIE WITHIN 
THE CONTROUL OF SOCIETY. 

(Gmlimied from Pa^e 600. J 

Essay IV. 

If we search tbe early bistoritifl of mankiiid> in order 
to discover the origin of their contrudictions opiiiioDa, 
Bod of tho;<e strange habits by which they me Aa- 
tingoidhed from all other creatures, we eooo find our- 
selves perplexed with such aa tntermixtDre of sense 
and folly, of truth and error, aa readers it almost im- 
possible to aeparate the ore from the dross. 

I'his task wonld indeed be eiifficiently difficnlt on 
accoimt of the very early period at whith these singu- 
larities bepm, for many then, whose injlueace extends 
even to the present lime, commenced their existence 
before men were able to keep lustorical records, and 
while tradition was only a splendid tissue of idle, 
absurd, incredible fabies. 

Difficult as the task, in its own natnre, is, it has been 
rendered donbly so by selfish individuals, who, for 
private advantage, have mixed these imperfect details 
with v^^ries of their own invention, and elabo- 
rated the compoiutd- into vanouB systems of delusion, 
oppression, and extortion. According to these wit- 
nesses, even the common occurrences of life could not 
be carried on in those early times, except throngh the 
agency of dreams, vimons, inspirations, oreclcs, reve- 
lations, divinations, visits from the Gods, sorceries, 
witchcraft, and all manner of occult practices, by which 
the a^sigas oi beingt tuperior to men, were pretended 
to be disclosed to idle vagabonds, who wandered aboat 
like the modern g)'psies and hedge-preachers, fronf 
family to family, aod from tribe to tribe, circnlatiug 
slander and antipathy, and keeping the i^orant and 
iiimple-hesTted in a perpetual state of excitement and 
alarm. 

It does not, however, appear that the spade, the 
plough, the loom, the pen, the press, tbe telescope, the 
compass, the steam-engiue, tbe mechanical arts, the 
of calculation, or, indeed, any thing which baa 
coutributed to the real benefit or civilization of man, 
were ever revealed to him by these supernatural 
envoys. Every thing of this kind has been the fhiit of 
his own patient observation, experience, and industry ; 
exerted, not by the prompting, nor under the direction, 
but in spite of the opposition of his spiritual con- 
dnctors. 

But, although the first traces of our early progress 
have been thus confused, and seem to lead only into a 
dark and intricate labyrinth, light has lately arisen in 
an unexpected quarter, which, though it may fail to 
penetrate every recess, throws its beams far into the 
vast obscurity, and exposes many cnriouB and inter- 
esting partici^ars in aid of our nncertainty. 

When modem Navigation _firit diaoovered the un- 
known regions of America, and the numerous Islands 
which lie scattered at the distance of hundreds of 
leagues from each other in ^the great Pacific Ocean, 
those countries were inhabited by different races or 
tribes, very unlike e^et "'bpr in their persons, notions^ 
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Bud habits. Thuii condition bIso v»ried from the 
naked lonelj cannibal of Terra del Fuego, to (be 
popnlona and polisbed notions ot Mexico und Peru, 
whicb, if tbe plain trnth could be aHcertaiued on both 
eidea, were perhape not much inferior either in extent 
or otvilizatioQ to ancient Ninevah or Babylon, at the 
conunencement oiaulkattu: lii^jtor^. 

Now. whether we regard these newlj-discoverd 
people as baman beings of a different race, or only aa 
exiles from the common stock — whether as being in a 
low infontile st^e of progression, or as having been 
degraded. from a higher slate of civUization, it is certain 
tliat man; trihea, and even nations, were still in tbe 
rudest degree of primitive barbarism, and that tbe 
grossness of their credulity was always in direct pro- 
portion to their ignorance and misery. 

Mr. Mariner, who was detained a prisoner among 
tbe SBvageii of the Friendly Jslandf, for peverftl years, 
during which he became thoroughly ncqnainled with 
their language, habits, opiuions, &c., informed me, that 
tlie TuoAt, or common people, (which of course was by 
far the most numerous class,) believe they hane no MotUx, 
and consequently no expectations in a fntnre state, 
Ihongh they willingly admit that theCbiefs,Mutaboole9, 
and Priests, go, when th^ die, to Bulotoo, where they 
enjoy the plefsures of this life in a more intense 
degree, for ever. I asked Mr. Mariner whether the 
.Tuafas did not seem deject«d at this singnliu depriva- 
tion ? He said they sometimes seemed rather diacon- 
teuted about it, in the same way aa persons who, in 
this country, have to walk on foot, envy tbe elevation 
of those who ride on horses. This notion is, however. 
injurious to the Tnahs in another respect ; it inspires 
the other classes with contempt for them, who, in con- 
sequence, treat them as inferior animsls. One day, 
when Mr. Miiriner was standing with bis loaded gun, 
near King Feenow, tbe Jatter, to exercise bis skill, 
levelled and fired at a poor Tnah who was climbing a 
neighbouring tree. On seeing tbe man fail, Mr. 
Mariner gently expostulated with his Majesty on this 
wanton act of cruelty, to which his highness replied, 
with great indifierence, " phoo, the fellow is nothing 
bnt a cook." 

Every book which describes the customs of savage 
natious is filled with similar relEitious ; and though it 
may be unnecessary to cite any more examples, they 
have all this inestimnble value — they serve to shew 
the mttimiled ductility of human nature, the ease witb 
which it will receive, and the tenacity with which it 
will retain, every kind of impression which hears tbe 
stamp of superior authority. 

From the whole of this kind of e'vidence at present 
in OUT possession, we deduce the following important 
facta:— 

Ist. In the progress of baman existence, there is a 
state so utterly deslimte, that those who live in it are 
engrossed by the appetites of love and hunger. Tbey 
have no leisure for speculation; nor even for tbe grati- 
fication of curiosity. Food is sometimes so scarce, 
they are forced to prey on one another. Having no 
property, they have neither priest nor magician — con- 
sequently have no knowledge of supernatural beings, 
and have recdved no information reopectinj^ a future 
ttate. When a people thus' circumstanced ore by any 



means iusnlated from all contact with happier briiigv, 
it is evident tbey might continue for centuries in the 
same abject condition, without the leart chauce of 
Linprovement. 

2ud. A little higher in the scale of intelligeuce some 
tribes exist, which have lettrned to tame wUd animals, 
such as pigs and. goals ; and to cultivate a few roots, 
such as j-ams and potatoes. These, being protected a 
littie more from the fear of want, have leisure to look 
about them with wondering curiosity. Finding them- 
selves exposed to contrary influences, which they are 
unable to controul, they chiss th»e under the distinction 
of friends and enemies, and thus divide the few natural 
objects which fall under the cognizance of their un- 
tutored minds into opposite and ho§tile systems. The 
one, including the production of life, with alt its agree- 
able aceesseries, sach as light, warmth, plenty, joy, 
and love. The other, that of lieslrimtion, wilh its frai ful 
adJTinctP, darkness, cold, want, pain, disease, and death. 
These two factions (to those who tliougbt deeply) 
would appear of equal power, and the agents employed 
by tbe one to be as active and numerous as those of 
the other. Poisonous plants, reptiles, ferocious HuimHis, 
storms, earthquakes, tornadoes, &c., were first regarded 
as malignant beings-; then, as the agents of auch 
beings; and these seemed to divide tbe empife of 
Nature with a class of good beings, from whom all 
agreeable things were derived. Sometimes the votaries 
of these two systems were divided, and lived in a state 
of rancorons hostility. Sometimes the systems were 
blended ; the friendly spirits being worshipped for 
fiivours conferred — and, the vnfrieudly, in order to 
avert their malignity. In both states were found a 
busy priesthood, whose office was to kill the sacrifices, 
terrify the people, intrigue wilh their enemies, and con- 
sume the fat of tbe land. 

Among such people, when the enjoyments of life 
becdm's multiplied, a natural desire springs up to have 
them perpntvaled. It was donbllees ft bold stretch of 
imagination which carried this desire into e. future stale 
of existence, while the decaying body remained so long 
after death, visible in this world ; bnt this difficulty 
seems to have been surmounted, by supposing xhemind 
to be a lep-iraU being, wholly distinct from, and of a 
more etberial composition than the body ; au Idea 
which, if not suggested, was, at least, confirmed by 
those vivid dreams (produced by intensity of feeling) 
in which we fancy ourselves conversing with departed 
friends; and also by those spectnd illusioud which so 
frequently attend intemperance, delirium, insanity, and 
every other kind ol intense action on the nerves. 

While this notion whs confined to the Chiefs and the 
Priests, the fntnre place of residence was always of a 
jiiyous character; but when, in alter time s/a different 
party prevailed, or the common* had gained sonis 
ftscendancy, so thut it became necessary to let the 
rabble partake this advantage, a penal bettlemeut was 
i^iscovcred forTHBtR accommodation, in order that ihe 
unhappy might not be iu too great baste to escape 
from oppression (o bliss: yhan Elyiium whs a brigbt 
and primitive thought, conceived, like that of ihe 
Coronet and Mitre, tor the Noble and the Pripst. 
Foitorat, a gloomy addenda, Invented for the multitude 
vnA meaut as an ally to the whipping-post and .giblet. 
j Some legislators (such as Moses) seem to have been 
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pnzzied in making this tuTaDgemeat, and have iillowed 
iheir claj-tenements to exist for centuries, withont 
being inhabited by their inunortal inmatee, while others 
have inxerted the ejBtcm, assigning the joys of heaven 
to the poor alone, and obliging the rich to make shift 
vitb the good things of this world. It ia nmnzing the 
authors of such schemes .were not doomed to the 

3rd. In a still higher stage of improvement a little 
more leisui« and a little more thought, enable the 
peraoDB vho live in it to transfer their adoration from 
things immediately aronnd them, to others more re- 
mote, from which the former seem to derive their ex- 
istence — that is to say, from plants to elements — to 
seasons — to the celetlial orbs which influence these — to 
the persons which govern these orbs, &e. The highest 
Difrht of speculation in the New World, seems to have 
been attained by the Peruvians, who worshiped the 
KuN* OS the snpreme author of all chiu^, and adored 
their Incaa and iViests as his lineal aud almost imme- 
diate descendants. Amid the opulence of this highly- 
favoured people, who had made snch advancement as 
to be able to work the precious metals, and had even 
invented a kind of hieroglyphics — here, I say, wan 
formed a splendid establish luent of Temples and Altars, 
and a regnlar hierarchy, magnificiently endowed i nud 
here, by a singular exception to the geueral rule, the 
common people had been living under the paternal 
sway of their Xucus in peace and good wiil during many 
generations. 

When the Christian discnverers beheld these enor- 
mities they were filled with indignation. In their holy 
zeal, they iiimilted the liica, plundered the Temples, 
seized ou the territories, and nearly exterminated the 
people ; and having establisbed their own pure religion 
ou the ruins of the other, sang Te Deum to the nn- 
fuiling source of Justice and mercy for his Coimcil and 
oo-operalion. 

The foregoing view of the various condilions of 
Savage life, (^when a little allowance ia made for Geo- 
graphical position) offers h tolerable picture of what 
hiim:w nature mnst have been, nud of the changes it 
mu^t have undergone, in every stage of its earliest 
jiri^fress, wherever its lot may have b«en cast. 

The most reputable ancient histories bear evidence 
of such states having previously existed, nud manj' 
UHagos which had de^euded down to those times were 
cloHrly derived from thwe first blind grnpinga of buroan 
intelligence. The philosophical idea now entertained 
by niuny, respecting the power which governs the 
Universe, is a sentiment of slow growth — the results of 
experience, reflection, and science, much more than of 
Hiiy revelation to be fonni* upon record ; atid though 
this idea is no doubt far, ti-ry far from the truth, it 
Heeros more consistent and more elevated than those 
tthich represent thiii omniscient power, the fountain of 
life and thought, as diitpniing with man about mun- 
dane aflairs, or as suspending the career of the celestial 
spheres to afford one set of Brigands opportunity to 
exterminate another. 



It is probable that men Will nerer be able to con- 
ceive just idew concerning this OREAT FOWKR; pwh^M 
it is not necessary that they should. The Univeree 
will, S3 heretofore, be under the government of Eternal 
Wisdom ; and we, as a portion of the Universe, shall 
always participate that advantage : and since we are 
commanded to love one another, as the iufallible means 
of securing everlasting felicity, ve ought to direct en- 
quiry into the nature of those obstacles which have 
prevented the attainment of so desirable an end, and 
not distract otir heads and divide our hearts by eternal 
disputes about incompTehensible creeds, and irre- 
concilable doctrines.

Ireland, 
with Its extordona and debt* — ita impoverished and 
absentee landlords — its starring peaEantry, and all the 
long cotalogue of Irish evils. In England, oar mass of 
beggary, ripe for sedition and crime — ■ mass created 
chiefly by the blindnesa of greedy avarice, degraded more 
and more by ita heartless cruMty, and which may one 
fearful day avenge npon this great empire her cold post- 
ponement of moral duties to questions of immediate gain 
in ledgers and taxes. Oar public embarrasdment, which 
already bind us hand and foot in the face of Eorope, 
which nothing bat vast private aacrificea can relieve, and 
these sacrifices no one will make. The B[Hritaal destitu- 
tion of oar chnrch, and all the evils of dissention ; the 
bitterness and ignorance, and lorn of truth, and desertion 
of the State, which are to he traced lo this one source. 
AdJ over it we sigh and groan, as if the remedy wer« 
beyond the reach of man ; doling out onr pounds and 
guineaa, and ri.ipences and ahillings, wbital millions woatd 
Bcarcply supply the wants of our own country, and whole 
Ci)DtLnents are crying out to us to save them from conti- 
nuing, or beconiiug, empires of sin and darkness. And 
all the while we are building ceiled houses for oarselves, 
adding field to field, and palace to pslace — boai^ting of 

r warehousea and commerce — covering th^sea with our 

irchent ships — doing every thing for ounsclves, that we 

ly walk in silka and velvet, and fare sumptuously every 
day; hnt when the work for GOD and Man is called 
for, silting down with despair and lamentation that we 
are poor and in debt. And to this, ton, we owe the 
degradatiijn of our character ; for with all oar boast, om 
charactM- as a people is degraded from what it once was. 
We owe it all 10 our indnlgencies, selfishuesi, and 

mforts"" 

After this candid adiDission by the old Quarterly, <Eoea 
it not become most urgent for aU parties to demand of Go- 
vernment — THAT THE RESOURCES OF THE COUNTRY 
SHOULD BB MADE AVAILABLE FOR PROMOTING THE 
INTELLECTUAL AND PHYSICAL EDUCATION OF ALL 
CLASSK8 WHO HAVE NOT THE MEANS OF PAYINQ 
FOR THB SAME P 

The brutality and stupidity of those who are called the

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lower order* hnve long been b sabject of compUint io the 
moullia of the more polite and anstocradc [lordon of the 
community, who have even been ao nnjiut as to reproach 
the former trith vices partly, if not solely, gennsted by 
their own selfish, exclusive, aod miscalled focia/ system. 

That brutality has not, long ere this, been eradicated 
fr(HD society, and replaced by a reverence and taste for 
the |MX)diicUDns of nature and genius, has not been 
to « vant of the means of so doing, but to an igni 
of the part assigned in all countries lo mental pragreasiiv- 
rtelt, to an imperfect knowledge of human nature, and to 
oar rulers not yet being aware how intimately the real 
sciences (wherever they flourish) are assodnted with the 
true ends of religion, politics, and dvilization. 

The nataral consequence of this ignorance of the bene- 
ficial influence exercised by the conceptions of one brain, 
ovbr other braius, in, that, here in England, the knee is 
still expected to bend hefore Epscopalian plans of 
Diocesan instruction and myxtified training, whose only 
effect, in the present day, is to perpetuate the observance 
of a tacitum, gloomy, and humiliating worship — a form 
of worship which, however much it might have benefited 
tnaakiud by its theocratic absolute stray in the dark ages, 
when no other means existed for soothing ignorance and 
represaing hrataliCy, than those of working npon the 
ituluiclive hopes and fears of the vulgar — is now wholly 
irreconcileahle with the advance which HAN has already 
made in the tnie knowledge of himself, and in that of all 
saitonn^g tmperithahle matter. 

Few are now disposed to dispute the power which the 
study and contemplation of the works of nature, art, and 
gciuns possess, of baraanizing and elevalii^ the character 
of mail by Eubsututing moral and inteHectnal pleasures for 
sensnal ones, and by inspiring a praiseworthy and generoDS 
spirit of emdation ; and certainly a nation so rich as ours 
is, in deposits of all that is rare, curious, and interestini 
whether in public or in private collections, has ample 
meani at its disposal for ratling the charaotar of aU its 
opera dve and trading classes. 

How comes it then, let tu ask, that baring these fatn- 
litiea, for impressiDg a whole people with a satatary ad- 
miration of the talent and taste of those in advance upon 
them, and thereby of substituting urbanity of deportment 
for rudeness and inoivility, ;«finemeat for grcMsnees, and 
intellectual for sensual enjoyments, the operatiyeB of this 
country have still to acquire an interest in the works of 
nature, a taste for the fine arts, and feelings of admiradon 
for genius f 

Because the Priests and theConserradvea, alike jealous 
of tbeir influence over weak brains, and alike apprehen- 
sive of the effect which the new spirit of real knowledge 
might produce upon the minds of those industrious classes 
whom they hold in mental thraldom, endeavour to per- 

Eatuate th«r power by refusing them all access to it ; 
race the dolsing of all repositories and exbibidons of 
England upon the only day on which laborious indus^y 
coi^ visit them — hence the preposterous reguladoos by 
wlucfa even the few among them who could snatch an 
hour or two daring the week for recreadon or self-im- 
provement, have bad their feeUngs deeply wounded by 
being refbsed admisraon. 
Only let the eitperiment be tried, of opening to THE" 



PUBLIC GRATIS, ON SUNDAYS," not only our Museums, 
but also oar Zoological Gardens and National Galleries i 
all our Cathedrals In town and country, all our exbi- 
bidons of the products of nature, 'art, and genius ; only 
adroit the people to our Panoramas, Cosmornmas, Dio- 
ramas, CoIoBBenins, Reading-rooms, and libraries ; in 
abort, to all onr scientific institutions and repositories on 
that day, and ere long will be made manifest the truth of 
our a^erdon, viz. that, repeated impressiona made on the 
people by their contact with the products of NATURE, 
and with the creations of> haraan THOUGHT and science, 
SGB, in the present day, far greater efficacy for rainng, 
dignifying, and harmonizing the feeliogs of all classeii, 
(ban monotonous pulpit repetitions of stale morality, or 
degrading false notions of sectarian dogmatism ever did 
ever will. 

The only restriction wa would propose is Otie which 
will be found vqually beneficial to die people, and to all 
pnblic institutions ; and it is this : let no person whatso- 
ever be admitted tingle on Sundaj-s — no,uoteven children; 
it being our decided convidtion, that while nothing can 
I effectually ensure, at every age, decorum and pro- 
priety of deportment, than the moral influence which ibi> 
presence of one sex has over the other, when in publiij 
together : so nothing more enhances the pleasure derived 
from exhibitions, than an interchange of those pieesurahla 
feelings of admiration and delight which they naturally 

To enumerate the pnblic and private advantages which 
BO practical and simple an tnnoration, as the above stated 
departure from our stupid (though artfnl) Sabbath rule, 
implies — would be endless ; suffice it to say, that a new 
taste would soon be generated and diffused — a new feeling 
of Borinl common interest in the beaudful would be 
created— the beautiful would lead to good — and the true 
ends of dvilization, by giving birth to, and encouraging 
the arts and sciences, as well as the tv-acdon of the arts 
MJances upon civilization, would be hdfilled, and mora 
generally acknowledged : whereas now, by yoar system 
of exclusion, you . foster brutality in the heart of dvili-

Moreover, observe : — that so long as a Government is 
found to dread the effect of too much pleasure and of too 
much knowledge upon the working people, that Govern- 
ment, we maintain, is in the wrong, inasmuch as it shows 
itself afraid of those self-wrought reforms which thuuld 
Dstitute its noblest pride. 

But so long as the people of any country are made to 
believe that they must petition their mlers for more 
idonal pleasures, and for more spiritual education, in the 
ime of mystic personifications, or only on some of the 
old mystic forms ; they never can be nnderttood as peti- 
tioning in earnest and effectnally, since ihey are enticed or 
induced by false training to demand new rights to satisfy

Whatever has been, or is to be accomplished with 
public money under a liberal goverQiBent, is, to all 
iutcuta uud purposes, PUBLIC property. 

LuBtly, so long as any old system of mystic regnla- 
tioas, leuding originally to deceive any portion of the 
people, is allowed to remain ia force aa part of the law 
of the land — wtilUt tUe Bew Bj'stems of real and positive 
knowledge are denied to the people, in so far as they 
are not taught in our public or private schools — all the 
professions made in favour of a national education, 
purporting to jtiltivate the intelligence and to promote 
the true spiritual prioress of society, are, we maintaiD, 
ueicher Bincere nor practicable : for, either the real and 
positive knowledge unw centered in, and monopolised 
by, the royal and imperial societies of Europe is bad, 
useless, and pernicious ! or it is good, os^nl, and 
beiiefioiu'. 

If the former : then should oil royal and imperial 
governments be impeached by their people for & 
nning to patronize, entourage, and reward, that which 
itt barl, usele^, and perDi(;ii>us. 

If the latter : its diffiision and dissemination throi^h- 
out the Universities, Colleges, and Schools of the whole 
world, should, by means of steam and of rmlroads, 
jmmediutely follow its discovery, as the test of its 
excellence; or, at least, each iiLdividual government 
should traasmit it without anj delay to every one of its 
public nnd private schools, be the heads of those 
Uuiversities and Schools who they may ! 

•Then wonlo prgndice and its consequent evils be 
restrained, and find an effectual cuA by men becoming 
induced to test the cauw of their former aniipathies — 
resolving to be governed by the voice of reaaon alone — 
by the pursuit of new practical truths, by the free and 
fearless prosecution of science, regardleiis of ancient or 
modern dogmiLtical differences. Their pernicious 
iuHuence would thus be underaiuied— unity become 
triuaiphant — clime, casle, and colour, a nouentity — 
sectarianism extinct — and every existing opinion would 
be respected as being the result of observation and 
reBectioi), scientific . iustitiitioue being then based on 
niiiversnl justice, would prosper for the general good ; 
aud the pestiferous remnauis of prejudice, superstition, 
and mystic despoliam would eocn be crushed by the 
eight of their own ucUishnrsa ani corruption, never

In addition to the political diaoiden to which we hare alluded thui 
briefly — aa well bom doty u isclinatiDn, the country ii now endorin^ 
another of these periodical ■tagnationa, inteparabla from a conun«i:iBl 
competitive ayalem. Machinery and men are alike idle, and the 
Capitalist and labourer equally diaaatiiified. We beoid tome one aay 
the other day— and we aee the remark haa been alao made in Poiiio- 
mcnt, that the [seaeni ^oomy atato of the COmmarcial w«ld " is bat 
a poaring cloud," and that all oil! ^leedily be tight agoin, why it aoj/ 
be a " paaaing cbnuT' — but we much (car that ad it* " paaung" away, 
it will be aococeded not by nuiabine, bat a yet darker cloud. 

The Gondilion of the manabctnitag elanea, both emptoycn and 
employed, baa been gradoaUy growinf wone widiin the last three or 
four ycara. They have been fed with bopea, aiiiing from their igni 
lancc of the taiiae ; that the difficulli« and enbanaaaments they felt 
were only temporary, and would be niccoeded by a 
state of a&in. They have waited in vain, however, fbr the n^liialion 
' of IboN hope*. The aspect of the (unmercial horinn-'graws daily 
more gloomy. Machinery', while it ha* nperteded manoal labour 
bone, has prevented Ibe " superseded " labotmrs frem pwehuing i 
pnidnetB. These have nceumnlnted, while the foreign morleta ha 
diminished. Rival maehiflery and rival capitaliata are apringing up 
the United States and on the Contineat, which threaten the ultimate 
extinction oF onr foreign tnde. We have alieady accomplished, to a 
considemble extent, by the means advert|^ to, the deatroction oF oor 
home trade, and thus the circle of evil seems slowly wideiiing, and, at 
the aome time, perfecting. 

With Ihesa two great tsoFss of popular diacontent at work ; with 
the peopls divided into claaaea, matmlly ignenuit of each others 
feelings, and adverse to eadi othtn intweata ; and, above all, 
dear views either of the evil or its remedy ;~cao any other result be 
eipeeled than that we witneas ? 

It ia booties* to blame individnalo. Thie has only the efibct of 
diverting attention from the real source <rf the. diiaae : ind it it this 
condnet, this rautnol erimimtion and recrimination, among the unhap- 
py sufienis of the ^aUia, together witii its OMneqneat ^mony and 
estuuigement, which conatitnle* one heavy item in the nd aecoml of 
national adversity. 

The evil onat be aought for whete alone it will b« found — in onr 
anti-aoda] and onoataTal institutima. These must b* icmodelled 
finnlj bat wisely, ere th«r eonseftences abala. 



It is mebuicfaaly to bear all partie* oomplaining, aU admitting that 
money and private property ars the main sources of Ibeir satlering, and 
yet to see them cKnging witii teutdona gratp to both, and were we 
10 judge from the tone of mnny of the Newipapcn in reference to 
Sodal Refoimers, diaposed to saaifiee the fttes as unscrupuLoosly aa 
they nssesinate the riaracter$ of those who desire a peaorable and 
beneficial change for all of every party and every class. 

Amidst thi* gloomy gathering of calamities, it is consolatory to oa 
to know that the principle of progression Is never stationary. Even 
the social and political evils which we chronide and deplore, may b*, 
and, we think, are, destined to ftecoroa efficient mean* for helping 
forward the great coniummation. Periods of transition are uncom- 
fortable periods for those who live in thenu-- Upon ODS of these onr 
lot haa evidently bllen, and we cqmfbrt ourselves with the reflection 
that the sufierings now endured are only the medium for introducing 
Ibe knowledge and pndice of a nuqv rational slate of society.

tt woa ku style of language, in the use of which be should he leh en- 
tirely free, na if any such nlluKion, m any terma, were proper. — Parti- 
cnlnrly, 1 would draw attention to the fiur infirence, in respect to the 
speakers opposed to us, that as it was most probably the eonacientiout 
itiirf of that which they prafesa, thnt induced eoveial memhera of 
different conglrgntiona to defend it, », on the Mrt of their minislera, 
it is a bioictndffi of the fidaehood of that which they preach, that dctera 
them from the performance of a dut^ which pectdiariy belongs to them, 
and which it ^ould have been their first care not to leave to be inca- 
pably executed. I believe, that this ominous and general dereliction 
oF duty will advance the cause of Socialism considuably. Indeed, if 
ihu demand for our tracts and publioilions ba an; criterion, we have 
nmple evidence, that the people are enqniting Sat thsmselTV.

On tlie whimsies of Theologians and others, rdalive 
to the. soul.

" They do not think that afler death, soals cease to 
exist, but thiit tbej' pass into other bodies." 

'■ The ttoici," obsen-es the writer of a tract, on 
Man's Mortality, published at Amsterdam, in ](>43 
" Believed the sonl to be a certain blast, hot, and liery, 
or the vital spirit of the blood. The Creationt held it 
to be blood ; Galen certain exhalation of the pnreat 
blood : Zetin, CkanUiet, AntipiUee, and Patsidonimit, 
ft hot complection, or corporeal qnality, diffused through 
ihe whole bnjd j ; Demmriliu fire, and his opinion 
WH'i, " the round atoms being incorporated bj air and 
fire, do make np the sonl." Pythagoras supposed it 
to be a number moving of itself " Thale, according to 
Plutarch and Stalxpa*, first declared the soul to be a 
eelf-moving nature. j4ru(oile asserts that, he calls it 
KtrifTiicov or Klntikon, in respect to the motion it gives 
to oiber things, in which are included both parts of Ihe 
definition of the pUloniBts, vi7 :— a subatance haying 
within it.ielf, a power to move itself, and other things re- 



specting which Plato argues to this effect ; the first of 
motions b, that wberebj' a thing moves itself; the Mctnd, 
that whereby it moves another ; every thing that moveH 
itself lives ; everj living thing lives, because it moves 
itself; therefore, the power of self-motion is the essence 
of that substance which we call the soul, which sonl, 
is the cause of the first generation and motion of things 
which are, were, and shaU be ; and of their contraries, 
as of all transmutation, the principle of motion, and 
therefore, more ancient Iban the bodj, which it moves 
by a second motion. PUto, alterwards, declsree them 
to be the names of the soul's motions— to nill, to 
consider, to take care, to consult, to judge rightly, and 
not rightly, to joy, to grieve, to dure, lo hnte, to love, 
iind the like. This opinion first ruised bj- I'faales, was 
entertained in the schools, wilh the as:3eut of Pythago- 
ras, Anaxai/orax, Soi-ralet, and Platn, till exploded by 
ArUtolU, whose chief arguments against it, were ihese- 
First — that nothing is moved but wLat is in plnce, 
nothing in place but what bath qusnlity, which, because 
Ihe soul wants none of the four kinds of motion, (viz : 
lation, alteratiim, diminution, accretion) are competible 
(per se) to her. S.,eond — that self-motion is not 
essential to the soul, because she is moved accidental!/ 
by external objects." — Stanlry'a liitt. PhUotoph, Vol. 
l.p. 13 

An apophthem is ascribed by Laertins to Thales, 
which resembles a saj-ing of Cicero's, in his Tntailan 
Quesliont, viz. — the swiltest of all things is the mind, 
for it overruns alt things, observes Thales. Cicero 
says nothing is swifter than the mind, and he wonld 
interpret the fi'TrXCx*"'^iitelecheia of Aristotle, a conti- 
nued and perpetual rooUon. " Dvnamhu* says, the 
soul b sn hsriiiuuy of four elements, Nemesius divides 
it into phaulHsy, judgment, and memory : Aristotle, in 
bis Pkyyiiku, divides it into vegelaiive, motive, apperi- 
tive, intellective; and Ambrose I^arey, p. 8!I5, saitb, 
the soul is the inward entelechis, or the primitive canse 
of alt motious and functions, both natural and animol, 
snd the true tbrm of a man: It seeeth, bcareth, smell- 
elh, tasteth, toucheth, imsgioeth, jndgeth, &c." " • 
• ••••• " Augustine and 

Athenatins say it is a substance. created, a spirit intelli- 
gent, and immortal, incorporeal, like the angels. Lu- 
cippna and Hipparchus say, it hath a fiery body : 
Criiias and Anaxemines, Woalnor, and others, an ani- 
mal body : Hesiod, an earthly : Epicurus, fiery and 
airy : Xenopbon, watery and earthly : Drone, a middle, 
betwixt the spirit and Uie body : Didiuina and Origen, 
a third substance." 

Daniel Mace, in (he preface to his Greek and Angln 
Tiilamerd, and Mr. Mnson, in his Treati'e on Self 
Knowle^ffe, define man to be compounded of body, soul, 
and spirit, so that these gentlemen roust nnderrtand the 
soul to be something very different from the spirit. 
Descartes, Baxter, and their motley followers believed 
it to be immaterial, i. e., without parts, and John 
Fletcher thought it propagated. The Roman Catholics 
believe that it is credited by the Deity, and sent to in- 
habit the body, but, whether it be created before, afler, 
or during the process of utero -gestation, has not yet 
been satis fact orily determined. The Brahmins of 
India, believe iu the metempyschosis, or transmigra- 
tion of souls, and a lute learned apologist for Christi- 
anity, namely, Soame Jenyns not only professed to 
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believe, bnt scCuciUj' wrote a defenca of thia notion. 
See his Disq. on sev. Sub. No. 3, Lond. 1782, u refer- 
red to in Godfrey Higgins' Celtic Druids, p. 284. 

It appean, the Ancient Dmids believed in the doo- 
trine of the metempsyobosis. The learned author, ]«st 
quoted, enys, "they believed in a fulnre state of rewards 
fuid pantdhmeDts, in the immortality of the soul, and 
in the metempsychosis, or the sonla transmigration 
after death, from one body to another. 

Of the vast variety of religious opinions, which 
have prevailed at different times in the world, perhaps, 
there is no one that has been more general than that of 
the metempBychoma. There was scarcely a country, or 
a sect, in fonner times, in which traces of it may not 
be found. It was received by the Brahmins, the Magi 
of Persia, and by numbers of the Greeks and Latins ; 
by the followers of Pythagoras generally, and by the 
Pharisees amongst the Jews, as is remarkably proved 
by many of them, sapposing that Jesus Christ 
Eliaa. After the time of Christ, it was believed by 
some of the early fathers, and by severa] large sects." 
The Druids also believed it, as we leam from Ceeaar, 
Book the 6th, who saya, " that after death, they think 
sonla pass into other bodies." *' This doctrine'' conti- 
nnes Mr. Higgios, "was held by the Chaldeans, and it 
haa been observed by an ingenious writer, that in the 
colleges of these persons much useful learning must have 
been taught, or Daniel would not have consented to 
prende over them." — Celtic Dmida, o. 7, a. 8, p. 284 

The following remarks of Forbes tend to throw light 
npon thia doctrine, so &r as it relates to its prei'ali 
among the natives of India. 

" Pythagoras, returning firom his eastern travels to 
Greece, taught the doctrine of the metempsychosis, and 
the existence of a Supreme Being, by whom the uni- 
verse was created, and by whose providence it is pre- 
served, that the souls of mankind are emanations of 
that Being. Socrates, the wisest of the ancient philo- 
sophers, seema to have believed that the sonl existed 
bdbre the body ; and that, death relieves from those 
seeming oontrarities to which it is subject, by its union 
with onr material part- 
Plato, (in conformity to the opinions of the learned 
Hindoos,) asserted that God mfused into matter a 
portion of his Divine Spirit, which animates and mi 
it, that, mankind have two souls of separate and 
different natures, the one corruptible, the other immor- 
tal : that, the latter is a portion of the Divine Spirit 
that the mortal soul ceases to exist with the life of the 
body ; bnt the Divine Soul no longer clogged by its 
nnion with the matter, continues its existence, either in 
a state of happiness or punishment: that, the souls of 
the virtuons return after death, into the source from 
which they flowed ; while the souls of the wicked, 
after being for a certain time coniined to a place des- 
tined for the reception, are sent back to earth to ani- 
mate other bodies. Aristotle, aapposcd the sonla of 
mankind to be portioas, or emanations of Divine 
Spirit ; which at death quit the body, and, like a drop 
of water falling into the ocean, are absolved into the 
Divinity. Zeno, the founder of the stoic sect, taught 
that, tiiroughout nature there are two eternal qualitiee ; 
the one active, the other passive : that the former is a 
pore and subtle ether of the IMvine Spirit ; and that 
the latter ia in itself entirely inert,, on^ muled with 



the active principle. •■•»•• 
* ■ > He believed also, that the aonl of 
man being a portion of the universal soul, returns after 
death to its first source. The opinion of the soul, 
being an emunation of the Divinity, which is believed 
by the Hindoos, and was professed by Greeks, seems 
likewise, to have been adopted by the early Christians.' 
St. Justin, says, the soul is incorruptible because it 
emanates from Godi and bis diaciple 'I'atinus, the Assy- 
rian, observes, that man hnving received a portion of divi- 
nity, is immonal as God is. Such was the system of 
the ancient philosopherp, Pythagoreans, Brachmans, 
and some sects of the Christians,'' — Forbes Orient. 
Mem. Vol. 3, ch. %), p. 2U1, as quoted in the Anoca- 
lypsis. Vol 2, p. 41. 

And now we may reasonably enquire how we can 
believe all this tissue of nonsense and absurdity P Are 
we to adopt the system of the ancient philosophers, or 
that of modem theologians P Are wa to rank ourselves 
amongst the Baxterian Sonlites, the Berkleian Soulitcs, 
the Fletcherian Soulites, or the Roman Catholics ? If 
we adopt any of their hypothesids, we must reject the 
theories of the others ,- and as we cannot adopt more 
than one, and as there are a great many, so there are 
ten chances to one, that we should be led astray, be- 
come infidels, and perish everlastingly. Look over the 
heterogennouB mass of opinions, which I have collect- 
ed in tills brief and imperfect essay, and then ask yonr 
better judgment, if it is not a practical commentary 
on the assertion of Robert Owen, viz : — " That society 
resembles a lunatic asylum." What discordant opi- 
nions, what fantastic notions have arisen in the hninaB 
brain, for want of true experimental knowledge. Yet 
we will doubdess, be told by the elect, the maimed igno- 
ramuses of superstition, that we shall be damned 
eternally, if we do not believe. Was ever notion so 
preposterous ? was there ever a doctrine so derogatory 
to the Deity ? What Bhtdi the Being who ia infinite in 
majesty, grandeur, goodness, justice and love, consign 
me to irremediable torture, because I cannot subscribe 
to creeds which reason scouts, and common sense 
rejects. No ! I would not derogate from his dignity, 
by supposing for a moment, that my sufferings could 
add to his happiness, or that he would thus afflict his 
weak and imperfect creatures. 

Dearly beloved brethren, as you stand in great 
danger of punishing everlastingly, unless yon have 
faith, let me beseech and exhort you, for the sake of 
your immortal souls, to study the foregoing opinions. 
And as there is danger in adopting' only one of them, I 
would as one, that most affectionately careth for your 
spirits, advise you to adopt them all, to believe them all, 
and act up to them all. Then yon are sure to be safe. 
Faith, mighty and triumphant faith, will enable yon to 
surmount every obstacle, and that naughty thing called 
reason, will never be heard of any more. Your life 
will glide on towards eternity, as the stream does tow- 
ards the ocean, and in the hour of dissolution, yea, 
even, when the #orid is on fire, when cherubs are weep- 
ing over the funeral of the elements, and the stars are 
tumbling on the world like a shower of hail, even then, 
the amplitude of your fiiith " will bear yon conqueror 
through," and you will besides, enjoy the celestial 
satisfitction of looking down on wretched and diabolical 
infidela; roasting in torments ad infinilum.

Dear Sir, — It is > matter of enrprize to any mi 
that a contest of ao long and, appareoUy to me nseli 
a nature ebould have been waged in the New Moral 
fforld, on tlie subject of hired labour io Commaoiliea. 
If 1 have understood the cause of tbia controversy, it is 
the scarcity of agricullaral labourers, imbued with Mr. 
Owen's pnndples. Now I think I may venture 10 say 
that this would never have been complained of had these 
priuciplea been prominently brought before the dajiB allu- 
ded to. I myself live in an agricaltoral country, and so 
far as I am aware, the subject has never been officially 
broached in any part of it, with the exception of one 
town, (Crowle.) In the town in which I rerade, and 
from which this letter is dated, Socialiam was scarcely 
known even by name, until, by the distribution of tracts, 
and the open expression of my opinions, I had in some 
small degree bronght the matter before the public ; yet I 
feet confident that if two or three able lectures were 
given here, converts would be qnickly gained, and those 
of the description most needed. I see by the New Moral 
fforld, that the matter has been taken np by a friend at 
Newark, who saggesta the propriety of appointing a 
MmionaTy for I^ncolushire. How far this would an- 
■wer at present, is perhaps doubtful. I should however, 
deddedly recommend that a competent person should he 
■ent to deliver lectures in every town throughout the 
oonntry. I feel no doabt this plan would answer in every 
point of view. In Horncastle, I am certun such would 
be the case ; such ia the anxiety to become acquainted 
with our principles. Trusting that you will deem this 
worthy of innertion in the Neui Moral fFarld, and that 
meavnrea will be speedily devised to reacue this largi 
cowitry from theological and political error, 
I am.

EDUCATION AND CAPACITIES OF WOMEN. 

To the Editor of the New Moral TVorU. 

Sir, — I perceive with SBtiafactioii yon admit ioto tbe 
columns of yonr intelligent periodicHl, remarks of at) 
shades of dilTereiice : will yon allow me humbly to present 
mine on tlie subject of tbe superiority, 1' "eriority, or 
P(|oality of the sexes. We S.,i:ial:"'i "agree to differ;" 
our principles teach ne to iovestigete, analyse, and enquire 
for the uflimate good of each and all ; ntility being the 
reco^xed object of onr efforts, we are unselfish and con- 
siderate for others ; our love to each other is never 
cooled by divernty of opinioi>, so long as that does not 
make us infringe the feelinga of kindly felioirship. 

It ismy conviction that the relative ioferiority, Enperi- 
ority, or equality of one sex to the other, cannot be ascer- 
tained until each shall have received a rational education. 
Women are now almost helplessly ignorant ; thar total 
want of knowledge of the organization of th^r own frames, 
and of the pathology of disease, makes them entirely un- 
able to accountfor the slightest derangement of the animal 
system ; tbor confused notions of pharmacy, chemistry, 
and medtanics, throw them on man for assiataace on the 
most t'ivial occasions : to illastrate this in a simple way, 
let us, by the magic of imagination, snppoee a group of 
young school girU fresh from the toilette, thrown to- 
gether on an nninhabited island withont artifidal shelter, 
or manufiictured food. How dire would be their distress ! 
how profound their ignorance of the ways and means of 
procuring either. Even the girl of eighteen, although 
acquainted tbeoretically with the rational writings of a 
Marcet or an Edgenorth would fail to make them practi- 
cally beneficial in such circumstances. The overwhelming 
detaila of domestic and household management, preclude 
Woman from being of so much acknowledged importance 
in society, unless in the character of a carefiil mother or 
diligent mistress, and even these duties she performs with 
evident trepidation, until she has been to market two or 
three hundred times, and reared five or nx children. It 
is not thought fit to instruct her before hand in any ma- 
terial details, therefore a painful experience is her teacher, 
and how much her physical frame is deranged hy the sys- 
tematic ignorance of her education can be told by few of 
the sex, as to tpeak or write ideas in lucid order forms no 
part of her mental training. As it regards females of 
tbe lower grades, seamstresses, milliners, mantna'a, ser- 
vant muds, and apprentices, these pretty delicate heingu 
are ao many living machines, trained to think it mortal 
sin to dress in good taste, to read sense, to judge (or 
themselves on matters of religion or the coudact of their 
employers; agun, observe the nadne proportion of females 
in our churches, chapels, and prayer meetings ! If Women 
were solid readers, and possessed of general informati< 
would they condescend to listen to the perverted explu 
tions of that most beautiful book, the Bible P Would 
they patiendy bear tbe illogical reasoning of ignorant, if 
not crafty Priests P Even the tyranny of costom would 
not compel their attendance, they would do as their hi 



bands and brothers do, absent themselves. You who in- 
tend to uphold tbe present constitntion of things, do well 
' 3 debar the sex from education ; society must be re- 
lodelled, or in the place of the differential conduct by 
'hich we now earn the gracious word of approval from 
lerical, political, and domestic rulers, we should thumb 
your libraries, snatch an hour or two from meaial toils, 
and actually mingle in conversation instead of amunng 
with gossip ! However deferential and obsequious 
may be the conduct of the male sex to us, however liber- 
ally balls of a<^ence, mechanic institutes, and philosophical 
lectures are open to us, we feel painfully, as previous 
ignorance of the interesting subjects therein treated, mar 
the intellectual treat. We know mch names as Dader, 
Godwin, More, Her^chal, Genlis, Montague, Grant, &c., 
have redeemed Woman from the charge of b«ng devoid 
of high intellectual excellence, independent of the charm- 
ing tvritera of the last century ; but the aex in general, 
feel that their powers, like the wings of tbe butterfly, 
have hitherto been safely folded up in the cocoon ot 
ignorance. 



lity, ne, and our daoghters, will be allowed 
break the sfaell; perhaps at first we shall startle the 
■o by our wayward and eccentric flight, but they will 
kindly (each us how to nse our pinions aright, and not 
permit us to interfere with matters which our native good 
will consign to their practised heads. It is in vain 
to expect woman to be the eqtial of man until her oppor- 
tunities of mental improvement, and the development of 
her physical powers shall be equivalent to his ; nor is it 
desirable in the Old Worid, I think, to admit her to her 
full share of intellectual improvement or legislative honor : 
is not snfficiently refined, the laws not sufficiently 
paternal-, and above all, woman not suSiciendy educated 
to grapple with the sterr duties of legislation. In the 
days of chivalry, wtiiiu she was the companion, physician 
and nurse of her warrior father, brother, orlover, she was 
regarded with idolatry ; in our time, when conventional 
forms of society forbid her to hope for honor or emolu- 
ment in the pursuit of tbe learned professions, and confine 
her duties to domestic employments and trades that re- 
quire only mechanical ingenuity, (I speak not of edu- 
cation which, as at present conducted, is unworthy of the 
name) she ia manifestly unsuitable for more public duties, 
and althongh in Europe, as before acknowledged, treated 
nith high courtesy and tenderness, tacitly felt to be as 
mnch below man in intellect, as in bodily strength. Besides, 
things now are, the difficulty and toil of acquiring an 

!ome for the maintenance of a family, make it desirable 

that the poor jaded husband should find, at his tidy 

hearth, a kind and tender friend who will condescend to 

deny herself tbe solace of bc.>ks and intellectual pursuits, 

study how to alleviate her partner's cares and lessen 

I expences. 

We ardently long to see the Intter trials of woman's 
heart, occanoned by an nnphilosophical constitution of 
society, annihilated, or at least mitigated, and her domestic 
drudgery abridged ; not leas do we desire that her in- 
dustrious husband should find time for mental recreation, 
but we never shall while the competitive sj'stem rages ao 
madly ; the whole scheme of the sonal and political 
government of the Old Worid forbids the hope. Turn 
we tiien tu community, that long desired retreat from the 
turmoil of cl.ishing iulerests and selfish principles! there 
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will onr cbildrra find the advantage of juet I&wb and 
equal lightB; there, science divested of tLe tuchnical 
jargoD which ha« long concealed it from unprivileged 
eyes, will be open to both sexes ; pareued as k recreBtioD, 
not as a source of eDiotumeot, ioTeatigated as a means 
of atility to the human race; wothbd's acoteness will 
assist man's Eu-doar, her plodding perseverance will im- 
prove his discoveries ; and the consequence of favonrable 
oxlemal arrangements and impartial educadon, will show 
A mighty influence on mental power ; perhaps the result 
will be, an equalization of mind in the sexes, althoagh a 
natural diiTerence of organizaiion nill cause the energies 
of each to diverge in di^erent channels. In the transition 
etate .tlie tie of sympathy vrill do much towards putting 
us on an equality ; but I apprehend, the less woman pre- 
sumes on it, the more lasting will be her influence over 
the affections of man, and the more generous his devoted- 
neas to her ; the more man instructs woman, the more 
lively will ber tenderness be to him. She cannot but be 
nenwble, with rare exceptions, the Old Worid's trabing 
bas made ber bis inferior in knowledge, but io community 
this will not disparage Ler in his eyes ; mi ber, as here- 
tofore, will devolve the elegancies and comforts of his 
pleasures, and the zest and perfection of her enjoyment 
will contdst in his society. We shall enjoy each other's 
varied gifts of mind, raaonerE and ocquirnnenls, without 
restraint ; hut that of the refined good breeding which 
will emanate from a sincere and generous philanthropy, 
called into exercise to shield each other from distress, an- 
noyance, or sorrow. All and each will be actuated by this 
powerful modve and paramount duty, a desire io prone 
the truth of our principles by the harmony of their 
effects.

Anjciiea, and in our coloniea, poaans propertiei of probnbly about the 
tame extent ; hut they hare ronda in make, huida to dear, houae* *- 
Iniitd, and the woric tfuit hna been Juinfr hole for a thousand yean, 
do, before they can be in the mine condition. Thcae Nnrweuian pro- 
prietnra are in a happier condition than those iu the older Statfa of 
America, bocanae they are not ao much influenced by the apirit 
gain. They farm their little ealatea, nnd conaume the piodi . 
without aook'ing to barter or aell, e«eept what ia neceaaary for paying 
theit laxoB and Iho few articlee of luiury they conaume. There ia na 
mnucy-](et^n(( apirit nmnnR them, and none of cilranHjance. They 
enjoy' the comfort of e.icelleiit houeea, as good nnd large aa those of thi 
wculthict individiiala ; oond faniilure, bclding, Hnen, clothinp, fuel 
vietttnla, mid drink, all in ntiunAincf, and of their own proiiding 
Bood homes, and a houseful of people, who hare more food than work 
Fwid, furniture, and clulhinp being all home-made, the difference ii 
these mattem between the family and the aerrnnta is Tery amaJl ; hu 
there is a perfect dialinction kept up. The acrranM invariably eat 
ideep, and ut apart from the £unily, and huve gencnlly a diatinc 
building adjoining to the family house." 

The building for the servniita ia not, howcTer, like those to which 
the same cUiu are compelled to betake themaclTct in Scotland, which 
Mr. lAing truly dcscribca in the following acntcnce : — 

" It i» hi^'hly chnractprialie of Scothmd, that, within aight of 
Parthenon, hunnii dens may be foaiid in which whole bmiliri 



Parthenon, liunian dens may be foaiid in which whole bmilira — 
fiuber, mother, and )(TOwn-np daiighleis, and aoni 
one roof, without other divldon into apnrtmenta, for the decent aepam- 
tinn of ihc sexes, than is made by the wooden bedatcnd, plaeol in thr 
middle ; wilhonl olhra floor than the raw earth ; the wall of stones, 
and soda, not lined inaido ; the reof a mass of damp, rotten atiav 
and deoiyed yegelablc substances, eopported by ■ few aooty mftcn 
the wind'owa, a ain^le pane or two of glBs^ Mnek in a hole in thi 
thntch or the wall ; the Eunily provii.i»ua of menl, aalt meat, herringa, 
milk, butter, all huddled together in the angle room.- 

The Boralne, or unmarried senonts' house, ia better than many of 
tlie fcnn-houaee in Scotland. It conaista of a laige, well-lighted, 
sitting room, with a good stove, benchea, chairs, and table. A kitchen 
niljoina for cooking and waahing, and the upper story is porutioned 
into bedrooms, each with a window. Erery Saturday it is thoroughly 
wn.>Lhcd, and the Soon ipiinklcd with the top* of the juniper, exactly 
as ill the most magnificent saloona of the coimtry, and the whole of 
the building, whether parlour or chambcra, are ** aa aroim, cheerful, 
and dean, aa thoae of the main houae." A female domealic regularly 
•tiend* to took, and clean for the inhabitants. 

The principle of individnaliim and division of labour ao loudly 
boosted by some of ont ceonotnists, seems to have no footing 
in Norway. The homeateads are not dwelling* for a solitary 
family, bnt duaten of houaea, wherein and about, all the individiuds 
there nssoclatsd, are en^ged iu the mingled lalmura of producing food 
and diilhinj. The females cany on, in on apartment ip.'ci.-dly 



apart for that purpose, carding, ginning, « 

woollen doth, bed and table linen, and chedced or atripad cottoo*. or . 

wear, form the home numn&uturea. The town ahop 
thus gives the Norwf^ian Gmnet little elae than hia hat They 
therefore exhibit the tawdry nnd flimay Enery of onr mnno- 
Gutoring cmporinms, but all 'classes are weD dothod ; boots, gloves, 
and great coals, being woni in had weather by all daaaci. A penoa 
in nga is nuvly aeen. Prepcny ia diflnacd and in tbe hand! of the 
whole people^ There u no rich and mpodont ariatoeiacy — no doaii- 
[Wxing (tote-piud chorch to interfere with the current of national 
wdl being. 

The moml effixta of these onangementa an evidenced io lh« 
criminiJ calendar. While in Sweden, in 1B3E, one person in 114 of 
the whole nation had been accused and one in cveiir 140 eonvictod of 
criminal offices, in Norway, in the some year, <Hie person iu evoy 
457 waa accnscd and one out of every 662 eonvicted — thus proving 
the statement made that " tlie kingdoma where crime ia higheat and 
loweat in ainount lie ude by aide" — and the comparison and paruUe! is 
much closer between them than in the case of any two other conntriea, 
aeeiug that the conventional and unique oSencet are probably much 
the some in both alalea. 

It ia not alone however by the figurca of the criminal calendar thai 
the atate of a nation'a moral* ia to be eaUmaled. Into the [UGtiira 
many mbutc toochea mnat be taken, if we would have it complete ; 
and aa in tbe case of Sweden, we have Been ihcie accessories, to be of 
an unfavourable dcaeriplion, so we shall find them in Norway to be in 
keeping with the pnjminent ejcellendca developed hj its conatitntitra. 
Mr. Laing aeems well awan of this fact ; and m the feUowing con- 
trast between one of the auperior districts of Sweden, and his 
favourite country, Norway, delicately, and, at the same time, fincibly 
causes the reader to pereeire wherein the diflerencea eonaist The 
concluding aentenee respecting kbour and wagea ia worthy of being 
deeply pondered. He anye of the diatiiet at the head of the Wener 
Lake:— 

" The trifle* 1 judge from are theae : the houses, out-bouaea, and oU 
about them appear out of repair, at if they had been built tvrenty or 
thirty vain ORO, and never touched «nce j not one in twenty of the 
dwelling-houses of theae chuMe* lias ever been pointed, which these 



foodcn walls require. In Norway, every litUe estate not » Urge 
apparently, nor of good soil in genera! as theae, ha* tbe main house, 
bonT and cow-house, and nU the vaiuable offices painted red, often 
orange, pink, or aomi colour which laya Uttle for the good taste, but 
much for the good condition of the pennnt, and for hia apmt of eon- 
serration, keeping in orfer, and in a neat atate, all hii property. I 
observe tl»t not one house has mns or walec-spouts at the roof, and 
verj- few porthes with benches at the door, fiir the house-father to sit 
on and smoke hU pipe in the evening. No coltige m Nonray » 
without the.e appendage*. The window* here are broken, the dung- 
hill is not under cover, the colhm nnd bells about the necks of iho 
favonritc cov™, to direct the enwherf to find the cattU in the wooil*, 
are not polished and bright aa in Norway. There la a want here of 
those little outn^rd signs and tokens of a apmt of comfort, of a dit 
TKialiion to have things in order, to repair nnd renew, from which I 
atate of well-being among the rural pimnlation here.

My canole wheeUi are very 
much admired wbeivvcr I atop -, they are. no doubt, weU made ; tat 
are rach aiin almoat every country pniih in Noinay, ate made by 
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the pooral pcnple. They on! diunsyf to be turc, not 
eii't cliGiti ill (hnpc ; but itill ihry ue IDoleabln, tuLving 
K Tnloe u fiiniitun. They an taken out U> t£a graea before the door 
in nunmer, and muhed and Moured, uid the run or bkiui furmisg 
the bedding are hung out ull iay, a* regolnrly u bedding on Uvitd u 
■hip of vm. Here the laranion prople alecp in fixed brrthi in lh( 
wall, one tier aboTo anolhcr, ni in ■ ihip'i cabin. This can neithei 
he iocIbui oof •odeont ; u, from the much Hiuller iiie of the dwel- 
lingt, tltert an doc alnaya, aa in Koiway, MpBmt« ilceping apait- 
ment* for men and womm. Thete may be thought Terr unimportnnt 
tnattera of obeervation, but they indicate, I conceiTe, a dililErcnt degn« 
ot' de*e1(ipenumt of civiliiod habits, and modeq of liring in two eoun- 
triet, nnder ciRmuuInocn ncuiy alike— and ihow, ai in tbc com- 
paiativc onidition of the Scotdi and the Engliih people, that the 
beat educated and moit intelligent nuiT have made the inuiUc*t 
adTaoea in the babita and model of living that denote eiviUzilion. 
There niuat be eauae*, altogether independent of education, which, 
in this richei and better educated country, keep back the dovelope- 
ment of tboie babita, aa compared ts ita poorer and nune ignorant 

neighbonr. 

*■ The ridietj, decayed eondition of the gnj, water-aoakad woodei 
lUKiae*, anpainted and nnrepaired, and the diaorder of eTerytbing it 
tb* honaft-jaidB, gSTS tbe impreaaion of tbriftleaancH and rccUeai 

porerty. It ia tbe beat in the country for many 

mila lonnd, yet, in the coune of thirty-fiTe mile* throngh thit tiact, 
1 aaw notone new hooM bnilding, no npain of the old houKi going 
en, and the atesdinfi and outboildingi very crazy. There ii wnne 
Caaae for the want here of tboae outward aigni of the wdi-being and 
pmpeiity of the eonntry people. The wagea of oommon country 
labour are much leaa than here in Norway— tbe only trarellen, 
indeed, I met <m the road, were labonrcn going to leek wotk in 
Norway. If labonr aetb at a lower prira, it it evident that both the 
labourer and the penoni who lire by mpplying the labourer, can 
abitiact leM of it from the limpia necouariea to beatow on the gia- 
tifiationi of life. But why are wagca leai in thia richer coimtry 7 
Here are mnala, atcsmboata, iron worka, inland trade, and a great 
extent of land in cnllivotian in eatntea of aO nieo, and towna to ean- 
nme the produce. Why i> the *up]Jy ot labour graaler here than 
the denauid ; while Norway, with a few or none of Uioie advanti^ea, 
i> imder anppUed ? I can only conjecture that, from the divinon of 
property in Norway, few are ao entirely nitcoDDected with it, and 
tolaDy denitnte, that they moat aell th«r labour at any price. From 
tha want of competition at any price, bbont ii bodi dear and bad in 
Norway ; wiile in Sweden, there ii a greater aupply of that daaa who 
matt lire by work, and erecute it well to get employment, Thia ia 
good <«' the claaa of employera in Sweden ; but thetc muat be aome 
nnaecn preaauro in the aoool airangenumta of thia country upon the 
lower cliua, for it it not a natural alale of thingi, that where employ- 
ment ia moat abondant, wagea are loweat, and the labouring claaa 

The chann and pUatnre of eourleona and poliabed mannera ia also 
common among the Norwegiana, nor ia this confined to one rank, fur 
all dassea have neaiiy the aame manners and language ; and all oro 
polite, kind, and courteous in their domestic inleicoune aa well as in 
Bodety ; the rough and undvil treatment and monnsra of our work- 
men and peaaantr; to each other la unknown in Norway. They bare 
not two aela of maniicn — ono for company, and the other for the firo- 
ode. Every on« pnUa off hia hat or cap whether, to friends or 
atiangera ; kbourem, aoldiera, and fi^smien aalnte each other ; and 
tha cfaildKn scrnpoloualy taught reapectfp] sannen — bow td tech 
other in the atreeti. 

Even in Sweden, however diatricta occur in which tha preralencv 
of good innitutioni impart comfort and proapetily Co the inhabitanta. 
Hr. Laing gin* a chaiming picture of Angcrmanland, in which the 
mann&ctnringand agiicultUTal proocsaes were ajmnltanconaly carried 
on I7 tbe lame popuktion in connection with poateanon of the land 
by the bnlk of tbc peaaantry, and n co-eiiatcnt rqiinlity in stalioiL In 
CTery hoaio the cheerful click of the loom wat hoard, and tbe banka 
of exery rirulet had wcbi of linen aprtad on them to bleach. Tbe 
manubctorea are entirely domeatic ; tbe whole ia carried on upon the 
little fiirm on which Che fiax ia grown, and it managed by the female* 
of the &iaily, Mve the ploughing and sowing of the flax seed. — 

** It ivnot, however, confined to linen for household use, or for the 



f imily clothing. The linen is sold all over the kiigdam ; and at one 

miDidiutnHiig diBlricIa in Liigland, with producta. I whs ihewn 
linen whii;h Hppenml irmurknt.ly tine, at one dolhu forty skilUngt per 
elt, about thm i>killii\)^ Bt:!iling, and was told Che wbolo piece of 

seventy^acvrn elli weighed only eight pounds. The 

people of Ihcae two countries north and south Angennanland, teem 
10 unite, on a small icalc, oil thu advantages of a nuinnfacturing anil 
agricultural popuLition, more fully than any dittrict I have evw spen. 
Tia lamd it all in tmail edaitt u (is famtman 1/ tie peoMaf. Tin 
mea do At farm Inmaea : tke itubhbi im dnriay amA lia profilubte 
bnmiJt if mdialTj. There it full employment at the loom or in 
^tinning, for old and young of the female sex. Servants ore no 
burden. About the howiea and inaide, then ia all the cleaiilineHa and 
neatness of n thriving ntnnuihctuiing, and the abundnnce of an agri- 
eidtural population. The table lincu laid down even for our glnsa of 
milk and vieco of bmtd, ia alvayt dcnn ; tbe beda njid sheet* Etlwnya 
nice and while. Enrgbody i> trdl dad, /or tiar naniifarlMrLiji u 
liix lAeir fimamg—for tkar otcn aje n iiiejird J^aef, and tke tarj-fiu 
tmfy at a toeondary v6jfet /vr tale ; and, from the number uf 
ticda nid-uHcks in their bouschidils, tixk as good tables and 
chain, window-curtains and blinds — which no hut is witbMiI-^ 
docka, fine bnlding. papered rooms, nnd a frw books, it ii evident thnt 
they lay out their winmngt on thi'ir comfaru, and thnt they arc nnt 
on a low icale of locial well-being, bat on aa hi^jh a ncole ns such of 
onr artisan* a* have a d«i view of constant bving by their tradi-s." 

Having thus glanced at tb: morol atatiatict of the Country, it may 
not be amia to no^ the ;ttj»giie with which we have no doubt the 
Ibtmer have a very iutimntc connection. We havu already alluded to 
the dwelling* of the unnuinicd fiumer scnsnU ; the mairicd peosHnln' 
on not wortc attended to. They have good roomy oottagea, generally 
nCuated on the outskirts of the amall ettntet, with gmaa for two cow* 
and balf-a-doien sheep and goat* ; tbey hold thia little fium for two 
Uvea, nnder a fixed obligation of fumiahing to many dnyt Ubour in the 
yoar, at a certain rale of wngca ; and wilb victuals which are both 
good and abundant. Tho labourer ia entitled to throw up his bokling 
at thne months notice, but bit employer has no power to turn him out 
so long as the atipnkted work rant it paid ; thus rendering the cot- 
tager virtually independent. The Norwegiana of all clnssa arc well 
fed, and take lour and even five mcolt a day. The workman before 
gtaag to his labonr in the morning, hat hia cake of Vat Or bear brmd, 
with butter, and a dram of tbe braiHiy distilled on every estate ; at 
nine, brcak&ft, which is a snbalinlial mol ; at noon, dinner ; and in 
the evening another mod "milnF (o biiskfiut, with a dram ; and at 
thoic is neither wont nor restraint on tbe uaa of i^tt, and a* they 
might have more drama if they wilted them, they never exceed the 
cuttomaiy qiumUty. Drunlccnness is rare in Norway, even at faira, 
where apirita can be had in abundanoe at It. 2d. a gallon. We nib- 
mil Cheie facta for the con*idfratton of the tee-total tociplie* in thit 
conntij and dse where ; pcihi^ they may enlighten (htm as to the 
true cautea, and of coune the true removes for exceea in Intoxicating 



Mr, I^ing haa extracted a sound moral Com hia observationh The 
tallowing picture of the condition of tlia mjddle and lower claaacs in 
Chrirtiona, the capital of Norway, is delightfid, and the reflortionJi 
arising out of it, entitled to grave coniideratian. If our (tatavnen 
could spare time from party squnbblea for supromiicF, they might find 
in it the due whidi would lead them to the adaption of moasms 
which would speedily and efTectimUy quell the no w univertal discontent 
anong the same dssse* in this country : 

" Their taalea and social enjoymenti come doso op to thote of the 
higher clntsct, and ore tho some in kind. Visiting each other, drawi.ig, 
music, corda, atecmbliea, do not, dlhrr in England or Seoiltin-1, enter 
into the oaoal aodal enjoymenla of onr lower or even middio cIim : 
there is neither lime or rrE'Ji for them in the poor mnn's Emiilv, 
nor even m the thriving manV Hut here nil follow ihew pnjovmpii'ia 
from taste: thete dasKa have their public holla, enterminmeiiu. mid 
roasquenidea. With n*, auch roeeluigt of the Imv 
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eulartainDieaU ; dwgmm Bud pnpruty me u lUictty ob«m 
improper ctuiBcten ut otnfiiny tidodnd. Thrra ii no evii pecn-

It ia evident bom thi^ paaaage, asd from the nany of iimilsr 
tciid«iic>- to b« found in Ihe Uterelore of the day, thai the notion of 
the pacmooency of exiiting in*titudona ia rapidly giving way among 
the reflective and leading mindi of aociety. The qneation aa to what 
duacription of tocial amngementa iIibII ancoeed thoae which inflict ao 
nineh evil on all ckaaea, mutt be determined by eaieful invtatigition 
of beta, not deduced from bucifid notioni or doMt-bred apeculaliona. 
In ibia woric, Hr. Ijting baa led the way with a maaleily ditctimina- 
Uoo, when we talte into account hia previoui truning in a &l(e tchoal 
af elhiia and reanomy, and the prtjudicea which muat have raquired 
•ndieating, «n he coiU draw au^ concluuoni a* the preceding. 

Hia whole book ia evidence of the erila of inequality, and oate 
■laoi^ men, and piuul* cleariy and powerftdty lo commimity of 
iuunati and eiertiDna aa the only remedy for Mwial and monl eriL 

We are «aDriiic«d that en^h aiwceauve revelation by tiardlert con- 
cetalBg du ttatittiiu of oationa will otTer corrobontive evidence of the 
truck of thia poaition, and we eatneilif hope that the inAuencaa lo be 
thonjEC deduced, wiU be more uid more apparent to that claaa of 
Briliah Society who have die power Id avert the oonvultiont which 
thrtslen to terminate a longei continuance of our present peUty. 
Would they take timely warning, the dang'n which now hang o^er 
•nr hoHlt might be averted ; die poaition of all claMet much im- 
pnired, and a foondation be laid tat die formation of a character for 
the next genaiatian, far lupeiior to that ever exhibited in any age or 
natioo,

We have, in conduaiao, to acknowlodge our obligatloni to Taitt 
JIfajnxuu, for the facta and atatementa in tbii and the preceding 
oniclc upon the aame book.

A LECTURE ON WAR, 



It is a meUnchol/ reflection to which k retroapect ef 
the past hiatory of muikuid cannot foil to give riae, 
that so large a portion of hnmaA extstencefaa* heen 
spent in the shedding of human blood. , The fact ia 
indisputable tluit of every bj-gone generation, a great 
proportion have periled b^ the haucU of their fdlow 
men. In all countries, bodies of men have been trained 
and kept in leash until their rulers saw fit tu "cr/ havoc 
and let atip the dogs of war" upon each other. Inatl- 
Intiona have been framed to foster and encourage, and 
to give the aacendancj to the warlike propensities of 
our nature. Statev have resened .the btghest honours 
and rewards for those who should moat distinguish 
themselves by the butcherj of these species, llie deeds 
of the warrior have always been the principal theme of 
Ihe Poet, the Painter, and the Statuary. To preserve 
their remembrance have temples been raised, the 
marble and canvass become instinct with Uie, and the 
flimsy scroll made imperishable by the impress of 
genius. Strains of unmeasured power or softest 
euphony tell of them ; every ear hears, and every 
tongue repeats their names, and the burden of the 
chorus of ages, which ever sweeps o'er the sea of time, 
still is of those who delighted in war ! 

And how does it happen that the history of our race 
has been written in blood ? Why have men foregone 
the joys of peace, amit;, and concord, for the miseries 
of war, hatred, and disorder ? Why have they given 
up the delights of home and the kindly intercourse of 
relatives and friends, for the hardships of the camp aod 
the horrors of the battle-field ? Why have they madly- 
destroyed, instead of quietly and happily consuming 
the yeUoF harvest and the purple vintage ? Why 
marred the beauty and mocked the harmony of nature 
with sights of woe and sounds of sadness, whilst they 
themselves were the beings de&ced, and the sufTerihg? 

Shall this madness always prevul ? la there . bo 
remedy ? Has philosophy among all its treasures no 
key to this evif ? Has science no power to suppresa 
it ? Has morality no anodyne, no medicine to assuage 
the bnrmng thirst for war ? Yes, there is a remedy ■ 
Philosophy has not toiled through long ages in vain 
Science is not now unable to cope with this giant evil 
Morality is no longer a vile quackery, but ftilly able to 
heal the vices of our political and social stale. 

Whence have wars arisen ? FroTt the operation of 
our inherent desires ; these desires blindly, ignoraotly, 
but irresistibly seeking their own gratifies linn. These 
desires or natorul wants have always been under the 
direction of a false moral feeling, and operated in ig- 
norance, of what man linked with man, and nation 
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with nation could effect. The 6rst wars Among' the 
primeval iulubitants of the earth, were for the carcsse 
or skin of an animal, the posae^ion of a cave, or the 
range of a forest ; then for the power of ruliiig, for 
terrilory, castles, ships, slaves, and the material of pomp 
and pHgeantrjr ; ttni lasllj- for populur applause ; the 
sboatorihemultitude,ori(s awe-siricken silent homage; 
for a slatup, a temple, or a poem. Such have been the 
ignoble iucitementd of jonr Alexanders, your Cesars, 
joar NapoleouB ; and however little it ma/ suit their 
admirers, truth compels ua to affirm that the memory 
of such men is not more worthy- of being kept in hon- 
oar, nor their example held up to ub for imitation, than 
■re the memory of a Torpin, a Shephard, or a Bnrke. 

The same ignorance of the nature and capabilities of 
man, the same false morality, the same disregard of 
the welfai^ of hi:! fellow-being, have always diatin' 
gniehed the Wairioraniouarch and ihe Brigand, the 
^yer of thoutuinds and the destroyer of ttie single 
family or traveller: Yet have our moralists, our priests 
and on'r law-makers, ciinstamly held up as examples 
worthy of the imitation of our youth, the " mnrderer* 
of milliona," whilst the hero of a single bntchery has 
been denounced a« a villain, deserving only the exe- 
cration of mankind t It haa been held to be perfectly 
mora] andjnst in a nation to enter a neighbouring 
cbnntry to seize npon it, lo despoil it, to murder or en- 
slave its inhabitants, but most immoral and intolerable 
for individuals of the same nation to despoil, enslave, 
oY'murder each other! 

" This is miserable morality, yet it U the morality in 
vogne. It is the morality of the Crown, the parliament, 
the cooTts of law, and the church : yow will find it in 
the list of army promotions, and in the mbrics of the 
law and the establishment ; in the book of the Peerage 
and the Newgate calendar; in the thanks of both 
Honaes, followed by a Dukedom and a pension after 
the wholesale carnage of a Waterloo, and in the pro- 
cedure of a court of assize, the awfiil seuience of the 
Jndge, and the act of cold-blooded stmngnlHtion on the 
body of a Thurtell, after a single bntchery. It taints 
the whole of society ; every channel of instruction is 
filled with the poison; it is conveyed in precept and ex- 
ample in oar schools and at our l^omes. 

■ We read with delight the exploits of the so-called 
heroes of Greece and Home, ani^ are prepared to emn- 
latcr them ot to' admire attempts to emulate them in 
.others. And what care is taken to counteract the eor- 
nipling examples, to divest them oi th«r dazzling glare, 
to strengthen our horror of blood-shedding, and point 
ont the way to acquire true honour and esteem whilst 
livii^, and an immortal name with our fellows afier 
death. The bells ring and the bonfires blaze: for 
whatP "aviotory!" Onr brave conntrymen have slain 
ten thousand^f the King's enemies, a town is racked, 
or a fleet captured, or sent to the bottom of the sea ! 
What « thrill of axultatioD runs through the yoathfial 
mind just fascinated by the history of the "great" 
mau-killers of autiqnity ! Another hero, and in our 
own day too I why should not we also win our battles? 
Every thing fans the flame ; onr fathers read in our 
hearing the {Rowing accounts in the newspapers of the 
"glorious victory" — they meet to celebrate the event — 
the procession, the martial music, the flaunting twiours, 



the,^ dejoie, the illomination — every thing tends to 
create and strengthen the ardour for legal homicni^e. 
The ennobling sentiments and feelings of onr nature, 
pity for our fellow -beings, and the desire to minihter to 
their happiness, are completely deadened in Ihe phreLzy 
of that inhuman joy. Oh, bow would the blush ot' 
shame mantle on our cheeks, if, in the midst of that 
savage revelry, we could picture the multiplied woea of 
the event we were rejoicing over, the bodily pangs ot 
the victim of war, the deep-eealed wringing pain, the 
convulsive throb, the hellirit thirst ; his anguish at tl<« 
ihonght of hia far off and never-more-to-be-CTijojfei 
home, the mourning on that thecetofore cheerfnl hewth^ 
the loud agony of tne mother, the quiet but not lea* 
deep suffering of the father, and the wailing of the lover 
or the widow. How astonnding would be the discovery 
of our folly, could we know what wealth of happiuees 
we give up for such triumphs. Every item in the 
fearful account of human suffering, every act of tyranny, 
every feeling of oppresait.n; the mm umbered woea of 
poverty ; the fear, jealousy, and callonsnese of wealth : 
the animosities of party; the quarrela of fomilies and 
individuals—all owe their origin to the false morality 
which inculcates that trery one may tlrine to become a 
maiter omrr his feUow-Mng. Mis-calculating ignorance! 
Can men quietly submit themselves to be in any form 
the slaves of their fellows ? Does not the same instinct 
which impels one man to aggress, also incite another to 
resist ? Are not their wants the same and to be 
gratified after Ihe same fashion ? And are not two men 
united stronger than two separate ? " Will they not 
hunt down more prey, raise more food from the soil, 
and build a more comfortable dwelling with lesa 
labour? If tbey oppose each other in the forest, will 
not their prey fail them ? If tbey resist each other ia 
the field, does n(>t the plough stand still ? If there is 
dissension in the quarry, will not the progress of tlw 
bnildii^ be stayed ? And if mutual assistance and 
concord be advantageous between two individuals, why 
not between all the individuals of a country, and hM 
between all of that country and every other ? ArtA 
how advantageous, how powerful (he union of natioot! 
If the strength of two individuals is greater by but a 
thousandth part when united, than when in a state of 
separate exertion ; it is scarcely in the power of numbers 
to exprera the increased strength that would be gained 
by the co-operation of nations with each other. 

The value of co-operative exertion has indeed been 
always partially seen by mankind, and every form of 
aoeiety, is a more or less imperfect contrivance for se- 
curing the greatest hmount of such value. That all 
have failed to secure that object has been solely owing 
''" the fiital error through which men have been incited 

contend w'lth, instead of rendering aid to each other. 
But vast as has been the h<ee thereby snstained, it wojrid 
perhsps be an evil of greater magnitude, to suppose 
chat that principle should ctmtinue to prevail, or that 
much of its power is not spent. No, the error cannot 
endtire. From the moment that two human beings first 
nitiied their powers to obtain an end which neither 
angly could effect, it hss been perishing — slowly it mnv 
be, but not the lees sorely perishing. Tlie first act of 
human co-operation created the certiiinty of the end of 
Ihe human strife ; tht> truth wns but faintly nltered then 

id f?w heard it ; every snccredinjr ; "i". hnwevrr, toH 
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more loudly tiud to greater nambers, of its coming ; 
Hud uow mure londly, mure vehemeudj than ever, aud 
iu the curg of more uj the liamtin fanulj' than ever ia 
tlic welcome truth proclaimed. 

What ia the condition of man now, his power, faia 
reaoarcefl, as compared »itb the condilion, power, an4 
Tesources of the cHrlieet of liia race ? Time was when 
niiui'a nunts were ill euppli^, his clothing was wretch- 
ed, bis food Bcaaly, his dwelling miserable and cheer- 
less ; his mind vaoint, his pleasures few aud Beneual ; 
privation rendered hia budj hu ^usy victim to disease ; 
ignorance gnve to euperstitioii empire o'er his intellect : 
(0 bim nature was an- occult being, the earth a parsi- 
nionioua mother ; he deemed it irapiolj' to pay into the 
secrets of the one, nor knew that tLpse were the springs 
by which to touch the bounty of the other. 

Cycles of time have been filled, and mountains of 
evil which were, are not. Plenty is abroad on the 
earth, and want exists only through sufferance. Truth 
has growik a giant, aud beards oppression in his high 
phizes. Knowledge has proved pain invulnerable, and 
vuperstilion a cowardly demon, ft has been found, that 
for every pain there is an ^utidote, for every evil a 
more powerful good ; that error is weaker than truth, 
that oppression is a suicide, and justice iqimortal. 

And to what do we owe this vast increase of know- 
ledge and power P Wljut ia it that is thas taking from 
Ittboiu Its sting, disarming coercion of its rod, and 
scaring snperBtition from her prey ? What ia it but 
the principle of united exertion continnally evolving 
new power from onr social combinations. Carry out 
in imagination only (happily the reality is impossible) 
the principle of separate exertion of every man acting 
for himself, without regard to the welfare of hia fellows 
— admit that every one onght to endeavour to become 
a master over bis fellowa, and what have you ? Not 
society, not peace, not harmony, but anarchy, war, 
discord, and the complete annihilation of the species. 
It is then the principle of union, of equality, which 
alone saves mankind from the inll penalty of our bad, 
•npremely bad, moral principle. Whilst original iguo- 
rance of man's nature and powers has been continually 
urging to dissension and war, growing knowledge has 
been from titne to time counselling peace ; whilst the 
primitive notion of a sej)nrate interest has been canti- 
bnally inciting us to depend npon onr individual selves, 
and in disposing us to give or receive ud, the perception 
of good accruing from a union of endeavour has been 
as constantly furnishing motives to an opposite course 
of action, — to merge our individual interests in one 
general or universal interest, to combine our separate 
powers and direct them for the equal good of all. 
And most consolatory it Is to know, and to be able to 
demonstrate that to the principle of united exertion and 
interest, of equality, peace, and social love, belongs an 
increasingly accelerative force, whilst to the opposite 
principle belongs an influence which decreases daily 
more and more rapidly. The substitution of the former 
principle for the latter, among a body of men, would 
now be far easier thao at any former period, iuoemuch 
as there is a more palpable misdirection of our accjuired 
powers in the existing state of society; and as the con- 
trast between the advantages of the one and the other, 
would be far more striking than at any by-gone period 
it conld have been, men have experieuced the evils of 



wax iu all its shapes, and they long for peace ; they 
have tasted some of the blessings of unity end concord, 
and they are sick of the disorder and turmoil wbich 
has no object, save its own continuance ; their cares 
press heavily upon them, and they find no rest ; gladly 
would they escape from the bickerings, the jealousies, 
the deceit, the beart-bnmings, the vexations, the 
suicidal cases of present society. And who shall show 
them the way ; who shall show them how easy it is to 
escape, but yon who have found the clue to the labyrinth 
of error P Upon you and those who think and act 
with you, it depends to effect, in a shorter period than 
ever revolution was effected, a revolution which shall 
destroy for ever, war and all its horrors ; war at home 
and abroad ; the war which, by sabre and shot, leaves 
its tens of thonBands on the batlle-field ; and that war 
which, by a slower, but equally fatal, method, destroys 
in our factories, our workshops, onr foetid courts and 
alleys, its millions; and which finds its prey in all 
places where competition and individual property exist, 
' among all who contribute to continue their 



ON THE EXISTENCE OF MORAL EVIL, 
AND ON THE INFLUENCE OF THOSE 
CIRCUMSTANCES WHICH ARE PLACED 
WITHIN THE CONTROL OF SOCIETY.

We are inTonned by astronomers — whose means of 
acquiring such knowledge it is easy to understand — that 
the orbit of Uranus, which seems to form the bonndaiy 
of the War system, is not less than three thousand qiil- 
lions of miles in diameter, and thnt this extent of space, 
which exceeds all power of compreheiuiun, is as nothing 
when compared with the distance of one ^ed Star from 
another. We ibrther know that myriads of eii<^ _fi^f«d 
Stars enter luto the compoeiuon of cue of those Inight 
clueters, called "Nebulae," and that many of these clus- 
ters — which appear to be. whole systenu of Sunt^-a-n 
placed iu every part of the heavens, at such inconcnvahle 
distances from the earth, that, when vimved .thrOdgh 
Telescopes, even of the highest power, they are viuble 
only as a point. 

We are farther informed that all the enormons bodies, 
Mtellites, plsuets, suns and systems, which compose this 
wondroTJK whole, play around one another with the veloaty 
of thought, and yet with movements so regulated, and so 
fixed by unchangeable laws, that they miufhave done so, 
and most continue so to do, throughout eternity. Now 
when to these aeiounding facts we join the retufmaWe 
conjecture — that in all probability this system of thing; 
extends into boundleit infinity, we are overwhelm;:d at the 
contemplation of the unspeakable wisdom whioh governs 
and directs the whole. 

Again, the Microscope discovers that almost every 
siibsiance existing near the surface of the earth, and even 
the whole surface of the sea is peopled with living betngs, 
many kinds of which ore so small that myriads of them 
ore to be seen disporting at large on a single drop of 
water, and yet esch of these minute creatnres is com- 
pletely organized, and bs well quslifjed For the enjoyment 
of life, within a limited range- — as any of the largest 
animals — or even as man himself. 
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When we seek (o discover the meam by wbich these 
coondess niltiona are BUBtained, a new kind of astonisli- 
meot orerwheliDa qb. Some subnat on rood, leavea, 
■talks, and even on wood, hut by far the greater part 
prey on animals, and when it is considered that the veget' 
able substances on which some classes feed are covered or 
prarorated,' and inhabited by oniraalcalae, it would bt: 
no great exaggeration to.Bffirm that aii living creatnrea 
prey npon one another, and that Uie apparently most 
tnnffennve kinds are in fact the greatent dextroyers of life ; 
for while the eagle or the lion is daily muntained at the 
expense of a Knglt life, the ox or the sheep which feed 
on grass, destroy myriadt at et-ery mouthful. 

The claas, which, in any region, is superior in strength 
or cunning to every other inhabitant, as for example, the 
pike in small rivers or poude, the crocodile in large rivers, 
the thark in the ocean, and the liger in the furest, when 
pressed severely by hunger, devour their own young, and 
thus preserve the balance between wpply and dirmand. 
Man, in a savage state, iB often reduced to a rimikr 
necessity, and having once polluted his tongue with this 
horrid fcwd, is known to prefer it as a luxury. If re- 
Uance can be placed on the n^w tcience, "Geology," 
this camivorons system began with the first race of 
animals, and had existed in this planet, ages anterior to 
the exidtence of man — (who is consequently so far 
exonerated from blsme as the introducer of death) — for 
great pare of the fusi^il remains from which our geologists 
have drawn their inferences, are manifestly those of car- 
nirorou* creatures. Be this as it may, the manner in 
which camivorooe animals are furnished with means of 
destruction exhibits the same wisdom and consummate 
skill, displayed in every part of nature, and^the mechan- 
ism of these creatures is so Btrictly analngous to that of 
the most gentle kinds, and so much tn harmony with what 
appears to be the guneral design, that every considerate 
observer must be satislied that the whole arrangemen 
proceeds from ONS tiniivrsal intelligence'. What thi 
ultimate purpose of this demgn may be, is, perhaps, in 
Bcrutable to the human mind ; but if it contained neither 
terror nor pain — -if toil were as pleasant as ease, 
vauon as luxury — if to he hunted and eaten, y 
delightful as io hunt and lo eat, few persons would refuse 
to acknowledge the benevolence of the whole scheme — 
but as destruction is often attended with cruelty on oat 
side, and with agony on the other — aa oppression ii 
frequenlly mere vianUmneu, and tortures are hourly in- 
flicted for tp^t — it is impossible to deny that the enjoy- 
ment of life, especially for thinking creatures, is allayed 
with much severe and apparently needlesa sufferings. 

Now man has, at all times, felt much dissatisfied with 
hit allotted share of this common suffering, which, after 
al], appears to be only a rigorous kind of discipline, em- 
ployed to goad him onward in the up-hill path of im- 
provement, and to bring into generous exercise the latent 
sympathies that tie buried in his brenst ; hut instead of 
iising the gifis conferred by nulure, aud the powers un- 
folded by experience, for tbu< holy purpune, those to whom 
these advantages were granted, have uiM>d them for their 
own exclusive aggrandisement, or perverted them into 
instmmenta of oppression and extortion. 

We do not, like many, presume to fathom the depths of 
omniscience ; but it is evident from the very fact that even 
thit perverrion is only another part of the divine Eystem 
of (Usd^ine, for it hat at length disclosed the inlallible 



by which all thi»e rtaxtmable deurea wluch, for 
want of proper gratification, have hitherto rendered men 
telfiMh, may be gratified even to satiety, by the simple 

operation of becoming tocial; and with respect to all those 
desires which are proved to be unreasonable, it has 
-evealed the most gentle means by which they may be 
ipeedily eradicated. 

In the progress of these discoveries, however, many 

fanciful and even fraudulent schemes have been devised, 

justify or to conceal the designs of teJfinhnest. We 

wish to be charitable, and are resolved to be just ; but 

find it imposable to overlook the notorious fact that in 



i-ery sge and country, all those benign revelations which 
the Gods have itom time to time disclosed for the general 
benefit of mankindhave produced no visible effects, except 
to render a favoured or a crafty few inordinately rapacious 
and cruelly opprestuve, and to plunge the deluifed multi- 
tude into helpless ignorance and hopeless misery. 

We do not mean to deny that revelations are posable. 
As the appedte for them is bo general, means, for ita 
gratification, have donhtless been provided \ but a mo- 
"ection will convince uh that nothing is more 
easy, nor, indeed, more tempting, than to set up preten- 
such favours, and accordingly, nothing is more 
I than for man to do so : if, therefore, we do not 
wish to be juggled out of our senses as well as our rights, 
to examine carefully and dispassionately the 
grounds on which such pretenrions are formed, and we 
generally find after such investigation that whatever 
light be the nature of the God who made the revelation, 
is Bcarcely possible to believe that the GOD OF 
Nature can be the same. 

I not Burpriung that wiie, nor even that benevo/mt 
men, should, in times of general ignorance, and while 
knowledge was imparted with difiiculty, have employed 
the terrors of superstition lo reclaim savage tribes fi^om 
their barbVroua state, to deliver oppressed nations from 
slavery, or to restore peace and order after political con- 
vulsions ; because, on such occasions supemntural feara 
have greater iufluence than mere human authority ; neither 
is it surprising, ofter such means have succeeded in one 
country, that the chieb of more barbarous tribes should 
imitate the example, or borrow the iustitntions of thriving 
neighbours, with a view of bringing their own turbulent 
subjects under the regulation of law, and the benefit of 
tytbes and taxes. Such was the policy of Moses, of 
Esdraa and Nehemiah, of Numa, of Ptolemy-philoso- 
pbers, Constantine and Charlemagne, of Eihelbert, Marco, 
Copac and of Bonaparte ; and though the final conse- 
qnences are alwa^-s to be deplored, we can hardly dis- 
approve of the first intention. But, that in a country like 
this — that here, in England, in the nineteenth century of 
religious and sectarian discordance — in the midst of 
wealth, power, and science — after the experience of bo 
many ages of frustration and disappointment — that now 
with the perfect knowledge of those facts which occanon 
the rise and fall of empires — pud, above all, that now, 
when the means are so well known by which a permanently 
good, pacilic, and happy charncler might he given to the 
present, and all future generations, it is a thing most 
deeply to be deplored that grave, learned, and even 
scientific men, should merely, tor the sake of enjoying a 
momentary elevation, per^st in Ibrcing into iufunt niiuda 
the crude conceptions of our barbarous progenitors, 
mixed as iLey always are with injustice, biuieucss, lywd- 
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i]«iM Hnd tmubery, and pn>da«tive m tliey ever must 
bti uf cunCentioD, imtauity, and suicide ! 

Hovr c«a the fruits ul' benevolence, love, and justice, 
Iv tfxpi-cieil to rippn in mtudp nhich, fTom the 6rat dawn 
<it' reason, bnve been Rolemuly tansbt lo regard the 
trriithery of Jacob — the cruellies of Mose* — the rapadty 
of David — the laaciviou»a)e:$s of Soloroon, &c. &c. &i 
tu- qualifiex nfaich merited the approbntion of heaven 
or bow ie il possible to restore to Kuch minds the natural 
perceptions of right aud wrong, much less to build 
ituch a found'ition the solid structure of a souDd iind< 
K(aDdin<{ ? The imagiuaticn) of almost every individual 
hnvini; been bewildered in early life by the infusion of ii 
comprehensible ideas, discord inevitably endues on tl 
subject of fxith and roor;ilH ; each individual thinks evei_ 
one wrong but himself, in which opinion he wanders but 
little trom the truth, and.could he but extend his charitable 
rule to one person more, every difficulty would b« obviated 
for then they would be all right toge^er. X.

SOCIALISM AS IT SHOULD BE ADVOCATED. 



"TRUTH, WITHOUT MYSTBRY, MIXTURB OF 
ERROR, OR THE FEAR OF MAM." 

To th« EdUor of the New Moral fVorM. 

Sir, — I cADnot refmia from calling your readers' 
attention to the subject of an article, headwl '* Social isini, 
and the mode in which it is sometimes advocated,'* 
which appeared ta Number 38, as my particuUir ex- 
perieuce ol' Socialism and its opponeuts, has led me 
to adopt rather difTerent opinions to those broached by 
your well-intentioned correspondent. His stricturea, 
as well as those of aome other of my Social friends, 
may be fwrly deemed an impu^meut of the moral 
proprirty and the pidiejf of theological dispL'tations, 
of the exposure of the conduct of religiotiiBts which 
frequently ensues therefrom. My reiisona for albri 
ing that this coarse id jnstiliable and politic arc thus 
gronnded : — 

First, then, as to its moral propriety : if it be the 
caae that the Clei^y, by consciously preacbiug &lsc- 
hoodfl, thereby practice impniture ; if, by thus acquir- 
ing the guus which notoriously appertiiin to their 
calhng, they are in the constant commission oi fravd; 
if, in injuring those who declare the tmtba which the;- 
oppose, they commit perxeculion ; if, in short, these 
and other bad qualities exist in humanity, is it not in 
cnmbent upon ns, by reason of the duty which we OW' 
to the great "Science of Morals'* we are engaged ii 
promalgating, that we declare, uudisguisedly, their ex 
istence, as being matters neceasarily appertaining to 
that which we teach ? Whatever might be ui^d 
Bgaiudt the teacher of any science who ehonld dis- 
guise, distort, conceal, or deny, the nio?t important 
facts of his subject, because of the strong prejuaices of 
his ignorant audience, may be charged against us, if 
we seek, by any Buch unworthy means, to establish the 
science we are teaching. How considerably shall we 
abate of its value the Social Motto at the head of thb 
paper, if we make it so important a matter — the 
amount, or the ki/i'l, of Truth we shall declare before 
men ! I am the more ntixions upon this snl^oct, be- 
cause I perceive that in thus degrading and subjugating, 
in a degree, the eternal, and aU-powcrfnl principles of 
Truth to the piJor fanatical prejudices of men, w 
retard our oum progress in iutellectuaiity, and incu 
duuger of sinking iu:o mere tciiiporisers and policy 
seekers, indead of rising'in our chuntcters of pioneers 
in tlie work of Social .rdoruiation.' 



It may be that consideratdous of expediency should 
guide ns in onr operations — certainly so, if not at the 
expense of principle : but as, even thus, there must 
indubitably be a limit to the adoption of any such 
tactics — times and seasons when abstract principle 
should nndevialingly guide ns — who shall decide when 
the necessary line of distinction is to be observed ? 
How shall we find an individual, connected with each 
Social luscitution throughout the conutry, with a miud 
so exactly poised between principle and expediency, 
and capable of modifying Itself to every possible vary- 
ing exigency, that he may safely be invested with the 
power of checking the Ungnage of Truth, when (if 
it can be) too energetically employed in the exposition 
of those obstacles which are opposed to the establish- 
ment of virtue and happiness ? for, in connection with 
this it must be remembered that our advocates (at least 
in London) are most permaneutly effective when eu- 
gaged in theolo^cal discussion, in which are irresisdbly 
employed the eloquent out-pourings of the heart. 

But, as a conclusive argument in favour of the 
montl prvpriMty of a declaration of uH the Truth upon 
any given subject, this course is, sclf-evideutly, honest, 
independent, and worthy of a miinly character ; while 
its opposite, that which tends, it is too much to be 
feared, to perpetuate the present artifiL-ial state of 
society, in which theconntenauce is but a lying "index 
of the mind," and in which mere unmeaning conven- 
tionalisms are enbstitnted for the (rue language ot 
N'ttture, seems altogether a course the most indefensi- 
ble. 

I admit tliat your correspondent has not directly 
impugned the morality of the straight i'orward line of 
conduct wluch I desire to be adopted by the publio 
advocates of our principles, as his chief objections are 
made on the ground of its Impolicy ; and us it is not 
sufficient for me to enunciate the axiom i-hat that which 
is mond ia necessarily politic, I will state the data jus- 
tifying my conclusions on this part of the -subject. 

If I recollect rightly, Mr. Owen, when he first pro- 
mulgated his plans, and even until within a few years 
ago, in ao respect interfered with the religjons belief 
of his countrymen : but during this interval his princi- 
ples made but comparatively little progress, owing to 
the subjugation in which the minds of the people were 
held by the priests, who flailed not to use their influence 
to keep all things in that state by which they pecuni- 
arily profited. Hence, 1 believe, his determination to 
adopt a bolder line of conduct — to depend more on 
principle than expediency — with a view to remove thoie 
ohlarlet which were opposed to the establishment of his 
reforms ; — and, I ask, will not a comparison made 
between the progress of Socialismr in the latter period 
of its history, and that of the former, shew th«t the 
bolder course was the moat politic. 

Supposing that we chiefly restrict our advocacy of 
Socialism to its political economy, and tell onr deluded 
brethren that they need no longer be poor, does not the 
parson teach them to hug their poverty, preaching 
" Blessed are the poor, for they shall inherit" — not the 
earth, — but "the kingdom of heaven," and that the 
poor man can more easily obtain this boon than the 
rich ? If we tell them that there ahonld be new 
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■rraDgemeDts of societj', to achieve the general bappi 
neaa of nMokind, does uot the parBou teach them that 
tUe^ nhoald Dot t<eek to chiuip'e our " valuable" iuati- 
tutioDs, Hubtlety instiUiag that iu Ihi* Hft nmii mu#i 
endure "mnch tribulation and sorron" to be revrarded 
h»r«after with " life everlasting?" In short, while we 
refrain from an endeavour to break through the almost 
impervious crust of prejudice with which, from earlj- 
life the native Eemu of truth, in the mind of man, has 
been enveloped ; while we, whose miuds have harst 
forth " out of darkness into marvellous light," delaj' to 
aid the tronblous struggles of truth in others — so long 
will the evil-doers, the preachers of religiou, contiuue to 
pursue B course which the/ en-oueously believe to be 
identified with their mm happiness, but which too surely 
deatro/B it, and that of tbeir fellow-men who are 
ted to their infiaence: 

I may justly compare the several portions of sooietj' 
to a nation possessed with a desire to achieve, bv a 
change of geographical situation, a greater degree of 
happi&ess than they ev«r enjoyed, or can possibly- 
enjoy, on the portion of- the globe which they at 
present occupy. A few, imbued with benevolent 
patriotiem, hnviDg ascertained by explorations of t'^e 
world (hat there ia an uninhabited country, possessing 
all the requisites for hnman happiness, hasten to com- 
mnuicat« the glad tidings to their countrymen, not 
doubting thsit all, but more especially those who are 
now suffering the extremest misery, will at once accom- 
pany them to the land "flowing with milk and honey;" 
where "the lion shalllie down with the kmb," and 
where " knowledge shall cover the earth as the waters 
cover the bed of the sea." But they are mistaken: 
only a few join them ; the majority of their country- 
men have been taught that they shall be taken up to 
the Moon, or to the Sun, or to the great belt of Saturn, 
or to some other place, the means of happiness of 
which are equally impossible to be asCfertained. In 
vain U it represented to them, that, at least until they 
shall be so removed, it would be jadicioQB to avail them- 
selves of the superior advantages presented in the 
newly. discovered country of the phinct ou which they 
live. Alas! in the weakness of their infancy tliey 
have been taught an injurious belief, which has grown 
with their years, and increa<<ed «ith their strength. 
Those who are tejjchtnit Ihia belie! are alarmed at the 
return of the exploratory expedition : tbey blanch 
with dread at the promulgation of ihe good news 
which it has brought back ; for by Ihe igvoranre and 
irnduHly t^ tbeir connlrym^n they hn^v anjuirnl power, 
toeaUh, an4 "n altnmi tmltmittd adoratirm, which they, 
TBEHSELVEfl £RRONKOUS, fondly believe, constitute 
human bappinesa. They stand between tbeir deluded 
fbUowers and those who would enlighten them, telling 
the former that these are not, as themselves, human 
beings, but devils, having cloven feet and forked tails, 
hiscdng tongues and eye-balls of fire, and that it is 
dreadfully dangerous to go near them. These misre- 
presented philanthropists, perceiving that these deltlders 
are the chk/ obebutUM to the success of their missltm, 
proceed at once boldly, and in plain terms, (which are 
therefore, the more intelligible to minds depressed by 
ignorance,) to" expose the craflines which mixu error 
and truth, for the purpose of aggrandiziug the^ew st 
the sacrifice of the many. 



Then, let Socisli:^ judge whether it be not thrir 
paramount duty to mtike head ugHiitst the obstacles 
which the Clergy assiduously raise ; whether ii be not 
their best policy to divest the mimls of the con- 
scientious religionist of those feelings auil errors 
which hinder bis perception of ihc grand mid impor- 
tant truths of Socialism ; whether, in short, it be 
honest or judicious to blink, in any respect, the real 
question at issue, hetweeu us and our oppuneuts. 

Before closing this paper I beg to be allowed to ex - 
plain that, while I deem it ncceKsary to iliscriminate 
between the deluders and the deluded ; that while, iu 
respect to the former, my sentiments may sometimes 
be expressed in the lungaage of indignation, J de^re 
always to cultivate the most kindly feelings towards 

'1, and ever cherish the hope that mankind-will ye: 

'e in a universal brotherhood of love.

FREE ENQUIRY, THE ONTiY MEANS OF 
ACQUIRING A KNOWLEDGE OF TRUTH. 

To tin Editor of ihe Xew Moral fTarld. 

Sir, — I have looked through some of the Numbers 

of your publication, and as I find much which draws 

forth my sympathy and approbation. I am induced to' 

scud you a few lines. I have been engaged with no 

lall share of success in dispelling the donds of eec- 

rianism and delusiveness Chat da'ken men's minds, 

id perplex their peth with inextricable confusion. I 

am happy to find so faithful a fellow laboufer in the 

I vineyard, as the Editor of the Nma Morel fVorld, 

rre may now hail the exertions of the miittd friends 

of truth, M sure harbingers of ■ glorious revolntion m 

the aspect of mundane affairs. U is only lately that 

I have examined the works of Mr. Owen or any of his 

{' lies, and am much gratified to find them so coia- 
y in accordance with those which I had held, lon^ 
before I had ever heard of either the one or the other. 
I have maintained them when I imagined I was the 
only human being in existence that acknowledged their 
truth, and of course, I paid the usual penalty of having 
them stigmatised aa "dangerous," &c. I have now. 
before me, an article published by me some time ago, 
Education, which contains the foUowmg passage : — 
■ I contend, therefore, in e\ ery cai-e in which the 
pupil remains dtationarj', or advances but slowly, the 
cBuse must be referred eiiher to the iguomnce of tb« 
teacher, or to the mal-orgauiiation of ih^ pupil's brain." 
Here is a fhll recognition of the doctrine of circum- 
stance. Again: — "Thoi-ewho are UHlorally idle are 
uo more- to he reproached fur that f'niliug, than the 
iludiotis are to he lauded fi)r diligpuce." « • • 
Bnt there is certainly no rf;om for praise, when a pn^I 
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hu ft rriiifa for his amdiea, uny more thau if be bw a 
nEab for mi apple tart ; tbe atndiei ar« panned vitb 
•viclitj, for the iteme reason that the tart is swallou'ed 
vith satufitctioa — uaoielj, ihe pleaanre which it yielda. 
la the mmb way, if a person is very obliging and eom- 
paariooate, his acta of benevolence do not properly 
admit of pnuM, inaamtich as they are rewarded by an 
innate pleasure ariaing from the very ict of doing good 
. impUnted in him by hie Creator; and vhat ii there to 
preiae in the act .of procnring for one-eelf pleaanre ? 
That delightfnl ornithologist, Wilson, seems to have 
had a glJQipw of thia Uvlh .- — speaking of the motives 
which indvoed hua to imder^ tb» perils, toils, and 
bardflbips of bia romantia ornithological tonrs in North 
America, and to nndertake an ^tenmve and lahorioni 
work oa ornithology, h^ says : — ' Biased almost from 
infanoy, by a fondness for birds, and little else than an 
enthnsiaat in my researches after them, I feel happy to 
oommnnicale my observations to others, probably kvm 
the mere principle of eelf-gratiiication, that sonrce of so 
many even of onr moat virtnont actions.' If instead 
of saying to many, he bad said aii, he vould have 
spoken the whole Imth." When I wrote this pasnage, 
so far as I am aware, the Socialist fraternity had not 
come Into existence, and of Owen I bad never heard. 
Ilierefore, were the above sentiments pnt forth as new 
and startling truths, and aii snch were they received, as 
yon may imugiiie. I recollect very well that the article 
was sent to an eminent phrenologist for his opinion, 
and (bat the worthy doctor dwelt most emphatically on 
their highly dangerous tendency. After this, I had 
little opinion of that gentleman's jadgment, and snbse- 

?aeiiC erentB have confirmed my estimate. For, Mr. 
'•Aoot, these sentiments were the (rait of long, accurate, 
and impartial observation in the school of nature, and 
tberetbre they were far more deeply rooted in my mind, 
than if I bad imtubed them from authority, so that, by 
authority they were not likely to be shaken. The 
" Phrenological Journal" praised -the article highly. 
In subsequL'ot articles I defended the same doctrine 
more fally* at which time my knowledge of Owen was 
confined to what 1 had gathered of his prin<nples 
firom the " Pr«Kilogical Journal," and oonseqaently 1 
viewed him in an onfavonrable light, as an opponent 
of phrenology, and not till within the last year, when 
I came in contact with his works, did I discover that 
the principles maintained by him are fi^ught with 
harmony, and substantially similar to those I had 
maintained. 

But still I disclaim Otvenism. I do not choose to he 
dragged at the chariot wheels of any human being. In 
a letter of mine, entitled, " Observations on the Bible, 
in reply to Mr. Baker," the following paragraph 
occurs: — 

"The apostlcf Paul ssj^, 'Prove all things;' Mr. 
Baker B*ys, ' Prove all Uiinga, but the Bible,' which 
injunction receive* the sanctJon of reason P MabometB' 
niani, ChristianiFin, Owenism, may all be thrust forward 
by their delnded fbtlowers, as infallible guides of human 
conduct : and arrogantly may they assume the divinity of 
their origin. In as far hs the systems are true, they ire 
£nne ; for, as is said by Mahomet, ' God is truth, and 
truth is God.' Let the adherents of each attempt to 
build bia system on the ruins of reason — to eatabUHh it 
under the cover of darkness. I laugh at their puny. 



4>fiurU to scale ^ Mnes on the babUas of thar bsaelaa 
faodes — I reloaa to thread with di«D Ae mazy labyrintba 
of their own creatioti — I seek the guiding tight of 
iotrilect. Intellect, we are certab, is ot God : and to it 
we are indebted for whatevn- authority we may ascribe 
to the Bible. If reason is to be abatidoDed, likewise 
must we ebaudou the Bible, wboae value depends on the 
decision of the intellect." 

Yon quote a pert of this and another parsgraph, and 
land the aentiments, but disapprove of Owenistn being 
linked with Chriadanism and Mahometanisni. My inten- 
don was therefore nisnnderstood, probably because voia 
hsd only seen a part of my letter. The letter was called 
forth by narrow-minded and faigotted attempts to lindt 
the freedom of enquiry ; to shot tip the intellect within 
the oarraw booada of a sectarian creed ; and to HSlStt (ha 
neiriy kindled aspirations of man's mind to roam an* 
shackled throagh every repon cf God's illimitabls 
universe. The end and aim of the letter wm to prow 
the unrecognized, yet heavenly, truth, ^t nason js 
necessary to the establishment of every system, and that 
let the system be true as the snn, or doubtful as tuilight, 
still would I refitse all asaeot, till my own intellect had 
investigated its foondatioiia. Therefore did I clasnhr 
Owenism, which in many points I bold to be true, will 
Christiaiuini and Mahometanism, which in many points I 
hold to be false. And, mweover, I bad more eapedaDy 
in mind the five facts, and twenty laws, which appear to 
me to savour of the creed ayslem, by which on no account 
would I wirh to be clogged. And this I know is the 
feeling, and the ofi-exptMsed convictioa of many of the 
most talented among the Se<^alists. 

In one of my late lechires, published in the "■ Sheffield 
Iris," I have develop^ some of my views on the social 
system. I sea mora' ud more dearlv, the ^Molote 
necesMty for a change, aye, and a radical one; note 
skin-deep cure, such as the Chartists call for, but one 
chat shall reach the oommuniiy'a heart, and set that to 
rights. Some people talk of the Charter as an ejttreme 
measure. I look upon it as a mere steppng itooe to a 
measure more extrene, and ' extremely beneficiBl too. 
We must have a model community. It is a mere farce 
to talk of education, while men oontinne in the isolated 
system that now prevails. Everything depends on tba 
teachers — and where will yon find the teachers ? They 
are true guardians of the tree of knowledge, and brandi^ 
around it a flaming sword. What wonder that tfanr 
charge seldom taste the fruit P What dark, de^ despe< 
Tate, all but bcredibia ignorance is there on Ae sabwet 
of education P I have seen a teacher, day afler day, 
scowling with a red hot heat, at his pupils, as if they bad 
been hardened criminals, and be their jailor ; and still the 
wonder grew, that they became ulent, and timid, and na- 
communicative, even when partially removed from the 
evil inflnence, while those who bad not the same advan- 
tages, prattled away most engagingly ! Oh ! when shall 
we learn the divine trucfa, that the human being is the 
raw material that we may fashion just ns we please, and 
that according to circumstance, every human being may 
be moulded into the best or worst of characters.

PROGRESS OF THE NEW SOCIAL VIEWS. 

To Oe Editor of the New Moral fVbrU. 

Tn tlie Sperialor, of the 13th iiMtan^ in a review of 

fire prize Essavs oo the " Expediency and Mean* of 

elevMling the Profearion of the Edacator in Socie^," 

wUl be feond the follomng interesting definition of 

" WHAT EDUCATION IS," 

It is extracted from tlie Essay of John Iislor, Esq., 
for ivhicli the University of London Has awarded Mr. 
Lalor, the prize of 100 guineas, and which has been 
pablisbed under the sanction of the Central Society of 



" EdoCRlion does not mean merely reading and wndng, 
nor any degree, however coaeideroble, of mere intel- 
lectoal insLrncrion. It is, in its largest sense, a process 
which extends from the commencement to the tenuiaa' 
tion of existence. A child comes into the world, and at 
once his education begins. Often at his birth the seeds 
of disease or deformity are sown in his eonstitndou 
and while he hangs at his mother's bresst, he is imbibing 
impresnons which. will remun with him tbroogh life. 
During the first period of infancy, the phydcal frame 
expands and' strengthens ; bat its delicate structare is 
infiaenced for good or evil by all sarromi^ng circom- 
stances, — cleanliness, light, air, food, warmth. By 
and by the yoeng bdng within, shows itself more. 
The senses become quicker. The desires ajid aflections 
annme a more definite shape. Every object which gives 
a eensalion, every desire gratified or deared, every act, 
word, or look of affectioh of of tmlcicdness, has its 
effect, sometimes aUght and imperceptible, sometimes 



obvious and permanent, in building up the haman bein|;, 
or rather, in determining the direcdon in which it nitl 
shoot np and unfold itself. Through the different states 
of the infant, the child, the boy, the yonth, the man, 
the development of his physical, intellectoal, and moral 
ODtare goes on, tiie various circnmstauces of hia cou* 
dition incessantly actiog npon him — the faealthfolness or 
nnbealthfulnem of the air be breathes, the kind and the 
sufficiency of bis food and clothing ; the degree in which 
his physical powers are exerted ; the freedom with which 
bis senses are allowed or enconraged to exercise them- 
selves npon external objects ; the extent to which hia fac- 
ulbeB of remembering, mmparing, reasoning, are tasked ; 
the sonndB and sigliu of home, the moral example of 
parents ; the discipline of school ; the nature and degree 
of his studies, rawards, and pnnishments; the personal 
qnaliiiea of hia companions ; the o[rinions and practlcee 
of the society, .juvenile, and advanced, in which he 
moves ; and the character of the public institntions nnder 
which he lives. The snccesaive operation of all tbene 
ctrcumstancee npon a human being fivm earliest cbild-~ 
hood, constitutes his education ; an edncftuon which does 
not terminate with the arrival of manhood, but continues 
through Ufe." 

Now what is ibis, I wonld ask, but pure Owenistic doo- 
ne P la not this defimtion of what e^uaiti/m it, tbe very 
foundation and seal of Mr. Owen's New Moral System, 
first fundamental fact, viz ; " That man is a 
compound being, whose character is formed of bis con- 
Btitntion or organization at birth, and of the eSectu of 
external circnmstancea acting npon that organization, 
which efiecls (precisely as Mr. Lalor says) continne to 
operate npon, and infloeoce him firom Inrdt to death P" 

Anybody that reads these two extract* mnat see thnt 
the one says in more words what the other expresses in 
fewer, or rather that one is an illustration of Ute other ; 
but that both mean one and tbe same thing, and both 
lead to tbe conclnsioa, which may be cavilled at, but can 
never be controverted, that man's character is the result 
of the external circnmstaiicesactiugnpou his organization, 
atkd that, therefore, it is in all cases formed for him, nnd 
not ht/ him ; as it has been ignorantly believed, and is 
still ignorantly tanghl in schools and from the pulpit. 

I have not yet had an opportanity of reading Mr. 
Lalor's work, and can therefore not say how far his 
other \iewE on education coinnde »ith those of tbe great 
founder of the New Moral System ; but this is certain, 
that, as all tbe other facts and laws of human nature 
revealed by Mr. Owen in his book of the New Moral 
World, are all included or deduced from that first funda- 
mental fact, and Mr. Lalor hai-ing adopted that fact as 
the bans of his Essay on education, and the University of 
London having awarded a prize for it to its author, it 
natnrally followa that both Mr. Lalor and the University, 
as welt as the Central Society of Education, under wbo«e 
sanction the essay was published, add their valnable 
testimony to the sonndneBs and solidity of the foundation, 
at least, of all Mr. Owen's new viewa. And this fact, 
in my opinion, is at least of as great importance in tbe 
annals of Socialism, as tbe late presentation of Mr. Owen 
to tbe Queen by the Premier of England.

Lei 
then no longer talk of tmth n* being the property of any body, whether 
Sociali*t* or Anti-Socialialb Let us icck truth as willing voluriei 
rmdy to follow whemer tober inquiry ihoil lead iti, and when we 
think we have found her, lei n* (firoct oiir fellow craiCurc* nt once to 
RBH, and not in a ^irit of ao-Uinhnoaa, cbiim attention to onr own 
body or to ottnelvea a* being the aole detuutarie* of troth. Truth 
ha* bo^n compared to a pear! of groat price. Now, as SocialihUi, we 
think we have found two pcarii. each of infinite price. The fint ia the 
doctrine Ihni the character nf man it formed fiir him, by the tocial and 
phyaicnl ciienmatancps which turround him ; and ihe lecond ia ihat of 
the production and ditttibutiDn of wealth on the principle of united 
interest.

EDUCATION, FBER FROM ALL SECTARIAN PRE- 
JUDICES, IS THE FULCRUM ON WHICH MAINLY 
DEPENDS THE PROORK«SIVR WKLFARE AND 
CIVILIZATION OF ALL CLASSEg OF THE COM- 
MUNITY. 

To the mnH Noble the Marqm ofLmwdoume. 

My Lord, — ^The mere fact that onr diTineB of all 
sectB «bA creeds exhibit much abont the same ran- 
corouB Bpirit of obstinate resistance to the plan of 
intellectna^edncation, ia more than enouffh to prove 
the positive beneficial reenlts, th« realisation of snch 
plan promises to the people. 

The priests, each and all of them wonid lay certain 
restraints for ever and ever npon their flock and their 
pupils, in respect to the acquisition of real knowledge. 
They would confine them to certain modes of thinking, 
and solely to a certain description of authors and 
doctrines — " of every tree of the garden they would 
allow them to eat, but of the fmit of a certain tree 
they wonlt^njoip and enforce them to beware, for that 
tree woulAonvey to them a knowledge of the craft 
of all past and present priesthood." 

So that, my Lord, the Bame practice, the same mj's- 
terions hypocrisy is still pursued by our spiritual gnides 
" which the Lord is related to have employed towards 
the first pair; and the priests lustily call out " beware 
of the serpentl— eatnot of the tree of knowledge '. for 
in the day ye eat thereof yon shall be cnrwd and die." 
Bnt the serpent has been snccessfnl, apd will be still 
more so ; men will again be persuaded by the voice of 
bis wisdom, and find to their happy experience that he 
ia their bjst friend, their ssfest guitle, and most faithful, 
sincere, and honourable counsellor. "' Ba ye tnixe a* 
lerpentt «ay the Scriplvre, and hnrmltst as rforei," — and 
time w 11 soon show which of the two, — mystic in- 
structions, or INTELLECTUAL EDUCATION 
is a "CURSE." — not npon man, as lately vociferated by 
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tbe Bishop of London,* but upon the progreaB of refonn 
uud civUiaation! 

The fact IB, m;- Lord, that in order to have iusared 
R firm basis and a more favourable reception for 
liberal Normal schools of pomtive education — from 
which psycholc^y and mj^t^c ethics would better be 
totally excluded, than confused by irre^lar mjstic 
mixture — new powerful feelinga, totnlly d liferent from 
th.JM connected with anperatitious creeds, should firut 
have been ^nerated and diffused over iLe country by 
BJudiiig monil, acientiiic lecturers in nil our chief 
towns, to render the working clergy, and middle and 
lower claaaea more familiar than they are, with correct 
notidua on tbe advantages of real knowledge in the 
listing pleasures and progressing utility afforded by 
the study of natural science. 

May not tbia deaideratum, my Lord, yet be sccom- 
pHsbed? Why not have made a bold and decided 
appeal to tbe iatelligence of England ? to tbe most 
advanced beads of our public schools ? and if not 
properly answered by fhem, to the lay teachers under 
fhem ; and finally, to the students — to the scholars — 
to the pupils — to the very children themselves! the 
most interested of all in the new plan of intellectual 
and useful education; although an infuriated prelate 
(as are all priests when opposed) haa the mental 
ferocity to mention the government plan as a cu) 
upon man. Whence ia it, my Lord, that on a anbji 
of such paramount importance, nothing has yet been 
done in practice beyond a few speeches iu parliament, 
H short correspondence and the ontline of a plan, which 
must be considered more a moral feeler of the public 
uiiud, than a positive basis for mental reforms ? 

Why not support openly the " Central Society of 
Education ?" Why not select the best informed and 
most eloquent amongst Its numerous members for the 
most noble and most truly religions ofBcial appoint- 
uieut of National Educators of the mind, to redeem 
the British people from those degrading sectarian 
Huiraouities which now conspire with intereated hypo- 
crisy to alarm the prejudices of ignorance, and thus to 
dnfeat tbe enlighteued and benevolent cDdeavourB of 
all men good and true, to the cause of intellectual 
reforms. 

Does not that society reckon amongst its numerous 
snhfcribere many members of parliament ? Ia not their 
principal object to diffuse intellectual education and 
uteful knowledge amongst all classes? j^ft who 
tbe declared enemies of thia society? The very same 
party — the very churchmen and priests of all sectarian 
creeds who oppose and calumniate the Government' 
liberal plan of national education 1 

What has taken place, my Lord, and what is still 
concocting and scheming to defeat the attempts of any 
party to educate tbe people rationally, marks the 
chHracteridtic features that distingubh the intelligent 
and liberal friends of the people, from their either 
i^orant, or hypocritical church and Tory paators. 

Surely, by this time, a sufficient number of 
young and zealous apostles of an enlightened faith 
might also be found among those trained by our 



Mechanics' Institution, to appeal as missionaries of 
progress to the feeling of aU parents respecting th« 
mental powers of their ofispring, hitherto so sbamernlly 
neglected by most of their clerical and lay instructora. 

Why not encourage openly onr social missionaries, 
who with, but scanty meana, and aided only by volun- 
tary subscription, have nevertheleas so far succeeded 
as to eslablish sixty lecture rooms in as many different 
towns, to preach mntua] instruction in posirive know- 
ledge, peace and good will to all men, and to encourage 
labour association communities of industry with intel- 
leclnal and moral education for all children without 
any distincrion ot class, sect, or colour; aud pray, my 
Iiord, what is all this but practical Christianity? And 
I will ask again, who are their malicions though 
powerful opponents ? Are they not again the verv 
same party, the very same men who have calamniat«l 
the government plan of education? 

This question of intellcclual rational education, my 
Lord, has united alt our mystic religious sects agsJust 
the spread of RBAL KNOWLEDOE, far more intimately 
than Protestant sects are at present united agaiuat 
Popery. Is it not, then, my Lord, tbe first duty of & 
reforming government to use all its influence to unite 
as intimately, also, all parties and societies who now 
separately contend, with difficulties in promoting 
mental improvements ? And would not scch union 
increase tenfold the means of establishing public Normal 
schools from which rancere intellectual teachers could 
be supplied whenever wanted ? 

Why not propose at once a public Scientific 
ExCBANOE, where all classes sbonld have access free 
of all charges, with intellectual scientific brokers paid 
by government to attend daily from nine to twelve in 
the morning, and from three to aix in the afternoon, 
to answer lall applications from general inquirers re- 
garding bH branches of tbe natural and practical 
sciences — with regular public lectures every evening 
from eight to ten, on all branches of positive philopby.* 
Should such real Scientific Etchauges or public offices 
for the diSheion of real knowledge be opened in every 
country town, they would soon operate wonders in 
removing blind credulity, superstition, and prejudices ; 
six intelligible scientific lectures every week, for one 
or two unintellible Sunday sermons would undoubtedly 
modify the public mind in favour of rational education 
more effectually than can be expected from a whole 
session of parliamentary debates between seotaiian 
parties— neither of whom seem to appreciate the true 
state of the case ; which is, that both old creeds in 
mysterious dogmas called religious instruction, -and 
the new knowledge in positive sciences called intel- 
lectual education, muat squally be considered as good 
systems of moral and tneutal training, with this dif- 
ference only, that they belong separately to' periods of 
progresnug human civiliaatiou,t «id6 apart from each 
other. 

To bentate between the two, (mjstic tuition, and 
moral intellectuality,) is hut lo torture tbe mind, by 
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Tluiaghls,p. 1C7, 170-

depart^ trom them, never to return.* 

The spirit of true knowledge ia continually stimu- 
lating the keen appetite of skill and industry for better 
labour regulations, and for more positive information 
on the new revelations of eleclrioity,geology,chemislry, 
physiology, and phrenology — and that appetite is sanc- 
tioned by the real powers of NATURE AS NOW KNOWN ! 
and by human thought A8 now free ! 

Nothing, be assnred, my Lord — nothing short of this 
is required in the present-day, for, as iu politics, the 
''jutle milieu" ilalu-quo system is high treason againat 
tolh the natural rights of society and the obsolete 
hereditary elaiim of unthroned l^itimacy, so, in edu- 
cation, a "jualt milieu" italu qvo system amounts lo 
high treason against both the natural rights of reason, 
and the obsolele claims of episcopal theocracy. 

And we are jugfified in this charge of aruei treamn 
against such a system, because in each case it furnishes 
apparent grounds for hopes which, although (appa- 
rently) 'far from being realized, are neverthelesB a eou- 
stant source of eulumny on one side — mental revolt, 
inquietude, and civil perturbation on the other. 

Be then bold, definite, and resolute, in all the 
reforms acknowledged and felt to be necessary for 
diffusing real education, and raise aU the people in 
their own estimation, by allowing them such teachers 
aa have a sincere regard for the progress of troth. 

Declare.at once to the worid, that, while TIME has 
proved all the boasted mystio learning of onr Univer- 
sities to be nought but the stale repetition of unmeaning 
dogmas, having no power to promote the further 
advance of civilization : the positive and protrressive 
knowledge gf the realities of nature, must, on the con- 
trary, lead'mankind at large, to rely fearlessly on the 
Divine omnipotence of human THOUGHT for all pur- 
poses of social duties in pn^easi ve knowledge, comfort, 
and happiness.

THE NATURE OF KNOWLEDGE, 
AND ITS APPLICABILITY TO THE WORKING CLASSES. 

[AVe tnke the following beaotifu] and plulafophiail tentiinnits trom 
a hMtnrc, b?

We have seen that Nature's stores are bonndless, 
while the range of man's faculties is limited. Besides 
. this, a very considerable portion, by fer the greater 
liortion of the working men's life, is consumed in work, 
iu sleep, and in refreshmGiit. The leisure he has is 
scarcely appreciable ; and his mental faculties are weak 
and unfit fur work. The artizuD'a faculties have never 
been systematically exercised : hia intellectual ot^ni- 
Xalion is consequently aa much dazzled and confounded 
by legitimate exercise in science, as would be the 
optical organization of a prisoner from birth, by the 
lustrous snn-light. This fttct their well-wifihers are 
apt to overlook. They are unaware of the material 
conatraction, and of the material connections of the 
intellect, and of its consequent dependency on material 
circumstances. 

Yet the same law governs the brain, that governs 
every other part of the body. Has a man fed on husks 
aud chaff sJI his life ? His limbs cannot have acquired 
firmness nor strength ; his sinews cannot be well knit, 
nor will his gait be bold and clastic. To chang^is 
diet to meat and strong stimulating viands suddenly, 
or to thrust these down his throat forcibly, would still 
further weaken his system; and though at first he 
might eagerly snatch at the proferred bounty, yet soon 
would hM overcharged stomach revolt from its un- 
accustomed load, and return once again to a diet more 
congenial with its habitual weakness. 

Equally does a similar law rule the brain. The 

intellect which has been accustomed to receive passively 

the marrowless dogmas, and frothy declumaiiun uf the 

prients, — which has been unaccustomed to observe, or 

. lu ruminate on what it may have ubserved, auil wLitL, 



when not unyieldingly, and umrrfectingly receivilig' 
whatever the spiritual master may think fit to instii, is 
inactive and blank, is rendered by a training like this, 
quite unfit for exercise in the neld of nature. The 
realities of nature appear hard, cold, aud uninteresting, 
and totally indigestible after the artificial and empty 
stimulants by which it has heen morbidly excited, uid 
hopelessly weakened. 



Under these cironinstaiioes the path that the philsn- 
thropist should pursue is plain. He should well con- 
sider the circumstances in which the minds have been 
placed of those whom he seeks to nuse. Remembering 
that knowledge consists in things known, and that all 
that the senses do not of themselves verify, cannot be 
knowledge, but belief only, he will see tluit to instruct 
and strengthen his mental patients he must biing before 
their senses that which he would impart to their intel- 
lects. But though this method would be likely to 
interest his auditors, their time will not admit of the 
plan bong continuously and steadily carried into eiffect. 
They have been toiling long, and they are weary. The 
blood that shoald have been propelled to the brain, and 
that would have been propdled there, and have 
nourished that organ, had it been properly exercised, 
has, during the twelve hoars that are gone, been flowing 
to the arms, or to the feet, or to whatever other part of 
the body has been actively exercised. The bnin has 
not received its due share of nourishment, thereibre ia 
it unable to contrihate its share to the general weal. 
This the philanthropist sees : he conddera the matter 
well, and concludes that something must be wrong in 
the system that is so painfully in dissonance with the 
welfare and the physical laws of a large part of the 
community. He inquires within himself whether it be 
really a requisite in human society that one portion, 
and that a large portion, of the community, be sacri^ced 
to promote the weliare of another portion, and itett a 
small portion, of the community. 

He sees that man's happiness depends on his know- 
ledge ) moreover he is impressed with the maxim, no 
less beautifnl than true, of the great philanthropist of 
the age, that " the best character cannot be given to 
any, till a good character has been given to all." He 
knows that real happineu cannot heparlaked ofirf any, 
till it it frefly ikared by all ; this he sees, and then he 
proceeds in bis investigations as to whether the toil of' 
the many, and the «nnui of the few be really ineradi- 
cable from human society. 

Perpetual toil, he says, proclaims one of two things ; 
uther that the earth ia niggard in its productions, and 
needs hard labour to render it sufEciently fruitful to 
.tisfy the demands of man ; or else that man's ar- 
rangements and institutions, are not in harmony with 
her laws. But the earth teems with every necessary, 
and overflows with luxuries, that a moderate portion of 
labour would render fit for man's use ; therefore must 
there be ' error aud ignorance in human inptitutions. 
Some bar must there be, between man and the soil, 
which renders so much ill -requited toil needful to hia 
exbtence. 

Therefore does he turn his attention to the politicsl 
and social instiluti ;U8 of hia country. . There is the 
master evil that mars all bis. exertions for the benefit 
of hi& countrymen ; and, therefore, preparatory to prt- 
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acribh^ r niDeAy,doea he Bearch out their ever; rami- 
fioadoD. And what moustroos asomaliM do then 
appal hU mind ? Tax piled upon tax, till the back of 
unnnmbered millioiiB bows beneath the cmel load. Re- 
Mrictioaa, exaotiona, extortions, framed into engines of 
plunder and of poor maa'a ruin. The loaf of atarving 
milliona halved, that loxnriea maj be heaped more 
abundantly on the taUe of sloth ; the light of milliona 
taxed and dimmed, and oft timee quenched, that the 
lampa of our ariatoicracj' toay throw around a more 
dazzLii^ splendonr on the scenes of folly : while larg^e 
mnnnm of men are doomed through life to drink of the 
cnp of want, and ceaseleaa toil, that idlenesa equally 
galling may enchain the few. 

All this does a well directed scmtiny nufold to the 
enquiring mind ; and then he aaks whether experience 
points oat the expediency of entmating the interests of 
one class, to the irrcapouaible and nnlimited power of 
another clasH ; whether the human mind is so formed 
as uniformly or generally to distingulah in such circnm- 
stances its real and lasting interest, and to pursue that, 
■uetead of grasping at an apparent and transitory in- 
terest — Hia aenaed supply to his intellect the &ots which 
will accurately answer this question: he gains know- 
ledge by observation and induction, and arrives at the 
conclosion, that it ia a law of nature, that to secnre the 
possibility of all classes being fainly served, all classes 
must have their share in durecting the measures that 
coucem the general weal. 

Therefore does be devote his energlea to the diffusion 
of political and social knowledge. By experience, that 
b by observation of what it, he has discovered a chain 
of &cta that induce him to pnrsne his present coujk. 
He knows: — Ist. That on knowledge depends man's 
happiness. 2dly. He knows that knowledge is an 
accnmnlated mass of factd which the senses transmit 
to the intellectual bculliee. 3dly. He knows that the 
cerebral organs to perform their functions readily and 
accurately, must receive a proper tmiuing ; that is a 
training in accordance with the law that natnre has 
imprei»ed upon tbem, which law observation will 
reveal These three facta he has now learnt, and he 
hua learnt tbat the fabric of society is now constituted 
in opposition to, and in disregard of, these laws, and to 
that he traces all want, and all crime. Therefore does 
he leave the plants, and the birds, aud the stars, that 
before had engaged bis attention, and devote himself 
to the study and advancement of man. For he knows 
that till man's faculties are allowed full scope to act, 
must he progress but slowly : but once strike the fetters 
from his mind, launch the noble being from among (be 
ehoals and the breakers of want, and he will rise in bis 
rightful majesty, and assume undivided, and peaceful, 
aiid glorious sovereignty over the creation. 

Others may not see, either through defeclive organi- 
zation or untoward circumatancea, the coiuieciion 
between physical comfort and mental strength, and 
may, therefore, urge tbrward their sciences at random, 
regiu^Iess of the condition of those for whom they so 
bMievolently labour ; but benevolence, guided by intel- 
lect, will not rest satisiied with eudeavourin;^ to elevate 
the fallen, but will seek out llu right toay to elevate the 
foUen, or it may so chance that the fallen will yet lower 
fiJl through injodicious aid.

In another part of our paper will be found some iltnatrations of tha 
above motto. It \^ indeed, "ftorful" to witness ihc atiemtioni of tha 
human mind when under the infloence of ■cetarianism and anpentition, 
fiilsely called religion. The writer of the sentence we have quoted has- 
ever been extremely guarded in ■peaking of the manifestations of the 
peraecuting spirit exhibited by the votarie* of orthodox religion, and 
las more &c<)ucntly rebnked the Socialists for the manner in whidi 
.hey have spoken of those theological and mystical ^leculationa, 
tfhich have hitherto fiinuod the gtmt impediment to practical 
mpitivemciit aiid universal &ntcmity. Yet even he, wanned by tbo 
untenipbtionof the abuse and "eiecrnlion" elicited from thervbaciM 
if the present day by dilfercncca of opinion, has been surprised into a 
Ltning reprobation of the apirit which fur such an ioadequate tcaaon 
ittribulea everj evil passion and dcKJ^m to on opponent At the tim* 
t was written he had not seen the extraordiimry vcngefulneaw, 
the fcrocioua intolenmce which prevades the artidea we have qnoted 
the Sliutdard, Bath GnmUt, Smltinh Pilot, and Maatietttr 
Ckroniele, which exhibit in a gluring light the intense crnelty which is 
itrred by iniianc supcrsiitinni Any efForl to annlyte luch 
ps would be vain ; they sLind " alone in their ^ory," at tha 
head of their cbi* — pre-eminent in rilencss. 

Thcac bnntic cbidlitioaa, however, are only so many additional . 
evidence! of the truth of onr npiniona re^vcting the innnitie* now 
ennrd religions. So long as men an trained to bciierc in these ob- 
lurdities — so long will the demonnical feelings which liillaw in thnr 
jHJn continue to olHict aociety. The only eSicacioua remedy is tha 
extirpation of the caosc 

Were it not tor the prei-nlence of ennr on this subject mankind 
vould long ^nce have united to investigate truth in tha apnX af 
charity, to analync sj-stenii and inatilulions with the *iew of estab' 
bing miiversally, those, which eetpcrienee bad proved beneficial, and 
diacanl those which ihe some teat had proved prejudicial to the 
w. On the contrary, in convquence of religions of faith and 
i-Mrry, hi.-trry is one I.ii.p, bilt-.r, oiIhIoju- ofciiines to pcewOt*Bi;h 
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iuTadg&tion and pEaetio^ Tbe esergios of Dationa, of HciMy ■! bup 
hiTe be«n employed in deMioTing, nol creatjng hnppinm ; imd the poor 
dupM of theK mianitia have been taught to gloiy in the wnount of 
evil cnnted here, to rejaice in the clcwenen of the toambUnce of thinga 
on thia globe, to iho hells of their prieati, iniumucb tu the eiiilence 
nnd endoiBnce of miKiy here formed die beat p«upon to the Tiiionary 
EljHumi in the cloud* which were prouiised by thcac tnme holy 
guidea. WhcucTer, In uiy age or eouDtry, the atudent of nulnrc or 
truth hi* itood up (0 apeak of bcts,^ charfly, of fnttemity, U hii 
fellow men, he hoe become the victim of the pticsta of £iith ; nor ue 
we >aiT7 u be found io iho Hme liit which enrola the philoepbera 
and philanthropiata of all agea,— -which ii gloiilrod by the nAiaes of 
Socmtce, Chriat, and Galileo. It ia better to Hiffer in auch company 
than bear dominion among peraecuton. 

A Stranger td our ricwa would imagine on leading auch artieleft aa 
ihOK we rc&r to, that Soclaliim wni a ooncentro^on of Btheiam, 
blo^hemy, liccndouaneaa, murder and vileneai of every deKiiption, 
too horible to be tolemted among men. How would he »Urt whi-n 
informed of the beta. That their religion i* wiapt up in the 
■Imple aentenoe ** To promolB tia hafjimm tf ecoy omu, hvwhi imd 
dutd U) On greaM txlod ts oar prmtr, mtkoKl r^/ard to ti/dr cUat, 
Ktl, commlry or ou^ar." Thut their apecuLitiie opinioiia arc the 
purctt ihciun, that their ethica are based on the bwi of (suaalian, a> 
propounded by the moat profbond writoa on die human mind, and 
that their ceonomies and national polity, aaaimilatci to that recom- 
mendcd by Plato, Mure, Bacon, Hajwinutdn and Bbuklkv ; 
to Uiat which for many centntie* placed the Spartan republic in the 
Tin oF Greece, and which obtained in the fint ngn of ChriilioDily 
among the primitiTe diacipiea aa the only mode of giving cflect to thu 
aingle dogma of the lyalem " love ye one another." 

Such a diiwoveiy would lurcly puxile a itianger much. lie would 
wonder that thoae who aeek the good of all men ; who regnnl with 
cliority and compuHon, alike the mental errora and physical inflci^ 
ings of their feUow*, and who vxk lo eatabliah " peiiceiilily iind by 
rinaon alone," a beneficial change in Ihe chnnicier and oindition of 
mankind, thould be subjected In auch abuaive cpitlieti — to tiicb un- 
dcierved ciecmlion. The aolutisn ia to be found in the cofdiiiol 
principle* of Socialiam;- — "the character of man i* (bnneU fur him 
and not by him." The infliioneca which have hitherto swayed the 
fonnatiun of mind in thia country, are advene lo tlie cnniprebensian 
of the ayilcm we propoaad ; and out eiforta natnndly nwnhcii the 
niigri of thoae whoie fond idoktry loula them to wonhip Uic in- 
ferior diviniliea of an iiralianal ayitem. Shall we therefore he angry 
withtheiu? No! they arc already in the eye of rcaaon luCTerlng too 
much from the unfortuiulc ucuation they occnpy ; from the deep 
nnd injurioiu ann which have been farced into their minda.

THE POLITICAL AND MORAL ECONUIIY 
OF SOCIALISM. 

Br A Social MDraoNAar.

VTbea I sud, in the kognage of Edmoodd, " Aat roan 
could eaaly adapt lumself to thow uiQing cbitngea of 
tempenmre irhich occur near the eqaator, all 1 meant 
WM that ID the ahstract it wai possible Tor him to do so. 
But if ve take ioto. accoant the infloence ot excessive 
beat on the uoprotected haoian form, and the nntnber nad 
voriety of noxions insects which people the atmosphere 
of a tropical region, and trhich roost assuredly would 
prove highly injurious to man, were he not protected frotn 
their attacks by soroe exteniaj clothing; when these, and 
many other minor considerations are taken into accoant, 
they warrant the inference that clothing is advantageous 
at the eqnalor as well ae at the pole. Clothing rony, 
therefore, be considered as one of the necessaries of life : 
it is necet^sary at the eqnalor to protect the hnman frame 
from the attacks of aoxioos insects, and the iDJariocs 
effects of intense heat ; it is necessary iu temperate lati- 
tudes to prevent the bad etfects which would result from 
sudden alterations of heat and cold storm and calm, and it 
isnecesHary in polar climes to ward off the excessive cold. 
It may be laid down as an axiom in pofitical philosophy, 
that in proportion as the arrangements of aodety are m 
accordance with nature, so wilt the amount of human 
buppinees be increased, lids axiom holds good in re- 
lation to clothing. "A prinupal distinction," observes 
Edmonds, " between roan and other animals, consists in 
his being unprovided with any natural covering ; and it 
appears to have been the intention of providence thai 
man ^hodd provide and fashion for himself a covering 
out of materials with which the world abounds. Every 
man of reflection must perceive tbst tbe best clothing for 
man is thatwhich most resembles nature's clothing of other 
aaitnsls. Hair, wool, or dawn, sre thererore to be pre- 
ferred in clothing to such vegetables, as flax, cotton, or 
hemp. The functioDs of the bair-coveiing of animals 



are to preserve the body at ita proper aatanl temperstara, 
by neans of its law condnctiDg power, to aid the evapo- 
ration of any aaddental moisture on the slcin, and to asast 
ID that pan of the animal economy called trarispinitjott. 
This last fuDCtioii of the hair is apparently of such pri- 
mary importance, that even man is not destitute of hair 
on those parts where the perspiratioD is most copioos. 
None of tbe above mentioned funciioas are found to be 
performed so well by vegetables (sach as flax and cotton^ 
as by hair or wool ; neverthelees, on account of the fata- 
lity of obtaining flax, compared with that of obtaining 
wool, flax ia with propriety more generally used for 
clothing than wool." • Thus we may perceive that in 
proportion as the arrangements of sodety relative to 
clothing accord with nature, so human health, human 
happiness, and very probably human longevity, will be 
materially promoted. 

Though man, whilst in a state of harbarimn, does not 
expend much labour in producing the materials of cloth-. 
ing, resting satislied generally with the skins of beasts 
procured in the chase (as do the natives of Labrador, the 
Aleutian Isles, and Kamschatks), or procnring, with 
little labour, clothing in the shape of maitiug from the 
bark of a tree (as do the natives of Otaheite and many 
other Islands which " stud the bosom of the vast Pad-, 
fie"), yet civilized and improved man expends more 
labour than is required, and cousnmes more elutbing thaa- 
's either necessary or useful. Our genilenieo of /tuhivn 
iiid ladies of Ton, use a great roaoy articles of clothing 
that might very well be dispensed with, lliese are, in 
many instances, of a costiy nature, because a great deal 
of labour has been expended in their production, or 
because SB artificial value has been stamped upon them 
by tbe consent of the rich and powerful, tbe arbitera of 
fashion, and the coutroulers of human destiny. And of 
what real utility to society are such nrtiijles i' Do they 
ward off cold ? Do they preserve tbe body from ill 
bealih P Are they adapted to promote human longevity ? 
Few senaible men will answer these questions in the aflir- 
mative. What good then do they do P They serve to 
distinguish their poesessora from the niillioue of the un- 
washed who were intended, by tbe power that produced 
them, to breathe as pore an atmocphere, and inhabit as 
comfortable a habitation as the aristocratic lordling, the 
crowned despot, tbe servile auJ cringing place hunter, or 
the fashionable Helle, who, attired in her exquisite flip- 
pery and IHllery, resembles more the parrot of India, or 
the butterfly of summer, than that ruuonal and .lovely 
creature, we denominate "woman.'' The energies of • 
considerable part of mankind mnst be taxed in order that 
articles of this sort roay be produced, and thus a deep . 
and lasting injury is inflicted on the producen of such 
articles. They are robbed of that precious time which 

light be devoted to the expansion of tbe mental powers, 

le refinement of the taste, and the gratification of those 
desires after the sublime and beautiful which raise man to 

proud pre-eminence over the brute ot the forest, and 
prompt bim lo seek au'acquaintance with the lofty subli- 

'lUes of philosophy. 

In the late French elHtistical returns, according to Ed- 
monds, the average annnat consumption of tbe material 
of clothing is stated to be about two ponnds of wool, two 
pounds of flax and one pound of cotton, (to each person ;) 

pposiug we assume that three pounds of wool, and

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three pounds of fldx is the average tAnoBl consnidplion, 
wbicb in a tempemie clime b neitber too little nor coo 
mach. Now an ordiaary sheep vvill yield right pounds of 
wool in a year ; and an acre of land vill yield six hun- 
dred poonda of flui. An atre of land, nnder adeDCific 
management, will support at least, three aheep ; from 
whence it results that three acres of land irill produi;e 
more flax than is aufficieuc to cluothe five hundred indi- 
viduals ; and sixty-Lwo acres of land Will produce wool 
enough (or their consumption : bo that it five hundred 
people were located on an estate of five hundred acres, 
raxty-five acres wonld yield them ahnndance of the raw 
material for clothing, independent of the advantages resnlt- 
ing therefrom in (he shape of lamba and mutton. 

THB KEXT OREAT NATURAL WANT OF SOCIETY 
RELATES TO FOOD. 

Uncivilized man derives the prindpal part of his enb- 
Bistence from those roots and exceUent vegetables which 
natnre spontaneoDsly affords, or from the flesh of those 
animals lie can ensnare in the forest. There is a remark- 
abte £flerence between the staple diet of One nation, and 
tbtt t>f its contemporaries. SoDie nations live wholly 
upon a simple vegetable diet ; others nse a diet compoun- 
ded of both flesh and vegetable substances, and others 
sobeiat upon animal food alone. The Hindoos, bring be- 
lievers in the fiintastic Pvtbagorean doctrine of the Iife- 
tempHychoris, abhor cmelty to animals and will nrither 
kill them nor use them as food. The peasantry of China 
live in B gre«t meaaure on vegetables ; and many of the 
African Indians subnstnpon mfuze or Indian com. The 
Scotch are proverbial for their attachment to oatmeal ; 
and the Irish for their pardality to potaCoea. The Indian 
of America lives npon flesh and roots ; and the Gaglish- 
man on a diet compounded of both flesh and vegetables. 

It has been snppoged that animal food is absolntely 
necessary to enable man to perform manual labour. If 
this Bupposilion were correct, it would go to prove that 
those nations which subrist on a vegelaole diet are less 
strong and beoltfaly than those which do not. But those 
nations which subsist on vegetables are as strong and as 
able to labour as those which live on flesh, or on a diet 
componnded of both substances. The Englishman can- 
not perform more labour than the native of other climes. 
I have been informed by some respectable natives of 
Ireland, that labourers in thrir country principally subsist 
on egge, butter, oatmeal, bread, milk, and potatoes ; yet 
these men can perform as much labour as the natives 
of this coantry. The Scotchman, in a time of war or 
■carrity can subsist, where the Englishman would starve, 
or at least consider himself batf-famished. Give him but 
a little oatmeal, aome water, a basin and a spoon, end he 
will sit down to his humble repast with as good a relish 
(probably mnch better) than the luxurions ejncure or 
bloated Alderman. The poor Swede, too, when iron 
fnist nips his com in the bud, endeavours to eke out a 
livelihood by manufacturing the bark of the pine tree into 
bfead ; yet both these nations are proverbial for their 
courage, thrir activity, their fortitude, and their perse- 
verance. These facts, combined and vie'wed in connexion 
with the uiuted testimony of many in our own kingdom, 
Who rither out of regard to thrir personal health or 
longevity, or a strong reli^ons feeling on the subject, 
abstain froiti the nse of flesh — prove that society might 
exist In a condition mueh. more healthy than it is in at 



it neverlhe'.i 
ppiness 

present 



present, if more of vegetable and less of animal food was 
consumed. 

But even supposing the flesh of animals to he ahso- 
lulely necessary to enable man to perform manual laboar, 
it can easily be shewn that if society was placed under 
more advantageous arrangements, less labour would be 
exacted from each individual, and consequently less 
anitnal food would be required. The reason why we 
cannot do very well without it results from the influence 
of circumstances over our organizations. Had we been 
brought up amongst the Hindoos, unaccustomed to the 
use of it, it woold have been quite nnneceasary ; but 
brought up as we have been we cannot probably abandon 
the nse of it without endangering our health ; fur as one 
observes, " sadden changes in physics, as in moriils, are 
to be eqnally avoided." 

Though it is of little importance to society at present 
trhether individaab subsist on flesh or vegetables, so long 
they enjoy an nninterrupted flow of good health ; 

'"-B'.esa is of incalculable moment, in relation to 

on an extended scale. This earth has at 
immense productive power, which, by the oppli' 
of scientific knowledge Is capable of vast improve- 
ment If the population of the globe shodd increase to 
'derable extent nnder the present arrangements 
of soriety, men would find it diflicnlt to subsist. For 
supposing the whole population of the earth to 
at at present to ten hundred milliiMU, and supposing 
that a great port of the %arth is wholly uncultivated, it 
can be shewn that ultimately men would increase to such 
an extent that the whole evth, if placed under a proper 
system of cultivation would be inadequate to supply them 
with animal and vegetable food. But the case would be 
somewhat different if men subristed oa vegetables alone. 
A qoantity of land that will supply SOO individuals with 
lal food will supply twenty times that namber with 
vegetable. If, therefore, in 99 or 100 years, the popu- 
lation of the globe was to increase to 300,000 milUons, 
and the earth was capable ot affording them aaiiBal food 
for their subsistence (which it by no means would,) tj^enty 
limes that namber or 6000,000 millions might be sup- 
ported on its surface npon vegetables. But it is fortonate 
for mankind that population will never increase to such 
ma extent The limit of production will alwayi) 
the limit of popnlatiou, and beyond the atmost 
limits of the earth's productive power the utmost limits 
population can never extend. The calculations of 
those, therefore, who assert that without the existence of 
a few salutary and moral checks, snch as war, vice, 
poverty, capital, pnnishment, and political degradation, 
population wonld insrease in soch a ratio aa to cause nm- 
versal frimine, are wholly inapplicable to the condition of 
mankitid. .

« MIGHT IS BIGHT." 

Mr. Editor, — Id attempting to pr(n-e t1>e sbove 
position, 1 may *t firqf appear to many to he arguing 
in direct opposition to the doctrines of Socialism, bat 
"let ns examine." 

In alt the principles of natnre »s known bj: man, the 
snpreme power of might id n first law. Newton hits 
shown U8 that accori ing to the btilit ot tlie difTereitt 
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planets so is their iittntctioii exercised DpOD the other 
piKncts, that is to say, the Urger or mightier ones dntw 
or atlritct to themselves the smaller ones iii a greitter 
degree than the smaller attract the larger. 

Wc aUo kuow that if u coiicasaion happen between 
two bodies of various degrees, one being larger and 
heavier than the other, ibat the leaser most give wily 
to ihe greater. To use u ^miliar illnstmtion ; the uail 
most recede before the hammer. But, when the nail 
is driven honie, and uurroundiiig pressure gives it, 
first, an equal, and afterwards a superior power of re- 
tftitance to that exercised by the hammer, the nail then 
becomes the more powerful, or mightier, and the ham- 
mer recoils or is driven back at each blow. 

Again, one more proof that "might is right." No 
sane man wilt deny that the strongest circninatance 
must predominate over the weaker one. 

All falsehoods are perversionfl of truth, and the 
nearer the perversion is to the truth the more danger- 
ous is the ^Uacy. Those who have misgoverned us 
for so many centuries knew that the position of might 
being right was incoutrovertibic, but, they also knew 
that there wus a sequence to that position, which was, 
thai— 

" Knowledge it power :'' 
and that while they held all the knowledge, they con- 
sequently held all the might.* They were the hammer 
driving all the rest of their fellow-oreaturea— the nail. 
When knowledge became gradually diffused among 
the mas9, the powers of reKisCauce of the mass became 
as gradually strengthened, and we arer now just coming 
to that point when the pressure upon the nail, that is, 
when the knowledge acquired by the maae ia so great, 
that the hammer in any attempt at driving the nail as 
heretofore, would only recoil or be driven off.t 

I shall now advert to another position, which, al- 
tboOgh equaUy true, is. like the first one, in its per- 
version a bitter curse to society. The principle was 
that expressed by the Duke of N'ewcastle, when he 
saifl — 

"J wumlmt arijitio do uialkt Uiamthliu omL'' 

I answer mtist decided!)-, " He has." But now comes 
the pen'eruoD. The Duke calls that his own which 
he himself never produced, but which he and his fore- 
fathers wrung from ua, the producers, and our pro- 
ducing forefathers. He may, perhaps, deny this 
position of mesne and tenure. Then, 1 reply, that his 
right of possession is only based upon the right of 
might, (as showu in the preceding part of (his letter,) 
■nd that when, in the progression of events, we attain 
the right of might, we, the prodncers, will do as we 
like with our own ; that is to say, with onr labour ; 
and that we shall like to labonr for ourselves and not

The result of my investigation, con- 
firmed by the concurrent testimony of clergymen of 
opposite persuasions b, that many of the Chartists are 
Socialists ; but then there are certainly a greater 
number of Socialists who are not Chartists. That the 
Sscialista are exceedingly numerous in Birmingham, 
all parties agree in testifying. Of the Socialists, I may 
say that in one of these publications I have read a 
letter signed " Margaret Reynolds," addressed to Mr. 
n, in which there were passages, compared with 
which there are some in "Boccaccio," purity itself, 
and may be classed as being in some degree as scientifio 
as that celebrated book, for which the House of Com- 
mons recently paid damages for libelling. The 
•Socialists, with these principles, boast of their success; 
and are, 1 find by their paper of Julv 22d, boosting 
that they are making converts. I reallv cannot, con- 
sidering the part which the Wesleyan Methodists have 
taken with respect to the education grant, reli^n from 
' ig the following extract from the Neui Moral fforld, 
pnhliahed, July 14, in Birmingham : — 

Stourbridoe, July 14, 1839.— 1 have this day 
beeu prevented by the roughness of the weather, and 
by rather a severe indisposition, from doing duty at 
Wolverhampton. 1 lecture, therefore, this evening, at 
Stourbridge. We continue to progresi in this place, if 
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not rapiiUg,aii le»t surely. Auother M«hodut loctJ 
premcher hu b«en converted to the troe faith, snd the 
pious people here are nioch aliiriari «t what they call 
BM apoNtHcy, aud are tolembl^ ferocioos over the 
matter, too, for Christians. The preacher himBelf, 
however, \i of good courage, aud hj bis gentle beha- 
viour ia fadt winnowing away the bitterness of his 
peraecnlors. It b rumoured that our newly converted 
I'riend has sent a challenge to the itationed gentleman 
of the coQQectiOD, along with his reaignadon, to diecnss 
the questions of montl evil and liberty with hiin pti- 
lateljf in their own houses, which, however, was 
declined. This ia the second instance of a converted 
Methodist preacher which we can cite between here 
and Dodley, and it is truly heart- gladdening to con- 
template the success which constantly attends the 
expo^tion of our principles.' 

It in not to be forgotten, that the principles of the 
Chartists and the Socialists are in some degree similar ;- 
the latter would wish to see old men plnced on an 
equality; and the object which the others have in view 
ia, by the destruction of property, to reduce all to the 
equality of property."

CHARTISM AND SOCIALISM. 

Toihe Editor of the Morning Chftmich. 
Sir,— Ib your numbers for the 22nd and 23rd instant 
are some remarks on Chartists and Sodalists, partly edi- 
torial, and partly from your correspondent, which, in my 
af^rriietiaiiKi,. exhibit alooaenesa of reasoning and a want 



In the Chrwaclt of Monday, 22nd, yotir correspondent 
gives it a« lua oi«nion that " morality is at a very low ebb 
in Knoingham." This is a oool and startling coudnsioD : 
nowfbr tluB premiae*. "I take" pumes your Mend, "1 
tak« one.proof of this to be the succen of the Sodaliats." 
And who or what are the Socialists P Answer : " lliey 
are a set of matnre pbihMophers whose &ith is pbretiology, 
and whose theory (if not practice) ia the promiscuous 
intercoorRe of (he sexes." 

Now for a writer in one of the most senaiUe of onr 
daily jonmahi to pat together such extraor^nary positions, 
and for hU lucubrations to be at onw, aud entire handed 
over to its thousands of readers. Is too much. Why 
should you Bufier your columns to declare that SocisKsm 
is the parent or teacher of immorality, without first shew- 
ing what Socialism is P Turning to the published docu- 
ments of the body of Socialists, I find that the aim of 
thw system is, " well to educate andpermantlyand bene- 
ficially to employ every individual." ITieir moral theory, 
which is to cement their ectmomic ammgemenla, connsts 



" in promoting the hapinness of every aMn>' woman, hud 
child to the greatest posmble extent, without' regard to 
sect, party, country, or colour." In truth, SociaUvm is 

f Tactical Christianity. It is no' less. It ia no more. 
Is conclnsiotia are arrived at by a careful examinatiofi of 
the facts of nature, touching the original constitudun of 
man, and the means of forming his cberacter. 

Were I to nodce the asserdons about " the intertmurse 
of the sexes," it would carry me to too great a length. 
Suffice it lu say your correspondent has been misiufonned ; 
and that it ia quite impossible he can have read attendvely 
the letter of Miss Reynolds to which he adverts. I have; 
and I dedare that its taudency is totally opposite to that 
which is charged on it. Such hearsay testimony passes 
in the public prints. Its consequences to the witna^», if 
delivered before a juty, might be unpleasant. 

But " the faith of Sodaliats is phrenolt^." Some 
Sodaliats are pbreDoIogisis— not all. Phrenology is 
formed of coucloeions drawn also from a careful exami- 
nation of the facts of nature, touching' the conadtudon, 
clums, and deatinies of man. Phrenologists do not all, 
or generally, avow themnelves Sodaliste, but I am strongly 
iudined to assert that the princples of phrimology, pushed to 
their corrollaries, halt no pace short of Sodaliam. I see, for 
instance, in Geoi^e Combe's work, "On the Constitution 
of Man," statements and anddpaiions which must, imless 
carried out on the Sodaliats' prindplee, ever he a dead 
letter. 

I turn to the teachings of another moral philosopher 
(not a modem,) whose discoveries will he found in the 
5th, 6th, and Ttii chapters of St. Matthew's GoKpel, and 
in sundry other parts of that aud other gospela, and \ 
find similar principles of morals laid dotvn, leading to 
similar coTTolIaries, but hitherto unrealized, as the author 
of " Mammon" will tell you ; for ever impracticable, as 
I should say, except under the influence of t>odaIi8m, as 
economic and inbjlectual sdence. I see these thiuga, 
and I say the coinddence is not extraordinary, for truth 
drawn from whatever source can be but one ; but striking 
aud calling for the attention of those who dapperly bai,> 
buz about important disquisitions, and signalize them- 
aelves by hardy assertion and disjointed paradox ; and 
when I say that such and such are the characteristics of 
"Sodalism," and refer you to the printed docuoients, I 
xpect to be believed, unless you ci 



enrolled aa Socialials, and show that they contradict the 
prec^ta <hi which they profesa to form themsdves^ 

T now turn, very briefly, to your notims of Chartism. 
The Cfaardsts, it appears, invite the " middle classes" to 
jdn their ranks, dina indnding in the union the vast 
preponderance of the population. You ofier your views 
of the reasons which must forbid this union. They are 
the following : — 

1. The dispontion of (he pnbHo orators bf Chartism 
to exdte the multitude to acts of violence disgusts and 
alarms the sober middle classes. 

2. The charier jtself is a crude and incongruous com- 
position, not carrying out the prindples it profeesee, and 
teni^g less to union than to Uie intolerance of political 
Sectarianism. 

3. Chartism exists as a dass hadge, and with tbe 
effect of deepening the class animosities, the obliteration 
Qf which ia so nnjostly n 
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Now the remarkable part of tbis reaBoning U, that 
ODe of its points applies to the prininples of Chartisin, but 
only to the mode in which thify are prapoQDded. And id 
tnith 1 think I may safely presume tbat with the abatnct 
princi[dc8, generally, yon wonld be fonnd to concor. Yon 
would at once allow the rights of the human race to be 
ivprMeuted fitirly and fuUy in the executive govemmmt ; 
and that, b ^ abstract, Vote by Ballot, Unireraal 
ijufirage, &c., are not to be impagned ; bat yon dlEFer 
from the Chartista chiefly as to the time and the mode of 
{tropoDDdiog these nlleiior reforms. And as, if yon look 
at the propositiona of the Socialists, yon, as all sensible 
men do, mnst approve them abotractedly, hut yon 
sider the plans impracticable in the present state of 
■ooety and ao forth. 

Here, then, is my case. This country (we need not 
now look to otbera] presents to view a vast aggregala of 
diivadsfactioD — diasaUsfaction real, reasonable, allowed.* 
What then » the dnty of thoughtfid men? To vilify 
the efforts of those who, as well as tliey knew how, expos< 
the causes of this dissatisfBctioii and declare tlie remedy' 
To cast a hastj~ glance at their proeeedlDgs, and mis- 
represent them by giving ntterance to the langnage of 
ignorance and prejudice? No : The duty of sensiblG 
Md reflective men is, candidly to stale thor impreaaionB, 
and in ftientyy sinrit to show why hasty movements mngt 
be injnrions to at). This rrde apfJies eqnaUy to the 
consideratioii of Sodalism as of Chartiam. 

Further, yonr correspondent, seeking the " conoeolioii 
between Soaalism and Chartism," dec^res the nmilarity 
to be that the former woold wish to see all men placed on 
an equality — the latter desires, hy tie destruction of pn>< 
perty, to rednce all to the equality of property [this last 
word I presume ahould be "poverty"]; he thu« 
presents to the nuwary reader the appearance of iden- 
tical proportions ; nay, perhaps he thinks the objeota 
are correctly stated, and identical. The fact is tbat the 
co-opas[ive action of the Socialist! would equalise all, 
by eiemting aH to the highest leveL They go 'orpe'*- 
fection in production and for justice in distribntion. lliey 
are the antipodes of destruction. Still, wishing to con- 
found the two, we find it stated "many Charuats are 
SocialistB, but the greater nnmber of Socia^sts are W 
Chartiats." Then why attempt to imx them P The 
fact is that, like other sensible and reflective met), the 
Sodaliitii,' as a body, Are Chartists " in the abstract," 
bat they see and feel the difficulty and danger of great 
and radden government changes, knd they, as a body, 
hold themselves aloof from peUdcal agitation. They will 
first secure (or aH die means of a goody sound, praetical 
education, and of permanent, profitable, beneficial leisure 
affording employment ; and, thene tUags attained, they 

Eeaume their arguments for pciitieal reforms will he 
tter worth l^vsncing, and thqr voices more wor^y of 
attention,. And, further, they Abhor all exhilntionB of 
hrate fOTC«, ami, of all peaceable means, they ooncave— 
iitow ^tam to be in error if yon can — that tbtota, which 
infiingea on no tights, ittaoks no existing sccnmnUtions 
of property, endBngers the safety of no portion of public 
or private morals, will be fonnd, as it is tLe safest,u alaa

After tlie cermiony was concluded, Mr. Owen ascended a teroponry 
platform which had lieen erected fbr the eccasiou, and sddmaed the 
large audience auemblcd in the square which we heard Tuiionily es- 
timated at from t to GDOO penons, who throughout lialenod lo the 
address with the mml attentive regard. We hare to regret that 
owing to aoma mismnnagemcnt, the annumiodatiotis Ibr the gentlemen 
cnmected with tbe preu were inefficient ; and we are enabled to give 
but an outline of the worthy gentlenum't speech, aa follows : — 

Mv FuBHDS, — It is neceeiBry that I ahould, in the first fivx, lo- 
fbrm yon tbat this Hall, the foundation stone of which we have this 
day met lo lay, is founded by a number of liberal-minded individuals 
cf different ciaucH nnd parties, who are impresaed with the conviction 
that truth is best promoted, and tbe peimouent bnppincsa of the whole 
human rnce best securod. by a free and fuarleu investigation of every 
law, inetitution, or ciicnmetance, which EifFecta the well-being of man. 
They have, therefore, dedicated this HoU to Free Enquiry, and have 
determined that it shall be open, on equal terms, Is all portin, scien- 
tific, political, or religioua It ig intended for the bonefit of the whole 
human &mily, bnt more eepeciully for the bimotit of tbe pniducdTe or 
woiking clsues of Manchester. It ia in reality joui own Hall, and 
it is, therefore, of tbe grenteat importance to yourselves that you should 
attentively liaten to what I am this afternoon about to address to you. 
Now, although thia Hall nil!, at convenient seasons, be devoted to 
the invpstiKallon of all siibjecls, whether of pbyucol, palitica], or 
ethical adoncc, jet it will, no doubt, lie chiefly occupied by the moU 
unportont enquiry, to which all others ore aubordinate — on enqnii^ 
ijito the three new sciences, on which ia founded the Rational Sooiaa

Thru KH-ncet are lint " the icieace of hunuui nature," which Uachei 
u> to know what mail i( at hii birth, — whnt i> the nw mateiio] of 
hunuin nature (if I may b« allowed to uk the cipceuion) ; and y 
will oduiit that onlm wc undentanJ what it the nature of the raw 
molCTial '*o never can manufittture a j[ood article. Thit ncicnce ail' 
enable «» to nndenrtand the nature of every child at iti birth, whereby 
we "ball mulily know how to iraia it up, and with thii knowledge 
wo »hall be enabled to nnder it a good and o«efiil manibcr of loeiety 
inaumich ai we ihall know where to begin and where to end with ill 
moral till tiirc The iiMond science which will be taught lithe "icienca 
cf the inflncnee of external circumttancei on the human mind," 
By a knowledge of iBii leienee the improvementt which will be mode 
in the human character will be much auperior to any chamctei which 
hia ever yet been found in the world. Now, my fricndi, 1 hop* yon 
will for a few momenta conuder what I bare loid to you in a few 
word*. That in thii Hnll of Science it i" intended tn inttniet you in 
a knowledgo of yOQt dutiea to the whole of human sociel;-, and 
deliver you from the long »uffpring which, lince your birth, both yon 
ond every indivtdnal in the world haveendund. In thia Hull will be 
tanght the moral, religiom, and political duty of one heing to another^ 
nnd every child brought up with a true knowledge of thin icience *il] 
be more kind to every one nroimd him thnn hoi ever been the lot of 
fliiv human being in llie world up to the present time, Tliii science 
it that which leochc* ut the influence of eitemal ohjccU and actions 
Hpfin &ie hunuui mind ; it is a science that will enable n« to know 
whnt we are made of j it is a science thai will eit*nd happiness to the 
old and to the young, lo the rich and to the poor. This, my firiiiids, 
it. one of the science that is lo be Liught in (hi* Hall, the foundation 
otcine of which I have this dny laid. We shill be enabled through 
the nB^ium of thene «ienccii so to educate the children who are yet 
unbom, M make them such members of society a> bare never yet 
been seen in the world. 

As I bi'fore told yon, this science will enable you fully to under- 
Mnnd the roanuEu:ture of the human character. You may take seven 
elnldnn of the same pnrento, or from the soinc hooM, or from the sure

ninny separate putB of the world, aad forte aach of thi 
receive different ideiM, different Umgunges, different religions, and 
different opinionB,oncvcry,or any pnnicular subject, so that when they 
Birive at the age of twenty one yean, ihey shall be so trained that 
tliey shall not look in any respect like ciach other, nor appear as if 
bom in llie hum conntiy or of the mne porenli ; and be so highly 
tmlned in the prejudice* of their adopted cDualrie*, that, from patriol- 
i»ra they would each «lay the other for countrj- or ttligion's sake, or 
in support of the oppoBite notions forced by their lenchers into thtir 
mind". Thus divided, and iheir chnractrtB formed nnder the different 
iiilluencea, of mysUca] religions, (such as all religionsare that now pre- 
vail thronghoQt the world,) Ihry could be trained to hate each other 
with bitter undying hatred j and penecnle each other (bt the varions 
•pinioni which they wrrr, from iheir previous irdiiiup, compelled lo 
linld; but the same children brought up togcther,iind taught truth from 
th.-ir infiuicy unmised with fraud or myslirj', lUid accuslomed lo octs 
of Uiirfieence, good-will, and mutiud Uand and grneroni intercourse, 
would he aficctinnato and kind to each other, and open, generons, 



laving to all arotud them. In short, my friends, thoj 
will be wite or ignoiant, virtuous or vicious, according to th* institu- 
lioM under which they live, and the eztcmol nrcuuulBacca whidi ar* 
permitted to operate upon them from birth to maturity. This my 
fricDd* it (be kind of knowledge which I hope to sec (aught in this 
noble Institution, when il shall be flniahed. By this (cienee, arrange- 
menU will be mode, by which the chancier of every inbnt shullbe so 
formed that at (he age of twelve yean, thoy shall understand more of 
the principles of human nature ; they ahaU imdentand all the rules of 
society ; all the object* and pursuits that are calculated to make man 
happy, and a superior physical and moral being ; luid will therefore bo 
much belter informed at that period of life, than any children wov 
before — luty, belief informed than mankind (wilh a few tare aieep- 
tions) are now informed at the age of maturity. 

The thinl imprr laut science that will be taught in thi* H^ win be 
" the sdence of aocicly." Bjratme knowledge of this acienca yon 
will be enabled lo discover and detect all that i* bad in the world, and in 
all the people in the world ; by thi* scieiKc you will discover all tha 
component part* of lociety, whiii hate hilheno been hid from yo.i, 
and which it a* little known la tbe upper classes of loeiety as it i* to 
you. All clastcB, my ftiondu, ore in an equal slKto of ignorance on 
tbia most important suhjecL By thi* whence yon will not only team 
how to create wealth in ahundance, with ten times leaa bbonr than 
you now do, but yon will alto learn the most correct and rational mods 
of distributing il ; and this will be the finl time In the history of the 
human race when a juat knowledge of the diatribulion of weolth shall 
bars been made known to the world ; and when you hare acquired a 
true knowledge of the distribution of wonltb, yon will be enrfiled to 
govern (he aflain of the world for the benefit of (he whole human 
£unily. You will then know how hnmnn nature ought to be governed ; 
anil, by the use of this icience, you will know how lo form anme,gen- 
eml armngements for the better government of the whole world, with- 
out regnrd (o class, sect, party, country, or colour, and wilhont violence, 
foree, fraud, or deception of any kind whatever. You will all then 
■peak the iniih, and be equally charitable and happy in every country, 
and in every port of the world. Yon will understand every form of 
government, and know no man but a* a friend or a brother. 

Now, my friends, will you endeavour to reccotlect that the three 
great science* which will be taught in lliit hall, when finished, mil be, 
iirsl, " the science of human future i" second, " the science of the 
influence of exlcmol circumatancea over the human mind," and by 
which we shall be enabled, at a very light expense, to improve the 
condition of the whnlc world ; thirdly, "the science of society," by 
which your children will be able to know better and more of the true 
plentures of the world thnn all the men, however learned nr rich, up 
10 the present diiy know. They ivill know more of true happinru, 
and be better able to make arrangrmenta for ihegovcniment of all, 
without fraud or force of any kind, than has ever yet been made 
known to Ihe worid. In this hidt thry will alw be tnught all the 
sciences, such as mechanism, cheniittry, and the rest of the useful 
Bcienee*, at well as (he omarocntnl art*. 

Theic, my fncnds, are the objects to be attained by the eirction 
of thia building, and I hope when I again renun, to see the influence 
of the iciencca which will be tnu|:ht in this hnll producing the effi'cto 
which it it intondcd they xhall produce, on the mind« and chnroctor of 
the people of this mo^t important town. Since I httl wn* at Man- 
chester I have hnd, ns ninny of you nre awurr, the honour of being 
inlmduced U her ninjeity the queen, and I underi<lnn[!, that some nf 
the newspaper press ho* been very angry vrilh Lord Hdbonrne bt 
presenting me lo her, and they have (aid many hard thing! aguntt me , 
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milfa^nwbj hkIi ^ithcu u Iibtc alwaT* been ihowerrd on tbotc 
who )»y unglit to ttctter th« world ; Ijut, you kno*, die men who 
wriM in Amb fafen an only homan beingi, and oa thpy h»re been 
bndght ap under the old prejadicea of ucidy, we ought not, my 
trieaaiL, to ba uigry with tiern ; on the contrary, I am Teiy much 
pl«wed Witt then, and an nmeb obliged to them Tor it, heoinic it it 
tbe bsrtkindaf ui adTertiaemcnl wo cniild hsTc I am lony thnt my 
intndnetion to the qneen ihould hiivr niiulr tliciie Tirtiintu nnd reXigi- 
on* mm •« nnhappy. 1 regret Ihut it hat liwn painful to Lhom ; bul 
In the diidtargc of my high duly, I coiilil not reirain from Wlins 
upon her mqetty, and, Ismiure, when tliose men come to coniidir 
what good wean going to do for ihpm,ihey will not be niigry with 
na. Wo an going to improve all elnsae., without rrgnrd lo country or 
colour. Then paniea thinit thnt we arc going to deatroy all rcligi 
and ereiy thing that is good in «ocifty r they nre mistaken ; we i 
tend no hnnn to any human being ; bul on the eontniiy, (with their 
coDtont,) good to all. They ulionld know that our religion 
good to all men. It !■ icry ihort, and nuily undentood, I have it 
all on a Tory •mall pleee of pnpcr, and it might be placed within a 
naall nnl-ahelL I will read it to ynu, and yon will not have much 
diBlcalty to retain it in your meniorie*; we eall it the "Rational 
Religion ;" and the reaaon why we m call it ia, beeauae it it plain, 
■in>|^, tme, and eaay to be nndcratood. Oiir religion then ia a> 
foUowa:— 

"RATIONAL RELIGION 
CoMirta in the knowledge that the chararter of man ii furmwi by the 
PO**' which crealea hia organization, and by the external eirctunttau- 
eea which eiiat around him from hia birth, eapecially by the aociety 
with whom he aaaociate". lu having charity, in conaeqnence of ihia 
tonwledge of human n|ilure, ftw the conyictioni, feelinga, and condnrt 
of the human nee ; and in ' promoting to the utmoat eitont in our 
power the well-being and happineaa of erory man, woman, and child, 
withoot regard to their claaa, acct, party, country or colour.'" 

Thia, my frienda, ii iha religion of the Social! >ta, and I hope it i> ao 
ihort aad fdain that you will all undentand it and be able to retain h 
in your inemor}-. In addition to thia it ii our duty to promote even 
the hapinneM of thoee who moat revile ua. If othera differ fi™n ut 
we do not bhune them ; ihey omnot help feeling aa they do fuel, and 
Ilmther^ire ture that nana of our frienda will ever eilher blame or 
find fiudt with them for their opiniona. 

It doea not matter, my frienda, what the particular opinion of any 
daaa may he ; by the liberality of the Diroctora, they will have ftie 
aceen to thia luatitntion for free and fair diacuasion upon all subjccta; 
all that will be requeited of oich ii that they ahall extend to other, the 
»«e indDlgence which will be granted to Iheraaclvca, It ii Inisted 
there will be no more diacord and angry dlacuaaion^ no kind of peJ^ 
iond nbu«, but that J] will learn to be kind and obLging to one 
andothir. Wo mnat not war againatpenona ordaaaea, but againat 
entmeoa. principle*. I will now, my friend^ conclndo thii addreei 
(having already occajried more time than I wna to hav^ been allowed) 
by recommending yon one and all lo retnm to yonr homca and think 
wen on the abort religion which I have read and explained to you, 
and I feel confident that there ia not one amongat you that will not be 
wore kind, if it hare iCa proper effect upon you, to your fellow-men 
than yon Lave hiihcrtoo been. If you tWnk of it wriously ^-ifb 
■ deaira to put into pracUce, I know you will derive a great bcncGt 

I now my frienda bid yon ferewell, and I hope that by the know- 
ledge which yon will derive from tiie inatruction which weU be tai^, 
in thia Hall, you will aoon all be rdieved from the ttato of degrada- 
tion and porerty in which yon ate now placed, by a bettor and more 
latiDnal conditiM,

niigiT, to those who may think dill'erendy on any subject. 1 do not my 
friends know, if on this ocension, I am altoH-ed to speak ficdy and 
without reserve, in Ihe same spirit of freedom, which we at all times 
extend to others — if I weie so alloned, I could point out many ob- 
Btoeles in the way of free dincussion and mttomil improvement, two of 
which are in my opinion, tho greatest impeilimcnls to moral cultnre and 
human happineus.

These my friendt arethcgrealfst barriers to frpt dis- 
cussion, and human happiness, and of all others ihe greatest currf of the 
human race ; and before we can ever efTcct rtid fri-cdom of ditcuiaion we 
mnstfirst fiee onrscWes from this cause of our ignorance. (Cheers.) It

And That i> the reaun the 
people do not tnkc their aflidra into their nnn hnnda f Tliey alio 
trant power. What thrn miut ba done ? Why the people mart get 
rent KnuwlBDub tuid then thar will hare a poirtr for the bettering 
of their aocLd condition, which hoa nucer yet beea obtnined by any 

EiHy, either in or out of the lloute* of pHrliaiunit. When?, I may 
! naked, an the people to gi^ this kiiawlclge 7 I onawi-r, in aiieh 
Halli aa that of which y.a have this day been laying (he fgundation 
Stoiie. 1 know they cannot obtain it in Sundcy Schoula or Metha- 
nica' InitituUona, aa al pment conducted, becnuae from both ihew 
pL-icea the Mnnapcn eicludc the kind of knowledge vhich the necce- 
aidca of tha people rendT the moat desirable. What the poor nian 
want* is a kiinwledjie of himself and a knonlodge of his aocinl 
rehlioiiahipa, and the heal mode of r^ulatini botli for the promotion 
of hia hnppinebS as a huiunn bcji;;. In Mcchniilct' luntituliona, tMs 
knowledge is not supplied. They tench you how to weigh and 
Dieaiuie the nir, and how to divide it into its simple elements ; they 
eive you a knowledge of ihs diliercnl slratas of the caith, and tell you 
of what kind of staQea il^ ■kcletnii is formetl, which ia all very good 
in ita way, but cmnot he defendod while they neglect the aciencca of 
Jlmmm Naimn and Minian Soarif, a knowlrdgo of which, abore all 
thinga, ia requisite lo hutnnii hnpiuneu. It may bo tajd in truth the 
people have been " nakiiig for br«id and thf r hnrc given them s 
alone." {Hear, hear.) This SErntimenlBtntca "that the pnrauit of 
knowledge J* the ramit ennoblitig employment of nmii." Many may 
diipule tliis, and some have sought ennohlcmenl in a differcnl manner. 
Some have songht it in the Unrels of military gl™yi gntbered in fields 
of blaod >nd carnage j others in Ihc aecumiJulion ot gold, for tlie 
aclGsh, hcwtloSK, and pi'ilcsa ambition of dying rich ; whilat other* 
have pnased through a hfi^ of inlHgu?, arlf-debniement, and aiiiiolv, 
to earn the tinsel pbiylbinga of nn ill-tnuneil child—the bauble 
honounofaribhand or astiir! HoweviT these pnnuits might bave 
given a fcveri.h pleasure to the vuiu minds of their mad or fooliah 
rictinis, they have certainly not left behind them the footmoik* of 
naefidneas lo thar fdlow-craituieo. (Hear.) NAroLBOH swept over 
the Nirlh like a torrent ; terror and dismay walked before him as he 
passed, and desolation made her dwelling where ho rested ; like the 
aimoonvhUil his progreaa waa marked by devo.-tHiiDn and death — he 
hauled, be aitonished, but be iagouo ; the spIi-nitQur thatdu'ell about 
his name boa melted into darkness, and his praises must be heard in 
the groan* of his victims, uid hit history read in the ruin* hia ambition 
created lo pcrpetoDte hia name. (Ch era.) RaTi<NCHii,D accumulated 
monrr while hc^iW — hctjied — »iid it remained behind him ; bulasftu- 
aa huma n improvementwaa concerned . he migh t ai well have never eiiated. 
(Hev.) TiLLiVRAN-n db PunioHD, Priest, Noble, the yu-aUtr, the 
go-between of kings, the wily courtier, aristocrat nnd demociat by lunw, 
a* the crowB or boimil-rowgt won in the ascendant, — he too bad hin 
ambitiDn ; bat not the ombitieii of eulting srd enuobling his fellow- 
man by knowledge ; he sought not his glory in the huppiiiena of bis 
nrCA, bat in the intiiguea of Aictiona and the strife of cabinets or na- 
tions ! and hia rewards were atars and garters, and litlts and wealtli. 
Bttt hia name, too, went down to the dust, and groaning humanity felt 
DO alleviation &om his labours or his power, during the long ycaia be 
Kijonnied on the earth. He ranks not -imongKt the bcnebcton of his 
kind — he has paiaed awav, and none deplore his exit. He has left a 
name; but when arc his 'deeds of nsefulneas ? What shall be his 
e|Htaph ? (Cheers.) ilow shall we, turning away fr6in Heroes, 
Millionaires, and Diplomatists — bow shall we qienk of those Nobles 
of Nature, whose time was spent in the quest and difliuion of know- 
ledge ? They may have been unknown, may have been despised, may 
have been pcnecuted, but the light that woa within them cannot be 
deatnyed ; it cast it* mvs orouud them in the world whilst they 
lived ', and when they died, it streamed forwnid into fbture time, and 
is now assisting in lighting np the world's regeneration. Our Ooli- 
Icoa, our Ricons, onr More*, one Newtons, and our Lockes, are not 
like the AlcTanders, the Cieuir*, the Mariboreughs, and the Bonun- 
|iartea. The latter may have hod " wider troughs and more splendid 
WTea," but the former ^d "aglorr romid llrbir funowed brows," 
which *tiU exist*, nnd (Modonr of tfirir names will hist as long as the 
records of the world t — theii memory ts enibahiicd and prcsened 
■ ithiu our hearts. 

The diilerence between the ennohtement oF Aune, and that of 
knowledge, is, that the one is evaucMi-nt ; but the other, by the 
Bsnstance of the Preso, is omnipresent mid eteranL You can put the 
mind of a Locke in your piK-kel, or on your brrakrast table ; you (nn 
commone with it . nt your . leisure, and yon cnimot do so without 
bMoming a niser and a better man. (Hear, hear.)

The trutht which fell from the hps of the venenible phtlau- 
ihmpist were listened to with eanieit and respectful attention, and 
responded to with that quiet but deep enlhusinnn which is as Gir 
superior to noi«y applause, as the principles which generate it eicet 
llio rapid declnmnlion and empty nothiiigrwss of popular oratory. 

The pTOcCAsion of directors tuid friends, which wa£ very numerous, 
and exhiliitcd a i-eipcclable iind impohiiig appcanmce, atlriLcted great 
attention in its pwMige through the streetn. For the first lime, in the 
history of prirsl-led and priest -ridden man, was such a spectacle wit- 
ncised.as that of a body of men, openly, peac^bly, and legidly, in open 
diiy, thus marshnlled to Liy tile foundation of a temple of truth, 
avowedly desigtu'd to diuupale all the blal crrers iu religion, moials, 
and govenunent, which have hitherto made man imtinnal and un- 
happy.

EDUCATION OF THE Mi^SES. 

, We look with a Baoffume expectnlioD, bh edijcalicn 
diS'iisea itaelf through the ranks of the labouring popu- 
latiou, fur much of that talent which has hitherto luiu 
buried beneath a mountuiu of sordid cares, or has ex* 
pended itself in manual ingenaitj, or the clamoor of 
political discontent ; to ehow itself iu the exposition of 
the g<-nuine character of the toiling millionn, in the 
exposition of their real feelings, their wants, their de- 
sires. The field of cultivated intellect has hitherto 
been, comparatively, very partial ; but education, under 
present facilities, must, ere long, make it coninieui-u- 
rale with the population ; and when all that imiuensiiy 
of yet waste ground shall feel the living ploughshare of 
active knowledge, who shall cslculaie the consC' 
quencea ? The germs of intellect aud gcoius are, uo 
doubt, scattered as equally amongst mankiud as the 
other goods of Providence, and education must stimu- 
late them into action. Writers will no longer be con- 
fined to the middle and higher classes, bnt will start 
up from the mighty mass, eloquent with their wrongs, 
their n^lects, the hopes and aspirations which will 
become the heritage of the whole social family, as they 
have hitherto been that of the wealthier portion. 

Bnt we look for still higher iufluences from iLia 
quarter. We look to the people, as ihey become more 
intellectual, for the renovation of our literature ; for 
the iufusiou of new and more healthful blood iuto the 
literary sj-stem ; for a more manly and more ezpausive 
growth of huuiuu seulimeut uLd sympathy. The 
wealthier classes uf this couutry are living under Ihe 
cousliinl pressure of the most niervBiing and }iernicious 
iufluences. Luxury, rivalry iu splendor and expences, 
Ihe soothing ameniiicij of the Uatlerieb which cvery- 
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where follow afBuence and niuk, tbi 
HU almoflt mceBsiuit diasipHtiou, tliese cHDseB cuuuot 
ttnd do not fail to softeo the iiincws elid the frame ui 
arislocracy, both physically and mentally ; atid to 
deslroy that stem &ud Bimple taste wliich iliiiiitigiiislit-d 
oar fathers. The first etrikiug conseqvteuce ot tliia 
state of things ie the establiahnieut of isocial muximti, 
bad an etiquette which shall ward off (jaiufnl kuowledgf , 
•ind prevent the rude Boappiog: of the Sj haiitic dreaui 
( f pleasure. Hence the nuiierally accepted principles, 
IB the bans of social life, that nulhing (■ball be said 
«hich can posMhly destroy the equaniniiiy of imy per- 
B(.ii present. The conversation in any circle of what 
K termed good society is avowedly eo lowered as to 
n:eet every intellect except the high and heallhy oues, 
and to accord with the most depraved taste, ITjis 
ccndition of society has even been higbly applauded by 
an American writer, Mr. Willb, in bis Fencillingt iy 
t/ie fVoy, aa the very perfection of social exintence. 
Bat thus, they whom Lord Byron Justly and from ex- 
perience termed. 

" Hiuloiii of iplendour ihiinklng from diilrcBi," 
are doomed to remain so, unless hastily startled from 
without. In this country, rent by so many couteDdiug 
iulereats, so fesifuUy artiticiat iu its positions, and with 
milliona of desperate people clamouring for change — 
iio voice, were it not for the press, btit that of adula- 
tion, could penetrate the brilliant salooua of the titled. 
But the press again b made a second barrier against 
the intrnsioa of truth. It has set up its own champions 
tj defend ths silken slumbers of sfHnence, and the 
daring proclaimera of the actual state of tbiiigs abroad 
are lut^ked on as vulgar and seditious democrats, arc 
carefully shut out, and journals and bcoks with Ibe 
requisite and only admissible imprimatur are to be 
fovud on the breakfast and drawiug-room tables of 
lashion. It were to be wished that the spirit of the 
middle classes wss snfBcieut to counteract this evil, and 
that the mass of writers who are of the middle class 
would ponr into the libraries and boudoirs of the 
tocracy aoond knowledge and healthy sentiment ; but 
nnfortnnately, the middle classes are desperately 
fected with the mania of the circles above them. The 
whole tendency of society is upwards, not iu the quest 
of truth, but inquest of ton. There is no tmernxiom of 
political economy, than that the demand of a market will 
regulate the supply; and unluckily the writers who 
have to supply books find the best market amongst the 
wealthy. Hence the great circulation of the Quarterly 
Iteniev); hence the daily outpouring of fashionable 
novels from the manufactories of Colburn aud Beutle}- 
beuce the miserable exposures of domestic broils ii 
"Cheveley'e,'' "Men of Honour," and "Women o 
Honour." It is not possible to describe a more fearful 
and disgusting condition of popular lilerxture tbi 
that of England at the present moment — the literature 
bv which the multitude of the wealthy aud idle is daily 
fed, ITie gin-palaces of ibe poor are dreadful, but 
the literary gio-palaces of the rich are ten-fold more 
so. Aud whence is the remedy to come ? There is. 
hope but from the education and the growing spirit ot 
the people. Tbey are freed from all these influences, 
except iu tbe dense and corrupted throngs of cities 
and manufacturing towns ; and even there, for tbe 
greater part — a uiuiple state — a healthy feeliug, an un- 



depraved mural sense, still cuuduues. Every one who 

has had occasiuu lo address large bodies knows how 
prouijitly and how truly the workiug classes respond to 
generous aud just eeutimeuts. It is from these clussex, 
aud from the middle classes, backed and supported by 
these, and in some degree even reformed and saved by 
them from ibe deleterious influences we have just re- 
counted, that tbe salvation of English literature and 
English morals must ccme. When the people are 
once edticBled, there will be a mighty majority — a ma- 
jority that will be felt through all society in their 
ipplause of virtue and honest talent, and in their cen- 
sure of evil. What we have therefore to do is, to give 
all possible impetus to the general education of the 

pie, and to take by the hand its writers as the/

PROGRESS OF SOCIAL REFORM. 



Halifax. — Notwithstanding the violent and perse- 
vering oppositioD which has beeu experienced in tbia 
town ever since the principles were first promulgated, 
tbey continue to gain an ascendancy over the public 
mind, many who were recently the most hostile to our 
views, are now. virtually our most zealous supporters. 
On Sunday, August 4th, Mr. Simpson lectured iu the 
afternoon to a very respectable audience; hia subject 
was the Rev. J. Barker's last letter against Socialism ; 
which be dissected in an able and satisfactory mauuer. 
In the evening Mr. J. Cullen delivered a most forcible 
and convincing lecture, to tbe entire sa'.isfactiou of a 
large and attentive audience. 

Chatham. — A public discussion of the principles of 
Socialism came off lately in this town, between Mr. G. 
E. Shirley and Mr. J. N Bailey, Social Missionary. 
The Rev. Mr. Simpson, Unitarian Minister, occupied 
the chair, in a most able and impartial manner, during tha 
three evenings of the discussion. 'I'he disputants dis- 
played some ability, but of different kinds. Mr. Shirley 
showed himself to be a wit, a scholar, and a gentleman. 
He deported himself in a most kind and amiable 
manner throughout the whole discussion. You might 
look in vain in him for that vulgar, brawling, metho- 
disllo ignorance, which so eminently characterises the 
generality of the opponents of Socialism. Mr. Bailey, 
on the other hand, was more severe than bis opponent, 
but evidently displayed greater acuteness aud stronger 
powers of reasoning. The subject was the formatiou 
of character, involving the doctriues of philosophical 
liberty and necessity. Mr. Bailey had the opening 
speech, during which he showed the audience what 
SocialisiU really was, and towards the cloee avowed the 
propositions he intended to defend. These were 1st 
Every effect must have a cause. 2nd. Every cause 
must be a necessary cause, otherwise it cannot be a 
cause at all. 3rd. Every thing which has a beginning 
is an effect. 4th. Every thiug belonging to man 
has bad a beginning, and must therefore be produced 
by a cause, and that necessarily ; which b all he meant 
by the phrase " formation of character, when conM- 
dered in a metaphysical point of view." These were 
his positions, from which not all the art of hb opponent 
could dislodge him. Alter some discussion, they both 
agreed to postpone the controversy on that head, until 
they should he able to resume it thr^^ugh tbe pages of 
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the New Mural Ff^orM. The tide of debate then ran 
foil oil the general principles of ihe systeiu. And here 
Mr. Shirley -convol-ied the house wiih laughter, with 
hia version of the twciiij' liiwa oC hnmnu nntnre — a bur- 
lesque on the oncliiie, &c.

Mr. H, then contrasted the bondition of the people at 
New Lanark, with that of the great mass of the work- 
ing population ; aud drew the conclusion that if New 
Lauark was a failure, the present state of misery, vice 
And crime being directly the reverse, denoted that our 
legislators, divines, and moralists, had succeeded amaz- 
ingly. The audiences were respectable and orderly. 

The new music pub- 
lished at Leeds, is not only very pretty and appropriate, 
but cheap withal ; we wish the " Professor" would 
adapt the fine old air of Lullaby, by Storace, to the 
144th Hymn, and also the anthem " Before Jehovah's 
Bwful throne," to the 16th.

Onr friends declared that Mr. Jack- 
son gave a most excellent Social lectnrc, if we except 
the non-understandable spirituality of some portions 
of it. The gentleinau, in expressiug his gratitude to 
our friends for their kindness in giving liim the use of 
the Hall, excited the sympathy of the audience ; and 
from his own eyes flowed tears ; his emotion was visible.

AND ON THE INFLUENCE OF THOSE 
CIRCUMSTANCES WHICH ARE PLACED 
WITHIN THE CONTROL OF SOCIETY. 



The poet Simonides having been requested to define 
htH idea of God, demanded a day to consider the question; 
on the second appeal he doubled the time, and conUnued 
to do so on each renewed application. At last he con- 
fessed that " the more be considered the subject, the more 
difficult it appeared to be." 

This infant-like reply has been deservedly extolled by 
many profound philosophers, and whoever sedately re- 
flects on the apparent anomalies which contravene the 
wisdom displayed in nature, will be disposed to imitate 
the modesty of this great man. But, though we may 
nearcli in vain to discover the attributes and designs of 
the SUPBKMB INTRLLIQENCE — the destiny allotted 
man may easily be inferred firom the past history of o 
race, from which it is uauirest that (while other 



have hcen either created perfect, or have attabed ihnr 
utmost limit of improvement many ages ego) ma&kiiid 
have still to ivork out their tinal destiny by means of 
innate faculucs, which can he developed only by lesHons 
of experience, or by disasters which accrue from neglect- 
ing to obey tbem. Instead, however, of }'ielding with 
docility to this unavoidable discipline, and of using their 
reasoning powers to find the best prnclical means of alle- 
viating the consequences of their frequent mistakes, our 
early progenitors were seduced hy the love of ease or 
pleasure, either to wholly stifle those powers, or to mis- 
apply them in vain attempts to obtain, by the assistance 
of imaginary beings, that exemption from sufTcring, which 
could only ensue from the benevolent e.xercise of their 
own sagadly. 

No sooner had the primitive Tribes, in the way already 
explained, begun to conceive the idea that spiritual heings 
existed of a nature nuperior to thenispUes, end on whose 
disposition they beliei'ed their own hnppinecs or misery 
depend, than a class of men sprung up who made it 
)ir business to consult these imaginary powers, to pro- 
pitiate th(dr favours, and to obtain tbeir assistance in all 
presrang emergencies. In every perilous adventure, and 
espedally in war, the unusual courage with which this 
supposed alliance inspired the credulous savage, axtoniKhed 
his adversaries, and made it a matter of necessity on their 
pan to obtain similar aid. The courtesy of tlie class to 
which I have alluder] readily supplied this want, and, as 
the budnees became lucrative, the demand was soon ex- 
tended to every condition of life ; warriors, hnnters, shep- 
herds, cnltivatorsot vineyards, orchards, or gardens— even 
the musician and mechanic, the poet and the player, had 
each his respective deity, whose favours might be obtain- 
ed through the usual agcnjy, and for the osual fee. 

Tberespect and homage addressed to the class, which 
conducted this manufnciory of Gods, brought to their aid 
many ingenioQs persons, who preferred suhsitting on the 
credulity of others, to the fatigues of labour or the dan- 
gers of war. By a judicious distribution of talent this 
respectable fraternity mannged matters so well, that no 
condition of life was allowed to remain exempt from their 
godly interference ! Some, under pretence of friendship, 
gained the conlideuce of influential pardes, or became in- 
timate with the private thoughts nnd secret designs of 
the domestic circle ; Kojue engaged in public affairs, or 
conducted political intrigues with neiglibouring tribes ; 
some held the office of messengers, or (as they were usu- 
ally called) anr/elf. These imparled the will of the Gods 
rruni one faction to another, and, on account of their 
dirine mission, were treated with awful respect. Some 
took charge of public records ; and as no other persons 
were nble to understand them, — in such a way as served 
the'iuteresi of their own class : they also, from time to 
time, so revised the ancient annals, as to make them sub- 
servient to current occasions ; some, in the character of 
bard'i, prophets, and preachers, sermonised the people in 
mysterious cfTusions, setdng forth the wickedness of 
indulging any gratification which did not bring grist to 
their mill, the profanity of prying into sacred mysteries, 
and the unpardonable iniquity of contributing to the glory 
of any otiier God, than the one created by their own firm ; 
others msintained an habitual intercourse with heaveiii 
anil by means of drenms, vi^ona, omens, and revelations, 
kept the puhltc muid in a state of perpetual alarm, fre- 
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ijuently ioflicdDg, an examples uf ihe tiraili nt' (Sod. lliiil 
vpngeance which /Acy hail concocted eniong chpmgelvps, 
Mlher by the propngxlion of drsedw, i.lie i-reiiiUiii of orli- 
licial famines, or by betraying tlie peojileiiiiu i!ie hnmls 
of their enemies. 

Such was the cornmencement of those nntient eystema 
of BupcTBtition called hierarchiei and churches, by whose 
mnchiuery the world was brought into menial Klavery. 
'llie same event is described by I'ope, in those laiiuortnl 
lineei, bo full of energy, sublimity, and truth.

Now, it happens that many pious and benevolent per- 
snne are unable to reconcile the abject misery perpetuated 
by this aBRumpiiou of divine authority, with their o%vn 
idea of that unirersal eqoality of enjoyment, which they 
think ought to pre rail under the administration of ioiioite 
wisdom and goodness. They do not reflect that this very 
suffering is one of the moditicaiions of Divine discipline, 
by laeanB of trhich, as already said, '.tie human race is 
destined to elaborate and develupe its innate capecitieB. 
Nature, by thus proceeding, exposlulateB with such repin- 
ing men, as if she bsd said, "My children, of what do 
you complain ? Have I not placed yon in a world re- 
plete with enjoyment ? Have I not endowed you ttilb 
Bensation ana reason, which, if used aright, would supply 
you with all uscfnl knowledge, and enable yon lo derive 
advantage cren yVcmi sw_^ertny.' Beings, organised and 
endotved exacllv like yourselves, — not GIANTS — nat pure 
intt>Iligcncies — but children of your own race, mislead you 
hy deception, or oppress you hv force ! Ha» this fact 
really become obvioua lo your understandings P Then 
your education is so far eflicienl and salutary ; for if you 
do not desire to copy thtar example, the remedy for all 
your complaints lies tvithin your reach. Listen no more 
to their impious pretences. Shake off the vilehsbitB,by 
which they have hrutified your minds, and the irrational 
prejudices by which they divide you into conflicting par- 
ties. Open the eyes of your nndersiending, and endea- 
vour to become more wise and more just than //;*■(/. The 
means are abundant ; — the task will be ensy and delight- 
ful. As soon as the delusion is over, the tyranny will 
expire of its own accord. But, if you repine, only be- 
cauBe you are not in the place of the oppressor — if yon 
prefer deception with sloth, to the vigorous exercise of 
tfaoQght and refleccioa — if you wish to remain supple in- 



struments of faction, for the sake ofsome selfish or seufiual 
gratification,^ go on in your prpBent course, and be 
nsBured, that oppression will increase until it at length 
arouse yon from your dream! Yon will then, at leaKt, 
understand that the injustice, fraud, and misery, which 
constantly attend every system of delusion, are infallible 
demons tratious of their falsehood and worthlessneas, nnd 
are only so far to be regarded ns agents in my i-rrice, as 
they serve lo awaken i/nur dormant powers. . Exert then 
your own proper energies, and hope not, by repiningH or 
by vain importunities, to reverse those eternal laws, vhic'i 
lire appointed fur )-uur improvement in knowledge and 
your progression in happiness." X.

From this it would appear that the clergy of the 
neighbourhood are cndettvouriiig to connect the recent 
outnigea iu that town with ihe peaceable Socialists. 
Besides this extmct, there is la the psper referred to, 
nn attack upon the ehaste and excellent leller of Misa 
Reynolds, in the Neu> Moral IVorlJ, a week or two 
back, which is characterised as " containing passages 
compared with which there nre uome in Buccuctio 
pnriiy itself, and may be classed as in some degree r» 
scientific as that celebrated book for which (he Hour'e 
of Commons recently paid damnges for libellio};." 
This, with the cUurge of "promiscuous imercourse," 
may be passed over ; as Miss Reynolds' letter upeaks 
for its own purity, and we have aguin and agtiiii 
emphalically disowned and refuted Ihe licentious doc- 
trine impnied to us. With regard to " pulling our 
f.dth in phrenology," it can only be said, there may be 
many Socialists who viilue it as a science, but 1 know 
there are many who do not ; and Mr. Murphy, the 
S.icialint of Birtningliam, has, in his able essay, endea- 
voured to annihilate its pretensions to be classed among 
the sciences. 

But our connection, directly or indirectly, with the 
Chartists, and the liile disturbances, is a new accnsa- 
tion ; one which demands our diiiavowal, as those pro- 
ceedings are as opposed to the spirit and principles of 
Socialism, as any course of conduct could be. Men 
sj-mpailiise with those who shed their blood for a prin- 
ciple, and bravely hice danger for opinion, bowei-er 
mistaken they may be in using such, means of forward- 
ing litem : men are inclined to IffolCpver the ebullition 
of feeling when a people rise and revenjie themselves 
on their oppressors ; but eiery honest man, nnd more 
fspecially ^very Socialist, must regard the recent 
Birmingham riot as n wanton and cowardly attack 
upon property, as a foolish attempt to destroy, caring 
not vrhat; and dastardly because the pfesuuce of ft 
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smull force dispersed Ibe moh iu the luidat of ilieir ! ftpplied, would have been swfficient to commence a atat« 

irrational doiugs. So far from producing thwe out- of tbings in which fraud and want would for ever be 

breaks, Sijeinlism sliews tljein to be the conseqiiencea 

of n state of 800161/ in which musses ot! men are badly 

educated, hadly clothed, mid badly fed, and whose 

traiuing ia of jnat such a deacriplion th:it such irrational 

coaduet maj' tw expected to follow. 

Chartism aud Socialism are two distinct systema. 
What, then, are Ihe pro.ifs of the Morniny Chronicle 
that they are nuited ? — Ist. The shops that sell Chartist 
pnpers, also sell Social publications. Now, the learned 
writer in the Chronicle would have also found in those 
flhops the Penny Magazine and Ckambert' Journal ; 
and he might as well coiniect the conductors of those 
jonrnals with outrage and violence, as the Socialists. 
Newivenders sell papers of all parties aud opinions. 
2Bd. The testimony of the clergy. Any one who goes 
to the clergy for correct information rc:<pecting na, goes 
to a source where he is not likely to meet it. The 
priesthood say our principles are vicious ; and, of 
Gonrse, they would attach the vice engendered undfr 
their own system, to us, as a consequence of ours, if 
ihey could. 

It may be that the more intelli^nt of the Chartists, 
when ai^uing upon the matter, are many of them 
compelled to admit the superiority of Socialism ; and 
BO are many Tories, Whigs, and Radicals, hut Ihey all 
contend onr plans are not practicable, and so they 
remun as lirmly convinced as ever that theirs are the 
ouly systems worth trying for. I have been iu the 
habit of reading all the reports of Chartist meetings, 
but do not remember that any of their orators defend 
Social plans or principles, or point them out in their 
speeches as the remedy for the evils of society 
that they seem to exert themselves for is, some ill- 
detiued notion of getliue " a lair day's wi^es for a fair 
day's work,"— how uocler a system of wages and com- 
petition this is to be eETectcd by a political change, 
they cannot shew. In the New Moral ff^orld they 
have conlinottlly been told that their Charter will i 
remove the evils under which they labour, becai 
those evils are more the result of social than politi 
error ; at Inst congress an address was sent to them to 
the pnrport that they were pursuing what would be a 
disappointment. There is not a work issued from the 
Socialists in which a passage can be found recom- 
mending violence to accomplish our ends, Mr. Owen, 
our founder, has, on every opportunity, declared that 
the revolution society is to undergo for the better, must 
be a moral one. Yet, in the face of all this, we are 
told that Socialism ia connected with Chartism and 
Physical Force. 

There are many reasons why Socialists should repu- 
diate physical violence to aid them in the progresa, 
Even on the face of the question it might be seen that 
if our numbers are too small to enable ns to establish 
communities, an attack npou society would certainly 
be nnsuccessful. And if we were sufficiently numeroua 
to accomplish the deslmction of the present fabric of 
things by the mde hand of brutal violence, then such a 
cause would be unnecessary; then we should have 
snflicient means at our controul to effect our objects 
with peape and order. Look at the vast sums which 
have been spent in strikes and other foolish political 
contents, by working men ; this, if it had been properiy 



But on high moral gronuds wo cannot consent to 
become parties iu aiding or abetting the doctrine of the 
hludgeou and pike. If the aristocracy have kept the 
poor from their rights, the Socialist remtmbera they are 
the creatures of circumstances, and their artificial posi- 
tion is not without its disadvantages to themselves ; 
his principles tell him that to incite revenge against 
those who, by the accident of their birth, have been 
trained to think their interest bonud.up with the degra- 
dation of the masses, would be indeed irrational ; his 
principles also tell him that punishment is not the 
proper mode of appealing to a being like man, whose 
actions, in order to be valuable aud permanently so, 
ought to flow from the moiivea of conviction and desire, 
and not from fear ; and that to threaten or inflict vio- 
lence on any class of men, is to render them still more 
obdurate at heart against those who so treat them. 

not by exciting a bloody contest between the 
different classes of society, by kindling to a demoniacal 
height the passions of men, that will bring them nearer 
to that state which Socialism seeks, when the reign of 
harmony shall be established. It is not by firing the 
heart with revenue, snd filling the breast with fury, 
that men will be fitted to form a society in which love 
will be the binding principle. It i« not by the raging 
of discord, by the prevalence of anarchy, by making 
confiision woree confounded, that we can hope In 
establish a community of peace, order, and happiness. 
No. If with barbarous vicde nee the whole of Ihe upper 
classes eonld be swept away ; the feelings engendered 
in the conflict ; the state of things induced by the deadly 
struggle of a country divided in war against itself, 
would render the victory useless. 

The LonrJnn and fVeslmimler Review of December, 
1838, p. 232, when speaking of the physical force men, 
makes the following excellent remarks : — 

" The men who lulopi thpw con™-!! do not know tlitit nil jroveni- 
m lit uUiinati'lj- nwt« ou epininu ; which ritici are not pre-eniiiuTitly 
fitted foi Hcting ujxm. All thnt enn n triuni|ihant intuircclkin an 
nblain in rtill a |]overnmr.'iil rri.iiii)( npaii a cnnipromiH'. Thin ii nil 
MiygoToinmeiitcnii be, whiili i« notn aoTeniment uf slmohitp torrrimi. 
The caxragt apisiait of ihe period of calm which muni follow th-> 
popiilnr outlniml will be the iMin-n-ign ruler of the people after, at il 
wni before it. The pnipre^ if it nuiy be called ko, which is piin'liiiheJ 
by lilood, doc* not chaiijce this anmige ; im the coiitrnry, nil the de- 
feated pnrty ara allached la their prejudices or ]irinei[drii by tciifolil 
lien of pride and syinpiithy — by all tlir fi-clinjia which riw up ulroiii) 
and retibtleia when they utaiid bebiJ<- the grave* of (alien eom- 
mdes ; hut leflHin, rr^umenlii, and fiicti, they do net by chnugine thr 
frenend BTerage of njunion, on which all smreniijicnt of n pre-eminenl 
chamiter must of nceewilv rert, nnd they link men to the new cause 
by convictiotii for which ihry, like the bent of the wnrkiiif; cUhW*. 
would willin||ly and ginriouijy die. The men wlio think their eaUM- 
will not advance rapidly it they dirrct tlipir whole enei^nen to vau- 
quith opinion by opinion, fom-t (hut there sre nclinp with Ihem oiu-en 
■(longer than all men and all parties, the Uiwi in obedience to which 
EiiTopenn civilization proceeds." 

It ia by placing reason against opinion, by striving 
with the force of ai^iment and the power of kindnens 
and charity alone, that Soeialists can introduce the 
change that will increase the happiness of all ; and 
these influences we will use until success sliall crown 
our efforts, and we see the commencement of a happier 
era for the human race.

kfiilala, hare boon built npon a &l>a fbnndation, aiid are, therefore. 

It will not Rqtdre more than an ordinary quantity of goed lanae to 
raaolira thia gnat and important quaadon.

The Gnt opinion defioea thia S^d to be " ■ right to oas and abuae." 
It concede! to the indiTidoal thia right in the moat eidunre manner, 
and appliea it in a legal and abeidute amaa to all thoM objecta which 
may, at any giren time, be In bia poaaeaaion. Iti advocataa cannot 
nndentond any luch iucouTenient queationa aa would demand the 
oriTH aad the ftvi! of thia Right, but are Tery willing to r^rd aa 
criminal thoae who ahouldondeaTOur to penetrate the anacAainidiinni 
of their opinion. 

The aecond opiiuoa ia held by thoae who, reioldng ngoiuit the con- 
aequencea of (he abore oiunion, and aahamed of the aocial Injuitice 
which ia io diitinguiahing a feature !n the actual diatribution of pro- 
perty, rduK to acknowledge to the iadmdwit the right of property, 
but would inreit it ercluaiTely aa on ^ipanaagc of the Statk. 
Other*, again, not able to adopt either the one or thb other of theae 
eib<eme opinions make a third, by mixing, in due proportions, the two 
former opiniona. They eipresi thia minnre by the lague oasertiou 
that" Property iaan Indiridual lUght, hnt a right which ought to he. 
controlled and modified by Society." 

The aimoltaneoua eiialenee of thaae diM opiniona prorea that none 
of them are just, and that there ia confiiaion and obtcnrity in the idea* ; 
for tmdi and adencs will not ""™"™^«'" ilaelf to three difierent 
Tertioni of the nme fitct. Mareorer, when each of thcae optniona ii 
examined, we find that they apring fmm an illcgical eonfumon between 
tho obacun idea of the RigU ^Fropen^, and the nolione engendered 
under the ioauencea of the actual bet, or Uw of property ; between 
the S^ of Pnypiriy, or that which ought to be (da jtmi) with that 
which property la [dt fatlo.) Thua n«ther of ibeae opiniona flow 
from a tcientific Tiew of the qoettion, for neither of them agree with 
that fundamental principle to which an intelligent mind tannot ob- 

The queelion of r^^ therefore, ia quite independent of the queation 
ilfaet, and (o attain the truth we miiat first devclope the nature of 
r^fjU withoul interfering with the actual /jfif, aa exptwnced in society^ 
When the Right of Property has been well defined, we mnat ends- 
Tour U reiliae thit theoretidd right in the actual woriiinga of society ; 
remembering that while the fatt ii inmriable in jta nnture-~the ri^ 
it etmial and immutable ; let ua therefore proceed to calablish the 
theory of the Right of ProperQr, 

The word nioirr ia applied to two luhjscta, which are rery com- 
monly couibimded, and which it ii necea^iry corriully to distinguiah 
ere we proceed. Samelimea it meant the natitral riffU ; that ia, tlie 
tight iriiidi rcaolta tnm the natoral relationa between the indiTidnal

iiiid lulare: thu nntunil right ia imprcKriptlble and immulBble. 
Somctimn we ap^y the word to thaao relitknu ntaUiihod by ibe 
li'giikuun', uid which air, of coocie, u Tsruible u the IcgUlatuce 
« bich cttahliihn thorn. Thi> right it the coDTeDtioud, or I^ rigU ; 
or, to speak niiire rorrectly, it U not n right, but limpIy a/ael. Thi« con- 
roiitioud right iB lucd to conuoBtc EiIbo ralatioo*, eNnbliabed by the 
g tionuico of the IcgiiJaturc : we might even go Eirther, and awert, tSnt 
Itf hyiU rijhl f-tiilt rmli/ to fmxmfnlKreluliniu; for, it ii evident, 
that i( the social rrhitionB coincide with the njilunj wants of man, Bo- 
i-iely would go on witbout the clumiiy Ruiatflitce of Icgialution ; of the 
fiiclitluui right, which i> inpported only by force, luid which ia liothinfr 
more or lei« than conitiaint uid Tiolcncc inflicted on the naluml rclii- 
tinna eatabliiihed by the natiuHl lighc 

We lUD very willing to allow, that tbeic convcntionnl codei of sori- 
ely arc ncceamry, in the nbuncc of the divine lodal cods ; that ia to 
my, BO huig as sodety ia not oiganizod coiifonunbly to the nalunil 
robitiont of mankind. AU we cuiitond far ia, that ihcae human codes 
can only be bnilt apon GJac aocial rclationa. since they can exiit oiily 
in the absence of that divine code, which alone is the true and nntunl 
coiUr of man. 

The reader, therefore, will plente to observe in the aoccceding re- 
uurkt, that this word n/M aigiiitics only ihe natural and imprescriptible, 
or divine right, unless it be modified by some epithet, which shall point 
out Ihe legal or variable and conventional right, and which, ni we h.-iTc 
bi'fnn remarked, is nothing but afud. 

\Vc now aisert, that the hiw of property, as it has hitherto been 
constituted in all the nations of the earth, haa been nothing less than 
an illegiUmate and flagrant vloblion againat right. To mnho this 
l-lnin, let us begin at the begiTining, azid first, let u) explain more fully 
the nalunil right. 

The human species is placed upon the earth to live and enjoy itself. 
They arc tenants of the arth ; and, like all other tenants, they have 
the right of enjoying the fruits of it, or, as it ia generally called, the 
miafr'ut of il. This condition of tenant evidently qiii-igs from the 
natural relation which eub«tls between these two terms : — First, the 
human apcdes, whose destiny is to preserve and enjoy its eiiatence ; 
and second, Uie earth, the destiny of which is to furnish to the human 
specie* the meniu of lite and enjoyment. Now, acMrdlng to Ihe sys- 
tem by which property it regulated in ill civiliicd naliont, the com- 
mon Store of nature, of which the umfncl it the UTidoubted right of 
the whole human spcciei, has been invaded and confiscated by the lew 
DUd powerful. En the exclntion of the vast majority of mankind ; and, 
let US recollect, that if only one nun had bear eidnded &om his right 
of HMf^w^, by the arlJficiBl law of property, this right Would be 'on- 
qnesUonably violated ; and the Inw which sanctioned the exdnaian 
would be uiiqnestioiiably unjust and illegi^matc. 

ETcry individual comes into eii^tence without any pmpeity, and 
finds himself lurTDunded by the fertile earth, confiscated all onmnd 
him. Supposing he helped himself M a portion of the wealth which 
lay in such templing niimrii atound him, and the lawyers came and 
preached to him respect for the property law which he found estab- 
lished ; might he not allege, that he possessed equally with every 
member of the whole &mily of roan a right to his share of the riches 
of the earth. Could he not say with reason — " My friends, let na 
understand one aootho', and do not let ns confound things ; I am a 
strong adTocaleoflbeDatunl right of property, and very mocb dispond 
to respect it in Ibe behalf of others, if thoMOtber* an eqaaOydispowd 
to respect it in my beh^ Havt, as a member of the spedei, I eon- 
trnd that I posaeaa an inalicnahle ri^t to the m^nct of the earth, 
which is the cornmon property of tbespedes; fat nature,! well know. 



has not &roured auine, to Ihe detriment of odiNs ; yet, I Gild, that 
yon have made what you call a law of property, by which the cmnmon 
*lar«s ore nmfittBted to yontselves, and piarded by force. Your tew 
of proper^ then is hated upon a qnliation of the riglit of nsu&uct of 
bD those who, like mytdf, are deprived of the wealth which you ham 
monopoliied. Do not confound the right of property with Ihe conven- 
tional hiw of property, which I find you have cstabliihed ; and Confess 
that you reason very poorly, when you sill upon me in the name of tbe' 
riiJU t^propniji to respect your Eiclitioui law of property, which ex- 
intt only by violating and trampling npon that rigkt, which is Inalien- 
nblc and imprescriptible. Find, if you am, some other noton, why I 
should accept your kw of property ; for the divine right of property, 
which you ore impudent enou^ to invoke against me, is exactly the 
right which anna me against yon, who arc my tpidiatDrs, and i^ainst 
yourprct^ded right, which would consecrate that uaurpation, of whidi 
I am now the victim." 

It is indeed hi^ time that those who condoct the a^rs of Ihe nadoni 
of tbe earth should ponder well upon this speedi, whii^, no doubt, will, 
eic long, be tiantlaled by the snftering muiea into a still more potent 
language The day when this translation will be made qiproaches 
more rapidly than they suspect, for tbe condition of Ihe mosses in lU 
countries is rnpidly getting worse with the progesa of industry. Society 
is now treading upon volcanic ground — the oppressed have already 
composed a terrible hymn, which they chant in eh«us from their 
crowded woikthopt, and whidi nnastically runs — 

Tail, bbourer, toil ! 

On the rich man's soil j 

Still labour like beasts, 

Wbile the rich man &asts: 

And patiently lanii^iib 'mid troubh; and (nn. 

That the rich and the noble may duntily bre ! !* 

The means of arming this overhanging oilamity ia not by refusii^ 

to look at it II ia necessary to deliberate serionJy npon the destinie* 

of tbe working classes. /( if neeanrc— Biit, no ; ice an /orbing 

onTiKlra, It ts of much mon importance to deliberate on some poll- 

tidd whim of M. Thiers, or to bdk of the all importance of electing 

Mr. So and So President of the Chamber I ! 1 

The BCIdbI law of property, then, is illegitimBte, and ia bated on a 
principle of apoliotion. It it not hard to trace European society to the 
lime when tbe sword and Ihe lance arranged the hiwa of praperty j 
when might alone wns right, and the present state of (ociety ia only a 
modification of that polity. The faring inequality of tbe property 
lawa has induced some authors to advocate an eqnol partition of Iho 
land- This plan would require a constant repetition of these partitioas 
as often ns inequalities accrued ; and it is easy to hw that in thus 
taking away fixmi the indiridual his usu&uct of the earth, we abould 
not conform to the nalMml and inalienable right of pmporty, sinco 
each individual might aay, " I will not accept this litdo comer of the 
earth in eichauge for mj natural right of naufrucl upon the common 
Btores of nature.'* Bat it is needless to dwell upon to absurd a [Jan 
as a periodical partition of Ihe hind which would abolish industry, 
annihilate wealth, and depress talent, and which would require to be 
IV MfnuTi AT THE LEAST, and the pnrtitions of each 
ite to be made with r.-ference to the change in tbe 
ipnlalian, awsed by dcsthsand birtbs in the minute preceding 
The division of the soil is one of those ideal laopei enough to leroln-

Dut man ii not divined to lemain in the stunted eondition of the 
aBTRge Btata: he is mllcd to ncrcise his uctivitj on the earth ; not to 
Un miacoMy on the producla of on nneultiratcd soil, but to till and 
maka&uitfnl the earth 1 by hie industry to cullintcitnnd emVtU>h it 
with those treasures, which ore necesaory tor the full dcTelopement of 
fail fiiculties. 

We shall now tenvc (he qnrs^n of the Natural Right of Property. 

The uiufruct of the earth belongs to ench individual of the ipcdes ; 
it is a rigil, luitniBl and imprescriptible, ond of the saioe nature a« the 
right to to. or LIUHT, rince these are uo niorc necessary to the biw 
of hit eiiitenca, than (he fruits scnttered over the sur&cc of the eniUi 
are to his nourishmenL 

We come now to con^der the Inws which n?gulate individual pro- 
perty, and let — Let uB itatc the fundamental priiidiite of the Right of 
Property. Here it is : — 

" Every individual posneue*, legitimately, Iks lUiig whici 
labour, his intelligeuce, (or nuce generally) which his oBtirilj/ has 

This principle is incontcslilje, and it ii well to remark that it con- 
tains expTtuly an admowlcdgcment of the right of all to the soil 
For as the soil has not been created by man, it follows, &om the 
foiidiunental principle of property, that it ouinot belong lo on; small 
piMiDD of the human race who have not croiled it by their acUi-ily. 
IiCt OS Aen conclude that the true theory of property is founded on 
the "citwtfbn o/ Uie Ikaig pn—atnt.'' Hence we must proceed to 
onuider the production of wealth, the culture of the earth, numu&e- 
Inrea and arts, Ac, in lodety. 

SuppoM that on the loil of a loielj island, or the toil of a nation, 
or on ^ iiir&ee of the globe, (for the extent of the soil will make no 
diSerence in the maoning) a generation of men applied thcmicUeB 
fbr^the First time to industry-— they begin to cultivate the earth — to 
.mannfiuturo GibricB, &a, By their exertions and skill, they would 
create f^oducts and develope wealth which did not before ciiitt on the 
nocnltiTBted cBith, Now is it not perfectly evident that the Law of 
Property wonld be confonnable to the Rtgil of Property, in this fint 
goienUion, if the wealth or riches produced by the labour of all were 
divided among the ptodacen, in pcoportian to the lespcctite exertions 
of each iodividnaL Thia ia nnqoeitionable. 

Now the wealth pnidnced by thia lint generation may be divided 
into two divinoni which should be carefully distinguished. The iirtt 
divisian comprehenda the product* of tho soil which belong to thia 
genewtion a* the taient* or nsofiiKlen ba the tims being of the 
earth. Tbeae products will be augmented and improved by the 
labour which has been bestowed upon them ; and will consist eitlier 
in articles of consumption, or in tools or other instruments of labour 
It is quite clear that these belong exclusively to thow who have 
cieated them by their kboun. Thc;y have an undoubted Jii^ either 
to comome these products immediately, or to reserve them for future 
use, or to eichaoee them, or employ them, or to give them awny, and 
dispose of them in any manner they may think fit without getting 



peimiasian or authority from any oue. According to our notion*, this 
description of Property is legitimate, respectable, and sacred. Wc 
cannot invade property of this description without invading Judia ; 
nnd to inlerfi'ie with the liberty of the individual to cienawj lliia 
riKhl it to commit spoliation upon him. 

But th^Te are other deicriptions of wealth beside* thoao contained 
in the above division ; and which fi>rm the second division. Thia 
diviuon includes tho iiuieased vnluo which the soil has recdvcd by 
ciUturc, and by the muncrout haUtatiens nnd permanent ttmctures 
tlutt have been nuscd on its surCus. 

This increased value evidently conatitulct a product created by the 
activity of llie first generation, and if wc con sniiposc by any mcniia 
thnt thin product could be divided among Iho whole number of indi- 
vidunla in proportion to their industry, each individunl so rec.'iving 
would possess Icgitinmtcly the amount which fell lo his share. Ho 
would have an alvuilutc right to do a> he chose with it, to exchange it, 
to give it, or to dispose of it, without bein^ intrrfercd with in the 
mimngement of it by any other individual, or by the MH.iely in which 

We can now midi'rstnud, that when the irroiHJ generation i^ipenred, 
it would find on the earth two sorts of property i lirst, the primitive 
or natund property or cnpitiil, wliiih has not been created by the first 
ecjictation ; id at, tho vnlu= of the uiicultivati-d soil. Secondly, tho 
mpilul ci-ealed by the first {^iiemtion, comprehending the products and 
instruntents, &e. which were left uneonsuined by the lint genelution, 
nnd idM the iNCRE.iHiD vaLVb which the bbnnr of the frrst genemtion 
has added to the uiicultiN-alcd toil. From these remarks the reader 
will be able to deduce the very logical iufi'rence, thatalihoagh ench 
individual of the second generation hot a luilural and imprescriptible 
right to the natural or primitive cnplLiI, be has no such right to the 
capital created by the labour of the Hnt generation. E.ich individual 
of the first generation has the power to dispose of the eaintal which hii 
own labour has created in bvonr of any persons he may choose, 
whether 'ebtiona or friends ; nnd, aa we have before observed, no 
individual (not even the slate) has n right lo intci&re with the 
armngeiacnts of the testator. 

Tho reader will observe how the individual of tho second generation 
ia benefitted by bia relation to tho first gcneratien, since, besides hit 
natural right to the unculuvaled soil, he has the chance of receiving a 
pnrt of the created capital, which he hoa not laboured to produce, bnt 
which was produced for him by the labour of hit ancestor. 

If then we suppose that society were composed in snch a manner :■—■ 
First, That the right to the primitive capital, or tho value of the utt- 
cultivated toil wero secured to the individual, or that a fiur equivalent 
were given to every human being bom on the face of the earth: 
Second, That the capital created by laboui went continually divided 
lo each Individual in proportion to his services in producing it: 

If (say we) these two conditions were attended to in our social 
orgartiiation, Piopcrty would exist Itj/ittinaldf aa it should do, and 
the Fact would then coincide with the Right, 

For the sake of simplicity we have omitted the inomsed value 
which the primitive capital wonld bear in a dvitiied nation over that 
of B-savage stale of society. Lot ui now proceed to reason upon Uu 
simple condition bid down — 

Tit tttyhU <^ L-AoT eoH alone jadify Its A^Us ^ Propetiy. 

The destiny of man evidently requires that be should not allow the 
earth lo continue in an uncultivated ttate. The Savage enjoys in the 
midst of forests and woods the four natural rights of the chase ; of 
fisheriet ; of harvesting the ipontaneoas fniiU of the earth ; and of 
pasture ; lueh is the iirtt form of thia natural ri^hl. 
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InallaTiliiadnitiaiuoflliecBrtli thepoormutiBboni into Mde(<r 
and find* that he inherit! itothing, and. pombmm nothing ; ho ii i 
ion ittpuSM by •odat; of iha natond right whkh bckngt to 
It cannot he said that thzi right «xuta in a nev form, iiDca tho tann 
hai dinppeand with the right Nov, the qDHtian it, in what f«m 
ouf^t thii right to be enjoyed by the poor man, u a> not to inti 
with the (t»bility of eocicty P For it ia OTident, (hat n^en the land 
haa bean pBrcalled out and improved by other indiTlduali, he □ 
enjoy opon it hit natural right of iwifnict, without enjoying the 
ted cafiilal of othera. The auiwer to this qneetion i> eaiy. 

In the BTige itate the notunl right require* LaSocr for iti exei- 
oaa i it requirea (nioKr to fiih, laioar to hunt, &c ; and thna we eee, 
that hia natural right ia nother more or lee* than hii kioht tx 
Bom. Wdl then, luppoie ■ driliied lociety hu taken away 
the iadindnal the liberty of eiereiiiag the natural right which he hoe 
to the diaae, Itlhory, pattore, &e. ; that indiTidunl cannot complain if 
aodety, in retorn, girea him a rigU fo labaar ; for he would have 
hbooi before he oonld have enjoyed natural ri^t, or primitive capitiL 
The diSerence ii thia : In the aavege itate, where he rataine 
natural rigbt, he would be forced to labour in the wo Aehop of nature'i 
fbreita, on an nncollitated toil, and without took ; while, in dvilixed 
aodety, though he be deprived of thia natunl right, yet, if he have in 
return, a« we oontend he ihosld, a right to laboor, he vroutd hai 
■dvantnga of a good and comfortable workahop, fiu better fniniahed 
than the workihop of the Bvage, with good toola, and where aleo, hie 
labour would be far more productive than that of the BVage. 

The only ligitimate title is held by lodety la individnil property, 
wlien it fully recogniiaa to the poor man the right of labour, and when 
it aaanre* to him oa comfortable a anbuatence for a given amount ol 
labour, aa oonld have been procuied by the nme amount of labour in 
the primal wrage elate. He who reodtlheeedeductiona with attention, 
win not find any thing againit vrhidll he can peiaibly object. 

Now there are numbert of our (eUow-creaturea at the pieeent day 
who have not the opportunity of labouring for a lubeiitencD : they 
would bboar, but tlien ii no labour far them. Ha> any one of tfaeee 
the tight to go to the nH^iitnle or to the mayor, and aay to him, 
" There ii no more wmk for me in the ehop in which I hare been en- 
geged," or rather, the wage* are far too little to aaanre to me a living ; 
T come, therefore, to demand &om you labour, at nich weget, that my 
condition ihall be rendered luperior, or, at leaat, equal to that of the 
free Indian in ihe woodi, who enjoya hi* natorel tight of which you 
hava deprived me ?" No, certainly not { not only ii he denied the 
privilege of making tliii jiut demand ; not only do the inititutiont of 
Ntfeqr nAae to acknowledge it, but tiiey irould my to the woAing 
nan, (of wheae mcred and natural natural right of proper^ they had 
^tiated him,) " Find work if you can ; and if you canH find it, you 
mut itill reepect the property of othen, allbough you youreclf ilarv 
in contaqDance ;" fbigetling that the property of other* i« baaed npon 
Bpditation of the property of labonr, which the labouring man i* denied all 
portunity of uajng. Society puehee yet &rther the taunting repr 
and criee to the bmiabed labourer, " If yon ant find work, if you 
ant earn B mbiiilenceiWeahallaiTettyaaaa a oiminal and vagabond, 
and impriaon you." Every day we ceit into onrptiaon poor nnfortu- 
nrte% who have been found gmllf of mendid^, of vagabondage, or in 
other word*, guilty of having no nibditeDce, nor aiylnm, nor mean* 
la procure any. 

The Law of Pn^erty, then, in all dviliied natiDn* ia baaed on a 
glaring injuttice. It i* founded on oonqiKat, on the right of poaeea- 
iion, which ii, in bet, a groea utnrparion, eo long aa an equivalent to 
the natuTxii ri^ it not given to each individual excluded from the 



toil Moreover, thii lew of properly it eiccediii^y dangerou* ; for- 
atmueh at in thoae nation*, where richei, iiidaitrr, and luxury, am 
developed, tho oppremd mmfn will not fiiO, aoaner or later, to 
revenge, by aa overturning of lodety, the wicked ipaliBtion which haa 
been ptnetiied upon them. To mere political levolutioo* will turceed 
fodal revolutiont — that ia to ny, revolulioiia directed, not sgainit any 
paitiniter ftirm of government, but againat tiie voiy framework of 
•odety. Aha 1 three are icriaut times. The apectacle of England, 
rocking in the tumult of polilioil convulaions ; the horrible condition 
of Ireland ; the ideai which an rile in the work>hopt in the large 
towne of France, and, above oil, in Porie, ore amply lulEdenI to alarm 
the reflecting mind. 

Uiifortonatciy, (he men who gavem, uldom think of rcaliliet ; or 
TUB ruiNOS WHICH ASM ; they remun in a ipbcn: of iheii own, 
where they dieenaa with ample verbiage about abatroctions, lufatletie^ 
end intrigue*. A &lae and artificial udety is kept up and partaken 
of by a degraded prcas, who dole out the Guhionablo eidtement to the 
indaential reader*. But under thia ^tallaw and noiiy atream of arti- 
ficial life, th«e it an under current of nalitiea which it too deep and 
too lilent to be heard by thote whose cor* are raviahcd with th« 
charm* of arlifidal and bthionaUe lodely. 

Behold the oouree rf public Ofunion in France — the pfeaa, which 
direeta otonion, and the diplomatic carpi of the nation agitate iha 
public with the meet puerile and ridiculoot queation* which have no 
real connexion with the public good. They take the most ecnqiulona 
care to aviud all qaeetioni of vital iimurtance to aociely, and pay far 
more attention to the election of a Speaker, than to the mtereite of 
the induatriout cloaaca. 

Oo on in jour laudable career I continue in yoiir tublime cmfdoy- 
mant of oppodtiooa, coalition*, and orertuminga, and dnam not of 
evil, until your poorer fellow'^naturet anmmoD you to their bur, and 
demand what you have done to ameliomta their fiue. 

When the Tuliu took Conatontinople, the Qovemor* of the dtj 
were found at the uaual empJoymBUl of Qovemor*, via., ditcuadug 
with much tcnadty, important religioua tubtietiea, Now that peaco 
hea prevuled in Europe for twenty-five yean, and plenty of time haa 
elapeed to examine the rice* of our tocial orgnnizeiion — Behold how 
impotentiy on our public men, our public writers, and the public 
pre**, engaged ! 

Ba^icial and eondSatii^ cAoniefar o/our Tknrj. 

We have mmnlained, then, that the future appear* piegnant with 
danger \ (hat political revolution* will be followed by other revolution^ 
directed not againat aome porlicolar form of Oovemment, but agunit 
the very Mmeture of the eocial &brie. We have proclaimed that 
theee aubvcrtive doctrine* propagate themtelve* in France and ia 
England egalnat the eatabliahed law of property — that the condition of 
the iiiiitafa daily growing worte with Ihe progreaa of eventa. will have 
the effect c^ tprcading theee doetrinea &i and wide, and of thnatemng 
the ttohility of ""'"'"g Oovetnmenti, ao long aa todety, refiiaing to 
the poor a tolilfiietai^ compentotian for the apoliation of which they 
ore the vietim*, ezpoee* only to view it* ateni and inhuman denial of 
juiiice, which will ann the mllaing loyriad* to Ihe wild and deepanta 
juatioe of RivxNBB. Theee doctrine* are not new-&ngled ideaa oeigi- 
nating with yeatoday. BAn^^At only revived them, thou^ it ia in 
the bit ten yeara that Ifaey have acquired *a poirerfid a hold on Aa 
public mind. 

Many indlridnalt, aven in the hitler and educated rhaaea, have 
acc^ted them, and an now engaged in propagMiiY them. Evtty one 
know* the opinion* of Smnt Smoniam ; or. Cental and Inheritanoe. 
Tbeee ideaa, to &i fiom bdng extingniilied with the aaet rf Sain 
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la coDtnij, acqnind new Ibm ; and ill the d«da- 
natioiu ud nraKOi on the anetitjr of pinpettj' are of little nie to 
then wlioae doctrines attiii cspits], inhnritaDca, and tlie prindpls of 
p wpeM) , and pnpel miattj tomidi an inclined plane, at die bottom 
«f vhicb i> a btbomleu aljjna. 

What then a the nal *tata of the qneaCioii irHcb oocnpMa Ot ? 
PnpcTty IiM bean giadaall; eatabliibed, by a nccewon of eTenta, 
npoD a bau which ia not jn>t ; and it ha* caoied a mctiou, whkh 
ba* eitendedl, not meiely to the ii^iulkf of thii baaii, bnl to the very 
light of ileelf ; thai, the nrj enMenoe of proper^ U endangered hj 
tbeae two paitiet, the one oootanding lot inch a law of proper^, u 
ihall nnctiou the qioliatiou of the righti of labour, and the other de- 
manding the deatmctien of the prindide of property itiel£ Now, it ii 
mident, that in locielj Uke onta, a qneitUB italed ai (hia iaj-lcadeila 
partiana on eithei dda to a dinct itnifigle with eadi othsr ; and thia 
ii joft the reault which apiingi from tbe l^i of ignoianee. 

Now contrait thii Mate of property with the theory which we haie 
dereh^ed in tfaia paper, and aee if onr theory, which i* incouleitiUy 
tme, doei not lead to the mort headWdal iHolta, and bear apon ita 
front the imprea of (ntfi. Farftom leading toaatrnggle — toaroelan- 
AbIj and diaaitmoa oiertnming of Meiety, from which wo eoold not 
ete^« but throng barbuism-^tf from pranking th^ terriUe iln^ 
^ofdiapoor againrt the rich, which now manaeea every driliied 
Batton, the theory which we hare adTocsted addmaea itielf to the 
intdligentmind, and to the reaolution of a pioblem, eiientially pacific^ 
and ftimnrahle to the lodal wdl-being, to all rlaiim which compoae it. 
What ia thi* ftMta ? It ii thai of the ouahuatioh of labour ; 
v, in a Mill better pbntM) die okOAMOATioN of uiniraTBr. In ahoit, 
there an in reality only two wayi to return into the path of right : — 
diber to retngiade to the nvaga Mate, at to rea^jniae the Bighti of 
Ldioar. 

The return to the BTige atate, we think, no penon on with ; al- 
thaogh, theore^cally ^lakiag, it ia the atate which would be (he 
natural leanlt of embradng the Tiewi of thoae who deny the right of 
property, and demand tha dealniction of il 

Than remaini then the RIOHT OF LABOUR ) wbidi it ia 
cTidoil can only be ntiafied on the condition that aodety ahall enter 
n of indnatrj. When IndnMiy Miall 
n whenOoreniniant ahall hare organiied 
It qnantitj', the raeognitiini of the rigjtl of lalwnT will 
be changed from a mele theory into a fiwt ; and a fiwt toe wbidi will 
not lie meifly an act of limple jnatice, but one hi^ily propilioaa to 
the iocial wel&ie, ainca it will inerilaUy annihilate the hoalile 
theories which reeonmieud the destmelion of propci^, and alao thoae 
■ndindual oinua and pet^ thefta which an now canaad by the 
astanaiTe miaety whiidi pnvaila. Already ban tiieae Tiewa 
tinted the OonannMnt of HoUaod. Agrioalnml Ctdoniei have been 
oeated, and the right of labour faDj racogniied. We ban 
eMabliihed (inconteatibly we think) the true theory of property, 
eoDchuion, we will atale the three importanl oondniiona which thia 
theofy leadiea. 

lat. The actnal conititQlion of the law of property ia infected 
a fatal error ; niiet the enated eqrital (whidi npmauoti woik done, 
and which ia the propn t y of the [ndocer of it) baa iniadad the 
mHtnvB cAmAi, or tha wth, irtiich i* the geunl and coi 
pwpeity of the whole hnnMUi ^eoea, .ao that the mqority of mankind 
an de&aaded and ^wliated at thmr natural right, ao long aa i 
aamvALVT ia lutt giinUd them in exchange &r this primitive 
captaL Thia efavalent i* the Kom or LABOua. 

Secondly j ibcae who woold dntny C^lal, InharitBwe, and Indi- 



yidual Property, mnat neoeasarily podnoe the moat leniUe eooflida 
betweenthe different daaae* of wdety. It woold lead to a piimitiTa 

atate of bartorion ; aantiments soch aa thew would deatroy all right, 
aince it woold annction the nnupatioD* of CUATVD c±mAJ., jnit as 
tha praent hw of property nnctiona the niorpalion of the primitiTs 
or VNCBKATBD cqHiaL 

Thirdly. Thna the plan by which eodelj can alone aceiue property 
upon a right and joatfoondation, and by which alone it on avert thoea 
awful catastrophei which are now rapidly appnaching, is to tote 
iiait leooue to onoANm iNDUffrnv, in inch msnner, that suf- 
fioent bbour and a fair remuneiation may be given to cveiy laboursr 
who il in need. 

In canclnBon,we obewre, that this radical investigatiDn ha* rcnlted 
in a theoiy, the tendency of which is to destroy in the germ (hoee false 
and dangeroos dccbrinea, which would forcibly attack p ro | ier ty and 
overturn (odely. It points not toany violent measures, Imt to maMurei 
whid are eaeentiBlly scientific and peaceable ; far the gnat ptinafAe 
of the ri^t* of labour, which we are so aniions to establish, can be 
reeoudled only by a ntii&cl«7 aotnlian of the ploblon of the

We read of infallible Popes exconnnumc&tiDg each 
other, others retracdng their excommnnicatioDB ; we read 
of conncila changing the doctrine* of preceding councilx, 
under the apecioaa pretext of explaining th«r dogmas ! 
Mnat we not then condnde, that both may have been 
mistaken, deceived, or deceiving? Moreover, on what 
authority was sword, fire, and persecntion ever employed 
to convert nadona to this or that creed, as Charlemagne 
did to convert Germany — as the Sparuarda did, after the 
expnbion of the Moora and, suWqaeDtly, in South 
America ? Is it not more rauonal to thiuk, that if their 
rdi^on were tme, and conidstent with the laws of natnre, 
its own evidence would have been sufficient to convince 
the nstiotu ? bnt, as diey were known to be false, the 
sword, fire*, and persecudon were deemed indiepenxible. 

We will not stop to mention the abtrndance of miracles 
■o oflen n*ed by impostor* in ages of profound ignorance, 
anhseqnently so very scarce, and now totally discarded by 
the spread of knowledge. In one word, the whole history 
of the chnrch presents to us the work of «tate policy, of 
hnmsn ambition, and of the worldly interests of the priest- 
hood; instead of finding there the tme character of the 
divine will, we remark, at every period, * eacrilegeoos 
abase of the name of a Supreme Being, which impostors, 
revered by ignorance, employ aa a mysdc veil, to conceal 
their crimuud passions. 

We have bat little to add to tU* short expoe^ of the 
origin, progress, and tunrpation* of this christian doctrine 
and cbriedan priesthood : enough has been said to con- 
vince whoever can, or dare, think for himself; and we do 
not pretend to spell the creed, word by word, for the mnU 
dtnde of stoldfied aulamatotu which surround ns. Let 
us now take a cursory view at what is called, 

THE RBFORHATION OF THB CHURCH IN KNOLAND. 

It began by transferring to the crown the same fats 
prerogadve which had been nmrped by the Popes, againi

the liberties of the nghts of coDBfnence.* It was made tbe 
plea {sayB the Quarterly Review) for acts of tyranny and 
spoliation, " which ansettled the foundation of chnrch pro- 
perty ;"t but it laid a good precedent against all church 
estanlishments, mystified charities, and monkiiili learning; 
it relieved the countr/ of monaatic institutions, whicb, if 
wisely and rationally reformed, iTould have saved us from 
the many evils arising from tbe national ignorance of this 
day ; it covered the laud with houBpless poor, who were 
to be punished fur begging their bread, by being sold and 
branded aa slaves. ;i to a certain degree, it reduced the 
idolatry of eyiubols and blind superstition, by turning 
altar-cloths into carpets, and chalices into drinking cups ;|| 
by the demolition of nionaiilerieu and churches, § and by 
the destruction of monastic libraries ) so that neither 
Britain under tbe Koniam, nor yet the English people 
under the Danes and Normansj had ever such an oppor- 
tunity of obtaining mental emancipation. 

From the promise of new colleges, for tbe real educa- 
tion of " the children of tbe poor, and the ploughman's 
sons," with the church revenues, there seemed to b^;in, 
even then, a sincere desire to drive away all mummeries, 
enperstition, and religions mystificauon out of the country.* 
Bat the ProtefitJsing clergy that succeeded never followed 
the injunction of King Henry, of Thomas Cromwell, or 
of Cranmer, regarding the education of the people ;"* on 
the contrary, there seemed a general wish among the no- 
bility and gentry (says Burnet) " to bring the inferior and 
poorer sort to that low and servile state, to which the 
peasantH in nianyjotber kingdoms are rednced.-ft" Hence, 
that which was pompously called the "Reformation," 
stitl so mnch valued by the bUnd, was soon found to be 
" but a transfer of mysric allegiance from one set of priests 
to another, still more rapacious," and still more opposed 
to the spread of real knowledge, and to the enlightening 
study of natural science. 

With the so-called " Church reformation" came those 
sectarian animosities, tumults, and schbms, which spmng 
np within the realm, J{ — the reduction of the uuiverBities U. 
the last degreeof fnonAMAdiBCOuragement,|[|| ivithoutradi. 
colly reforming their monastic system of learning. Then 
began that social movement towards obtaining more 
liberal laws and regulatdons, which, however inconvei " 
to government, and seriously alarming nt the time, always 
proves, in the end, salutary and beneficial to the na' ' 

" Z,e peiiple a la colere, el le no/nm sa Idre, Qid divaste 
dabord, maU quificonde apres." 

Factions among the nobility ; insolence and insurrec- 
tion among the commons succeeded each other; the de- 
banng tbe coin, the disorder of the administration, the 
revolt of the peasantry ; so that the kingdom made a 
iDiserable appearance, and looked, as it were, to the 
superfidal observer, langniiihing in one part, and dis- 
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tractsd in another.* Many, too many, of the leaden in 
the great change had no real motive bat avatice ;t ddi- 
cacy of conscience and pnrity of reKgious zeal were the 
impudent prete:(ts of a gross sensual tyrant, and a court 
of greedy knaves and upblarts. 

"The service of the Church," says Bncer himself, a 
zealous reformer, " is performed in a cold, lame, monoto- 
nous, and unintelligible jargon ; true pastoral duties — 
education — are totnlly neglected. Tbe Churches are made 
places for commerce in fees and pews, and patronage. 
The meaning of the Church, the Commumon of Chris- 
tians, and the kingdom of the true Christ, was still less 
undetBtood than before ; the love of God and man, the 
notion of ratioual religion, make a very faint Lnpretadon ; 
and hence it is that LYINO, CHEATING, SIHony, tbEFT, 
PERJURY, and WHOREDOM are so much the complaint 
of the timea-i " The Holy Sacrament," says an Act of 
Parliament,!! "is so contemptuously depraved, despised, 
and reviled at, and men call it by such -vile and unseemly 
words as Christian ears abhor to hear rehearsed." " The 
Bible," says Henry himself, in his last speech to Parlia- 
ment, " is turned into wretched rj'hmes, sung and jingled 
in every alehouse and tavern.'' " I am sure," he adds, 
" charity was never in a more languishing condition, vir- 
tue never at a lower ebb, nor God never less honoured 
and worse served in all Christendom. "§ 

Such fads being nndeniahle, young men may irell be 
pardoned for dwelling Bo much upon the black side of 
EcclesiasticDl history ; hnt there is great danger to them- 
selves if they do ao too long, unless they obtain intellec- 
tual education. There is greet fear lest in the natural 
disgust at snch crimes and Church abuses, increased by 
the ignorant clamour of a neglected population, which 
makes the Reformation the watchword of religious 
parties, the standard of Christian truth, and the origin 
of our Church, they should be led (naturally enough) 
to underA-alne the hles^gs which were won back for us 
by that fearful struggle, and sbauld think of unsettling 
totally, and for ever, a system of deception which lakes 
its date from so had a beginning. But we have no such 
fear, says the Quarterly Remew, from the anthora of tbe 
late " Oxford Tracte." 

" This unsettling of the mind," (i. e. the PROGRESS of 
RKAL KNOWLEDOE) Says one of them,** is, I think, a 
FRIGHTFUL THING BOTH TO OURSELVES, AND MORE 

SO TO OUR Flocks 1 

So thinks, also, our moat Reverend Prelate, the preaent 
Bishop uf London, who, although no friend to llie authors 
of tbe "Oxford tracts," declares the Government plan 
of positive education, a "curse io man;" whereas, in 
fact, nothing but a system of rational education for all 
classes, can put an end for ever to the continual inven- 
tions, repeated osarpation, and revived imposition, which, 
under the name of the " reformation," have, for three 
centuries, forbidden the knowledge so mnch dreaded by 
all priesthood, and ever will encourage snperetition and 
idoktry the better to explore popular ignorance, and per- 
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petaate their iwiirped trealtb and power over the nadoiwl 

" Amid the coaflict of noisy poWmica snd the etonn 
of passion vhich disdnguUliL-d the ouw era, no woader 
the voice of reaeoo, so lung etifled, was acarcely heard ; 
and that the mulutude dared dd, under the direcuons of 
their new guides, paying tithes of all that they poHseast?d, 
and thantung God that they were Anglican Proieelants.f 

" EnchantJDff , aa woe the (kluHion, ood long as it has 
lul«d, the spell is now bniken, aud men have awoke to a 
•ease of the crying eDorinities prucdaed in the name of 
rdigion.} 

To the thinking portion of the people, we should 
therefore say : — thereof <««*,•» of PRIB8TLV TUITION, 
(whether Roman, Anglican, Melhodiiit, or Dissenter,} 
are WITHIN yonr own organization; not WITHOUT. 
Expect not, then, to benefit by the reforms of any OUT- 
WARD religious abuses, so long as your INWARD teelinge 
sanction ite inflnence and cherish its mystic power over 
yonr thoughts and action ; t. e. so long as you ere 
deprived of that enlightenment, which iutt^Uectual edu- 
cation in the natural sdences can alone bestow. 

Nor ebould any one peruse ibis rapid sketch of the in- 
TeodoBt and nsarpatiooE of political Chriatianiiy, without 
being daily impressed with the fact, that the Tory party 
is neither more nor less than an " ECCLESIASTICAL 
THKOCRACV," systenjadcally opposed to inteUectoal 
teachers. Yet, as no inquisition, no power, no wealth, 
no seduclion, no armies, no tyrant, aver could encceed U 
extinguish the natural mfluence of progressive sdentiGi 
truths, we may laugh to scorn those who still think of 
disfiguring chose truths, by outraging the common s 
of the day, either in Exeter Hall meedngs, Conservadve 
speeches, from Church pulpits, or by Uioceean insub- 
ordination.

To the Central Board. 
As there aeemsto be everj- probability of practical mea- 
sures being commenced, 1 wish to oner a few saggcs- 
tiona to yon, on the proprietj' of introducing some light 
trades into the first establishment ; which could be car- 
ried on without requiring much capital, and be advaU' 
tageoos to the society, b; producing, in a pecuniarj 
point of view, the means for completing, in the quickest 
and best manner, the full arrangements of a Community 
ShnemaJang might, I think, be carried on to advantage 
especially if depdts were establbhed at each branch 
for the sale of the articles produced; tbe members 
of which mnst have shoes; and a good article 
would ensure a sale, and promote the cause, which 
would be to their advantage. The mftiiufacturing of 
vali-lte* is another, and one upon which I can speak

Which deducted from .f507, would leave clear (o the 
society the sum of £309 12s. perannnm ; which would 
be very usel'ul, iu my o]>iuioii, for completing the ar- 
rungementd. There would require no outlay for tools, 
as each has sufficient for prc-seut use, and tbe wear is 
provided for in the cost of the watches. Another im- 
portant idea, with respect tu the watch trade, is, that 
individuals who were boarders, aud whose genius might 
lead them to the study of mechanics, could here liiid an 
hour or two's amusement, which, by their polishing, 
roughing down, or making Hide parts, would be 
instmctive.to them, and UEefnl (o Ihc society. 1 iuive 
the cost of every article in dcluil, and a knowledge of 
how and where to obtain them in the best manner, the 
which I should be very happy to explain to the Board, 
either by writing or personal atleudancc. The room 
for tbe workmen would not require to be more than 
twenty feet long, with one window, eighteen feet. The 
calculation has allowed two or three hours per day for 
exercise iu Agriculture.

It implies Ihat the natural laws of juBtioe aud equitj 
mnst be obaer\-ed, altbougb not in unison with a divine 
mandate. If we admit tbat the scriptures, containing, 
according to the text, the law and the prophets, are a 
revelation from heaven, it is clear to all who reason 
npon this momentous subject, that thej ought to con- 
stitute a. standard ; an authoritj, at whose shrine, all 
hnman knowledge must be sacnUced. 

To be told from the pulpit of a parish church, thnt 
the precept inculcated in' the text, cannot with pro- 
priety be fulfilled, aanctions parishioners in violating a 
holj- command; to apeak more plainly, IT IS infi- 
delity. The law and the prophets must be observed 
on all occasions, however much opposed to man's 
natural knowled^.

We obNTTC by the BlaMarn Gaaitt, that Hr. B'Orsay, the 
talented and prwitiCBl lecturer on Education, baa been deliTering 
a cooraa in BUckbum, Ea has, aa onia], been brwded with the 
name of Iifidd, by the sapportera of Ortbodoi aaperatitiaa. Hut 
thta ia tbe penalty whiah all enlightened men have to pay for being 
in adianca of ezis log prejudices ; and he may OMiMle himself by 
tin reHeotlon Chat he anHeis it in company with the wiaest and 
best of men in alt ages. The following extract on the perTersiou 
cJ InbnC Schoola, forcibly shswi the igooranoe of their would-be 
lH«i>da, a< to their proper scope and inleulion. 

"There might be good Infant Schools, but he had not seen one 
whiDh realiied hi* idea of what abonld conitiCnte education bom 
two to Ax yean of age. The general bnlt was an excess of in- 
tdlectoal taik work, to the great neglect of phyiical and moral 
training. One teacher delighted in hietory, and hia "infants" 
were aocordingly made to rhyme orer catalogues of Kings and 
Queens. Another waa anxious to display aatronomical knowledge, 
and hia flock wen rendered quite' profound on tbe solar systeni, 
prettily painted or printed on pasteboard three feetl^ two. A 
third entertained a decided penchant for geoli^— and eTcty Tiiitor 
most be astoiuriied by miniatare geoloaista lisping out something 
■boot primary trandtion, secondary and tertiary t A fonrth, de- 
tanninad to eefipae the whole by briiigiog forward a band of inter- 
eatiig mathemui^aDa, aged rery nearly four years, and then there 
was mch repetitioii of angles, acute, obtuse, and right, triangles.

What then ou^bt an Infant tichool to be P It ought to be a place 
for training children to general good habits, the wantot whiA may 
be said to form the reproach of all, but especially Iha lower order*. 
It ought to provide ample means for eierciaiDg the bodily powers, 
and practically illustrating the cause* of health. Were these 
thinss acceded to, under the eye of men whom proper remuneration 
would bring into the Held, Infant Schools would form the regular 
leaort of erery child from two to four yean at age."

The people themseWes act a* erroDeonaly In one way, aa thdr 
rulers in ths other ; and peipetnally seek the remedy for their 
snKrings where it is not to be found— namely, in political agitaxion 
and political changes. This is most tmtbrtnnate for both parties, 
and most adverae to the progres£ve improrementa which the right 
application of sdrnoe and aound principlea might now easily cause 
to be made with incalculable advantage to all. 

It is gratifying to find that this sniddal warfare against hq>p). 
ne«i and improvement is not univerAl amoig Eun^ean govitm* 
menti and their people. We learn from "jyaMHi'i Artt oacf 
^rfinat at ionu ami abroad," that a Oovemmeut CommiiaioD in 
Belgium, has recently recommended the adopdon of plans which 
are baaed on an appreciation of the benefits reaulting from the 
principle of united interests and expentfitnre, and by mean* of 
which good accommodation, food, schooling, washing, and the 
necesiarlea of • comfortable domestic life, may be aopplied to a 
family of sis ^r»ne for aboQt I6s. a week. The following 
extract will shew the extent to wUch our views are embodied in 
the report of &t Commiationen. 

" The houses whrra Oe poor live in BraaseU are dirty, eloae,- 
crowded, and offensive. 

"'A commisnon has been formed recently to inqaire into Che 
conditioD of tbe working elaases in Brussels, which entirely coo- 
firms my impresdon, though I was not acquainted with its repo t 
till after my return to London, and I wish to direct attrntion to 
the plan propoeed by this Committee, (composed of Messrs.

EXTRACl'S FROM ourCONTEMPORARIPS. 

{From the Morning Herald.) 
The operation of the new poor law has tended to 
eeciire iride diffusion to doctrines, in regard to tlie ineti- 
tadoD of property — doctrines, which, excepting in timet 
of the deepest Eucial and political eicitenient, have rarely 
been listened to. Such doctrines, however, have always 
been broached (aa far as authentic history enables us t( 
iletemiine) in tnose periods of cootenuou which precede 
the downfall of migMy stales. Ahsit omen .' Yet, it 
becomes legislators of ail closKea to fan^iUarise themselves 
with the nature of the opinions, which lend their cha- 
character to the present movement, and which, in trath, 
are pregnant with ten ihousand times more of peril to the 
existing order of things, than any mere acts of outrage 

The present movement on the part of the labouring 
classes in the manufacturing districts difiers decidedly 
from any movement that has ever been witnessed in 
England before. It is to a great extent, a movement 
against the instltauon of property — a movement not 
sought to be consummated by the mere destruction of 
pardcular musses of property, hut by the aholidou of 
property, as a social institution. The individualB, whose 
opinions have lent tlieir impress to the present system of 
agitauon, have, for many years, proclaimed, that the 
accamuladon of property in the hands of private indi- 
viduals must, in the nature of things, render the. world 
one wide scene of misery and oppression, by enabling the 
rich few to devour the produce of the industry of thi 
laboariog many. Snch is, in outline, the creed of the 
sett of Socialists— a sect, which has increased, within 
these ten years, to an extent that might startle even the 
roost inlelligent of those, who care little about the statis- 
tics of opinion. But although tbe Socialists denounce 
the institution of private property, they have never 
recommended the abolidon of property by means of phy- 

There is, however, scattered throughout the manu- 
facturing distriiTts, a large body of individuals, who hold 
the emit of SociaUsm to be the only true ends for which 
society ought to exist ; — yet who dissent altogether from 
the SociallsiK, as to the means, by which tlioee ends may 
he best attained. The class of men to whom we allude, 
hold that the insdtation of property never will be abo- 
lished, unless by the aid of physical force — whilst they 
hold, at the same Ume, that until the institution of pro- 
perty shall be abolished, there existg no hope of achiev- 
ing the regeneration of society. 

The physical- forje anti-property men are the real 
directors of tlie pre ^ent system of agitation ! 



'I'he opinions which these men promolgate are, by no 
means, new. Robespierre entertained, and to a certain 
extent, acted upon umitar opiniona. Anti-property doc- 
trines were actively disseminated towards the decline of 
the Roman emjiire. Amidst the wild theological dogmas 
propagated by the fil'th-monarchy men Ihreu centuries 
ago, may be traced tenets bostile to the institution of 
property. The "Socialism" of the 19th century in- 
volves, in fact, only the resurrection of certain very old 
forms of thooght. 

We have Btiempied to state dUpaseionately, what we 
believe to be the nature of that inner spirit which renders 
Chartism dangerons to the Social arrangements which 
now surround us. That spirit, we may rest a^tsured, is 
not to he riibuked, nor rendered inactive, simply by re- 
presKing outrages at Birmingham, or elsewhere, — nor 
yet by punishing the immediate authors of these outrages. 
Order must, of course, be maintained ; hut something 
more than an increase (however necessary they may be) 
in the troops of the line must be determined on, before 
Chartism shall he divested uf its terrors. 

Anti-property doctrines hB\'e recentiy found acceptance 
with the labonriag classes — because the prpperty of the 
labouring classea— their labour and ihrir slender nccumii- 
ladons — have been deprived of all security. The spirit 
of our legislation for twenty years post basbeen little else 
than a spirit of robbery. Tlius, the legislature has per- 
mitted a small band of machiDe-Owning' cajntalists to rob 
eight hundred thousand hand-loom weavers of the means 
of comfortable existence. Tbe Currency Act of 1819 
was, virtually, an act of (»>nfiBcation — an act passed by 
the legislature at the expense of the producing classes, 
solely for the benefit of money-owners, and of idle con- 
Bumers. The new poor law has despoiled the labonrera 
of Englaud of that first mortgage over tbe soO, with 
which the constitntion previously invested them. The 
new poor law is, therefore, pre-eminently an act subversive 
of the sacredness of property. The establishment of 
rulroads, again, is another revolutionary movement — a 
movement which will annihilate tens of millions of pro- 
perty, and throw out of permanent employment, tens of 
thousands of labourers, through whose ministrations the 
old system of travelling was maintained. In reviewing, 
in short, the whole course of our recent legislation, 
nothing meets the eye of the inquirer, except flagrant and 
most mischievous violations of that principle which our 
legislators affect to hold sacred — the principle of properly! 

The anti-property opimons which now find favour in 
the eyes of the poor have been generated, or, at least, 
confirmed, by the anti-property legislation of the rich ; 
and until the humble labourer shall be convinced that he 
shall not be robbed bylaw — now, of his litde accumulations 
— now, of the market for his labour — anti-property doc- 
trines will continue to diffuse themselves. If our legis- 
lators would put down ChaTtism, let them respect the 
rights of industry; — let them protect the labourer front 
crushing competition with untaxed machinery, and with 
lightly-taxed fbreignefs ; — ^let them abolish, wholly and 
unreservedly, tbe new poor law, and restore, at the same 
time, the ancient birthright of the English labourer. If, 
however, our law-makers will peniist in robbing the poor 
producer of all chance of fair remuneration for his toil, 
let our law-makers cease to wonder, if the institution of 
property shall come to be regarded with slender reverence 
by the men who are suffering, at every moment, under 
the abuses of its influences 
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CONVERT SOCIAL INSTITUTIONS INTO 
SCHOOL H.\LLS. 



The doctrine that leads the philosopher and the 
philamthTOpiat to apply all their euer^^es to realize a 
anperior state of society is more geuerally acted npoB 
than ia apparent at the first view. The richer ctusses 
of Booiety are Bcmpnlons to the bigheEt degree respect- 
ing the strangera they admit within their ciirclen; and 
if a member of their caste happens to offend the eti- 
quette of " their order," they alt agree to aiirronud him 
with new circa mstences, and " send him to Citvestry," 
and the-poor wight b eoon described as an " altered 
character; " bnt the select never for a moment suspect 
that they are the inHtmaients th it have helped to mould 
him into an altered' character. No, they button them- 
selves np in their exdusiveneas, and exclum — " There 
is no accounting for tastes." 

The influence of circamstances is powerfully seen in 
the education givai to the children of the various 
classes of society. The child must be sent to such 
schools only as poBaeea the sort of reputation required 
by the parent. Eton or Harrow, Oxford or Cambridge, 
must contribute their share in forming the character of 
those who are to be trained to be ambitions of the 
highest and richest offices in the state. If a pnpil is 
directed to apply his mind to the more osebl pnrsuits 
of science or commerce, he is educated accordingly ; 
and although the end sought is not always obtained, 
still the character required to be formed is generally 
given to the individual trained. The farmer keeps his 
eon's attention upon his crops, his tields, and fxllows ; 
the merchant forms his pupil's character upon " prices 
current," the market, and the ledger ; (he military 
man may be manu^tured at Chatham, and the sailor 
at Portsmouth. The poor man's child has his cha- 
racter formed npon the same unerring principles which 
make such a difference between him and his neighbours, 
whom he looks upon as his superiors. He is compelled 
to leave his children to acquire such habits as are 
prevalent amongst hia associaies ; if these be vulgar or 
vicions, he cannot be refined. 

In religion «e shall find (he same principle adopted: 
the Jew worships in hb synagogne, and the Gentjle in 
hb temple ; the ChnrchiDan in hb church, and the 
Mussulman in his mosque: The faith of a "Friend" 
b known by the cut of his coat, and the Turks by the 
turban. All these ontvard mgaa are hut so many 
iodicAtions of the influence of circumstances. 

There is one class in society which ought to seize 
e*erj- opportunity to put into operation this important 
principle, bat hi(iierto, it has not been either numerous, 
wealthy, or united enough to do so, as r^ards forming 
the characters of the rising generation. This class 
inclndes that portiou <^ society which, from conviction, 
feels strongly opposed to the general irrational systems 
of cramming children vrith theo-mystical doctrines that 
the teachers cannot explain, nor (be pupils comprehend. 
The children of thb class are nnfortunate as regards 
education. The convictions of their parents deter them 
from sending ihem to the mind-enslaving schools of the 
day ; and the tastes of the pnblio have not yet raised 
np those suited to their wants. 



What is the result P Children ot several persons of 
liberal opinions are deprived, tlirough moral causes, of 
the advantages of an early acquaintance with the ele- 
ments of knowledge. The writer has met with several 
instances, wherein children have not been sent to sChool, 
because all the neighbourhood have been of a sectarian 
character. Where b the remedy P itb at hand; and 
requires bnt little ezertioQ to put it into operation. Let 
every Social Institution, possessing a place to meet in, 
adopt measures for converting their lecture rooms into 
School HalU, and open In&nt and other Schools ; but 
m«re especially the former, as they will, if they become 
general, and are conducted npon right principles, force 
into general practice n more correct system ot training 
for all classes ; and thereby hasten the period when 
children shall be snrrounded with the best possible 
rangeraents, calculated to develope, and nitioually 
occupy, all the faculties, and secure to each that amount 
of happiness, of which hU nature b susceptible. 

Before, however, the education of the rising popula- 
tion can be conducted successfully upon right princi- 
ples, it must be tiased npon a general plan, in accord- 
ance with human nature ; and for this purpose, a 
central governing power is the best adapted for carrj-iu^ 
into operation such plan. Upon this ground, the 
writer deems it expedient that the Central Board adopt 
measures for establishing and superintending schools in 
connection with all the Branches capable of supporting 
these highly desirable establbhments. 

It me-y be objected, that no perfect system of educa- 
tion can be realized amidst the present highly competi- 
tive and irrational state of society. Admitted ; but, 
although all cannot be effected that is desirable, still, 
these establbhments would accomplish immense good, 
and even be inatrumeutal in destroying the evil influ- 
ences which exbt around ihem. As the schools which 
might be commenced by the Central Board would be 
open to all cIbbscb, sects, and parties, and as Ihey would 
be conducted on the most enlightened sud liberal prin- 
ciples, no doubt vast numbers would in a short time 
flock to them ; and those whose lot might he cast for 
admission into the most perfect form of school — the 
community — would be the better prepared, by previous 
training, to benefit from the influence of superior ar- 
rangements. 

One advantage of estiiblisbing schools in connection 
with the branches would soon be felt ; the parents of 
the children admitted into these institutions would feel 
deeply interested in (heir success, would vbit the festi- 
vals and lectures, and become converts and members of 
the social nnion. 

When recommending schools to be established in 
connection with the branches, the writer by no means 
contemplates such schools as bear the name in various 
parts of thb country : there b not a single institution 
that can be referred to as a model, in every respect. 

The Socialists profess to be guided by the doctrine 
that man U the creature of the circumstances by which* 
he is surrounded ; it b time, now, that they exemplify 
yhe\r faith in their worku, and surround their children 
by the best circnmstances within their power. The 
social body have (he control over several large and com- 
modious iufititutioiia, which might, with very little ex- 
pense, be converted into excellent school halls. There 
I .»re vast uuinUcrs of children who would gladly, and with 
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the consent of their pareuts, avBil themselves of these 
Bcbools. What then u wanted? Properly qualified 
and experienced teachers; persons who know their 
dut^i and have a correct appreciation of the im- 
portance of their vocation, and of the inflnence they 
possess iH tempering and monldicg the mental clay. 
Such persons are rare, and it creates a difficulty ; but 
it is a difficulty which a Utile energy would soon over- 
come. The Cestral Board should organize a Model 
Normal School, embracing all the best known systems 
of Irainii^ the human being ; and the branches capable 
of supporting a school might maintmn, for a time, a 
proper person at the model school, to be practically 
trained in the art of conveying inatructloii, Sic. In a 
few years the society might have schools in every town 
in the country ; and shortly it would be found necessary 
to or^niz« a normal school in the centre of each Mia- 
sionary district. The plan here proposed would at 
once ensure the best and moat effective means of form- 
ing the national MIND; of creating the tvill of the 
next generation, to adopt measures for the general 
practice of the social economy. SOCIUS.

In cases of 
this sort few things are clearer than that the party avowing such 
obnoiioos opinions must have some respeel for hi« word, and some 
regard (or truth, orolherwiae it would be easy lo purchase hie freedom 
by denying and disguising his opinions on a future state. It must be 
n bud law that cither finds such men as Connard lian and hypocrites, 
or leaves them so. Such a hiw is objectionable on the broad gronnd, 
that it holds out a premium upon the profcsdon of a particular b' lief, 
EUid is ;irD (onto a treason s^inst truth. A hollow conformity alone 
is puRhased, and the price paid for it ii freedom of inquiry, which it 
discoumges. 

The ends of justice ire frcquendy defoated by the consdenliona 
objections of witnesses to take an oath. The Lcgislaton has per- 
mitted Quakers and Moravians lo substitute a declantiou in its place ; 
but has refused to allow other religionists who may have similar 
objectinnB a likepririlege. In both cases n great princi[^ is involved, 
which the Upper Branch of the Legishiture ia not yet prepnred to 
carry out It ia, however, emelging notaelasaly into day. The &iat 
Borealis-like blushes of light which break the dawn have been dimly 
seen. Presently the sun will rise. When it does the acts of the 
Legislature will not be found at issue with their prtrfesssions. The 
testimony of men who cDnseientiously object to an oath, and those 
who do not believe in a future stale, will then be received in our 
Courts of Justice.

We know nolhiug of Ule nuu

Charles. — In reBuming the conversation we for- 
merly held, da not imagine that I am actuated by any 
light and pnerile intention, to supply myself with a 
theme to excite the laugh or the idle jest of my sex at 
the expense of youra. Believe me, I have learned that 
in this " diurnal aphere" of ours, woman's power, her 
agency and assistance are of too paramotmt an im- 
portance to be regarded otherwise than with the most 
serions consideration. 

Mary. — It is nuneoessary, 1 assure yon, to repeat 
the words. I have never felt the least inclined to 
repress the utterance of my thoughts from feara of such 
a kind. What ia there in the ridicule of Euch minds, 
in reality, to excite them ? Tbe laugh, though it were 



heard from "Indus to the pole/' cannot drowu the 
voice ot truth that pleads from within and around ns ; 
nor the most expert Jest framed out of the whole vocab- 
ulary of words either arrest the existence, or suspend 
tbe operation, of any one of nature's laws. And it ia 
to these we have to direct our attention; tbe levity of 
can fiimiah na no assutance in such a etodv. It 
be contemplated only with r^ret, aa an evidence 
of a low atate of human character, that loudly calls for 
' Jvation and improvement. 

Charles. — I am glad to hear yon speak thus : as 
among the many wrong impreaaiona instilled into the 
female mind not the least fraoght with evil in their 
sequences, are those that lead woman to regard herself, 
individually and collectively, as greatly the inferior of 
man : and thtis to stand in awe and dread of his 
ure or animadversion. At a period of life the most 
necessary for her to form correct opinions for her 
future conduct, does a thought arise in her brain, clear 
and distinct, and productive of future good as it may 
be, she dares not entertain it for more than the passing 
moment, lest it should interfere with the notions and 
habits which have received the sanction and approval 
of the other eex. This ia a melancholy reflection, but 
I believe it a true one. The original and beautiiril 
distinctiona in mind and feeling, a delightful provision 
of nature to insure an endleas variety of pleasure in 
human intercourse, are lost to ns ; and an artificial 
meaa is discernible in the manners, mode of think- 
ing, &c., &c., of each particular cIeiss of females. 

Mary. — I have long conceived there to be less of 
individual character in our sex than in yours. The 
approbativeness of woman has been, I think, too much 
excited ; her self-esteem too little cured for. She 
requires to think more highly ot herself; to estimate 
more truly the value of her sex. A confidence in one's 
own worth is certainly essential to insure the practice 
of virtue and the enjoyment of happiness; and to 
inspire that confideuce, a certain degree of independ- 
ence in thought and action are indiapensibly necessary. 
Woman is denied this inestimable privilege ; ahe treads 
along the path man has traced out for her, nor ventures 

'nquire for herself if the thorns and bmmblea that so 
itinually interrupt her might not be removed, for 
fear man should rtuse hb voice and aay, that in so 
doing she exceeds the province of her eex. 

Charles. — This is an evil that can and mnst be 
remedied with the utmost possible certainty and cele- 
rity. Society has hitherto considered it a first duty to 
allow man tha fall direction of its powers, to the entire 
exclnaion of woman. The crisis has now arrived 
wherein society may very easily be made to perceive 
the error of which it has been guilty in making this 
exclusion. Is it not highly requisite that at this par- 
ticular period, tbe gentler and purer sympathies of our 
nature should be brought into usefiil and active service? 
And la it not worthy a serious inquiry, whether, jf 
mankind had been instmcled to love and to feel for 
each other ; our social machinery wonld present the 
impaired and truly wretched appearance it now does ? 
I do believe, from my heart, if instead of forcing man 
to dislike and to injure his fellow-creatures, the latter 
mode had been adopted, and each mind have enjoyed, 
and shared with others, its own individual sensations, 
the world would not now have to seekj as for a treasure 
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it hnd never known, and to poaaeaB whicb Batnre bad 
implanted a umilar desire in all, tbe boon of happinesa. 

Mary. — 1 admit the tmtb of wbat ;on bave sud : 
but bow ia the " perilons atnff " that now rankles in tbe 
inmost core of society to be cleared 00*, and an inter- 
change of the kindlier feelinga between man and man, 
to be brought abont ? 

Charles. — By the aid of woman. To establish in 
the general mind a knowledge of the real necessity of 
SDch aid, has become now an object of no Hitle im- 
portance. It is to woman we must owe the introduction 
of that fine sense of human weal, and that richneaa of 
affection, that woald lead its possessor in the sympathy 
of bid refined nstnre, to ahnuk Irom, as well as to be 
keenly uuaceptible of, the error of giving pain to 
another. There ia no man that I bave ever known, 
great aa his intellect, expansive as bis philauthropby 
and benevolence may have been, whose manners and 
whose conduct can bear abont with them the charm, or 
produce the benefit that women capacitated for the 
task, — tbe fnllness of which I am unable to describe, 
but hope that all, in the «lence of their hearts, may 
feel and nuderstand, — that women in the depth, purity, 
and intensity of their feelings, would not render doubly, 
aye, and more than donbly, beneficial to their species 1 

Mary.— Think not that I am insensible to the 
import of your worda ) or that I would not hail 
appearance, and rejoice to become tbe hamble and 
sincere imitator and follower, of one of many snch 
females as yon have now described ; when I aak, where, 
in what quarter of the globe, must we search for these 
beaatifully organized minds ? Not snrelv anwDg our- 
selves, where they are kept down to an almost Lillipu- 
tian standard ? — and where freedom of thought, ai 
observatioa upon the facts that exist, are so early 
crushed, and so severely punished by society in the 
spirit of its persecnliou and oppres-iioa towards females? 
And, oh ! how few are there of the other sex, who have 
penetrated sufficiently to discover how profound is the 
ignorDuce in which the lar^ mass of the sex are kept ! 
aud fewer still among those who profess to ** know 
enough toleel for os," will be found prepared to make 
the sacrifice which the remoi-al of that ignorance will 
ccrtaiidy demand. Many are the centuries in which 
man has lived, learning and studying, yet he has not 
acquired suE&cient knowledge from the book of wisdom 
to lead him to regard with charitableness the errors 
and mistakes, however they may be caused, of those 
whom he has the power lo punish aud oppress. 

Charles. — Was I not fully convinced of the con- 
trary, I could infer from your last observations that 
you imagined, in respect of woman aud her present 
condition, that 

" Mnn*! TMj iijnimthy wilh their eitste, 
Hu much of KlfiBhneH and more vniprdon.** 

However, I freely exempt you from auoh a charge. I 
know that your deaire for the improvement of your sex 
haa existed too long, and is of too ardent a nature to 
be thus suddenly extinguished. Nor do I think yon 
will deny credence to the sincerity of the hope now 
existing in many minds, that woman will aronse the 
energy she undoubtedly possesses, and employ it in her 
ovn and her sex's wel&re. Do not believe this hope 
ia enjoyed by a very fewj all men who Idok at the 



present threatening aspect of affeirs, must perceive 
that the energies of both sexea firmly and strictly united 
in one determined course of action, can alone aecnre to 
the people that virtue and happiuess, for the want of 
which society ia now tossed about lite a bark upon an 
angry sea. There is no morality to pilot it on its way, 
and every spot haa its beacon in evidence that ship- 
wreck and misery will he its destruction, if it venture 
there. It is now, therefore, that those who know the 
cause of the storm that thua agitates and alarms, should 
bring forward ihe remedy they are convinced will allay 
and disperse it, aud point out the harbour for its 

Mary. — I did not before understand yon ; I wos 
fearful that you wished the interests of woman to be 
treated as a separate and distinct queation from those 
of man: a plan which appears to me fraught with 
difficulty and dangerous in the extreme. Man would 
not lend hia assistance to woman, if in the claims she 
wishes to obtain, she were to declare herself as entitled 
to particular privileges quite independent of his own. 
This is the rock on which man himself haa split ; every 
approach to which must be carefully guarded against. 
Past errors have been the consequence of past igno- 
rance ; let our present knowledge be the harbinger of 
future good : aud in no manner can it be ao truly testi- 
fied as by permi'iing the sympathies of woman to have 
their dne and proper influence, along wilh the political 
energies of man, in improving and re-niodelling society. 
Von now see that 1 perfectly agree with you, and 1 am 
almost surprised that 1 should scppose a reflecting 
mind like yoors could come to any other conclusion. 
But when I think of the many obi^tacles that will pre- 
vent the exercise of those kindlier feelings, I am nwdy 
to desp^. 

Charles. — I pray yon say nef so. The incalcn- 
lable loss that society susttuns in being deprived of one 
half of its regenerating powers, is now beginning to be 
felt; and it cannot, nor will not, end here. Each sex 
must remember what they bave done, and what they 
have to perform. In the words of an eloquent writer — 
"Men have made women what they are. Good 
heaven 1 when I see in them so many noble germs ; so 
much latent tenderness ; so much pure enthosiaam ; so 
dii'ine a fOTgetfulness of self ; and when, owing to the 
corruption of society, these very qualities are too often 
rendered only dangerous to their possessor, 1 cannot 
too deeply lament, that women do not themselves, 
instead of hu^ng their fetters, unite for their emanci- 
pation ; instead of puling abont domestic virtue and 
retiring simplicity, I grieve that they do not totally 
enquire— Why it is that it has been made peri'ous in 
them to cultivate theii reason and exert thdr talent? 
Why is it only in proportion as they shut up their 
intellect, that they are safe from ridicule, or free from 
slander? Turkey has its seraglio for the person, 
bnt custom, in Europe, has also a seraglio for tbe 

Mary.— T thank you, and wish yon farewell. I can 
only say that I sincerely hope our wishes may sgou be 
in a coorse of fruition ; and the aspect of society be 
one of intelligence, industry, mondity, and virtno ; 
resnlling from the happy condition of iMth sexea.

Banniita had dedained at gnat length a^jainit Mr. Ovca> 
views on dii* anbjeet, and read tooM pMBige* whkh be tbon^t bora 
out hia view of the matter, without making mitch impRMon co the 
audience; when he dedarad that " he had then his hand upooBpatiage 
which was ao awfully obiceiH, to disguatingly filthy, that he could 
not think of polluting the eon of a chriatian aucUencc by trading it." 
(Thii waa oftar he had eihautted the Toeabulary of the tvqthoL} 

\\'e_ immediately demanded thai the poasage ihould be read — and, 
backed by our fne^dl^ in spite of equirocntioni and subterfogei, we 
compelled him to read IL He put on an appropriate faae ; md it 
with due itiScetion and getticiilutionn, while every car was open — and 
the ladies fltcoa down — all present expecting loiearaomething horribly 
outiageont ; but aa ho procsedcd^-the beauty of the language, the 
purity of the ■enumeiita, the truth of the principles contained in tfio 
pauage, breathed thdr own purity through the aatenbly ; btod* aiul 
eye* w-eriB alike nuied, and the conduaion of the pataige waa met by 
an eiclnniation of " vanv udod I'' followed by loud and nptaions 
cheering, in the ruidtt of which the speaker atood aghast and ^s- 
mayed. The impurity wa* in his own depraved conception*, and hii

Tell 
(bcB that the Qaeen ionolalon* in her " eountenanee at the (bander 
of Socialim ;" that her hthcr wna hia warm frimd and diaripts ; that 
Lotd LJTetpod^ gOTNunmit wat mME friendly to hia principle* and 
plana ; that Dr. Mannm Sutton, Lord Archbiahop o( Canterbury, 
(Uatriboled AM copiei of Mr. OwenS New Views of Soeietj among 
hit cleig7, in tiAen of hii " coontenance" tB theae Tiewi ; thai the pre- 
aent Empenu of Ruaia waa Hr. Owen^ gneat and friend ; that the 
Kingof Pnuaia tent him an antogra^rii letter, ili«nv;ng him fw hii 
plan for tcboola ; that the King of Bararia, Prince Mettemicb, Baron 
Hombnldt, the Prime Minialer of Pnuaia, and onr Ambaaaodon at ihe 
eoartt of Berlin and V'iciuu, rccciTed and enlertsined him noal gn- 
doiuly daring hii late amtincntal tear ; and aluo, that the Preaidenti 
of Ameiiaa, for the laat half century, and eapecioUy Mr. Van Buren, 
the prsaent Pleudeat, hafe aH been hit coufidcutial friend*. TeQ 
them this, Mr. Dibdin, and you will be telling much leat than the 
truth. Tell iheni, alwj, that Mr. Oven ii eminently attnclire in the 
•ociety of ladiea ; and that the pnreit and moat delicate mind will 
Dcier feel either by word, look, or action, aught derogatory to the dig- 
niif of human nature, while in hia company ; toy alio, that while he 
has labouied much for the emancipation of man fr'om error and miaerj'i 
he haa done ao much more for the rploaae of woman from civil, political, 
and domeatic tbrery, and their clo'ation morally, mentally, and phy- 
ikally, to be the enlightened, free, and happy companiona of man, 
inMtad of the domeatic dradgea and playthinga for whiling away an 
idle hour with, which they ore now made.

Since the ealabUthment of 
Christianity, what nnmbera of political change* have taken place, and 
bov hw hare been (he change* in the domeitic and aodal economy of 
tn anki n J. Religioua controTcniet, and religtoaa irara, which have 
made earth and hearen reiODnd with thdr noise, ha>e not been even 
able to eatabljah in the priTale fuoily economy of their diiputoota * 
diflecenoe at all to be compared with (he diaparity of their rival creedi. 
Amidit llie cTcilaating mntuiont of empire* and kingdomi, the loctal 
code haa msiined almoet uniibrm, and if it have made any pngreia, 
H i* owing more to the inBuence of diauoverioa in phyaical acienee, 
than to the efiort* of SocibI Refbrmera. Twenty centtiriei, and aix 
•Qcoearin eonqiieita have not been able to eradicate the Hindoo law 
with its aanguinary cn*toiiu, and reTtdting mt^ories ; and even the 
daily contact of driliied Enropeuis have not been able to penetrate 
the mane and ferociona character of the Mnsselmao." 

Thus, wherever we look — on whaterer people wb fix onr regards, 
we find a princii4e of fixity in the aodal economy, and it ia only by

Poneaaed of an oiganiation naturally inicep- 
rconrae with society, he apiiean 
M hare ai^fuired a calm and reaerved air of abetraedon, which might 



ham euaUed him to paaa through the jonmey of life unnoticed and 
■ncaad far, wen it not for the miaaion he undertook to fulfil, and by 
which he ha* jnctly acquired the titta of (he {bonder of Sodalian in 
France. FotTUUtlited aa the world, but was not o/the worid. A 
man of doae obaerration and acute judgment ; he walked through 
aeaiety without mixing with it. Like a tiuTeller yiaiting a etrange 
land, he took notea of every thing he MW. He wept over the misery 
irhidi anrreundedUm— he sympsthiied deeply with the aufferizigi of 
hnmanity— be traeed the canaea which jnoduced thfm, and found, to 
his infinite joy, that they were not tnddibly imprinted in the coniti- 
(atiDn of the univcm, and that ignorance alone was the preToilitig 
oiwe of misery. Having discovered the came of evil, he planned, 
with aitomdiing penererancB, the remedial ayitem, which he advo- 
'■M — and uabiended by a angle human being, hut scofied at by all, 
he prodaimed it to his fellow dtiienB ; and that ayatem which was 
Gut baked upon contemptttonily by all, now attracts the bmnrable 
re^rds of nme of every dais of society in France, from tite working 
•ortiaan of the shop, to Louis Paiupra and JUa nu, n fb pdaa of 
the TtiBotea. Two beta anh an inddible impmoon on the oig>- 
niMtion of FonmixK. The first oceirred when he wa» five ymra of 
ag*. He wia in hi* &ther^ shop when' a euatomcr was making por- 
chasBh Aa truth wia not atrictly adhered to in deuribing thff 
qnalitiaa of the artidea; littl* Fouun, with all the aimplitity of 
dMdhood, nntntdieted the &laehooda which the ibopman uttered, and 
nvaalcd to the cnatomer the fraud which was prKtiaed upon him.

The ingentotis artificers, to whom the ancitnt world 

IB indebted for the bleesiDgs of Celestial ONistance, took 
care to eodoi* (heir pretended Deities with atbribntcB con- 
genial to the taste of the Devotees; they were alito 
allowed to ohey the same influences, to feel influenced by 
the same passions, to eudare the same triaU and vexations, 
to engage in the sntne outrages, cabals, and hoedlitiee, 
uad when conflicting tribes cama to be united nther by 
conquest or alliance, their Gods were permitted to share 
the advantage, ceased their dissention, formed the same 
Iriendly union, and cordially partook umongst them the 
invocauoDS, the hotannahB, and the smoke. What, upon 
such occaaous, became of the costly afferings, the gold 
and pTedo<u stones, is a mystery I have not yet ohtained 
permission to reveal ! 

The reridenje of the Gods varied its locaRry, •!», 
with the changing conation of Booety. At fiiM, 11 WB* 
in desert islands, in the deep glo<nn of foreela, in cavoiu, 
grottoes, and consecrated groves ; then in magnificmt 
temples, seated on lofty hilk ; thea npon mountain tops 
" The thnndenn at, where high (Xympui alwaqd* 
His hundred heads in heavm, and prop* the douda." 

Their next remove was into the " Starry Simons" 
(where sevend of them had worlds of thdr own) from 
whence, '^ in' Rome's beet days," a large Covey ftgun die*- 
cended, took up thdr abode in the Pantheon, and were, 
by the piety of Conatantine the Oreat and taa devout 
assistAnts, convo-ted, at last, into Chrtatiaii Seinta, or, at 
least, baptised with ihmr names. 

During these vidsHtndes, it was ohviotia to many, who 
wished to profit by the (Uscovery, that the glory of the 
immortal phantoms was pumoted much faster by tbe 
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prompt acquiescence of credulity, tban by ihe alow and 
caatioos detenninadons of reason, and they exercised no 
small ability to bring the latter qaatity into oonteiiipl and 

They began by filling tbe minds of cbildren with 
tmpentitionB terrors ; incongmoQB notions were next in- 
etiiled, irlucb contradicted the evidence of all their 
senses ; these notions were enjoined as matters of belief ; 
absnrd ceremonies, expecaive and unnatural rites estab- 
lished upon B'Jcli creeds as dirine ordinances, were then 
enforced as indispensable duties : neglect of these duUes 
never failed to incur some grierous c^amity, either public 
or privat?, unless divine wrath could be averted by a 
costly atonement made through the agency of the Priest, 
By BDCh artftll contriTancw (which were conntenanced by 
those whom the ignorant multitude held in respect and 
Teneradon) the human mind was rendered so imbecile 
that no fiction was too gross for belief-~iio condnst too 
revolting for practice ; faith was sobatitnted for righteous- 
ness — children were sacrificed for the offences of their 
parents, and nations for the sins of their rulers: in a word, 
credolity prevailed and reaaou was extingniihed by the 
fogs of saperstitioD. 

It is worthy of note that the most efficient agents in 
estahlishing thin system of delusion were not the dignified 
Exarchs and High-Priesta, who rolled about in sacredotal 
pomg to dazzle and stuplfy the vulgar, but men of hamble 
pretensions and modext deroeanor, who mixed familiarly 
with the people, shared their sympathiea and feelings, 
amused the youngsters with fables of apparitions, and 
tales of miraculouB favours, toyed with the virginsj 
gofisipped with tbe wives about the adventures of Venus, 
Leda and lo, got tipsy and gamed with the husbands, 
and having insensibly led them into vice and profligacy, 
turned s&ddenly round, repented hitleriy, shaved their 
heads and pot on sack doth ; and thus obttdned, after 
death, rank among the demi-gods, or a crown of itnmorl 
glory. Their old dissolute associates were sometimes 
toncb edified by these pions examples as to bequeath tht 
worldly wealth to temples and altars, and leave th( 
wives and families to the care of those merdfiil beneficieDt 
powers whose interests they bad so care thlly promoted. 

I'he iostitntionB a^ribed to Moses seem, nnder this 
point of view, rither defective as compared with those of 
his heathen progenitors. By secoring to his own tribe all 
the advantages of piety and holiness, he separated its 
membeia from the common people, and thus rendered 
thtnr pecadilloes more obvious, odious, and unpopular than 
they otherwise might have been. It was probably this 
ctrcnmstaiice, joified to the abaence of all reversionary 
hopes in a life to come, that made the children of Israel 
•o proDe to go whoring after other Gods, and 
•ome affirm, hecanse the Pagan won^ip was more attrac- 
tive and economical ; for to judge from the enormous 
wealth, said to be frequently abstracted from the temples 
M Babylon, Heliopolw, Delphos, &c., the. Pagan priest- 
hood must have been nearly a match for the Hebrew, ' 
rapacity and extortion ! ! 

Deplorable as all such abuses must appear to those who 
have recovered the right use of reason, still, when it u 
cousidered that these are the very means by which power- 
liil armies have been urged along their reustless career of 
plunder, and devastation and the revenues of mighty 
nations Uins rendered aabservtent to charity and holiness, 
it is not earprising that human frailty should have yielded 



often to the temptation, and consented to invoke aseiet- 
ce, whose only object was to deceive and mislead their 
lows ; nevertbelesa, we are assured by modern Divines, 
that our Catholic as well as onr Pagan ancestors were 
deluded into the worship of those helpless non-existent 
phantoms by the promptings of the Evil Spirit ; but it 
seems roo^e charitable to suppose that the author of thoae 
delusions most have been the self-aame spirit with that 
by which they themselves are prompted, inasmuch, as in 
both cases, the consequences are exactly the same, both 
to the teacher and the disciple. How long this harassing 
probation must continue before it can matore the faculties 
our refractory and disobedient race, is difficult, even 
surmise. Faint rays and feeble corruECations begin to 
dapple the mental horizon ; but whether there are to be 
regarded as frightful omens, or, as tho dawn'of a glorious 
day, will perhaps depend on the wise determination of 
those few enlightened jninds, to whose care, at the present 
time, the balance, which contains the destinies of Europe, 
has been entrusted ; perhap, on the single consideration 
of whether they shall be permitted to place in one of its 
scales a sufficient portion of justice and intelligence to 
counterpoise the selfishness and fanaticism which now 
terate in the other, X. 



AGRICULTURAL CLASSES. 



To the Editor of ike New Moral ff^orU. 

Dear Sir, — Considering it the duty and interest of 
the Socialists, both individually and collectively, to 
scqnire a knowledge of those snbjecta which will have 
the beat practical tendency, in inaoring the anccees of 
the great object for which they ere associated — the 
emancipation of the hnman race from their present 
enslaved condition, bythemeansof Commnnities, such 
as they contemplate ; I beg, throngh the medium of the 
New Moral fforld, to recommend to their attention the 
advantages they would derive by the eBtablisbment, in 
each Branch, of a Class or Classes, for the attainment 
of a knowledge of Agriculture. In my opinion, few 
Idnds of knowledge are more immediately adapted to 
aid them in their endeavonrs, than by acquiring all 
poanble information of this most important and neces- 
sary branch of prodnction. 

It ii an ofdnion, I believe, generally snbacribed to 
throDghont "the body," that Agriculture must form 
the basis of our arrangements ; and. as a conscqnenoc, 
it demands a counderable share of our attention. It 
is, therefore, desirable that as large an amount of infor- 
mation on the subject ahonld be obtained as present 
drcnmstancee will allow. By there being formed in 
each Branch, at least, one Class for the purpose, a very 
considerable amonnt of valuable information would be 
obtained ; which would materially aid in ^Ying suc- 
cess to the experiments contemplated. I am aware, 
that, sitoated aa are a large majority of onr friendn at 
present, it would be dimcult for them to gain little 
more than a knowledge of the theory ; hnt even this 
would be of vast importance ; for when individuals ara 
called from their present situations, to take an active 
part on the " Land," the informatioii thus previously 
ftoquired, will serve aa the basis for a more strong and 
extended knowledge of the pursuit; as they, at least, 
will know something of the nature of tbe soU on which 
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they rtiid tlieuMclics Utiitetl — its pro}'eriies — iiowers ol' 
proclnctioii — tlie (niality aud quuutitj' of mmiiite rt- 
Utiired — aud for wbat kiii'l of vejjetables it iu pic-HHurlj- 
adupled. Thej- would probably know Uie best mode 
of culrii'ating tlie varioiia kiuda of ve^tetublert : the art 
of gatheriug aud jireaerviug the ditTereut binds of aeedtj ; 
and, wbat is of great importance, a kiiowledge of the 
tools aud implecnents best adapted Jbr their operatious. 
Thia, aud a qiwntity of other uecessiry iiiforuintiou, 
which would be acqnired by the plan suggested, would, 
to some extent, prepare the individuals for the employ- 
ment; the course of slody they have been pursuing 
will have familiariijcd their miuds to it, aud produced 
a taste for it, which will render the difficulties Jirst »t- 
teudin^ it lem irksome; thus euubling them to effect a 
frrcMter riddance of work, and with more pleuaure to 
themfwlves; besides subtracting from the difficulties of 
the Managers. These, nud other advautages, which it 
would be supertiuoHH to mention, appear to me to ren- 
der the suggestion worthy the conaidemlioii of each 
purticnlar Brauch ; as it offers a number of udvaiitiiges, 
without oue counteract iug disadvantage. 

In paining a knowledge of llie subject, of course encb 
class would pursue tliose measures best adupttd to their 
circomstances, but the following meiius would no 
doubt be within the compass of all, (.Ibtain by pur- 
cliHse, or otherwise, some or all ot the best works on 
the subject, that are now pviblished or publishing, by 
joint aiibscription ; let tliose persons having the moat 
iRisnre, <ir possessing the greatest degree of order, select 
from the fields or gardens, specimens of soils, vege- 
tables, seeds. &c. ; and those the best adapted, could 
explain and describe iheni. Lectures might occasion- 
ally be given, either by a member, or, wUeu advisable, 
by a pnitessioual lecturer, illustrated by specimens and 
experimeuts. Some of the touutrj- branches would be 
enabled to extend tiieir operations j et farther, by hiring 
a plot of ground, and, at their leisure, mHking them- 
M>;lves acijuainied with the prailiie, as well us the 
iheury, of the pursuit; thvia increawug their knowledge, 
improving their health, and adding to their enjoyments. 

Hoping that the above suggestions may meet with 
the approbation o£ yourself and the Society to which I 
have the satisfaclion to belong,

It ii [ileUfint (0 Dhacrre the gmdnsl admisuoa in influenlinl qimrten, 
of th< trutha which wc have long been eiigngcd in eipbining and 
defending ngninM npatbf, initconception, nod hna^ilj. It It true 
then admUsiani are made a^eringly, and not witbout mimj nudiblc 
binta of the reluctance which accompaniet them — mingled with ttiecn 
at that portion o[ out riewa, which for the ^me being, they refuse tn 
acknowledge. Bui we can wnll lor their entire convenion, and pa- 
tiently read and amite at the fretful manirciiUtion* of their diapleiuun 
at being compeltcd (o Bkandon old opiniona. 

The Morning Chronicle contnini in n recent leading article, 
corious illnitnliona of this feeling. The writer aaya, 

" There ia much which, were it aetabout iHtcllip?ntly and enni 
the working c1b» might Hnompli.ih lowardt the nmclioration 
condition without nny aid irnm the Legislature. Speaking con 
tiTcly, then ia prDbablj, in no claw >o large n wnete of the rncam ui 
tiibajalence and enjoymenc. The blundering phihinlhiopy whicli pclta 
the bnlwark* of society with the principle of co-opcralinn, might hnvc 
applied ita trad to better purpose, in the pmctical application of that 
principle to eiia^g nrmngcmcnta. Thousands of work people 
easily be found, whoae present eipeudititre might mliu a third 
than ila prescDt result, in the articles of food, clothing, aad lodging, 
merely by tho advuntnge of combination. Co-op lation in expend' 
ia free from the most fomiid.ible difticultiea that attend co-operatic 
production : and would be practically equivalent to thatadviuicc of wages 
which itia utter folly to auppoae that legal enactment can crcr enforce.'' 

The " working class" haxe not wailed S)t the otack of the Momisi 
Cinmicle to tell them how much it might " accompliah towordi thi 
amelioration ofiu condition without any aid finm the Legiilature.** 
A portion of that clou in connexion with a few of the more liberal 
and enlightened of other cIbsks, hare for nearly thice years, been 
"intelligently and eonieatJy'' labouring for thia " amelioration^ and 
it nppeara to us that they ore much more " intelligent" on the subject 
than the " Cbronicie -," eixn if wc put aside onr conviction, that the 
" intelligence" It now evinces on theanbjeeC ia, originally gleaned fnim 
them ; for prcrioua to their exertions for creating a public opinion in 
&Tour of " the principle of eo-opcralion ;" the Chronicle troubled ila 
readen very little upon the subject As it has, however, evidently been 
learning from the "working clou" in this mpect, it might have hern 
expected that the humility of the neophyte sbonld chamcterise its 
lucubrationR, and we might have been apBied the fling at " blundering 
philanthropy." The pupil can Karcely be expected to know so well 
oa the tcachm', whether or not Iha " leal" could be " applied to better 
purpoaes" than it haa been. 

Wc are ready to admit that the " advantagci of csmbination" in 
the matter of " expenditure" for domestic purpoln, would be great ; 
but we demur to the validity of the assertion that co-operation in ex. 
pendituro is Etee ham the fbimidablc difficulties that attend cs-opem- 
tjon in production. The n riler boa not condescended to state what 
. these " formidable difficulties" ore, and wc see much more formidable 
difficnltiea to carrying out the former, under " existing arrongemcnli" 
than the accompliahiiKnt of the latter, by the creation of new orrangc- 
nicntt, hosed npon true prindples bMb of pn>duction and distribution. 
The Editor of the Clmntcle like all the half informed writers of the 
school of Economists to which he belongs, arecompletely in the darV aa 
to what these principles are, oa ia evinced by hia talk about the 
■'nllcr folly of a legislative enactment for an "advance of wages." This 
passage, in bet, only shows the confuuon that eiiala in the nritor's 



ideas upon the subject and the necessity of his studying it a little mote 
deei4y, before he ventures again to write upon it. 

We have said that many "formidable dIfRculties" prevent the appli- 
cation of the principle of co-openilion in domestic eipenditnn under 
" existing anongementa ;" some of these are to bo found in the varin- 
ble nature of the employments of the poor, which are most nn&voor- 
ablc (0 the fomuilion of anypemiaiiCTi or extensive plans ; and which, 
if formed, would be liable lo speedy destruction, from change of situa- 
tion, want of employment, and the various mulationa, to which all 
workmen ore subject under " ciisling nrrangeraents." It is evident, 
that domestic associations for united expenditure could iMver reme- 
dy the cvibi arising &xim these souraea ; and those who are best 
BCijuaiDteil with these classes, who know, as the writer of these re- 
marks knows, from severe suffering and procticnl experience, how 

tainancc of such establishment!, out ulone estimate the full force of the 
objection. Under the most fevourable aspect of the cose, tbcae advan- 
tagea could only be porticipnted in by a comparatively amall aeclion of 
the working-claH, and that lection, too, the one least in wont of the 
change ; namely, those in settled situations, and with settled incomes. 
The Bcheme of the Chronicle, ihercfbrr, would leave the nuisa of luf- 
fering untouched. It is neither more nor less than a stop-gnp, a skin' 
deep remedy, unworthy the attention of a sound philoiopher ; in shorti 
a suggestion of " blundering philanthropy," which doe* more credit lo 
the zeal tba) the knowledge of ita propouuder. 

"Co-operation in expenditure" muetjWiou', notpremfc, "Co-opem- 
tion in prodnction." It is a trite old proverb, which Iclla ua not to 
" aell chickens before they an hatched ;" and, it is obvious, that peo- 
ple must get before they can ipmt If the principle of aasociation is 
bencEcud in the one case, it mnat be equally ao in the other ; and no 
objection can be urged, which is not calculated to cut both ways. To 
attempt any extended operations on the plan of the CAronicU, would 
be like a performanea of" Hamlet," with the part of Hamlet omitted ; 
oil that is really valuable in the principle of co-opciation would Ife 

It ia remarkable that the &ets which an now in existence to pror^ 
the fiicilitica and benefits of " co-operation in production" an paa^d 
over in entire ulonce by our Economists. We are told that the 
Shnkera and Rnppiles an poor ignorant fiinnlic* — their singularities 
are animadverted upon, and the ridicule of the world copiously 
?red npon them ; but of the &cta respec^ng their mode of unitiva 
r, and ita beneficial results, little is aaid ; — these results an 
uniformly admitted, but no investigation of their causes with a view 
the adoption of similar exertion^ accompanied by the exclusion of 
the objectionable parts of their Institutions, ever takes pUce. 

The loinl g1!:nmering of light which seems to have dawned upon the 
C%n>nidt is not yet sufficient to dispel the illusions in which he, io 
on with sU our political Journalists is enveloped. After having 
hinted in the manner we have seen at the institulion of these domestic 
isbments, he goes on to talk in the usiuU strain about " Cora 
," " Ballot," " Extension of the Suffinge," and other .popular 
fallacies which delude nil cliuwca of so called refoimen at the pnsent 
day : and which if effected, would still leave the source of socia, 
distraction and unhappiness untouched. 

The exertions of the Socialists will howeicr speedily dispel the 
'formidable difficulties" which present themselves to the imagination 
if the Editor of the nnmirli: ; and we hope that he will then give ns 
IS earnest and icalous an advocacy of united Ubonr — aa he has now 
done of iiniteil cipendiiute.

NATIONAL EDUCATION. 



ff^eekly Dinpalch. 
Some ccuturiea hence, if iu the interval the world is 
not destroyed bj' fire, or if the inillenium is uot eatab- 
litihed, or if some one of the many dozen prophecies 
be uot at liist realiaed, it is reasonable to Buppose that 
history may form a branch of education, whether it be 
national, or a nti' nation ul, public or private. It may 
be useful at this moment to anticipate a few questions 
and answers betweeu a master and his pnpil. If it be 
asked, " M'Lat made the English in the nineteenth cen- 
tury preserve an atrocious law of divorce favouring 
matrimuuial iiitidetity, and all thiiigs flagitiously im- 
inoral?" The answer must be— " Religion !" If it 
be asked, " Why ou this subject slionld there have been 
one law for the rich and another for (he poor, and why 
fhonld a rich man, without the Bli^htest reference to 
the menu of the case, obtain a divorce by paying- 
enormoQS fees to certain rascally officen of Parliameut 
for a mockery aud mummery of a trial, while a poor 
man or n-onian unable to pay the fees, upon the most 
substautial iiicrila of the cane, could obtain no divorc-e 
whatever?" Here again we should have the answer 
" Religion. "' The C'alhuHcs miike matrimony a Sacra- 
ment ; the Protestants say it in not a. Sacrament, but 
a thing a:icred ; but both agree thai ou the most in- 
famous terms the union is either iudimioluble, or as 
fragile an glas9, according to the fee-paying capacities 
of the parties. What is CUrislianily with one, is anti- 
Christianity with the other ; but it is Christianity with 
both to have one law for the rich and another for the 
poor. A moral education, a ditTusIoQ of knowledge, 
would soon explode such infernal pricstcruft, and there- 
fore do the clergy of both creeds oppose all education, 
unless it consists in prejudices favounble to such 
doctrines. The querist or master might next ark, 
" Why the English in the nineteenth century preserved 
many boudred of the most odious Courts which set 
all principles of justice at defiance, and inflicted dread- 
ful miseries upon individuals, and a general injury upon 
soeiety ?" The answer would be " These Courts were 
CMlled ecclpsiastic^I, sud held tn be BRcred out of a 



regard for religion." The pupil mij^t be questioued 
" Why iD 80 advanced a stage of society as that of 
1839, laws were opposed for the Reformalioti of ihe 
Church with reference to the moet enormous abuses r" 
This question would again be met by the word 
" Religion." The pupil would have to answer, " the 
Bishops poseesfed their power from Ood by divuie 
right, and were therefore above all law, and cliumed 
the privilege of reforming themselves, an office agaiiipt 
which they most HoJemnly set their faces." If alter a 
vast number of such qaestiona it were asked " Why 
the English should have such a hatred against the im- 
provement of the understanding, aud such a love of 
brutal ignonince?" the answer would again be " Re- 
ligion — knowledge was considered as dangerous, and 
ignorance as favourable, to religion, and, therefore, the 
country resisted the introduciiou of National Edu- 
cation." Let us suppose the master to say, " What iu 
the name of heaven could this wonderful religion be — 
which religion was it that inflicted so nianj' turves ou 
the country, and sobrutalised the people and dirgracfd 
their chanicter?" The student might reasonably 
answer, " I really cannot tell, for there were at least 
fifty religions in the market, and nobody could deter- 
mine which was the best, which the worst, which was 
the true or false, or which was good, bad, or iudifi'ereut ; 
hut the followers of the fifty, or rather the hundred, 
religions, concurred in one thing, and only one thing — 
namely, the whole of them collectively, and ^ach indi- 
vidually, depend upon a spirit of peiMcution, and 
upou keeping the human mind in brute ignorance, 
which might be lesaened, and eventually destroyed, by 
National Education." This is the view which posterity 
will take of the contest that now agitates this most 
bigotted, prieat-ridden, clergy-oppressed nation. In 
vain have enlightened Churchmen, in vain have emi- 
nent Christian philosophers, iu vain have great and 
ines and laymen, of every sect, maintained 
that Christianity had its basis in reason, and had 
morality for at least one of ita objects — the brute mul- 
titude of priests, clergymen, and laymen, will insist 
upon It that Clmstianity exists solely in stupidity and 
ignorance ; that it is destroyed by intellect and know- 
ledge ; that its essence consists in ferocious feelings, 
and in detestably immoral principles and practices. 
The speeches and writings which have been poured 
forth within the last three mouths, on the subject ot 
National Education, not only justify these remarks, 
but render it essential that they should be deeply im- 
pressed upon the public mind. I am thoroughly con- 
vinced ttet, iu less than even five years, ihe country 
will be completely ashamed of its present delusion, and 
deeply lament, or e^■en curse Ihe bigotry, the supersti- 
tion and fanaticism which now proclaim that the poor 
man cannot receive llie blessings of a National Edu- 
cation without the villainy of sacriticing his conscience 
to a predominant faction of the Clergy.

PROGRESS OF SOCIAL REFORM. 



Manchester. — Tr*bctk of Respect to Ma. 

LlOVD Jokes. — A numerous and highly respectable 
party of gentlemen, admirers of Mr. Jones's character 
and talents, gave a public dinner on Monday evening 
last, at the Town-Hall Inn, Salford, to that gentfeman, 
on the oecauoD ol his departure for Scotland, as Mis- 
sionary of the Glasgow distrist. HORTENSIUS, 

Esq. occupied the chair. After the usual loyal toasts 
had been given and rapturously pledged, the chairman 
rose and complimented Mr, Jones on the lalented, assi- 
duous, and faithful attention which he had devoted to hie 
onerous duties as Social Missionary of the district. 
" The loss of your valuable labours, Sir," said tbe chair- 
man, " wonid be indeed great were it not that your suc- 
cessor is so well able to nnpply the vacancy ; under 
these circnmstancea the pain of porting is mitigated by 
the hope and full assurance that you are going on your 
high misidon of philanthropy and love, into a portion of 
' the land of mountain and of flood,' where sobriety, 
intelligence and sterling honesty amongst its high-minded 
and hardy eons, would appear to be almost indigenous, 
and where, in consequence, your exertions will be duly 
appreciated, and, therefore, eminently successfnl." After 
dwelling at some length on the spread of the rational 
religion, and holding out the hope of the speedv regene- 
ration of man through the labours of the humble disciples 
of the Philanthropist — Owen, of Lanark, he concluded 
his address by hantUng Mr. Jones a purse containing 
£15, as a feeble testimony of the high respect in which 
his services were held, but especially for his very talented 
de^ei c of the thdH principles, and the total rout and dJa- 



comiitore of their opponent, Mr. W. A. fallisier of 
Leeds. Mr. Jones acknowledged the compliment in an 
appropriate speech, during tbe delivery of which he wrk, 
contrary to the usual practice of the Socialists on such 
occasions, very cordially applauded. Amongst the com- 
pany were two talented poets of tbe humbler classes. 
Tbe meeting broke np at about twelve o'clock, after 
spending an evening of highly inteUectnal and happy 
character. The amall sum above- meoUoned was spon> 
taneousty given by a number of friends without any 
canvasser personal eolicitatioDS. Had it been made a 
public afiair of, so highly ia Mr. Jones respected in this 
neighbourhood, there is no doubt that a very handsome 
sum would have convinced Mr. Jones th.it bie high 
moral character and indefatigable exertions have " won 
for bim golden opinions From all sorts of people." 

Northampton. — The eaose here has received a 
great impetus from three lectures, by Mr. Tannton, of 
Coventry, on the 11th, 12th, and 13th of August. In 
consequence of the smaltness of the room belouging tu 
the body, and the imposaibility of procuring any other 
for the Sunday eveaing lecture, Mr. Taunton, accom- 
panied by about one hundred friends, went out to tbe 
suburbs and lectured in the open air. A Methodist 
preacher occupied a position opposite him, hut Mr. 
I'annton'a lecture, which was upon true religion, 
seemed to be the most attractive ; for after its com- 
mencement, the greater part of the Rev. Gentleman's 
congregation deserted. At the conclnaion of the lec- 
ture, several persons expressed their denre to hear 
Mr. Tannton again ; " for,' ' said the/, '■ we do not of^eu 
hear such sermous as these." On Monday, Mr. 
TanntOQ addressed a large meeting of Chartists, 
amounting to at least 2000. He boldly proclaimed 
that Chartism was fallacious, and that the happiness of 
the iudwstriona millions could only be secnred, by the 
adoption of the principles and plnns of Socialism. He 
urged npon the people to procure books ) to form 
mutual instruction and mutnal assistance societies ; 
and, above all, to study well the relitlive rights and 
duties of labour and capital. The speech, which was w 
novel one to liis audience, nas well received uud 
repeatedly applauded. In the evening, Mr.T. lectured 
iu the large room of Ibe Fouutain lim, to a very 
numerous andieiiee, and briefly explained ibe fi*'e lacta 
npon which Socialisui is based. After which he proved 
from the Book of Common Prajer, the Assembly'* 
Catechism, Professor Stewart, Calvin, Toplady, Bel- 
lamy, Edwards, and other writers, having gieat 
authority in the sectarian world — that they who teach 
the doctrine of free wilt, deny the principle of cause 
and effect, and deserve the name of chance -mongers, 
which is the title applied to tbem by Toplady i and 
also that all reaponsibility was inconsistent with Justice, 
if the doctriue of chance was acknowledged, and the 
principle of causation denied. Mr. T. then alluded to 
the popular error of " Innate Depravity," the immoml, 
\'icious, degrading effects of which he shewed to be 
exemplified in the present nuhappy state of society. 
Tbe lecturer invited discussion, bnt noue ensued, and 
he was loudly cheered on leaving tbe platform. 
On Tuesdiiy evening, the room was overflowing, when 
Mr. Taunton delivered an effective lecture on the evils 
of private property, and vindictive responability, and 
the advantages of a community of interests. At tbe 
cinc'.nrion the Rev. Mr. Beniiet, an Independent Min- 
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ut«r, came forward, and a«ked a tev qoestioiis in a verj 
kind spirit; and pointed to emigration; repeal of the 
com lawe ; and remission of taxation, as meaas of im- 
provement ; bnt defended the institution of private 
property, in the abstract. Mr. T. replied not onlj* to 
the satbfaction of the andience, but in several points to 
that of the. Rev. Gentleman himself. In speaking of 
the marriage qnestlon, Mr. Bennet said he would not 
be so nnjust as to charge the Socialists with a desire to 
break through all the natural, moral, and social obtlgu- 
tiona of that state; he was willing to believe their 
objects were what they professed them to be; viz. a 
denre to have all marriages contracted from pure love, 
and not from motives of pecuniary iuterest, or personal 
ambition. We wish all our opponents were so fair 
towards as. Mr. Beunet then referred to an indepen- 
dent moral power which he contented every individual 
had at birth ; and contended that the same causes did 
not produce the same effects. Mr. T. asked him to 
shew the reasons for oue man being virtuous and 
another vicious and Mr. B. replied " that it was not 
circnraatances, it was not oiganization ; but it was so, 
beatuK it wot to;" which luminous and logical answer 
was received by tlie audience .as it deserved. Mr. B. 
however, demeaned himself in a truly liberal, candid, 
and kind manner, and he has the consolation of know- 
ing that he is not the first, who has broken down in 
defending a bad cause. Mr. Taonlon challenged Mr. 
Bennet, or any other individusl in the town, to take 
up the subject, in a public discnssion, but no one 
accepted it, and the meeting seperated, af^er listening 
patiently, and with deep interest to the lecture and 
debate for three hours. These lectures have greatly 
advanced the cause in this town. The Branch is work- 
ing out for a larger meeting place. Ten new members 
have been added, and Mr. Taunton has promised to 
iavour them with a monthly visit. 

BaADFORD, August 18th.— Wa still continue to 
maintun our ground in this place, amid all the agita- 
tion with which we have been surrounded. We have 
substituted a Conversazione in place of the afternoon 
Lecture, intersperaed with concert music, which we 
think will shortly become very attractive, as well as 
instructive. Our subject this afternoon was Mr. Owen's 
address at Manchester, which passed off very well. 
Mr. Donthwaite lectured in the evening to a very 
attentive audience on " Ulterior meaiaret ;" in which 
he contrasted the superiority of our proposed arrange- 
ments over the different remedies which have been 
propounded by the various parties in existence, for 
ameliorating the condition of the masses, and showed 
that nothing short of an entire change in our social 
arrangements would permanently benefit mankind. 

HUDDGRSFIELD. — On Sunday afternoon, the I8th 
inst. Mr. Hanson continued his Lectures on the For- 
mation of Character, illustrated by the " Diagram," 
with his usual clearness and force of reasoning.

Worcester, August 23, 1830.-— As we have not 
communicated with you for some time past respecting our 
progres,*), yon and our fellow -socjalibts throughout the 
country, will perhaps think that we are become rather 
dormant in the good cause of truth. But such I can 
assure yon ia not the case. For in addition to our usual 
contributiona to the Central Board, and regular Mis- 
sionary Fund, we have undertaken an engagement for 
three months with Mr. Rowbotham. We have now 
lectures and discussions on Sunday and Wednesday 
evenings, the latter of which are crowded to excess, 
and have created considerable excitement. We have had 
two festivals, in which Mr. R. introduced, the nitrotis 
oxide or laughing gas, which was a sonroa of much 
amusement to the friends. Mr. R. had an interview with 
Mr. Brindley, in which he invited bim. to a public dis- 
cussion of our principles, upon &ir and equal terms, 
but be refused, urging aa his reason that he understcod 
from good authority that tbe Socialists of Worcester 
were dmost extinct, and he would not revive them by 
holding a discussion. Mr. Rowbotham, however, in- 
formed him that the best proof of their not being 
exUnct, was that they were continually adding to their 
number new members, and had actually engaged a per- 
son for tbe purpose of advocating and defending the ' 
cause in Worcester, and that that objec^on was, there- 
fore, void. He then said that his chief - bjection waa 
that he was engaged for the next twelvemonths, and 
could not make any new engagement ;. and as he had 
then been out lecturing, &c. for some time, he intended 
to adopt other means, and he would then state as a 
friend to the Socialists, and as a timely warning, which 
he hoped they would attend to, that there were such 
arrangements being made, and such means about being 
adopted to crush them, that he would venture to pledge 
his life, his honour, and all ; that in one year fr>..m tluit 
time (10th of August), not a single Social institution, 
or missionarjr, or an avowed Socialist, would be fonnd. 
He waa so certain of the efficiency of the means that 
were about being applied, that if we were not (the 
whole body of Socialista throughout the kingdom) 
entirely put down in that time, he would submit him- 
self to be taken as a fool or a madman. Nothing defi- 
nite could be obtained from him, other than that these 
means were not lecturing and preaching against us or 
discnssion ; of course we were all considering what these 
means could be, when, in a few days after, a petition to 
the Queen, to put us down, appeared in the fPoreetltr 
Journal, and which we have every reason to believe was 
the work of this friend of Socialism, Brindley.

TO THH EDITOR OF TAJJ'S MAGAZINR. 

Sir, — Toot Guernsey correapondent has not been 
Biifficientlj explicit with respect to the mode of letting, 
or rather lUf posing of land in tbnt island. It in alwaj s 
done for a certain annual payment, consisting ol 
qnarten of wheat, (the Gnernsey qnarter being much 
less than the English ;) and it is generally optional 
with the purchaser to pay it either in wheat or in 
money, at the rale (on an average of years) of £1, 
English, per quarter ; or to redeem a certain number of 
these quarters, aa may be agreed on between the par- 
ties, for the snm of i!20 each. Except in this payment 
in ^nd, the syeiem differs little from the English mode 
of disposing of property, and allowing a part of the 
purchase-money to remain on mortg;age, at the rale of 
five per cent, per annum ; with the msnifest advantage, 
however, in favour of Gnemsey, that all sales are 
inscribed in a public register, and are open for inspec- 
tion for a trifling fee, consequently no frauds can take 
place. The Guernsey farmer is thus an absolnte land- 
holder ; and, from the number of small titrmi, the 
fields being proportionately contracted, the hedges or 
fences are extensive ; bnt this latter circnmstance is not 
injurious, as they are merely fnrM (gorae) banks, the 
produce of which pays them handsomely. 

The following is the general mode of farming ; — The 
sea-weed (call*>d Boretj) thrown up and growing on the 
coast is a i-alnable manure ; but is not allowed to be 
gathered, except at stated periods, which are regulated 
by an " ordounance" of the royal court of the island. 
The first gathering is about Shrove Tuesday, which 
the fanners usually lay on the barley field in its DHtural 
state, in the proportion of six or eight cart-k^ads per 
vergee, (two-and-half of which rather exceed an Eng- 
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lish acre,) aud shortly after plough it iu. I'he second 
ii ubout midsammer ; aud tliis b generally dried and 
used as fuel Id the winter by the coautry people, the 
ashes of which ia a valuiible manure. Their mode of 
ploughing, though not Mr. Owen's system, is one of 
co-operation. When they intend to plough, they give 
notice to their neighbonn, who make it a practice to 
na^Bt. They have a small plough which precedes a 
large one ; the former going two or three inches deep, 
and the latter, drawn by ten or twelve horses or oxen, 
penetmting nearly a foot deeper ; thns making the 
whole depth about fourteen inches — eqnal to spade 
husbandry. After the bnmness of the day ia over, tbose 
who have contribnted their aid repair to the owner's 
•house, where they are regaled with a emnptnona supper. 
This ia a very general practice, and the farmer, there- 
fore, need never have more than two or three horsea, 
or one ox and two horses, for all other purposes. 

Parsnips are cnltivated in large qnantities. They 
are twice hand-weeded, and the last time thinned out 
to the distance of five inches. This, however, might, 
with care, be performed equally well with the hoe, and 
save much labour. A horse-l<md per perch (of twenty- 
one square feet) ia reckoned an average crop. The 
sucoessioa of crops b clover, whetit, parsnips, Incem , 
or wheat, parsnips, wheat, barley. Parsnips require 
rather a wet summer. Neither cows nor hones are 
allowed to range over the fields ; but they are staked 
to the ground, with a play of rope of about eight feet, 
lowing them a circle of graaa of sixteen feet diameter, 
which they are obliged to clear completely before they 
are changed ; and the cows are generally milked three 
times per day. The milk ia always so rich, that it ia 
immediately made into hatter, witiiout the preliminary 
operation (in England) of talnng off the cream for that 
purpose. 

From a residence of fbnrteen years in &e ialand, I 
can confirm yonr correspondent's report of the int^ty, 
independence, and absence of poverty among the 
natives generally ; and, during the whole of that period, 
even in the town, bars and bolts were qnite nuneces- 
aary, except to exclude the English soldiers ; but then, 
it moat be remarked, that these small farms cannot 
possibly support all that are horn on them, and, there- 
fore, a constant stream of emigration is always in 
operation.

Believe me, when 
we do feel, onr patriotism, tike our courage and onr 
love, has a purer source than with you ; for a man's 
patriotism bas always some tinge of egotism ; while a 
woman's patriotism is generally a sentiment, and of the 
noblest kind.

Mr. Finch wrote an excellent letter, which was ptiUiahed in the 
Aliioii, in which he addnasad the ladies of LiverpooV and gave an 
itMne of Mr. Owcn'i life and character. Sci-eial hnndied* of tkeaa 
ere atnick of imd pfentifnlly circulated, and olio diatribntod at the 
door of the meedng. The Hctrjioal ^Handarti contain* a lengtbj 
account of tbe proceedings at the gathering, and it ieerident thatthej 
mutt haTS been mote than usually ferocious. We can only find room 
for a passage reapecting its commencement, which ia the most beanUfal 
specimen of Reverad Chiiitian charity and good behaTiour we ban

fntriaRici' SjCM/int,' and placards were posted on the widls inviting 
the public, and particnlsiiy the ladies, to attend, as an address to the 
Queen was to be proposed for their adoption, ' fspntmt of their »- 
dignnlioK to-canli her Majatti't Mimiien, far the iiiiull pnalatd vpom 
htr Majfily i» the pTaevtcilien at a>uH of Mr. Hobrrl Ohi*.' Desirous 
of hearing what this genlleioan had to nay, I went to the StaadarJ 
oflico for tickets, and ^'os told that they had none, and that thoy wera 
lo be printnl or provided at the office' of tho Prolegtnnt Associa^on. 
I applied and purchaned two tickets from Mr. Crisp, thus idrnlifrin; 
that Dssocintion with Brindley ; and the Rev. Fielding Onid taking tfaa 
chair at the mcctiog is a further cnnfinnatian of it. I would my 
respecting this association, as I said rcspec^no Mi. BriniUcy's addrrai 
to the Queen, that no Udien or gentlemen, who have any ri^rd for 
their chniBClcrs, cither as genuine Christians or peueable sobjecti, will

A Christian is to be 
know-n only by his obedience lo and his love to Christ. *Hc that 
keepoth my commnndmenls the same lovetli me.' ' A new command- 
ment I give onto you, Ihnt ye lave one annlher, and by this shall all 
men know that ye are my dinciples.' If this be Christianily, and 
who dures to say it is not? then an the no-Popciy asaociations of 
England some of the most anti-ChrisItnn societies (hat were ever formed. 
InKdelily is a word oppnued lo iidelity r fidelity means honesty, sjn- 
ciTilv ! infidelitv, on the eonlratv, means dishonesty, insincerity. 
The' Protcslant Awocialinn pretends to be a Christian society ; 
but, from its eommencenienl to the present time, its sole employ- 
ment hss been the prop.igDtion of lies and slander respecting- 
the Catholic, the Di'senters, and the Unitarians, and now it baa 
made a dead set at the poor SocialiHts, and intends to destroy 
them by the same unholy means. This society, profesung to 
be a Ciiristion socicly, thus acts in direct opposition to what 
Christ commands : it is, lliereforc, nnfeithful, insincere ; lltere- 
fnie r.n infidel society. Blasphemy is speaking evil of God, tradiidng 
God's chamcler.

All attempt has been made lately, by the priesthood, to connect 
Socialism with Chartism, for the purpose of having an exenae for 
persecuUng us by law proceeding* ; and Mr. Mudley laboured hard, 
in the last division of his lecturr, to do the same.

The petition frmn'Leeda was entrusted to Lord Brougham for the 
Lords ; and Mr. Hume for the Commons. From Mr. Hume we 
have teoeired a letter dated Worthing, in which he states that on 
Thnrsday the !3nd Aug. be presented the petition for Leeds, and also 
one from the members of the Community Society of Tottenham Court 
Road, London. The petidoua wete ordered to lie on the Table and 
to be prisM. Mr. Hume gave notice of the following resak 

-'That, in the o^nnion of this Houie, it ia both unjust and opprea- 
uve lo impriaon any person solely on accoont of bis religiooi belief :~ 
and that H. R. Reynolds, Esquire, a CammiiHDner of the Insolven 
Court, in remanding to Lancaster gaol Oeotge Connard, an Insolven 
Debtor, solely because he would not lake a particular oath, has nux 
unjuitifiabl J interfered with the rights of comdence of Her Majesty' 
loyal subjects." 

The discussion was fixed tar Friday, but the House wai counted 
out on the prerioos question, and Mr. Hume hist the opportunity of 
eajluig (he attention of the House to the subject. Being obliged to 
leave Town, Mr. Home left the papers containing the facta of thi 
case with Mr. Williama to bring forward on Saturday ; we have nol 
vet launed the result.

Our 
att.'nlion hud bfcn oJied to it by our peraeroring and invaluable friend 
Mr. Ncwnll ; mid wo are gUid to find that i: ha* ahready had the 
benefit of tJie huge circulation of the Northtrm Star : — 
'■A PREMIUM ON PERJURY. 
That must be a bad state of aodety in which a man's conadentiona- 
nesa of principle and loathing of hypocrisy is a certain introductioji to 
suffering and passport to puni^ment -. and yet such has been the 
state of society in this country for a long period, as evidenced by the 
nppreatiouB, and, in aome inatancea, ftaiM persecutions to which the 
religions sects, who respectively have had the power, have subjected 
the religionists of other sects. We need scarcely refer to the oltemata 
siperience of the Roman Catholics, the Episcopol Protestants, the 
Puritans, Covenanters, and Quakers ; each of whom were made to 
have bitter knowledge that it woa a dangerous thing to eschew 
hypocrisy. Until very recently, and in some instance* even yet, 
maugrc ail the monh of intellect and improvement of the age, tbia 
infernal spirit has been, and is still, developed, not merely in thoso 
private and social r.lalionships of men which the Liws cannot well 
reach, but also in the publicly recognised legal bonds of society. A 
foreible instance, not only of this, but also of the manner in which the 
law is so mjatified by complexity and a multiplicity of atatnlea, as to 
render any thing like a general knowledge thereof, by tboaa who are 
expected lo obey it, oat of the qneation ; and of the manner in which 
the adminiatrators of the law are not unfroqaontly led by their igno- 
of the law into a perversion of jnstice, has very recently occurred 
at Lancaster. A person named George Connard, resident, we believe, 
Oldham, had some tune ago, unfortunately for hima*lf^ |}|^ good 
ture lo become surety to Mr. Jease Ainsworth, of Oldham, for a 
debt contntcted by other parties vho, afterwards tiling in busneaa, 
compositim to thcit creditors, and went to Ameria. Mr, 
Ainiwonh prosecuted Connaid, tbe surety, for the balance of the debt. 
Connard, who is a poor man, having had perfect confidenoe in thfr 
inesty of the party for whom he had been bound, never dreamed 
that he should be called upon ; and, when called upon, was unaUe to 
He was arrested, sent to prison, and on the 1st of August, 
up to be heard on hi* petition, before Mr. Commiasinner 
Reynold*, in the Insolvent Debtor's CooTt. It had been insinuated 
that the Insolvent was an nnbelieva so fitr as rtgarded the article of 
future punishment. He wbm very pointedly qne*tioned on the subject 
by the Learned Commiiaioner, and, in answer to various question*, 
stated that he believed in God ; that he believed himielf bound to 
^Kot de (ndjl; that he believed that the jnst Ood who created him 
had the same power to take him out of the world t that he beliered in 
a future stale of bliss ; bnt that, seeing God's goodness in thi* world, 
be did not believe be would puiu*h any of his cmatore* in the next. 
On this declaration, he was rcmandsd to his prison — the CommiB- 
uoner declaring that he could not hear him on his petition. 

It was in vain he pleaded a starving wife and bmily, as well a* th* 
hardship of the case. The Commiaaionei declined to entertain hi* 
petition, aaaigning aa bis rouon ^~ 
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' The Uv impOM* upon nu (o cuus ereiy inulToit W •wear to the 
Inith of tii* KhedDle ; it would be lidienloiu to oBel *n aalh to ■ miui 
wbo bolda it bI no napoUBibQit; whatever ; ■ num daring to all God 
to vitneu, which Ood he feam not to go before.' 

Now we mail take Iftn to tail Mr. Commiuioner ReTnoldi ih&t 
Ihii it ■ atietching of iho powen of hi> office bejond bD wunnt; and 
nwonaUe bearing. What right had he to infer, that becaiue the 
iniotTeDC did not belicTo in a atate of future pimiihment, he would 
bold the ncced ofaUgation of an nth ' at no reaponiibilitj- vhateTCr ?' 
There waa nothing in the intolvent'* tlatcpieat to jniUfy mch an in&r- 
tnoe. On the eontraij, the imolTent expresal; ataled, that he held 
himeelf hound to apeak the truth ; and the very Gwt of hii chooeing 
nther to riik the rejetlion of hia petition than to apeak fiklaelj conceni- 
ing hia D{aniDiii, wa> eiidencs that he did hold hunirlf bound to apeak 
the truth, and vaa more vurthy of credence than many who are glib 
enough in their profcssiona of belief in anything which ihey are rc- 
qnfred to beliCTc. Oiir contenipoiary of the Lancailtr tiuordiaii, \n 
reierenco to thia case, ny> :■ — 

■Theenda of jiuticc are frequently defeated by the comcienlioua 
oineetkini of witneaaea to lake an oatL The Legialature has per- 
DuHed Qoakera and Moraviana to enbatilute a dedaration in ita ulnce ; 
bnt haa refnaed to allow to other religioiiiata who may have lunilar 
otjectiona a like privilege.' 

In thia caie, howeier, it doea not appear that there wna anir objec- 
tion node by the inaolveiit to the form of the oath ; the abjection waa 
•n the part of the Comniiuiener (o aQow him to take the oath, on oe- 
coont of hia r:ligioua creed ; and, we do maintain, that ao long oa he 
woa willing to lake ihc oath, there waa no bir reaaon why it ahould 
not be tendered to him ; because the very matter of abjection waa of 
itaelf proof that ha wna a cnnadcnlioua man, worthy to be believed. 

For the infuniation, however, of our contempocary, and of Mr. 
ConimiaiutHier Rojuolds, wbo both aeem totally ignorant of the law 
spon thia lubject, we beg to say, that even if the oath had been ob- 
jected to by Connord, the Cemmiaaioner had no paww to rdiue to hear 
him on that aocouiit, but waa bound to receive hia testimony on any 
inch form of oath, declaration, or afKrma^on, u he himaelf might 
aeknowledge lo be binding upoa him to apeak the truth. 

An Act was puaed in the last aeiuon of Parliament, for the pur- 
pose of affiirding relief to such other religionists, bendea Quakers and 
Moravians, as might entertain conidentions acnples about oath taking. 
It ia short and sweet ; and as it ii one of the very few good things 
that have been done daring the power of the preacnt Oovemment, we^ 
have great pleasure in giving it entire, and directing attention to It. 
It u entitled :—

Thia ia an important and vnlnable act ; and it ought to be genenllj 
knowiL It ia a great step towstda the perfect sttablitbment of tna

We advise all men who in fiiture find thamselvei placed iiwcinum- 
ttancea of each difficulty as Connard to bear it in mind, and to inMtt 
on b^g heard in ludi form at may bt tntiding on their conadencea : 
while, at the same time, we would warn all bad men of the futility of 
any attempt to take advantage of (his hlxrality in the law.

Having Uius chalked out his career, Fourier devoted himself to a 
habit of dote observation and of solitnde, not the solitude of the 
reduse, who wilhdiawa himself fiom the world, but the solitude of 
which Bynn to tnily apeaka — that of tmreraing the many-pei^ed 
city, obarrving all, yet observed and cared for by none. He Isid down 
to himself a method of enquiry which was the law of alt hia dioughtt, 
(he key sf all hia discoveriea ; via. he bqnn hia puraoit of truth tit 
abtoiale deaU, or to use his own words 'du daaUt nAsnte H ds Flearl 
abedu.' Thus armed, he was enabled to look at things as ihej really 
stood, and not as tbey ^peaied to those who greedily received, with- 
out reflcctinn, any o)Hnion or ideas which floated currently in aociety. 
And what n picture did todcty present to the original and unonnpro- 
miaing mind of Fourier. He nw adultery ivvdling under the 
■anction of the marriage tie \ corruption pervading the political teli^ 
tions of society ; Mediocrity reposing under the shade of aucocssfiil 
intrigue : he taw humanity wasting its cnergiet in vAin ttrugglet with- 
out any profitable results ; he saw icTealed to him the diasppoinUnenta, 
the aufferinga, the miaerica, the' polity ambition, the folse joys | and 
the lai^h moistened with the tear. Thoraughly convinced of tho 
enormity of the evil, Fourier laid bold of two grand ideaa, the one of 
pom, either phyncal « moral, (doaUarjAfiqiie pa moral) as the ngn 
of error, the other of jHeaurt, (la satiafoction on le ploitir) aa the dgn 
of truth ; thai armed, be sought to discover the latter, and it wai Dot 
long before [in his opinion) he ditcorered it 

If an; man, (aaya Fourier) believe that the sufieringa of humanity 
have a cause which is real, pto&und, and rooted in tile vety Constita- 
tion of things, it is because he does not compvhend the waji of the 
Dnty wbo has mode nothing essentially bad, nothing eeaentially inti- 
tile. If the functions of htmianity do not exhibit the tame harmony 
which is revealed in the motion of the planeto, it it because (ha/ 
have been interfarad with, and have received an impulsion contniry to 
the divine impulsion. Between the Cnator and the cnatore then 
have been 5000 years of error and ignoianoe. Up lo the present mi^- 
ment nearly oil codes of philo^pby and of motals have pretended tt 
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■lutingDuh IwD HirU of initincM in imn ; the one uit ha hu cdled 
gooJ, and the other bad ; but the end of edncation ku been to dcTe- 
lop« tba fcrmei, uid to compn** the Utter. Noir what aerrice hu 
nralted from eadeavourinjt for eo many thoiuand ytiaza to compreH, 
or atmihilata the hud insliiieta of htmun natora, except to ptDre that 
they on like what ue culled the good InitiDCti, vii: indelibly fiiej, 
and of mperior origin ? ThiA pstnblithed — vhat remnins for ilb to do 
ii, to try if the« mcliniitioni which we hare hitherto called bad, haie 
not • legitimate OBe in the general harmony of nature. We haie to 
KC whellwr the reauD of their injorioiu nature bo not owing ta an 
ignotant and perverted direction^ of them — ^whelher in ihort tbay be 
not in nnlity hleuingi inateod of cnnea. To oUliae the panioiu — to 
•Mure to them a free aiid enUre deietapemeDt, m that all may act 
benefidally and none injorioualy — to anodate tbe facultiea and lh«r 
eneigiei — inch ore, ai we ahall aoon Itam more in detail the founda- 
tion ■tone of the Soctul Edilica aa propoted by Fourier. 

It wui in Drceordauco with thi> fundamental mv of human natnn 
that Foarier pnbtiihed in 1808, being the 36lh year of hia age, hia 
fiiat work entitled ' The theory of four movementi (£a TUoth da 
gaairt momemauj to which be intended to add a "fifth moiemoit,' 
ffa moinmaiif aromolj which ahould comprehend imponderable 
bodiea, electtidtj', magnetinn, &c. The ' Th^iie dea quatrea moaie- 
tnene' contain* all the important fnture* of Fouricr'i lyalem. Here 
the reader may imtnbe the rery idcna and apirit of the inrentor ; and 
I work* pablinhcd by Fourier arc only developementi 
ea on the tint and prindpal wotIc. In thia theory, 
find that Fourier haa abolinhrid tho indiridualiiing and monelling 
ajaton of the pieient day to make way for the organiaing of mankind 
in r*"***";!— j' among which a geniMil hiumany ahould reign tbi 
of moral attnnion (l^ltmction pauionnle) a tenn which ext«eMci 
tbefreeactionafthefnBwun U«,Veio Mitral TTorU (I'erenonTclle.) 
Every thing that Fouiier in after yi-nra developed ia in thia work, 
either announced or pnipheaied — the principle of agricultural aaaoda- 
tion, allemata labour fbr ahort teinu at different occopntioni, the dif- 
ferent aapecta of the inr&ca of the globe, the organiiatien of tbc 
phalanges by groups and aeries, the remuneration awoided 
acieoiea, letlen, and the arte, the prind[da of nnivenal analogy ; no- 
thing is omitted even the omiim tinee becooM ao cetcbialed, 'Arrange 
aoctety on the three-fold baiia of tr^al, laliaw, and ikSL' Notwith- 
standing the comprehfnure character of this .work, it is written in i 
diSuie Uyle and ia very badly arranged, ao that it is difficult to dis- 
CDver in many ports the precise meaning of the aothor. 

The most striking feature in the eompoaition of this wotk is tht 
profundity of meorch, and the extensive inJbnnation ihewn by tht 
oathor. This is evident not only in the Tiiorii dm tpatra moiim- 
■ua>, but, indeed, in all the works of Fourier, He exhibiu an inti- 
macy with the whole circle of the aciences, whether pun or mixed, 
and speaks of them with an air of confidence and aopeiiority. Hii 
knowkdge of gtueral litotature ia proved ly the host of qootationi 
with trhiiA he ingenieualy aupporta his reasonings. He establiihei 
bis daim to historical knowledge, by the proofs he draws finm it ; It 
kis indutry, by the force of hia ebserrationsy replete with good sense ; 
to his mathematical knowledge by the rigid deductions which he fre-

And yet this Fourier, after baring reviewed the whole circle of 
hnman knowledge, and after having planned a system in cmoparisoa 
with which he held all other knowledge vain ; this deep thinker — this 
iriginal mind is nothing but a simple commercial derk who dared not 
lign his name to the worit he had written, and who ventorvd merelj 
to give to the public hia first name, ' Cbaries,' modestly announcing 
that be wo* ready to reply to all objections which might be orged 
systeuL Unfortunately (or poor Fourier, few or no ob- 
jections ever reached him. ' Charica' bod but lev readera, most of 
whom doubtless look him fbr a viuonary. 

Fourier was ■ man who knew toe much ot the wsrtd to ba anr- 
piised at the unsucceaafol result of his first work. He did not tran- 
ler that a theory so auUime should glide over ocditiaij minds who 
vere incsqiable of ^ipredating its value, but he was cherished by tha 
lopethot sooner or later it would strike the atlimtion of some great man 
either a banker or aome great Lord j or who can tdl t peifai^ia, th« 
Fourier did not irish so much the applanse and sympathy 
of the many as the pecuniary resources of the few. He wanted the 
means to teoliie the.idea of hia mind. He cared little aboBt pining 
converts to the theoiy, but he ughed for the benefit* of eipetietue. 
He hoped that the magnificenee of the result*— the beauty of tha 
aolntions— ihcir matbentatical rigour — the pomp of hi* plan* — theic 
grandeur and utility would determine in hi* favour the ooopetatioit of 
some great capitalist or distinguished person^e. Thus did Fovwr 
patiently wait, making Utile noise, bnt, atnug in bith, lookin| fctwaid 
with confidenae to the dawn of a new em. But Fourier waited in 
niB. Neither rank or wealth ared fbr the peeciou* tniha sown by 
on obscure knight ot the counler. They were little indined to inter- 
fere iriih a state of society in which they played so om^ieuous a 
part Aho.

Db. MaVO, the celebrated phyiiologint, has giTen an udmimhlc 
CnutneiBtion of the stage* through which — to use the words of the 
MotUfy Cinnide — " all great discoTories have to paas, which hare a 
tendency (o duturb nteitrd mitioiu,~ The? ore the» : — 

" FinL To b« poritiTely denied ai blse, conlnuy ta experience, 
imwortliy the attention of sentihle men.** 

" Secondly. To be shewn to have heen known and admitted 
befbre, to a degi«« depriTing the obsertcr — who waa just now 
ridiculed for haring belicTed it — of any credit for having seen with 
more jnitneea and originality the disputed norelty." 

" Thirdly. To be dcDonnecd u a perilous innoTation endangering 
religion and tho moral bonds of society." 

" Fourthly. To bo received by erery body ai a matter of common 
knowledge, the only *onder being that It was ever doobted."' 

This is an apitoma of tlio history of new diseoveries, A teit of 
nnimreal qiplication, because it containi a nnirenal truth. 

An interesting and moat inatructiTii series of papers might be 
written in iltustintioD of these cogent and mly philosopMc senti 
Beginning with the first mde hnbitants of the care or the hut, and 
deacen^ng with the stream of time, it would bo found that th> 
DUqority of each generetion was conscnatI<e of hereditary error, and 
opposed to anything which impugned the "wisdom of their ancestors^ 
— that by degrees this " wisdom" come to be conudered as merely 
the ignotttnce proper to a state of comparatire inexperience, and the 
practical superiority of the new rerelationi of time or experience, 
admitted by all ;" the only wonder being that it was ever doubted," 
while at the some Ume, with an inconsistency truly astonishing, they 



imuld, while wondering at the blimdnm of fietr bthen, be laying the 
foundation of a simiUr ieeling in their deacendanta by similar oppoil' 

It is now matter of common notoriety among those in any Sxgnt 
acquainted with history, that all admitted truths and sciencei of the 
present day have had to undergo this ordeaL Etou whem the proob 
were riuble and demonitrattTe to the greatest extent, sach has beat 
the force of enriy prejudice, that the evideTice of the scnaes has be^ 
dinbulicvcd, and the imnginatiTC nations of post teaching preferred to 
solid facta. 

The astronomers who refused to took through Oalilko's telescope, 
lest they should sec the new phuiets, and the BaAUtilN who dashed 
to pieces the micrtwcope whidi showed him living animalculie in watsr, 
and mode his irllgioa on impossilrility, were only types of the conduct 
of society at large. Like children who beat the floor when they bO 
on it, the ignorant of all ages hare turned on the medium by whidl 
new truths were conveyed, and Wtleriy persBcutod them even to the 
death, os if the eitcimination of the exponent could destroy the 
ficlii eipauuded — a foolish endeaTour : the persecutor and the persecu- 
ted psBsnl nway to " that bourne from whence no trareUer relutnt" 
— tho truth rcmAiuHl behind them, imperishable — indestructible. 

It is tnthc: difficult to say precisely, to which of the four stages ot 
progress Socialism has advanced. Looking at the geneial tenor of the 
appoiiiion oDercd, it would seem that it is in the third stage ; aithongh 
there are not n-anting indications that, with some parties, it ii yet tn 
the Ent and sccand ; nay, it i* not uncommon to see the huoo persons 
holding all the three opinions at once.

I^ tberebra, the bet of olhor pcnona hating conceited lbs idea of 
a eommonwiallli be proof that the Socialiitt are ixUiled to tbem, we 
Dinat go bade to Hippodomna and Plato, and the other Greek wrilen ; 
10 the " commonwealth" of the Edcctica in Egypt, who held Plato in 
the higheit nrerence, and who, long aatarior to the period aaaigned sa 
that of Cbiiifa life and doinga, taught almoit the aame doctriaea 
aacribed lo bim , and pracljaed that "tommunily of goodi" which pre- 
tailed alao among hia diadplea. In &ct, to the attenCiTs itudent of 
the biilory of theie times, nothing leenii more prolnbla than that 
Chriitiaitity, aa tanght by Chritt and practiied among the primiUve 
foIlDWera, waa nothing more than an ofTahoDt from theee Eclectic or 
EMeniaa commonwealthi. If, therefore, iho writer of (he article in 
qntatioD wanta to pron that the idea of a perfect cammonwealth haa 
been prcfioimded, before the preeent time, we cheerfully accede Xa the 
pnpoaition, and have giten a much higher antiquity to it than that 
aarigned ytj himielf ; bat that the Socialiata are indebted to theie 
wiitoi tat the ayalcm which they adromla ii not true in the isnie 
io whidi he nie> the word inddittd. Aa, howcTer, the attempt to 
ahaw thi* would occupy more tgant than we can apaie thia week, we 
poa^Kme it tilt our nerl ntmiber, when we ahidl endeatour to ahew the 
differniee between the lyitemi to which we bate alluded, and thoie 
of RoBMET Owen.

NEWSPAPER SQUABBLES AND ALARMa 

An amnnng initance of the Oweno^jotua, which potaeaaea the Edi- 
tor of the Jlfonotrnfer CTitiaarfr, ia to be found in hia connecting the 
Oaonllni of that town with Oireniam ; indeed, for that matter, he 
aeema so thonnghly infected with the disease, that it ii impoaublc for 
him to write an article of any deacription, wilhont bringing in Owen- 
iam, aomctimea in a tery naZ-qpr^pot manner, and making us feel 
aihamed of the company in which it appears before the public 

It aeema that the Caoprfuii, like the SpecUtior and other papers not 
afflicted with Uie madncaa of the ClavmcU, and the genus of the ncwa- 
paper pceaa to which it belonga, had the honeaty to say, some months 
aince, that Lord Meltonme could not, conuatently wilh ordinary 
nagt, "tefuae lo present Mr. Owen to the Queen i" and arer aince 
that time, the Ommidt has prefiied the adjeetit'e " OaaiUt" to the 
noun " Onardian ;" at whkh the Guardian ia becomingly wroth. In 
a late leading article be nya: —

The language of Paul to Timothy, as quoted above, 
most mean ^ther that the doctiine of im mortality was 
revealed to mankind hy Jesns Christ, or that the expei:' 
tation of a futare state (then prevalent among men) was 
confirmed .by hia mismon. If the passage be interpreted 
in the former sense, I deny the trath of the bistoricat 
fact involved in the interpretation. If snch tt person U 
JesQs of Nazareth lived, nronght mlranlea, and taught 
the people in the Augustan age, he could not be the 
inventor or revealer of the doctrine of immortality. The 
notion waa cberiahed long before the dme of bis appear- 
ance, which rendered it impomble for him lo reveal it : 
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The ancient Egyptians believed in the Metempsychotu 
0^ spedefl of immorulity) lon^ before the days of Christ. 
Diodorofl, Zrti. 1, c. T, informi as " tbat Li/ctirffu*, 
Soion, and Plato, boiroired from Egypt many of those 
laws which they established in their several Common- 
wealths. And that Pythagoras learned hia mysterions 
and Bscred expessions, the nrt of Geometry, Anthmetic, 
and transmigration of Bonis, in Egypt," Now all theee 
pereonagea lived long before the Augostan age ; eonae- 
qnently the doctrine of immortality was cheriuied before 
that period. 

" The most celebrate came among the Scythians," 
observes Enfield, " was Zamolxis, whom many represent, 
not only as the father of wisdom, with respect to the 
Scythians, but as the teacher of the doctrines o^ immor- 
tality and tnusmigration to the Celtic Druids and to 
Pythagoras. There can be no doubt that the doctrine of 
Immortality was known to the northern nations long 
before the time of Pythagoras ; and Herodotvs, mention- 
ing a common tradition, tbat Zamolxis was a Pythago- 
rean, expressly says QJHa. 4, c. 95) that he flouriahed at 
a mach earlier period than Pythagoras, llie whole 
story of the connexion of Zamolms with Pythagoras 
seems to have been invented by the Pythagoreans to 
advance the fiime of their master. From the general 
testimony of the andents, it appears that Zamolxis was a 
Thracian, wlio in a very remote period taoght the 
Scythians the doctrine of the immortality of the sonl."- 
Hiit. Philoioph., b. I, e. 12, p. 61. 

Here is another proof that the notion of a fatare state 
was a received opinion long before the commencement of 
the Chriiitinn era. Zamolxis prehably tanght the doc- 
trine before the days of Pythagoras ; and Pythagoras is 
generally allowed to have lived at least 500 years before 
Christ. According to Eraioillienet, Pythagoras was 
victor at the (riympic games, in the 48 Olympiad, about 
588 years B. C. Xloyd denies that the Pythagoras men- 
tioned as victor at the olympio games, was the same as 
the philosopher; and places the birth of the latter aboat 
the third year of the 48 Olympiad Dr. Bentley, in his 
Dissertation on the epistles of Phalacis, dates the birth of 
Pythagoras in the fourth year of the 43 Olympiad. It 
appears from a review of the whole controversy between 
hentley, Dodwell, &c., and from what Cicero has said 
in his Tusculan questions, that Pythagoras flonrisbed 
abont 500 years before Christ, in the time of Taxpiin, the 
last king of Rome. Tbos, it appeara indubitably certain, 
that tbe doctrine of immortality was known before the 
Augustan age. 



If we examine the philosophy of northern nations 
the most remote periods, we Gball Gnd the immortality of 
the (oul and the unity of the Deity occupying a promi- 
nent pontion, and an immense mass of mythological fable. 
We are informed by Ccemr, (Bfll. G. lih. lih. c. 14.) 
" that the first doctrine of the Gallic Druids was, that 
the soul of man is immortal;" and Pomponius Mela 
(lib. iii. c. 2.) assures na, that the immortality of the soul 
was proclaimed to the people, to inspire them with mar- 
tial ardonrandcontempt of death. SUiut Jtalicut, (lib, i.) 
speaking of the Kispani, a Celtic colony, aays : —

" The history of all the Xortbem nadona," observes 
Enfield, " abounds with facts, which prove their con- 
tempt of death to have originated from the expectation of 
Immortality." 

" The theology of the Celtic bards," observes &V R. 
Hoare, " was shortly this r they believed in the ezistraoe 
of one supreme being, of whom Ihey reasoned, that he 
could not be material, and that what was not matter mnst 
be God. The toui was considered to be a lapsed intelli- 
gence ; and the punishment it was susceptible of, was « 
total privation of knowledge ; and the possesnon of that 
knowWge was deemed essentially to imply hapiniiess. 
To elTect this pouishment and destruction of evil Ae sonl 
was cast into Jftioon, the extremity of which was the low- 
est point of enstence ; and to regdn its former state, it 
' pass throogh all the intermediate modes of existence. 
iucb purpose, they say, God created this as well as 
other innumerable worlds; that is, for the progression of 
intelligences throngb all modes of bang, approximating 
eternally towards himself. Further, that the earth was 
originally covered with water, which, gradually snbsiding, 



land animals appeared, bnt of the lowest and least perfect 
species ; and thus corresponding in organization with the 
then capacity of tbasoul. New orders in the scale of being 
~ere successively produced from those, whose frames and 
itellects improved through many ages : thus, also, aug- 
uenting the store ofknowledge, or happiness; so that nlti' 
mately man appeared the most perfect receptacle of the 
soul on this earth. For this was a state wherein the sool 
had BO angmented its faculties or knowledge, as to be 
ipable of jud^g between good and evil ; consequently, 
was a state of lilierty and of cbtnce. If the soul 
became attached to evil, it fellagun to bratal Hfe, or « 
state of necesnty, to a point of human existence correi- 
ponding with its turpitude ; and it again transmigrated 
towards the state of man for a renewed probation. When 
the sonl became attached to good, death was its release 
from the haman to a, higher sphere of existence, where 
the loss of memory was done away ; so that it then recol- 
lected the <£conomy of every inferior mode of existence ; 
thus being made happy in the knovdedge of all aiumated 
Frodiga gem animte, et properare facillima mortem ; I nature InJow Its then condition, it became elevated hi^r 
Namque ubi transcendit florenles viribus annas, and higher in the scale of iotdligeuce to etranity, and 
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eoDwqaratly bcreaaed in knowledge and faappinesa." — 
Sir R. Hoan'i Girvidiu CambmiA, Land. 1806, tW. 2. 
p. 313. 

However strange the doctrine of the Metempayclkont 
n)«y appenr to ds, living in the nineteenth century, it was 
nevertheleaa believed by both tbe savige and the uge ol 
the ancient world. MetempBychosis formed of utta 
mefo beyond, and e/t'^j(^K em^iuft'Ao I animate or enliven, 
ngnifiee, as everybody knows, the transmigration of souls 
from one body to another. According to Herodotvt and 
Diogenet Laertvit, the Egyptians believed, that when the 
body died the soul pasKd into some other animal that 
Chen broDght forth ; and after having migrated through 
(he bodies of beasts, birds, and fishes for the space of 
3000 yean, it retorned to inhabit the body of a miin 
again. Tlus whimsical notion is beaudiiilly deacribed by 
Ovid, who makes Fythagoras say : — 
Morte carent animce ; semperqae priore relicta 
Sede novis domihns habitant, vivanlqne recepta 
Omnia mutantar ; nihil intent ; errat et illine. 
Hue venit, hinc illnc, et quosslibet occupet artns 
Spiritus, eque feris hamana in corpora transit, 
luqne fnaB noeter: nee tempore aespent uUo, 
Uiqne novis fragilis signatur cera fignris, 
Xec manet nt fuerat, nee tormas servat easdem 
iSed tamen ipsa eadem est, aoima sic aemper eandem. 
Ease sed in variaa, doceo migraTe fignras. 
What tben is death, bat andaat matter dmt 
Id tama new figure, and a varied veit P 
Thai all thilws are bat altered, nothinft dies ;

"To tbe /ntiiMcf of Menu," says • writer m the 
Entydopadia Ziondineiuii, " there is a scale of penalties 
to which the immortal sonl is doomed ; for rauM acts 
tlutt are mostly corporeal, a man shall assume after death 
* vegetable or minml form: for ranfnl acts, mostly verbal, 
the form of a bird or beast ; for sinful acts, mostly 
mental, the lowest o£ human conditions." It appeus 
that the priests of India, like dke Right Reverend Fathers 
in God of England, take care to rarronnd tbemEelvea 
with an arlifidal Juro-tUvituihip, the violation of which 
is held to be a monatroae crime which will be pnnished 
severely in a fbture world. Moore, in his Hindoo 
Pantheoo, page 371, quotes the 165, 167, and 168 
▼ersea of dw 1st chapter of the InttUutti of Mena, which 
evidently confirm this <^mon. 

" A twtce-bom uaa, who barely «seaulta a Bmkmait, 
with ktenUon to hart him, shall be whirled about for a 
oeotury in the bell, called Tamitra, i. t. darkness." 

" He who through ignoruce of the law, sheds blood 
from the body of a Branman, not engaged in battle, shall 
feel azoeaaive pun in hia fntnre life." 
" At many particle* of dost a* the Mood shall roll dp 



from the ground, for so many yeus shall the shedder of 
that blood be mangled by oUier ■wimaU in his next 
birth." 

Chap. 11, v. 208, modifies the punishment. " So 
many thousand years shall the shedder of that blood be 
tormented in hell." 

Chap. 8, V. 380.—" Never shall the King slay a 
Brahmim, though convicted of all poasibla crimes : let 
him bBmsh tbe offender from his realm, but mth all hie 
property secure, and his body unhurt" 

Ibid, T. 381. — " No greater crime is known on eartb 
than alayiag a Urahman ; and the King, therefore, must 
not even form in his mind the idea of IcilUiig a print." 

Now, if we compare these portdons of Srahminical 
policy with the manner in which the Romish priesthood 
endeavoured to free themselves from the jniisdictioii of 
the civil power during the dark ages — it we compare 
them with the dogmatical assumption of divine right by 
our Church 'of-£ngland Bishops of the present day — witli 
the disgusting intolerance of many Wesleyan Methodist 
preachers ; in short, with the opinions and practices of 
Priesthoods wherever they may he, or may have been, 
we shall feel warranted to conclude that the clergy of all 
denominations, in all parts of the world, are extremely 
poliuc animals ; and that " of all the evils which escaped 
from Pandora's Box, the inatilulion of a priesthood baa 
been the worst." As the profoundly learned Godfrey 
H^gins observes, in the couclumon of his Celtic Druids : 
— " Priests have been the curse of the world. And if 
we admit the merits of many of those of our own time to 
be OS prominent above those of all others, as the e^il dm 
corpt (tpirit of the bodi/) of the most self-contented iiuB- 
ridual of the order may indte him to connder tbem, 
great as I am willing to allow the merits of many in^- 
vidoals lo be, T will not allow that they form exceptions 
strong enough lo destroy the general nature of the role. 
Look at China, the Festival of Juggernaut, the Crasades, 
the massacre of St. Bartholomew, of the Mexicans, and 
of the Peruvians, the fires of the Inquisition, of Marr^ 
Cranmer, Calviu, and of the Dmids ; took at IreUaa; 
look at Spain ; in short, look every where, and yon wiQ 
see the Priesthood reeking with gore. They have con- 
verted, and are converting popnlooa and happy nations 
into deserts, and have made oor beantifiil world into s 
slanghter-house, drenched with blood and tears!" 

Bat, to return to the soul. A modem writer says, 
" the Jewish Cabbila holds that all sonla were produced 
at once, and pre-existed in Adam ; and that every human 
soul has two guardian angels, produced by emanation at 
the time of the production of souls. The Cabbalistie 
doctrine is minute and elaborate in its investigation of the 
human soul, which it describes as connsdng of four parts : 
Nepheih, or the principle of vitality ; Ruach, at the prin- 
dple of motion ; Netekama, or tbe power of btelligence ; 
and Jechida, or the divine principle. Not very remota 
from the doctrine of the Cabbala was the ojanion of Plato, 
who makM the soul consist of three parts : the first, the 
seat of intelligence; the second, of passion; and the 
third, of appetite." 

*' Vilien God," says Calmet " had formed the body of 
man out of the dust, he breathed into Hs nostrils the 
breath of life, and man became a living sonl.'' This ha 
says " some suppose lo be similar lo tbe prwciple of lifv 
in ammals." But in addition to this NejAeih, or priod- 
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pie of vitality, tbe good Father, like all other orthodox 
believeri, most have another ural, or epirit, or Jechidah, 
to serve a« the TObstratDm of reason, intelligence, pasaioD, 
&c. The Holy Father's argument in favour of the im- 
mortality of this metaphysical abstrBction is enough to 
excite Uie laughter of any person accastomed to rigid 
reasoning. " It must be Epiritiial," says he, " becanse it 
thinks, and it mnst be immaterial because it is spiritual." 
But, pray, where did Father Dam. C. get to know that 
.nothing can think but a spiritual substance, especially a& 
he denies tbe immateriality of brutes ? Most assuredly 
bmtes possess some of those capeciiies which are nsQaUy 
predicated of an immaterial nature. They evince ima^ 
naliim by their dreaming ; and exhibit memory by their 
recollection of persons from whom they have long been 
separated. Now, if memory be not tbonght, or some- 
thing like the operation of a epiritaal entity, I wish some 
philosopher would infonn me how it can belong to a ma- 
terial substance. The advocate o) immortality, who 
found the tmih of the doctrine on the supposed immateri- 
ality «f the soul, must either predicate it of the whole 
bmte creation, or deny it to man. There is no alterna- 
tive if they act consistently. "The galled jade may 
wince ;'' bat every thinker mil at once percrive the dilem- 
ma. If memory, imagination, &c. cannot be produced 
by the operation of external agents on organized matter, 
then beasts (possessed as they most undoubtedly are oi 
memory and imaginadon) must have something in them 
distinct from matter ; and if these phenomena can only 
result from the operations of a spiritnat entity, then beaste 
most have a spiritual entity ; and if a spiritual entity is 
necessarily immortal, then beasts are necessarily immortal. 
What a consoletory reflexion ! How cheering to think 
that death does not dissolve the connection subosting be- 
tween ns and the inferior animals ! What snblime ideas 
of a future state of being do the arguments of immateri- 
aliits generate in the mind ! Those namelesa gentry who 
generally manifest their attachment to man, by taking np 
their residence in his hair ; those respectable and imma- 
terial gentlemen, who lie grunting and wallowing in the 
mire, mlgarly called [ugs ; those pretty little black bounc- 
ing creatures who pinch so severely the bodies of imms- 
tarislists and others when they are stretched on the couch 
of repose, are all immortal. The lion and gnoo of Africa, 
the elephant of Asia, the racoon of America, and the 
donkey of Europe; ia short, tbe whole herd of animated 
beings are all immortal! Their immortaUty is placed be- 
yond all doubt, because, first, the church hath determined 
that certain capodties belong exclnsively to an immaterial 
and immortal natqre ; and second, bacanse beasts have 
some of these capacities, and must therefore exist in a 
future state. 

. As I like to do every thing in a losical way, the best 
demonstration I can give of the first proposition is, that 
the Church, the infallible and holy' orthodox Church, 
bath said it ; and none bat nmojxm and abominable 
infidels deny tbe authority of the Church. 

The second postulate is proved by eitperience, and the 
cooaeqaence I have tacked to it flows firam the first 
propoation. 

Thus the immortality of ammals is based on that 
imperishable baris, " the anihority of die Church." 

As there is fto trsA in the Owenitee' assertion that the 
dispositiona of both men and ■nim«la ue changed by 
dfcamatsDcet ; and as we are not warranted to infer that 



beasts unftergo a change at death, we may reasonably 
conclude that there must be many mauions in the connt^ 
which they go to inhabit There are stables for tbe 
bones, [Mgstyea for the pigs, hovels for the cows, blankets 
for the fleas, and human hair for another set of people, 
who feel exceedingly delighted when they can erect their 
weekwams in such a vegetable production. O how 
delightful it must be to be located amid such a motley 
group of heings ; and what m celestial chorus they must 
raise, when they, with intonadon deep, bray aU like 
" Gorgons, Hydras, and Chimeras dire."

Imagination had formed eternal spirits out of the 
supposed sonla of the Earth ; the Sea ; the Fire ; the 
Air ; the Sun ; the Moon ; the Planets ; &o. of which 
«lass. Terra, Neptnne, Vulcan, Juno, Apollo, Diana, 
Mercnry, Venus, Mars, Jupiter, Saturn &o. were known 
as specimens among the Greeks, while of the Genii, 
may be enumerated, Ceres, Bacchns, Jason, Esculapins, 
&c. Concerning the reality of the place of abode, in 
-which the latter dwelt, no doubt at aU was permitted to 
remain, for many favoured iudividndils, while yet alive, 
obtained peroussion to visit Mid -hold conversations 
with their departed Iriends, in those happy regions. 
Their descriplian of the place, does not exactly 
agree with that given by St. Paul) St. John the 
Divine, Mahomet, and Emanuel Swedeabourg, to 
■whom aimtlar favours have been accorded, still, the 
difference ia not so great as to render either account, 
iqtprobable, reasonable allowance being made for the 
great improvement which most have taken place in the 
art ofX>reamijtff during the lapse of ten or perhaps fifty 
thousands years. 

As to the spirits of common mortals, the belt went to 
the r^ht, and the v>onl to the left ; the indifferent, or 
such, as during life, had evinced bad propensities, oi 
«vil depositions without opportunity of gratifying them, 
were condemned to wander in a houseless forlorn con- 
dition natil the true bias of their inclinationa could be 
known. The only chance theee vagrants had of miti- 
gating their fate, was, either by force or fraud, to get 
into the body of some living person, in the same n 
ner as the Soldier-Crab takes possession of the > 
of a whelk — or as a minister of glad tidings invades a 
labourer's cottage when a fat pig has been recently 
sacrihced there. When a tenement was roomy, and 
not over-well furnished, it sometimes happened that 
three or four of these unplcnsaut lodgers would intrude 
together, and lead the lawful owner a very uneasy life, 
by their incessant wrangling and diesentioo. ldiut« 
Hypochondrieas, insane persons, and all afflicted with 
diseased imaginations, were said to be possessed (in the 



manner above stated) by " Demons," or, scoordmg to 
the Jews, by '< DEVILS." 

These afDiclions were cured, sometimes by sympathy, 
sometimes by medicine, sometimes by tricks and arti- 
fices, which created sudden surprise, or gave a violent 
shock to the nerves. Those, who aucceesfnlly practiced, 
these arts were famed for "casting out ^vils," and 
known by the name of conjurers, charmers, magicians, 
and Exorcists. 

There is reason to believe that such notions and 
practices prevailed in the world, long before any nation 
became what is called civilised. Modifications of such 
isages are found among the rudest barbarians ; and 
many of them must have been so blended with the 
vicissitudes incident to early times, that any attempt to 
trace their origin wonld be fruitless and vain. 

Our researches, however, wonld be incomplete, if, in 
seeking the sources of human absurdity, we neglected 
to notice another important class which figures in the 
heathen mythology ; I mean that hybrid race ; the fruit 
of sly embraces, stolen from heedless terrestrial maidens 
by amorotis males celestiaL 

Though some of these characters, such as Hercules, 
Achilles, Eneas, and, Sarpedon, may be deemed of 
doubtful origin, or regarded as the spurious of&pring 
of romance and fiction ; yet, when we find real gentle- 
men, such as Alexander the great, and the Emperor 
Domitian ; persons, tangibly composed of fiesh and 
bones, entertain these strange opinions with respect to 
themselves, and prompted by " the divinity which 
stirred within them," requiring even their own mothers 
to attest the monstrous conception ; in such cases wa 
must take especial care lest credulity on the one side, 
or scepticism on the other degenerate into downright 
prophemity. 

All I mean to say on the subject, is, that though in 
very ancient times it was not the fashion to have so 
many confidants, in these illicit amours, as in aiter 
ages, the maidens who conceived such romantic 
ideas, generally gave substantial proof of their veracity 
when their full time was accomplished ; and also, that 
though ancient virgins, may in all times have des^^ed 
their reputation for purity ; yowtg virgins in ancient 
times, as well as young wives, were sadly exposed to 
these .afflicting adventures, especially such as were in 
the habit of bathing in the open sir, or of sauntering in 
the aisles and cloisters of temples ; for neither the holi- 
ness of the place, nor the chaste deportment and ex- 
ample of the Priests, could at all times restrain the 
curious celestials, who frequented those sancturies, from 
testing the frailty of human nature^ and, alas, innumer- 
able instances of this frailty occur in all history, sacred 
as well as profane ! I need only cite the well-known 
examples of Proserpine, Leda,SaTah,* Ariadne, Daphne, 
Olympia, Diana, Bathsbeba, Danae, Susannah, and 
Paulina, as proofs of my own correctness and veracity: 
for BO notoriously common was the practice, that the 
study of it now constitutes a practical branch, of pohte 
literature, insomuch, that it has'becn found necessary, 
for modem young ladies, who receive a finished educa- 
tion, to devote a few of their most important years to 
these interesting details, in order, I suppose, tiiat if,, by 
,tny chance they should, like Pharoah'a danger. 
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liuppen to find a poor little baby m a basket, they may 
not, like her, be at a loss to find a fatlier to owu it. 

StLch was that state of the hatoan miud, and such 
the nature ot those sociul arrasfrements, designated hy 
names of Feticbism, Idolitary, Polytheism, Paganism, 
Heathenism, &c. We have, perhaps, upon the whole, 
some cause to rejoice, that the period of our own brief 
exiatence was reserved to this later date, when faith 
and holiness have purified the soul from all such deln- 
nons and stains ; having substituted in their stead the 
Empire of Reason, Justice, Humanity, and Virtue ! '.

Whether this conjecture of 0\-id be trae of not, it it 
reasonable to suppose, that man in the filM ages of society 
wonU be in a state of conparmlire ignorance, iriatiTe to 
those matters with which experioce wonU afterwards 
make him aeqoainted. The most anlhsotic lustories of 
the ages of aniiqnity confirm the truth of dus r«mark. 
Diodoms Sicolus, who wrote abont nxty yeais before 
Christ, says, in lib. 1 of his Historical Libnvy : " But 
men, they Bay, at first led a rode and undrilized Hfe, and 
wandered np and down in the fidds, and fed upon herbs

parts, they fooitded the diS^ent nations of the earth. 
Bat, fbrasmodi as what was neefol (or man's life, was not 
at the begimog fooitd oat, this first race of .nen lired a 
barharoos and troublesome Ufe, bMng as yet naked, not 
inared to bouses, nor acquainted with the use of fire, and 
altogether destitute of delicacies for their fuod ; for not 
knowing as yet how tohouMand lay ap their food, tbey 
had no bams or granaries where to depoNt the fhuta of 
the earth ; aod therefore, throngh hunger aiti cold ma«y 
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perulwd in Ae nioiero ; but being at length taaghl by 
experience, they fleil into caves in the vintry season, 
Inid up such fruiu as they coulil conveniently keE'^i. Ttius 
coming by degrees to the atility of the knowledge of fire 
and other conveniences, they be^an to invent iDany arts, 
and other things benefidal for man's lile. What shall 
ire say ? Necessity was mnn's instructor, and made him 
skilful in every thing ; being an ingenious crealure assisted 
with hands, speech, and a rational soul, ready to put 
«Kry thing into execution." 

It would be easy Co multiply testimonies and quotations 
tending to sben that all the great writers of antiqnity 
believed there was a time when man was comparatively 
ignorant of the science of architecture. Poets, moral- 
ists, and historians ejienk of those distant periods under 
the rhetorical ligures of a golden and an iron age ; thus 
the voice of humanity establishes the opinion we have 
mooted. 

A series of years would probably elapse before men 
would know how to erect permanent and comfortable 
haUtations. Id the days of the Chaldeans the snence of 
arcUtacture very probably was considerably improved. 
Snbseqoeat ages poured in tbeir contributions, and laid 
them at its teet. When Greece was in her glory it 
became polished and refined. When Rome was mistress 
of the nations it received considerable additions. The 
Goths, the Vandals, and alpost every dvilized or half 
civilized nation more or less advanced it on the road 
perfection. And aom the knowledge exists, which when 
rightly applied,, will enable the whole human family to 
screen their persons from the midnight tempest, the cold 
wintry wind, nod the drizzling shoner. 

Man cannot continae for any considerable length of 
time exposed to the action of the weather without feeling 
in propria ptrtona the sad effects of his conduct. A 
variety of disorders would nslurally result from remain- 
ing constantly exposed to the influence of the external 
atmosphere. Kbeums, pains, maditess, a debilitated 
frame, or shortened life, would proclaim to his successors, 
"in tones not load, but deep,'' the imprudeocy of such 
a line of procedure. And this remark holdf good not 
merely in relation to the effeminate men of modem times, 
but in relation to man in general, whether panting at Che 
Line or shnddering among the snoirs of Zembla. Lodg- 
ing may, therefore, be accounted one of the absolute 
necessaries of life. 

Very fetv people, comparatively, are awara of the 
enormous amount of labour expended on the production 
of bnildinga, in cooeeqaedce of the principle of individual- 
ism reigning dominani in society. The one half of the 
labour employed iu the production of buildings of little 
real nulity to mankind, would, in a combinative state, 
and aided by the powers of machinery, be amply suffi- 
dent to erect suitable and splendid rewdences for the 
popalaiion of the world. But this cannot be done until 
man acqtures a knowledge of himself, and of the value 
and beauty of co-operative principles. When this occurs, 
we may expect to find men " all the world over'' located 
in buildings as magnificent as the generality of the old 
were despicable. 

We hear much of the " improved condition of man," 
the " march of improveajent," and the advancing " civi- 
lization," being appliel to the Earopt^ns. The Indian 
erects his wig-warn, and when he wi»bei to remove. 



abandons it. The Fisquimnux shapes his mow-houi^e out 
uf winter's snow, being in a ntate of barbarism and not 
knowing how to do better. But the Eurojieon, tlie en- 
lightened, the civiliied, the religious European, erects, 
occasiounlly a splendid residence for one or two individaalit, 
which contrasts roost superbly with the dork, low, badly 
ventilated, and disgusting habitations of tbeir poverty- 
stricken brethren. When half a million of people ore 
packed up in a city like this (London), deprived in a great 
measure of the fresh-blowing breeies of heaven, and ex* 
hihiting iu their'pallid aspects the sad cfTectB of such 
armngcments ; to call such civilization, is virtuiilly to 
launch the keenest sarcasm at the term. Yet such is tbe 
□d not all the advantages political economists can 
ut as resulting therefrom to the division uf labour 
npensBte for the deduction they make from the 
of human hsppiness. Lodging has nn entensire 
e over health, but tbe lodging of a considerable 
portion of society is so bad that a great deal of disease 
and misery is generated by it. 

Political economists assert, that tlie means of national 
defence is a natural want of man. If the phrase be un- 
derstood to signify pro tec Lion from the attacks of ferocious

beasts, we have no objection to its use ; hut if it a 
as roost assuredly it is intended to mean, preparations for 
aggresrive warfare, we reject it, as inconsistent ivith phil- 
osophy, benevolence, and truth. The means of national 
defence is not a nalnral but an artificial want of society, 
arising from the bad arrangements in existence, and the 
relations between states and empires. Perhaps those 
means are necessary in the present condition of nations ; 
but in a new world, where every man nill recognise in 
every other man a brother and a friend, they will not be 
needed. And, only reflect fur a moment on the horrors 
and brutalities of war. A number of men are employed 
in producing the instrumenCa of death ; the energies of 
this class of arlizani are wasted in preparing the instru- 
ments of butchery and ruin, instead of being employed in 
advancing the general happiness ; in tact, all such trnde;:- 
men, however good they may be in tbeir private capacity, 
hang like an incubus on the neck of society. They pro* 
ducefeworno articles of real utility; their whole life is 
spent in fabricating the implements of destruction. It is 
absolutely inconsistent with philosophy, with resson, yeo, 
even with sound theology, (if there be such a thing,) to 
call the means of natioiinl defence an absolutb and necs- 
sary want of man. Wbatl do men absolutely require 
the death of their fellotv-bein^, to render their own lives 
igreeable T If they need the means of slaitghte', they 
oust equally need tho end ; but if they need the end, it 
s necessary that every human being shouM be slaughtered ; 
which, though a paradoxical ossertion, is, nevertheless, 
legitimately deducible from the position. 

is a curse, a deep and burning cnnie, whether it 
Jered relatively to individuids or to nations. Of 
vils which afflict society, none weors a more un- 
ilignant, and loweriag aspect than it. That men 
rage war with their fellow men— that they should 
in deeds of blood— that they should slaughter, 
bum, and destroy, are phenomena, as anonialons as they 
are of frequent occurrence. Such exhibiUons of the bru- 
tality and degradation of sodety ; such scenes of carnage 
and wholesale murder, have been dignilied by tbe historian, 
the poet, and the legislator, with the pompons appellnlion 
"' — - The historian has depicted them, with all 1I19

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beauties of eloquent and polisbed diction ; tbe bard ban 
leat tbe fire of hi« genius, and desecrated his song, to 
screen tbeir moral derormily from observiiiioa ; and the 
legislator bag eanctioned aad concocted the nieasure« from 
u-beDce tbey have originated. Nay, even the priest, the 
profesaed minister of peace and love, has been found on 
the battle field, either ivielding individually the imple- 
ments of devnstalioa, or nrgiog ontvards the automatic 
miiiiong of an unholy despotism to the commisGioD of 
deeds, which, hy their frontlesE atrocity, extort from llie 
geoins of benevolence tears of Tvoe and blood. But, noi 
all the matchless compass of a poet's genius, nor nil ibe 
cold calculatjons of unfeeling senfLtors, nor nil the clafcic 
beaaty of ao historian's style, can palliate that wbich is 
in itself morally deformed, or make war appear to the 
pbilosphie philanlLropist any thing better tlian devasto- 
lioa and murder on an extensive scale. No war can be 
enced ivithi 



be an aggresi-ing part)' ; and 
no violation of the laivs of peace can he justified. No 
polidcal purpose ; no desire of personal nggrondizementi 
no wish (miscalled patriotism) to elevate your ohti 
country on the ruins and cemeteries of others ; no unholy 
ragingB of avarice or ambition, can justify the madness 
and rampancy of war. It is a corse, a foul and an hurri' 
hie curse, to the population of tbe globe. It produces 
present misery, and is followed by tbe most dis.ihrrous 
consequeuces. It is unnatural ; transforming uccostonally 
the beautiful fields of earth into a charnel huuiie steeped 
in baman gore, and shrouded in desolation. In short, we 
we have no reason to conclude, thai the want of such 
scenes, and the instrnments that occasion them, is insepar- 
able from civilized

ON THE EXISTENCE OF MORAL EVIL 
AND ON THE INFLUENCE OF THOSE 
CIRCUMSTANCES WHICH ARE PLACED 
WITHIN THE CONTROL OF SOCIETY. 

ESSAY IX. 

It would be only a waste of time to dilate ut greater 
length on the nature of those impedimenta which re- 
tarded the progress of infant aociely : for, in spite of 
every obstruction, the elastic vigour of the human 
mind, rapidly, though interruptedly, continued to 

In fertile regions, defended by natnral barriers 
against the violence of foreign incursion, leisure was 
focnd for the exercise of productive industry, and an 
interchange of superfluous commodities was, ere long, 
ooUbliahed between contiguous Tribes, But society 
having been formed upon eelfish principles, this 
humani^g intercourse conld not be carried oti to a 
very great extent by simple barter alone, as that was 
Booa found too clumsy an arrangement for many of 
those complex transactions which involved a great 
number of separate interests. 

The preciona metals were therefore chosen as a 
general medium of exchange, and being coined into 
money, cS'ected a great alteration in human affairs. 
Value, thus condensed and rendered portable, could 
easily be stolen, seiTcted, und hoarded ; this circum- 



stance soon brought into full expanidon and activity, 
the organ of acquisittt'euess, which, prevlonaly to tbkt 
time, had been but feebly developed. It is not necessary 
to describe the power exerted over the minds of tM 
ancients, by this debasing passion, nor the manner >n 
which every class by turns became subjected to its 
pernicious influence. Then, as now, the most exalled 
ums — the fondest affections— the tenderest sympathie* 
— even divine (avoura and holy office* were Imrterej 
for gold ; and no sooner were labemacles and temples 
erected, than they were turned into depots for the spoils 
of nations, or for treasures extorted by fraud from the 
people. ("Exodus, c. 12, v. 35, 3U ; c. 35, v. 22, 23, 
24; 1 Chron. c. 22, v. 14, 15, 16.) Wealth thus 
amassed allured invaders, who seldom returned from 
their expeditions without enslaving the people, (2 Chron. 
c. 3, and 4 ; c. 31, v. 6 ; c. 36, v. 6, and to the end ; 
2 Kings, c. 25 ; Daniel, c. I. v. 1, Z.) In short, the 
corruption of morals became general, and, in process 
of time, so inveterate, that when he who " spake as never 
man spake" offered eternal bliss to those who would re- 
nounce such depravity, instead of accepting the boon, 
they sold their benefactor to the aellish priests, for thirty 
pieces of silver ! Conld another such appear, and vrith 
the same power preach the same doctrine, at the present 
day, a higlier price might be demanded, hut HE too 
would certainly be sold. Nevertheless, we must not 
suppose that the whole world became so eormpt as to 
fall back into primitive chaos. Sdge«, Philosophers, 
and Poets, from time to time appeared. Hy investi- 
gating the motives of action, they discorei i the secret 
springs of human depravity, and in order ' i counteract 
their force, established imperfect systems Df morals, 
and oppressive codes of laws. But as the former had 
always superstition for their base, and ae protection (tf 
property was often the sole object of the latter, they 
generally aggravated the evils they were meant to 
remedy ! 

One of the most nsefiil occnpalions, however, in 
which we can be engaged, is, to trace tbe progress of 
those master minds who, by benevolence or wisdom, 
have ui^ed mankind along the stream of improvement, 
instead of allowing them to stagnate, and doze away 
existence under the indolence of barbarism, or the 
pressure of tyranny. A bare list of these illustrioiu 
names would fill many columns. I shaU content 
myself with quoting a few, whose opinions and institu- 
tions have had a manifest influence upon those which 
now prevail in the civilized nations of the globe. 

One of the most ancient, is Zoroaster, the direct 
founder of the religion of the Chaldeans and Peraiuu, 
and indirectly of ^t of tbe Jews, Mahometans, and 
Christians. 

Zoroaster lived in such remote aodtjuity, that no 
agreement is found among learned historians, as to the 
exact time : strong reasons are given for fixing the 
period at least two thousand years before the Christian 
era. It must however be remembered that whatever 
relates to periods so remote, should be received with 
much cantion. At a later period than the above, the 
art of writing was unknown — except by means of 
hieroglyphics — even among the wealthy and learned 
Egyptians : it is not therefore very likely to have been 
practised by the wandering tribes of the Arabian 
Deserts, or the indolent Shepherds of the mountains of 
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8/ri». The system of notation nsed bj the ancients is 
Another source of endlew nustakea; hence, perhaps, 
those abanrd exs^erationa found in all translations 
ilFom the writings of antiquity, with respect to every 
tiling relating to uumbera or value. 



consisted of twenty>0De parts : leven on the Creation 
and History of the World ; teren ou Morals, Politics, 
and Religion ; and teoen on Natural Philosophy and 
Aatronomy. When Alexander tha Great conquered 
tiie country, he cauaed, they say, all these works to be 
collected, and having had them translated into Greek, 
fovmad the originals. 

There still remain several other of his work^, in 
which he treats— •"Of the Matter of which the Universe 
is composed" — "Of the Terrestrial Paradise" — "Of 
the Diaperuon of the Human Race" — "Of the Origin 
of the Respect which the Persians have for Fire," 

Siiled by them, the Son i>f God) — " Of the Origin of 
oral and Physical Evil"^" Of the nnmber of Angela, 
to whose Managemeut, the World is confided" — " Pre- 
dictions concerning the End of the World and ihe 
Resurrection of the Dead" — " A Treatise on Moral 
Precepts, Rites, and Ceremonies," &c., Ac, 

The Persians maintain (hat Zoroaster received the 
law from God, alter having passed ten years at the foot 
of bis Throne. 

In one of his works, called " The Book of Eternity," 
we are informed that Eternity is the principle of the 
good and evil spirit ; that these two principles produced 
all that exists — Ormnsd the good, and Ahariman the 
evil. There were at first two worlds — a pure, and an 
4i]apaTe. Abarimaa broke this general order; a combat 
ensued; Ahariman was beaten. Then Onnusd created 
the tisiomard, through whose agency the earth pro- 
duced a tree, whose fmita contained the two sexes 
united. One of these fruits brought forth a man and a 
woman. Ahariman being Informed of this feet, oame 
on the earth in the form of a serpent, seduced, and 
corrupted them nntiltbe resurrection. This book con- 
clndes with an account of tbe resorrection, on which 
occason, "the mother will be separated from the 
&ther — the brother from the sister — and one friend 
from another. The just will lament for the unjust, 
and the unjust will lament for himself. A comet 
During below the moon will &U on the earth, which, 
being jlrock, will tremble," says Zoroaster, "as the 
lamb tremblea in the presence of the wolf." 

" Then fir« will melt the mountains like rivers, and 
man will have to pass over these fiery floods ; the 
flames will only glance on the righteous, but the wicked 
will hftve to endnre all their fury. Jn the end their 
torments will finish, and they, also, will obtain parity 
and hap^nesB." 

The rest of these interesting books, like all other 
ucient prodnctions, contain matters of detul not quite 
fit for the public eye ; we can also dispense with tlieir 
nM, having books of our own, of a much later date, 
written afUr the experienoe of several centuries, when 
this important science had attained a nearer approach 
to perfection. 

Whoever can so far divest himself of early preju- 



dices as to be able to compare, with calmness, the 
writings of Zoroaster, with the most esteemed produc- 
tions of the Hebrews, will hardly be able to resist the 
conviction that the former have at different times been 
imitated or parodied in the latter. The works of 
Zoroaster, called the Zendaverta, are very voluminous; 
and though many of the notions contained in them, 
must, as we have seen, appear ridiculoas to cultivated 
minds, still they consist of a sequent, weU-concocted 
detail of all things necessary to be known or done by a 
Parsee, with reference to religion or morals. They 
contain a prophetic history of the world firom its 
creation to its final destruction by fire, and prescribe 
rites Slid ceremonies by which every good man may so 
regulate his conduct in this world, as to be almost 
secure of a comfortable berth in the world to come. 

To properly appreciate the use which the Hebrews 
and other nations have made of these ancient works, ws 
must reflect that two systems of morality, very different 
from each other, have, in turns, been adopted for the 
benefit of mankind. According to one of these systems, 
the rewards promised for obedience to its precepts, are 
health, prosperity, and other advantages belouging to 
the present slate — according to the other, they are to 
consist of everlasting life, unfading joys, and crowns of 
eterna] j^lory in a future state. 

Now tbe principal object of the Mosaic Institutions 
was to inflame the Jews with an ardent zeal for exter- 
minating idolatry ; or, in other words, with tbe lo\e of 
conquest for the sake of plunder. The rewards pro- 
posed for obedience, under these institutions, are 
victory, wealth, and longevity ; the punishments de- 
nounced for disobedience, are pestilence, famine, defeat, 
and slavery ; not one word is said about rewarcis or 
punishments in a future state ; because, as may reason- 
ably be inferred, Jethro, the father-in-law of Moses, a 
priest of Midian, a fire-worship per and follower of 
Zoroaster, (Exodus, c. 3, v. 18) had persuaded Moses 
that considerations so remote would not supply the 
vagabond sons of Jacob with motives sufficiently strong 
to indace them to invade a country whose inhabitants 
seemed disposed to resist tbe claims which he set np to 
their territory ; therefore, I say, tbePcntateuch contains 
only so much of the Zendavesta as relates to the forma- 
tion of all things, and is totally silent as to their 
destroction, ahd all the consequences which are to bo 
the result ! 

Well ! the Jews conquered the province, destroyed 
all the people, divided the spoil, and, as they thought, 
secured the greatest psrt of them in their Temple 
under the protection of heaven. They began, however, 
before long, to reap the hitter fruits ot their perfidy and 
cruelty ; for many years they were condemned to suffer 
the scourge of civU war, inflicted by that, heart-corroding 
passion, which had been so carefally excited, and, 
finally, they were conquered, and' in their turn despoiled 
and led into captivity by a nation allured into their 
country by that very weslth they had stolen from 
others. After a few alternations of these calamities, 
the Jews sank into the lowiest degree of vilencsa. A 
benevolent attempt was then inade fo revive in their 
breasts some nentiments of humanity, by borrowing 
from the Zendavesta that other part of its doctrines 
which relates to the resurrection and a future stale. 
The first diBtinct intimation of this doctrine in the 
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Bible, is contuined in the writings of those prophets 
who liad beeu cnptivea in Babylon, between five snd 
six liuudred yean before the Christian era. 

Slight allunons of the sfime kind, are, it is trae, to 
be found iu tlie book of Job — but then the book of Job 
is of Chaldean origin, or, at least, not of Hebrew, as ii 
proved by its containing scraps of more elevated science 
than was ever, by any means, revealed to the Jews, or 
than WHS known even to Solomon in all bis glory. X.

FOURIERISM I 



. SOCIALISM. 



XTha article on *' Property," which appeared in No. 41, from the 
Phalange, contuned a full and explicit ei|XMilioo of the principle upon 
which the anangFDieiita proponed by the Fouriciitea ia baaed. The 
length of the article itaclt^ and ether preuing arreim compelled lu to 
Teflon at the time fiom commenting on the fundamental fidlacy vhich 
perradei it, but with a determination to terert lo the lubjecl at the 
carliNt opportunity. In the meantime, we have leceired the following 
papar from our aicallent friecd Itr. Bawi^r, of Bradford, whii;h taken 
Ueartj the mum line of argument we should have done i and iklthough 
It b«at* marks of being haatily drawn up, will yet aerve to expoac the 
fidlacy <rf *ome of the fbndunental propoiiliona of the Editor of the 
PbalaDgc upon thi* important uihject. — Ed.] 

To the Editor of Tlte New Moral fforld. 

Sir, — Various articlea Iiave, rroru time to time ap- 
penred in jour pMper, explanalor}- or the projects of Itie 
Foorieritcs, but, until ihe «rticle on Property contained 
in a late Number, 1 do uut remember aay deleu^ive of 
the principles upon which those projects were bLtaed. 
('on^derable interest must huve been excited in the 
miudd of the Social public, by the many points of re- 
semblance between Fonricrism and Sociuti^un, as well 
as by the attractions with which talent never fails to 
Hurround, whatever il undertakes to support. 

A slate ot noclety was depictured, which, compared 
with the present, seemed beatitude itself. Yet to the 
Socialist there appeared so much of anumaly and in* 
congruity ; BO much to be attained hy methods whith 
he could not believe capable of leading to any such re- 
eullfi; and so much left unattiiiued of that which he not 
onl^ conceived necessary to happiuesa, but easily 
to be secured by other ^mple meana, that his conscious- 
ness of the presence of error was not to be overcome 
by any blaadishmenta of the theory. Could it iuiieed 
have been that the Magician who thus boldly proclaim' 
ed his "Social destiny" had, for a-while, spelUbonnd 
him, the nnwizard-Iike folly of letting him afterwards 
read his " black letter," would infallibly have broken 
the charm. — Seriously, Fourierism is founded on the 
principle of competition, and' the article on "Property" 
referred to, which 1 imderstand, is from the pen of M. 
Considerant, may, I conceive, he &iirly taken as an in- 
vitation to discuss that principle with the Socialists. 
The elaborate character of the article, its plausibility, 
and particnlarly the following wordx among others of a 
like kind to be found in it, make ihc discussion, how- 
ever, a matter of immediate necesyiiy : — 



« Those who would destroy capital, inheritance, and 
individual property, must iiejeswrily produce the uumt 
terrible conflicts between the diflereut classes of society. 
It would lead to a primitive state of barbarinni ; seuli- 
uients such as these would destroy all right, siuce they 
would sanction the usurpations of CREATliD CAPITA!,, 
just as the present law ol property saucticns the usur- 
pation of tie primitive or UKCKEATKD capiiul." 

The chiefdesiguof the article is undoubicdly lo prove 
ihe INVIOLABrLITV OF PRIVATK PKOPEBTV; ihei), that 
iudividuuls not inheritiug "crtulid L-ajdtal," have no 
other claim upon society, I htm the '* riykl la labour;" 
and, thirdly — 'lliat society will liave done all that it 
ought to do by Kuch individuala when it has provided 
for them "i/ooJ and eamfurl'ibk wurhthfipn, fumi»hid 
with good tools," &c. 1 or, take the same position iu 
these words—" A legitimate tiile is held by society to 
individual property, when it fully recognizes lo the 
poor mau ihe right of labour, and when il assures lo 
bim ax cumtbrtable a subsistence for a given amount of 
labour, aa a/uld Imre bren priKuri-d by Ju tame amount 
■if labour in tile primal tanjye ilale / .' .''' 

Passing over the luminous and very excellent expo- 
sitiou of the " natural" RuA " faUiluiiu" laws of pro* 
perty, end of " pHmitipe" and "creuCed capital,'' wa 
will proceed to shew, as folly us a very limited time to 
devote to the snbjecl will allow, that the fiuiilioiu, or 
legal, law of iuherilance ought to be conformable lo the 
natural law of property ; iu ntlier wordi^ibat all men 
ought to inherit equally both primitive and created 
capital ; that every individual has a just claim upon 
society for the means of satisfying all his physical, 
moral, and intellectual wants, to as great sn extent us 
the powers possessed hy society will allow ; and »Uo, 
tliat every individual of society is greatly wronged, so 
long as even a singie person is prevented from thus 
equally inheriting the means of satisfyiug the wauls, of 
bis nnture. It is laid down as " a tuudamentul prin- 
ciple — that every individual possesses, legitiiuatcly, 
fAu //im^ which his labour, his intelligence, (or more 
generally) which his aelivilij has created." We do 
not iutEud to contest this principle ; but, on the con- 
trary, fidly admit that the " true theory of projierty is 
founded in the creation o( the thiug possesHcd," and 
that " therefore we must proceed to consider the pro- 
duction of wealth, the culture of the earth, manufac- 
tures and arts, &c., in society." 

Yes, we must consider production m Society, and 
also out of Society — man isolated, and man in combi- 
nation with his fellows. Snjipose then, by way of an- 
tithese, that the inhabitants of a portion of the earth, or 
of the whole earth, applied themselves fur the first time 
to iuduatry, to the production of good manufactures, 
&c. ; and snppose farther, that they do all this in a 
state of total isolation from each other, it is quite evi- 
dent that so long as this state of isolation and self-de- 
pendence was persevered in, either by themselves or the 
succeeding generations of men, that the law of pro- 
perty would be conformable to the riylil of property j 
each retuiniug all that he produced : but it is equally 
evident that the ikill to produce would be acquired at 
a very slow rate, the siuount of It gained by a gene- 
ration being represeuted in that of a eiugle iudividual ; 
BO that supposing evpry one to impart lo his successor 
the full amount of skill acquired by himKpir, ihoutande 
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of ages must elapse belbre munkiiid could obtnin 119 
muci) produciuj{ po\Ter sa would bcloug to the firet 
generation of mea living ia a Etate uf society', and 
severally iaipartiug their txperieucc iiud skill to each 
Olber. We perceive then that iiH:ieli/ has u certttin 
amount of producing power over and above Ihe timouni 
of lUe same power, which properlj-, that it, of nalural 
ri/hl, belong:* 10 the individual, aa sucld which com- 
pose aocietj'. How in thia to be dii'ided, ei}nally or un- 
equally ? Equully, because the uniouut of aid wliicb 
any individual cuu render to society is less thRu ilml 
which society renders to him, as uiucb leas iudeed «a 
the unit mtmber ia than the totality of members. 
Tbia udded power, thua divided, may, or may nijt, 
during 4be first ^eucration, make up to the weukeat 
individual the diflereuce between hi:* ori<,'iuHliy leea 
power and the originullygreuter power of the sirougest. 
If it do not, individual property and inheritance may 
continue till it do. It need not be nr^ed, that 
power increases with every sncceeding gciicrulion, so 
that all claims on the part of individuals to inherit 
more " unated capital" than Others, on the ground ol 
superior origiuiil powers of production on th^ir parts, 
or on the part of their progenitors, must ultimately 
cease ; so community of property, or equality of inhe- 
ritance and possession, must also then be necessary to 
mainttun the conformity of actual with natuml right. 

It follows from what we have said, that the right 
to labour under the conditious laid down, namely 
" for as much as could have been obtained diving (h< 

t>rim&I savage stale," is not a just equivalent to the 
Liboarer for the loss of his primitive capital, and the 
loss, equally a robbery upou him, of his share of the 
created capital of past generations ; and a very little 
oousideration will serve to show that the period is long 
aince past, when the ever-increaaiug power of society 
bad far more than made up the difference between the 
natural producing powers of individuals. The proo! 
of this is to be found iu the statistics of actual society, 
for a very cursory glance at the immense powers ol 
production now possessed by mankind, will show that 
there need be no longer any individual without food, 
clothing, abelter, or instroction, and a careful estima- 
tion of those powers would prove that all may have 
Hbundance of food, &c., and also a very high amount 
of instmction. 

Sn&icient has been said to show that the principle of 
individual property b no longer, iu the actual state of 
science and intelligence, capable of being defended ; 
and therefore all plans of society, however superior to 
the present, which should be prosecuted on this prin- 
ciple, must be so prosecuted with loss to society ; 
inasmuch as all forms of individual property require 
extensive arrangements on the part of society, involving 
the application of an enormous amount of power for 
the purpose of sustaining them, as compared with the 
power requisite to sustain the necessarily simpler forms 
of co-operative society. 

It scarcely requires to be stated, after this, that as 
no individual can be made to possess the greatest 
amount of producing power, except under commaniiy 
amtngements of society, so every one is injured by the 
maintenance of those of a contrary description.

The leeching of cxampU hni rvnr been held niperior to that of 
prcccpl. ^V'hich arc lbs people to fallow in this oue ? the iQi!^ and 
" phynic;!! force" piocecdiiigi of the biw-maker, parKHi*, and policemen, 
or the pcecepu of the Bible, which teach ui to do good auto all men, 
and ereu if Hauullid bj railing, not to retnm it in kind ? It certainly 
aeema reasonnble to demand of tbeac " leripCun]" Ceachcn, that they 
■hocdd evince in their ovu condnct th« benefita of lach teaching \ and 
if we find that their conduct ia the very nretao at " kiudneu,** 
" nieekneii," "long-niffering," nnd "peace," we are, at all evcula, if 
not justified in imilaling their bad emnple, al least entitled to aend 
the aehaolmAatcn back to ichooL It ii a dangcnnia thing vhen tLa 
blind lead the bliuiL 

It alnioat nppcsn ri if uldien and policemen were isdigpenaiUs 
ndJTincta of the pricathood, and " KTiptnial** tuition of any kind. 
WhaleTPT Iheie ominous parties pnt their hands to vxtat to sow tbe 
■eeda of contention, nnd, like the teeth of Cadmis, to yield a emp of 
armed men. Perhaps with the orthodox mystifitation and pantdox, 
which i» proper to the profession, this ii meant to illustrate tbe teil — 
" My kingdom is not of this world,"— and also to nihibit the abtolata 
" independence" of the Church of " any arm of flesh." 

Since policemen die such efticccJDUi tcncher* of adults in the eatt- 
mation of Lieutenant Fabian anil the M. P. for Le«ds, we suggest to 
ihem, nnd through ihem, to the British and Foreign School Sodely, 
the propriety of iutroduciiig them into all tbdr tcbools, aa leaiJiera of 
cliildn.-n. They will no doubt " Imin ihem up in the way they 
should go," by gii-iiig them an occnaional lesson in tbs noble art at 
swearing, alii^t taking oalha, at which they are rery pioltcieni, in con- 
sequence of its being port of their trade ; and they might also 
enlighten the ductile mind of youth as to the manner in which the 
poor rogiies of society manage to cheat the rich mgnes, and ria osno; 
Thfy would, in fiict, be excellent eipounder* of teriptoral texts, aftac 
manner of their patrons ; and if the pupils exhibited any lack ol 
ipRhension, they might very laudably employ their stoA in 
sting their enlightenment.

The religion of Britain, although oitcnaiLly preached from tho lanic 
book, embodied in the same formulas, ciecdi, and coii&uioni as wen 
lued a eeatuij lince, i> not ihs tame.

What has produced this change 7 Most auurcdly not the rrlii,ioH or 
dogma* Khich incited aach barborilj ; hut the incroau of knowledge ; 
nhieh has long since bid the witelii't, warlocks, and hobgublin* who 
tomenled our fbre&then, in " the tomb of all the Capulela i" nnd 
theicbr diminished the number of diose supernatural eiisteneies which 
ibnn the maiiiataj of oil mjstienl and barboroiia roligiona. One by 
ODC da ihcae crmtiona of primitiic ignonincc and excited imoginotion 
TaniJi before the growing light of real intelligence, aa the atais before 
the riung ann. The diTiniliea of antiquity no longer have aacr^fiee 
DlG>red la them in their costly and mngniScent templet. The 
tcmplea are in ruina or undiKCDTerable ; the worshippora and the 
worshipped hnve alike de[nrted, lenring only the memory that tuch 
thinga were. Who can gnaranteo a better bte for the dlrinitics of 
to«l«r? 

Wa would, therefore, counsel the clergy no longer to attempt stay- 
ing tho current. Let them place themicltea in the van of improTemenl, 
and becrane the teachen of the people in fads nnd demonstrable truths. 
The oatensible olgect of their ToCBtion will thua be surely and pcr- 
muiently gained, Thegreateat enemy to ilea and immorality is true 
knowledge. 



It is grieTona to the rightly constituted mind to witneaa the im- 
jsoialit; and profligacy which characterises the conductors of the 
pabtie pnw. No Uaahood it too great, or calumny too vile, for per- 
petration, in idetence to ihoac who differ from them lu opinion. 

In the Mtrcaij of last Saturday, a leadii^ article, by way of com- 
mentary on the proceedings of the Educational meeting to which we 
bare referred above, ucribea conduct and motiiet to tho Socinliats, 
and porticnlaily Mr. Fleming, which are totally contradicted by the 
report of llis pnceedinga in ita own colomua.

Ten days ago I was at Whalley 
Hall ; and, to my durpriae, I found a whole colony of 
Socialists and Agriculturists. The farminif of Mr. 
Aldam isfirtl-rate ; Au eropi look better, and his land ix 
cleaner, than any in the neighbourhood. He is delighted 
with " Tytherly," and says he can raise better cropa 
there than ou his own farm. This ia cheering ; as he 
ia a man that ought to know. The Aldam family art 
a treasure to ua. 

A member of the Qneen-street branch, a Mr. Vczey, 
hasjust returned from America. He went there to 
see Che Shakers, and was abseut six months ; he 
the Rappites, who are very rich ; but since the b< 
left theui they teach their children nolliicg but the 
German Janipiage. The aeceders are not co-operating 
at all ; they have divided their land, and all they do 
in the way of co-operation is a few manufactures. The 
Community of Zoar is iu a flourishing elate ; they are 
governed by a Governor, who lives in a fine large 
lioaee, and makea them all obey him. They have 
3000 acres of land, and are very rich. None of these 
parties Mr. Vczey approved of, and therefore he left 
them. He then went to New Jiebanon, in Massachu- 
aets, and there he saw my old f'rieuds, Daniel t'raser 
and Frederick Evans, who were delighted to hear of

property. 

Now for a little home news. We have taken aome 
leasehold property lo bnild an Institution, consisting of 
tt^o houses and large back premises, in John-street, 
Tottenham Court Road, near the old Charlotte -street 
Institution. In the back premises we can make an 
Institution, capable of holding 700 or 8O0 persons, 
comfortably seated, with a handsome entrance to the 
hall, having two large pillars in front. The expense ia 
likely to be about £1000, for Hall, Coffee Room, 
Dressing Rooms,' &c.

The truth, howcier, appears to be, that Mr. Owkn i» in reality very 
litlla, if at ail, indebtad to the» writen foi an; of hi> plana.

The very inititation of euch claaes ai msgistiatea and military,

■pulse, without oriadcm, nfieelioit, or mcuoa, evinces, at osoe, how 
very imperfect were the views of tho [diiloeopher, not only respecting 
hnmaniCy itself hut also of the infinence af eitemal ci 
building up the adult character. The close and inieparablo co 

res and actions, teems not to have been sufficiently Dbnans, at 
there would have been no separate date to administer ooeidvc lavs, nor 
military to en£irce obedience to the dictates of the civil power. 

It is evident that the grest portiDn of the people wet?, according to 
Plato, to have been virtoally ahnnla Ae ptivilseed iilaaaiii " Ae 
" the Diilitary ;" and he Mania to lure been imdMa 
tho pcaubility of communicating tha lesanna of philoaopby 
te the multitade. He bund them ignorant and degraded, — the far- 
reaching intellect, and lofly wisdom of the philosopher, were the lot . 
of a very few ; and Pbto, with all bii faith in" the potency of edo- 
(atioa, wwma to have deqiaired of materially altering this diitributiea 
of mental wealth. 

These defacta are to be foond, mors or lesa, in every other ideal 
plan of a commonwealth, which tunxiBTe ages have called forth. 
Indeed none of the others are so perfect as that of Plato, and there- 
fera any eipnntion painting out its defects applies more fordhly to 

The "Utopia" of Sir Thomoa More, which inakea the nearest appraacb 
to the'RepuUic," is immensonibly mfarior to it in this respect, and the 
"Omub" of Harrington is at a atill greater distanca. In fact this Litter 
celebnted woi^ deals very little with these abstract or fundamental' 
prindpW and is confined almost eiclndvely to the exposition of 
eitamal goTHiunenlal forms. The "Oceana" ii not a Commimity or 
" Social system," but belongs to that class of poUtieal syatema 6na 
which Radiciliam or Chartimi is lineally descended ; and we need not ' 
inform our rcsdeM how far these fall short in principle vbA javetice of 
the system we desire to establish. 

The prindple of responnbility or accoontahilitj lies at the bottom of 
every aw of these systems — positive ineqnaUty in the midst of the 
^parent contrary, also diaracteriiea the gmiter pntioD of them, — and 
in all an imperfect knowledge of the praetica] relations and bustnsM of 
life, is deariy diacemible^ 

RoBBnT OwMN ^Kon to have been bnt little indebted to any of 
hia frudsuaaauis for his ideas of a eommonwealdi, and to have elabo- 
rated the beantifiil and.parfeet social system, wUdi is now so tqidly 
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ittqiiiring >dh«TiiUi man &om the nctuo] obiervation of man and 
■odetj in SiTiHunlde potitiona ftr botb, tLan b; ui; men llieonlical 
uid doKt-bred tpeculnlioiu. 

Aji Bceidcnt, at a icry early »ge, threw him Dpwn booki for a long 
period, when he would oihsrwi« have Iwen angagtd with hit play- 
DDiIcB in the umai smuKment* of boyhood. Time boolia, acting 
upon natuRilly good powen of perception and reflection, enabled htm 
to ICO dciu-l}- the tangled tiuue of erran, which perradcd the minda 
■ml pntctie« of the world. 

Many pcrsoni have been jietinitled to lee Iheae fiillaciea u cleaily 
ai RoBXBT OiriN, by a Kmewhat umilor conne of (tDdy, but per- 
hapa no one at » curly sn age ; and bat Sot the eitraoidinary cimiin- 
■tancd of hii after life, which gave the paver of teiting the trnch or 
fidjehood of the concluiioni he hod come to, be might have contented 
himaelf, u many olhen hare done, by writing agninit, and exposing, 
aDtiqiuted eiron, inttfod of the eipoution of fint principles, newly 
diMOTeted, and a magnifitenl lystetn of society based npon them. 

Tba mmmary of his condurioni drawn from reading, is comprised 
f n the Ibllowing «■ ntente* ; — " That man ia ciery where the ereatorc of 
two aeti of circamttaneea, namely, hia original conttltntion, aai the 
instilotiona, cuatoma, and infloencea, amid which that organiiatiou is 
afterwnrfa plfwed, and fioin whieh it derive* iU motive* to aclion. 
Oood and bad characters are therefore dependent, not on the will of 
the individual, but npon the nolnre and quality of thne dfcnmatapoea, 
and aa all hnman beinga posaeas originally the aame eontii 
riementa of their peculiar natun j ^e aame mental, moral, and pliyucal 
capoeitie* ; the devdoponent of tbete eapocdtiet, dther in an in 
or avperior mnner, in each and evoy individual, ia dtoriy aitribalablo 
to the iiiiluencea which call them into action." 

H iLVBTtin^PMBnxT.and a boitof others had eloquently and forcibly 
expounded the doctrine of philosophical neccanly ; but all theae w 
stultified tbemaelve* by writing in tlie nme breath about wmrilatef 
actions, and of naaixb for virtue and ptmakatiiU for vice ! forgetting 
the TFry obtiou* deduction that virtue and vice were equally i 
sitated, and the nicription of merit or demerit to the agent 

d the operation of thia oochangeaUe and uncontrollabU law. 



RoBXKT OwiN lint boldly pushed the doctrine of necesntj 
legitimale conclusion, and drew the (Dxjife, but mMfiApD 
that artificial rewards and puniabmenta were totally 
man, and that aodety bad it in ilt own power to {aodnce any given 
character or action, umply by bringing the requiule eirenmstance* to 
bcnr npon the individual 

These views contain the gist of two of the scir 
perfecled by Bobuit Owen — namely, the science of human nature, 
and the science of the overwhelming influence of eitcmal circum- 
atance* in the formation of character. 

To complete the aystem, however, aome external forms of govem- 
mmt were reqninte ; and these, as well ai its abstract piinaplea, 
•rerv the reault of personal ttndy and verification, by means of care- 
ful expetiments, for many years, upon a large population, under moat 
tvomable anapitet for such experiments. Nothing was viatonary or 
imaginative ; bet after £ut wai von from the moral labuatory at 
l^nark ; and alowly, bot aorety, tin K3enc« of aodety grew ii 
perfect chrysolita. Eiteiksive reading and experiment had developed 
the individual nalorv of man. Exteniuve practice and study elo- 
bomted the manner in wMch Individual and Social well-being may be 
couibiitcd. 

The " Sdence of Sonety" treats methodi^ly of the prednction of 
wealth, the distribution of wealth, the lonnation of ebatacler, and 



government. These are its four grand diviuons, oudcr one or other 
of which all the Dtultifiu^ooa relations and dutiea of life nay be 
grouped. 

We have given thiabricf and neeeaaarily imperfect akctch of BoBDtT 
OirBN> system, and ihe manner in which be proceeded in it* lbrm»- 
ion, because it affords a dearer and more tanfiible aiuwer to (he diaiga 
if plagiariun tbiui any other coarse we could adopt. It will be seen 
that the whole of the ayatcm waa claborati^d prvttKaUjf ; that it 
itarted from eauHtiaUs iteaprtmiaa, and Ihnt the working out of the 
{Teat problems involved in the subject was in no aingle instance refcr- 
nd to aiaherHy, but to tho test of bets. Thegrcat aiid djstingniihing 
difference between the founder of the " New Syatem" and bis piedo- 

5Hora ia, aimply, that tke^ were men of books — literary speculators ; 

rhile M was equally a student and a man of extensive practice at > 
pmdDCCT, distribnlor, educator, and govenior. 

Whether the system of which we have been treating would " de- 
grade man to the levd of the brute creation" or not, it another qaea- 
tion, into which wc do not at present enter. We can miij say, that 
if the proper applieatiiKi of the whole human bcultiea to the abandant 
prodactinn of wealth ; to its liberal and pLentifnl diitribntion to all 
without force or fraud ; the lystemotical education of alt thildm to 
become well afqiiH'i''-' with their own natore and the widest unga 
of philosophy and science ; and finally, to Ihe govemmeat of all in the 
of love and fraternity, with a view to the prsdnction of univiir- 
aal bqipinett: if this be " degradation to the level of the hnile cm- 

ition," we moat cordially wish that every one wa» aa " degraded." 



SOCIALISM IN FRANCE. 



Fourteen long yean rolled over the aniions head of Fourier, dnring 
which he found no rich capitalist or diatingniahed persona^ to Opport 
him, and during which be waa compelled, by the fcr™ of dtenm- 
stuieet, to continue at the d^nding and mercenary eoipli^iBent of 
the counter. At length, however, Fourier re-appeared befwe the 
pi^ in 1822, in a work entitled—" A Tmtiae on Agiienltnral and 
IMu*tie Aitocialioni.'' " Traill i* ramitiaSM iIihb«X>}w agria:/'.'' 
This vrork wa» mnounoed in »ix volume*, of whieh «ily two »«• 
published. These, however, contain tho more vdusblo derrlopem«t* 
of fait theory. In this work, Fourier points out, m a Gvely and 
mux, hia relatioQ to Sit Iwu Newton. While NewtDD 
haa diacovered the attraction of matter, Fotiria hai diicovMed the 
iltraclion of the apirit or tho moral attraction — (taSn^im jiaiMoaaAi } 
Totiie one it dne the laws of ptanetaiy ladrtenc* j to tta otiier, the 
biwaofhnmnneiittaice. The miivetwl analogia*— the bannony and 
the imity which preaide in the fiinctiona of the material onivene, 
were, necorto^ to Fourier, quite ot^oaed to tho peaent miterabto and 
incoherent atate of human existence. They shoold teech n» how 
necetaary it i* that in our sodal *conomy wa thouid return ta the 
hodlhy and well ordered pdhs, which nature pteaent* to our view, 
AU tho paaaion* of man ahonld bava their iqfiropriale ^we in tb* 
aonol ayttem ; none *» "ally had ; none can be diapenMd with i 
they only need to be placed in propel nletion to otiiat parU rf the 
system, jn« a* every celestial body entm into and fonnt part of the 
«lar system. To tiiU end it is nece**ary thrt wo thouW have lh* 
pasuon* of the hunvD being to uncontWM aetitm, fiw they Mch 
pwiKtt an inherent and innat* impulnon given by the Deity, and 
which it it vain and impious to attempt to reprnt or modify by 
cdiioitian. Interfering vriti the posmona, by edncatvm, only tendi ta

■eqoenca ws», thnt the French renilon who cared Htllc for the more 
imporlaat and ■erioua port* of bin syntcm, atoppod to enjoy a hearty 
laif^ over the wonderful and miiiulc pn>[nmtio)is he hiMl duacribcd 
with iueIi mHTvellDiu anxiety. Now rteiy ono who is oci^uaiiilod 
with tbe mUtile character of the Frowh, knows how fiual a hiiigh is 
(a an; syatem. It entirely takes nwny the deaire to undenlojid, and 
thinks imly of the fun which il yieldi. I'hua poor Fourier cntountcrcd 
aoly deriaion and dii^ipointmcnt. He applied lo tbe different pbilo- 
■ophen who flourished in popiilarily, hut ihey one and lUl rejected 
bim. The EelecticB, who were then powerful, ridiculed him. Tbe 
St. Simonians, who had lately sprung into existence, did not view 
with poruality a nun who was likely to be a successful rival of lome 
of the peculiiiriiicB of ttcir ayttcni ; and, at length, an application (bt 
to Robert Owen, Esq., of Now Lomrk, met with no belter 



Bepulaed by an ungrateful world, Fourier had only the solace of 
living within the ideal world of hia own creation. We h.-irc now 
aniredat the year 1832. For aome yean prerion* to this epoch, 
Foarier had gained a litelibood by being employed as a letter copier ; 
and it WIS not UU this period, when hi: was niity years of sge, (hav- 
ing been Iwni in 1772) that he was cnablrd lo retire from buaineaa 
apon a small income, and to drink more deeply of the only hnppiiins 
which hccould enjoy ;— thai of revelling in Ihedmunsof an onlhnsi- 
aatie imagination. Yet, it is easy to conceive that this bnppincas may 
hav-e bei-n of the moat intense dcucriplion. He ■■alkcd glorioua, omidsl 
an innumerable population, who solutr-d him as their benefiictor, and 
crowned him as their Kis-o. }Ic made omtiona lo these impalpable 
eiiateneea in aUngwige which they alone coutd undeCJ^land— he liuili 
hia Pbalanatery — be peopled il— be oijaiiia-J it— he conducted the 
kboor laska of the harmonic groups — he fuunclis] u town — a capital — 
a melnpolii — be united by the aodal bond the east to the west, and 
tbe north to the aouth — he saw prodaiuied the emperor of the globe' 
and put, with hi* own band, on the bend of the most learned man in 
euatence, tbe wreath of laiuela awarded by two millions of pbalangei < 
Sweet efloru of tbe inuiginnliou 1— the only aohwe, aL-is ! to the ami- 
•bk, yet despised, Foaricr. 

But it waa acarecly possible that such pcraovering cITnrta ebnuld be 
totally unsuccesafuL Although no Diuiiiinh, no great tapitolist un- 
dertook to patroniie him, yet there were a few diwiples who gathered 
around him without being sought afu-r, Fourier entirely tilled in 
realiiiing his benevolent doii^i?, but he at leiijjLh v.aa fui'tannte enuii':!i 



lu fiiuud a achiHiL Aa curty a* 11114, he gained his firat disciple, in 

the [K-ikun of M. JuaC Muiron, who laiiily endcnvnnred to eatnhlish 

iipemlivc trading establifihmi'nt, but was op]>osed by the 
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slii^'lo convert, when, at luiijfth, tho accession nf a young man with 
whom our reailors n:-.' already fiimiliar, revealed the nionijiif; da>vn of 
Socialiun in Fcunc-j. Thia wai no leu a person than M. Victor 
Conhid6mnt, a young num full of energy, and possesard of a acienlitic 
turn of nuiid. 

KtluQitdl ill the Polytechnic school, M. Conaidfruit brought to tbe 
airas of Sociulibm that calm and reflective judgement, thnt mathemnti- 
cal rigour of the mind <vhich leans olwnye to cine nnd exact demon- 
stmtion. lie in preeminently a practical man, and he ardently longed 
lo n-leaso Fourierism from a merely apecuUlivc e\iattnce where it 
would fllwaya be stidlc and vuluclfsa. Charles Fourier, however, 
fure of hia strength, clung tcnaclou'.ly to the precise mnnner in nhicb 
he hod developed hia ayatem ; he demanded an ncquieaccncu even 
witii the puerilities in which he had drea»:d it, and with a confidence; 
u'hich aavaured of haughtincas, ho was unyielding and imperiuua in 
his n.i|uiremeiits. M. Coniidtrant, convinced of tbe bniily and 
truth of the main features of the system, sought fur opportunities to 
intnyliKC this retired nnd origiiud geniua to a world that had froirn 
him for want of npprecinling bini. Various methods of propapnljon 
were tried. Conferences were openi'd at Paris, in which Fourier 
developed isobted parla of his aystem, then the provinces were 

led to, and Mr. ConUJet-jjil opened hia first public course of 

ea in (he town of Met*. 

was at this critical period that St. Simonism, after having shone 
brilliantly for a short pciiod, was overwhelmed,, and its fidlowcra dia- 
pened amidsl doubt and discoungomenL It wai from the fugitive 
and diipened ranks of 5l Simonisni that Fourier gained some very 
valuable recruits. Among thcae we particniarty notice M. Juica 
Lochevnlier, who opened a pnblic course of bctures on tho new view* 
at Paris, and afterwsrds publiahed tliem in numbers, and M. Abel 
TratiBon, who contributed to the Rcrae Etayeiopfdiqnt, two talented 
:Lrtielea on the aamc subject. Other worka fortified the new theory. 
M. Victor Conaidcranl published, auccessively. The ' SneiiJ Destiny,'

SOCIALISM AS IT SHOULD BE ADVOCATED. 



To the Editor of tbe Neu> Moral frorld. 

SlE, — A few weeks ago I forwBrded h lelter to yon 
on the mhject of " SucialiRm, and the way in which it 
wuB sometimes advocated." In a siibfequpnt number* 
ietttr appeared from a correspondent, in ivhich the sub- 
ject of my correspondente was made a matter of coni- 
ment. It ia (o point out tbnt the tetidency or the design 
of my remarks was Bomewhat mi-iappreheDded, that I am 
induced to trespass on your spnue, after several weeks 
have ebp-ed wiiliout any notice on my pari, oniiig to 
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varioDB circnnwtaDces. The enbject being one of the 
first importance, and one wherein thpre cannot be too 
dear an understanding, nill form a sufficient apology, 
■hould one be needed, for my alluding to it again. 

In my letter of June 15, I asserted that Socialism wag 
not a " theological," but " a moral and economical 
theory," which had for its object the " production and 
diatribotioD of wealth, education, and govemnicut." 
'ITie intention of the few remarks then made was to 
illustrate that position, and that Socialism had nothing lo 
do wilb proving or diajirovtng the " authenticity of the 
BcripLuree, the immortality of the soul, the being of a 
God, or the existence and influence of a Devil." This 
was the nature and extent of my position. 

Upon this your correspondent remarks that my 
strictures may he fairly deemed an " impugnment of the 
moral propriety and the policy of theological disputations." 
Now, here I beg in limine to state that such was not my 
intention, and I think could scarcely be inferred from my 
letter. The abstract propriety or impropriety of theo- 
logical dispntadons, I gave no opinion upon, bnt upon the 
plan so frequently adopted of introducing them as a 
portioa of Socialism into our lectures. Socnslism, I 
assertedj was a " moral and economical," not a " theo- 
logical tbeory," and that the introduction of theological 
topics into the advocacy of that theory I deemed anne- 
cessary- Not one word of the temporary advantage or 
the policy of abstaining from theological dispulations was 
urged by my letter ; indeed the temporary advantage is 
frequently the reason adduced in favour of such dispu- 
tations ; end it appears to me and to other Social friends 
that the discnsfflon of theology ia rather a matter of ex- 

diency to obtdn audiences — nnce the ill feelings and 
passions of an unfortunately sectarianized population 
are more interested in that than any other subject — than 
of practical utility. My remarks were, therefore, rather 
founded on principle than expediency. 

The whole queation would be decided by ascertaining 
whether Sodalism he a theological theory. If it be, 
what are the tenets ? I should feel disposed to eschew 
any theological sect most heartily. If Socialism be one, 
then we shall sooner or later he visited with all the evils 
of sectarianism. Universality and Catholicity will cease 
to be our dium. We shall be wrangling about the same 
trifles as all the Scholiasts of old, and then we should be 
called upon to assail opposing creeds. 

Such is, however, not the case. Socialism requires 
the recognition of no formula of faith or belief from the 
candidate. It requires only the admission of the fact that 
" the character of man is formed for and not by him," 
and also of the supreme importance of the practice of the 
religion of charity, viz. that he (the candidate) should 
endeavour "to promote the happiness of every man, 
woman, and child, to the greatest extent in his power, 
without regard to their class, sect, party, country, or 
colour.'' A person who is prepared to make these ad' 
missions, is qualified, as far as bis formal assent is 
required, to enter the Sodal ranks. 

But I may be told that until we have destroyed first 
the religious errors of our opponents, we shall not con- 
vert them to the POSITIVE TRUTHS of Socialism ; to 
the harmony and beauty of co-operative exertions to 
produce wealth ; to the jnst and generous recognition of 
the right of all to have an equal and sufficient share in its 



distribution ; to the power of education to form any 
general or particular character from the virtuous to the 
most vicious, the most ignorant to the most enlightened; 
and to the proper, and natural, and peaceful prindples 
of internal government, by which age will be the guide 
to the appointment of the governors, and not strife and 
election. 1 may be told that we must first root out of 
the human mind all theological errors, before it can appre- 
dale these Irotlis. This is a wide and mighty task, if 
we grant it to be n right one. Who shall put himself 
forward as the jndge of tvliich are errors and which 
truths? It is a philosophy I'rom which I cannot bnt 
dissent — respectfully (tisseut — ns unnecessary and unwise, 
leaving policy and expediency, as should always be the 
case, where truth is at stake, entirdy out of the argn- 

I have said it is nnneceesary. Let ns examine llus 
point. Can we not prove the Sodal prindples in re- 
lation to the production of wealth to be true witbont . 
infrinpng on the faiih of any man ? Of distribution the 
same. " Yea," it may be replied, " hut when you enter 
the third branch of the science of sodely, ai you have 
spedfied them, you will fail. The prindple of the 
formation of character strikes at the root of theology ; 
therefore you will be compelled to enter into the various 
religions opposed to thai principle, and expose thrir 
falsity." Bv no means. Should the sectarian invite 
you to discussion as to his creed, you are not compelled 
to follow him. The facts and observations to support the 
principle that the character of man is wholly formed for 
him, by the power which gave him an organization and 
life, and by the influence of circumstances upon that 
organization, &c, are totally independent of any authority, 
and fully adequate to prove the correctness of the prin- 
dple. if it is false, as Mr. Owen boa remarked, all 
vn facts in relation to it, will prove it lo be such ; 
and if true, must on the contrary prove its truth. The 
comparison of facts which bear on the proposition, is all 
that is required, and all that the Social advocate or 
lecturer should grant an appeal to. It is due to his own 
respect that he should not waste his powers in comparing 
or testing truth by varying and imaginary standards. 
The leading feature of modem philosophy is the process 
of inductive reasoning from observation and experiment, 
OS estoblished by Bacon, and is followed, in sdentific 
research, by all men of intellectual eminence. 

Astronomy was attacked in the person of GaUleo, and 
his theory declared to be opposed lo the scriptures. 
Chemistry has not failed to meet a dmilar reception. 
Geology has only recently escaped the popular and ydgar 
ordeal of being tested by theological dogmas. Physiology 
has been declared to be in opposition to revealed trnth. 
The common lot of all sdences is such treatment Bat 
do ihdr respective followers deem it necessary to prove 
that the dogmas brought against them are untrue ? No. 
They occupy themselves in accumulating more facts and 
observations, and in constandy promulgating them. Mr. 
Mayo, the celebrated phydologist, has defined the differ- 
ent stages of opposition through which all truths m«, 
and the third is that of being of^raaed to religion. Tlie 
astronomer, the chemist, the geologist, and the jhyriolo- 
gisls, have continned to appeal to facts, disregarding dw 
cry of impiety and disregarding theological dogmaa •• 
standards of truth, and what has been the IMqU ? They 
are now established sdeccev* 
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I have seen, Mr. Editor, roany wiiten and speakers 
adopt this plan, if I may judge from the statements in 
the New Moral ffotld. At Leiceater, 8 place nbere one 
of the beet conducted branches of our society is in 
Operation, tbeological ditcDRsioDs, as connected wilb 
SocialiBm, bftve been excluded for some montba past, and 
yet its progreee is not delayed, and its lecture-room is 
well and regularly attended, thongb, I believe, no 
party can be in doubt a moment as to wliat Socialism is, 
wbo has attended the lectures. 

To some it may be of value to appeal to one or two 
names, to »bew the importance of advocating tnith on its 
own grounds, without destroying the opposite error, but 
by leaving it to fall from its own cormptLan. 

Firstly ; Mr. Owen has adnsed the course in his 
addresses on more tban one occasion ; and, iu his published 
discussions, he has occo^ned himself more with establish- 
ing his own posidons, than destroying opposite errors. 
The discussions with Messrs. Roebuck and Legge shew 
Uiis. 

Secondly ; a name respected by the religionists has 
advised this course. Dr. Watts soys, " Of idl these dif- 
ferent methods of coring prejudices, none can he practised 
with greater pleasure to a wise and good man, or vriiliffreal- 
«r (wecpM, where success is most desirable, than attempting 
to turn the attention of well-meaning people from some 
point on which prejudice prevails, to some other of greater 
importance, and fixing their thoughts and hearts on some 
great truth which they allow, aud which leads into conse- 
qnences contrary to some other notion which they esponse 
and retain. By this means, they may be led to forget 
thrir errors, while attentive to opponte truth ; and in 
projnrtion to the degree in which dieir minds open, and 
their tempers grow more generons and virtuous, may be 
induced to resign it.'' 

Aud, thirdly ; we hare the opinious of a man of 
extensive acquirements and research, whose convincing 
and eloquent compositiDns are known to most of as, in 
favour of this method of advocating Socialism ; I mean 
the author of the " Revolt of the Bees," and of " Hamp- 
den in the Ninenelcpnth Century." In poindng out the 
■ jdan to he pursued for the promulgation of Soraalism, he 
says : — ■ " They (the advocates) would not only deem it 
unnecessary, but detrimental to their cause, to attack a 
prevailing opinion, however wrong, satisfied that the ex- 
pOHtion of an opposite truth was alone sofficient for its 
renouncement. Some have maintained, that before error 
was destroyed, truth couid not be admitted ; as if the 
mind, like a vessel, must be emptied of its contents, ere 
new propositions can be received. But the darkness of 
error must remain nntil it is expelled by the light of truth. 
To declare that lo be a noxious weed which has hitherto 
been esteemed a beautiful flower, spnnging from a root 
containing healing virtues, arouses the prejudices of men, 
who immediately prepare to defend its excellence. But 
if, on the contrary, yon present thera with a flower obvi- 
oosly more beautiM and salutary, they will examine for 
Ihemselvee, and discard their former favourite ; for it is 
flattering to the mind to disabuse itself of its former 
errors." Would time and space allow me, I could add 
many ramilar quotations. I am happy, Mr. Editor, to 



perceive, that your own personal experience also confirms 
the idea. 

Your correspondent is incorrect in stating that Mr. 
Owen did not interfere with the religious belief of his 
fellow countrymen nntil a few years ago, when he was 
induced to" depend more uponprinciple than expediency." 
I do not recollect any period in the history of Mr. 
Owen as a public man, when he did depend upon 
expediency at the expense of principle. In the year 
1817, at the time Mr. Owen appeared before tho 
world in the most prominent manner, he pnt forth a 
paper condemnatory of " faith," and this was imme- 
diate! r followed by the departure of the public from bin 
lectures and meetings to a great extent. Such I learn 
from published acconnts. His conduct has been emi> 
nently unitbrm in his entire avowal of his private 
opinions iu religious matters, when such avowal has 
been deiuunded from his sense of propriety and 
honesty. Disguise in this matter is the laat feature 
that can be brought to characterize Mr. Owen's 

In conclusion, Mr. Editor, let me add, that without 
wishing to impute the slightest disposition on the part 
of your correspondent to state other than what be felt 
and believed to be true, I cannot concur with him in 
his strictures on the clergy. Perhaps I may be allowed 
to express my entire concurrence in the last paragraph 
of his letter, and especially in the " desire to cultivate 
the most kindly feeling towards all, and ever to cherish 
the hope that maukiud will yet live in a nniversal 
brotherhood of love." 

Perbape, Sir, all that can be said on this anbject was 
briefly end ably comprised in the paper of the writer, 
who assumed the inappropriate signature of " PoP£ ;" 
but a desire lo correct what I thought a misappre- 
hension on an importcnt point called forth the paper.

ON THE EXISTENCE OF MORAL EVIL 
AND ON THE INFLUENCE OF THOSE 
CIRCUMSTANCES WHICH ARE PLACED 
WITHIN THE CONTROL OF SOCIETY. 

ESSAY X. 

Lycurous. — Among the earliest benefactors of 
man^d who had the honesty to expose, and the 
courage to endeavour to fimstrate, the corrupting in- 
fluences of private wealth, may be placed the celebrated 
Spartan legislator, Lycurgos. He is swd to, have been 
co-temporary with the wise King Solomon, of Hebrew 
notoriety. If such was really the case, it would be 
rather curious to find two persons co-equal in wisdom, 
aud co-eval in time, pursuing, with respect to riches, 
such opposite determinations — the one devoting all his 
sagacity to the accumulation of wealth; the other, in 
devising the beat means to present its accumulation. 
Neither are the ultimate results of those contrary 
intentions less worthy of a reflection : for the inslitn- 
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tioos estnblisbed b^ Solomon in aid of the gardid 
principle, were speedily overthrown by their own 
auccijsi, while those established by Lycurgua with more 
benevolent aims, could not be subverted, until they 
were firat uudermiued by the re-admission of wealth. 
" De(«riuiaed to root out (be evila of iudoleacp, envy, 
avurice, and luxury ; and those distempers of a slutc 
siill more fatal — poverty and riches — -Lycurgus per- 
duadcd the ISpartans to cancel all former divinians of 
their lands, and raaite new ones in euch a manner that 
they might be perfectly equal in their possessions) and 
in their way of living. He wished to extend the same 
equality to all kinds of moveable property, but not 
being able to succeed by persuasion, he stopped the 
currency of pold and silver coin, and ordered that they 
should use oul/ iron, for money. This was ao cum- 
brous as to require the strength of two oxen to move 
about thirty pounds in value, and coiiseqneutiy was 
not much coveted. He excluded useless and unpro- 
fitable aria ; thus, workmen, having no employment in 
works of curiosity, improved their skill in making 
necessary things. He resolved the whole science of 
legislation into the art of bringing up youth ; and in 
order to make the laws few, simple, and easy to he 
known, he ordered them not to be written." — Plutarch. 

By these, and many other judicious regulationp well 
soited to the age and the people f^r whom they were 
meant, Lycurgua rendered the Spartans the most 
fomoas, and, npon the whole, perhaps the most 
virtuous and happy of the ancient nations. Many 
absurdities, together with mach cruelty and injustice, 
found admission among (he instilulious of Lycnrgtis ; 
(for in one respect Solomon was more wise than he, 
namely, in training up his subjects for pai-ific oiyecis, 
instead of for wir and glory) — those adulterations 
would, no aouht, .have, in time, destroyed ihe institu- 
tions Notwithstanding, however, all their defects, 
they endured about five hundred years, and were at 
length, as before hinted, overthrown by the very means, 
which, in the opinion of most persons, ought to ha\-e 
secured their stability : for under their influence the 
Spartans acquired such power as to extend (heir con- 
quests beyond the limits of Greece into Asia. Having 
defeated one of the wealthy Mouarchs of that region, 
the division ,pf his spoils, which comprised articles of 
great value, broke down the austerity of the ancient 
discipline. 

" In the time of Agis, money came into Sparta ; and 
with money, its ioseparable companion, avarice." — 
Plato. " When Lysander conquered Athens, he sent 
nto Sparta, 470 talents of silver; the arrival of this 
great wealth was the cause of great disputes.". — 
Xenophon. What most have been the effect produced 
among the Jews, when Solomon, in one year only, 
imported 066 talents of gold! 

PyTHAOORAS. — Pythagoras was a native of Italy, 
but settled in Greece about 580 years before the 
Christian era. Me was the founder of a School of 
Philosophy, in which various discordant opinions were 
engendered. Many of his disciples, or, more properly, 
followers, acquired such reputation for wisdom and 
eloquence, that their notions have been incorporated 
with every system of religion and morals since esta- 
blished in the civilized portions of the globe. The 



following are specimens of the doctrinea ascribed to 
Pythagoras. 

" Whoever desires to know truth, miiat deliver bis 
soul Irom all the bonds which <;oufine it. When thy 
soul shall be free, thou shall rise from knowledge to 
knowledge — from the most common objects, to those 
whose nature is incorjioreal and eternal. The soul 
thus enfranchised will exist in herself; will raise her- 
self towards God, and deliver herself wholly to the 
contemplation of divine and etenial things. But we 
do not thus elevate ourselves without the assistance of 
God the good Genii ; we must invoke them, and, above 
all the rest, our tulelary genius. I'he true hnsiuesfl of 
man is to render pcrlect his human nature ; if reason 
command appetite, there will be temperance and 
courage, and resentment will be kept within bounds : 
if harmony exist between reason and desire, there will 
be good sense and virtue ; if discord, the soul will be 
double, and there will be vice and misfortune. Man ia 
dead in the drnokenness of wine | furioua, in the 
drunkenness of love. We must exercise children to 
avoid that which they ought to avoid at all times ; to 
practice that which (hey ought always to do ; desire 
that which they ought always to love, aiid despise that 
which may render them ridiculous or unhappy. Be- 
lieve not in the conversion of the wicked from bis 
words, but only from his actions. All words have 
reference to God, the life of man is to imiiate ium. 
God commanijs all things; demand of him that which 
is good ; he will give it to those who love him. Believe 
that HE ii ; that RE protects mankind, and that an 
uuimnl so evil and restive, has need of Aw scoui^a and 
of /its bridle. A beiug tvhich feels the vicissitudes of 
his own nature, will endeavour to establish some prlu- 
ciplea of constancy in himself, by proposing for hia 
model, a Bkinq that is unchangeable. Do not attribute 
your likeness to the Gods — THEY are powers diffused 
throughout space ; present everywhere, having no 
limits but the universe. Sing hymns to their glory, 
but do not immolate animals." 

" The air is inhabited byGenii and by Heroes ; they 
pour down npon us dreams, signs, health, elckness, 
good, and evil; we must appease them." 

" The first'CAUSE resides principally in the celestial 
orbs; in proportion as beings -are removed from HIM, 
they lose their ]>errection. Celestial harmony extends 
only to the sphere of the moon ; below that, every thing 
is in disorder. Evil is seated on the earth; it ia the 
receptacle of her. There is generation and corruplimi, or 
the resolution of a being into its elements. The human 
race has always been, and will never cease to be. The 
soul is divided into three parts — the reasonable, the un- 
reasouable, and the concupiscible ; the reasonable part 
is an cmaiiution of the soul of the world ; the two other 
are composed of elements. All animals have a reason- 
able aonl ; if it dares not manifest itself, it is for want 
of conformation and language. No soul perishes ; but 
allpr a certain number of revolutions it animates new 
bodies, and having passed through various transmigra- 
tions, becomes what it was at first. There are only a 
certain number of souls ; they have been drawn froia 
the divine spirit ; .tiiey are for a time inclosed in the 
body, which they ^■iviiy. The body perishes — the soul 
becoming free, elevates itself into the superior regions ; 
it there purifies itself, an(l from thence, according as it 
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is good, bad, or delestafcle, eilher joiua its diviiie ori- 
giual, or goes to animute the body of Knother man, or 
of some animal— ih 08 saibtj'iiig diviue jiistice. Peni- 
tence aud alms axe tUe two great mcaiu of expiatiug 
MOna." 

The Druids, a very ancient sect, dispersed among 
the northern uatiotis uf Europe, held, accordiii;,' (o 
Cksut and ThcIIus, notious almost csHctlj' iigreeing 
with thoae of i'yihHgoras, except, thut in their aysleiii, 
the purification of the soul will not happen uuiil the 
world itself is destroyed by fire, after which its trana- 
migration will commence, as in the system of F/tka- 
goras. Their doctrines appear to form a union of 
those ascribed to Zoroaster and Pythagoras ; but 
whether both the latter were not derived from those of 
the Dniids, woold be diffiouit to delermiue, 

Empedoclbs, wna a disciple of the Pythagorean 
school, to which he nddcd some doctrines of his own 
It ia recorded of Hmpedocles, that he commanded thi 
winda, cliangcd the nature of waters, go\'enied the 
passions of men by music, raised the dead, and that he 
was finally curried away to heaven. He also believed 
in the transinig ration of sonls, affirming that he re- 
membered having himself been in succession a yonng 
boy, a young (lirl, a plant, a phosphoric fish, a bird^ 
and iinally a philosopher; his doctrines vary but little 
from Pylhogoras. 

Plato. — One of the moat renowned followers of 
Pythagoras is the divine Pkto. He was a disciple of 
Socrates; some say of Euclid aUo; his writings are 
volnmnioos and his style verbose ; he often puxiles his 
Btndent and sonietimes appears to lose himself in the 
intricate maaes of his luxuriant fancy. Some of the 
doctrines attriboted peculiarly to Plato, are the fol- 
lowing : — 

*' When God gsve form to matter — when he willed 
that the worll should be— he placed a saint in it. 
There ore anereated Gods ; there are also Gods which 
have been prndm-vd. These last are in their nature 
neither eterual, nor immortal, nor indissoluble, but they 
endure and will et'er endure, by the divine will, which 

Keservea, and ever will preserve tliem. There are 
emons or Genii, who have a middle nature, between 
Gods and nieu i they are go-betweens ; they carry up 
prayers and sacrifices, and bring down inspirations and 
grace. The Eternal, the Gods below him, the 
created Gods, Demons, Men, Animals, Material Beings, 
Matter, and Destiny, form together the universal chain. 
The FIRST CAUSE transferred the production of ani- 
mals to the sabaitem Goda or Genii ; tkvy imitated hii 
generatiug virtues; he had begotten iAem, they begot 
- the animals ; but, before God permitted inferior deities 
to form man, he poured into the general mass a divine, 
immortal germ, out of which that being was to be 
brmed, who should understand ju^lice, and know how 
o offer sacrifices. This germ was infected by its union 
'itb matter : thence the origin of pain, vice, and all 
le moral evils 1 But before it was confined in this 
^pulchre, God had told it, that " if it faithfully obeyed 
le laws of destiny to which he has tlina submitted it, 
emal lu4)pineBS should one d^y be its reward." 
here ia hut one great precept ; it is to assimilate our- 
Ivea to God. We asaimilate ourselves to Gjd, by 
■itating the good giver, to have their prudence, jus- 



tice, and temperance. Beauty, health, strength, wishes, 
dignities are good things only wheu we make good use 
of them ; they render those who abuse them eml." 

The Essenes. — The Essenes seems to have derived 

their notious partly from Moses, partly from Zoroaster, 
and partly from the followers of Pythagoras and Plato. 
Captivity in itabylon, and their repeated suhiugations 
by the Greeks aud Romaoa, hiid brought the Jews into 
acquaiutauce with the philosoplt)' cultivated iu those 
learned nations, to which certain sects among them 
added many suhlimilies of their own. The Kastenee 
are described by Joaephns, Pbilo, and Pliny as a 
I'ricndly united people. They esteemed coutrivunce 
and the controul of the passions as the first of virtues ; 
they neither married nor wfre given iu marriage, nor 
accumulated wealthi but had all things in common ; 
they adopted the children of other people, and brought 
them up with as much care aud foudueas aa if Ihey had 
been their own ; they were skilful doctors, magicians, 
aud prophets ; went about curing diseases, castiug out 
devils, and predicting future events, and, Joscphus 
adds, " it is but seldom they miss their predictions." 
He had also kept on record the following testimony 
with respect to them, " If any of their seel come from 
other places, what they have, lies open for them just as 
if it wore their own ; accordingly, they carry nothing 
with them when they travel into remote parts ; ever/ 
one of them gives what he hath to him that wautelh, 
and receives from him again in lieu of it, aud though 
no requital be made, they are allowed to take what 
they want of whomsoever Ihey please." " A priest 
says grace both before and aller meat; swearing is 
avoided by them, and they say that he who cannot be 
believed without swearing, is condemned already. 
Belbre any oue is admitted into their sect, he engages 
to ahew fidelity to all men, especially to those in au- 
thority, because no one obtains the government without 
God's assistance. They contemn the miseries of life, 
aud are above pain by the generosity of their minds, 
and, indeed, our war with the Romans gave abundant 
evidence of what great souls they had, wherein, although 
they were tortured and distorted, they laughed thoae 
to scorn who iuflicted the torments, aud resigned up 
their souls with alacrity, expecting to receive them 
again.; for their doctrine is, that bodies are corruptible, 
but that soula are immortal and continue for ever." 
Aa a sect, the Essenes continued, from about 2tK) 
years before the time of Christ, to die final dispersion 
of the Jews by Titus Vespasian. 

Such ia an imperfect sketch of the doctrines main- 
tained by a few out of that intiuite variety of sects 
which preceded the introduction of Chrisdanity. Wheu 
the reader has had time to ponder ou their tendencies, 
we shall, after some preliminary remarks, proceed to 
[iquire whether the pretensions set up by the Hebrews 
'ith reference to the same sublime speculations, are 
entitled to more respect, either as concerns their divine 
origin, their moral excellence, reasouableuess, or 
utility.

This "admirable system of moral regulation'' is afterwards described

testimony more conclunve, explicit, and triumphant, 
ofleied on bclutlf of the beneficial tendency of the prindpla of Social- 
ism and ItoDBnT Owek, than that offered by Edward Baines, in the 
words we have quoted. Justly mijht he apply the term, "admirable" 
to the " moral re^;uIations^ which produced such a happy result ; and 
that there may be " no mistake" respecting the prindplei upon which 
these " moral rcgula^ons" are based, he distinctiy infbtms us, that 
art^ieitd responsibility, with its rewards and punishments, had been 
abandoned ; the only stimvli to action being fonnd in the superior 
influences by which they were surrounded ; and which hs goes en to 
describe at prodnctive of the following noble and god-like prjndple 
of action :— 

" We heard no quarrels from tho youngest to the oldest ; nnd so 
strongly impressed aro they with Ih

We have not eihausted the proofs contained in this valoaUe dooi' 
ment and record of fiu:ta ; but what we have quoted will be periupe 
deenied sufficient as a reply to the statements of the Letdi Mercury, 
Mr. Baines of 1839 is best answered by Mr. Baines of 1819. The 
latter gentleman describes wbnt be witnessed, in a stnught forwaid 
mntter-of&ct style, which is highly satisfactory ; he is remarkably 
explicit in his approval of the " moml legubtions" which Mr. OwEN 
had based upon the principle of irresponsibility and the withdrawal 
of all " hope of reward or fear of punishment ;*' and he lells us most 
emphatically, that the high tone of morality, the pure charity and 
aflcction, the absence cf brawls and drunkenness, cursing or swearing, 
lying or thefi, were entirely ntlribuloble "to tie draanilaitca bg teUdt 
tieiepioplevxreiBrroundad :" he, in short, IwTei nothing to be desired ; 
and the best ot tho matter is, that he relates facts. On tho Olhet 
hand, Mr. Bai^bs of 1839 indulges in loose, wordy, random asser- 
tions, without oSeriug proofs of any description that then is a pai- 
tide of troth in these assertions. Which is most worthy of belief? 
We shall not anticipate the reply. 

We have seen how Mr. Owen's principles " sever all the bonds of 
morality." Mr. Meicnriol Baines goea on to say that Mr. Owen "treats 
marriage as an nnnatural letter on man's inclinations, and openly lecom- 
mendspromiscuouseoncubinage." Our reply is brief, but it is suffi- 
cient We quote Erom on official document of hi^ anthority. In 
Number 28 of (he ^eur Moral Worid Mr. Owen says, in his Addresa

The bnildinga and arnuigementa of every kind will be auch 
aa to afford the nual nperior external drcumatancea ; and the training 
from Urth will be founded on rational and adentific principle*. Thii 
involvca a c<»iiplete renwdelllDg of Kiciety aa it preaently eiiit* ; in 
fnci, a complete ngoieralMm — a change a* total a* il ia poauUe to 
concdve. A* regard* the advantagca of external drmmatance*, a 
perfect equality will exiat ; and, at Mr. Owen ia of opinion that the 
organiiatioa of every bumaii being at ita birth ia perfect, nothing bnt 
proper training it awanting to pnduca a perfect character. The want 
of that training, the abaenee of mitaUe eitemal drcnmatnncc*, have 
led, in hia opinion, to all the error, crime, poverty, and oppretuon, 
that have existed in the worid from its commencement. In pnxif of 
the practioibilily of the acheme proponnded, he referred to the 
America. In the United State* there 
if tbem of eighty yean' 
■landing — conducted on the prindple of a community of property. 
They were all in a alale of affluence ; but unfortunately education 
waa neglected. In hi* acheme all the advantage* tS mutual co- 
operation in the foundation of wealth would be combined with rational 
and identiGc training — in a word, an earthly poradiae will sl»ing up.

Knowing, hovrever, the regenerating 
inflaencea tvbicb these principles poEscse, we feel assured, 
that the troths thus implanted in the mind will bood grow 
up and flourish, and ripen into the fruits of tolerance, 
kindnesi, and universal charity. 

An Old Socialist. 
Chelsea, Sept. 12.— We are proceeding to the 
work of eradicating igooniDce and prejudice; but so vast 
have been these adverse influences that our progress has 
not by any neaiw been so rapid as we hoped : hat it ia 
■are. Our new members are distinguished hy a steadiness 
of condact, and particularly by a hahit of reflecdon, which 
enaura their continuance among us, and utterly preclude 
the idea of tbeir ever returning to the errois which they 
have fully succeeded ia discarding. In pcoportion as 
they become imbued with true social principles, so will 
they become, unconsciously it may he, nncjei for the 
fiirther gathering together of our unenlightened fellow- 
creatares. So rampant ia priestly dominancy here, not- 
withstanding our 'contiguity to the metropolis, where foul 
anperstition is fast loosing her hold upon the public mind, 
that trnly may this people be deemed to be as far behind 
in "lie march of inlellect," as the obscurest rillage 
population. " As dead as Chelsea," is a byeword of the 
neighbouring parisheB ; and it may he supposed to he 
verified by the circumstance that the parishioners are so 
mach the creatures of the blind faiib enforced by thtdr 
preachers, in oppo^lion to reason, that tbey willingly join 
m every nnfiur, dastardly, and secret attack upon us ; for, 
in order that there should be no fair and open diacussion 
of our principles, one of the sects here lias come to a 
resolution that if any of their body attend our institution 
for the purpose of defending tb«r faith, be sha]l|be ex- 
cluded, that b, " excommunicaled," d-la-RomanUU. 
Poor creature* ! We have now a very important course 
of lectures being delivered by Mr. Edwards, in which be 
incoutiovertibly proves that the whole of the principles of 
Socialism are in perfect accordance with those maintained 
in the Bible, by its most esteemed writers. We shall, 
with the aid of Dr. Coffin and other iriends, commence 
immediately a series of discourses in the open air, on 
Sunday afternoons, after which will follow, at the Insti- 
tudon, a public tea party, and concluding the day's pro- 
ceedings with our usual social lecture.

Mr. Campbell's Report— The follotring ia a brief 
sketch of my progress ranee my arrival in the Diatrict, 
being August 22, 1839 ;— 

ConqletOn. — Having to deliver the charter to onr 
friends here on my way from Birmingbam, I lost the 
coach that night to Stocleport, hut turned this disaptxnnt- 
ment to an advantage, by calling together a meeting in 
the Social Institution, where I delivered a lecture to near 
one hundred persons, although only half an hour's notice 
was given. No diBCUsaion followed. Tbe friends here 
are hut young recmita in tbe Sodal army, but tbey nn- 
derstand tbe principles, and consequently know thdr 
duty, and are determined to perform it. 

Stockport. — This Branch has already had a revival. 
Tbe Sunday lectures are attended by nnmeroua, re- 
spectable, and particularly attentive andiencea. The 
instrntDental and vocal band here are the best I have 
heard in any of oar Branches, and contribnte very much 
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to the pleuttre and hsnnony of the meeting. The Wed- 
nesdar evening meetdngs have been rcconimenced, aod 
have been very w^ attended. All opposition here u 
at prwent at an end, except Eome irifliag questions, which, 
on «n occanons, are put by one of the " Latter day 
Saints," and others of a Bimilar kind, by a former |ireBcher 
of the Soathcotiaa sect.

Sfners for bis lectures to tbem, which I have also heard 
very favourably spoken of in several other places. 

Glossop. — In tbia place, where, eighteen monlhi 
ago, one of the mismonaries had the door of a room at 
the " Norfolk Arms'' locked agunst him, through the 
interference of the chief constable, and where no lecture 
baa since been delivered, I lectured on Friday lost, to a 
nnmerons and attentive audience, from the Pvlpii of the 
PrimUine Methoditl Cltapel. This is one of the tagta 
ol the times, and indicates the onward progress of the 
" Rational Religion." Mnch alarm waa excited before 
my arrival, as it was reported that I would tear the Bible 
to pieces, and trample it under my foot ; but so far from 
such violent acta being performed, I delivered a lecture 
on the present competitive syetem and its evils, and proved 
the inutility of all schemes proposed by any party for 
their removal, except Socialism. After my address, 
Mr. Haye, the chairman invited discus^on, when several 
questions were put by Mr. France for explanation, and 
other statements were made by Dr. Thornton in defence 
of Chardsra. The meeting appeared all well pleased, 
and I have no doubt a bvonrable impreEsion was made 
in favour of the new system of society.

be able to overcome ell opposition. The greatest cala- 
mity that has befallen our branch, is the case of our 
friend Connard. It is the general opinion of onr mem- 
id friends, that the proceedings entered against 
poor Connard partake much of the spirit of sectarian 
persecution, and for this reason, that pious, meek, and 
lowly follower of him who came to sow the seeds of peace 
earth, goodwill to man, namely, the Rev. Joseph 
Barker, gravely told an audience of no 1^ than six or 
seven hundred persons, that th^ most avoid calling at 
the Temperance Coffee House, Yorkshire-street, which 
was then kept by Mr. C. This was during the delivery 
of alectureinBraddock's Room, in this town. We have 
done all in our power for the family. The amount raised 
for them was £G. 8s., including the proceeds of a lecture 
delivered by Mr. Jones. The friends in Oldham feel 
very thankful to the other branches for their kind and 
liberal support, and hope that nothing will be led undone 
to make them comfortable during his stay in Lancaster 
Castle. I will state, for the information of all, that 
when Mr. C. left Qldham with the Sheriff's Officer, his 
family had not one shilling for their BUpport, and that the 
money required for filing his schedule, £10. lOs., had \o 
be borrowed from some oE our friends, and was to be paid 
back as soon as convenient.

Prbtton. — Some time since we gave an account of a visit bj Mr. 
Mc Arthur, the Secretary of thia limucli, to the rillags of Longton, 
on Sunday, the 25th of August. It was then atated, that on action 
bad been cammRKod agaioat Mr. Haye* and Hr. Mc.Arthur (or 
addnising the people ; and we find in the Pitdim Oiterrtr a letter 
from the latter individual, giiring an account of the icanlt, from which 
we extract the following ; — 

conaidei&ble length, nl the conclusion of which I replied to a question 
asked by one of the audience ; after which we sepanited in the meat 
qoiet and peaeeablc manner ; indeed, the meeting throughout waa 
chancteriied by the ntmoat propriety and decorum of conduct on the 
partof all present. Mr. llnyea and J were aummoned, and appeared 
at the office of Mesars, Pilkington nnd Wnlkcr on Salurday Usl, 
charged with having mode " a noiac and diaturbance, and caused a 
nnmber of persona to aaaemble to break the peace. ^* The constable, 
who was alio the proacciilor, was the only evidence called on the part 
of the prosecution. His statements conaislcd of tome direct bUehood a, 
and several groaa eia^eraCions. We offered to ptnduce evidence that 
would contmdict almost all that he atated, but nt-tthcc ourselves nor 
our evidence would be henrd, the Bench interrupting us in every 
attempt which we made at explanation ; and finally, on the evidence 
of one person, that is, the proacculor bimself— whose evidence, too. 
we offered to diaprove — we were convicted of a breach irf the pence, 
and bound over for twelve months uuder penalties of jCRO steriing 
each, and found liaUc in the cxpenaea, which amounted to 1 Us. After 
the trial was over we inUninled to the Bench, thai if wa were guilty 
of a breach of the law in thia inittance, it waa owing to our ignutnnce, 
and reapectfully requested that they would inform ua how the law 
stood OD thia point, in order that we aught avoid any similar error in 
Aitore ; the answer was short and ex^icit, and eilmnelv chnructeris- 
ticoT the eiialing state of things— '-They were there, not lo rjjilain 
tit bmr, but to put il u fiiitt agidial •^mdtn ; and if we wished to 
hate the law explained, we must employ on altomcy.

Thia applici matt eapcciolly to 
FouTier, who reject* equally the inatitulion of a hiciBTcIiy, which, 
according to SL Simon, ha* to examine the individtuU capobililiea, and 
accordingly to dialnbulc labour ; and the itrict division of labour, aa 
preacribed by Owen, who diitribulea them very orbiliarily according 
to age. Neither doea Fourier intend to aboliab, like Owen, privnte 
property ; or, like St. Simon, ill hereditary chnmcler ; and, by di*tri- 
bnting the iitcotne at the lone time, according to capital, labour, and 
talent, he intend* to pay equal juatice to all the mcana of producing 
wealth, in it* vaiiou* combinaliona. He ia, mormver, in particalar 
oppoution to Owen, Eir Erom a deaire of levelling ; on Che coutiary, 
hi* ayatem' ia baaed upon the idea of the moat ample developemeut of 
nuiety, within the mo*t ertemivo fonn of unity. The reeliiation of 
thi* idea he attempt* in a complete emancipation of the feelings ; be- 
Auc, according to hit view*, it i* only by acknowledging and de- 
veloping Hn mo*t voriout inclination*, and by the variety of the 
oecapalion* and enjoymoil* eotrc^nndiog with tbom, that the one-aided

SOCIALISM IN FRANCE. 

CHARLaS FOURIBII. — Artide i. 

The cflbrta of lO many talented in^vidaala could no> &il ta make 
an imprc*«ion on the public mind ; and, at length, the happy tka« 
arrived when it wn* thought fit to oatnbliah a periodical aa the organ 
of the body. The " Ptobufan' waa pnbliihed every alternate week, 
by the eflbrto of Mademoiselle Vigoureux and M. M, G* • * ', and 
Baudot Dulary, then a Deputy, or, in Eugliih phnue, a Member of 
Parliament. M. M. Victor Conaid^nutt, Julea Lechevalier, Abel 
Tninwn, Pecquer, I^gel Motile, nnd Pellorin, oauitod in the editorial 
department. But tbeie ardent rcfonneti were not satisfied with men 
talking and writing j they began to look fiw a realisation of that 
which Fourier had so long waited for. MenHenrs. Baudet, Dnlory,. 
and Devsy, brothers, held some large estates at Cond^nir-Veigre*, 
upon which they proceeded to fona the necoMorj anargements for it 
Phalange. TheJ commenced operations ; they eullivaled the land ; 
they built rural habitations, &c ; but, alas I it wa* incompletely done, 
and with funda insufficient for the purpose. Soon after their pecuniary 
rcsotrcea entirely fiuled, and they n-ere otrcated in the midst of their 
labours. Thn* did tb«r eipcriment M ; but, in juHiee to Foutier- 
iim, wc must obaervc, that the chief reason of '&Hiire wa* lii tnoat y 
a/air IHal. 

Then the disciple* of Fourier became thorooghly bnpre**ed with a 
phun truth, which th«y hod hitherto diaregaided, namely, that it i> 
neceasary to count the cost befoR-hand ; that the moat ample and 
complete stock of mourcea are necesanry befiire resorting to pnctkal 
operationa ; a tmlh, not more neccaaary to be known by Sodiliat* in 
France, than it ia neccHary to be known by Sooaliita in England, 
The lailnro of Condtiur-Veigre* waa dinitrona ia many reject**; 
not only did it appear Is the public in the form a!* signal fiiilur*, but 
it had a depressing influence on many disciples of the systam ; and 
many forsook the new system of society, to mingle in the more aetire 
renlitiei of the cofumereiol and political world. Even the " Pialim' 
ifan'' periodical was given up, and Fourier, who fondly dreamed of a 
■nccessfnl issue, now foirr.d himself done and deaerted ; for hi* cmcb 
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Mdent diidplet had fnmkcn him, anU fled, Bat the ved* of 
met town, viU nercr, marr die '. Like the hhJi of vegdation, they 
nwjr at Enrt afpeti la longniih in decompoutiDii and decaj ; hut tliii 
i* onlj the preparatorf pmccu which thcj undeifo ; it in the prdudi 
to the ripeneti of maturitj. When purged of lu imm, bf being nnr- 
tond in sdTenit;, it ihull bant fonli in a new renirrcctian of light 
and life^ The daifc clondi of ditqipaiatment hod only for a 
intercepted the lamp of hope, which hang high in the •turj- firnia- 

It waa U. Victor Contidjiant who again niied the itsndi 
Sodalinn in Fnutcr. In place of the Huiaiulert be publiihed the 
PkataKjfe periodSciI, and rtmuned the wocli of propngaliiig the new 
viewi^ Madame Gariiie Vigorenic, the moliier-in-law of M. Coiu 
■idiiant, warmly patroniaed fa«r un-in^hin-. Siie hai home the chief 
eipeniea of the eitahtithment in Jacob-ctreet, Parii, (Riie Jacob), 
when H. Conndtnuit lecture*, and where an Engliih architect, Mr. 
Daly, i* employed in dnwing pUo* for Phalanttetiea The fbltowen 
of Fenrier ace, howerer, by no mean a cordially nnit^ M. Coniid4r~ 
•nt, thoagh IiTely and pqnant in hi* wrilingi, ia cnlm, laened 
exact in hi* pnblie diicoonei ; he doea not encooR^ the leoit pc 
agilatioDi and thi* cold wad >teady demetnoar haa pndnccd a co 
ieding in the mindi of mnny who have leceded iiam Coniidinnt and 
hi* pony. The eftct, hoveier, of thi* leceauon ha* done good to the 
cnue of PDoneriDn. Instead of one periodical there nn now 
the Pialimge, edited by Coniidinuit, and pnblithed ereiy nltemaCe 
week, price balf-a-banc, or obaut fivepence of our money ; and the 
Ckiomi^ue d» Atmramal Sadai, eAiUfi by the Mcciuon, and pabliihed 
monthly. But, ripened by experience, Uio ditciple* of Fourier : 
longer determined to itolate themaelvei from the worid. They nr 
cndeaTOBi to take aodety a* it i> in it* actual condition, and poatpont 
the more atartUng feature* of their •yatcm to a future period. They 
are now merely a let of ingenioua men, who deaire to prove to oil the 
woild the Taluc of a cerUun mechiiniim in aDciety, which >hall con- 
t^n the genni of the moat fruitful reaulti. In addition to thii, hav- 
ing joilly calculated how daw and difficult will be their progreat with 
adidti, whote habit* have been formed and whoae prejudice* ace 
■tiong, they intend to opente at tirat upon infiuit*, and to found a 
Social Inatitntion, whore they ahall be trained aecrading to the method 
of Fourier [ that ii, a full, free, and nnreilrained derdopement of all 
their de^le*. Already, lay they, an e*tabh*hment of thia deacrip- 
tioB ha* been bonded in the Iilo of Maurice ; and that the eoco 
aueh a nHde hai lorpaiacd ell anticipation. In thi* inititutiun, 
mtion aHBatenaa when they are weaned ; and at a* eariy an age oa 
threa yeao, they ore uetiil membcn of aodety. No conitraint of 
any deacription i* then employed ; every panion of youth is there 
devdaped; [diyiical excreiia, noiie, rettleune**, nay, eveu gluttony, 
are not only anSered, but are made uacful. Having heard of these 
bcti from a distance of 700(1 mile*, we now wait the period when the 
4i*eiple> of Fourier trill ntdiie them, under Iho more immedioto con- 
trod and obaerration of Europcon •oeiety. It ha* often been laid, 
thnt liutlu lialc in erotaing tie billow* of the ocean. 

We hate now traced the hiitory and {mgrea* of Socialinn in 
PnuKe &<Hn ISOS, when Fourier** fint noric wa* publiahed, and like 
a atill-bimi inbnt, fell dead from the pmt, nnUI the preaeni time, 
when the dequaed and selected iced hai graduafly thriven to a 
degree of enagy whidi haa obtained for it the patronage of Loni* 
PUUippe'i, aim the Duke of (Mean*, and many of the moat eminent 
member* of the Chomben of Dcputiei, a* alio aome of the diplomatic 
cotpa at Pari*, irho are regular eontribnton to the caoae and pnr- 
rhawwof the periodkal waik# 



But the time now arrived irhm Nature claimed Fourier for her own 
puipoiea. Bebdd thia venerable apoatle of freedom of thought 
■tRtched on the pnllet of death. It wa* on Am 10th << Octoter, 
1837, in the 6Gth ymr of hii age. that after an iUnem of Bght montha, 
he Toniahed from bii diiciplea, leaving hia mortal remaini to enter into 
new comhinationi, according to the myaleriou* procene* of nanue. 
But, alaa ! ii Fourier dead ? Tme ; life ha* fonaken hia body, and 
death ha* purged away the droo* which enveloped him while living ; 
but all that waa valuable, all that wm bright, oil that waa boly, (and 
a holier miicion than Fourier Hiugbt to Ad£l wa* never yet attempted 
by man) atHI lurrivea in the affection and lymirnhj of hi* 
follawera. 

" To that high Capilol, where kingly death 

Keep! hi* pole coort in beanty and decay, 

Ht came ; and bought, with price of pnreit bieath, 

A grave among the eternal — 

and till the future darca- 

Fnrgct the past, hii taie and Gune ahall be 

An echo and a light unto etenfUjr^^ 
Fourier, though dead, yet qoaketh. In lifu lie woi a living qiiatb 
of dcToledneH to the cauae of homanityj and in death he ideatd* 
eloquently to each of u*. True, we may not agree with the detail* of 
the syitem which he advocated, bat we are impelled to rercrcnce the 
fervent, the nminble, the lympathiaing, ipirit by whi^ he waa actuated. 
The time* in which our lot i* mat ate pregaant with the genu of 
futurity. A new philaao^y haa thrown it* mantle over the world ; 
■od it devoWei upon na to be the happy iiutrnment* of it* nltinuite 
nupremacy. Never at any period iii our aodnl cconmny exhibit *uch 
featum of rapid tranaition aa the pteacnt. ^atemi of baiDan creation 
which have long held an midiqinted *way over the minda at the 
innawi. now begin to hde and cnunUe before the magic touch of free 
inquiry, and old thing* are rapidly pooling away. 

The inipired Bbellc^y ha* bcantitblly pourtiayed thii change in hi* 
Revolt of lalam: 

" I have collected language to unfold 

Truth to my countrymen [ from shore to shore 

Doetrinea of human nower my words have told ; 
They have been heard, and men aapira to more 
Than they have ever gained or ever ksl of yne.** 

" In secret chamber*, parent* read and weep 

My aTitingi to their Mk», no longer blind ; 
And young men gather when their tjiunl'i ilcep. 

And TOW> of faith each to the other bmd ; 
And marriagcoble maidens, who have pined 

With lote till life seemed melting thro' their hwk, 
A warmer si?al, a nobler hope now find ; 

And every bosom thu* ii wiapl aiid ihook 
Like autumn* myriad lesves in one loolu niaiintain broah." 
Gi*A)/F., IStAtfoiua. SaoU qf Iilam. 

To aid in accomplishing thi* glorious change ia indeed a high 
vocation. Each of n* con do aometldng townrds the grand tesoJt. 
Those who onnot speolc in public can write. Those who cannot 
write can speak. Those who can do ndlher, enn reason and pettaade 
in [Hivate convemtion ; and all can contribute their mite aeecfding to 
their ability-. In thi* lacred crusade against the profligacy of the old 
immoral worid, every one should bear a part ; and thm might wa 
reasonably lo^ for the advent of that peaoefiil and hi^y poiod whaa 

" Kind thought*, and mighty hoi 

A bound, for fnilea* love, and a 

Of mild equality and peace, snceeeas 

To biths wbich Ictig have hdd the world in^aw^ 

Bloody and Ute and cold." 

Fourier died poor and cneontpaiaed wilb tntt. He «■ 
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•tMun and of tpan appoanuiGl. In llii countauiKe there vu a 
nobility mii^liid with im eipconon of gtitf, which touched tha heart 
of the ipacbbH-. In hii lifetime he wai deqnaed uS r^ted by the 
WDiid ; and, aa ii too often the caae, ire ihall probably behold hit 
countryaien cndeaTonring to atone for their n^leet while he wu 
linng, bj tr""; marUe npon him when dead. Amo. 



ON FORBEARANCE. 

"Oh! Dem let na lightly fling 
A barb of woe to wound another f 

Oh ! let III never haate to bring 

The cup of lorTOv to a bmthcr. 
Til Godlike to awaken joy. 

Or aorrow'i influence to aubdiie ; 
Bat not to wound, nor to annoy, 

la part of virtue-i lesson too.- 

There is au excellence, a charm, peculiur to every 
virtue of which out n&ture is easceptible ; all are beaa- 
tifnl, and all are necessary to the perfection of ladivi- 
dnal character; as however, we trace a distinction, so 
there are some to our miuds, more especinll/ calcula- 
ted to excite reverence and love. 

Of those that rank highest in our estimation, I would 
name one whose value and importance I deeply feel ; 
at the same time am fully aware how inadequately any 
words I shall select will serve to express the seatiment 
that should be conveyed of its sublimity and its use- 
fulueaa. It is oa Furbefirance I would speak — on that 
beneficieut virtue, which iu the collision or intercourse 
of mind with mind exercises so salutary and hallowed 
an influence. Can there be a disposition amiable and 
happy, that hath not imbibed its spirit, and is not 
tinder the guidance of its priudples? Impossible; 
not more certaiuly does the sun afford light and ani- 
mation to the earth from its rays, than does the human 
mind obtain from the virtue of forbearance its prom}.t- 
iags to goodness — its purest sense of happiness. Witii 
what sweet and odorous thoughts doth it refresh the 
feelings ! Of what peaceful and generous acdous is it 
not the harbinger 1 Wlieu it is engrafted on the heart, 
when the force of this benignant b,w is seen and felt, 
who is there of the proudest and the loftiest, the viciooa 
and the humbled, that will uot confess its power as 
blessed and holy ? 

1 have used the terms "blenetT' and "Italy" m refer- 
ence to this virtue. I feel it to be such, and know not 
anything in the limits of my knowledge that more im- 
pUes the signification I attach to them, than does that 
thoroughly lovely atribute of humanity — refined and 
enlightened charity. Oh I I oonld pray unceasingly, if 
it would avail, that myself and my fellov-creaturee 
might in all our future words and deeds be under its 
controol! 

Say, who would not be the guner ? As all have 
participated in the Iom of felicity its absence has occa- 
moned, — so would all unite in declaring its appearance 
he^ rendered existence doubly dear to them. A thou- 
sand sources of happiness, now onlmown, will then be 
discovered and enjoyed ; the delights of human com- 
panionship, and of social intercourse, a heart's ease, 
and heart's enjoyment in the consoionsness of having 
nothing to fear from the conduct of others ; nothing to 
hide and be ashamed of in our own. We may talk of 
iudependeoce and of inward sBtiafoction, — but. of its 



beautiful realities we are in entire ignorance ; we have 
not separated the ore from the dross, nor learned the 
superiority of truth to error ; — how then can we dis- 
coufm on the wortbiiiess of the one ; how feel or des- 
cribe the many delicate distinctions that give birth to 
th« other ? 

We know and can speak with certainty that this 
virtue is not practised. How should it be ? Trained 
in habits of vulgar selfishness; occupied in purauiia 
mean and grovelliug, when not vicious, the energies 
are exhausted, and neither sense or feeling are permit- 
ted to aspire beyoud a miserable level. Who can ap- 
preciate that of which they have no knowledge ; who 
can be considered culpable for not instilling into the 
minds of others that of which they themselves are 
ignorant. 

True it is, that for all the evils man has committed, 
for all the sufferings woman has endured, and great 
they are, and have been,— there is none among the 
living or the dead that Justly we should censure or 
condemn. Charity, enlightened charity, gives us the 
key to this fcct r instructed by her, we learn how im- 
possible it is for man to act otherwise than be does act ; 
that, in the long chain of human events which link to- 
gether cause and effect, none could poenbly have been 
different to what we find them : and that the refine- 
ment of a Plato, and the grossness of a Nero, were 
stamped on the character of each, by impressions which 
neither could create nor refuse. 

And here would we arrest attenttou from those, 
should they be looking on this page, who contend or 
ima^e th«t the doctrine l«d down above, denying 
the justice of blame to the individual, and ascribing all 
conduct to an inevitable necessity, will take away our 
love of virtue, and lessen our abhorence of vice. The 
very reverse is the case. Our self-love receives 
another and different direction. We perceive the im- 
portance of our conduct in reference to ourselves, to 
the present, and to the future ; and hence, we ara more 
watchful to preserve ourselves from evil example, and 
to associate ourselves with the good and the wise- We 
find that society is a mighty whole ; does one portion 
suffer from' vice and isuorance ? the moral atmosphere 
is contaminated for aU, and all become infected by it. 
Thus to exterminate vice, and to encourage virtue, by 
every means iu our power, is to do good and to destroy 
evil, for the benefit of the whole. Is it by iudividual 
blame or punishment we can promote this object? No 
one, be assured, can ever be driven from the path of 
vice into that of virtue ; they must be won to the em- 
brace of goodness by the suggestions of reason, the 
implorations of kindness, and it is quite impoeaible for 
those who think that men can act iu an opponts man- 
ner to what they do act in the cirotmislances they are 
placed in, to ofier to the unfortunate Brriug, aught akAy 
reclaim or improve them. As pleasure is preferable 
pain, so much more estimable to ourselves Is virtue 
in vice ; intelUgence and good tnrcumstances induces 
virtuous conduct ; kindness in action leads to kindness 
of feeling ; therefore, do we hope, ttiat good circum- 
stances and kind actions will soon prevail. 

Whatever new powers and operations nwy be 
brought into activity, much, very much of their utility 
ft)^^ success must depend on the mode and the manner 
iii whicb forbearance is undentood and ptitetiaed. 
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Tuleut and euirgy may etart iuto life from the Prome- 
thoau toneh of sj-mpathy ; delicacy and forbearance 
are (he inviBible guides of our sympathies : and on the 
rational direction of oiir sympiithies the moat refined 
portion of our felicity will sprjug-. We cannot too 
much reflect upon the value of forbearance, ita neces- 
sity, and its usea — it will teach ua to repress whatever 
would wound tlw sensibility of another, from the feel- 
ing that even if they should forgive oa, we, in such 
cases, should be unable to forgive ourselves ; — this will 
bring correttion oa our tempers, and check each pro- 
penrity to anger by adding strength to our judgment;

We have good leason to 
believe, that but for the temptation of gain, they \vould 
neither he Ued ap to the Atbanasiaa cre°d, the thirty- 
nine articles, uor the niamniery which ib imposed upon 
them, for another Any. It is the some with other secte. 
Mental freedom ia natural to man : creeds end formnlaries 
restrict thia freedom ; therefore, they and. the consequent 
bigotry, intolerance, and division which result fra^n them, 
mnst clone in commanity. But, we are rcld by the ob- 
jector, that CbristiBiiH i at least, some of them) admit tbe 
doclrine of philosophies 1 neccsijily and tbe formation of 
character ) and that such will come among ns, and disturb 
the peace of our communities. It is true, that such may 
sobacTibe to our test, and come amongst na ; and what 
then P Shall we quarrel with them because iJiey differ 
in opinion with us upon metaphysical and specnlauve 
points P Certainly not ! If they are in error, the 
Socialist woald rather pity than blame them for such 
errors. We should know, that neither their opinions nor 
their characlera were made by themselves; that as truth 
ia the greatest of all sublunary hlesaings, the want of so 
great a treasure, instead of crea^ng anger, should excite 
us to greater efibrts of generosity and Icindness towards 
our nnfortonate brother. Bnt, it may be aaid, suppose 
that this generosily and kindness should not be reciprocated 
by our weak brother, and that for our love he only returns 
hatred ? But, bow can we suppose such a case P Tbe 
character before as ia said to be a Chrislian. How then, 
can a Christian return hatred for love ? If so, his religion 
must be vile and diabolical in the extreme. He is more- 
over said to believe in the doctrine ai circumtlancet; that 
the character is formed FOR, and not BY, ibe individual ; 
if 80, and he is ttot urged on to bate us by the sugges- 
tions of a vile and diabolical religion, from whence can 
such feeling* be derived P Reason and philosophy would 
teach the contrary ; for if, as be acknowledges, " our 
characten are formed FOR, and not BY, ourselves," be 
can have no rational cause for hatred ; and, consequently, 
cannot hate us. If then our Christian friends can be 
made to nndenland and acknowledge tbe doctrine of tbe 
fonnation of character, the greater the number that asso- 
nate with as and enter our comrnunities, tbe more shall 
we rejoice ;" and any apparent discord will soon concentre 
and comtnae into oomp^ta harmony.

To the Editor of the A'eto Moral fyhrtd. 
Sir, — Ah the land is secured and operations wit! sooa 
quisite to ank what are our means for 
Wo have few or no agricultural 
labourers in the body, iberefore how can we work the 
land ? By selecting tbe youngest memhan and initiating 
them as speedily as poeeible in horse work ; by putUug 
them along with the hired labourers. 

I do not consider it any drawback that we have not 
raembera who have been accustomed to farining wori; ;. 
for iu general they ere' a localised, prejudiced, and etnpid 
set of men ; and their being taken from all counties would 
have brought together men so opposite, that they might 
nei'er have harmonized either in theory or iu practice ; 
whereas, tbe present members, having little knowledge of 
farming, will, of course, be more ductOa and'easiJy, formed 
into one grand body of co-operators. Their previous 
occupalioitB will have made tliem quiet and active, and as 
there are many operations on the land which any one can ' 
perform, whft has been accu)<tomed to labour at all, we,. 
need not doubt succeits. Working farmers require more. 
a capability to radore thar labour than capacity to acquire 
'n knowledge of it. 

A writer, some time ego, in ihe JVeuj .Vorsl fV:-y-i3, 
urged tbe plan of having dep6iE in large towns for tb« 
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receipt of Uxils. agnculiural implemeiits, &c., the free 
gitts oi the members and friends ; tbis is advisable for 
many reasons, the tools will be well mode aud of good 
material, on the most improved system. It will give 
almost every one a chance to help Commnnityi and what 
is given will not have to be bought. The thiags re* 
qoiied are mechanical tools and implements of husbandry ; 
diew each person can give according to his trade. Hav- 
ing tools ihns sent, as I hope we shall, trom hU counties, 
we sbonld discover which wns most adapted fur lU purpose, 
and become the model for future ones. Whatever we' 
can do to spve or to bring in money we must do it, for 
•ce shall want all we can get to bring ibe land into con- 
dition, and build houses for the people. 

Those wbo would discourage as may cry out against 
the barren chalk hills oi Hampubire, and (be unsnitability 
of the land for onr purpose ; but let us remember that 
(here is notlung which industry will not overcome, and 
perseverance remove. The more barren ibe soil, the more 
|)erc^vHble our improvements ; the more backward the 
agricultnre of the county, tlM more disiinguished the land 
of Tytherly. It is a fact worthy our notice, that \»hilst 
thousands of farmers sink gradually into poverty, or 
manage to keep their beads but just above water, not one 
can be fonnd who has ruined himself by the purchase of 
manure or the employment of seasonable labour. The 
barrenness of the land is attributable to its mismanage- 
ment, and not to its lack of latent power. 

For an educaUonal and an annuitant establishment, it is 
deligbtinUy adapted ; and the light trades, which we can 
vrork welTat Tyiherly, will require little capital for com- 
mencement. Forging and manufactures (which ore suited 
only to coal districts) require an immense outlay before 
any profit is derived from them. 

The letter of J. Goodman shews bow many stout, 
bearts, and true are ready, by all the means in their 
power, to help forward our glorious cause ; to forget that 
Boul- depraving, heart-distracting principle of individaal 
tdfishuess, and drive far from the abodes of mankind 
poverty, ignorance, vice, and crime. Join, then, ye 
few followers of the noblest leadi?r that ever waved a 
banner to the battle field of bloodless combat j follow him 
and make yanrselves heroes of moral power; worthy tnen 
of few wants and great personal capebiJities. Picture not 
to yonrsdves a scene of Epicurean indulgence ; it will not, 
it cannot, be so in our incipient Communities. To the 
firmness of the Stoic, add the indefatigable industry of an 
Owen 1 iuure yourselves to the harduhins of toil ; enable 
yourselves to endure Winter's bitterest blast, and faint not 
beneatb the heat of Summer's sultry noonbeam ; then shall 
■ncceas attend onr hnmble efibris ; the sad disasters of 
anOrbiston he avoided ; and plenty, peace, and happiners 
be secured for all our suffering race. Let each glad 
member inwardly rejoice^ let our Social Missionaries 
proclaim it «doud ; let it go forth to the world that land 
is secured ; land whereon the standard of the sacred,

Sept. 14, 1 839.— Socialietn 
has been mukiiig no small stir here since 1 last wrote 
to j-on. Shortly after the lecture which Mr, Owen 
delivered ia the Academy of Arts, a hand bill appeared 
from onr old friend,, the Rev. Joa. Barker, who baa 
jost reltimed lirom the continent, aimounciitg that a 
conrse of lectures on the ioflaence of ChrlBtiaiiitv, 
would be delivered by him, the first to commence on 
Friday the J3th. inst. and also that after the lecture, a 
discuBsioQ on the relative merits of Christianity and 
^ocialiam, wonld tske place. Our Missionary, Mr. 
Cttuipbell, determined, if poeaible, to be before him, 
und as the Branch holds its weekly discussion, on the 
\\ eduesduy evening, he arranged to discuss the ques- 
tion, " whether there is sufficient evidence for a ration- 
al belief in the Christian Scriptures," on the Wednes- 
day precetling Mr. Barker's display. On that evening 
we had an excellent audienoe, chiefly religionists, who 
behaved in the most rude and ungenerous manner, hiss- 
ing and hooting Mr. Campbell most glorionely.

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ON THE MARRIAGE LAWS OF THE JEWS. 

"THOU 8HALT NOT BEAR FALSE WITNESS AGAINST 
THY NEIQHBOUR." 

This precept need not have been of divine origin to 
prove its nti lit;, and even ita indbpensiblenesa in bo- 
mnn eociety. Truth is tbe foundation of all that is 
great, owful, and good ; and the fint, ihe moat sacred, 
the meet important of all our duties, is a strict adherence 
to it. Nor is it onr dutj only, but our true interest. 
M; enem/ commands mjr respect, so long aa he respects 
tmlh ; and I cannot but despise the man, who till then 
was my friend, the moment he despises it. We are all 
and ever in eearcli of truth, though we often la; hold 
of error, mistakiug it for truth. This is pardonable : 
but in what light can we regard the man who eagerly 
grasps at falsehood, knowing it to be such; and jet, 
endeavours to pass it off for truth ; especially when h!a 
object by so doing is to heap slander upon those whom 
he cannot hope to equal in worth, in honesty, or in 
taknl? 

These reflections occurred to me on reading in one of 
the Liverpool papers, notorious for its falsehoods, 
illiberality, and wilful misrepresentation of facts, a 
statement made by a Mr. Bricdlej, at a public meeting 
held lately in that town, ot which he asserted that, in 
the social system promulgated by the philanthropic 
Robert Owen, that gentleman recommended Ihe Iree 
intercourse of the sexes, and mixed marriages, appeal- 
ing for the pretended truth of this assertion to a work, 
which he bad been told, and knew very well, to have 
been altogether disowned by Robert Owen. 

I am not sufficiently acquainted with the tpiril of 
Socialism, to presume either to defend or condemn it. 
For what I have learned respecting it I am indebted to 
the reading of the accredited fOiA acknuwUdged works of 
Mr. Owen and other Socialists, and Co the conversations 
which I have had with some of the very intelligent, 
highly moral, and well informed leading members of 
that body ; and what I have been able to gather from all 
these on the subject of social marriages is this : that they 
should be founded on mutual affection ; that they shonld 
be inviolably sacred and chaste, so long as they lasted ; 
and that they shonld last until other compulsory eir- 
cnmslances did militate against the continuance of the 
onioa of two persons of different sexes : that previous 
to entering upon marriage, the parties intending to 
tract a marriage should give twice, three mouths' notice 
to the assembled community, and that the same formali- 
ties should be observed in cases of divorce ; and lastly ; 
that the public declaration and consent of the parlies 
were sufficient to establish a marriage or divorce. Here 
is certainly no priest called into aid to celebrate the 
anion, nor a coorf of justice appealed to, to sever it 
afler being contracted ; and this mode of contracting 
marriages, and agreeing upon divorces, is laid hold of 
by the holier (?) portion of society, to load upon the 
fonnder of Socialism, as well as upon the system itself, 
every spedes ofobloqay,slander,andmisrepre8entation. 
But, what if I can shew that the marriages contracted 
according to the laws of the social system, are not a 
whit leas solemn, and divorce not more easy, than 
under that system, the laws of which are said to have 
been given by God himself? I mean the Mosaic 
dispensation. 



The institution of marriage is coeval with that of 
society. It is an institution sprung from the wauts of 
man, and encouraged by all wise legislators and sound 
politicians. The object of the institution of marriage 
is Co insure protection to the female and her children 
against the inconstancy and love of change or variety 
inherent in the male. Without such protection, how 
could the woman, in an advanced state of pregnancy, 
in child-bed, and whilst nnreing a helpless infant, be 
able to provide herself and children with subsistence by 
the labour of her hands P the only source of support 
in the primeval state of society. When marriage waa 
instituted, there were not those temptations, that ex- 
treme wealth and extreme want/^the sources of that 
almost universal prostitution, nor those distinctions of 
rank, — the sources of all those unnatural unions 
ycleped marriages so ripe with adultery, equally univer- 
sal. Every man and every woman waa engaged in 
manual field labour, and unless the father protected the 
children to whom he bad given existence, and the wo- 
who administered to b'"i according to the laws of 
nature, both the mother and faer offspring would be ex- 
posed to the consequences of waut, and eventually of 
starvation. Another object In the institntion of mar- 
riage is to insure this protection to the childieD from 
the Tiatural affection of the father ; and such affection 
can only reside in the breast of that man who knows, 
or believes, at least, that he it the hther. 

Is it likely that facts so true, and so important 
withal, should have escaped the attention of the master 
mind of an Owen, or made no impression on his heart 
glowing with true benevolence? Ignorance, hatred, 
and mad &naticlsm alone, could be so blind, or so 
mdignant, as to suppose this. 

The Cluutians have borrowed their marriages either 
from the Jews or the Heathen ; I shall not attempt to 
decide which ; the Protestants from the Catholics. The 
latter have made it one of their contradictory seven 
sacraments, and not only sanctified and mystified it, 
but committed the egregious folly, to declare it indisso- 
luble. Hence, perlukps, it is in countries pre-eminently 
Catholic, that adultery is as common as (somehow or 
other) intoxication is in Protestant countries. When 
the Church of England borrowed her rites and main 
doctrines from the Church of Rome, this- worthy 
daughter of the scarlet lady adopted also the hoiinett of 
marriage ; and hence, in proportion, its rendering it in- 
dissoluble to all but the rich. 

But in what light is marriage r^arded by the Jews, 
from whom Christians pretend to have received it? 
What were the vievs which Mosee entertained of 
marriage? 

Whoever will attentively read the Pentateuch, cannot 
help being struck with the fact, that all the Mosaic laws 
are mere civil institations. All his laws may be divided 
into four classes : — laws of health, of cleanliness, of 
humanity, and of civil order. He teaehet nothing ; not 
a single doctrine ; for the religion which he established 
was pure Deitm. No state of rewards or punishments 
hereafter; no paradise, no hell, no devil, no spirits, no 
augelsj no soiu, no resurrection ; in short, neither dog- 
mas nor a creed. All the doctrines and articles of 
beiie/ven grafted upon the Mosaic religion during the 
Babylonian captivity, and borrowed from the Heathen 
mythology. Moses was a politician ; his object was to 
transform, by wise political laws, a people of disbanded 
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staves inlo a healthy, stroug, vi^rous, brave, aud 
Hgricallnral people. He vaoted aumeroun and healthy 
cilizens ; hence, he allowed polj'gam;', uiidor certaiu 
prudent reatriclionB. 

It will T believe be admitted that the Jews ought to be 
somewliitt better acqimiuted with the ipirit of the luws 
given til them bj* their legislator, tbau those iDyslifying 
spiritoalizing children of a dny — the Christiana. Now 
in what light is marriage regarded by the Jews ? In 
the ligbt of a civil coulmct ) as having for its object, 
what? The begetting children. Wheu after a certaiu 
lime, a Jewish woman bears no children to her husband 
he can give her yfiei (as it is called) that is divorce. If 
on the wedding- night the husband has gnod groundt for 
snspectiDg the maiden -chastity of hia wife, he ctin di- 
vorce her the uext noniing. If a married couple can- 
not live hnppiiy together, they may be divorced. 
Numbers of Polish .lews fend their wives divorce from 
this countrj to Poland ; and In sll cases of divorce, 
the parties are at liberty to marry again. 

Although marriages are nsually solemnized by 
the Rabbi of the congregation, in the presence of nu- 
merons witnesses, any man or woman may be married 
by decloring their mutual willingness aud consent in 
the presence of two or three witnesses, and by the man 
placing a ring on the finger of the woman. In cer- 
tain cases even witnesses may he dispensed with ; and 
for a gold ring any other anular object of anj/ meial, 
not gold, may be substitnled ; and though such mar- 
riages are not considered creditable to the parties, they 
are nevertheless valid and lawful, and the issue of such 
marriages legitimate. Nor can either party marry again, 
unless they have been previously lolemnly divorced. 
Such marriages are distinguished from the formal mar- 
riages under the appellation of "being mekadetlt." 

Polygamy Ihoagh quite in disuse among the European 
Jews, is not only sanctioned by Moses, but practiced 
even now amongst the African and Oriental Jews. It 
was abolished at the council of Spire, at which Rabbi 
Gersbom presided (I think in the 13th century) in 
order to avoid reproach and christian persecution. 

Now, these marringes are sanctioned by the Jewish 
laws, and recogni^ted by the law of the land, in virtue 
of the privileges granted to Jews and Quakers as re- 
spects marriages. And now I ask any impartial, rea- 
sonable man, whether the marriages, with all the wise 
precautions recommended by Mr. Owen, are not as 
valid, as welt regulated, as they are amongst the Jews 
and Quakers ? Is it better to lead a life of misery, or 
even of adultery, than to part by mutual consent, and 
to enter into a new and perhaps belter assorted union " 
Can Jewish marriages be styled mixed marriages ? o 
an indiscriminate intercourse between the sexes ? or 
is there more vice, prostitution, or adultery among the 
Jews and Qnakers, than amongst the Christians, " par 
excellence ?" Is there any religions body in existence, 
amongst which maidens are more chaste, wires more 
faithful and domestic, than among the Jews ? Let the 
advocates for the incongruous unions which they advo- 
cate and practice, refer to a single action for crim. con. 
brought in any of our conrts of justice by a Hebrew 
hnaband. This should be the criterion , and I em con 
visAdt'that the marriages as recommended by Mi 
Oiren, ■will (becanse thay naturally mast) be productive 



of as much chastity, virtne, happioeas, and domestic 
peace and comfort, as we now find so pi%-eminestlj 
amongst the Jews and Quakers. 

Lest the facts which I have stated respecting the 

Jewish marriages and divorces should be denied, I beg 

to add two or three circumstances that occurred in 

London. 

Some years ago a gentleman of good fiimily, bnt 

limited means, named B. , wishing to marry a 

very yonug lady, possessed of considerable fortune and 
expectations, named L. , placed, without her con- 
sent, and without her being aware ol his object in so 
doing, a ring on her finger, declaring her at the same 
'me to be his wife. I am not even sure whether any 
itnesses were present. The marriage was not con- 
summated, yet, he claimed his wife. Her father insti- 
tnted proceedings in the King's Bench, to set the mar- 
riage aside, on the gronnd of informality. The hns- 
band defended the action, pleading the Jewish laws on 
marriage. The judge, unable to decide npon the 
legality or illegality of the marriage, sent fox the Chief 
Rabbi, who was allowed a seat on the bench ; bnt even 
he, the highest authority in there matters in England, 
excused himself from giving an opinion, on the ground 
that he had not brought with him certain books, which 
it was necessary for him previonsly to consult. 

Another equally remarkable instance is the following. 
According to the Mosaic law, no priest or descendant 
of a priest, is allowed to marry a widow or a woman 
divorced ; indeed, only a pure virgin. A yonng man, 
i^escended from that family, (a Cohen), was paying his 
addresses to a yonng woman. Auoitrer yonng man 
was alao desirous of marrying the Rame young person. 
She having quarrelled with her intended husband, in a 
pet bestowed, privately, her hand upon the other young 
man. She however immediately repented, but what 
was to be done? — she was a wife! The only remedy 
was divorce. This was easily obtained ; but the same 
Rabbi, through whose hands the divorce bad passed, 
refused to solemnise the marriage, on the ground that 
according to the mosaic laws, a QJien could not marry 
a woman divorced. 

The last circumstance which I shall add, is that of a 
Chief Rabbi in Morocco, who had seven wives living 
,lh him in the same house. The first six had only 
given him daughters, and he wished to have a son. 
The seventh gratified his wish ; and he took no more 
■ es. I trust he was fully satisfied with his mystic 
seven. C7n-enviable man! Were Robert Owen to 
allow Septogamy in his communities, what would the 
advocates of the Aincftiy and iWiMo/aM/ity of marriage 
say then P In despair, they would all tarn monks and 
nuns ! or, in thtir spite and opposition, abolish marriage 
altogether. 

I have put these few facts together, \>b show such 
persons how far ignorance, joined to malignity and 
falsehood — the three infernal graces that surround the 
black genius of fanaticism — are capable of misrepre- 
senting facta and grossly calumniating truth. I shnll 
conclude as I began, with a quotation from Scripture; — 
"Thou hypocrite! first cast ont the beam ont of thine 
own eye, and then shall thou see clearly to pull ont the 
mote that is in thy brother's eye."

ESSAY XI. 



Every iotellifirent and otndid render whn hn'* Titvoared 
these EssH>-a with due attention, itiiiHt, loiijr !»ao, have 
perceived that no Bmnll degree of diligence aaA circnm- 
spectioa has been employed about (hem, in order lo 
discover (he safe and sure road- to huniaa felicity, and 
that tho utmost care' hci^t been exercised— not so mucli 
to avoid those jiKils " wlicre briiir* miu-lit wound, and 
thom* perplex the w»j-,"' as (o l;c :\.!iv .t.-snred tliat the 



.^rouU*"«^eaih was solid, fim..«hd able to bcnr the 
weigH'OI llioy,. iioponj,u, j,r,iceediiigH. I am now m|i- 
proiicIiiiif[ tliHt Mnge in mj i)r(^m»s whicli t«cms to i:e 
iiivolvcd in itupenetnilile dKrkiiess, and would fain i.li- 
tnin the aid of some friendly Inmp to guide my slepH 
ihroHgh the niysterious pluoui. 

In the first place, will any congenial spirit inform 
me, on whose authority, we, the inhabitants of thin 
hnppy conntry, are required to believe eyery wi.rd coii- 
tuined in that venerable book which is tossed itbout w 
much, and so little understood? I know very well 
that Moses and the prophets require from (he Jews im- 
plicit obedieiice to the laws and ordinances delivered to 
] those Jews. But what have we lo do with that ? Are 
I we Jews? Assuredly not! Are we not professed 
' Chrisliaue ? Reformed Christians ! And have we 
not received a different law of a different chamcler, 
and fh^m a higher authorily ? This law, we are mil 
rerjnired to Oe/itie, but to o/uy. By this law we are en- 
joined " to be temperate audchttsle, to forgive all man- 
ner ol' injuries, to return good for evil ; to love our 
enemies ; to live in ebitrity and peace with all men ; — 
not to lay up treasure on earth, but to divide our wealth, 
e\'en to the last of our frarments with the destitute and 
miserable — and above all things, to take no thought for 
to-morrow." These things we are commanded ii> ilo, 
and when we have done them, we are permitted to be- 
lieve (hat lie, for whose sake they have been done, «tI1 
reward us with everUsting life. But if we do them not, 
it seems to be of very little consequence what we be- 
lieve or what we say. 

This appears to me to be the truefailh ; fwd it roa»t 
continue so to be unlit the end of time ; because it i^ 
trusting in a promise, which is not to be realised until 
the fin:tl consummation of all things. Wonders and 
miracles were wrought, in order that those who wit- 
nessed them might believe, and, as a consequence of 
belief, might obey the doctrines those wonders were 
meant to confirm. Some persons did believe, and we 
at this hour are enjoying the fruits df their conviclion. 
But I cannot recollect a single passage of Scripture iti 
which any one, who has not been eye-witness of a 
wonder, is required to believe it ; neither do I know a 
single individual in this populous conntry who Uvea in 
obedience to the foregoing injunctions, or who possessett 
the least legitimate right to the character of a Chn.-ftian. 
The nearest approximation with which I am acqniunted 
will be found among those calumniated persons, who 
are anxiously endeavouring to produce such social 
arrangements as would render the practice of (hose 
injunctions both easy and delighifui. I acknowledge, 
that the duties above enumerated are extolled, admired, 
and devoutly recommended in all the varied strains of 
piety and eloquence, and that a few mlilitri/ cases might 
be found of persons who have sufheient faith and 
courage to brave the consequences of obeying those 
injunctions: Wt Wiere is Uie CONOBEOATION that 
pra/rluft them ? /f /wre are (not the pro/fxed, but) (he 
rrd/ Chrip(ians? /fAere, AyfAeiV/ruii*, conlfind them? 
The furious zealots who propagate, as Christianity, 
intolerance and dissension, are no more like trve Chris- 
tians, than tliey are like horses, uor so much either. 

Again, the book of Moses is ascribed to Moses, and 
we are required to receive it as ihe fford of God ; by 
which, I suppose, is meant, that we must believe it was 
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satvi to Mosra in some: miraculoos way, dil- 
1'erent from the ordinary nicxlea ol' tnulilion or liisiory ; 
but neither Mosea bimaoir, nor any other ol' tlie Scrip- 
ture writers that I am aware of, afRrm this to be tlie 
case; tlicrcrore, tlii-s add it ii; mil burthen of belief veeoiH 
needlessly iidiliug to that yoke, which every one by liia 
practise dcclareii, Iri snfficicutly galling without it. 1 
was once of opinion; that this eucrcHcbmeut on " llie 
liberty in which Christ had luude us free" was n trick 
of ihe good old Catholic times, in which every natural 
iucliuation, every look, ai<d almost every tliiniglii, was 
deemed sinful ; insoniucl), that the faithful had time 
for little else but to confess and to pay. I'his notion 
wiia strengthened by the considcralion, that it might be 
be one of their clever schemes to check tlio progresa of 
knowledge &nd the cttltivation of science ; not that 
discovery conid falsify the truth contained in that or 
any other book, but because it might prove the fallacy 
of many erroneous practices, which mistaken man bad 
founded on a wrong interpretation of its doctrines. I 
am now satutRed this idea is fallacious ; fur, as it was 
the' practice of holy men in those days to keep the 
Scriptures in an unknown tongue, aa containing matter 
unfit fur common minds, we must not suppose they 
coiild have been so unreasonable, as to require the 
people to believe in that whicti they had no cUance of 
understanding! I am therefore compelled to suppose, 
that this innovation crept in at the glorious Reformnlicu; 
and, 1 hope, some one tviio understands these mailers 
will clear up a difficulty so important ; and, if I am 
under a mistake, will be so kind as to nndeceive me. 
For my own part, I willingly believe whatever appears 
to be true ; but were I permitted to declare my honest 
convictions, after much investigation, 1 shoii!<l at once 
avow, thai in my opinion the beginning of (Jenesis is 
copied, or 'rather imiialed, from one of the books of a 
very large and w'cll-concocted work a-teribed to Zoro- 
aster, and that this imitation has been added (at a time 
posterior to the lime of Mosts) to the trudiR<iii!d history 
of the Hebrews, for the sake of extending their pedi- 
grcelnto high antiquity, a kind of vanity common to 
all nations, and especially to all the ancient cations of 
I he east. 

Now, having hitherto paid my tithes, (aj<es, rent, and 
rates, with Hcrupulous punctuality, I shall feel myself 
treated with injustice, if, being called on to give evi- 
dence in a case of arson, murder, fraud, and treason, 
my testimony should be indignantly rejected for the 
opinions above stated ; while that of another man was 
respectfully received, who had not taken a thousandth 
part of the pains to ascertain the truth, nor given such 
ivnvindnff proofs of his respect forit,bnt merely because 
he might pretend to believe whatever he was unable to 
understand. This, however, wonld be only a personal 
inconvenience, and is not to be compared with the 
mischief done to science by such partial proceedings. 
We all know what happened to Copernicus, Kepler, 
Galileo, Runpero, and many other of the brightest 
ornaments of humanity. 

The same thing again oocqtb with reference to 
Geology. Modem philosophers seem to have found 
indubitable proof of the very long duration of this 
planet, but are obliged to fal^fy the account ol its origin 
ascribed to Moses, in order to make hia divine history 
agree with their discoveries. One insista that the word 



day i-ignifies a period nC indejinile length, and may be 
extended, if iir<-0'Tary, lo millions of jears ! .Anuiher 
innis the p-iH tense into the plaprrfii'l, and affirms, that 
we ought to read not that " In the bt-ginnin^ God cre- 
aled," but that " he htvi created the heavens and the 
euith," i&c. A third maintain!, tliut light wa« not 
crwH/M/whcn God said, " let there be light,'' but that 
" the cai'lh was only called out of a UmpKrary dark- 
ness!" And a fourth, that the crn.iion of the stara 
formed no Jiart of the six days' laboii;. 

All lUc^c gentlemen (mcrabera though they lie of the 
Clerical nroU-sniun) sri:m to Ibrgfi the fi:cl, which at 
other times they maintain with wo much pertinacity, 
namely, that " the Sabbath Wiisinsliiutcd in comuicmo- 
ration of God having restwl and ri/rw//frf,him!^lf on 
the' seventh dm/, after nil his htbnnr of creation during 
the preceding fU dagx; and that all the Jewish wri'era 
I who, in the Bible, have nuticed ihc^e iransiictions, bavo 
'■■ understood the words according to their vulgar accepta- 
tion! Now, thia laxity of interpretation seems to me 
very unwise: it tends to involve matters of high im- 
portance in doubt and uncertainty, and miiy perhaps 
disturb that harmony, Hgrrement, and brotherly love, 
which al present prevail ihroughimt Chriitcndom. 
Therefore, what 1 desire tokuow ij-, lu.rr we can recon- 
cile Moses with the Geoh'giiits, without this audacious 
and' shameless prostitution. 

Another thing I desire to know, ^•Y«(,'(a% and i\r- 
perimerifalir/, in order that I may not bo deceived by 
false appearuncei:, is, what that mi sicriona pleasure can 
be, which arises from an income uf from ten thousand 
to one hundred thousand pounds per annum ? I can 
imagine how a bachelor might, without self-reproach, 
cnioy four or five hundred a year, and how a man with 
a large family might bear to have it extended e\'cn lo a 
thousand. 1 myself should feel rather dissatisfied with 
less, because I am convinerd, that in » well-ordered 
society every worthy member might hai'e enjoyments 
or advantages equal to what such an income will now 
procure. I can moreover darkly conceive, what anb- 
lime enjoyment it must be, to receive ihfe homage of 
sycophants and parasites, — lo riot in laxury, and be 
adorned with brilliants, — to be drawn by cattle instead 
of using one's own limbs, — and to be whirled frum one 
country to another in quest of an appetite! But the 
thing which surpas^-es my coropreljeiisionis, uiAo( thoso 
pleasures can be, which, when these desires are all fully 
gratified, induce men to heap up thousiinda upon thou- 
sands by very disgraceful means, whUe talent, caj-acity, 
and productive genius, is allowed to wither for want of 
education, and millions of beings like themselvcsr to 
famish for want of employment. 

I foresee that the preceeding remarks will excite the 
risibility of our political Economists. Whatever 
seems to oppose their darling Aceumnlation is deemed a 
foolish or pernicious absurdity, I do not know why 
these gentlemen find it so difficult to understand that 
any given amount of surplus Capital is just as efftcieut 
under the direction of a wise economy whether it be 
accumulated in one pocket or in Ivenli/. Talking of 
Genesis reminds me of the story of Pharoah's dream 
which will serve to elucidate the foregoing proposition. 
A little reflection will satisfy ns, that if the cuMvatois 
of the land of Egypt could but have foreseen the ap- 
proaching fiimiae, each, in his own locality might have 
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Iioa<ied-np the very identical com for wliich Pharoah's 
miulslur bnilt ao muny gmineriea, and thus iu the moat 
imtural vf:iy luivo been suved from want ^3y ibeir own 
Iffudeiice, iuHtexd of being forced to sell themselves for 
alnves, only for wmit of a little foreaigUt. But it will 
bo snid, "they could ni.t foresee the approacliiug deal lb 
on aecouut of tbeir iguorance." Then wliy did no( 
l^itroah and bis divine friend Joseph instruct them — 
iiud culighien them with the rays of their superior wis- 
dom ; and not take such advantage of their ignorance 
us to rob ihcm ot every enrthly enjoyment hy cunning 
»nd rapacity ? Ob 1 but that waa a xpeciui revelarioii, 
made for a apccinl purpose, and not to tic communicated . 
Be it HO ; — the Ej;yptiaus and Hebrews were not Chria- 
tianx, but we who at any rate pretend to that cburacler, 
have also reeoived special orders ou the subject ; wt are 
oot to put our ligiit under a bnshel, nor to tie up our 
talent iu a rag ; but us we have freely recci\ed, we arc 
commanded * Ireely (o give-' 

The political Eeouomiats present a different view of 
sncb qne:itiouti. They have been imtiated in the sacred 
mysteries. They know the dislinciion between exoteric 
and isoierie doctrines. Profit mi Cupitai, Rt-nl, and 
lierenff form their Trinity in Unity. These are the 
Cabalistic words which keeptbe world in molion. Em- 
ployment, wiiges, instruction, intelligence, comfort, 
peace, security, are mere conlingencies which eomo and 
go according to the redundancy or deficiency of the 
other. But teremie, rent, and profit are the divinities 
by which the world was created and the 'spark divine' 
communicated to the human soul \ 

I hope wo shall comprehend these things better by- 
and-hye, when the principles which ought to rrgulaie 
distr^uHon have been in\'eatigated with as mueh care, 
as those have been which r^ulalc ACCUMULATION,

etn ploy meat ; that out of 30 teachers of "inj'aiu idiooU" tun only 
have been educated lor such e'nplo3'[nent; that out of l32Kacheci> 
of " eadoiad und ekarili) Ktaob," 46 only haic bcea educated lor 
th«r employment! ! 



The moving power of such reli^ous fanaticism over 
ignorant mniter, must continiie SO long as the people are 
left without suRiuient intelligence to distinguish real and 
useful knowledge from false doctrines ; for although no 
man ever could give n. reason for the blind faith that is iu 
him, when insirncted by icacherfl ivbo have addressed 
themselves exilnsively to his credulity: all men will, on 
tbe contrary, be able to give a good reason for their 
mental convictions, wben ibey shall be educated by 
teachers ivho will address themselves to their uuder- 
Etaiiding, and nncerely undertake to culiivaiu their 

It is evident that if the great mns« of the popola^on 
is to bo e.xposed, from lime to tiiue, to the religioua 
rodicidism of Rev, Gentlemen and other faualift, the 
real knowledge of all tbe people must be inerensed, and 
tbeir iute'ili'ctuul powers must be strengthened, ho as lo 
enoble iheoi to grapple mth old errors and lo defeat their 
baneful elTects. 

to the ndlity of rational religion, we most 
earnestly desire that all working people should know how 
their interests could be pomolcd by co-opernUon in lend 
id manufacture, and also how niucb secular useful know- 
ledge (now BO easily accessible) is powerful hi its influu- 
ce over niiud, and indispensible as a preliniinary 
lining, before entering into communities of interests on 
5 laii;l. Under this impression we have read with 
great jilensnrc tbe plan proposed by " SOCIUS" to conrerl 
till Soi-iiil IntlUalums into School Ilallt.* And wo con- 
ider it most desirable that such plans should be forthwith 
followed bv every one of the sixty branches of " Kational 
Relisionisis." 

t kt not therefore 'ho education there given, be 
" clogged, fettered, and curtailed, by old cLurcii 
regulations ; sufler none of your teachers lo smuggle into 
your schools nay portion of that "canlab or Oxoniun 
monkish mystieism;'' for it is ralionalism alone that can 
operate effectually the mental regeneration of the workmg 
people and jwasantry. 

It is Intellectual Edueation alone that can reconcile 
positive philosophy with all the old religions of the earth ; 
or, more pro peri y speaking, reconcile the rational religion 
of enlic;hlened faith, with the " old philosophy ot the 
people," (blind faith in auperatition ;) tor ignorance it is 
that alone has so long necessitated the duty of blind 
devotions to things, which .cannot be understood nor 
demonstrated hy any man. 

Those who think of reforming our schools, without 

Forming also our church catethisms and forms of sj-mbo- 
lical worship, appear to me totally mistaken ; because 
blind faith in mysterious worship was the first of all 
systems of school tnition, inherent in tbe natural in- 
stinctive wish of all human beings, for some knowledge 
or other, respecting mankind and tbe universe ; hence, 
tbe very first thing to be modified, altered, and expanded, 
when subsequent education has for object, to impart to 
tbe people a more correct and more positive ratioual 
knowledge, than die one at first instinctively imagined. 

It is jadiciously remarked by SociUS "that before 
the education of the rising population cnn he conducted 
successfully upon right principles, it should be based upon 
a general plan, in accordance with human nature."

Fireily, — Tbat the progresave spiritual want of man, 
in in tact, a MENTAL and MORAL U'AMT ; aud cbe 
de«ire lor reul kuuwledge, the maiifestation, or evidence 
ul' n progreiisive religious spitiC. 

Secondly!— That it is tte t'orms only of religion, and 
ihe matter and methud of edncation, which the rational 
religionislE intend or can preEume to reform, since the 
Npirit of boih \* ONE ; but that ita cbaracteristjc nalure 
iij constant e»pt>iiBioQ towards greater and greater 
development. 

Thirdly, — Tbat to establish new schools for the dif- 
fusion of u)<etul practical knowledge, v, in reality, 
dili'using more wisdoni through human understandiag. 

Foorlhly,-^That to diffuse more underEtacding, and 
to cultivate human reason, is, in reality, to difiuse more 
self-esteem, . the surest vvwranc of acUve morality or 

Fifthly, — That the revelations of GENESIS and 
Gospels are, to stationary blind faith, precisely what 
the revelation of GeOLOOY and PHYSIOLOGY, are to 
progressive understanding, and that these two sciences 
become, therefore, indispensably neceesary to all rational 
schools from which the Geneos and Gospels are to be 
excluded in order that pupils may be taught rationa/lii, 
instead of mytiwollg, WHERE THEY REALLY ARE, and 
WHAT THEY REALLY ARE. 

These fundamental principles being admitted, all 
rational educaUon should begin by the history of the 
earth before the appearance of man thereon.' Let your 
pupils knoiv that " physical nature itself appears to be 
arranged in all its departments on the principle of slow 
but progressive improvemeut ; that nature has under- 
gone many revolutions, showing, as it were, a distinct 
yreparation for snccessive orders of lii-ing beings, rising 
litgher and higher in ibe scale of organization and in- 
telltgence, until the animal man was generated ; and that, 
ever since, the successive generations of mankind are 
decidedly progressing not only in intelligence, but also, 
morally and physically, through a gradual refinement or 
greater proportion of thebamon nervous sptem. Above 
all, canuoD your pupils against that natural bias of 
nfiuitine ignorance and credulity of giving a hasty assent 
to anything they may read or hear ; so that their mental 
s may be the result of their own refiecdon, ob- 
I, calm inveetigadon and comparison. 

Conduct them step by st^p Irom what is physically 
known of the most probable origin of all things visible 
and tangible, to the heat and laat information we at pre- 
sent possess, through positive philosophy and the careful 
registration of facts. 

Let them be allowed to understand the intelligence — 
nay, the mentalism of the vegetable world ; the immor- 
tabty of matter; the natural history of all mystic religions 
from die organic wants of human feelings; let them, 
therefore, be made to comprehend the posiiire aniecpdeut 
facts to all sectarian creeds ; the human organs of ideality, 
wonder, and veneration ; organs so very plastic in youth. 



as to be easily impre;<eed with the most vulgar errors, 
wlien the nobler powers o^THOUGHT are not called into 
early exercise by the study oi nature's laws through 
physical demons [ration. Thus »ill yon preserve them 
from the fangs of those " theoliigii-al vampires," every

life, by allowing it to feel and enjoy all the self-satisfac- 
tion, sensible delight, and universal benevolence, with 
which natural philosophy never fails to reward her vota- 
ries, whether young or old ; but which no sectarian 
instruction whatever, reedng upon fixed and stationary 
articles of blind faith, can- ever bestow npon the ill- 
advifed, unfortunaie youths, condemned from infancy to 
have their helings distorted, and their mental faculties 
smothered by the " cramming system" of the gooe-by 
durk ages ! 

As to the opponents of popular education, who admit 
the evil consequences and the public dangers of toleraung 
any longer the ignorance and vulgarity of barbarism in 
the very centre ot' civilisation, and who acknowledge that 
Intellectual Education in pontive knowl»ige, is 
the only remedy, " hut who refiise, nevertheless, to apply 
it ; because, forsooth, it would violate th«r uanow- 
minded notions, respecdng the supposed neeestaty to 
diffuse for ever and ever among the people, what they are 
pleased to cull ' orthodox futh,' we can only say, that 
such opponents are totally unfit for the government or 
education of men in the nineteenth century ; and that 
they are sacrificing to their own stultified opiniona opOD 
abstruse questions of old theology, the demonstrable and 
therefor* the certain, temporal hap^uness of millions of 
their fellow-creatures. ' 

Such opponents little know the moral influence of 
liberal education npon the human sensitive substanco, — 
nor how superior is the man, imtiated in the mysteries of 
universal nature, to the man initiated only in the 
sectarian mysteries of religious dogmas. Society pos- 
sesses now ample means of throwing open the scientific 
treasures of nature to tbe masses. Let all her minute- 
ness, and all her immensity — from tbe delicate ialusoriw, 
to the stupendous orbs which revolve in boundless space — 
be laid open to the view of all classes, by means of the 
best instrument which the optician's skill can produce, 
and which all parishes relieved from old church rates can. 
provide with scientific knowledge rates. 

Nothing, be assured, would tend more than this to 
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form ibe character ot' yuuih, to expand tlieir aaecen 
tlioQglit, and <lirect it tu objet-t^ cnlculaUxl to di(,^iry thi 
man, to eonvbte eouiFty, aud lo prumult- (reneral civiliza' 
tloiu, by securing the |iragre»ii nod del'euoe of )ill iu 
advaDlBgai.

Socialism may do lo live 
with, but it will not do tu die with." A «cliemp tbnt 
will not endure every test ou^^ht to be abandoned. We 
know, however, that a deu()i-bed is not the criterion of 
troth, thongh it may somelimeB be a " deteclor of the 
bean." Fanalicism can give a (glorious liiiish to a life 
of guilt : and each of the vnrioiit religions of the world 
f'lriiish their vi>iarie= ivi'h a p:i:s|«>rt lo glory at 
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dcnth, nnd yet aonihematize one another in their journey 
through life ! Numerous exaniples have been already 
afforded to prove thnt SocialiEm will " do to die with ;" 
and we have anoilier rerutntion of itie death-bed sophism 
in the demise of Richard Hanson, which occurred on the 
6ui instant. I^ohHrd bos beeu kiiown to many of onr 
elder niemhers, as a virtuous, intelligent, and iodustrions 
man ; as a tender parent and atTecdonate husbnod ; espe- 
cially has he been kooivn to George Lodge, who thoi 
testilies to his character: — Thirty years ago they were 
MetiodUlt together ; members of the same class for about 
ten years. The aristocratic notions of the " Pillars of 
MeUiodism," and the promdentially-tiwaiAei ineqasWly 
of its members, did not exactly sqaare with the t.'hrl'iti- 
anity of our two friends, bo Ibey quitted that body and 
joined themselves to some of the more liberally minded 
sectansins. Subseiiuently, however, they got their mi 
freed from superstition, and came over to our system 
its introdaction into Hudderstield. Richard bcio)^ 
Socialist then, and on the point of death, the bigots 
winhed to raise the nlann, and a Weal^-yan tendered his 
ghostly service. Richard declined bis olCers, telling him 
that he could pray for himself, and was at peace with 
God and all men. Nest day, George Lod^-c went to 
see him, when Richard said, "Hast thou heard that r,ve 
had the crooked serpent." "Yea, lad," said George, 
"I've heard all about it." "Oh!" said Richard, "J 
need none of their assistance; I can die happy," — and 
he did so. He enquired eagerly about the New Instita- 
tion, sajing, " He could like to hovo lived to see it 
finished and opened." Such were the feelings with which 
he happily closed a honest and virtuous life.

There is no lack of " CDuncillan," but unfortunately tbc evils to be 
removed are co-eiistent wiib their " councils." It is obvious that the 
Talue of '-eonncil" is in direct proportion to the sound prattical knoir- 
ledge of tbe " Councillor ;" where this is defident, the " conniil'' tan 
only mislead the eoundlled, and ihc giciilcr the nii]nbcr of auch 
" Councillora" the more likely ia this to happen. " Too many cooks 
spoil the brath" in thia Due, at alt events. Of what tbIuc would the 
advice of a shipwright be to a former, as to tbe mode of cropping his 
land ? or rias rerw. Plato says " they who would leich othera any 
thing, ought first to know it well themselves ;" nnd he adde an ci- 

his task, when he aska, " Ought not they who know any thing well, 
to agree about it? for If they should dispute about it, would you be- 
lieve them to be well instructed in it ? and could they he able to teach 
others ?" If we apply this test to the nntneroui doctors of the body 
politic \ and further exnmine them as to the colleges in which ihcy 
have graduated in order to fit them (or the profcesinn they have taken 
up i we shall at once discover the rcaion of the inutility or mthcr luis- 
chievous effects of their practice. 

Legislation is eflective only ffhen the legislator understands nhat 
he is legislating for ; and what zmleriala are requisllc for giving efiect 
lo the luws. Now wliot do our senators, hereditary of elective, know 
Df the nature of human beings ? Some of them know tolerably well 
what constitutes a good hoiae, aheep, or bullock ; but of the nobler 
nnimal — man, they ore utterly ignorant For tbc breeding and go- 
vernment of the animala enamemted they are well adapted, but they 
are evidently out of their sphere when they attempt to li^sUitc for 
man. Tbe possession of knowledge fita them for (ho one office ; the 
want of it equally diaquolilies them for the atluT. 

It is not to be wondered at that we find ignorance and sclliahncrs 
characterising the pioceedinga of oar governor*, when we look at the 
training (hey reecive. How can mere fox fauntera, and money hunters 
be expected to know any thing of the important piacticnl sciences 
contained in the great science of society ? Of (he small portion of 
the ruling dasea, who are practically acquainted with some one or 
other of these sciences, few ever push their enquiry tiuther than the 
porticnlar circle in which they Rnd themselves placed, and the beuing 
of others is only studied ia ao £11 aa (hey alfec( (heir individiml or 
Guaity welfare. Hence ignorance or aolGshness is eveTywhem domi- 
n.int, and the efforts of well inteiitioncd individuals, cither by willing 
or acting, in consequence of the want of a few sound iirat principles 
and pmeticol knowledge, have not the slightest elTect in alleviating (he 
moBs of liunuui wretcbedness which exists arooad them. 

One of (he most fertile sources of error in the minds, and, conse- 
quent, error in the practice, of the ruling classea, aad many state dec- 
tors, is to be found iu tbc prevalent Ijclief in tbe doctrine (hat papula- 
tion increases faster than (he mcmis of subaistcnee. This silly fidlacy 
in economical philosophy, which, like ita equally nuachievous paralell 
in mental and moral philosophy, originnl sin, had its origin in the bnia 
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of B prieit, hu done more to Teconcila man to, and prop ap, the preacnt 
imtiona] tjitem of eucii>ty, lluin any other political dogma wJiatcver. 
It i* difficult to oceoiuil foe the credence thia doctrine hoi recciTcd ; 
for it ia, in reality, contradicted by nil exiling Gicta, and is (he off- 
spring of imngination, not af pmcticol knowledge. 

Mr. Owen has for the In^t thirty ycora proclaioicd tbia' troth to the 
worid ; " That the earth ia now, with n few alight exceptiona, a waste, 
swamp, or forest. /or tnait o/jiopululioa to dmin and well oultirate it ; 
and thnl the great want of aocicty to improve the i.-orid, oi it ii for 
the interest of ail thnt it ahould be improved, la now, and will be for 
nuny ages to come, u tciait 0/ atnll-lramtdaridialcSyeiiipr^aiaiitiB." 
Now, which of these very opposite propoatLons are wo to believe? 
If we adapt pLAru's teal of the c|ualiliaitiDnB of an instructor, we 
■hall be compelled to give creJence to Ow£S inatead of Maltiiuh ; 
for the aimple reaaon, that one ia a pmcticol man, who base* his con- 
(duNona upon aound data, white the other ia a mere speculative 
theoriaer npoti Gdlodona premisea, accmaalated and furnished to him 
by ptnona placed in a nmilar predicamenL Nay, Malthus himacif 
teatiliea (0 the anperiority of Oiven^ concluiiona, upon preciMly the 
sunc grounda, in the following passage : — 

" Mr. Owen is, I believe, a nuin of real bcnevolenre, who boa done 
much good- He ia farther entitled to grvixt attention on alt aabjecta 
relating to eduoilion, [produetion, and distribution of wealth,] from the 
eiperienee and knowledge which hv must have gained in an intercourse 
of many ycara with two thousand manu£tcturen ; and, from the snc- 
eets uhic^ ia aaid to have leeidled tram hit modca of management 
A lieorf/omdal on suck tjjrru^a a, no rfnujit, woRTHV OP much 

Yet, in apite of this candid confr^aion by the fbander of this aect 
of economists, volume after volume continuea to be " sent into 
breathing world," made wp most Eishionably of " lame and impotent 
condmuon," based upmi etroneons premises. Mr. OwiN, in comment- 
ing upon thia subject, obaervea :^- 

" Mallhua ia correct when he anya that the population of the worid 
is ever adapting itaelf to the quantity of ti»d raited for its support ; 
bat be luit Dot told us how much more food nn intelligent and induiv- 
trious people will create from the same soil, than will be produced by 
one ignomnt and ill-governed. Il i> koieertr as one to iFjimti/. 

" For man knows not the limit to his power of creating food. How 
jauoh has this power been hUleriy increased in these iihutdaP And 
in (hem such knowledge ia in its iutmcy. Yet, compare even this 
power of iwsing food with the efforts of (be Boagemens or other 
ravages, and it will be foond, perimps, oa one (0 a thousand. 

" Food for man nay also be cflnsidered as a compound of the ori- 
ginal elementa ; of the qualities, combinations, and contioid of which, 
cliemiBtry is daily ndiiing to our knowledge 5 nor is it ye( for man to 
say to what thia Itnowlciigc inaj lead, or where it may end." 

The cxperienoc of every practical Gmnei conobomtea these alate- 
mcnta. The earth always yields an abundant return for kbour and 
manure, nnd the ejqicrimcnla of MlTCHitL, Fala, and others, in 
spade husbandry, prove that Ibconly ftor we need entertain at present 
is not a tuTjiaa, but a drfideat population either for labour or (hi 
sumption of its producta. 

Miss MaRtineau beara her testimony to thia fact of increased pro- 
ductiveneas keeping pnco with, and even outstripping the increase 01 
population, in her account of the Shakers, where she asaerli that thi 
institution of celibacy hna retarded, rather (ban promoted the pro- 
duction of wealth among them, and that had marriage been permitted 
ibey would have much riiher than they now are. Ia addition to 
which she informa ua that widowa with large Gimilies arc continually 
jwning these communities, for the sake of an abundanci! of all the pby- 
Mcal neceataries and comforts of exialence with little labour, and the 
adds, " IhU aenasc of tkeir mmben does ml had lo the jnrdum of 
vumhad; Oieg atpplg lidr iacrraaid tuBtla bg lie improred mUiratim 
«/ (4e land Ikni Ante long poaeacd." Miaa M jHTinBau iciu ■ 



thnsion br/un abe viuted Lebanon ; what she ia row let the preceding 
quotation decbre. The difference between theoretical speculations and 
practice is suffieientiy obvious and conctuaive. 

This principle of the incompetency of the CBttb to provide sub- 
aiatence jor its population aa btt aa the hiller incrcBacs, lies nt the 
root of all the schemes of the political eeonomista. It is to them what 
the doctrine of original ain is to the clergy. Destroy or disprove either 
and the whole of the ingenious and tanciful superstructure they have 
raised upon a " sandy feundation,^ at once ** vanishes into thin air." 
The ebibomte tomea about Snpply and Domand, Cai»taJ and Labour, 
Free Trade and Com Laws, Population Checks, &c., &c, become of 
less worth than the p^ier on which they aie printed. Their enly 
tendency is to mystify a phun subject, to bewilder their readers, and 
to keep the population on a wrong accnt Every step which our 
merchants, nmnuSieturcra, and legists make in accordance with thia 
most Gilloeious theory, is a atcp oipsy from the true remedy for 
national suffering and diitrcat. While millions of enltivahle acres are 
lying without the hand of labour to cidtivale them, covered with 
weeda instead of wealth, while other extensive tracts are bid down in 
porks, foreats, and shooting grounds, for the gmtification of an idle 
baction of the population ; and while even (he portion of our sui&co 
which is cultivated, ia in the majority of inatancea, merely scratched 
over m a moat onscienlUic manner, without, in a thousandth degree, 
developing the latent riches reudent in ita bosom ; while these 
things continue, we may be atunned with the diacordant Babel of 
Kbeme preacbera and state quacks — Com Iaws may be repealed, 
manu&cturei inereaaed, and competition augmented, but the evils will 
remain, and iocnaie in the euct proportion of the activity which ia 
exerted for the qicead of a £ilse system. We must begin at home, 
and by the influence of a vrise combination of productive, distribnlJTe, 
atid Mutational practical pbitosopby, insure to the individual, hcaMi, 
plenty, and leisure (0 enjoy i( — and to the aggregation of individuali 
composing aociety, freedom from crime, stability in their inatitutioni^ 
and an evei^incrcaaing proaperity. 



AGITATION IN PAISLEY. 

We find in the Pauley Advertiser a long critique npon Mr. OwKs's 
recent lecture in the Renfrewshire Tontine. The writer candidly 
admits his inability to understand our views, at the beginning of hia 
lueubiation 1 although thia confesuon does not prevent him from pro- 
nouncing most dogmatically that Ovrat has " been defeated f hia 
cheriihed doctrines frequently and mtblessly demolished by biy and 
clerical opponents ; bis ^ experiments Glares," and his " dogmas un- 
christian ;~ bcridea which he has several times changed " the plan or 
basis upon which they rcbt," Now all these aascrtioni from a writer 
who ockuowledgea his ignorance muat evidently be taken cum graito 
sda.

tberefon: evnjbod; tlna i> no. We cnnnol Icll, however, wh*t to ray 
to tho {i>ni» who " univcnolly ocknowliHlgc" the tmth* of Oweiiiun, 
uid yet t*kc no lUp* fur iviidEnug them [iiactical ; or mtlier who, 
like tho wrim, after hnviiig givca on unqnaliticd ntunl la them, 
proceeds to light lualjlj' wiUi the ahndowa conjured np by hij ndniitled 
iimliilit]' lo uimjirchcnd !iocialiiim. If Owenitm be tnith, it an 
■land iudepeadeiil of the Bible. If the Bible be truth, it will haimo- 
nue nitk nil atbcr truth ; cvua wilhOwenism ; and there is somelLitig 
dangerous to its ftDthenduity in Ihe ndmissiun by this writer— -first, 
thHtUweuiani,Mpn>puuu(te<l by its founder, it u tcrie* of uniTcnally 
ncknowludjjisd'' truths ; snd then, ihnt it " cannot eiist without cun- 
temuing the Bible." We leave our leadera to dnv the proper 
iniercuee from these united admissiout. 

The writer procoeda in a feeUe and btchrymoae style to commsnl 
upon the nli^on, Dwnli^', mairiige, Ian, &c, of Owenism, oil of 
which he tries, not by the standard of " univemlly acknowledged 
tntth," but by the Bible, which this tnilh conlenuu. We therefore 
Dcsd not say, that as truth and fidsehood cannot cohere, the writer 
finds oat that truth nys one thing and the Bible anothca n|xiu these 
subject* — what then K must wo thmw JmM overboard ? The orlide is 
concluded by a few remarks on Mr. Owik'h dogmatism and rgoltsm ;

The wrilcr styles it as an " aUe tract, which will 
accomplith more for the detlricUon of the system than the best lecture 
of Mr. OwKN in its support." People ar* not always the best judges 
of thnr own peifotmanccs ; although ve hove no doubt Mr. KKN.vanv 
it in eameit when he looks with parcnlal pride and fondness upon hit 
literary oilspRng ; bat it i> rather singular for a person who repodlates 
dogmatism, egotisRi, Ac, to be found u aoon after fiUling into the

We have here the instrnctive spectacle of the two 
organs of the Orthodox — the one of the Scriptural 
Educationisis, the others of the Common Pniyer Book 
people — deuonncing each other aa leagued with tboBC 
very nnholj and horrible subjectB called " inUdcIa." 
The word " iiitidel" baa long been in ase. It is geu- 
erallj employed in cases where there exists anj- lack of 
irgDmeut : and Lb intended to produce an efi'ect on the 
ninds of a very Urge proportioB of readers, fer more 
effectual than mere argument conld. It is eepecially 
remarkable for ita prodigiouslj lengthening effect on 
the face : mention the word " infidel" in any respectis- 
ble society, and j'oa instantly produce aa mauy yardd 
more of visage ad there are scores of listeners about 
A yard to a score is, ne believe, the uaual 
tneaauremcnt. 

Newspaper writers are in some measure to be ex- 
ised if ihey ape the mannera of their betters in the 
use of thia word. It is turning a penny in the way of 
trade — " houest" we cannot call it; but still they are 
worse than their customers, wlio are always ready 
pass off a damaged article provided they cau get 
their own money for it. Editors, too, are with their 
readers, an cudgel- pi ay era at country taira, who by 
breaking each other's heads, expect to make an im- 
pression on their mietresaes hearta. It may be vastly 
editying to tlieir readers, to bandy about at each other 
thia word "inJideli" but fur our own part, as mere 
apectators, we detest it, aud beg to enter our protest 
Hgaipst the employment of this weapon, aa eapccially 
irrational, dogmatic, and altogether derogatory from 
the diguity of editorial cudgel-playing. 

What does "infidel" mean? Kot to btUeve some- 
thing which some other tnan dues believe. Every 
niBu is thus naturally an "infidel" to every other man; 
for it is aa morally impossible for two men to believe in 
things ahke, aa it is for two men to possess the 
eame nose. Uelief indicates a foregone coiicln«on. A 
man thinki first ; his belief ia the consequence of this, 
aud ia PERKKCTLY iivvoLUNTAftV. For instance, if 
a man thinks that Iwo aud two make only four, il ia 
imposeibie he cait believe ihey luake Ihc or my other 
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namber. Be involnutaril;' believes as a coMeqaence 
of a previous conviction. Bat fifty men may think 
upon a lesH palpable KtiA eWdent subject tban that ol 
QU tubers ; and no two come to tbe same concluiiioii. 
They are then " infidels" to each other — that ia, eaeh 
believes something different from what the other be- 
lieves, and stands in tbe relation to that other of a not 
believer, or "infidel." Hence come the terms "or- 
thodox" and "heterodox," so well expressed by the 
definition of Bishop Warbnrton :— " Orthodoxy is my 
doxy, and Heterodoxy is e^'ery other man's doxy," 

Every pRraon who thinks one thing, is thus an "in- 
fidel" to every other person who thinks a difi^rent 
thing. The difference in the conclusions they may 
have arrived at, may be in proportion to their endow- 
ment of tbe thinking faculty, or according to their early 
bias, temperameut, interest, or inclination. Hence the 
innumerable sects of religionists, alt of whom are per- 
fectly orthodox to themselves, though otterly heterodox 
to all others — in other words, " infidel." Diversity of 
opinion, and consequently diversity of belief, is thus 
perfectly inevitable on points on which there is any 
room for doubt ) and is evidently in perfect consist 
with the mental conetitntion of bumsnity. And 
not, then, infinitely impertinent in any individual to 
denounce another for having come to a different con- 
closion from himself, by affixing on him this conven- 
tional opprobium of "infidel?" To say the least, il 
ei^ues a most disgusting seir-snfliciency : as if the per- 
son using it, had himeelC arrived at the h^fjbt of bumnji 
knowledge, and to differ from him were to be a sin and 
a blasphemy ! It is indeed to set one's sell' np as lh( 
only standard of infallibility — as tbe only one who car 
think, and by thinking can arrive at th* only true cou' 
clnsion — in fact, as tbe only true believer! From this 
same presnniptuous vanity has it happened that the 
orthodox of earlier ages actually pronounced it as a sin 
to think — )<s blasphemy lo doubt that which they them- 
eeUes in the littleness of their own minds believed ! 

It is time that this silly ootcry were at an end — that 
this baudyingahout of tbe word "infidel" were dropped. 
Fast ages should have tHUght some lessons to this effect, 
did mfn but give heed to them. The advocates of 
Truth have already gained many notable victories 
error, even though they have been denounced as ' 
fidels," and in le^ne with the devil, and all manner of 
nnbelievers. The cowled monks of a former day, had 
settled it tliat the world stood still: and Galileo had 
the impiety to doubt it. He was denounced 
"infidel." Yet the truth sought its own way, 
length proved the " iulidel" to be in the right. Tbe 
orthodox would have it that the world was limileil to 
this " dim spctwbioh men call earth," wiib 
twinkling sturs set about it, only an little gewgaws and 
omamems, to please the eyes of the little 
humanities moving ou its surface. The heterodox had 
the audacity to conceive that this orb was hut as a 
mere speck in the creation of God, and .that the utoiost 
verge of man's imagination was but the threshold of 
his works. Thanks to fr»«dom of ihougbt ! — ihat sub- 
lime heterodoxy — that glorious unbeliff — is now. one 
of the accepted triumphs ot hiitnan (Renins, the acknow- 
Iclged victories of science and truth. To come down 
io our own dsiy : on)y a few vciir^ ago, it was consid- 
ered an uii|iardonHble "iufiddilj" (o suspect, iu-iiiuate, 



assert, that anything in the world was older thau 
some six thousand years, neither more nor lees. It 
was not theu orthodox to believe anything else. Yel 
find Reverend Doctors— Pye Smith aud Dr. 
Bucklaud amoug the number — publicly coming for- 
ward to prove that the "iulidels" who asserted the 
opposite, were iu the right. The truth is, the know- 
ledge, science, and literature of England had been at h 
very low ebb, but for the labours of those to whom the 
religious world has agreed to affix the nick-name of 

infidel" — such as Newton, Locke, Milton, Hobbes, 
Oihbon, Hume, Priestley, Bentham, &c. 

It may be thought that with this subject, we have 
nothing to do. It may be so ; but we could not let 
ilip the opportunity ot protesting ag.iinst this employ- 
ment of the term " infidel" against all who differ from 
those employing it, in matters of mere political opinion. 
And so far as religious opinion is concerned, we are 
strongly impressed with the conviction that men were 
not sent into the world, merely for the purpose of being 
responsible for their belief to either the Lttflt Mercvry 
or the Leedt IrOdUgencrr. These may get to roost in 
their own way ; it is enough for them that they think 
for themselves, and believe for themselves ; leaving to 
others the same liberty of opinion and liberty of con- 
science that they claim for themselves ; " To their own 
Master they sUmd or fall." 

To conclude, we qnote an advice from one whom 
we think nothing the worse of, for having been styled 
by a king (Charles II) "that blind old villain Milton;" 
and hy an Episcopal Archdeacon (Wilkins) " that re- 
publican and Arian Milton." It mns thus ;— " Where 
there is much desire to leani, there of necessity will be 
much arguing, much Writing, many opinioua : for 
opinion iu good men is but kuowledge in tbe maldug. 
" • A little generous prudence, a little forbearance of 
one another, and some grain of charity, might win all 
these diligences to join and unire into one general and 
brotherly search atter Tntib : eouid we but forego this. 
jirclatical tradition of crowding free consciences and 
Christian liberties into canons and precepts of men." 
We think this advice, though thatofau "infidel," not 
to be a bad one ; and that the as[>eritie8 and barshnese 
of political confliction would be greatly diminished, 
could the orthodox and heterodox alike agree to act 
upon it.

At the close of tbe lecture he-'exhibited to 
the audience the lease of the Estate of Tytherly — ike- 
CotnmHtiity Khtale, Slid gaVe tbenl a full accoanC as he 
lad jurt retaroed I'roui It ; be tbra noticed the kind of 
perenns who woald be required as the first occupaDts — 
this gave the nadieuce great pleasure end Satisfaction. 
Mr. James Cooper lectured in the eliemoon at the Hall. 
His Eubjet^i vtun a hjieech on Education, given )'y the. 
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Rev. II. Stowell.in I/)ndon; his remarks on whuh, were 
listeocd to ivUh great nttculioii. In ibe evening we had 
a large aadience to bear Mr. JoLn Buxton, irho^ dis- 
course was on tlie means of human hajipine^, and the 
present unhappy condition of all ctasseii t'roni royalty down 
to the working clashes. He ably {lointed out the means 
by the establishing of communities to change their present 
condition for a very s'lperior state of conilbrt and happi- 
ness. After his lecrure I gave the audience a brii't' ac- 
count of what Mr. Finch had given us in the morning, 
und never did an audience give greater attention to any 
subject and receive il with greater pleasure. I'here was 
110 diiictuision during the day ; all went on well.

— There is uo fcikture of the age 
more gratifjing to a well regnlated nnd reflecting mind 
than the eugeruea* with wbich the liberal sciences are 
cultivated by those really useful classes of society, from 
whose practical appIicAtion of Bcieutirio knowledge all 
wealth and national distincuon rises. Announcements 
liii^'ing been made that a course of six lectures on 
(.'hemistry were to be delivered in tbe Mnsic Saloon, 
Leeds, by Mr. Macaulay, we attended tbe first of these 
leclnres on Tuesday evening, and were equally delighted 
with the lecturer and his andieuce. The price bad been 
fixed ttt a rale which brought the gratiiication within 
the reach of all, being oiJy uiuepence for Ilie whole six 
lectures, and the conseqnence whs tbe congregating of, 
we suppose, 500 respectable and intelligent looking 
working men, with a fair spriukliug of women among 
them, all manifesting the most intense interest in ttie, 
splendid subject to which their contemplative faculties 
were directed by the lecturer, in clear, lucid, and 
eloquent terms. Mr. Macanlay is a very pleasing 
lecturer ; his eloquence is chaste and nervous, both as 
to language and delivery, and hia manners are perfectly 
unassuming, while, at the same time, tbey evince that 
proper cootidence which arises from an accurate know- 
ledge of his subject. Wo can scarcely form an idea 
of a man better calculated for a public instructor or 
more likely to be serviceable in the communicatiou o 
aeientifio knowledge to the worliing people ; we caunot 
conclude this notice without giving credit to the Di- ' 
rectors of the Social luslitutiou, by whom we imder- 
Btund Mr. Macaulay to have been engaged. Rlaugre 
fill the prejudice that may prevail against these people 
on religious matters, we imagine that none pretending 
to liberality of feeling or sentiment can do otherwise 
than applaud the patriotism which induces them to run 
the hazard of communicating genuine science to the 
people on such terms, while the fact that Mr. Macaulay 
IB not a Socialist is evidence of a liberality of principle 
on their part which many who declaim agaiust them 
would do well to imitate. We understand that Mr. 
Macaulay has a splendid hydro-oxogen microscope, on 
which he purposes, after the conclusion of these lectures, 
to give Olustrations of many curious and wonderful

Itivatc the land, till we get iu our next crops, if they cun be aatisiit'd 
th guod mutton, bread, and potatoes. 

But the mere eidtivntion of the land is not the only cbject wc hnvo 
■w in view, ev?ry pjirt of it mtisl be cultivated in the bi'tt manner 
ssiblc, kibitalions must be erected for n sutfictent number of our 
inemb^ra to coneume all, or ne.irly all that the land will produce, 
ifecturei must be introduced for clothing our people, and for 
furnishing their house*, and a surplus over and above this sufficient lo 
enable o> lo pay rent, interest of money, and other cipcneei, purchaao 
ihe nrtielcs we cannot conveniently produce, and for paying off ihe 
debt we shnlt owe to the society, anti we muit imnieduilcly bc«in prc- 
porationn for the nceoiaplishment of all these objects. We shall wanl, 
in the lirsl place, a snlHeicnt number of memliers able and willing to 
cany on our agricultural opemliona. Secofadly, wc shall want some 
Verj lo dig and prepare elny during the winter, for making 
the spring. Thirdly, we mast have some sawyers to saw and 
prepare limber. ^Ir. Goldsmid is going to fell a considerablG quantity 
immcduitely uou to our land, and we can have all we want from him. 
Fourthly, we must have some well sinkers lo procure wnter for irri- 
RSling the high land and other purposes. Fifthly, wc shall want some 
of nur most inlelligeni icientilic aiid mechanical members who will bo 
willing to labour when required to direct all these operations and to 
instruct both the young and the old in every branch of useful know- 
ledge. Eventually tills Community will consint of about SMI members. 
We tiicrcfore hope that all our memben, nnd all oar friends will 
come forward and lodge their money in the Bank, lo enable us, by 
means of rcAdy money to ciLrry on all our operations in the boHt, most 
speedy, and most economical manner, as -we are delemiined not to 
proceed fiiEter thnn we are furnished with Ihe means. The soil upon 
the whole of Ihc hind is chalk marl, upon n subntnttum of chalk, and 
is from 6 inches lo probably two feet in depth ; it is fruitful land but 
every part of the estalcil much in wont both otmnniire and of labour. 
The chalk, when burnt, makes good lime, bolh for manure and for 
buildings. There arc about 30 acres of Woodhmd, Ike reit is prin- 
eipally tillage, wheat, oats, and barley nre grown upon it, and il afibrda 
good pasturage for sheep ; at preKul it is nol so suitable for cattle, but 
IS capable of being ni.-ule so.

Sm, — If a peraon pennve that he will snfier much injury from the 
eoone of conduct iccommended by a friend, he acmidea not to acquaint 
tliat friend of the same, and endeavour to dlasuade Kim from the 
admcacy of the injutiona aysleni. Allhongh Sir, I bearti]; beliero 
you to be a friend to mankind, I am as heartily convinced that tbe 
sentiment* yon aver, and the policy yon advocate, in an article on 
Property, which first appeared in La Pkalaage, and then in tbe Nta 
Moral World, would, if generally adopted, produce efiectt moM 
inimical to the wclGue of all chose penons who do not inherit created 
tapitnL Thev persons form the majaritj of every population ; and as 
any one may chance to became one of them, I tbink I am juatiiied in 
addressing you, and that thii trespau on your notice cannot be con- 
sidered an intm^on. 

That we may not appear to di^nite about a trifle, let ui atate the 
condosion at which you arrive, from piemiaea put forth in the article 
in question. "That oil persons who do not inherit created coital, have 
only one right from societj, viz. a right to labour." 

This it rather lui indefinite statement, and at lint sight carries with 
!t an appearance of trutli ; for it is not only the right, but the duly, of 
every man to labour for bia living. But you proceed to deline what 
Ihe ii^t to labour is, and 1 find that yon mean thereby, " as eomfbrt- 
Oiieaanbsittenceforagiren amount of labour, nt could have been

consider that in the «avage state a great amount of labour bat fie- 
ijnendy been intnlfieient to procuie for the aavage anj lubutence 
whatever ; when I coDsidcr that it waa no oauinol thing for Bvage* 
to pcrinh of hunger ; that, lake it at the beat, their aubsislean waa 
about OS comfortable as acoma, chance-game, and mtid-huta could render 
it -, and that thia is the best slate of life which the non-inhcrilora of 
created capital hate a right to expect, I am most certainly joatified 
in demurring lo the truth of a prapaaition, tlie acknowledgement of 
which would compel a majsrily of my brethren to be content with 
poaaible tlBTvation and certain poverty. How do you arrive at (hit 
conclusion i one for which evciy bone-grinding mann&cttuer will 
devoutly thank yon, and the enforcement of which, singular lo sy, 
employed a long article about a week ago in one of our Tory joumala. 
Tie Moniitg Herald? It will be udriaahie to eiamine the whtJe 
argument. 

You, first of all, with inimitable skill, lay down this piiDciple ; 
" The earth ie common properly ; that (he asufmct thereof is the un- 
doubted right of tbe whole human specie*.*' 

You, secondly, affirm that " nt the creator of a thing, baa an impre 
scriptible right to posaess that thing aa prirale property, those person* 
who have fertilized the earth have a rif^t to the pa**e**ion of that 
created fertility." But yon discover that they cannot pa aa es t this 
created fertility unlws they appropriate the soil in wbidi the fertility 
is wrsught Now if they uanrp the muI, they rob tlw public of i(a 
natuial light to the whole land ; if the public retun it* ri^t of the 
whole land, llie cultiraton are robbed of the fertility wMdi they bars 

Here tben we And two partiea having confiictiag interests ; they are 
at variance with each olber, and yon propose an amicable settlement. 
Your plan it to satiify these apparently conlmdiGtoij right*. What 
it tbe plan ? That those who have created fertility in the sofl,' shall 
abatract the feitiliied soil from the poaaeuian of the public, and 
i4ipropiiate it to themselves as private property. They will then be 
able to enjoy the produce of that which they created — fertilitj : thejr. 
will (ben posscta their right. The public which ha* thna lad its pro- 
perty, i* to receive an equivalent for the aame, to be paid by the per- 
sons who have uautped the public territory ; it will then be aa wealthy 
aa it wot prior to the exchange, and may b( Bid (if it receive a jnat 
return for what it anrrendert) to retain all ita rights. Thus yon would 
do justice to both parties, the public, and the individual. The equiva- 
lent you offer the public it " as comfortable a tnbustence (oi a given 
amount of labour us could have been procured by the same labour in 
the primul anvngc state 1 ! I " 

1 entirely deny that nny individual, became he may have cultivated 
the earth, is entitled to the exclusive benefits resulting &am hi* cnlti- 
valion. I soy thit by way of caution, Ihat you may not tuppote, that 
in the following argument, I admit the right of private property. 

I rotuin, to eonsder the himet* of the equivalent good popoaed, 
momently allowing, for aignment't nke, tbe juatnen of tha claim sal 
up by theee supposed cultivoton. Aid I con&i*, that wbtte I md, 
I can BCBicdy believe the evidence of my lenaes. Wonder, ye philo- 
sophen, who have devoted your lives lo tbe diacoveiy and eompntatioa 
of the riches |f our earth, and who have attempted to dcKriba the 
game in immortal pDetiy — wondei, while y* hear that tbe worth of 
tbe iubaiilance of oni glorious planet ia " aa comfortable a tnbdatenee 
for a given amount of labour, a* oautdhaTC bceniooaired bjthe saiae 
amount of loboni in the primal mmagt HateUP' Thia ia indeed a 
bartering of Chriat for thirty pieeea of Bilvcr,'~H annendar of a biitbr 
right for a mess of pottage. What ia it we ore called i^ni to crawaAe, 
and what do we recive in exchange ? We give up aot title ta tiM 
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„ „. „ ,oiW. ^^"^ *=»laWU;M of irapTOYcmml art unUmiled ; 

who tonlaini williiii Hef*"" the iccda of gnifiation ; wl]o»e prodiie- 
tioM ni«y b* mnltip^'^ * thousand fold: we mr to mrrerder nil 
daim to tho bounty of thi> wmiieopia, ooraclvpi and our children for 
OTer: »e are to rweiTP in reluni a paltry pit Innfc, an iin increasing 
mUry ; you pobitiiclj proffer m, lui payment for oiir share of a cafilal 
which donblM ilielf every year, and nhich therefurr i« literally invalu- 
able, a uniform inm, the omonnl of which it lo bo tfat' aonie in value, 
at our portion of the iucreaaii];!; en-pital was before it Wgan to lucrease 
ilielfl YoD take away the viil, whose lalue ouiROt be told, brcnuse 
it i> inlinitel]' impfflnUe ; and you recnmpcTiM us with a pcnodioil 
pajrment of the fruit which it produced in its i]nimpioved state. No, 
no, let HI retain the soil ; we will cultivate it. and inherit both plenty 
and loxnrj. You would take away our ton live sheep, which wotdd 
doable themselvca crery season, and you i^ve ui ten dead catosci 
annually. And thia yon term an equivalent I '. '. 

Inheriting the earth, we should enjoy a progressive eiislenee i our 
happiness would incnuae, as culliTaCion developed new and enlarged 
bowflta thenftam. But, as labonnrs, organised by government, or 
bj « portion of aoeiaQ', we ibovld remun ever fixed in the nme con- 
dition. And in what eondition? A iMe (^ tmegitm. I inust 
wiUin^f exculpate yonj ur, from detiring or intending auch a catas- 
trophe ; il is trident, ironi the Ttry paper before me, that you design 
DO Boch thing. Bat it it alio as evident, thai the jnstifieation of the 
COnsignnicnt of working men to thii degrsdation, ii logically dedudble 
trDiU the principle yon lay down, and no doubt would be deduced by 
bilecetted paitiet. 

It it here, ur, that the injustice of yoar proposed equivtlent appears 
moat gUiing. Oire ns outright to the toil.aad we pc o g T ett ; gi 
only B light to savage existence, and we become ikvaget iiir 
(phjiieally speaking.) 

It is in profiering this impfogreasive exittence, that jron (I believe 
nnintentioDdly) most insult that majetty which inhere* in the prodoc- 
lire rltiari ; who Bit, without exception, non-inheiiton of crtated capi- 
tal t ■ majettj which renden the hard hamd of a peasant often more 
gloriooa than an outatretched tceptn ; which crowns the (brehead of 
the medunic with a luitre, bcfbre which coronets darken. 

1 think I have sufficiently ahewn that, suppoung individuslt had ^ 
light to private posaesuon of bnd, on payment to the public of an 
eqaivalenl tor the mme, the return you pnpose is not a thousandth 
put of an equivalent ; and that ere your indiridnala naurp the land 
they mnat be ready with a very different kind of recompcnae, than 
gnaiantee for nvage eiiateoee. 

I thall now endeavonr to prove, that no individual can ever acqnii 
any right to private ptvpertj' ; and that, thertfbrt, the people ought 
not to be expected lo tnnender anght of the common territny, 
though an aqnivalent be offered. 

I win here acknowledge the correctntn of the principle of the right 
of property whid yoa also admit ; 

" Every individual poss es s e s, legilinutel/, Ok ttw)which his labour, 
hia inteltigence, at which hia activity, haa onted." 

At the same time, I would call to mind, that (aa yon yourself atatt 
it) " the earth it the common property of the specjes." It foDowt, 
that erarj atom of matter in onr globe is public property. 

Show me • man who has created one atom of matter, who has 
brsoght to onr f«nh one pHitide of substance, that did not ittide in 
it, previous to hit ereolion of it, (it may have been nnei^tndcred, and 
he my have been one of the emote* of gcneiatiaa) and 1 vrill lui^ 
render thai atom to him, tor hia private property, tor it it his creation.

The matter of our earth it (so yon sny) the property of mankind i 
how, then, those persous, who meddle with what doea not belong to 
them, as individuals, cnn fancy that thoir mcddling^ve* them a riglit 
lo appmpriale, I cannot in the leail perceive. You may rrply, they 
don't wish to tqipioprialc matter ; they menly wiih to appropriala the 
fertility they have (aa you term it) created. But fertility is n modo 
of matter ; and to talk of possessing a mode, wliliout, at the same 



! of which it ia the mode, is to talk of 



poucnung 



nothing. Your fertilisers might possibly be entitled to their teniliti 
only let them take no matter, no substance away. 

Wben a savage separates from his tribe, and culti^'oteB a poKion of 
their eommon country, he must be fully aware that he commiM > 
trespaas ; no matter whether it be beneficial or not, it ia still a treqiaat, 
for he encloeea the groViid, and eielodea tree passage. He mnat Im 
aware that he has no right thus to make it private property, aad 
exclude other* fnim iU nsufruct. 

Let us suppose an eilwme case :— We will take the island, 
Onemaey, and il sholl be peopled by a hundred sai-ogca i one of llieiD 
thaU enclose a portion thereof with fences ; he shall change tbesiramp 
into a rich field of grass or wheat. The ninety-nine savages remsining 
ahajl come to him and say — " Down with yooi fence*, we want the 
ntnfruct of thia laikd :~ and he shall reply — " Oh, but I have culti- 
vated it ; here are cornfields, olives, &c, &c. ; I hare prodiued them 
alt J thii ia my property." The ninety-nine savages would replj- — 
"We don't want what you have created, this increased fertility, 
&c, &c, Sx. i if yon chooee, reduce the land of your &rm to its 
original state j nngenerate the fruits and gmtset ; hut have it we 
must i you are an usurper ; yon want to establish private properly." 
According to your theory, the former ahonld lay, " I will give yon aa 
much for ray &rm as }-du would have obtained from the huid in its . 
aarage atate, and I will pay this value regularly." 

The Btagea would answer—" In the first ftact, yon never can give 
ua any equivalent ; and, in the second place, we do not choose to give 
up oar property, because we do not choose, and that is enough for 
yon. Return ns the land aa yon found It, if yon like ; hut be quirk 
about il ; yon have no right to keep na waiting one minute. " 

The cultivation of the soil on never afford an individual right to its 
apptopiiatian, nor even to the appropriation of the increased produce 
which such cultivuion producss ; for the pubUc would viy, " in ouItU 
vating, jrou only prevented as &am doing that, which we should 
doubtlessly have done." So there can be no kind of right to any 
private property. You men^n tools, aa a It^timate article of private 
appnpriatisn, and affirm that the creotioa of tools make them the 
creator's propert}'. 

The discussion, as to the right, or wrong of an indlvidu.il'a posset- 
sion'of a tool or two, may appear at first sight, trifling. The abstrac- 
tion of a tingle implement is, in itself, not worth speaking ahout ; hu: 
the eondnsions deducible from its permission, would be dangcrona in 
the extreme. 

If tho fitihioning of one to(d ha mfBcient to make it nine, the 
bshionSng of a thoutand would be ; and toppose I csold manage to 
make all the iron of a caaatry into tool*, then all the iroA wanld ha 
mine, and I mi^t, if it pleated me, fling it into the tea. 
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I npeat wUt I haTe ilMed bdbre, that with reipect lo oil rab- 
tUnce, tooU, awl, or what not, it nerer tan becoDU primle propeitj ; 
fat aa no pcnon ever created one atom of subiOuice, no pcnon on 
(Tcrcluni one atom exelmively for himitif Thii ia dis logicj in- 
bsnnix from tho very prinriple of the right of proporlj, which you 
admit. ToallertheappeBnuiceofa thing, by ana]rii«,orcompo8ilioii, 
ii not 10 create a thing. They who tbiu alter tbs mode, of things, 
know that tbey act upon the properly of the eonimunity, and nro im- 
, if they expect them to be giren up— unjow if they murp 



A> thii ii a mbjeet of not xery general debate, I will vcnlu 
•niarp, etcn thou^ I may appear gnilty of tautology. 1 nnderatand 
Jon to aay diitinetly, that cnltinUion girei no title to the cultivated 
•oil, bat lo the extra mlm whicb anch cultiimtion girei the ioil j yon 
merely adviw the poaesMion of laitd fiir priTale property, ai eipedi- 
<nL Now, air, I admit, that if an indiTidoal inhere a quality into 
our matter, entirely by himaelf, he may have a right to claim that 
quality aa hi. own ; to take it away, if it be powble, or lo onoel it. 
Bnt to aay, that when a man finds, that the qnality he haa produced 
in our matter ia inde»tnietible, and cannot be cancelled ; that it i> in" 
aepanble and cannot be abMnicted ; to By, that under iheie circiim- 
ilaaoea, he haa a right to demand from ua the value of the qnalilj he 
may have prnduead in our property ia endrely ahauri 

If a company of men poneaa horaes, and one of the company, dia- 
oaliafied with their padnga, train them to better action, do you think 
il juat, that he ahoold demand from the eompany, payment for the in- 
creaaed value thua given to ibeir horaea ? Certainly not. If a mnn 
impron my horae, and find that he cannot engroia to himaclf the 
vaJue of anch improrement, he can have no right to demand of' me 
recompenae. He waa never aaked, or hired to do it Twaa the act 
of hii fnc clioice. 

Yon affirm the contrary, but attempt not the proo£ You eonnder 
that the improven of our earth have a right to demand of ua tome 
value, equal to the value of the improvement they have effected in our 
property. Yon think they onnot be recompenaed belter than by a 
conditional inheritance of our proper^. Thia belief ha> led you to 
•nggett a plan for the organiaation of bboiir, in order that wdaty may 
be enabled, by the additional wealth it will thus acquire, to afibrd the 
loia of ita gonetal land, without starving, or compelling to theft, (he 
DiBJori^ of ita membeti. 

But I repeat ^wn, the elaima to recompense, put forth by the im- 
pn^cra of our earth, are qnite unfounded i they gave (heii improve- 
ment grutnitoualy—thej only anticipate na, and have no more right 
lo demand payment than a dair-drener would have, who ahould, of hi> 
own accord, dresa a perwm'a hair. Thia appora to me ao evident, aa 
not lo admit of the leaat debate. 

Tbr ',i?l eoneluEion, then, at which we arrive, ii* that at no indivi 
dual un have any legitimate daim upon a pnblie, for any private 
w^-allh, (br any unequal ahare of the common property, not only the 
plan which you prtqioaa, but any other plan which might be auggeated 
for the aatisftrtion of these nnrcaionable dmnunta, would be both 
unjuil and nnneceaaary. 

I have all along taken for granted, that the improvement effected 
or the nttribalea developed, are capaUe of being produced by an in. 
dividual, i. e. that the individual ia the wie, and entire, and unaniiled 
cultivator. This, air, 1 now take the liberty of denying in toto. If 
this be true— the conaeqnenee is, that even auppoaing cullivaton of our 
earth were entitled to the private poaieaaion of the increased value 
thua given to our property (which as I have ahown ia by h nuaoa the 
case) yet, that as no colttvatum can ever have been efieeted by an in- 



dividual, the incnaied value can never bs (airly awarded to an indi- 
viduaL And if I can show yet farther, that the improvenent whteh 
shon-n^ted persons refor to an individual actor, is in hct, the very 
act of the general connnunily, of whom the individual is but the 
agent ; I here again overthrow all title, which an individual may 
usurp to the value of the LmpTovranent of what be has been merdy a 
producing meank 

Ko individual cun over so isolole himself ; so esc^ie the inflnoica of 
bit fcllow-mnn, (unless, indeed, he beeame a wild maa, like the boy, 
Peter, found in the Bohemian fomto.) as to be considered the si^ 
cause of my one action that he may peilbim. Sodety forma the man's 
character ; society causes the man^ actions ; society, and oat the man, 
ought lo inherit the conseqnances teaalting frtm hiadianelar, lAelher 
the; be hurtful or good. Sir Hnmphrey Davy enUed not the aalety 
lamp ; aodely ermted it through him aa a medium. She faniiahed 
him with the requiate knowledge ; bw qiplauaa was to him tha 
icquiaite inapiration : he waa but the agent ; the waa the aeatoi ; and 
to her ahould appertain the benefit. Had Sir Humphrey been bom on 
the island of Juan Femandei, where would have been the mfot; lamp? 

The some with litenry ptoductiona : men may tranaeribc, but 
aodety dictates. Nay, not only doet the dictate what is to be wiitten, 
but the fumithetthe meana for writing. Who wrote the Revolt of 
lalimP NotSbeUcy! Tit the mighty utterance of a aodety, wboM 
eye* have jnit qicned to the gtory of truth, and the made him ber 
priett. Ha iras but the lute ; ah* the power of muaie : he was but 
the prophet ; she waa the God, We find men ready enough to refer 
all their bed deeda to the parentage of aocietj'. llicy call themadvea 
victims ; and ^ey aay it ia bnt just, (speaking of th^ own hnrtfhl 
deeds,) that Bociety ahoold itmp what she has sown. And they judge 
juttly. But, in the name of common honesty, let them also refer thur ' 
good deeds, their discoveries, their cottivatiDna, to the parentage of 
aociety ; let bur enjoy the benefit in this case, as ahe snfiera theinjniy 
in the other. If in the former inatanee yon are victims, in the latter 
ate you not children ? 

I ahall By no more : the idea of any action bting eatirdy the 
■ctioo of a aingle individual is a mere phantasm, an nuiaandad notion, 
a Unly ; consequently, no individual can claim entirely for himaelf 
the cAeet of any actian, whether it be applante oi diagrace, wealth or 
dapriva^ML He can neither be the aubject of private pwrriAmret, nor 
the inheritor of private property. 

In condution, tir, I recapitulate. Your pkm it unjust, becaate it 
would take public property, to satitfy unfouuded daima of private 
property. The daima are unfounded, because — 

Fiist ; no pcrton ever hsa created one particle of matter ; and, 
therefore, cannot claim to poaieis one particle, all matter being 
originally the property of mankind. 

Secondly ; no person ever baa treated, by himself, the least improve- 
ment in the earth, or inereoaed the value thereof i every individoal being 
in character the creation of society, the deeds which i^iiiig &om hia 
chaiBctei, are, in truth, the deeds of aodety. 

Thirdly ; even snppoae it were posiible for an individual to be the 
sole author of aD hia actions, and theiefoce, of eome particular act, 
which ahould educo increased production from the earth ; yet, anch 
act could give him no right to the appropriatimi of the incnaaed pro- 
duction, becBuae the aubstance of that increased production is not tiia 

Allow me, NT, juat to lay that 1 believe your jooteniona of regard 
for the wel&te of mankind to be as sinen at they are noUe ; and to 
ramind yoo, that when I show the direct sBecti to be ptod uead by tbe 
practice of your plan, I entirety exculpata you from an interested 
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neiifice of the righu of mui to the popnlar 
holden. I lielkTe thM 70U moat have Kmia i 
(uppoaing that it vould prodtm efiects difieient fiom thoM din aata 
which eiperieocc decliue* to be likely. Yon prapoK it to prodn 
harmonj ; at the nry DDtMt it winild came canlenUon. ^Ita !■ 
dedde the natore of a nnge exiilence, and who ii to deteimine vhich 
ef the man; degmea of Bnigeitm ia to be aMigned the Don-inheriton 
of created capital ? Tho propeitf-men, who maid be tlie cmplojen 
of labour, might ihnt their ears to the cr; of itamtion, and u; 
" Mnga atarre ;" to petitieDa for the comfort* of lite, and 
haTa Dooe^" Thoe would be CDdlcB ittife between the oijpiiinn of 
labour, and the o^aniied labonrera 1 and then on he little donbt thai 
bU the advantage deriTed &om organintion vonU be luniped bj the 
orgmiieT, aa it ii now. After a little while, labonren would begin to 
pcndve that " a right to labour" ia no eqdnlent for the loai of in- 
heritanoe of the land. Society would be jut where it a now ; Bot 
adianoed one jot. You make a great miitake if you auppow that all 
whidi the woriung daaaea denumd ia labou and Bnimal exitteoce. 
They cry ont foi general pngreinon, and yon mvn proSer ume other 
plan than one which bendi them down tor ever to a " aavage" atate of 
life, ere jon will eahn their rage. Stifle their cry yon may, foi 
deatny their appedte you cannot. Humanity may hqttiie heraelf 
with Uood, the heir of progreaaion ; and, upon the altar of war, awm 
that ahe will DHUch onward; and, though it be lad to aee her aweet&ce 
ooTered with gore and darkened with rage, yet, if hei pewefii progree- 
4eii bo leaiated, ao it muit be. 

Yam plan woold perpetnats the eiiitenee of ault; employer and 
employed, wnkmaa and gentleman. The employer'! intereat ia 
diametrically oppoaite to that of the employed, and here ia a fitnd of 
I (I nae the wmd in iCa nlgBr meaning) neiei 
labDorai. Here ia a pnrentiTe of beneTolenee. I 
know of no ^an that will enable a whole popalatian to progresa, UTe 
that of Go-apMB^an. 

Your plan would lotalty &iL It is founded on injnatice, and an 
unjnM domeatic polin ii alwaya inexpedient. It may be aoothing 
noaie le kinga, wbeae thnnea are latleiing ;. to public (JDnderer* who 
trranble for the end 1 but it i* not music to the ear of hnnunity, auk 
with the M»nd of war, and pining bt the melody of tmth. 

Yen condnde yonr paper by aaying that any attempt at the abo- 
lition of priTate property would pndnoe the moat terrible atrife. 

T need not nmiind yon that -Sodaliata employ only tha woi^Hma of 
peRoaaion ; that they wouhl not fordUy deprive indiTidnals of thrir 
petty pToper ti ea, but win them to exchange lor a noble eommuDity : 
that ao &r from propelling aodety to an inclined plana,^ bottomed by a 
falbanleaa abyaa, ihey wdcoma them to an inharitanoe of landa 
flowing with milk and honey. ConTinced, that aa jou are a well, 
wisher to man, yon can take no ofleooe at aa intmaimi dictated by i> 
It love far the

INTBRPRETATIOKT OF THB WORD SABBATH. 

The interpretation of the word Sabbath, is rest; a day 
of rest from the cares and labour of common life ; a 
Any of relaxation and refreshment for mind and body. 

Ab a pattern for men to follow ; ths God of nature is 
represented as himself labouring for six daj^s in aocces- 
sion, to bring this world to a state of perfection, and 
then refreshing himself with a cessation from his work 
on the SEVENTH day, in which he contemplated tha 
plan which he bad acoomplished. 

This is a mere figure of speech, not designed (o 
convey the idea that on the seventh day natnre ceased 
to act, but rather to intimate that for a certain time she 
rouaed herself from her nsnal state of apparent nn- 
changpableness and rest ; fashioned the world after a 
certain mode, and then returned to her silent actiou 
and everlasting slow modification once more. 

The idea ia beautifiil and philosophical, and perhaps 
it is the nnl^ rational notion that the mind can entertain 
of the beginning of a sj'stem. Thia choice of the 
SEVENTH day for a day of rest, is not a mere acoidentai 
or arbitrary selection of one day in preference to 
another. It is a choice which is foondea in universal 
nature. No other division could have been so philoso- 
phical and scientifically SO true. 

THE SEVEN-FOLD ORDINANCE IS ALMOST 

UNIVERSAL. 

The suucdt;* ascribed to the number SEVEN is on* 
of the moat remarkable pecuUaritieBs of the Jewisb- 
scriptures. That people were not only commanded to 
keep the Seventh day sacred, as a day of reat and 
religious observances, bat the SEVENTH year also.. 
Six years shalt thou sow thy field, and six yeara shsit 
thoa prnne thy vineyard, and gather in the fruit 
thereof, but in the seventh year shall be a sabbath of 
rest to the land ; thou shalt neither sow thy field, nor 
prune Iby vineyard." 

But the seven-fold ordinance does noi end here ; it 
ascends still tiighcr, even unto Moen times acHn. " And 
thou abalt number SEVEN sabbaths of years unto thee, 
tmen times leeen years, and the space of the teten. 
sabbaths of yean shall be unto thee forty and nine 
years ; then shalt thoa cause the trumpet of the jnbUee- 
to sound on the tettth day of tfa« SEVENTH month, in 
the day of atonement, and ye shall hallow the fiftieth 
year and proclaim liberty throaghout all the land, unto 
all the inhaUtants thereof ; and ye shall retnm every 
man unto his possessiou ; and every man unto hia 
feniily." 

The number seven thus became an emblem of per-u 
feet liberty. " If thou buy an Hebrew wrvant," saya. 
Moses, '■ six years shall he serve, and in the SEVENTH 
year he shall go otit free." In this teeenth yen all 
debts were to bo forgiven, of whatever amount they 
were. " At the end of every wiwn years thou shalt mak» 
a release ; every creditor that lendeth aught unto bia 
neighbour shall release it ; he shall not exact It of his 
neighbour, nor of his brother, b«canse it is called th« 
Lord's release." — Deitl. xv.

Tliis trinity h nl-m to be found in the three great 
reliyiouaof .(ewiam, C'hrirtianity, and Mahomelauism, 
the only three religions which rest upon tLe Jewish 
Hcriptures tis a foundation. The Jlahometun Church 
keeps KniDAY, the Jewish Church the Satukuay 
and the Cliristian Church the Sunday. 

On the ienlh day of the SEVENTH month, the Jews 
kept the great day of atonement, which was tlie moat 
solemn day of couvociitioii which their religion or- 
daiticd. &rfn weeks atlcr the passover, they kept the 
feast ot Pentecost, and seren weeks after the time when 
the sickle was first put into the field they kept the feast 
of weeks, or in gathering for senen days, 

NATURE ITSELF MAY ALMOST BK ACCUSED OF 

SUPERSTITION WITH REGARD TO THE 

NUMBER SEVEN'. 

It is a common saying, that all barbarous and un- 
civilized nations have a superstitious regard for certain 
uumbers. This ia true: bnt where did they learn that 
regard ?^n what schooL were they taught ? They 
were taught in the school of Nature, who ia aimoal sf 
superstitious and fanatical as the worst of ua. Nature 
seema to have a most religious reapect for sevens 
throughout all her most splendid worla. She has given 
SEVEN COLOURS to the suHbeam and the rainbow; 
SEVEN NOTES to the mn^cal mouochord ; and seven 
PLANETS to the enn. The animal and vegetable world 
is fiill of sevenfold divisiona ; and they liave crept in 
unuwarea into the various forms and ordinaucea of 
society, without any poasibility of design or art on the 
part of man. 

By the natural process of adaptation and assimilation 
of air, water, and food, iuto the human animal sub- 
stance, we are totally changed and renovated, aa it 
were, every seven years ; each seventh year being the 
end of a climacteric. 

We have also SEVEN different orders of nobility, 
SE\'BN different species of clergy, and seven different 
orders ot laymen ;• and even our very bodies are of a 
SEVEN-fold character, being generally divided by anato- 
mists into SEVEN parts, the head, trunk, belly, and 
foar extremities. 

Numerooa other examples mi^ht be adduced of this 
tnpeiititioas predilection which nature has manifested 
for her favourite number. And, therefore, it is not to 
be regarded as a matter of wonder that men, her intel- 
lectual imitators and disciples, ahould have, from llie 
earliest ages of human society, exhibited the same par- 
tiality. 

They have a glorious example to follow, and one 
which If more likely to stand (he test of lime, and sur- 
vive the ruiiis of empires, than the ephemerial conceits 
of men who, pretendiug to follow natui-e as their guide, 
depart in the very outsft of their carepr, from tlie first 
element of the s'l-iyui-e of the universe ; the science 
of analogy aud perfect hs'nuoijy. So perfect is this 
ecieace of auiik)gy in iiMtun- tlmt we may \-cutiire tol

assert with confideuce that all the primary planets which 
move ronnd the sun are already discovered; we may 
say the anme of the Satellitea. Cometa (here may be 
innumerable, but it ia just aa vain to seek lor another 
planet as for another musicd note, or au eighth coloor 
to the sunbeam. 

Before, howevw, the discovery of the true aeven 
planets, when men were not aware of the existence of 
Uranus, the seventh and last, and had no conceptioii 
that the earth itself was one of the seven, nature, 
according to her usual custom of bringing forth the 
FALSE before the TRUE, had already prepared for these 
ages of astronomical ignorance, a aeven-fold anbstitute 
lor the true seven ; five planets were known to the 
ancients, and the sun and moon were by tbem accounted 
planets, making seven in all. This was supposed by 
the ancient Jews to be the SEVEN repreaeuted by the 
golden candlesticks of their temple. Josephua calls 
this candlestick " an emblem of the seven planets," 
and St. Paul says the vessels of the temple were emblems 
of things in the heavens. 

But: John, in the book of "revelation," makes a 
much more scientific allegory than either, when he 
represents " Christ" shining as the sun iu its strength, 
standing in the midst of the seven golden candlesticks, 
and holding the seven atara in his right hand. Thia is 
quite astronomical ; it is the true Copemican system. 

We see from the above curious analogies, that the 
Sabbath, like every other religious institution, had its 
origin iu nature ; but, like them, has also been abused 
and corrupted by those interested in maintaining the 
folly and ignorance of gross superslition. 



These two have agreed, as it were, to convert the 
simple elements of sdEsrE aud I'liiLosopincAr. ti(i:tu, 
into cAa rmj and apel/t, amuleli', jmiitar/t^t, aud mugirai 
charge* for rjiirili and fallen aegeh- Jualead of Marcluug 
for knowledge by observatiou, experience, aud logical 
deductions and reasonings, it cuts a royal road through 
superstitious rites aud unmeaning church ceremonies. 

Truth, however, ia one thing, and the pernii-iaat 
use of truth is another ; and wc ought to be. careful in 
our attempts to cure the ignorance, the I'analiciam, and 
superstition of the age, leet W9TUu into the very oppo- 
site extreme of folly, by rejecting even the premises 
upon which that fanaticism aud superslitiou is built.

Some men, perhaps, in their zeal to get rid of the 
fooleries of Sabbaths, and the hypocritical atteudanls 
which follow in their rear, might be disposed to huff, 
and scoff, and sneer; to turn up their nose with ridicule 
and contempt at all the beautiful and sublime beveh- 
FOLD ANALOGIES of nature, by which such an inatituiion 
ia ori^nally sanctioned ; bnt as long as men thus 
handle the mysteriea of nature, she will scoff at them, 
and hold them in thraldom till they come to their 
senses ; and the Sabbath will be abused as an iiistm- 
ment of priestly tyranny, and mental depression, aud 
drooping melsLnchtdy, till men resolve the niyatery ol its 
institution, by a sonnd mind, and a patient philosophical

Lambeth Social iNsririrriON. — Mr. Southwell de- 
livered the second and third lectures of his conrae, 
comprinng an analysis of human natnre|^ud a consid- 
eration of the present social state, on llinrsday, tbfl 
I9th. instant, and on the evening of Thursday last, to 
very crowded and respectable audiences. In the for- 
mer lecture he described the formation and character- 
istics of the human brun — its connection with mind— 
and established, by a variety of evideace, that the 
general capacity of the brain is an index to the tunonni 
or qoaatity of mind. He dwelt especially on the fact, 
iirst jiroponnded by Gall, that idiocy is invariably 
associated with heads not exceeding Uiirtren or four- 
teen inches in circumference. "No odi^," snid the 



lectu"'". 'blames the idiot for want of capacity, lor 
N'flture has created him a defective being." He then 
argiied that we ought to extend this principle to other 
vanelies of organizution, seeing Ibat each is given by 
the Creator — not made by the individual. The lec- 
turer then eloquently and impressively insisted upon 
the obvious inferences, viz., that the cliaracter aa well 
as organization of each person is formed for him, snd 
not by him ; because, he said, physiologists have 
proved that the brain, in common with the rest of the 
body, changes under the influence of external circum- 
stances, and hence the irresistible effect of habit and 
education in forming the character by actiug upon the 
brain, the organ of the mind. Heuce, he argued, we 
must study and apply the laws of organizulion to 
education ; and alt our views, habits, and instilntioua 
must be framed in harmony with them, in order to in- 
sure the welfare and happiness of society st Isrge. 
Again the lecturer eamestiy and eloquently impresaed 
the necessity of these truths, by depicting many of the 
social evils arising from the prevailing ignorance con- 
ceruing them. I'he entire lecture was an elegant and 
eloquent version of ihe views propounded in " Combe 'a 
Conatitution of Man," but more fully, fairly, and prac- 
tically applied to the present state of Society. The 
lecture on Thursday last comprised the consideration 
of man in relation to external nature — the influence of 
climate on organization and character, and the natural 
reaponaibility of man to his Creator and himself for the 
use of reason, whereby he may study and obey the laws 
of his own coDstitntion and external nature — to aa 
ignorance of which the lecturer impnted the vast 
amount of physical wretchedness and moral evil in the' 
world. He insisted on the universal difiusion of 
knowledge, as. the only remedy for crime, which, he 
said, could only diminish in proportion as men, by 
studying their own nature, shall comprehend and feel 
that intelligence and virtue, national and iudividual, 
are the only sources of true happiness. This, he said, 
must be the foundation of reform in all our instituiious. 
The lecturer delivered some excellent observations on 
marriage, and the present condition of the feroale mind. 
From the poweriul indnence of females in society, and 
more especially from their physical and moral influence 
upon o^pring, he ar^ed the necessity of elevating the 
mind of woman, by a liberal cdncalion of all its tacul- 
ties, to that dignity and excellence which nature has 
rendered it worthy to achieve. The style of the 
lecturer is admirably suited to fascinate, as well as in- 
strnct bis audience, and he has the power of developing 
the interest, and. imparting eloquence to subjects which 
in the opinion of superficial thinkers, are cold and 
repulsive. — Morning Adcatieer.

Stalby-Bridoe. — The fitot Sodal Festival in this 
town WEL9 held on Saturday, the 28th of Sept., in the 
splendid and capacious Hall belonging to the Foreslers, 
and engaged by ns aa a Sociu histitntion. It is 
admiraUy adapted for that porpose, being ftmushed 
with the requisite cnlinary apparatos npon tbe most 
scientific principle, and beautified in the most chaste, 
elegant, and tastefhl manner. Tbe door was opened 
at five o'clock, and notwithstanding tbe spacionsneas 
of the Hall, it was soon found incapable of containing 
one half of4he number clamorous for admisaon. At 
six o'clock SOO persons sat down to the "cup that 
cheers, but not inebriates." The orobestni ctmtained 
some of the best musicians In tbe neighboorhood. The 
amniements consiEted of Quadrilles, Wallzes,andCotm- 
try Dances. Mr. Buchanan embraced the oppoitnnitj 
of addressing the aaeembly, showiog tbe importance of 
such rational amnsements, bow they t«nd to pnrify the 
morals, cultivate the social sympathies, and elevate the 
character. Tbe strict attention paid to tbe address, 
and the profoimd tdlence maintvned throughout its 
delivery, reflected great credit upon the audience ; the 
amosements were again resumed, and the remainder of 
tbe evening was spent in singing and dancing, with a 
few exhibitions of the effects of inhaling Nitrons Oxide 
Oas.

Nkwcastlk District, Sept. 28, 1839.— Tbe agi- 
tation on the sabjeot of Sodalism continues unabated. 
The Socialists continue thdr weekly lectures and dis- 
cussions, considerable nnmbers attending them ; and 
the Rev. Jos, Barker, " strong in the Lord," peraeveres 
in his weekly misrepresentations of the principles of 
Socialism. On Friday week, his second lecture came 
off ; and truly might the Rev. Gentleman eay, that 
" he wonld take liis own way" to attack Infidel Social- 
ism. Reason and argument there was none, while bis 
audience, oonsisting chiefly of pertons of diseased im- 
aginations, broaght on by the insane teaclungs of the 
priesthood,' was prepared patiently to listen and applaud 
bis misrepresentations and n<m8ense. But be it remem- 
bered, the Rev. Gentleman is wise in bis generation, 
and it is a qneatlon whether, knowing as he did. the 
intellectual standard ot hia audience, anything else than 
lis ravings would have taken with them. He harped 
jpon death-bed scenes, the, French philoeopbeis, de- 
plored the want of practising Christians, and anathe- 
matised the friends of Mr. Owen, After lecturing (!) 
for upwards of one hour, a discussion commenced, each 
party occupying ten minutes, alternately. During this 
part of the evening, Mr. Barker lost a Uttle of hia tem- 
per, and sneeringly alluded to the mental acqiurementa 
of his oppoitent, Mr. Campbell. This ungentlemanly 
behaviour did not pass unnoticed, and even the hlind- 
'dth-men cheered but faintly their chMUinoii. The - 
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uewBpaper press in general have given the Rev. ( 
tiemau great credit for sUuding in the breach, which 
iufidehty hud alrcHdy made : one of them in particulttr, 
The Tyne Mrrcvry, ia especiiiliy bright in hia remarks 
on thia second lecture. Altogetlier mnch good is Hkelj- 
to result from the Rev. Geiitlcman's doings. On 
Wednesday, we hud an excellent attendance at onr 
weeklj digcussion, which was npon the weight ol evi- 
dence which the Christian Scriptures possessed, relative 
to " inspiration," compared with the Book of the New 
Moral World. This challenge startled tke blind-faith 
men, and they mustered in strong force. On Friday 
Evening, Mr. Barker again came before the public with 
his third Lecture. He Awelt principally npon the 
Marriage System of Mr. Owen. Il is needless to repeat 
the midrepresentations of thia Reverend libeller ; he 
repealed what he has over and over told audiences in 
Idtncashire and Yorkshire. This was the most painful 
task he has as yet inflicted on his friends ; to suit his 
purpose, he hesitated not to cover with the most dis- 
gusting associations — with slime and with filth — this 
most holy of social institutions, by telling them snch 
was the state which Mr. Owen wished to iulrodnce. 
Indeed, it was rather a subject of regret that any one 
replied to him on this subject, for in the eyes of every 
one who has tnkcn the least pains to make himself 
acqnunted with the views of Mr. Oweu, on the matter, 
he has proved himself the most unprincipled of discns- 
sionists. Would that his Lord would give him grace 
to know a little of that charity which " doth not behave 
itself unseemly, and thinketh no evil ;" bnt we must 
hope for better things of him. By the bye, these pro- 
ceedings of Mr. BsrkEr sipell a little of the shop. He 
haa large quiinlities of a tract which he designates the 
"Overthrow oflntidel Socialism," which he is very 
auxiouH to dispose of. It ia a dull, prosy, wordy, produc- 
tion, and requires a little external putBug to get off the 
shelves of the Bookseller, as there is a good orthodox 
price affixed on the title page, and I have no doubt this 
adds a little to the zeiil for the Lord. I had almost forgot 
to state, that a member did not ful to remind Mr. Barker 
of the part he took in ruining poor Conuard, of Oldham, 
by denouncing him, in the company of five or six 
hnudred persons. He admilled having done so, and 
further added that he would take the present opportu- 
nity of cautioning the present audience, from any 
acquaintance with Mr. Owen's followera. There was 
an immensa number of persons present. In a future 
letter I shall uotice some of (he arguments of Mr. 
Barker. C. Barkf.R.

When the Rev. F. Close introduced him to the meet- 
Dg he said " he hoped soon to introduce him as the Rev, 
Mr. Brindley, as be was soon to be made a minister of 
the Church of England." A most suitable profession 
for him ! and one in which he will be quite av fail ; hia 
difhke of every thing which ti-nda to shew the fallacious 
and fabulous nature uf the foolish books termed Divine 
Revelations is not the least prominent of his clmms to 
the office. At the close of thia lecture, 

" Mr. Close s^d, that n> a sonimnry of Ihc pontrful lecture which 
they had heard this morning, he condudcd tlwt Phrenology nnd 
Sociilicm both rpmng from a comlina^ou of the two words MetO' 
physicnl Materialiini. 

" A genllcumn named Palmer, who uiid he ma nol nn aetrediled 
agent of Robert Owen, rose and occeptfd the challenge made hy Mr. 
Brindlcv, to defend the syslein uf Socintism on the principles of 
Robert Owen. It was ihen armngcd tbal Mr. Brindlev should speak 
as short u time as postiblo, and Mr. PiJuicr should be allowed half an 
hour fo reply, :ind nflcr that they thould each take ten minutes. The 
same ndcs to be attended 10 ill the discussions both in the moniingand 
evening." 

This agreement was adhered to by Mr. Brindley in 
the manner be usually does, whenever he has things his 
own way, namely, \-iolaied. Mr, Palmer was prevented 
from speaking by the loud groaning and hissing of Brind- 
ley's iufarialed partisans, he himself setting the example 
excelling them in the performance; and the Rev, 
Chairman took every opportunity to interfere, confuse, 
and brow-beat him. The report stales that " he was in- 
terrupted several times by Mr. Brindley, and by ibe hisses 
of the assembly, but more particularly by one lad who 
kept continually biKsing the whole of the time, and 
appeared to hai'e been placed there for the pnrposo." 
To call such a proceeding as this a " ^scussion" wonld 
be a faree. 'ITie report concludes thus : — 

" Mr. Brindley npon the nccnshm nititded to. went thronuh a long 
rigmarole of the dHngen he huil Eier<l, of the wounds and injuries 
be had received, and of the victories ho had won, in Iho neigh- 
bourhood of Binoingham, Worccitvr, tind Stourbridge, in his tour, 
and if we were to brliei'e all he lAtd, Socialism nt the present time 
must be eiUnct in those qonrtors. We would give Mr. Brindley 
credit for his expositions of the doctrines of SnnulJim, but wb 
cannot afree with hun, or any other nemon, who stunds forward 
in a public assembly, to nsnil iind viliff the [>rivale ehnmcters of 
individuals who are not pre«ent to speak for themselves. Mr. Brind- 
ley IS an e/ojuriii deelaiiner j a man who deals more in abuse than 

ohjrel, of pleftsijif" tii" adherents and putting down his anlngonist. 
Great confnsiDn cii-ned npon the oi-enuon on account of this mode 
of procp^ing. It was not becoming in Mr. Brindley, in speaking 
of the Sociidist {nnrninnilioi, to compare thorn to piggeries, and Ihe 
inhahiiiuits lo pigh, nnd similar UiiKUHge. A portion of the audience 
were in mpliires at the ■busive etoquenee of the orulor, bnt a great 
many present whom he ai]li<d SoclaliMs, but who were Engliihmoi 
of the old tcliool and not 0»Tni<cs, who, though not perhaps suffi- 
ciently courteiin« in their manners, would not put up with the illibeisl 
and domineering conduct of tho speaker, therefore grent confusion 
ensued. Criek of " tell the (rath Brindley" — " Sit down Bfindley" — 
"Give us OUT twflpences back, yoa have made Sigood pur» BrindJey," 
and many oilier similar e.TpTestiant. On the other side of the house, 
no soorw did the Socialist adiocate enter into a defcnce of a personal 
knon-ledKe of tb> {irrvins who had bem litvlled by Mr. Brindley, than

ON THE EXISTENCE OF MORAL EVIL, 

AND ON THE INFLUENCE OF THOSE CIRCUM- 
STANCES WHICH ARE PLACED WITHIN THE 
CONTROL OF SOCIETY. 

ESSAY XII. 

MIRACLES, SIGNS, WONDERS, DUEAHS, VISIONS,ETC. 

In a rational point of view, every thiog in nature ought 
to be deemed mirantlout ; for every tUng is inscmtable 
to (be hunian uoderstsadiog ! Digestion, animila^on, 
sensation, thoaght, and consdotUDew, and even tfae 
elements of which oar own bodies ara composed, are u» 
more placed within ifae power of oar eomprehenidon, than 
the onmiacience of God, or the creation of the universe ! 
By careful obeervation, or by long experience, we are, 
however, enabled to discover certain affinities, connections, 
and rations which seem to snbsist among different parte 
of nature, and either co-exist, or follow one another, with 
anch order and regnlaiily, that the sequence seems to be 
detennined by &xed and invariable laws ; any interruption 
of which excites astonishment and wonder, and if attend- 
ed with disaster or calamity, is commonly esteemed a 
miracle. 

In a re/iguni* point of view, however, such extraordi- 
nary occorreuces are not considered miraculous, unless 
long foretold by fuper-human ssgacity, or have suddenly 
come to pass, in obedience to the invocation of a saint or 
a prophet ! Tempests, earthquakes, deluges, volcanic 
eropdoDS, &c. seem, to the ^oranceof nan, to be dema- 
titMM from the eBtablished course of nature. Wars, pes- 
tilence, and famine, which are usnally the results of human 
mckedness and folly, occnr so often, that they hardly 
exdte surprise. None of these are deemed miracnloas, 
unless they .have been mvifnf, to punish the sins of a 
people, or to establish some 'religious ordinances, which, 
without Gnch confirmation, would be deemed too revolting 
for practice. There are, b fact, two sorts of miracles, — 
the real and the pretended. The first depending on the 
Reneral ignorsnce of msakind ; the second, on the credu- 
n^ of those for whose instruction they are exhibited. 
With respect to convnlsionB, gesticnlatione, speaking in 
unknown tongues, restoring the rick, revivifying the dead, 
transforming one substance into anotiier, and a Ihonsand 
other juggling tricks, by which silly people are defrauded 
of their money and their senses ; these are so common, spd 
•o easily practised by confederacy or collusion, that they 



do not merit to he classed among wonders, much Icsa 
among miracles. I will cite a few examples of each sort, 
by way of iliastration. 

First. — About the middle of the sixth century the 
prophet Mahomet began his military and divine career, to 
convert the Christian Infidels ! To give his followera 
proof of the aatbority of his divine commission, he, in 
the presence of the whole army, drew his sabre, snd cnt 
the moon in two at a nngle slash ! The fact was attested 
on oath by the great officers snd many of the privates, 
and wa.^ confirmed by that astomshing succession of mas- 
sacres, which, more than any other thing, is a proof of 

Second. — ^Frevions to the tenth century the inhabitants 
of Peru were naked ignorant savages ; they wandered 
about in small independent tribes, subsisting ss chance 
decreed, either upon one another, or on such game as they 
were able to catch. Abont this time Manco Capac and 
his wife. Mama OceHo, two children of the sun, descended 
from that luminary, for the beneliceatpnrpoeeof dviliting 
these mde people. This great purpose they effected by 
their wisdom and Jinmane policy; insomncb, that when 
Fizarroalso descended among them, about 400 years after, 
to propagate the Christian faith, he found there a very 
high degree of moral and soual cultivation. Unhappily, 
he found also plenty of gold ; for which, these interesting 
unoffending people were remorselessly butchered by the 
Christians. Thie, in my ojumoo, b the best attested 
miracle upon record. I do not mean the cruelty of the 
Christiana, for there is no miracle m that ; but the exploit 
of these children of the sun. Separated, as they were, 
from the civilized world by a trackless and bonndless 
ocean, and almost sarrounded by ferodons and hostile 
tribes, wherux could they bava derived the wisdom which 
enabled them to accomphsh such wonderful ameliorations P 

Third. — Christopher Colnmbus and his crew bang 
wrecked on the island of Jamaica, (fpnouredwithso moch 
«of 

Colambus, who knew that a total eclipse of the moon was 
abont to happen, aasemhled the Chie^ a short time before 
its commencement, and having reproached them with 
inhospitality, told them the Spaniards were the servants 
of the Great Spirit, who dwells in heaven, and who made 
and governs the world;- that offended at the injunes 
offered to his favorites, he was preparing lo punish them 
with severity, and that as a ngn of hie approaching 
vengeance, the moon should that night withdraw her light, 
and be changed into blood ! Many listened with indif- 
ference, some' with incr«dolity ; but when the moon began 
to he darkened, they ran away with terror, and returning 
loaded with proviuons, threw them down at the feet of 
Colnmbus, beseeching him to intercede with the Greet 
Spirit, and avert the threatened destruction. Columbus 
feigned consent ; the eclipse ceased ; the moon recovered 
her Bplendonr; and the Spaniards were thenceforth treated 
with kindness snd venerstion. This is a fair sample of 
the triumph which science maintains over ignorance, m 
the a^Ucliont of real miracles. 

Foorti. — The Czar, Peter the Great, in passing 
through the city of Poland, was informed of a miraeuloBS 
image of the virgin, which shed tears during the celebra- 
tion of mess. He determined to examine this vsanted 
miracle himself. He csUed for a ladder, and banng 
ascended to the head of the image, perceived two sm^

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Nevertheless, these vagaries an not always ot' a lu- 
tlicrons character : on the contrary, they are often of the 
moat appalling k!nd in the long list o( homan calamity. 

Yet, strango as it may to reasonable persons appear, 
theravings of sach unhappy invalida are, by tbe ignorant, 
deemed more tvorthy of respect than tbe calm and delib- 
erate conclnaiona of soher sense and experience! Bat 
tite thing most lamontahle of all is, that many educated 
(lersons ere to be found, wbo employ all sorts of means 
to propagate these vnlgar snperstitions, eudeavooring to 
make tliem not merely popalar, hwfiuhionable. 

Not long ago a gentleman, who, I believe, waa a Wes- 
leyait Minister of the Gospel, as a proof of the reality of 
spiritnal existences, narrated, that one morning, in broad 
diiy-light, the figure of an old acqnnintHDce appeared by 
hid bed-ride, having a very wan and sickly aspect. On 
bring asked the cause of this appearance, the spirit shook 
his head, and vatusbed away. About rix weeks afler 
news arrived that tbe person to whom the spirit apper- 
tained bad died at Sierra Leone, on the coast of Africa, 
at the very moment tbat his spirit appeared in England ; 
due allowance in point of time being made for tbe differ- 
ence of laUtnde ! Some person present remarked, that 
it most have been a dream, or perhaps the effect of a 
slight delirinm. The narrator maintained that he was 
wide awake, in sound health, and in his perfect senses. 
Another enqoired, whether tbe spirit appeared quite 
naked, or decently clothed in a Huitahle way? The gen- 
tlemnn replied, that it appeared in tbe same costume tliat 
its proprietor formerly osedto wear in England. To this 
it was remarked, " tbpt snch being tbe case, each article 
of apparel most have had a 'spirit as weQ as tbe person ; 
and conseqaently, had an et^nal chance of immortal exis- 
tence." The reply was, that "Almighty God could 
cnnse these vestments to appear witboDt giving them a 
spiritual existence." It was answered, " That the same 
remark would apply to the appearance of the peiaon ; 
and, consequently, tbif whole might have been nothing but 
an illnrion." It was then gravdy remarked that " witli 
God all tltiags are possible!" and as no one oppoaed this 
maxim, the conversation ended. Now, this propen«ty in 
BuperstitJoiia persons to misrepresent, distort, and exagt/er- 
ate die poioer of Omuipoteuce, is one of their greatest 
fnlUdes. Bdieving th'tmsdvea to be, on account of 
their " exceeding uufhlness," tbe chosen favorites of a 
Bring who IK able to do every thing, tbey would fain 
make other* believe tbat be reaUy does perform the most 
extravagant and incredible things, merely to excuse their 
foUy, confirm their tCoriea, or promote their nnitter de- 
aignt .' 

Upon the whole, we may conclude, that dreuna and 
visions are indicadve of ritber a disordered body or a 
perverse mind. They are oflen symptomatic of ap- 
proaching insanity. An habitual dreamer is sure to 
become ritber a madman or a prophet : timely remedies 
ought, therefore, to be administered, consisting generally 
of temperate diet, strong exercise, cheerful company, and 
a carefnl abstinence from all dismal cogitalioiM. 

If the reflections, which the expoadona contuned in 
this essay ovgld to tfgge't, are steadily kept in mind, they 
will preserve the young student of ancient butory from 
many Use impresaionB. It would be an endless and dis- 
gusting task, to attempt to e^}^e the means by which 
any of tbe numberless wonders have been got up, which 



serve as so many pillars or props to the hollow, but stn- 
petidouE, fabric of superstidon : it is also nnneceesary ; 
for since they have been used by all reli^ons, by all sects 
and parlies, for irotb and falsehood, good and evil, with 
eqa^ success, they /iron? nothing; and, therefore, stand

We Intel}' fxlinct^ finiB Mr. Lning'a cxccllciil book nn KiirwrHy 
nnd Su«<l('ii, tBfl matt important ond Tnlunljlc IcuDiia on tho cnuees 
wkich pruJucc nntioiiol iwornlicy and proupcrilj-, ondtwewrm. ThcK 
leuoui wtra lirKedcit by ons not Iru iiaportiuil and mlufactory on the 
nsnl and ucial condition of Giicmsey. In nil of th^m our object 
won to ciliibit the factt fanni){ht to light by the working of roiTCcI 
prioriplrA, «cn whnc thnci were but imprrfFctlj developed ond par- 
tinlly ncled r.pon. We have fitqnently iiiiLalcd on the eupeiintity of 
oinin|iIo to pnoept in all kinda of inatrnctiwi, *nd iro conudi 
peciiliaily M in refemnce to nationil politr. It it, tliirpfur*, i 
ptrnwre that wo find ourMlre* enabled ta prenmt nr^tW Iviuon of 
the Nunc pnuticBl nature, from the pngcn of fi nimli-laudod booh, 
" Synom'i Artiond Artinni at Home and .^hroiut." Tbc nothor wns 
one of the Auiilant Commiiiianen appointed to inreitignte the con- 
dition of llio bond-loom weaven of tbia connt:7,aad wni inbieiiuenlly 
•ont on a minion of enquiry into the relntiTc dnamataneca of the 
•rtiiana of France, Belgium, Auatrin, nod Switioriand. Tho volume 
cenuini n vnit number of &cla and tigurca culkctcd in pnrauance of 
thlimittion, nuiny of them riluable to the italiatiuid ecoiiomiat ; but 

he boo!: wonlil hato beon much enh.inced hod the aiithoi been 1«a of 
a paniKui, nnd w ritlen 1pm evidently for the support of a thcorv than 
ho hna dnne throughout. Mr. Symons i> n Mittthuunii Politiod Eco- 
noraiiil, who, blind to the means of profitably detelopiiig our ppaources 
nf n-<«]|h and grentuCH at borne by a wi>e tyitcni of internal pro- 
duction nnd disti^bution of n-enlth, Hr> luin (hrenten iia if xe do nut 
nuike our popuhition dependent on n forei^ demitnd for ourmnnu- 
fiiclnred gooda. The atarling points of his theory are that the Iniid o' 
GrmI Drilnin i» inaufficienl for the auliiietonce of it« pcpubtion ; that 
wp nrc nntunilly deitined to bs entirely a minuDicIurirg people, nnd 
that, therefore, we ahould cot foreign bmul and food of all deaaipl 
in return for which they ilionld oblige ua by wmring Diittah a 
htUm»; theae oaaumptiona pcrroda tbc mbolc of thia book. O^ 
conru he ii fl great enemy to the Com Lnwi ; hi« hoitility In them 
dneloped in every page. Whatever tendt to euppcrt theAntiCo: 

Law theory ii canfuUy put forward, and it i< not oncbaritable to anp- 
poap, when the ei ceaaive zeal of the writer on thi) lubject ii looked 
at. that U'liatevcr might hnve militated againat the wiahed-fbr con' 

cliuion, T-aa, although perhapi nnconuHoutly, puthed into a (nbordinat' 

III nation or entirely overlnnkrJ. 



Notwithatnnding tliii atrong biu on the part of Mr. S^mona, ha 
has n.nde scveml reveLitiona rcapcctiug the condition of the Swin 
aitinms, n'hi<:h go to form nnolhcr dcnr link of the chain of reaioning 
already prcarn led to our rrodera in the caae of Quemscy, Norway, 
nnd the ditlHcl of .ingcrmanbmd in Sweden ; and which, ao far fi'om 
aiipporting thu ihe.^ry that a iiation ought to dr-pend upon others ibr 
the itnplc ncccatar}- of life— food, prove that the diSiuion of landed 
pn party amnn^ the maaipa of a population, and the making agricultHTa 
their priiiciiial, and manuCicturea their ioc<nidaiy occupation ; in other 
word", that the apjiticntion nf labour lo tha developement of the 
internal rcsourcca of a counlr;', is the true method of eniuring loeceM 
and pri>,prrily. 

Of the eounlriea viuled by Mr. Symons, SwilierUnd is evidently 
hia fixvonrite ; he renin to it sgun and again, and dniwt khm 
charming pictnrea of the comfort poaaeaacd by ita labouring pcpalaliorw 
He atrennonsly endenvoun to connect thia comfort with his pecaliar 
notioni about Free Trade nnd Com Lava ; but he reveal) sufficient of 
the operation of other mom powerful and beUer lubatantiaLvd cauaea 
of inch cflccla, to give n clear enough nation of the truth ta those 
nceuttomett lo th- invcstignliiin of Ihcic subjects. 

Mr. SjTiious himself «cemi nfl-nrc of this on several occasiona j nnd 
also that the dcducliona drawn from their condition ore totally in- 
applicable Id the condition of thb Oftratives in this conntry. He layi, 
page 60 — The poci^nuiry ninennt of wages is at all times a bJlacioua 
index to the real coi^dition of the labourer. In Switzerland it b 
peculiarly so, owing lo tkt myffnol nb-dinmm o/Oe laiid, and the 
lnlermtjliire i^aijrindluml and artimn oprratiimt, a vnat number of Ihe 
woriting ebuses prodaeiiul a porliim e/i\tii- oim mtdifai™." This 
sentence, which forms the opening ona of the chapter on wages in 
Switaerlnnd, gives ui at once a perfect idea of the cauici of " the 
eminently happy and prosperont condition" of the Swiss, which no 
mcr monry-wages could ever proilnce, and prepares us for the recital 
which fullon-a. 



Out ri^dert nil! recollect, that we traced the abundance of phyttcal 
comfort in Nor^vay, to the gencml dtfifaiion of landed property among the 
community, nnd the mixture of manaictures and agriculture in the 
Eirm holdings, over the fiice of the whole country, by which meani 
the three alnplo items of baman wants— food, clothing, and aScller — 
were secured to th: labourers who produced tliem, and a soiall auiplut 
of these only exported for the purpoao of aupplyiug those things which

Another dme, because he ordered a poor fellow to lalce 
up his bed and walk off with it on the Subbath day — this 
WBB worse edll — and the Jews immediatelj reasoned 
thuB : and oar modern Methodists, however w^ pleanng 
in the sight of God, would do the same : " lliis man," 
argued ^e Jews, " most be a profane wretch, otherwise 
he would uot have given sanction to Huch a breach of the 
Sabbath." 

These saperstitious bigola ako reprehended him for 
snSeriiig his disciples to pluck the eara of com on a 
Sunday, aa if this simple act, which was [avbably done to

ON THE EXISTENCE OF MORAL EVIL, 
AND ON TBB INFLUENCE OF THOSE CIRCUM- 
STANCES. WHICH ARE FIACED WITHIN THE 
CONTBOi OF SOCIETY. 

ESSAY XIII. 

It «B» proposed^ ki Ebe»}- 10> Page 169, to examiRe: 
at SOtne ftitiirB Httlei wftether'the notioos Btitertuned bj 
tlie,H?Ve*9^|witiiieip6ct"'to iikii Own Deity, were of 
a cliuacter more elevated, or more consonant with 
divitie perfections, than dietingmshed the notions of 
their Piirai nrighboon. It has alreMly been shewn 
thst the IMtiei adored by civilised nations, in fonner 
ages, though mete phantoms of imagination, had Tem- 



ples and Allan dedicated to their service, in which 
costly ofTeringa were made to obtain their favours; and 
also that their active interference in the affairs of men, 
was evidenced by signs, wonders, and miracnlnne de- 
monstrations. rVom this, it is evideDt, that in all times 
when- ignorance, snperatitian and cupidity prevail, un- 
happy beings may be found, who are ready to confirm 
the most grass delusions that cunning is able to devise. 
It is well knowr, that all who did not conform to ihoae 
cnatoms, and especially such as questioned their utility, 
were treated as scomers, blasphemers, atheists, and in- 
corrigible sinners. Still the piety of the misguided 
denoieet, was not always as we are now taught to be- 
lieve, mere impostares, prompted by selfish and sinister 
motives ; on the contrary, it sometimes flowed from a 
generous philanthropy, or was dictated by the purest 
patriotism, aud so fsr from being addressed to meie 
stocks aud stones, had generally for its object, soice 
abstract idea of a itESiSTLESS power. Hector's invo- 
cation on behalf of his country, as vrell as of his son, 
will exemplify my reiisoning : 

" He ki»'d the child, and lifting high in nir, 
ThM to the Qodaprefer'd a fcthet'i prayer ; 
' ihoD whom riory tills th' ctheiiul throne. 
And oil ye dcatmm poivera ! [irotact my un ! 
Grant hini, like me, to purchaae juat renown, 
Tu gunrd the Trojoni ; to defend the Crown 
Agaiuit bi> country 'i fo:i ; the war to wnge. 
And TitB the Hector of the falurc age ! 
So, wht^n triumphant from lucceufal toilii. 
Of heroes al^ln, he hoaia the reeking ipoila. 
Whole hosts nvy hnil him with deserved accl.tini 
And My, ' This chief transcendi his Eithcr'a tunc ;' 
While pltaaed amidst the general ihonta of Tioy 
His mother's conacitnis hort o'er.flow* with joy." 

The mighty agents, however, to whom such fine 
sentiments were directed, have now for many ceniuries, 
lost even their imaginary existence : few persons, at 
the present day, arc so creduloiu aa to believe, they 
ever existed at nil. 

Vet, the God adored by the Hebrews, as "the 
Creator of the Universe," is represented as being so 
jealous of these phantoms, as to " bum with fury against 
his chosen people^" for preferring their protection to his 
own, and as having inflicted on them all kinds of misery 
for carrying thnr gifts to the altars ofanch non-cntitiesi 

It would certainly be the highest preenmptiou iu a 
fugitive atom, like man, to pretend to determine what 
tJoodnct is suitable to the Creator of the Universe ; bnt 
having once conceived the idea of such a boundless 
power, the mind recoils involuntarily from the ascrip- 
tion, to it, of any attributes, which arc not in unison 
with that perfect wisdom so conspicuous in every part 
of nature ! We are accustomed (o venerate the SOURCE 
of sensation, of life, and of thought, as an all-pervading 
intelligence, to whom "all hearts are open, all desires 
ktiDwn, and from whom, no secrets are hid ;" by whose 
resistless agency the diasolntion and reproduction of 
every form in nature is uneeamngly operated, and itie 
whole system, preserved in an endless course of order 
and harmony. 

Who, in their sober senses, can believe that nich a 
being emplo^-s either signs or wonders, wiles, stratgems 
or equivocations to accomplish his etenial porposes, or 
to urge the creatures he has made to ihltil his designs F

The whole of the faiui, Block, nnd 
cnqw, hsTe boen ptirchaicd for £1,694, Including SSO bheep, and b 
Urge qnanUty of poultry. It vai found that tile cropi were not 
•ecured, and a portion of them uncut ; there being to cut — ten ocrei 
ot«ti, ten of biuiey, and icven cut, but not cnrried. The com that 
ma atnoding bad ■idfered from the weather ; and the slate of (he bmi 
generally, iti intuHIcicncy of men and mutna, its ungnthered crops, 
c«m[dete miamonngemcnt, nnd unifonu ditplny of urglect, oflcrcil the 
atmigeit contnit to what i> intended to be its future destiny. 
Posseiwun wu taken on Tuesday evening, l«t October, and on 
Wednctdajf morning our rrieiidi eomuicnced hiboor to get in the 
outstanding -crops, which wiu expected to be got thcDi>gh on Monday 
the 7th initont.

If the 
assumption of the objector, that nothing can givi> what it does AM 
possess, were litcndly true, there would be ah elif'of all'mw invea- 
tions. The discovery of steam — and its pnuttical oppUcMion to tho 
business of mnnnloctuies, and loeoDiotion; oTOai ; of the new (Aemicnl 
Compounds, woidd never have taken plnee."

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(Hu gUM I tknt it «■■ dulnxuv« of all the beM inli 
and diBt ho whc luvvented thi* Moiugc fnini doidiktiag > aMmtrf itu 
•cting K ratioaa^ > philanthropic, tmd u trvlj glorioui put. Thia ii a 
dinctiutaoce of ntional idoti griwnitcd by innlional citcnti. Simi- 
lar to tliii mnit ha>« been the fonnntion of tlie " Ratioiuil Sjaton of 
Soaetj~ in l&e miod of it* tonnder. Oifird with n great amount of 
penctntjco, of (aim mairch, and benevolent feeling ; hii original 
pOMnuon of thnc bcoltiea btiniubitcd hiin to oiiquiro into the cnus 
of the drcntnttiUiQ* br which ho va* surrounded, and thn meana by 
which thmr unhappy cfiecU could be removed. Th? gnat batlle of 
eonipctitire lile vni, and is now, contiiiiudly loi hiring and deitrofir^ 
iumfiiadi of yifiliina ; and the remedy Lhcncc cinuty indicsted wai 
Co-(9enitiaii.'i'JUl the priiiciplci upou which the ''Raliona] Syitem of 
Society" ia founded, sen liniply the mulls of a like elabonUion from 
obteired beta, and the peculiar cireumalaiKOKtiiig upon the aenu, 
and hnin of the iBdiiidual nho diacorered it ; just asiill other acioneea 
bare b«cn elieiled fnmlhe grcnt alore-houac of tmth.

MECESSITY FOR A SOCIO-POUTrCAL 
REFORM. 

WDT ARE TBEKE SO UAVY POOR? 

Poverty ie syDonimona with bRTdship, anffering, 
and w&nt. it means social defeat, social abortioD,- 
social disease. It is the reverse of good, nni:e it tagai-l 
ties a n^Htion of this earth's bleBsiogs — a defieieRcy; 
of that which gives health aad happiDsas, both physid^. 
moral, and mental. None desire it ; it is fled from as 
a pestilence. All alike fear it, hate it, denounce it. 
And jet, how happens it that there are so many poor ? 

We apeak now of that large proportion of our popu- 
lation wboee poverty is the result of circomatancee over 
which they have no control. Many there are, whose 
poverty arises from tbeii own doings or nndoings ; but 
the great mass of the' poor are bom in poverty, and 
kept BO, in spite of their utmost efforts to overcome.it.: 
They arc as chained slaves to the galley oar, and most 
pnll for life, neck and neck with poverty, or be content 
to be overtaken snd destroyed by it. And with even 
their utmost efforte, but a smnll proportion of them cau 
manage, even for a single week, to keep ahead of desti- 
tutiou and want. 

It is the curaeofthelabouring classes of our coimtry, 
both agricultural and manufacturing, that with all the 
life-coniiuming toil in which they are occupied, they 
can scarcely manage to supply themselves even with 
thiB bar^ -means of subsistence. Intervals of rest, for 
purposes of health, pleasure, or relaxation, are out of 
the question. Their existence is thus a tedious strsg- 
gle with want — a painful' living — a long dyiug — a war- 
I'are with physical destitution. Let any one take au 
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CBlimute of (lie wHgea of the bulk of oar labouring 
popaluCioD, Mud compare tlietn niiU the preseut high 
prices of provisiowa of all kUids, and he will be forceti 
to the cuucluaiou ihut onr iiiduatrions eliissea hav 
frvn Ihe mvaii* of Mfg properly fed, far tcM of being 
properly lodjced or clothed. Irum the StnlisucEil Re- 
poTtd reitd before the British Assochitiuii ul Livrrpool 
Hud Newcastle, it appeiireU thut the grent niu^s of the 
opcTHlive poiinlittiou iu the Iiunciishire uiHunfaci tiring 
lowiia, lived in cc11ur« or hoveL->, where then; wauled 
iiloiust every comfort which could entiile IhecD to tLi 
name of a home. The sxine appeara to be the con. 
ditioii ul ibe agricultural labourers ia almost all (he 
HOulbeni counties of Knglaud. A sufiicieat index o:' 
(he pDvertj' of llie labouriog population, was the enor- 
mous amouut of poor's tuxes raised previoa^ to the 
paaniug^ of the New Poor Law — above seven millions 
Hierliug ! I'he new act haa saved about two millioos a 
rear to the rate payers ; hut while it ha« done this, it 
liae proportionally iucreused the presure of pu\'erty, 
Hnd added to the causes of euffcring and diacuuteut 
Hiuoug the labooriuj; population. 

Now there can be no reason to snppose that that in 
altogether an inevitable condition of society, which 
condemns 80 lai^e a portion of the people to hopeJeas 
toil and suffering. It may be impos^ble altogether lo 
eradicate poverty : for "the poor," it is said, "you 
h»ve always with you." But it Is nut impossible to> 
alter aud' amend . tho»e social conditions and armngc- 
mcuts, which as they are, in bo many cases render ex- 
istence a mere hopetes:! struggle with poverty, toil, and 
hardship. N'o one will Hffirm thut the welfare of so- 
ciety requires thut a large portion of. its inhahitauta 
should be condemned to' slavery for behoof of the other 
' ) onion of it. Nor can thai country assume to itself the 
(.-baracter of either souudueds iu its social arrangemeniH 
or political iusiiiutious, where the proper share of the 
elements of physical happiuess are absolutely denied, 
to their very oreatore and proilueers. * • • " ■ 

It u,'tOB»y the least of it, an iwoahiritl state of ^- 
ciety, wbere those who have tied tip sd much of the 
property of the eoantry in the iiaads of a da«*, ahonld- 
make that very propertj- a meam of oppression find* in- 
juslice to their fellow -men. Itissnrely enough tlukf Ihey' 
ha\'.e monopolised iu their own families (hegreater part 
of what i!>, in truth, thM immmon properly of the haman 
raiv, withont exercising the inflnrace which sncli 
"heteditarj" wealth gives them^ still forth er to tax 
and extort from the hard-earned Vagea of the indue- 
trions poor, it is surely enough that tbey afe. allowed 
lo feast on the spoils hoarded up through diut of entail' 
laws, corn-laws, primograitary-'lawA, and the pentiion- 
ing of their off-<priug on the people, without still fur- 
ther insisting on having their lingers in every poor 
man's locker and bread baflket 

We should err, however, did we assert that tli^^o- 
ci^ derangement to which we allude, ia to be referred 
merely to tho present possessors of properly. It is leM 
their tault than the tttult oX a system. We do not 
prefer any charge at^inst them fnrther than aatbey 
miM' adopt the crime by opponng justice . It ia always 
difficult to aeparnte the oonsideraiion of individuals 
from those institutions of which they are the creaturea ; 
more e-^peciaily when we tiud HnckiudividuaU lei<L;ued 



together for purpose of extortion, and for the perpetna- 
tion of injustice. •••••»••*•• 
The necessity for a clmoge in the political and social 
arrangementa of society becomes every day more snd 
more numineiit. TLe timely adoption of real reformn, 
which shall diminish the pressure of taxation, at the 
saviK time thut new chaimels of induslry are opened nji, 
can alone asert a perilous crisis In the affairs of ll.ia 
country, which may otherwise lead to anarchy or revo- 
lution. There is aomctbiug fearfully rotten iu a elnw, 
when its aged labourers, whose best days have been 
spent iu adding to the wealth of society, have to be 
pent up at last to die in workhouses— when workmen 
have to steal for food, and artisans and (heir families 
are oft-times compelled to beg from door to door for 
bread — where the mouldy morsel is wrung from Ihe 
famished peasant, and his own son ia drilled againiit 
if he shonid demand it back— where the instmcliou 
of youth ix neglected, aud the moral and religious 
■ainiug of Ihe population is left to "hireling woU-es, 
hose gospel is their maw;" bnt where, on the other 
hand, the resources of the country are lavished upon 
Is and the parasites that frequent them — upon 
titled knaves and surpliced hirelings, while the poor 
(hemsclves, with their own wants but half supplied, are 
ipclled to support the very fraud that oppresses

be effected ; aad aecond, by the equally gaaaal diapoaitiou ondidly

In bet it uxaii lo ua that theu tvo mnuurea nmat be 
unitoJ in order to mwrc full eflkienc; to cither, ond it !■ much to be 
regrclled that*, union cnnnot bo effected between Iwo pnrtici — power- 
ful «nd infliKOliftl, who are now ndiocnting theu meuurei. Mr. 
\Vy>r may be eonddiTcd the otgnn of the ediicaiional pony, and Mr. 
ftliarnum Craivfiird that of ihc cconotaieaL 

W't lave already tufficiently alluded on mrioui Dctationa to the 
pliuia of the forniBf |Mr1y, and iIibII gire aor readen Hine idea of the 
biter, who arc, at the pment moiuenr, vlgoroutl/ cndeaToniing to 
bring their plant into operation in varioui peril of the kingdom. 

Tlie itwe of «ciai-»tarvaIion and nbiolute pouperiun in which the 
mnu of the working popnlatio» are inToIied, hni forced upon theie 
partici the eoniidenition of remediet for aiieh a deplonble itatc of 
things. They pmpose the abolition of large liunii and the locMkni of 
the agricultural popubtion upon unall taraa, Tir^'ing from oiM lo fire 
•r Kven aCTCa ; tlie plan » generally known under tho naioe of the 
" nttotment aratani," and many tetlimoniet are oflered of iti aucceaaful 
working* by ita adiocatei.

into talented a mannerfrom thedeakaF VictotConmdcnuilin Jaeob- 
•trcet, Parit. Nerird^i'lcM we wilT do out betl to pretenl to our 
renden a* clear an outline oi we can of a lery confoied tyilem. 

It ii difficult to define the piecite Ttcwt of Foui 
Croitur. From lome Kniencet on the inlinito prodi 
hr boa been oiled a materialiil, , but this i> evidently a miitake. 
Pmirr eipreuly menliona (iod a* the apex of hit lyttem, and apeaki 
«f il ■■ A ipiril 1 but atthougb he allowa it to be ipiril, he doea not 
coaiider it to be eiduiively spiritual. He Mcnis to apnk <rf Ood 
and MsthJind the UnJTcne, a> forrning absolute and infinite beings 
which pOHCU the power of abtorbing and confounding tbemselres. 
In short, FoDrier held a ipccies of Paiitheism, a pbiloidphy which hoa 
■Iwayi been prevalent from the eaclieiit age* down to Ooethe, the 
f ixnt of German liteiatun'. The fonnulft of (he Sainl Simoniani wna 
not very disainilar. "Ood !■ all tliat he ii !" mid they. Avery 
copioiu niplanarinn, which reminds Qi ttrooglj of auodier, eqaally 
explicit, In the ilewish writings, where Ood is reported to have iaid

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Bol though Fonriet writes like a Pantheist when treatjng erptMsly 
•f Ood, yet when ho is treating of other lubjecu he incidentally dia- 
tinguisho the Cnotor from tha cnature, and qieaki of Ood as a telf- 
eiiiitEnt being t he even ncntkin* Chriilianily ** B &ith which haa 
directed us to Mund letigioiia notioua. Aeewding to F<Mrier, Ood 
aught to be our Gnt atudy, and il is by self examination and Ibe iCndy 
»f human nalnre that we are able lo diMover the lerelatjon of the 
isitiDOM which b* has implBDCed inu^i and it is by learning their 



application, thnr mility, and ibeit sanctity, that we can alone <Alaia 
the key which wiH reveal lo oni view the liitun deitiulaa of laao. 

Natare eon'uata of three grmt principle*, eternal and faideMnictible 
in their nature^ The Rest ia God, the second is matter, aV the third 
it juMice 01 nHtthemaliei. Il strikes us at lalher ctuicnis to it» 
jiulico linked ii-ilti mathemattn, but it is probable that the third prin- 
ciple of Fourier is somewhat analogoua to the , " ualurt of liiagt" 
which the Scotch philotophen talk to mitcfa about, or perii^is it lefen 
merely to the oiiivenal reUliona which all things have to each other. 
The cause of the genenl destiny of the nnivene ii to be finind in the 
Omtupotenct of Ood ; and the reaion or jsitificatiou of the [dan of 
the aniyenol destinies it to be band in iti justice at mathematics. 
Now the unltersul aiul divine wQI manifcibi itself by nnirertal 
attiaction, whether diii attraction fontitt Ai kanaa beiqga, or in ike 
animal cnatilin, or in inorganic bodiet. It is this uniienal ptindpla 
of attnction which iDceaeontly javdaeca, eompnaex, decompoio, and 
rceompoeo the nnivene. Fnnn thii unirnnl priaciplo leaalt* Bie 
morementi — the malerial moeeauHf, or the attiaction of matter dit- 
covorcd by Newton ; the oriToaie suKBHiejir, or the attraction which ia 
emblematical of the properties of subatanoca ; the iaiAicftci asore. 
mtfl, or the attnction of Ibe pasaimi and inMincti ; die onatafi: 
Moensaaf, or the altnetion of impondenble bodica ; and the tMwf 
asorMnat, or tha attnction «f maa towaida hi* tiilitre destinies. Fran 
tbit principle of aniTeml attraction ii gnientod an ■hhwioI omiI*^ 
resulting bom a mathematial law, which Fourier baa Bot very clearly 
explained. All the paitialit have theii analogy in nature, aa wtU ■■ 
all matter btna the amalleM attm U the ataii of baann. Ilioa tka 
luiHin of friaudahip enn be olculated by the propertiea of tlie drde ; 
those of lore can be talculated by the prapeitiea of ibo ^pua. 

The coamogmy of Fourier eontiunt the nme ngua dogniatitm, the 
tame pretenttona to lecond sight. The world ia deatlned to have > 
diintion of 86,000 yean, of which 40,000 will form the gcnwing or 
improving portion, and the remaining 40,000 the docieastng and decay- 
ing portion. The waitd haa to endnn 7,000 yean longer be&re it 
anivea at maRirily. Hitherto it has lenwined in the childi^ in*- 
tionality of infco^, bat shortly it wilt grow mta the healthy and 
vigoniis period of youth, then it will pngteaa to maturity, and when 
it baa airivod at ibe culminating point of pefftctioti, it w2I ccanraeBca 
a letrngnide movement towards decrepttnde and decay. Snili is the 
law of analogy — the world like man, like the animal »r tba Tegetable 
ereatioR, must be bom, must grow, davdope itaetf in matarrty, and 
then perish. All the porta of nntuie Mow the nme eoarsa, and the 
only difference is in die dnntion of their eiUlence^ At the cnatioti 
Ood made sixteen ap-ciea of the human race, nine of which wen 
planted on the ancient continent, and sereD in America ; but each sf 
the uileen qiecies wen alike nibjeetcd to the law af nnity and of 
nnivenal analogy. But when Ood twatBi tho waild, be naerad to 
himself the pown' of making fresh q«al;iona of iiriat kai^a, to b* 
derelqied ancceaaiTely in propstisn aa theaoifiwa.of thaeardibecan* 
fit lot Ibem. Attbou^ «ily one ocstiaii has Uthntt ^y i ai a J , Ood 
intenda to hare eighteen cnotiona in all ; thai ia, aavanteen cnatko* 
lo be dcTeloped luecesnTdy after the praanl cnation. Tban wtm- 
lem fatnifl cteationa are watting for the tima wlwB &e eaith wiU be 
mora At for their wcap t lon tban al preanit, IBd wbm honmiy lAaH 
t^e the phuM of discoid. In these dayi Abb will etdlitale tba eaith 
apto tha SOtb paialklt of latitnde, and onofe giorei will flooriihai 
Hgh op aa SitJcria. A nmtfaen ctown, limfUr to tha bnnlifal ling 
leircItBg the Dib af-Salara, wfll fix itNlf armnd thsnoitheni po!«t 
id will diMoln ita Icebeip and Tender III fttwmMUWTigable.

Courier believed that hi" pliiloi«ipky would tcrtniiily "iipcricde all 
other lyitcnu, tud b'us tiieivfurc di'IPnuimil ihul it ulioald be a com- 
jilele phUotophy. AVhencvvr np.iiunn- or nsMHi Ekiled tijm, lie 
invented from hi* laney uny ibiiig, lii>vn.'VcT absurd, iii prelcreticc to 
leaving the udijeet uiitain-lii'd, niiit it i> tliin infinuily of Fourii<r%i 
which h>* coiiliiliuted bi \viid,i-ii llie reipcel uitd allmiiuii which 
would otbcru'iw hiic liccti paid (u ihi; more feaulile purl* of h'u 

In the department of Pjych.iln^y, FouriiT, as u-.i«al, profiian lo hr 
intimately acquainted with the whole eubjcct. lie believe* id llic 
immortality of the »nl, and alio In the iDinioitality of nutter, or, at 
Icait, in the infiDite reproduction of nuiltrr. The aooli of men ciiJitcd 
long before their birth, juit a* they will exist long aftci their death. 
But the uulj ore aiwayi tasting of nuilenoi enjoyment* ; tbey are 
noTOt uolaled from Uie human body, but when a human being die*, 
hi* M>ul ii inmedialel}' tnnifenrd lo Mmc other human body. During | 
tba endilenos of the nnivene, each uul will change from thi* planet to 
■ome other pbuiet SID liam ; that i*, it uill give extncnce to 16-2(1 
bmuan beingi. Ont of the 90,000 yean, which ii the limit of the 
dnntiDii of the tmiveiie, each huI, in it* different change*, from one 
planet to another, will ipend 27,000 yean in thij planet, luid 53,000 
year* in tome other planet, Ai to the planet* Ihcmselvc*, they 
poueu •Olds which never die, but which interchange in *uch a manner 
a* to grow in happineau, and to develops thcnuclve* during many 
thouiBud milUoni of yean. 

If Poorier had pmclaimed noting mora important than Iheu 
[innpoui and rapid aaaeitioni, incapBhlc of prooti and too cidtculoni 
for MrioDi refutation, hi* coontrymcn would never have given heed to 
bi* prophecie*. Fonrier knew thii, and when ho diicoTered the 
repugnance of hii diiciplci to liiten to hit romantic reverie*, he wrote 
the foUowing line*:— 

■ But of what importance ure theie Kicnee* ? they are merely the 
the one prinripal affair, which ii the art of oi^uiiii]g 
ig indaatry, u a* to yield a qudruple pradnetion — good 
manner* — the harmony of the rich, the middle, and the poorer 
Haiiaei — ao aUiviaD of all party ifuarrel* — the ceoation uf plagnei and 
epidenict— alio of lociBl and political levohrtiona, oad of 1i*cal porertv 
and llie eatabli^imont of unireiaal uoity. 

" The cti^ ihould leeollect that they denonnce thcniiclTea when 
^y attack me on account of tbtte new tdeace* of Coamoggny, 
Piychology, and Analogy, for theae have no neceaauy connection 
with the tbecvy of iha eombinalion of indnitry. Even if it were tme 
thai tbete naw ideiKea wen proved &1**, it iroold (till be equally 
certain that I am the fint and the only one who ha* given an 
expoaitiou of the pla> far aiw>daliDg the element* of aociety ; of 
qudinpHog pmdaclian ; and for Mnploying the purioni, the characten, 
a&d the inidnct* of men, nch a* nature hodi given them. Thit i« the 
Dtily point upon which we ihonld Ex oar attention, and not on the 
new aciencH, which are not yet proved, but only announced. 
Strange, indeed, would ba dn deapetiiifi Whibh Aoidd condemn all 
the prodactiea* of an uutfcer, beeauie tmt bf then tfe defective !

- Before that (letpstable trade v»- eMsiWUlied, wl.icb 
has flourixbed so huf on tbe cooj'Is oI' Alrim, ,-',riliztti 
uatiuTia were voiit to obuiutLeirluboiireiabj- predatory 
irroplioni) into libigUbouring Slates. UuUxppy wrettLes, 
(haa drai^etl fruin llieir native litiiO, were tisiwill/

3Derors, or the chaise of maintaining the elavea became 
ifheult or unprofitable, their countrymen were allowed 
to redeem them, or they were employed to eouquer 
and expel other tribes, aud to seize tbeir territory for 
the nse of their own maBfera. Exploits of this kind 
were commonly attended with great (oil and dunger ; 
on which account the Ooda were sure lo come in for 
tbeir fiill share of activity, nnd generally laid claim to 
A fair proportion of the epoila. In the great records 
of Herodotna, Livy, Plutarch, &c., as well as in the 
half-fabulons biatoriea of Homer, Appollouina, Virgil, 
&c., the glory ascribed to the immortal gods de|>rives 
the feats of the heroes of the best part of their lustre. 



issued oat of Egjlrt and settled on the coasts of the 
Mediteranean, or in the Inlands of the Ionian and 
Adrialic seas. Most of these adventurers, on well ttn 
the children of Israel, seem to have been ashnmed of 
their first captivity, and like them, invented wonderful 
tales, to conceal the means by which they first csme 
into Egypt, and still more wonderful, to account for 
tbeir escape from tbence. Their deliverance was 
attended by similar divine aid, encouraged by similar 
promises of endless fame and prosperity, and nearly all 
of them fell, in like manner, under the successive domi- 
nation of the Assyrians, Greeks, Romans, and Turk». 
The only difference in tbetr fate appears to be tliis: that 
while the other captives became iucarporated. by mar- 
riage and other mestis of alliance with the nations 
among whom they were dispersed, many of the Jewit, 
on account of the exclative unsocial principles of tbeir 
religion, still remain a separate and distinct people. 

This peoiiliarity hus. been megnified into what is. 
tsalled a standi.vo miRaclr by the sHperstilious of 
modern limes ; because, s^ they, it so fully verifies the 
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denanctatioiiB recorded againDt the Jews b^ Mosee and 
the prophets, above two iboosand j'eani ago- 

With respect to those " deuunciations," it is of Bome 
importance to remark, that according to Eiuebtos " all 
the sacred Hebrew volumes were destroyed by the 
Chaldeans, at the time of the Babylonish captivity ; 
but were restored by Esdras, who previously to that 
disaster had committed the whole of them to memory ;" 
and all the commeotalors allow, that the first collection, 
or " Canon," of the Holy Scriptures was made by (Aw 
person ; and that he also made considerable emenda- 
tions or alterations in the original text. Now, as Es- 
dras was ooe of the persons selected to lead back the 
Jews, and to re-hdld their temple after the seventy years' 
captivity bad elapsed, what can be mdre reasonable than 
to suppose, that be, by and with the aid of bis colleagues, 
the prophets Jeremiah, Daniel, Ezeldel, Haggai, Zecha- 
ria, Nebemiah, Baruch, &c., would give snch expres- 
non to the received history and propheciea, as should 
inspire the liberated capdves with proper respect for 
priests and prophets; the previous history of the 
Jews (who had already mora than once been eonguered 
and tcaltered,) affording ahnndant materials for the 
theme of those denunciations? What renders this 
■aipicion probable is, that Esdras, according to 

acoonnt.wben talking with the angel . 

thirtieth year of the captivity, demands fhe reason why 
the chosen people of God are treated by him with 
greater rigour than the sinful Gentiles ? Now, if the 
denondations in question existed at that lime, either 
Holy Writ or in the memory of Esdras, why did 
Gsdras- puzzle the angel with so naeless a question " 
Nor let It be supposed that the holy office of thexe gee 
tlemca is a snfficient guarantee against the risk of sac 
profanatioD. We mu^t remember, that the Jewish 
annals were kept exclusively by the priests for their 
own exclusive purposes ; that they were not held by 
themselves in any thing like the same veneration they 
have ranee obtained ; and also, that expediency and 
vlilily might advance their claims in &vour of the 
presumed improvemenlt. Besides, the Jewish priest; 
had only just then begun to imbibe from their conquer- 
ors some fwnt ideas of/idure retpoTuibility ; and, con- 
sequently are not to be supposed as holding the prosti- 
; tutiou of history in that degree of abhorrence which 
has, in all ages, distinguished [heir Christian snccessors! 
Should these arguments be deemed inconclunve, eufli- 
cient reasons have already been given for the denunci- 
ations in Essay ix, page 741. 

With respect to the matter of fact, which is deemed 
BO extraordinary, — namely, that many still profess the 
ancient religion of the Jews, notwithstanding the per- 
secutions its votaries have endured from the Christians 
and Turks. In the first place, the Christians and 
Turks ought to have learned tram their own experience, 
that periecuiion, unless it amount to extermination, is 
not the properiustrumeatforcorrectiug wrong opinions; 
and in ihe second place, we ought to remember, that 
the Jewish religion, is the ordinal stock, of which the 
Cbriittian and Mahometan are only branches ; that it is 
at least as reasonable as either of the other, and jud^g 
from the condition of its professors appear to be nearly 
as profiiaBle ! for what in reaUty is the present condi- 
tion of the Jews ? Is it at all inferior in point of 
security, wealth or importance to their most palmy state 



of prosperity in the Holy Land, cooped within whoM 
narrow limits, like pikes in a fish pond, Ihey were forced 
to devour one another, for want of better prey ? It i» 
true the Jews as well as other people have had to en- 
dure a great deal of injustice, oppression, and cruelty 
from the nations in which they sought refuge, or 
amongst whom they were sold as slaves — but these 
sufferings often befel them in consequence of their in- 
curable propensity for hoarding, no wealth having been 
able to satisfy, nor any extortion to eradicate, that in- 
satiable craving derived from their ancestor Jacob, and 
constantly inculcated by their teachers and guides. Bn( 
then the Jews have reiAliated those injuries by inocula- 
ting their oppressors with their own sordid passions : 
inasmuch that if some of the nations which profess 
Christianity, would but have the modesty to call them- 
selves Jews, their appellation would accord much better 
with their practices than it does at present ! It is only 
in this sense that the promise made to Abraham that 
his posterity shotdd become "a great nation" can be 
understood as having been fully realized ; — but, tn thii 
teme, it is capable of even l(^;ical proof, as thus : — 

Some of the greatest nations prnfeu Christianity ; 

Many profested Chriatiaue are real Jews : 

Eiyo — The Jews have become a. great Nation. 

It would be an endless task to follow the Hebrew 
annab through their voluminous detail of prodigies and 
massacres. The patron-deity of this credulous race, 
like the god of every other ancient nation, was an im- 
plement employed by the priests to astast the designs of 
the rulers ! While these two functions were united, 
things, in heaven, went on pretty smoothly — but when 
the people, in the vmn hope of easing their galled 
shoulders, adopted two tyrants instead of one, and their 
kings had the impudence to act without consulting the 
oracle — heaven and earth was soon in an uproar, and 
their deity so much embarrased by the opposing in- 
trigues of his prophets, that he hardly knew which way 
to turn without exciting complaints and murmura." 
To'day he favoured one invader ; to-morrow another. 
Now created sovereigns, expressly to chastise his fa- 
vourites, and tiien destroyed those sovereignsi" for exe- 
cuting bis commands, and in short, deported himself in

THE AMERICAN SHAKERS. 

In Captun ISarrjaa't neir book m America, we find the fiJlowing 
dnciiplion of ■ Tuit to thoe lingolar people. It n Inncntable Id 
witnen fuuEkiim making nich Iibtdc witli the pfajncaii intdlectmil, 
aad monl kapfHiieie of b people u well utuaCed io ropect to weallh, 
•Bd whOfo ecDDOmia are » perfect ud ntJoniL The« wngukritieB 
lepel, and natonllf w, reflecting panone from the eamination of the 
[oiDciplea tad polit}' \ij irfaich their luperabniiduit wealth ii produced. 

I went ont to see the Shakers at Xiskajuna. So 
much has already been said about their tenets, that I 
shall not repeat them, further than to obiterve that all 
thdr jifoods are common, and that, although the sexes 
mix together, they profess the vows of celibacy and 
chastity. Their lands are in excellent order, and they 
are said to be very rich. We were admitted into a 
long room on the ground floor, vhere the Shakers were 
seated on forms, the men opposite the women, and 
apart from each other. The men were in their waist- 
coats and shirt sleeves, twiddling their thumbs, and 
looking awfully puritanical. The women were attired 
in dresses of very light striped cotton, which hung 
about them like fall dressing gowns, and concealed all 
shape and proportions. A plain mob cap on their heads, 
ftnd a thick muslin handkerchief in many folds over 
their shoulders, completed their attire. They each held 
in their hands a pocket &uidkerehief as large as a towel, 
and ot almost the same substance. Bnt the appear- 
ance of the women was melandioly and nnnatum ; I 
■ay nunatural, because it required to be accounted for. 
They had all the advantages of exercise and labooir in 
the open au-, and good food and gooi clothing ; they 
were not overworked, for they are not required to wore 
more than they please ; end yet, there was something 
so pallid, so unearthly in thdr complexions, that it 
gave you the ides that they had heen taken from their 
coffins a few hours after tJieir decease : not a hue of 
health, not a vestige of ooloor, in any cheek or lip ; — 
one cadaverous yeuow tiiigcprevuled. And yet, there 
were to be seen many &ces very beantifnl, as &r as 
regarded outline ; but they were the features of the 
beantifhl in death. The men, on the contrary, were 
ruddy, strong, and vigorous. Why, then, this differ- 
ence between the aeves, where they each performed the 
same duties, where none were taxed beyond their 
strength, and all were fed and clothed ? Alter a silence 
of ten minutes, one of the men of the community, evi- 
dently a coarse, illiterate person, rose and addrrased a 
few words to the spectators, requesting Ibem not to 
la«gh at what they saw, bnt to bdtave themselves 
properly, &c., and tnen sat down. One of the leaders

then burst out into a hymn, to a jigging sort of tune, 
and all the others joined choms. Alter the hymn was 
Bang, they all rose, put away the forms on which they 
had been seated, and stood in lines, eight in a row, 
men and women separate, facing each other, and about 
ten feet apart ; the ranks of men being flanked by the 
boys, and those of the women by the girls. They 
commenced their dancing by advancing in rows, jnst 
about as ^ as profane people do in Peli when they 
dance quadrilles, and then retreated the same distance, 
all keeping regular time, and turning back to back 
every third advance. The movement was ratber quick, 
and they danced to their own singing of the following 
beautifia! compoation : — 

Law, law, de lawdel law, 
IdW, law, de law, 
Iaw, law, do lawdel law, 
Lawdel, lawdel, law. 

Keeping time also with the hands as well as feet, the 
former raised up to the chest, and hanging down like 
the fore-paws of a dancing bear. After a quarter of 
an hour they sat down again, and the women made 
use of their large towel pocket-handkerchiefs to wipe 
off the perspiration. Another hymn was sung, and 
then the same person addressed the spectators, request- 
ing them not to laugh, and enquiring if any of them 
felt a desire to be saved — adding, " not one of you, I 
don't think." He looked round at aU of us with the 
most inef&tble contempt, and then sat down ; and they 
sang another hymn, the burden of which was — 



which was a very comfortable delusion, at all events. 
They then rose again, pnt away the forma as before, 
and danced in another fashion. Instead oi I'ile it was 
grande ronde. About ten men and women stood in 
two lines in the cen^e of the room, as a vocal band of 
mumc ; while all the others, two and two, women first 
and men following, promenaded ronnd, with a short 
quick step, to the tune chaunted in the centre. As they 
weut round and round, shaking their paws up and down 
before them, the scene was very absurd, and I could 
have laughed had I not felt disgusted at such a degra* 
dation of rational and immortal beings. This dance 
lasted a long while, until the music turned to a croaking, 
and the perspiration was abundant ; they stopped at 
last, and then announced that their exercise was 
finished. I waited a little while after the main body 
had dispersed, to speak with one of the elders. " I 
will be with you directly," replied he, walking hestily 
away ; but he never came back. I never heard the 
principle upon which they dance. David danced before 
the ark : but it is to be presumed that David danced aa 
well as he sung. At least, he thought so ; for when 
his wife Mich^ laughed at him, be made her conduct 
a ground of divorce. Every community which worln 
in common, and is provided for in the mass, must 
become rich, especially when it bas no children to 
msintiun. It is like receiving a person's labour ia 
exchange for victuals and clothing only ; and this is 
all I cap perceive that can be said in &vonr of these 
people. Suffice it to say, I have a very bad opinion of 
them 1 and were 1 disposed to dilate upon the subject, 
I should feel no inclination to treat them with (he 
lenity shewn them by other travellers.

Une of the nio«t iutere«ting incidents connected with 
the voyagea of the Beagle, is that of some aborigiaal 
natives having been brought from T^terra del Fuego to 
this country by Captain FitzrQy on hia return from the 
lirat voyage ; and, after a course of education, or at leant 
M> much ae could be accomplished in ao ahort a time, 
being restored to their relatives in thrir native land, after 
an absence of three yearn, accompanied by a misrionary, 
with an abundant supply of such articles as was thonght 
suitable for the gradual cirilization of their cotintrjinen. 
Vie must refer to the volumes of Captaina King end 
Fitiroy, for the circumstances which placed these natives 
nuder the charge of the latter gentleman : they were four 
IB number, and thnr names end estJmated ages being

laimediately afler their arrival in England, they were 
placed bv Captaib'Fiwroy, at whose expenFe they were 
prtncipatly supported, after being vaccinated, in a quiet 
farm-houae. In November, Boat Memory having taken 
the small'pox, the Fuegians were sent to the Ro)'bI Hok- 
jntal at Plymonth, where Boat Memory unfortunau-ly 
died. Neither of the others being attacked — the vacci- 
nation hai-ing taken effect— they were ahorlly afterwards 
removed to the Infant School at Walthamituw, where 
they remained from December, 1830, till Oitolter, IfJ.H. 
Th-y were Uiere ta>iglu ]':ii^iKh, the plainer •niilii' "f 



At ("lod Success Bay, where they firft came in con- 
tact witli natives (nut the tribe of our Fncgiaiw), " It 
ITOB amusing and interecUng," snys ('uptiin Filxruy, 
" to ste their meeung with ^'ork and .lemniy, who would 
not acknowledge them as couutrymeii, but laughed nl and 
mocked them." 

Further on the coast, York Minster told Cap'aiu 
Fii/.roy that be would rather live with Jemmy Button in 
llie Tekeenica country than go to bis own people. This 
was a complete change in his ideas, which Cuptain Fitzroy 
was very glad of; because it might be far better that tlie 
three, York, Jemmy, and Fuegia, should settle together. 
He little thonght how deep a scheme maBt«r York had in 
contemplation T On paiaiing the Yacana country, tlie 
natives sceti iverc stated by Jemmy not to be liis iieople, 
who were very good and clean ; end York laughed 
heartily tit them, calling them large monkep. Fuegia 
was shocked and ashamed ; sbe liid herself, and would 
not look at tfaera a second lime. It was interesting to 
ohaerve the change which three jears only hud made in 
their ideas, and to notice how complelely they bed for- 
gotten the appearance and habits of their fornier a!*o- 
ciales; for it turned out that Jemmy's own tribe was as 
inferior in every way, es tlie wornt of those whom he and 
York called •' monkeys, dirty, fools, not men." 

Arrived at length at Jemmy's land, Wollyn, in Mur- 
ray's Narrow, which Captttin Fit/.niy desoiibe." as 
exceedingly beaulilul, resembling a scene in the South 
.Sea Island*, Irom the firnt natives that were sera Jemmy 
heard of his mothers and brothers, hut found thnt hie 
father was dead — a (Hit of which he wan singularly 
enough several monlht previously convinced ihruu^ih a 
dream which he had cuniiuunicHled. Poor Jemmy looked 
verj' grave and m)>terious at llii' iieiis, hut showed no 
other symptom of norriiw. He reminded bis F.llgli^h 
friends of liiij dream, and iheti went lor vome grei-n 
branches, which he humeri, watihing ttiom wiih « H'li-niu 
look; after which he talked nnd Isii-jbed as ukuhI, iipver 
once, of hia own accord, recurring (o the mhje.-t of his 
falher'x decease. NoiniibktaniUiifi his ridicule of the 
fornier natives, liis own [H-ople were ttnind as ahjeel and 
degraded in iheir oiiiwiird aj^uraitcp, iiy any furi-ij.-nwu 
that had heeii -een. Il was here found lb.it llemn.y hsd 
;ilmofil ll'ririi'ien his nstive lanf:iini(f. and ihsl VmU, 
Hithouv'li l-.-1r,„.M,.-' I.. :,:,.'\\,.r trill.-.' '.-.;.. rr.tlirr il..' I,' t 
interpiru-r. 
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At Ust Jemmy's family approached io a canoe. 
" When it arrived," eays Captain Firzroy, " instead of 
an eager meeting, there was a cautions circumspection 
which aatonished us. Jemmy walked a'.owly to meet the 
party, conriBting of his mother, iwo sisters, and four 
brotbera. The old woman hardly looked at him before 
she hastened away to Bccnre her canoe and hide her pro- 
perty, all ahe possessed — a basket containing tinder, lire- 
stone, paint, &c., and a bundle of fish. The girls ran 
off with her without even looking at Jemmy ; and tUe 
brothers (a man and three boys) stood still, stared, walked 
up to Jemmy, and all round him, without uttering a word. 
Animals when they meet show far more 
anxiety than was displayed at this mee^ng. . 
evidently much mortified ; and to add to his 
and disappointment, as well as my own, he was 
talk to his brothers, except hy broken sentences, in which 
English predominated. After a few minutes had elapsed, 
his elder brother begun to talk to him ; but although 
Jemmy understood what was said, he could not reply 
York and Fuegia were able to onderstdnd some words 
but conld not or did not choose to epeak." Jemmy 

fassed the firstevening on shore with his mother and 
rothcrs, in their wigwam, but returned on board to 
sleep; and York and Fuegin went abont among the 
natives, wh» the next day made wigwams, one for Mr. 
Mathews, the yonng missionary, one for Jemmy, and 
another Tor York and Fuegia, who had decided 
becombg man and wife. 

A small plot of ground was selected near the wigwi 
(or a ^garden, in which various vegetables were planted 
and sowed. Jemmy clothed his family with old clolhi 
received from his English friends, and presented them c 
board. His eldest brother. Tommy Button, was dii 
covered to be a "doctor," and held in high estimation 
among his tribe for conjuring and doctoring. On the 
third da.^ after their arrival Jemmy's patoma] uncle 
visited him ; and many strimgers came, who Jemmy said 
were bad people, " no friends, ' and who continued ko to 
increase that his mothers and brothers had no longer any 
iofloence over the majoritj-. 

In the evening, Mattheivs, Jemmy, York, and Fnegia, 
went to their new wigwams. The most valuable of 
Matthew's articles were deposited in a box, and bid in 
the gronnd nndemeath the wigwam, where fire coald not 
reach. He continued steady to his purpose, and was as 
willing as ever for a trial. The Beagle then left their 
new colony for the night. Being exceedingly aimiouB 
abont Mathews, boats were sent in the neyt, day, when 
Captain Fitzroy ascertained that nothing. had occurred 
to damp his spirits, or in any way check his inclination 
for his attempt, A longer absence was then determined 
OD, and afler a crnise of nine days the Beagle again 
returned to Woollya. On approaching the shore, parties 
of natives wore seen ornamented with rags of English 
clothing, evidently the last remnants of the new comer's 
■tock, Mathews, Jemmy, and York, however, appeared 
dressed as nsnal. The former gave a very bad ucconnt 
of the prospect before him, and did not think himaelf 
safe among snch savages. No actual violence had heen 
committed, beyond holding down his head by force, as if 
in contempt of his strength ; but he had been harshly 
threatened by several of the men. Dnring the last few 
dsya he had been altogether occupied in watching his 
property. Three do]'s after the departure of the Beagle,

several canoes full of strougers to Jemmy's family 
arrived, who robbed Mathews incessantly, threatening 
him, pulling bis hair, pushing bim about and making faces 
at him. His only partisans were the women, who treated 
him kindly. Fortunately the most valuable of his things 
were hidden nndcrground, or overhead, unsuspected by the 
natives. York and Fuegia had fared very well ; theylost 
nothing ; but Jemmy bad been sadly plundered, even by 
his own family.

York was engnged in buildiug a ( 

for him for that purpose. Jemmy wan also engaged in 
hollowing out a canoe from the trunk of a large tree. 
The garden had been left uninjured since its repair, and 
vegetables were sprouting. Strangers, however, had 
been there, with whom they had had " very much jaw," 
and a fight, throwing " great many stone." They bad 
stolen two women. Jemmy's party stealing one of theirs 
in exchange. Jemmy's mother was decently clothed. 
Finding that they were apparently contented and happy. 
Captain Fitzroy left them, with rather sanguine hopes of 
their effecting among tlieir countrymen some change for 
the better. 

Twelve months now elapsed before the Beagle reviwted 
WoUya, The wigwams of York, Jemmy, and Fnegia, 
were found empty, seeming to have been deserted many 
months, and not a living soul was any where visible. 
After an anxious hour or two, three canoes were seen in 
the ofiing, paddling hastily to the vessel. Through the 
glass, two natives were seen washing their faces, and in 
a few moments one was recognised as Tommy Button, 
Jemmy's brother.

York and Faegia, it appeared, hail )efc » 
before the arriral of tie Beaglp, and trent 
canoe to their own conntry. The lust act of thi 
n:ng fellow was, to rob poor Jemmy of all his clothes 
Dearly all the toola of which hix Tekeenica " (Hectls' 
had not deprived him, and various other Decessaries 
Fnegia was dreesed as OEual, and looking well when they 
decamped : her helpmate was also well clothed, and had 
hardly lost any thing left with him. Jemmy said, " York 
very much jaw," "pick up big stones," " all men afraid." 
Foegia seemed, to be very happy, and quite contented 
with her lot. Jemmy assened, that she helped to 
" catch (steal) his clothes" while he was asleep, the night 
before York left him naked. 

Not loDg after the departure of the Beagle in the 
former year, the Oenemen (a tribe of Tekcenica, living 
beyond the moantains on the north-side of the Beagle 
channel), came in numbers, overland, to Woollya ; 
obliged Jemmy's tribe to escape lo the small island, and 
carried off every valnable which his party had not lime 
to remove, lliey had, doubtless, heard of the newly- 
acquired property there, and hastened to teize upon it like 
other " bordereiB." Until that time, York had appeared 
to be settled and quite at ease ; but he had been employed 
about a snpiciously large canoe, just finished when the 
inroad was made. Ue saved his canoe, in which indeed 
he escaped from the marauders, and aflerwards iudaced 
Jemmy and his family to accoropany him and '* look at 
his land.'' They went together in four can oea (York's 
large one and three others) as far west as Devil's IslanH, 
at the junctions of the north-west and south-west arms of 
the Beagle channel, where th-y met York's brother and 
some others of the Alikhoolip tribe : and while Jemmy 
was asleep, all the Alikhoolip party stole off, taking 
nearlyaUJenmy's things, and leaving him in his origi- 
nal condiUoD. Captain Fitzroy feels quite sure, that 
from the time of York changing his mind, and desiring 
to be placed at Woollya, he meditated this robbery. 
Since this last depredation. Jemmy and his people had 
abandoned Woollya for his own idand. 

Thus ended Captain Fitiroy's hamane attempt at 
civilizing Tierra del Fuego ! It was, however, generally 
remarked, that Jemmy's lamily were become conmderably 
more humaiuzed than any savages that had been seen in 
the country — that the 6rst step towards civilization had 
been made. " I cannot," says Captain Filzroy, "help 
hopng that some benefit, however slight, may result from 
the intercourse of these peoide. Jemmy, York, and 
Foepa, with other natives of 'rieira del Fuego. Per- 
baw a shipwrecked seaman may hereafter receive help 
and kind treatment from Jemmy Button's children : 
prompted, as they can hardly fail to be, by the traditions 
the will have heard of men of other lands : and by an 
idea, howei-er faint, of thar duty to God as well as to 
their neighbour."

Nov wo an not 
deiiroui of holding bad, or unsound oi untenable opiaioni upon any 
inhjecl whatever, for we are deeply impteued with the idea that error

We therefore pnsent theae propnuiiona ns rood at the ditcuuion 
alluded to. They rontoiu the pith' of our vicwi upon the qucUlon of 
Trade, both foreign and domcalic ; and are baaed, wc conaciciilionaly 
beliere, on truth, dcmonitrutcd to be luch both by abiUact rvatoniug 

Tbo ai;gnmcnta by which the odvocalci of a repni meet theM pro- 
poiitioni, teem to u* to fall &r wide of thnr mark. They are wdl 
enough when applied lo a tupportec of monopoly and abuac ; but 
totally innpplkaUe to thoic who take their itand on higher ground, 
and whooe viewB reocli £pr beyond their own. 

We are fully convinced of the iniquity and the cvili of the Corn- 
Laws ; but we contend that Ihey are cffcda of other greater iniquitiet 
and erili ; and, in accordance with our phiiOBophy, which alwaya «nu 
at the lemoial of canica initced of battling with cffecta, we deiire 
to cut off the evil at iu Kouroe. The Repealera teaemble the Dann ; 
and prefer the pleaiant Inboor of ponring water incaaantly into the 
tub with a bottom like a leive. We prefer getting a aouud and whole 
bottom, and doing the thing well at once and for ever. 

Wc obaerre that the fifth of the following propoiiliona haa formed 
theobfect at attack by acvcral of the Anti-Corn I«w papers. Whj 
they ihould paae over the four preceding propoiitioEiB, from which it 
ia logically dedudble, and leare untouched tfaoie which follow, and ' 
are equally important and pertinent to Ilie luhject, ii not very dear ; 
we conjecture that they find them impregnable ; if io, the pop-gon* 
fired at number five are harmlcH. It ii 100 well protected both in 
front and b rear.

All lovers of fair play and free dis- 
cussion are dis^stetl with the outrageous conduct of 
himseifand his patron, the Rev. F. Close; and however 
they may differ from the Socialists in opinion, have 
come forward manfully to denounce the iuinsUce which 
they have snOered. It will, no doubt, add to the nimi- 
bers of the Branch. 

Chelsiu, October Ttb. — Mr. Edwards has fiuiah«d 
hie course of lectures here ; in which he established a 
mwn argument for our cause, vii. : " lliat the whole 
of the Social principles Tbut particularly that of cO' 
operation) are maintained in the Bible ;" not by select- 
ing single verses, or even chapters, but by expounding 
the general principles contained in one whole book, that 
of Ecclesiastes, purported to be written by Solomon, 
the wisest man in the world. (See Christians 'Calechisms.) 
There were a few irregul^ opponents ; the must cmm- 
[>etent of whom induced us to appoint a particular 
evening for a disCQseion between \fr. E. and himself; 
but at the appointed time the latter was " nan tU 
ijivenlur," that is " not to be/otM<^,-'' which tranBlattou 
I supply for the information especially of the absent 
gentleman. Another, instead of controverting the 
opinions of Solomon, applied himself most vigur<$usly'- 
to destroy bis good character, with a view to weaken 
his authority. Such was his eagemeis to accomplish 
this, that he even bepraised Mr. Owen as intinilely 
superior to Solomon ; notwithstanding that he was 
referred to t Kings, iii. R, 13: and by thns impugning 
the validity of his own main authority, as did 
also'bis discomfited colleague, by addQciiig one pait of 
the Bible to destroy another, they strongly reminded 
one of the man who sat on the branch of a tree, while 
he was most zealously sawing it away from the tmuk 
which alone supported it. Therefore, instead of the 
discusnon taking place, as had been agreed upon, Mr. 
Edwards delivered a lecture on the Rights of Iiaboiir, 
which subject he further elucidated in ndiscourse in the 
open air the following Smiday, (Oct. (!) ; when a most 
flagrant piece of injustice was practised against us by 
our opponents, the toi-duant Christians. Kear to the 
spot where our lecturer was speaking, evidently much 
to the satisfaction of the persons composing his audi- 
, an advocate of the Religico-Temperance caiise 
entertfuniiig his congregation ; but finding that 
the loudest pitch of his voice was inst^eient to draw 
away our friends, the following rvte was adopted, .

Campbell treated his subject, was calculated to remove 
any enoneons impresuona which the bise statements 
givtiQ in the Mermty might have made on the pnblio 
mind. The subject' of the second leclare was an ex- 
posure of the libels pat forth in the Rev. J. Barker's 
pamphlet, called the " Overthrow of Infidel Socialism." 
This had the tendency of calling forth a nnmber of 
R«v. gentlemen belonging to the sect of which Mr. 
Barker is a minister. At the close of the lecture Mr. 
Mills, one of the stationed minbters for this IHatrict 
arose, but not, he asid, for the purpose of defending 
Mr. Barker, as he considered that gentleman wej] 
qnalified to defend himself, but stated that he b.e4 
ma^e notes 09 the margin df the pamphlet near the 
paaeages which Mr. Cambell had selected, and wonld 
snbmit tbem to Mr Barker, as a tetter had been re- 
ceived from thiLt gentleman signifying that be had heard 
of the Bitfic\ mftde npon his pamphlet and character b^ 
the Socialiata in.the Potteries, «ia VFonld be overin tb» 
month of November, for the purpose of defending them. 
Mr. Campbell then read a letter conlnining propoaitioaK 
and terms on which be would meet Mr- Barker, wbich 
was hsjided over to his firieuds for the parpoee of for- 
warding to him, Mr. Ridley, the other stationed 
minister, then pat some qoeetions r^pectifig the mar- 
riage system, but without waiting for Mr. Campbell's 
reply, abruptly, with a nnmber o[ othersileft the meeting 
throwipg it into confosiov Bn4 disoi^er ; if their 
object was to destroy the efiecl i^l/eady produced 
in onr favour, it was completely defeated by thft 
prompt and energetio manner in wbich Mr, Glass 
{who ahly filled the chair on the occasion) censured 
such improper condnct, end sncceeded in restoring 
order, sAer which the meeting was closed in dne lonn. 
The third lecture was a review of the^^cial principles 
f-enenilly ; it was a powerful lecture ; and we rejoice ip ' 
having our principles so clearly and &irty laid before 
the public. Mr. Campbell has truly verified the char- 
acter given him by the Editor of the ikreury In point 
of zeal and sbilily. I can now st^te that each party 
is enwged in forming their committee, and only await 
Mr. Barker's answer, when preliminary arrangementr 
for the discnsdon wUl be immediately entered upon.

It was a master-piece 
of argument and fact. He defined Infidelity to be 
aufaithfulness to what we profesa; he then gave an 
history of the miseries wUch have been inflicted upon 
mankind in all ages of the world by rdigious intoler- 
ance, and proved ibat our views alone could remove 
All nncharitableaess from the world. Last evening Mr. 
Fam lectured on the Religion of the New Moral World 
tn an audience unequalled for numbers and respecta- 
Ulity in this place. The lecture was the best we re- 
member bearing him deliver. We have now formed a 
Community Society of ten members, which is a proof 
of our onward movemeut. Our friends much regret 
the removal of Mr. Fam, as the audiences progressively 
increaaed, and the interest excited has become of a per- 
manent character.

Sir, — I have jost returned from tbe teHure ol' Brindley 
ai vhe Com Exchange here. I Lave been much occub- 
tORied to Bllend lecinraj upivards of fuurteea years ; in- 
deed, I may say 1 have heard nearly nil Ihc great and 
Utile men of ihU coontry.

The difference 
reinlta entirely tiom the mode of applying these elements of wealth 
and pcospeiily. 

In a future arUde we ahall shew the Innefiti which would arise 
tram (lie junction of the Economical and BUncational nfunneis, and 
which each would thereby mutually receive ; and their power for 
immediately demonitrating the benefits of their reepective plana, to 
the aatiibctiaD of the motl bijp>lteil opponent. 

ON THE EXISTENCE OF MORAL EVIL, 
AND ON THE INFLUENCE OF THOSE CIRCUM- 
STANCES WHICH AKB PLACED WITHIN THS 
CONTROL OF SOCIETY. 

KS9AY XV. 

In the progress of tlui enquiry, we come Dext to tbe 
coosidenitioa of au important question. Thii ia not 
w mituj vill represent it, " whetLer men ought to be- 
lieve 1^ wordqf'God," for on this point, it ia preBum^d, 
no ^EFerence of opiuiou cun poiiUily exist ;* bnt 
whether oertain mirsiculous aucoimls, and mj'sterious 
doctrinea, be indeed the best known meftna for prevent- 
ing moral evil — or nothing but fradulent schenes to 
beguile tbe ignorant, and defraud the simple ? Tki$ i» 
the question we propose to examine. 

Persons who argne in favour of supernatural demon- 
■tratioiu, endeavour to persuade as, that tbe proof of 
their autheaticity rests on the same kind of evidence as 
is deemed sufficient with respect to any other extraordi- 
narj* bet ; but is it not infinitelt' more probable thai 
' all baman testimony — whether verbal or written, should 
be false ; than, that " the father of light, with whom," 
as we are told, " is no variableness, nor shadow of 
tDraing" eboald, in order to convince the feeble fugitive 



,l/ii«, disturb the hurmouj' of those Ptenuil laws which 
austaiu the whole Tabrio of the univenie? 

We kaow bj- cxp^rieuce, whrtiever thence is derived, 
mn-it bear the slump of iuliuiie wisdom so plainly iiii- 
presiwd, as ut ouce lo disliiigmsb it from every couoter- 
I'eit, No riiasonHble being can hesitate to acknowledjie 
ila diviue origin without doing some violeuco to the 
liigheat faculties of our nature — and could it be sup- 
posed, that the source of iuteliectuHl power vouchsafes 
to instruct the children of lunn by supernatural moans, 
it would not only be reHsouable but revereutial to be- 
lieve, that this would be done in *«pA a way, as to defy 
all imitatiou aud dissipate all dimbi, so that no more 
question could urise hs to the x'ulidily ol' a miracle, or 
of the source from whence it proceeded, thau now takes 
plaice as to the origin of tbe earth, the suu, and the 
constellations! Ou the contrary, many epochs are 
fouud in ihe history of past age", during wluch it whs 
fasluimable with the inmiorlals, or at least with ihfir 
earthly represeniHtives, to strive to outdo one unolht-r 
in marvellous rep recent alinus ! One of these epochs 
happens to coincide with the origin of Christiuiiiiy, and 
though on tins occasion, as well as ou many others, 
"Aaron's serptnt swallowed up the rest," that i.*, 
thou.^b the evideuce of supematurdl power displayed 
on the part of the Pagan Dcilks was caiefuily suppi'CS- 
sed by Christian zeiil and piety, enough still remains 
in each writers as Plutarch, Livy, Josephus, and Taci- 
tus to satisfy iroierate appetites, not to mention the 
traces which bave been ailoned to remain in the sneer- 
ing libels of such profane wits as Lucretius, Horace, 
Juvenal, &:c., nor wholly disregarding those indubitable 
portents sent to foretel the death of Julius Ccesar, about 
forty years before the birth of Christ : for when omens 
and prodif^es have reference to conquerors or kings, 
inferior mortals ought to treat them with inspect, no 
matter by whom they are sent! Virgil informs ns, ibat 
mentioned above.

" Earth, aii and acaa \tith prodigiea were aigned.

We learn indeed from still higher authority, thai so 
great in those days was the imbecility of the buinaa 
mind - or so much were men accustomed to be deluded 
by pr ended exhibiliona of supematuml agency, that 
" unless they saw signs and wondera they would not 
believe." 

It would perhaps be as diflicnU now to detennins 
what was Ihe nature of the real Irehsautione which at- 
tmded the birth and progress of oiir holy faith as it 
would be to ascertain what were the real deigns of iis 
founder, or the genuine doclrines taught by kimtelf tp 
his disciples. Modem pastors of the various Christian 
sects have proved to the imtiafaclion, at least, of their 
own flocks, that many passages in Ihe gospels have been 
either interpolated or so much adulterated as lairly to 
' contradict other passages contained in the same account ; 
and we cannot deny that many cootradictory notions, 
professed to be thence derived, as (rom their ordinal 
Bonrce^ were current iu OiSermt ].'Hris of Ihe world 
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many ages' unterior to the commencement of Chrinti- 
uiilj. For example, the doctrine of a Trinue-Ood, 
BO difierent from the God of Mosen, and alw the doc- 
trine of the incarnation, existed in India before the 
time of Alexander, and may have been introduced, hy 
means of hia conqnests into (hose provinces of Asia, 
which ^ervarda felt under the Roman dominion. 

The reanrrection of the dead was acknowledged by 
the Egyptians ; the re-nnion of Bonl and body by the 
Fereians ; and the separate existence of the soul in a 
rtftte quite independent of the body, was held by the 
Greelu, aa early, at lesat, aa the time of Homer, and 
forms a prominent feature in the philosophy of Plato. 

The expiation of sins by alma-giving and charity wbb 
taught by Pythagoras; the shedding of innocent blood, 
as a menns of propitialion, was practised by the Ammo- 
nites, Moabites, Phceuicisna, and even by the Hebrews, 
as appeara from the examples of Abraham, Jeplha, 
Ahaz, and others ; and was, no doubt, the relic of some 
barbarons nsage, practiced in the times of ancient Can- 
nibalism. 

The fall of man, the malignity of the evil Spirit, (he 
«gency of angels, (be destruction of the world by tire, 
tbs day of jiKigment, and the state of final retribution, 
were, as before shewn, taught by Zoroaster to the 
Chaldeans, in very ancient times. 

Now, the union of these discordant creeds, nnder 
the name of Christianity, has led some philosophers to 
affirm, that the reputed author of onr faith, like many 
of the Heathen deities, had only a nominal exutence 
b^g,~as theysuppose, "Ihe^noni/icaffonof asystem,' 
formed by the combination of various religions opinions 
dnring the last convulsions of the Hebrew nation' 
Ttus idea, however, may be deemed chimerical, inas- 
ranch as good reasons can be asidgned for their hetero- 
gennons mixture, which agree with the acknowMytd 
lacta of history, both saor^. and profane. 

It appears that the benevolent fonnder of Christianity, 
nnlike all other priests and prophets, detected in " the 
lovt of riches the root of all evil." So long as this 
fl«ne and' debasing passion maintained its dominion 
over human hearts, he knew that every generons impulse 
would be sacrificed to its gratification. 

To change the perverted current of human feeling; 
to revive the expiring flame of sympathy and love, it 
wu necessary to conuteraot this selfish and brutifying 
inclination: he, therefore, began his divine toissiou 
with appeals to the poor. It was among the credulous 
fishermen of the sea of Galblee, and the simple-hearted 
rustics who dwelt on its shores, be performed those 
wonderful cures and other acta of benignity, which 
gained him the affections and confidence of the mnlli- 
tndes, and qualified them, hy faith, to become recipients 
of hb miraculous deeds; but " when he came into his 
country be did not many mighty works tliere, because 
of th«r unWtp^.'' He next proceeded to Jemsalemj 
and essayed to terrify the rich from their evil habits, 
by revealing to their astonished minds the horrors of 
that eternal state in which » the worm dieth not, and 
the fire b not quenched ;" promimng to obtain, by his 
own medlslion, the reward of everlasting life for all 
who would love th^ neighbanr, and renounce their 
affection for Mammon. This reward, moreover, was 
offered not u a remote and uncertain coDtisgency, such 



it is now proposed to us, but as a change from mor- 
tality to immortality, which would take place iiumedi- 
ately; which was even " at their very doors ;" which 
would commence " before some who were present had 
taeled death," and be fully accompliiihed "before that 
generation had passed away." To the genuine disciple 
of Moses this proffered favour whs quite h ntw tpecit- 
taiiim, and, in a few iustunces, produced its iutcnded 
effect ; but to the Scribes and Pharisees it pppesied 
nothing more than the revival of an old doctrine, con- 
cerning which, the learned members of their sects had 
been cavilling and disputing ever since the captivity in 
Bsibylon ; during which their ancestors had acquired a 
little knowledge of these divine matters, by their inter- 
course with the angels or followers of ZoroaMer. (See 
2 Esdms und Daniel.J 

Whether it was owing to suspicions crested by tui« 
circumstance; to their mutual antipathies ; to their sor- 
did and inveterate habits ; or because ihey were " taught 
in dark parables, that seeing they might not fee, end 
hearing, they might not understand;" it is recorded 
that instead of accepting this inestimable boon, those 
conceited dispulante repaid ii* benevolent [^oposer with 
contempt and cnielty. X.

All we want ia a full and fair enquiiy ; and if tbey get that for Ua, 
even atthccoat of niisrcpreienlBtion, we ahall be right glad of the 
opporluaity of exposing the nnuundness of their principles, and the 
practical inhdulily of their proceedings. It would be well if th>. 
Protestant Aasodiitioii nould ponder deeply on the force of this sen- 
tence, which is to be found in their Mngaxine, p. 172; "The true 
spirit of Protestnniim is nopany, bitter, or hohtile ipirit."

To At EdUar of tkt iVeui Sforal fVorld. 

Sib, — We have been treateil triih s vi«U from Mr. 
Brindley here during the latter end of the last end tbe 
beginiuTig of tLe pmeut iveek. Tbis "great gnn" of 
the Birminglum ESodety for the Soppreaeion of Infidelity, 
of which he Miye be ie ibe AUtborieed Agent and Corres- 
ponding Secretary, (who knoirs this Society F) came here, 
flubed vith the reroembraacea of. alt bis triumphant 
wdoriet, to annibilaie, for ever, Socielisni iu Manchester, 
like another conqueror — " He came.beaaw" — but here 
tbe parallel ends. Brindley "cane, hw, and" — wan 
ttefialed ! Hie firat lecture was delivered in tbe Com 
Exchange, on Friday evening ; the Rev. G. L. Stone, 
A. M., in the chair, pathor of a Tract, with the motto, 
" No Ptace with Borne," written in reply to a very con- 
ciUatory aermon preached in one of the Roman CathoUc 
Cborchea in this town, by tbe Hon. and Rev. George 
Spencer. Owing to the unonviahle notoriety of the 
pedagogue, there waa mnch curioaity to aee and hear him ; 
the large room, which will bold from 2 to 3000 peraona, 
being aeneely crowded. For my own part, I obeyed the 
general altraction, and, of coarse, bad l/ie honour of being 
one of bin audience. I had expect«'d to find, from what 
1 bad preriouely read of his lectures, in the papers 
favourable to bim ; and also from what t had beard 
through impartial sources of bis proceedings— I had 
expected to find hini a wilful, reckless, and unprincipled 
debater ; but, certainly, 1 ako expected to lind, that aa 
daaaical teacher, tbe influence of a superior educatioi 
and hia presumed inlercoarae with tlie " respectable 
claases, bad given eene poliab to bia mannera — some 
re&nemept to his style of dictioo. But how grievously 
did I And my preconceptions of the man, in the latter 
respects, mistaken ; in the former, how much were tbey 
conflmied I Did you. Sir, ever see this Mr. Brindley — 
this selected and authorised Champion of the PrieathoodP 
benealb tbe fire of wboae eloquence the cause of SOCIAL- 
ISM IB to be ntterly burnt and withered up ; and beneath 
whose devastating march 'be Temples of the Votaries o 
Truth are to he r«ed irom the face of the land ? If yon' 
have not, I wiH tell you honestly what " measure of a 
roan" thia extraordinary iadiridual ia. A more mean 
and vulgar specimen of hnmnnity, in personal appearance, 
I bare seUom met; and hia language end manners, are in 
admirable keeping with tbe creature himself. He has 
that drawling nasal twang of the confirmed " Cockney," 
who has been raised and maCnrated in tbe classic purlieus 
of Spitalfields ; and the style of bia oratory is fashioned 
after the moat approved models of ibe merclianlt who 
Tend Tegetablea in the streets of the Metropolis. What 
may have been the habits oF bis early life, and until tbe 
present moment, I know not ; but I will do the clergy of 
the Church of England the justice to say, that be never 
could hare acquired in tbe society of sach of its members 
as thoM re«pectab!e miniatera who presided over his three 
meetingi here, and who surrounded him on the pli 
form— in anch sodety as theirs, be never conld ba 
acquired that habitual faroaliarity with the low ribald 
•lang of the coctermonger, with which he so plentifully 
adorned bis rhapsodical effssiona. Are you sure. Sir, 
that tbe account be gives of himself (for (rvra bis general 
hearing he is one whose veracity, in the most trivial 
matters I should doubt, udIcss supported hv other 



dence) — are you sure that he ever occupied the ofBce of 
a I'eacfaer of youth in an endowed Grammar School P 
I think there muac he some mistake in this matter ; for 
to me the thing appears itnpouible. You may remind 
me of the gross corniption and venality that so often 
i:iflaence such appointments ; but even with this present 
me, I cannot think it possible that any Patrons, 
FeolTeea, or whoever else may have bad ibe nominauou 
itment, could have braved decency to aucb an 
to induct to tbe office of a Master of a British 
mmar School, a man of soch coarse and un- 
seemly manners ; who, to my humblejudgment, appears 
so woefully destitute of all that bespeaks the GenUeman 
and Scholar. It ia true that many ungainly " Dominie 
Sampsons," as respects mere external or personal appear- 
ance, even in this particular, more vulgar than oar Hero, 
have been appointed to nield the Birch in such mstita- 
tions; but then they have possessed, or had the reputation 
of possessing, counterbalancing recommendations, in the 
shape ot superior scholastic attainments; but there is not 
an illiterate Justice of the Peace, or rural magnate in (he 
form of a country squire, that would not delect such » 
1 empiria at once, if be rested hia claim to such 
an appointment on tbe score of his scholarship. The 
Irish lacquey in the Play who atrove to palm himself on 
an ignorant father as the veritable and learned Doctor 
0' Toole, in order to be appointed to tbe office of Tutor 
to his son, for the sake of " Two hundred a year and the 
run of the kitchen," would stand a better chance of 
eluding expoanre, although not one whit was he anperior 
in impudence to the hero of the Birch and Ferula whom 
we have under tiotice. "The want of the /wminy," was 
the ruin of the Footman : ii is tbe want of the "laming" 
ibat makes roe doubt tbe truth of the story of the £X' 
Schoolmaster. 

To what dreadful straits must these same opponents of 
Socialism be reduced, when tbey have recourse to the 
employment of auch whipsters as this ! Not one of them 
having respectability of character and befitting talent, 
appear to have confidence in the resolt of a pubUc discoa- 
sion of tbe relative merits of the old and tbe proposed 
new systems of society ; conducted in a calm and credit- 
ble spirit of mutual forbearance and truthful investiga- 
ion ; but, on tbe contrary, tbey patronise men and 
prende at tbrir meetings, whom they must, with their 
notions of merit and demerit, inwardly despise. If tbey 
think we are placing men's souls in jeopardy, have they 
so contemptible a notion of the intellects of our bearers, 
a9 to suppose they are to be " snatched as brands from 
the burning," by the employment of men whose tactics 
and reasoning are those of mere bullies and charlatans P 
Here have we been exposed to the attacks of a public- 
house oracle, known in the place of bis birth and 
education as "Jack Easby," wbilome actor of low 
comedy, and, anon. Editor of an obscene publication — 
"BobLngir'tBvdgti;" next to those of a Mr. Pallister 
of Leeds, btiU^ knoien at Lffdi tiaji tltewhere ; then by 
a tUeerend Mr. Swa)'ne, a familiar at the New Bailey, 
where the deranged morals of wayward gentlemen are 
songht to be improved by retirement from tbe world and 
gentle exercise on a rotatory machine. This gentleman, 
who solicits the contributions of the charitable, by letters 
couched in a style not approved by the worshipful 
Magistrates who ut on the Bench of tbe said corauve 
establish raent, announced himself to the pubUc as Doctor 
O'Rourke, formerly Professor of Theology in ihe Uni- 
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verrity of SaUmaDca, and jtrormsed, like Mr. Brindley, 
to deraoliih SocUium ; aoil wm, like bia sacceMor, 
equally vktorioiu id his attempt, Tbe victory of the 
Salamaoca Doctor, however, ivaa over the proprieton of 
tbe bnilding, irbo look id vain to the profit nde of thnr 
balaoce sheet for the item of this geatleman's rtfat. ThoD 
we had another genlleniBD aaaailiDg us with an awful 
name, foUoved by as awful an array of cabalistic initials. 
M. R. C. S. were the addenda to bis ])roper cognomen. 
Upm being bard drivea by bia auditory to an explitnauou 
of these niyttieiious letters, he at length confesHed be was 
an unworthy son of St. Cmpin — a member of tbe Royal 
Cordwainera' Society — vulgarly a cobbler, a repairer of 
meit't m/Zen, or a translator of old into new shoes in tbe 
nnghboorbood ot Sbude Hill. Ex taio, ditce omnea! 
Thia gentleman was, however, more boni^t or more vain 
than his brother of the "Lord Mayor" lapstone, Mr. 
Pallister of Leeds ; for he did tell ua, when driven to it, 
what hii occupation WD*, trblle Mr. P. concealed bia. 
Of such materiahi as these have been our opponeots. 
Uow pitiable ii in to see the defence of the religions of 
niyelery and the old imnioral system of aocieiy left to the 
guardianship of auch a class of nial-fonned characl«ra aa 
those which 1 have noticed. 

\yby caimot such men as the Chairmen of Mr. 
Brindley's meetings come forth to tbe encounter, if we 
mast be interrupted in our teaching; ? Do they presume 
to under-rate us because we are not colleginns, and are 
poor from being prevented to share equitably in the wealth 
which ive create ? Let them behold what working-men 
can ~do nh^ they become misfionariea of pence and 
iruth. Let tbem behold onr magic strides. Let them 
contemplate that tbe thews and ^Dewe of the nation, the 
sober, iuduEtrious, intelligent, and most skilful of tbe 
useful classes — tbe producers of wealth— are almost all 
already arranged under our banners. Let them ponder 
on these things, and forbear lu deiipiae our influence. 
])oes their modesty futbid them to enter the arena of 
public discnsaaon — let come forth then the Mc Ngillr, 
the StowELI,8, the O'Sulmvans, who are itinerating 
the country, exciting hatred and rci'enge in the hearts of 
their deluded bearers agiiinst tbeir Catholic brethren. 
1^/ute are not modest, blushing men ; let them me^t us, 
and not sncb unworthy represent a lives as the Eusbya, 
the Hawtboroa, the Uriodleys. We must have men of 
mark for the future. Let, then, these Holy-men leave 
Popery as beneath tbeir notice. Where the Catholic has 
made one proselyte, we have mnde fifty rational men. 
We are of the neglected o])era lives —the Herfs ot eoeiety — 
hut we are strong in truth, and though unlettered, we 
dare rely upon our cause to meet and compare opinions 
with the highest in ulent or at*tion in their craft. So 
emboldening is the simple Troth and the potency of 
Human Reason when nufettered by Mystery and Super- 
stition! 

We inust, Sir, for the future forbear to notice the 
vicanoia combatants of the regularly grditined ; (bey are 
not worth tbe valuable time and attentioo which ne have 
bestowed upon tbem. ^Ve are not necesntated, as a 
matter of course, to gratify evcrj unquiet Rpirii who may 
be exdted to attack us, either from motives of inordinate 
egotism, or, as in themajority of cases, from a spendthrift's 
love of lutre. I would certainly recommend that none 
of.OE, ^^uuionaries or others, have any further con tro- 
ver»ic8 except >vith cnmpetcnl aud duly accredited oppo- 



nents who may be disposed to enter into the enquiry iri>h 
a solemn and sincere determinutiou to vindicate the O^ifa 
alone, and to conduct, as tar as lliey are concerned, such 
enquiry tritb the usual attention to that good behaviour 
which distinguiiibe* gentlemen from tbnr oppoMtes. W« 
must aUo alwtaiu from entering into a public discussion, 
unless the Chairman proteiss neulralily, and the audience 
be pledged to abstain from any expresaiou of approbation 
or disapprobation on either kide of the question in 
debate. 

To return to Mr. Brindley. I have told you, Sir, of 
the diaappointment which I felt in finding his person and 
manners coarse and vulgar, his language rude and insolent ; 
but I have not yet inlormed you what a master I found 
him to be in "p-imacrrie." If he have superior talent 
in anything, it ia in this. Why, Sir, i/ou never saw " the 
human face divine " put through such varieUea of horrible 
contortion, unless yon have had the misfbrtDoe to hear 
this Brindley do the thing which he calls " a Lecture l" 
Perhaps when a boy, like other youths, you have watched 
those interesting twilcbinga of the painted face of the 
Jack Pudding or Merry Andrew at the exhilntiona of a 
company of strolling Moauiebanks ; or yon may have 
been present at some village f^te, where grinning throngh 
horse-collars was perftirmed by • group of gentlemen of 
strongly marked leaturee, each striving to gain the award 
to the beat grtnner, and emulating each other in tbe 
innocrnl pagiimt for the edificatiua and the amusement 
of the rustic audience ; you have perhaps seen these dis- 
plays of artistical talents, and think that Mr. firindley's 
ibibtieF in '* pulling ugly facei*," are not equal to tbut« 
)f hia brethren in (lie art whom you have seen catuh the 
ijiplause of the multitude at lUww exhibition.t. Gfn*d 
easy man you to think eo ! Wait until Mr. Brludli-y 
» to Leeds, and then. Sir, go to bis perlormuuee and 
judge for yourself. 

Seriously, Sir. if Mr. Brindley's Utile " eiiibeHifh- 
lenta'' of grimace and gesture, he not so ludicrous and 
lirrh-provoking, they are hi more disgus'iug, consider* 
ig the circum stances under which be diiplays iliciu, than 
the bnlTnoner}' of the poor wiiKiifjs, who, driven hy 
ird nec'es^ily, eani their livelihoods bv the distorting of 
their visageK, and uin tbe pou[iie» »f the laughter-loiing 
ulgur i\ho give their money for the exerciie of ihi-ir 
ii^ible facuUioF at the feats of the " F»ol.' 1 b.'lieve ibo 
Heverend Gentlemen, who have presided nl /(M exb)biiionM, 
ire not overproiid of their protege ; I believe the_y were 
fairly H-'bamed of hitii.

Kidd, of Su IVUtthew'*, author 
of two pamplilets, tbe one " Xba pcffplii: ansvd against 
Socialism," and tbe other " Tbe-Gor^n Knot of Id&< 
deliiy, or tbe Bible proved to l)e true.;-', the other Chair- 
man was tbe Rev. Wm.. Hiiotii^don, ..of St.. John's. 
Tbe^e were also several othoi Clergymen audvDiaa^uM 
MiuiiitCTF' [>rCEcnt. Jt was really deplonible to see such 
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peatlenen awtociated in such ■ cftune, and backing in the 
tnatier ra incoDipetrot bd individual as their champion 
npon the present occaition. To the SocialislB it waa a 
|>lfHEing spectacle to eee their advocate, raiaed from the 
deiipiaed prodiicere ot treuUh to maintain the cause not 
only of Ilia ovfa order but of the whole haman race, ' 
towering in true eloquence, and moral dignity, so far, far | 
above the niiscroputoua aesailant uf the Rational Kell- i 
gioniiitti. Never ivas man more deceived in the rrault of 
his aniicipotions than Mr. Brindley mnaihave been in the 
iune of these three nighK proceediogs. 

On Fridny, at the commencement, he wns all confi- 
dence 1 and encourtfired by the L-heen of the audience, he 
grew wanlunly inifiudeiit.

Bu- 
chanan bad eoitipletcd it, he hawlcd out "'nme.,-" and 
proceeded to expend ten mortal .mlnnteH in nnWdod 
invefitivea agaiaat Mr. Qwen and hb priuciplee. As 
soon aa be had done, Mr. BucrbaDHD briefly tuU^hivti 
that the lepelilion of his former CHlnmuica-vrere m^ 
worthy of reply, and proceeded lo finish the reading 
of-thh Peiitioifc, This done, he announced liiB chal- 
lenge aa one of the hiunbleat and yoangert of Mr,.

The recess of ihe British PtirliHmeD; hsa releaaed the 
representativeB (par excrllen'^) of tbe people from 
Ijondon smoke, Hud the CJub- Houses : tbe Tories from 
partiftmeultirj' divisioon, to partridge shooting aod 
Hgricultural dinners, with a kuonledge I'f the damping 
fftct that tUej- are xlill "out;" the Whigs, to some- 
tbiug of a Biinikr kiud, under another name, and the 
qniet consolation of being still " in ;" and the Radical 
part^ to Corn Lair notation, and giving "an account I 
of their stewardship." Meanwhile, trade is langoisbing. 
The tnonej' market is "(/<Mcn,"audcorn"«p." Secniitj" 
in Mtjr speculatiua is a mere f^rce, and bank engage- 
mentii almost a "dead letttr," Mercantile men are 
tbmatinE their bauds into empt^ pockets, and asking 
iheir neigbbonrs, " What sbulL we do next?" The 
workman is asking for bread, or a means of getting it. 
Tbe prices of everj' thing, but corn, are falling, and 
Poor Law Union Workhouses are ritiag in all parts of 
the coontry, in order to give tbe people a specimen of 
vbat coHjperatioa will do lowards improving their con- 
dition, when that condition is almo^^t hopelesx. Spirit- 
broken, ragged, and in want, the honest, bard-working 
mechanic, mnst eventnally seek the protection of these 
clnmsy specimens of social co-operation ; and we see 
tbe very individuals adopting the machinery and classi- i 
ficalion of a system which they impadeutly tell our 
operatives is ntopian aud inefficient. Thej- first grind 
them to tbe earth, aud are afterwards compelled to 
adopt an imperfect working of the co-operative prin- 
ciple, in order to miuntain the panpers competition has 
produced. Admirable consistency ! ! ! 

Meanwhile, the plot thickens. We have a National 
Bank on tbe brink of min. We have an increasing i 
population, and an increatted power of production, wilb 
a decreasing demnnd for our produce. We have a 
people ready to starve and ripe for rebellion, and an 
aristocracy rolling in wealth aud wallowing in luKury, 
coolly looking on and smiling defiance ;~— a pigmy on a 
bnrating volcano. We have a Tory press, rampant 
with a bigotry and intolerance, worthy of tbe darkest 
ages of ignorance and superstition. We have a stale 
church completely opposed to tbe feelings and religions 
opinions of tbe great mass of (be people, and a clergy 
who appear determined to drive extremes to the very 
extremity of all human forbearance. Their cry is — 
Money ! Money I Give ! Give ! Their nottrum for 
starvation and discontent is — church -building, Kble 
Societies, and Missionary schemes ; and, as a church 
mUilanl — bullets, bayonets, and the tread-mill. Tbe 
liberal portion of tbe press are divided in opinion. 
Chartism is "down" as a political measure ; but tbe 
feeling which gave it birtb still smoulders in tbe bosoms 
of its advocates, and very little will ronae it into a 
feaJrfiil and astounding demonstration. It is "not dead, 
but sleepetb." Tbe more rational of tbe political 
reformers, and their representatives, amongst the press, 
i»re agitating, moat Btranuou»ly, a repeal of the Com 
Laws; maintaining that such laws crump our energies 
as a manufacturing nation ; tbat tlipy drntroy our trade, 
and make bread dear ; ihjis sturvii^g our population in 
a double sense ; first, \>y making coru high-priced, and 
then by driving employment from our shores, thus 
removiug tbe means froiu our workmen of obtaining 



mouC'y to parcbase this high-priced necessary of exist- 
ence. Competition, according to these iudiiiduah, ia 
tbe vital principle of uHlional prosperity. Forgetting 
altogether, tbat if, by competition, one man, or one 
nation, is prosperous, it must be at tbe expense of some 
other individual, or nation. Thus misery is produced 
in one place or other ; but so that it is not at " home," 
appears to be all these polilical ewnomii'lii think about. 

Onr social friends, on the contrary, take Ibeir stand 
against competition, and maintain tbiit co-operation is 
tbe only real and effective political economy ; that a 
repeal of tbe Com Laws would not remedy the variou>) 
ilia that now oppress thii country, so long as compe- 
tition exists. Thus, these pnrtiea, each seekiug to 
improve our social and political condition, are opposed 
to eacb other upon two subjects of great importance lu 
our common country — the Com Lhws and the compe- 
titive principle. Such is onr social and polilical stats 
at tbe present moment. 

The question now is, " How are we to remedy it ?" 
Let Socialists re-consider this Anti-Com-Law question 
Let them ask themselves, " Shall we be retarding or 
accelerating onr own progress, by joining our Anii- 
Com-Law friends in their cry for a repeal of these 
starvation acts 7 Without at present going into tb« 
expediency of this co-operation, I think every Socialist 
will acknowledge tbat the Com-Laws are xn/iu/— that 
they add to the miseries of competition by their one- 
sided operation — that, therefore, being vnjutt, tbey 
deserve tbe strenuous and ' determined opposition of 
every honest man. This being granted, and having 
now laid down our present social and political josJtiou, 
I shall, in another article, enter fully upon the reasons 
why every Sociabst should join in Anti-Cora-Law 
agitation ; and hope to prove tbat they will only insure 
their own progrers more steadily thereby.

ON THE EXISTENCE OF MORAL EVIL, 

AND ON THE INFLUENCE OF THOSE CIRCUM- 
STANCES WHICH ARE PLACED WITHUV THE 
COKTROL OF SOCIETY. 

ESSAY XVI. 

Tbe doctrines peculiar to the author of Christianity, 
those which, so far as our knowledge extendn, can be 
traced to no other source, and which consequently dis- 
tinguish tbat divine teacher from every other, appears 
to be comprised in the following injunctions; all his 
other " sayings ' ' having for their object tbe illustration 
■ enforcement of these maxims : — " Swear not at all ; " 
Resist not evil;" " Give to him that asketb of thee, 
and Irom him that would borrow of thee turn not tbou 
away;" "Love your enemies;" "Do good to them 
that hate you, and pray for them which despitefuUy 
use you and persecute you;" " Lay not up for your- 
lelvpi treasures upon earth;" "Take no thought for 
your life, what ye aball eat or what ye shall drink, nor 
yet for your body what ye shall pnt on;" " Whatao- 
ever ye would that men should do uulo you, do jon 
even BO to them." 

Ccn!d tbe powerTul and wealthy have been imlnred 
to act in obedience to these humane pretepln, neilbcr 
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altars, uor smiiiea, nor Mnguinary Uwb would have 
been reqnired ; ttie principles contained ia that divine 
compendinni, ■' Love ih/ neighbour as tbj-self," would 
nloue have become sufficient to regulate Bociety ; because 
thej would have secnred to every reaBooable being a 
reasonable share of common enjoyments : but he who 
prescribed this rale knew too weU that it could not be 
practised io the state of society which then prevailed, 
uor, indeed, in any state which should at all resemble 
it. On this account, he adopted for the uae of his fol- 
lowers some modification of those social armagemeDts 
under which the Essenes bad, for a long time, experi- 
enced unaBual felicity. That happy state, which in the 
figurative style of eastern eloquence is called " the 
kingdom of heaven, or of God;" in which there was 
to be neither care nor sorrow, marrying nor giving in 
marriage ; into which it was impossible for a rich man 
to enter ; and which, as already stated, was promisedto 
commence immediately, can refer only, at tite evtnt hat 
proved, to that community of property and equality of 
righit, introduced among the apostles, by the solemn 
division of bread and wine at the last supper, and soon 
after established for the benefit of all the disciples, in 
the manner described by St. Luke, (Acts, iv. 32, 34, 
35.) " And the multitude of them that believed were 
of one heart and one soul, neither said any of them 
that the things which he possessed was his own, but 
they had all things in common, neither was there any 
among them that lacked ; for as many as were possess- 
ors of lands or houses sold them, and brought the price 
of the things that were sold and Md them down at the 
tkpostles' feet, and distribution waa made unto viyerj 
man according as he had need." ' 

It is easy to believe that under the influence of these 
powerful motives the disciples of the new religion In- 
creased rapidly. They, in fact, soon spread over almost 
every part ot the Roman empire, making incessant 
encroachments on the established superstitions ; but 
owing to imperfections in the social arrangements, and 
to other causes which will be shortly stated, the bene- 
volent part of the institution had only a brief existence . 
It was soon transformed into that system of fraud and 
extortion, which, during the lapse of nearly sixteen 
centuries, has obstmcted knowledge and perverted 
1 science, and brought down to the present times no trace 
of its primitive excellence, but a ^adow and a name. 

To judge from known circumstances and real events, 
we are warranted in believing, that all the miraculous 
proceedings recorded of the early Christians, together 
with all the supernatural hopes and fears instilled by 
the gospel, were only meant (according to the fashion 
of those times) to serve as atutiliaries to their todal 
arrangements. This benevolent institution, as already 
stated, was formed, not only to snstun a more elevated 
system of morals, than had ever been in practice among 
the Jews, but entirely to supersede that overwhelming 
selfishness which had nearly extinguished all soci^ 
rights. Its hnmanising infinence waa expected to 
"leaven the whole lump," ao that persons of every 
condition, in every region, might enjoy the blessings of 
mutual kindness, in peace and concord ; and, by the 
gradual exienwon of these gentle influences, produce 
inch a moral change in the conditioq of society, as 
would really transform it into "the kingdom of God ;" 
that is, (conndering that " the kingdom of heaven is 



And if we compare the fervent charity which, «c- 
cordiiig to all accounts, prevailed in the first "Com- 
munion of Saints," with the spiritual domination by 
which it was displaced, when rapacity wss encooraged 
by example and protected by favour ; when the flood- 
gates of wickedness were set open, and moral disease 
was propsgated, to afford employment to more spiriraal 
doctors ; when mighty slates were plunged in endless 
wars, and unoffending nations plundered and extermi- 
nated for the lore of Chrint ! or, if we compate the 
fellow-feeling and mutual respect ; the plain -dealing, 
honesty, and sincerity, which is said to have character- 
ised their proceedings, with the overbearing pride ; the 
cruel disdain ; the fraud, cant, and hypocrisy, which 
the spirit of competition now engenders among the 
rivals in politics, religion, and trade: we shall be 
satisfied that no tuch reaeTnblance to the kingdom of 
God exists at the present day ; nor ever can, so long 
as the principles which regulate human feelings, and 
I govern society, are inlenlionalfy compounded of such 
hostile elements. 

The morale andinstitutionsofthe primitive Christians 
were intended to join the wh<Je human race in " unity 
of spirit — .in righteousness of life — in bonds of peace ;" 
and also, (as far as rights and eitjoymenta are con- 
cerned) in equality ofcondilion ; and for some time had 
a direct tendency towards this desirable end. The 
substitiiiet we have now got, have, on the contrary, an 
'er-increasing tendency to produce divifflon, hatred, 
envy, calumny, malice, revenge, the greatest poaible 
inequality, and all nncharitableness. 

The religion, therefore, we pretend to practice, is 
no* Christianity, but a turbulent mixture of various 
creeds and dogmiis derived from other superstitions, 
and adopted by the' multifarious sects into which the 
Catholic failh is perpetually sub-dividing in various 
proportions, according lo their different degrees of 
weakness and cordiality ! 

We shall not waste time in a vain attempt to disun- 
gnish these different shades of insanity, but proceed to 
explain a few only of the numerous canses which con- 
spired to produce the deplorable change. 

The first and principal of these, seems to have been 
the omission of a well-organised system of co-operative 
atduttry, so regulated, as to supply the necessary wants 
of the disciples in a regular manner, and thus exempt 
them from the uncertainty of that precariw* subsistence 
which depended on the bounty of new converts. The 
Essenes, from whom the idea of commnnity was bor- 
rowed, derived mnch advantage from certain egricul- 
tnral operations, which they carried tm amjainih/, for 
the purpose above stated ; but the Christians were 
taught (in conformity with their theological principles) 
either to wholly disregard these considerations, or to 
let them depend on the efficacy of prayer, the favour of 
heaven, and the benevoleoce of prosperous brethren ; 
and, indeed, so long as the hopes and fears inspired by 
the expected arrival of the day of judgment operated 
with vigour, there was no apjmrent lack of kindness 
and liberality ; bat in proportion as the near approach 
of this alarming event grew leas and lew probable, 
" the love of many waxed oold," and so the bve of 
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MONKY nrived, aad by d^reee introdaced auch a 
ohttDge into the oew social arrangements, afleventae^j 
sobverled the whole scheme. 

I'he manner iu which this change wu effected, and 
the coaGeqoenceB which immediatelj' followed, will 
form the subject of ancceeding eeSBj-s, 



ON FAITH. 

Faith, according lo revelation, is " the aabetanoe of 
things hoped for, the evidence of thinga.aot seen ;" 
is the basis upon which stand all hypothetical systc 
creeds, and opinions. The more dark and mysterioas 
the object, and the more conflicting the moral evidence, 
the~more is the exercise of faith reqaired ; and this has, 
in all ages, and under every syitem of political arrange- 
tneot, been the grand, the mighty obstacle of human 
improremsnt. A batra£t theories, absard fablec, and the 
idlest conjectQrea have engaged the faculties of men, and 
involved them in dispates, to which they have found no 
«nd. 

It has been observed, that oinnions wear out 
remote periods of time, and, as the rays of truth shed 
their light on the diaoe of human systems, so are their 
errors and imperfections rendered ccms^dcuous. They 
pass away i but the coarse of time changes not tbe 
natnre oi principles ; truth remains the same, withoat 
variableness or shadow of turning. Upon the deveJ.- 
opement of truth depends the permanent happiuess and 
perfection of all human brings : ignorance is the origin^ 
source of every other evil in society ; and the systems 
of ffdth have only tended to 'its perpetuatiite. For all 
nations, in every age, have bad thor creeds, their sacred 
books, their priests, thrir temples, and thdr mysteiioua 
worship ; but however varied and contradictory may 
have been the doctrines, yet has the efiect been ever uni- 
form and saccessEid in tbe enslavement of tbe mind, 
and its implicit reliance on testimony : evidence it re- 
qoires none; for faith is itself evidence — " the evidence 
of things not seen." But those who presume to exer- 
cise the powers of the mind by reasonmg, will scarcely 
ko convinced by this mode of evidence. The priest- 
liood have uniformly taught the people that their reason 
is utterly incompetent to decide upon snch matters ; 
that it is of the earth, earthy; and not qualified for 
the contemplation or comprehension of heavenly things. 
Bot w« wonid fiun ask, what can enable ns to decide ? 
If they answer, it is the gift of God, by the manifesta- 
tion of the spirit, we reply, it is strange that those 
manifeatations should so widely differ and have so 
opponta a tendency. The pnesta of each varying 
dogma aaeert their own divine mission, and give eaoh 
ot^er the lie. Now, if a being pomeesed of divine 
witfdom had indeed anthoriaed them, they would have 
been gifted with one spirit and one dootriue i and in- 
stead of strife, hatred, utd persecution, peace, harmony, 
and brotherly love would have prevailed. Bat a tree 
may he known by its frnits ; and if systems of &ith 
may be jndgedby this comparison, it may trolybe 
said dieir filnits have been bitter. Tmly has it been 
observed, that Ihey have made the earth a scene of 
strife. Bnt it may be contended by the children of 
fidtli, that it is the abuse of religions principles that has 
prodnoed ttiis hydr» of evil. We would adk, where 



can the beneficial effects of religion be shown, if not in 
the snppression of sin and evil in the world P The 
Christian system of belief was to have accomplished the 
redemption of the human race, and produce peace, 
charity, and good-will throughout society ; bnt has it 
achieved those glorious results, and restored mankind 
to happiness ? Has it spread the principle and prac- 
tice of universal benevolence and charity on earth, 
or lessened the amount of human suffering ? No '. 
although 90 many i^es have rolled away, yet is the 
folfilmenC of the prophecies, that the influence and 
power of the gospel would rid the world of the reign of 
evil, as remote as when the fishermen o! Galilee were 
sent forth to preach to the Gentiles.

Major Slebman's Report on Meopunnaish. — 
We now redeem our pledge of giving an abstract of 
the valuable report which has just been sent in to 
government, on the eujbect of Megpunnaism. This 
barbarous term refers to a division of the crime of 
Thuggee, out of which- it grew, a ter the siege of' 
Bhurtpore, in 1826. While the Thogs murder their 
victims to obtain their wealth, tbe Megpunnas immo- 
late travellers to obtain their children, whom they 
afterwards sell into slavery. The great founder of tbb 
system, Kheama Jemadar, was conndered so holy a 
man, that after his arrest, he was entreated by the vil- 
lagers to extinguish a fire which had broken out in a 
village, and, by a ringnlar coincidence, the fire ceased 
as his hands were extended to heaven in supplication. 
The greater part of the gangs, who have engaged iu 
this revolting system of murder, sustain the character 
of reli^vt mendicants; and the system itself is firmly 
believed to be under the patronage of the goddess 
Kalee. In common with the Thugs, they have a slang 
language, common to all the initiated. Unlike the 
Thugs, however, they always take their families with 
them on their murderous expeditions ; the females 
assist in inveigling travellers, and in takingcharge of 
the children, tUl they can be- disposed of. Their vic- 
tims are generally chosen frcnn the more indigent 
classes, the disappearance of whom ts less likely to 
excite saipicion than that of more wealthy individvtda ; 
and they find that it is more lucrative, as well as more 
safe, to murder the poor for the sake of their children, 
than the opident for their wealth. The Brii^Arfas,wbo 
are widely scattered throughout the upper provinces, 
are ever ready to receive the children of the murdered 
parents; and they enjoy many &cilitiee for enhse- 
quently distributing them among the brothels of the 
principal cities, or disponng of them to men of wealtlt 
and consideration. Stupicion may t>e at once lulled by 
the declaration, that the children yum pnrdhased from 
indigent parente, who had no longer the means oi.top- 
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porting theiu. The ayeteta is of ao recent an origin 
ibat it had not ^et Bpread larther than the Upper 
Dooab, the Delhi territorieB, Bind the Rajpootana and 
the Alwar States ; and the number of the initiated 
does not exceed three or four hundred- The convic- 
tion of offenders is rendered difficult, bj the ctutom 
Ibey adppt of throwing the bpdifa of their victims iuto 
the nearest river, and by the di«lance to which the 
cluldreii are carried, and the obstacle^ which are found 
in Iracihg and identifying them. 

The present report coniiists of the confeauoDs of 
some of the principal ofTendere, and the depontiona 
which were taken in caBea' brought to light b; the 
exertions of the officers in the Thuggee department, 

The report closes with a list of (too hundred and 
tuvnty-tkreB Thugs employed in the ej'stem of mnrder- 
iug indigent parents for the sake of their children, who 
are BtilL at large ; together with theif age, cuaie, i 
uectioDB, and their respective districts ; and a note 
appended to it says, — "A gang of forty-four of the 
above prisoners has been arrested by Lientenant Mills, 
eiiice this list was preferred \ and with them seven more 
children of murdered parents have been recovered.''

SiR, — I have r*ad with roach ' interest the articles 
whi^ have lately appeared in yoor valaable journal 
reHueciing the Tylherly estate'; and as I am located 
where 1 have few opportunities of commuaiou in the 
iiriuciplea ol Soeialisni, I offer no apology, bat iny deep 
interest in their Bdvaiicement, for sending yott niy re- 
flecUons on the sabject. 

I am much disappointed (in the abseuce of further 
informatipn) that Mr. Owen hu rengoed the Govemor- 
Bhip; or rather -that the scale adopted should not be such 
'«• wo«id realize his tiewa ai a Gommanity, and am 
nDxioDS to know why anch a scale ia not adopted, as I 
bsd fondly hoped the time waa come when Mr- Own 
^voatd begin to live in Commonity, and thereby attach 
to himself the moat congenial aiinda among! c his disciple*, 
to assist him continually in the great work which he still 
has lelt to perform ; and that they may be theraby enabled 
the more fnlly to imbibe the ideas which so particularly 
£root all hia aetioni. If such a course of proceeding be 
^rfeveated by the state of the funds of the asnxuation, I 
thmk ywi are. now in a position where the Central Soard 
uay fairly iMne the prospectus of a Joint Stock Company 
to raise them, after having published the necessary eeti- 
toaM IB ibe New Mortd ffi'orld; and I cannot doubt bat 
^ere are friends enough who have safficient confidence to 
«dt>aao« then. 

'1%e important step of the first Commtudty is one 
.whick most materially decide the progreaa of Socialism 
ior the {>ra*ent generation; and the eyes of thonsanda, as 
^ ntdraowB to ths aMociatioa, are anxiously watching 
•wy movement which is taken. I fear not the zeal or 



energy of the members ; 1 have every confidence in tb« 
gsndemen appointed to form the board of management ; 
a id with regard lo pecuniary siicceas, when Mr. Owen's 
economical arrangements are brought into fair action, 
whatever opinions may be held adverse to your progrear, 
the not being able to realize an abundance of weallh will 
n^t be classed snibngst them. 

Tbe great dangers appear to me to be : — First, 
Whether the parlies who aaaoeiatA will be auffidently 
imbued with the true spirit of the New Moral World, to 
see in, any difficulues which may occur, what that spirit 
really ia. Seoond, Whether public opinion will be tar 
enough advanced in your favour to allow tbe free neroae 
of the principles which Mr. Otveu baa developed. EStoold 
the former nnfortunatoly occur, who so capable aa Mr. 
Owen to decide what is right ; and wiUi regard to the 
latter, how'can pubUc opinion be more joslly conciliaied 
than by having' congregated together with the vener^ite ' 
Founder of Socialism, persona qualified to be his asso- 
ciates, in whom the world may look in vain for error, and 
who can shew by their labours and conversation thai they 
are fitted for the task of instrucling their brelhres in all 
good works. 

I look to the question of what description of manv 
facture is carried on at Tytherlv as bnng one of secondary 
importance. Agrionltnre, building, and fWnishiug, to- 
geiher with the handicraft trades the members have been 
brought up in, will fhmish employment for eone tinM; 
and any of the lighter branches of mannfactore may be 
added as soon aa required. Two things, howerer, nppear 
to me to be indispeniible,. the letter-press printing estab- 
tiahment, as recommended in the AW Aforui froHd, of 
October 5th, and a liberal edncationel establiahment, as a 
Normal school for ^odaliam. The latter would be useful 
in the highest degree in affording employment to Ae 
talents of your beat memb««, and in supplying powerfid 
and tried missionaries for the cause, ss circnivstances may 
require them, as well as in edacating either for agri- 
cultural or general purposes the youth of adl those ftunifes, 
whether members of the association or not, who have 
sufficient confidence in the Social principles' to place dieb 
children under yodr care. 

I fear not bat these two eatablisbmeiltSk in ad^tioa to 
tbnr forwarding llie general interest* of the mciety, may 
he made equally remunerative as anymanu^iuraa yeu 
could adopt. 

I may, perhaps, shew my short acquaintance with Mr- 
Owen's views by the remarics I have oiered, bat looking 
to the pressure of cireunstances in the Old World wlueh 
ia dwly increasing with such force- as to send Bi«i WgtAy 
in search of any change ; few can conceive the'lu^sUBLS) 
with winch a rnsb to community may be iImAj i when 
should those trho are calletf on.to take the lead and 
management of new Communities be dteraeelvB defitnest 
in the true s^t of Sociahsm, mtafottdnes Irom mthia 
may occnr greater than all the Irfjo^neia aad error of the 
external world can cause.

Tbe cooloases aud mouiitMina a re full of 
game I utid that be m:iy pursue the pleasures of huut- 
ig, the Mutisulmau is never iu wuut of gtmpowdor.- 
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Thus does the undying believer float on in an endless 
■troam of beaveniy felicity. If a Mnasnlman appears 
before the judge's throne, whose scale, into which 
Allah casts the bad actions, einks too deeply, Mahomet 
leaves the transgressor to the severity of an offended 
God, who condenins him to the torments of hell, when 
he finds himself in a famace heated with coaU, inthe 
midst of Christiana and Jewa. llie sonl anceaaingly 
repeats the creed.

The leience of Agricultural Chemistry is of comparatiTdy recent 
introduction, and, like all noveltiea, is, aayet, but partially understood, 
approved o^ or reduced to practice. Nothing, howeter, can be move 
obviooi than the simple praposition, that the msnitn, whatero it is, 
ii applied to the land, beeanse it eontaina aome qoality of which the 
land ii deficient, or which, by chemical action upon it, itimulatea into 
gnatet octiTity its prodoctive enei^ieL It is, therefore, of impoftaace 
to know the component parts, both of the land and the aanun ; 
because, by this alone, can the propriety or result of thor nnion be 
preheated. 

Mr. Haitbxtt, the emiuent chenuit, bat giren an analyiia of the 
constitaflits of bonea, snd a table of the pTopaitions in whidi theas 
canttituants an contained in the bonea of the human ^leeiea, and of 
rarioai «"!■"«'■ RespectiDg the chemioil compontion of bonea he 
.ayt:— 

" The component parte of bones an chieHy four, lia. the earthy 
■alts, gelatine, and cartilage. The earthy lalta an three in number : — 

1 Phosphate of lime. 

2 Carbonate of lime. 

3 Sulphate of lime. 

" The proportion of fot seems lo rary from one-iiith to one-foultb 
of the weight of the bone.*'

Thus, it appears that the bonea of the human tpedea and the calf 
afford the moat gelatine, thote of the hone the least, eioept the elk. 

The gelatine ia the moit beneficial, or fattening, portion to the land ; 

it isaleo an imporlanteipedieDt in making portable soaps, and also 

in the mannbcture of glae. The bonea, in these caaea, are first sab- 

jected to npiated boiliags or otherwise, and, in most osea, the gda- 

ia, with the ht, extracted before they an teat lo the mitU to b* 

liod for manure. The weight of the gelatiite ia about MG of the 

. hat, the bones, after the gelatine and &t have been axtiaeted, an 
diretted of their moat enriching properties, and little is left but lime, 
" 'i is applioble to tome soila, bat not to othen ; and whicb, era 
e land lo which it is most ^^plicable, can be purchued tor a moch 
lower price than it can be procured in the aluqie of bone duaL 

It it calculated that fof erery Ion of bonea token upon the land in 
an anadaltentad state, then ia at lust one cwt of 6eib ; and the 
eipeiimenta of the late T. A. KnIOHT, of Downton Gattk, an enuDcat 
horticulturiat, who tried the watering of [dantt with broth made faoai 
bones, have been cited to prore that animal matter i* the food of plants ; 
a nutiintent for which they have, ao to ^eak, an eager qtpetite, and 
upon which they thrive rapidly and vigraonaly, 

Theae chemical reteanhes and experimenlol prtcaedingt rtoeirt a 
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a i» u* bet, that th* bono wfaich wen urend 
j«ui mXKt impoTtal fiom the continent, were tonai motl lUmukting 
■od fartSiaiig in their afiecU, compared with thaw no* abtaiislile ; 
llie7 had not bean tnlqecled to the naiting snd bailing poceem, to 
whidi w« hare alliided, and deprited of irery thing enept the eaithf 
■idti and the aitiUge, which remained in tbeni. The eitCDt to which 
thit B BOW done, ezplaina the naion vhj the coltintor of the loil ii 
now beqaentl; diMppointed in hii eipectatioDi of the feitilising pn>- 
perlie* of thli kind of manure. 

To cany bone duat, thus impaTenihcd, to TTtherIf , wonld be like 
(anjing " ccali to Xewtulle ;" with thia differotee, that the fimign 
aitida would be three tinea a* deai a* the home one ; and, therefore, 
the mean* of pncnring the manure in that itate which will be lEsUy 
hapeCeial to our EaCate mnit be dlriied and executed. 

These itatement* are made with a Tiew of mne fiutibl; impRiuDg 
DD tha mamben of the UniTcreal Communitj Socistj the impoctonce 
of attending to a ■uggeaticni made b; Mr. Fmca, the Deputj-Ooremor 
of the Commnnitf. 

He pi^oeei that each Inancb of the Hcie^ ihould adopt meani for 
the coUectioD el bonea, and their depoeition in a pinperl; chown 
depAtiimdl a infflcieDt guantit; haa been obtiuQed for the pnrpoMia in 
new, when be will charter a nnall tcueI ni Lirerpool to carry them 
to SoMhaaiplon, with a bone crnihing '"■^T"'"*, and luch athM' 
artidet aa may be forwarded fay the friende in thii part of the country, 
«iefnl fto the colony. 

Two adTantagei will firing from the adoption of thii luggeitiDn : 
Snt, that the manure will be obtained in that itate which alone 
lender* it TUluabte to the comniiuiit; ; aecmid, that it will be thni 
obtuned at an expense, at leaM, one half leu than would hare to be 
paid for the inferior artidc. 

The expenie of collecting, of carriage, Ac, could not, upon an 
mt*ga, with the meani in our poeeeolon for dinng tile bniniiia 
dieaplf, exceed £3 per Ion ; and ae a mere ming in monej to the 
•ociety, would, upon the quantity tinimed, be equal to between £400 
or £500, at the loweit calculation, while the effecte upon the land 



Ererj member, who ia the head of ■ Gunily, ha* it in hia power to 
aid thia plan, by aaving the refiue of hii own table ; and the managen 
of each btandi, by ptaridiqy a bone houae and a collector, to go 
round at certain timet, would be very materially aiding the good 
worii ; and all the expcaaea thai inenrtBd might be placed to the 
credit of the Branch, with the Community fbnd ; or, if they preferred, 
be tep^ by the tmatMa in caah. 

If the ioggeetioa ha taken up aa it deeerrea, all the detaila reqoiaite 
to <«nj it out could be ouily entered into by 
Hr. FiNca and Hr. Ald^k. 

Bdiering that thit it a matterof icry great and general importance, 
we aboald recommend a meeting of each BramA to take the subject 
into cenaJderatJMi, and the adoption of aome general retolutiou 
fcr the olyect will be frnatrated, to a great extant, if the 
not general, fully underatood, and cordially aieenlad to. It hod better 
not be done at all, than half done. Tb« facta and hint* now eupilied 
will brm a mffidait gnnuid-woA fi>r eonmdaation at theae meetiDgt, 
and the pnelkal knowledge of the memben, in the Tariou* hicalitiea, 
wiD, no doubt, add lo their weif^t and Tulidity. Moat eameatly 
neial attention and mpport.

drawal of their only anpport, hii labour, they haTe been compelled to 
•eek aaoataoce from tha pariah offlcen, Thia waa given for about 
aeven wei^ ; when one of the oflkialt, a member of the Select Veatiy, 
called on the writer of ^e letter to borrow the back numbcn of tha 
Nea Morai World, for the puipoae of learning what amount of money 
had been contributed by the friend* throughout the Tuioua Bianchia. 
Kb wsi fumiahed with the information eought, and at the aome bme 
iufotmed that money had to be bonowed for the poipoee of paying tha 
law expenoet of Connakd's petition and achedule, and aleo to meet 
the im^H'"" exigendet of hia family ; that thii debt amounted to 
£14 t and that theee mbaeriptiaaa had been applied to it* repaymenL 
Thie gentleman, however, laboured hard to conrinoe lua brethren in 
office that it wai wrong to allawany relief to thia diatreaaed fiunily out 
of the fiinda under their control ; and when Mra. Connakd went 
before them to hare a re-hearing of her raae, after leTeial ({Uestiona 
re^)ecting the contributioDa annoonced in the Nrit Moral World, ana 
oificiab told her tlal her kmbimd did not mat to oonu komt ; 
Oat In m^fb gtlort if i» leonid ; or if he would pay Mr. Ainbwobth 
the money, be libented at any time. " But," aaid he, " from what I 
undenlsnd, the man ii inaane ; ao I would adviae you when he comea 
out to tend him to the next lunatic aiylmn ;" and much more of th« 
nme eort ; after which they diamiaied the oiae. Honesty and ineaoitj 
aeem to bo lynonlmaua in the eyea of these gentlemen. Had Mr. 
CoNNAKD been dmtr enough to have played any of the tricka which 
an common among " men of buuneaa," or his conidenoe easy enough 
to enable him to digeat an oath, to pleaae the Commiaooner, he might 
have been in different lodging than a pri»n to-day, and hit family in 
a better dwelling than a damp cellar, which was never before Mcnpied 
by any human being. The whde of the conduct diaplayed toward* 
this victim of penccution ia a plain proof of the readinea* whidi ax- 
iata to pmaoibe opinions and injure llioee who hold them, when these 
happen to be in coatradic^on to the popubir notions ; and it it perhaps 
fortunate for the cause of free inquiry, that the peraon aelected aa the 
iriai yjp&sa, to oaceitoin how far they might venture in their coercdw 
endeavours to put down new prindplca and plan*, ha* been *o well 
qoolified for undergoing the aevere trial and sufferings to which he has 
been subjected. We have befbn a* a letter &om him, in which he 
refers to the Commissioner's gnnt of a re-hearing, on the SOth iosL, and 
the eipretsion of a wish that he may have changed hia opinions when 
brought before him again. Mr. Connabd tayt, in reference to this 

" I dare say the ' learned Commitaioner' would be gUd to creep 
out fay the aacrifice' of my prindplca, and the Cfaristians to my the 
Commissioner had made a convert of me. That will never be ; if I 
cannot obtain my liberty with truth, I shall not with falsehood. 
Although I am rick and weary of imprisonment ; tired with being 
half fed ; and rise in a moming from a straw bed, and find myself 
ihut out from Bodety ; kennelled up like a dog at night, only to find 
myaelf a priaonei in the morning : yet, with oil this, I cannot change 
my opiniona to extricate either myself or the ' learned Commiasianer.' 
The tenor of hia luiguage aeema to imply, that, if I do not change my 
opinions — Uiat is, if I do not tell him a liarahoed lie, (which would 
mit him better than the truth,) he cannot put me to my cath, and 
will be 'JDBtilied' in agun remanding mc Be thia as it may, I aiudl 
do my beat to obtain my diicharge. I shall try every point within 
my limited knowledge of law to obtain justice ; if I should succeed, 1 
thidl be heartily gUd ; if not, of course I must snbmiL At the beat, 
I fear it bat been my ruin with regard to tcmpoial a&ira ; but with 
tegard to ' spiritual" matters, I am perfectly at case." 

In another portion of the letter he says : — 

" I shall be Htisfied if my incarceiation, and what I have suffered, 
and may yet suffler, will be the means of setting the ' law' tight upon 
this subject, a* I fael convinced that other aimilai attempt* will bo 
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the principlos Mid iHuh on the <buh of fatuntnltj, oa br oi 
kb1«. Ws h>Tg hkd a lai^ plocaid put on thi: pomp in the _ 
jird, ivanuaieadiug publiceduni GonCuaing expHunw of the *penu- 
doni trndeDcie* of Swialiim,' kuovring it au doue to trf * to ccau- 
tenct the effects of Socialinn in tho jud,' I lequcMed thoM who 
mm oppDKd to Sodnliiiu, and coniidend the ' Owenitea' were in 
enor, would punhue them — rand them p ibliel; in the jtii, and 1 
would i^ly. But it woitld not do. None could lie found to by the 
experiment. Since then there hat been ■ £ur in the town, when the 
wdli were po*t«d with the billi hefbre- mentioned." 

It i* cbeoing to eee that our peneculed brother holdi fiut Ibe in- 
tegritf of hia prindplea, uid that hii lufieringa an likely to be made 
tho inatiuments for eflecting great and laaiiug good. We mtul how- 
eTer recollect that he ia anffuring for each of na ; that he ia fighting 
our batik, defending our right* of cotucieoee, and it may be bj hii 
■lout leaiatance to the conmuuid to bll down and wonhip the idol* of 
popalnr ignoniice, it pmerring monj of our body from aimilar auSer- 
ing and injniy. We roust therefore make hia caie oui own, and 
whether the " Learned ComDutaioneTa" majr again doom him tn iro- 
piitonment, or open the door and bid him go &ee, we mnit be pre- 
pared to lecompenH him for Ihue aufferinga and injuiiet as &r at we 
are able. Another luhacrip^on in all the btanchua at the cloae of a 
Snnda]' erening't Iteltira aboold be made for the *a«stance of hit nn- 
fortunale ftmilj. We ore happy to learn that the friends in Oldham 
hsTe decled a committee for the pnipoee of nceiTing and distributing

provement of the social and political 
urge and important tneanrei are mediuted, even for the 
. edocatioa and protectioD of children ; acarcely, hoirever, 
do we find a mngle writer who is ready to patio a word 
for the improvenieut of the aocial and political couditioii 
of Women. God knows, thi« is not becanae they refuse 
snch improveoieat, or do not stand in need of it ; for on 
no condiUon of Ufe does the iniqoity of onr present Insd- 
tntiona press with more degrading and baneful efiect, than 
it does «n that of Woman. 

The political grievances of which men now complain 
•0 moch, are as nothing compared with those sodal mala- 
dies (aSered hy women; the exposure of which, however, 
narer meets the world's eye, nor is proclunied ta the 
world's ear. Mm go oat with their grievances to the 
pabUc, and seek to tuleviate ihrir wrongs in each other's 
mapathy ; bnt it is the natnre of woman to soiTer tm in 
■denoaaDdanbmission; when her sofieringt at length drive 
ber before Ibe public, it i> rather to be the jest of the 
ribald iBooker, than the o^ect of the pnblie sympathy, 
defence, and protection. Yet, in mne cases oat often, 
the eansaa of snch sofierings are to be songht in the de- 
graded pontion b whidi woman has been {daced by the 
uwa, ennetmentt, and institndons, by which she has been 



serroDoded; the evils of which, Khe the evils of almoa 
all other laws are to be traced to the gotding ptinciple o 
SSLFISHNEBS, Operating on those who first created and 
established tbem. 

Charles Lamb, in one of his fine " Easays of Ella," 
doabts whether, in complimeniing onrselves on our modem 
gallantry as compared with that of the andents, it be not 
rather a conventional fiction than a present reality. He 
could only believe that such a printdple actaated our con- 
duct, when be conld forget that in the nineteenth centnry 
of die era from'nhich we date oar civility, we are jut 
beginning to leave off the very frequent practice of whip- 
ping females in pnblio, in common ^th the coataest male 
offenders j that in England women are still occaeionally 
— hanged ; thst actresaes are yet subject to be hissed off 
the stage by gentlemen ; that more than one half of the 
coarse drudgery and sertatnde of the worid is performed 
by women. Nor ehaQ we believe that this vaunted " age 
of liberty" is aught other than a convendonal fiction and 
a public lie — and that the worid which believes it has, in 
this respect, only been made a big fool of — eo long as we 
see wool an, in her present degraded socnal and political 
condi^on, allowed to remun all neglected and nnored 
for. 

It is no' unusual thing, in this age of Uberty, as readers 
of newspapers are aware, for women to be brought to 
market by their hoshapda with a bailer roand thor ned<, 
and Kid to the highest ludder ! Thu ia very mndi a 
type of the present social condition of woman. It shows, 
at least, that the idea prevails among a certain class, that 
woman is property — a saleable market commodity ; and 
if tlus estimate do not so prominently characterise the 
remuning classes, it is because the " conventional fictioa'' 
has been agreed upon, and men are thus dieated into the 
idea of libwty and refinement. ' 

We cannot, for oor own part, believe in a prevailing 
spirit of liberty, so long as we see a woman's person lia- 
ble to be held by a man as property, while she hersdf, in 
such a state, ia not allowed to posseaa property : her in- 
telligent nature — her noble sprit and powers — her entire 
individuality — her name and fortune, bong merf^, irilh- 
out her future control, in the civil identity of another. 
Who has not heard of Mrs. Siddons' humble, petition to 
her idle and profligate bnsband, that he would bequeath to 
her for her rabostence, afrac^on of her man ncMr sum- 
Neither can we believe in the prevalence of the prin- 
ciple of liberty, as long as husbands are empowered by 
law to extort obedience to thnr will, be it what it may, 
by wringing the mother's -heart by tearing her own 
children from her. The law prevents the physical torture 
of beating and broring ; but in sanctioning the outrage on 
her strongest fedings, it-sanctiODStbe infliction of torture, 
impared trith which phyrical pain woold be mercy.^ 
Nor shall we believe tiiat satber .gallantry or jnitice are 
ly .thing else than nere nama, so long aa wtmeB, when 
thus legally debarred from poiiwwing propnty, an fiext 
hnnted <tIiR)Bgh society by notioea in newsp^iers sad as 
the following : —

Her only duty ia obedience, rendered to 
her legal Lord and Master. The lair has arranged that 
she ehoold have no control even over her own earnings ; 
that she sbonld yield a devoted siibmisaioD to her master's 
win ; and, no matter what his iniquides, remain honud to 
him, his inalienable property, hit legal slave, beyond the 
poraibility of relief or rnlemptioD. Wemistake! redemp- 
tion she bas ; but its way only lies throagh a fool species 
of crime to which there Is thns actoally attached, a land 
of glittering and incendve premiam. 

The josdce which onr man-made laws have meted ont 
to man and woman in thar several social relations, is 
snrely of a most uneqnal kind ; serving only to keep ap 
forms, in an immense number of instances, at the expense 
of happiness, comfort, moral and mental improvement, 
and todti peace and well-being. " But the purity of 
manners must be kept op," says some one. And bow 
kept np .'' By acting a gross lie in the face of the worldi 
and preserving a mutual relationship, perhaps nnwarily 
entered into, in s^nta of the enielty, groasneta, injustice, 
and falsehood, which snch. a sitoation involves. Sncb 
parity is, indeed, like ^ whitened sepalchrea .that wert 
gUnioos witfaont, bnt within, fnll of dead men 'a bones and 
all manner of imcleanness. 

In almost all sncb instances of misery arising from 
social mal-arrangement and individnal impradenca, the 
burden of the evil falls on the woman. Castom, habit, 
and education, have possessed her with a weaknesa which 
leads her to trust for happiness to another, instead ot 
endeavoniing to achieve it for herself. She has been led 
to throw away her self-dependance, from the cherisbment 
of which spring the higbeat powen of homsnity, as well 
as the best and truest sources of her own happneas. Her 
education has, in fact, rendered her the weaker vessel ; 
and, as snch, she is alwaya made to go to the wall. 
Laws have been made for her, not by faer — sdll farther 
prolonging her condition of social degradedon and depeod- 



dare be spoken of now-a-daya without raising the bear- 
garden shonta which they need to do ; and the wridnp of 
sncb women as Mrs. Jamieson, Miss Marlinenu, and Mrs. 
Qrimstone, are even read with the attendon which the 
importance of this subject deserves. Hope is to be gath- 
ered from all these thinga. Hie progress of knowledge 
and free discussion will do much to mend this matter ; 
but a great deal also depends open woman beraeU. 
" There Is no salvation for women," says Mrs. Jamieson, 
bat in ourselves : in SELF- KNOW LEDGE, SELF-RKLI- 
ANCB, SELF-RESPECT, and in mutnal help and pity."

Such is the social condition of woman in this boasted 
"age of liberty and dvilizntion." Yet to this subject, 
though affording matter of the deepest possible concern- 
ment to society, is it scarcely ever considered seasonable 
M allnde. It ia a sore spot — a very ulcer, corroding 
sodety to its core ; yet do neither our teachers nor legis- 
lators educate or legislate as if there waa any such evil in 
the world. Bnt woman is fearFblty ai-enged in the long 
run. Tbe law of retribudon and reaction comes to her 
aid, and society at large baa re-inflicted on it the accumi 
lated debasements which its laws have heaped upon her. 

Out upon the empty worda echoed by lip-liberala, 
while sn=b things are allowed to continue ! Away with 
iba selfishness of those who would seek everytbipg for 
themselves, and nothing for the improvement of the con- 
didon of woman. Yet need we not despair. Sncb things 



Manchester, October 28, 1839.— Mr. Bachanaa 
lectured in the morning, "On the Philosophy of the 
Ancients," being a continnadon of his previons lecture, 
delivered at the Insdtudon sometime ago. Mr. James 
Clarke lectured " On Charity," In the afternoon ; and in 
the evening, Mr. Bnchanan lectured " On Marriage." 
This week, Mr. Brindley has issoed placards, annoondng 
lectures, and challenging Mr. Owen and Mr. Buchanan'. 
This was answered by a counter placard. This agitation 
caused the Hull to be filled to overflowing on Sunday 
evening, October 21 tb ; the audience might be computed 
at about 2,000; and a deep', iutereet and anxiety was 
evinced to hear the lectnre on the Marriage question ; a 
lecture in which Mr. Buchanan displayed great fore- 
thought, discrimination, and sound jcdgment. Il was 
delivered in a feeling and eloquent manner, and many had 
their old mistaken opinions changed for a thorough nn- 
derstandirig of oar principle, and especially on the subject 
of Marriage. At the conclusion of the lecture, a full 
explanation of the affair of Brindley was given, and our 
friends were requested not to attend Mr. Brindley'a 
lectaree, to lose their time and money. Our aucceu ha* 
been admirable ; for we had eighteen candidates admitted 
in the course of the day. 

It is Feqnisite that a brief explanation shonld be given 
of this a^ir to the readers of the New Moral World, 
in order that they may know how to treat any of his 
statements when he comes among tbem. A Committee 
WHO matnally appointed to arrange for a set discussipn 
between Mr. Bnchanan and Mr. Brindley. When the 
meeting for settling preliminaries took place, Brindley 
demanded that the low, be alleged, had occnrrcd at 
the fi>nner meetings in the Com Exchange, shonld be 
paid out of the proceeds of thu diecnsaion.

ducing the price one baif, had varied Irom 40 to 60 
70 at the- ntmoM. Enraged at thia ill succeda, the 
Satnrdaj evening lecture waa stopped eatirely. Tht 
MaiKhnUr ChronicU, which had never noticed bis de- 
feiits, inserted his unheeded calumnies, and accompanied 
them with an article uf such a bitter and viuleat dea- 
oription, that ir life and property are not destroyed iii 
Munchestcr, it is no fault of the writer. It wu also 
announced on MotnUy lut, a grand attack was to be 
made on the private characters of the leaJing Socialists. 
Infatuated men! Suppose ull the Socialists were as 
black aa the devils of Christian iinagi nation, would 
that overturn the principles of Socialisni ?

This discueaioa commenced on Monday evening, the 
2lBt ult., and was continued for three aucceasive even- 
ings. Mr. Campbell opened it by reading, expltuning, 
and sappOTtinK the five propositiona on which tbe Ra- 
tional System of Society is based. . His opponent, in- 
stead of replying to these argnments, commenced a 
virulent attack npon the private character of Socialists, 
and gave ib Uen of reason or argument, a aaperabun- 
dance of abase, flltby language, and violent vitupera- 
tion ; ia &ct, the whole of' what be stated, on this and 
the following evenings, was merely a repelition of bia 
pamphlet and the falsehoods which Mr. Jones ao ably 
expMed in I«ncashire. He accused Mr. Owen of 
deaonncing marriage and recommending promiscoona 
iuterconrae, and challenged Mr. Campbell to prove the 
contrary, who quoted in reply Mr. Owen's addresses in 
the years 1B33 and 1839, as a complete and explicit 
refbtation to the calunmy. C>n the second evening 
Mr. C. opened the debate by developing the co-opera- 
tive and economical arrangemenls of Socialism ; which 
he did in so dear and distinct a manner, as to defy 
oppontion. His oppottenl, in reply, said .that he 
agreed «ompetitioii was a great evil, and that so &r as 
our eoonomical arrangementa were concerned he would 
not oppose vs, J>nt that we taught there is no Ood, that 
men and wofflea ought to live after their nature, and 
he concluded that that woold be like the bnte beatt. 
Mr. C. ably replied to these objection^. Mr. Barker 
opened the disenseioii on the third evemng, by -stating 
that he had /irowtf that Infidel Socialism pever bad done 
good, never would do good, and never coald do good, 
bnt that Christiaiiity had 3ons good wherever it had 
gone. Mr. Campbell in reply, qnoled fl-om Dr. Lang'i 
Otters, and prov»l from them and other authorities, 
that wherever it bad gone it proved injorions, as it first 
corrupted the mbmla,'aad flinlly extirpated the abori- 
gine inhabitants of any new Colony. On the fourth 
Might Mr. Baiker opened the proceedings, by reading a 
louff string of of {Iriated questions, which occupied hiuf- 
an-bonr in reading, -and called upon the andience to 
mar/c whtdur Mr. Gunpit/i antvimd them all or not! 
Mr. C. replied to as maoy aa his time would permit, 
and few passed unnoticed. Mr. Barker made tbe ad- 
missioii that man was not accountable to man for his 
belief, bnt said be was re^tousible to God, because he 
liad a sonl as well as a body ; whereupon, Mr. Camp- 
bell pressed for an ciplaaation of tbe cause of thit 
responsibility, seeing that the Rev. gentleman contend- 
ed that Ood woa tbe giver of both «oul «a& body, and 
eonld not justly make man aooonntahle for that which 
was bis -own creation. The discussion has been of 
immense service to us, itiaamuch as we had thereby an 
opportunity of laying oar.priooiples before an audience 
of 1400 persons in the Primitive Methodist Chapel, 
who could not by any other means have heard them ; 
and the imtatdistts result has been im'aooession of nine 
candidates to our Branch — a good earnest of tbe bene- 
fits we shall in future derive ^m this event.

and tho myiiada of othen, who wonld be taken by mora carariil or 
BTsriciDaa parent* to toil for the piupoae at adding a triSe to 
the weekly pittance of tho family ; would bH be cicloded Enun 
reaping any benefit from thi* mMante, In bet, wh3e the kdmoing 
popolation are kept conalnlly immened in pacuniffy diffionltie^ 
ttmggling in B wbirtpool of evil* ari»ng from inletmittent employ- 
ment, and low wage* while in employment, the omelionttioh hoped tat 
by the mere mentnl edneatioDBl mfoimer can never be ocbiered.

It would be eaay for theae partiea, with the power, wealth, and in-

The Socialisla would fain avert these evilo, and their jet mars bittv 
from their (cUow-couBtrymen and Ihe world ; hat, rat' 
fortunately, too many of them, Uinded by prejudiee at aiialed bj 
craft, turn away from the only eSective remedy for their maladies, with 
bitter loathing against both it and the phyncian. Like wisdom in 
the Proverbs ste shall, however, not £ul ts lift ap onr voice in ibo 
nuiricet-placa.and teati^, not only against tba evila of aociety, bnl 
also declare the remedy which can alone effect their remoraL Uxioil 
a/ nU modeni; txperimead, md rtfioant eian, ia Os fint 
tttplobt lakta. Hqipy shall vs be'if oar exertions, in any degrse, 
tend to its fiiTthelaiwe. 

ON THE EXISTENCE OF MORAL EVIL, 
' AND ON THE INFLUKNXK OF THOSB. CIRCtlU' 
STANCES WHICH ARE PLACED WITHIN THE 
CONTROL OF SOCIETY. 

ESSAY XVII. 

For ft long time previous to the advent of Chrw- 
linnity, it bad been the practice of ancient Rome to 
allow hU her eubjects great totenilion in matters of 
religion. Thifi wiee policy contributed, in aome- de- 
f;ree, to Ihe rapid extension of ber empire ; it amoollied 
the way to her victorious career, hy dispelling the fesra 
of the weak minded, and deadening the hoetility of aa- 
iiifliieutial class, whose faronr it was not eaay to con- 
ciiiote; the conquered provinces, moreover, were less 
disposed to revolt, when they foond, that by changing 
their masten, they' had only tUvtiniihed their vexations ! 
Prompt payment of tribute, and orderly sabmiadon to 
the Legions, waa nearly all the obemence reqaired. 
No one was molest^ for apecnlaltve opniona, whether 
philosophical or theological 1 . Sometimes, indeed, ber 
viclorions generals paid a visit to the temples of a 
vanquished nation, for the pious purpose of retaining 
ibanks to ihw- Deity for the usistaaoe he lud vouch- 
safed daring the straggle I On .these ooctmons it was 
usual to relieve" .His shrine of raperfiuoUB omamenti^ 
and his coffers of useless wealth — and if lax d&gj was 
tkiifidbi ezeotited ia pfwewtw mitteriala, they allowsd it 
the honour of a dtstinguisbed plsM th their ova 
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M^t/iA', OT obtsJued tor it a uicbc or pcdeitrul iu ibe 
iWtbei^ along viih the guurdiiiOB of the CHpitul. 
If CheM bonoura were peevi^hl^ declioei), nn imnge ot 
Venua or Diaus wm 3i?ut ro coo»ole the God fur his 
dcMcntcd allar, itad lo ussist in repknisLiug Iiih tren- 
sury. Bj these metiud a sort of Uiuk tor suvinga vbs 
creuted, .in wLich the poor were permitted lo depoail 
siuttll sums for the gcueral u^e of the Cjtuie ! - But it 
was resierved for ihe piety of after-times to improve ihia 
device into o. prolific source of revenue capable ol 
affording supplies, not onl v to the minor branches of a 
conqueror's own fumilj, but to his lipphevaflad cousins, 
to the. remotest degree of rcluiiuiihhip ! 

The indulgeul disposition of the Roman guvenimcnt 
produced a correspoiidiug fettling in the inferior cIhs'K'k. 
The-priests of nnmbpriess , sQpcrstilious which infeflted 
evM^ part of Ihe empire, Uid ttsidc their animoeiiies; 
or, being reEtraincd hy the laws within hounds ol 
decornin, lost their uutund anllpalhiea, aud like village 
quacks, were some times so kind ua to administer poison 
to each other's patients. Rtligion, thus bereft of its 
ancient aliment, fell iuto a aliite of Hpeth/, aud de- 
generated fromalivel/aeiitimeut, intoatuld cerepiOD}' — 
an affair of pageantry, procession, and aiug-song I At 
times, indeed, (he violation of a temple, or of a veptiil, 
produced a feeble aud brief outcry, bnt the offence was 
soon forgotteo, or forgiven, by the injured punies. Now 
and then, too, an orator or public pleader for huk of 
argument, or to round a period, invoked (v/tsfra/ uid 
but Btatesmen, philosophera, and sensible persona of 
every kind, had lost all veneration fur those aerin! 
phantoms which were fust melling away into the shades 
of oblivion, while their votaries were descending by 
ahoals into thegnlphof materiulism ! This indifference 
to religion had became almost general ; for every class 
above the rank of slaves were mo^e intent ou fame than 
salvation, and still more on luxtiry than either ! The 
time not spent in tented fields was applied to the im- 
provement or embellishment of their dominions, or 
devoted lo the most vivid and even Jierce enjoyments ; 
BO that the whole people were either occupied in the 
construction of stupendous works, or spent their leisure 
hoars in military triumphs, processions, exhilutions, and 
theatrical entertainments ; even the slaves were at times 
gratuitously admitted to the sports of Ihe arena, so much 
calculated to inspire a mo'leraU ealimate of the rUgnili/ 
of buman nature, or a heroic contempt of death. 

With a people thus circnmatanoed, the introduction 
of new religious opinions, of a highly speculative 
chaTacter, was not likely to attract much notice either 
from the learned, or from persons of rank and anthority ; 
especially as the Apostles addressed their appeals to Ihe 
poor, and did not pretend to interfere with the dnties of 
subordination J but the case was very different with 
infitrioT orders of citizens ; the sympathy expressed for 
their loit condition — tlie concern evinced for their eternal 
welfare — the overwhelming and everlasting ruin with 
which they were immfdiatfly threatened, holh body and 
soul, if they did noUbelkre and rep'-ht, til i^iice alarmed 
(heir fears and engaged their gratilude ; so that the new 
doctrines had spread into every purl of the empire, aud 
multitudes of converts been already made before they 
began to excite any jealousy, even among the heathen 
prif-flts. * 

The reader needs not to be inlonaed tluti one of the 



good objects of the Christian dispensation, was, to 
anuihilslo those absnrd gnpewtitions which w-lfishi e * 
and ignoruute had engendered in every part cf tlic 
woild, and to replace tliem liy its own )iure,Hiuipie,iiiid 
elevated ideas of one common FATHER, and (-omniun 
Friknd, The persons wlio undertook lo. perform lUis 
dangerous office, fully appreciated the diftituUies ll.ey 
would have to tncounler ; they knew full wt-ll, ihey 
had to wrestle, not against flesh and blood — bnt ligaitiat 
principalities; against powers ; against the rulers of the 
darkness of this world; against spirit nal wicked ue>s in 
high plates: therefore, they essayed rather to wniVr- 
miae, than to ovrrlhrou; the exisliiii{ systems. I'o ibis 
end, they used only the mo-t humble iOstrumoas, i nd 
the niusi simple language — but this languiifte was o''ten 
Iruuiiht with lofty wniiiufiils or profound ititiufflit, >iid 
ij>-uenilly obscured with hidden mc»i.iu;:s. and d.rk 
mocndues. Hence the admunilion bo frcqucnliy ic- 
peated. of 'he that hath ears lo heiir, let him heir;* 
' wlios4 readelh let him untlerMuud.' &c. 

When John, the Divine, ' saw one like unto the Pon 
of Hsn, stiiiiding in the miilsl of beveu (wMi-n Cantlle- 
sticks, holding iu his ri;,'lit-lmnd wvcn Stars," he him- 
self, explnins that the Seven Ca Tidiest it ks represent be 
SevFu Churches of his own Diocese, mid ib.tt the 
Seven Staia denote llie snsel? — that is, the Presbi ters, 
or Ministers — (hareto nppertaiuiu^t (Rev. i. 20J, but he 
moreover ssys, that ' out of the month of this likenen 
of the Son of JJan' (meaning thereby hrmti-t/, whose 
Imir was thin, at the age of ninety, or so, as < wlite as 
wool,') 'went a iliarp IwK-e-lged'Kvard,' thereby inti- 
mating that the doctrines he was about to communicate 
must, by tbem, be eo modified, as to cut both wdys, 
that is so as to terrify the evil, and instruct the good, 
without exciting alarm in the powerful. , 

We have another mj'slical commonication of a simi- 
Inr kind couvej'cd under the simile of opening a Book 
with Seven Seals, (Rev. v. aud vi.) The openin? of 
the first five Seals had reference lo events nlrcudy 
passed : namely, to the divine mi:>sion of Christ ; iho 
dcstmction of Jemsalem by ihe Homuiis; the falso 
Christs and heresy of the Xicolailanes ; lite persecutions ' 
under Nero, aud the H.'-mimed reward of ibose martyrs 
— but the opening of ihc .sixth and seventh seals were 
meant to be symbolical of events then cominenciug, or 
;-liorlly cxpct?ted to take pliice. By the Sun bccoiuii»« 
black, as Faekelolh of hair — ihe Moon Lecoming as 
blood— ihc Stars tiilliiig from heaven, and the heavens 
departing as a scroll when it is rolled togetl;ci* is to bo 
understood 'he overtumtug of these pngiiu superstitious 
by which these objects were held in veuemlion, and of 
which catawlrophe, symptoms had already begun to 
appear in the cou versa tit .n of some of ihe pi-gau priests, 
(that is, those Stars, or Angels, or Ministers, had 
already begun to full from their spheres or heaven I) 
Encouraged bj these tokens, a's well aa by the forliiuda 
and constajicy, which the Chrisiiaiis bad shewn in their 
recent persecutions. Saint John, aniicipaied triumphant

and speedy BDCcesa to the good canae of eqnalUy, jus- 
tice, and charity — For he anya, " the ktoga ol the earth 
aud the great men, and the rich meii, aud the chief 
captMDS, aud the mighty men, and every bond-man, 
aud every free-mao, hid tbemaelves in the dens, and in 
the rocks of the moiintsuns ; and said to the raounlains 
and rocka, fall on us, aud hide us from the face of him 
thftt aitteth on the Throne, and I'rom the wrath of the 
Lamb : for the great day of his wrath is come, aud 
who ahall be able to stand ?" 

How much to be lamcuted that these auticipations of 
the worthy old Saint, were not realised according to 
hb expectations '. for whether by the day of judgment, 
he meant the commencemeut ot the reigii of peace and 
juBtioe, (aigreeably to our construction) or the sovereign 
rule of reaaou, sense aud truth ; or (according to the 
myatical aeuae) the 'end aud consummation of all 
things i' the mind sickens at the thought of the millionit 
of MIIjLIONS that have since perished in misery, and 
whose souls, if the latter theory could be true, have 
been consgned to eternal perdition, (throngh the delay 
of this couaummation) moat of whom, never had the 
least chance afforded of even ao much aa to hear of that 
blctaed faith, by means of which their doom might per- 
hapa have been mitigated. 

Seventeen hundred years have now elapsed since 
THIS GREAT FAILURE took place ! It aeema, therefore, 
full time, that some enquiry should be made 
caaao of ita occurrence as well aa into the uses to which 
the assets of the original firm have been hitherto ap- 
plied..

(Col. ii- 
16.) " Ye obaerve days, and months, and year;, ' 
a, in another pan of his writings " I am afraid 
of yon, lest I have heetowed upon you labour in vain."

Then, again, in another epiatle, he seems to regard it

THE CLBBQY CONDEMNED BY THEIR OWN LAW. 
Let na examine these zealoue Messengera of God by 
their own text ; let us bring them lo the bar of the Bible, 
and try them by iheir own taw. 

We have already seen, from the three specimens of 
Jewish persecution against Jeans Chriat for Sabbath- 
breaking, that the modem Chris^ans and the andent 
Pharisees are of the very same breed. 

It is the pare and unadulterated blood of Jctvish hy- 
pocriay, descended in a right line, and blackened and 
thickened a little in its coarse through the dark ages of 
Roman Catholic Monkism. 

It ia the same Jewish blood, I eay, which flows in the 
veins of the preaent generaUon of saints and " righteous 
men ! ' Othenriae, why show snch a religious respect 
for mere formaliries. 

The Sabbath is a Jewish ordinance ; it ia one of the 
ten commandments given to Moses npon Mount I 
and given along with many other laws and precepts which 
are now annulled and abrogated. 

TnElt£ IS NO INJUNCTION IN THE NEW TESTAMENT 
FOR KEYING THE SABBATH ! 

The Sabbath day, as well aa all those other forma an 



These poulive injunctions to reErain irom Sabbath and 
holy-day keeping, the church has despised, and not one 
month can be found in the almanack, whijh has not some 
of its days consecrated and aet apart lo the worship and 
memory of some of the blessed Eaints and angels. This 
ia in direct opposition to Christianity ; bat it pleased their 
vanity, their gluttony, or cupidity, perhaps, and they 
ventured to differ in this from the inspired apostle. 

That there was something of Epicurism in this oppo- 
sition of the church to their standard of faith, will per- 
haps appear more evident, when we consider that there 
are two positive precepts given by the Holy Ghost and 
the Council of Jerusalem respecting eating, to which oar 
pious clergy pay no more respect than they would to the 
braying of an ass or the chnttering of a magpie. " It 
aeemeth good to the Holy Ghost and to us," says this 
nnrepealed edict of inspired aposlleahip, " that ye abstain 
trom eating things strangled, and from hlood." Repeat 
this command to a person whilst be ia monching the 
breast of a fowl or a roasted hare, or carousing amid 
high-flavoured venison ; he would ody look at you with a 
EHtirical grin, and wipe the grease from his'mouth. Here 
ia consistency ! Here is clerical piety and filial obedience 
to their heavenly Father and the Holy Ghoat, thrir 
Comforter ! ! 

They are commanded neither to keep the Sabbath-day 
nor any other species of holy-day, yet they keep the one, 
and adalterate every month of the year with the other ; 
and Co crown Iheir hypocrisy, and despite of the spirit, 
they ent strangled fowls, in defiance of the prohiUuoD. 
Yet mark this ! they will not suffer a poor woman to sell 
oranges nor tea and coffee on a Monday, because it is the 
" Lord's doy I" If there is auch a crime fls impiety, or 
blasphemy, surely this is it ; but we, becanae we are in 
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tbe mioority,* are called impious blssphemeru ; ^}le^ 
the majomy, good, respectable "righteous men." 
aootber, nay, this risiDg, generation, will brand tbem widi 
deserved and everlasting inlamy. 



One tronld expect from these pious and strict disciples 
of our Lord and Saviour, that they would keep the Sah- 
bath day most devotedly at home ; that they would adhere 
to tbe very letter of the precept in their own observance, 
niic« they are so very liberal io iheir compulsory methods 
of enforcing the daty upon others. 

Tbe commandment says, " Thuu ahalt not do any work, 
tbou, Dor thy son, nor thy danghter, nor Cby man-servaat, 
Dor thy muid-Eervaat, nor thy catde, aor tbe stranger 
tbat is within thy gates." 

But observe how it is kept by these sacrilegious im- 
poetors. Not long unce we reed in the newspapers of a 
clergyman threatening to take away his custom Irom a 
baker, if hb continued to bake upon a Sunday ;f and this 
is a foir specimen of the spirit of the religious world upon 
this (juestion. Tbey would extinguish all the bakers' 
firea upon a Sunday ; the bonseqaence would be, that the 
servant girls or mothers of families would cook the meat 
at home. By the present system the girls and mothers 
are free, and the labour of one gives liberty to twenty, 
who are thus enabled actually to keep the Sabbath, by 
relaxation of the body. fiat the parsons would confine 
all the women at home, and make tbem break tbe Sab- 
bath in Eolitade and uninterrupted labour, merely to prevent 
the baker from recdving toaffet on a Sunday ; for that is 
all tbe evil ; tbe wages are the eye-sore that galls these 
servants of the Most High ; and it shows by what name 
that God of theirs deserves to be known. 

It appears, then, that instead of keeping the Sabbath 
by these regalations, that tbey are enforced for tbe very 
purpose of breaking it ; for they do not expect people to 
last on a Sunday, merely to please God Almighty, who 
makes no distinction between Sunday and Saturday. 

Does a Bishop's or an Archbishop's cook geta holiday 
on a Sunday P Are the ovens of our pious gentry aU 
cold as an ice-bouse on the first day of the week P Do 
their men-servants and thdr maid'Servanta keep the 
Lord's-day, and reel from their labour P Do tbe cattle 
that is.within their gates enjoy the Sabbath P What sort 
of ommalsare those that ing them to Church, and return 
them in safety to their homes P — do they enjoy the benefit 
of the fourth commandment P 

Who are those two fellows, the one before, the other 
behind the rolling machine that conveys the mons wor- 
sUppers to and from the bouse of tbnr God P Do ihey 
enjoy the benefit of tbe fourth commandtneut P Do they 
noi work for imye» upon a Sunday? Ah ! but they are 
dressed in livery, they do not sell oranges, tea or coffee, 
or hake pies. — God forbid. 

CESSATION OP HABD-LABOCft IMPLIES RECREATION 
OP MIND AND BODV.

cuiiaus piety, they would, by their own example, show a 
strict obedience to the letter of the fourth commaadment, 
our legislators might save iberaselves tbe trouble of dic- 
tating new laws upon the subject — escape an addidonal 
share of reproacb and odium — and really efiect their pur- 
pose in a more satislacuiry and conciliatory manner ; bnt 
tbey seem determined to constrain the people, whilst' tbey 
reserve perfect liberty to themselves. Are tbey not 
bound as Chrietiaus to give tbnr meu-setvants, tbnr moid- 
servaut, and their horses a holiday upon i^uuday P Yes ; 
but instead of doing so themselves, tbey would compel 
the poor and the industrious to do it by a statute. They 
themselves may roll to and from the church io their cai- 
riages, but the aunts would put a stop to stage coaching, 
and steam, and rail-road travelling ; and, if ibey could, 
God knows whether tbey would not stop the wind from 
blowing, and the sun from shining on the Lord's Day, — 
anything but what they ought to do. The command- 
ment merely requires a cessation from labour, it does not 
forbid amoseroent, nor intellectual recreation ; but on the 
contrary, the cessation from labour' implies an indulgence 
in recreation of miud and body ; but the laws are made 
to deny ihe latler to the servant and working man, whilst 
tbe master is thus permitted to etijoy his or her services, 
seven days instead of six, which is a gain of fifteen per 
cent to tbe master, over and above the certainly of ever- 
lasting damnation for " Sabbath breakii^." 

HOW DO THEY KEEP THE SABBATH AT HOME. 

At home on a Sunday one would expect that tbeee de- 
vout Sabbath keeping fiimilies must present a most 
beauUfiil aspect of all tbe Christian virtues in harmonious 
blendiiJg. No slander HufTered, 1 ween, no inviduous re- 
marks on the pride and vanity of those who are rather in 
advance of themselves in fioery or family importance. 
It should be BO. 

But men and women are frail creatures; and these 
pious and respectable nurslings of our Virgm Mother 
Church, though they neither bake pies, nor sell oranges 
on the Iiord's Day, bat religiously confine themselves to 
their own firesides, like good Christians, are engaged in 
much more immoral and illegal' employments — ripping up 
the domestic secrets of their intimate acquaintance ; cari- 
caturing tbe looks, dress, or manners, of their rivals, or 
covering with malevolent aspersions the characters of 
those to whom tbey profess an ardent attachment, and to- 
wards whom they mtuntain the appearance of cordial 
friendship. 

But this is good Chrisdan Sabbath keeping, notwith- 
standing ; for they do not open shop, or bake, or sell 
oranges like tbe profane. 

The Lord is well pleased with tbem, therefore, and 
pitietb their infirmities ; but bakers and orange-women 
shall be coat into outer darkness, where there shall be 
weeping, and wailing, and gnashing of teeth ; where tbe 
ovens shall never be cooled, and tbe oranges shall shrink 
into cinders lor lack of moisture. J. E. S.

1 now proceed to coudider in what 
respect UocialUls mil iiccelerntc iLeir owu muvemeul, 
by joining the great body of Reformcra iu ihe cry for 
Cora Law repeul ; nnd nlao. wliy ihey ure in duty 
bound to joiu in that cry, ' Xot because tbey believe 
tlictt it ii calculated to effect any tiiiug like the pros- 
perous resulla expected by the repealers, but because 
the law is in itBelf unjust, and must eventually, if maiu- 
tained, produce cousequeuced moat laoientable fur ibc 
souini welfare of Britain. 

A failure iu tbc barveBt, and a fnlling off in national 
credit, must positively bring affairs to a speedy criitia. 
Dear bread, little money, a languishing trade, aud, as 
a conwqueut, a starving population, are great helps to 
rebellion, revelation, s!id crime. Every man' 
against bis fellow-man, Each striking for himself, 
refrardless of cocseqtiences, and careless of the miserj- 
and degradation which must inevitably result. The 
feeling which produced Chartism will again burst forth, 
armed fur revolution. Physicid force will stalk through 
the land trinmpbaut, and moral power and social feei- 
i ig must, for a time, fitll before lis wild aggression, 
Pliysicat want is but a daugerous power to play with. 
aUi) hungry men se!d(im reason how they are to get 
bread, but they " get it" when best they may. The 
j4ati-Com Lmv C'Tfiiliir very shrewdly aeka the r;ues- 
tii>!], "Are the Drilish puputatiuu at present so con. 
tented, so rich, and so happy, so well pleased with the 
cjnslitution, that fuaiiae prices will have no effect 
exciting their hostilily, insobordinalioD, and rebellion 
Let Si)ciali:4tri rellect upon Ibis before Ihpy go too far 
their opposition to the Coru I^aw repealers. Let tliem 
consider (hut, aa Socialists, they nre not advocating a 
suilden and pliysical-force change, but a gradual and 
moml oue. Let theni cousider that, in the event of a 
political coiivulaion, should revobitiou succeed, the 
scramble which must eusuc would brin,' so much 
iuaubordinution as effectnally to check, fur a period, 
the onward progress of rationalisii. And if, on tha 
cintrary, rebellion should be stopped in its mud career, 
the aristocratic rulers of Britain, spurred on by the 
bigoted fanatics of the church militant, would not tiiil 
to place Socialists under the ban of the laws, and tbu» 
put a check upon their movement 

Tho vital principle of rationalism must be jpesce and i 
good order; these are essential lo its existence. Moral, i 
and not physical power, must ho its motive force. It < 
is essential therefore that every Socialist, beware of any 
agitation calculated to produce anarchy and coLfusion, 
and equally beware of opposing the legitimate 8gilation 
of a question calculated to soolb and allay discontent. 

In opposing Cbartiam so effectually, they had not to 
contend with the eool-hesded iutelligeuce ot the middle 
classes, but with the hot-headed igiujruitce of a du^ed 
itnd di;4organised populace. Therefore, as a mnlter of 
expediency, it is their interest to join in the aay for a 
repeal of the ComLnws ; telling tbrir repealing friends, 
however, that they do not believe tliat the abrogation 
to effect the chsngo the Auti-Corn Law men cou!em- 
plate, but that it may be the means of assuaging ibat 
unheoltby and feverish excitement, now so prevalent, 
and tUuB allow time for the consideration of more 
e.fectnnl remedies for our social and political evils. 
By ad.iptinp ibis course, they ai-nist, upon principV, 



?bich b considered, by popular' opinion, the 
of the day. Should this n^t succeed iu doing 
all that 'n» advocates expect, Ibey cannot, at least, 
charge the Socialists with a diy-in-the-mni.gi^ oppotii- 
tion. Failing, as we well know it must do, iu eflectu- 
aliy emeliuraliug the social cuudiiiou of the people, the 
Anti-Corn Law men must then look out for some 
other means of producing ft heiillhy and permanent 
cliange in society. And to whom will they be so 
likely to turn, as lo thoee Individuals who joined them 
in their cry for cheap com, becaufe a law that made it 
dear, tbey (the Socialists) held to be unjust ; but, at 
(he same lime asserted, that the repeul nostrum would 
not effect its object ? On the contrary, if Socialists 
obstinately oppose the repealers, and the latler attain 
tbeir wishes, as eventually they mnst, simply because 
they have just grounda to go ^ipon ; when (he remedy 
does not succeed, which is equally certain, thry will 
turn round upon rationalists, and vent their spleen in 
angry bickerings, and a species of re-active opposition, 
even should they attain (heir object, without a tremen- 
dous political convulsion. 

The Corn Laws is oue of the last remnants of tha 
feudality of the dark ages, and like tho feudal system 
ilsclf, must soon exist but in (he page of history. 

Let Sociulists, therefore, no longer lend their aid to 
the aristocratic supporters of an unjust law, by opposing 
ihusc reformers who are agitating for its repeal, but let 
them honestly and conscientiously give tbeir aid to the 
repealers in destroying the impost ; not because they 
agree in all these individuals argue will be the result of 
Trade, but because it is an act of justice, and 
fore may for a period checl^ the onward progress 
of the country towards revolution. 

Socialism cauaot flourish amidst anarchy and con- 
fusion. It has every thing to lose and nothing to gain 
by such a state of things. E>ear bread produced the 
lirst French revolution, which swept the leudality of « 
pampered aristocracy from the couduent of Europe ; 
but it involved in its vortex much (hat was good, mncb 
ibikt was estimable, much that wub calculated lo eSect 
d political amelioration. 

ow come to the conclusion that Socialists 
Diuiht to join the cry for Com Law repeal, aud ought to 
petition Parliament as a body — giving us a rcftson — not 
that tbey consider it can produce any permanent good 
to society, so long as competition aud the present 
arrangements of society exist ; but, first, because it is 
an"w»yW* taui — giving the few a power over the many 
as regards the first necessary of life, which is calculated 
to destroy the due balance of interest, in societj. 
Secondly, because anarchy and confusion must inevi- 
tably result from a one-sided system of legislation, 
which protects one class of the community at the 
expense of the other. 

Such are the reasons why Socialists should be Com 
Law repealers; and it is to be regretted that they have 
so frequently opposed the agitators of that question. 
But purely no good; but much barm must result ; be- 
cause they throw tbemselves open to a charge of cap- 
tiousneaa.or dog-in-the-manger like opposition. Having 
now laid the matter fairly before them ; may we not 
hope that « different view of this Com Law qnestion 
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will 



influence their future condnot ?

" I have heard it nid that Opium ia not permilled lo hi smoked in 
your own coonuiei, but on the other hand i> forbid by llie ■tomcat 
lawi, the Nnooker of it being doomed to death 1 This ahowi cluariy 
that ;oa know 0[Hum to be a hfe-dcBlroying drug. Now if you for- 
bid yonr own people to imoke it, and yet do not forbid them to aell it 
to ut that it may be unoked, this ii not in confotniity with the goWcn 
role of " doing ai ye would bo done by." Id addition lo all ihii, the 
laws of our Empire look upon Ihe Tenders of Opium at guilty of a 
gtUTer crime, thoii he who merely nnokcb it, and wc viut hit otfcnce 
accordingly wiih a mnch heavier puniihment. 

** I (IiIe for notliing more than that you give me up all the Opium 
in your poawauon, and that yoa write out a Bond to thu fuUowing 
effect : that yon will henceforth nnd for cicr, never more deal in Opium, 
or if fou dare lo bring niiy more Opium hither, you ore willing that 
the cargo be confiicatcd, mid the people put to death. 

" What proapect is there of our ever again permitting yoa by meana 

your noiioui drug, to obtain dishoneslly the wealth of our poor de- 
luded people, and eiitic:' them to commit an act by which their livct 
are forfeited to the luwi of their coiintry i 

"l-have with tho mast profound reepect examined the code of 
tiii«gieatTartaio-ChineiieDynn»ty (i.t the Ta Tiiug Leuu le) and 
' " " ■ [i.thalif aChineMoraforcignerriulaletheLi 
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fraudulrntly gel posscgsion of, and the Uvea that you thus take away, 
■re not thow of a lingle individual nor of a luiglc 6ani\j ; and ought 
a crime uf thin mognitude to be punished with death or not? 

" By rcnion of your unhiwful irafKc in opinm, you have involved 
our simple people ju guilt nnd misery. There is not a good or 
upright lunn •hose heart doe« not grieve, end alioio heiil does not 
ache at ii, espccinlly in rcftwncc lu those who hni-o been induced to 
sell and smoke opium, and have been put to death on that account.

WASTE LANDS. 

To the Editor of the New Moral fFarU. 

Sir, — I shall attempt no answer to your sirictnrea on 
my letter in this day's number, wherein there are also 
Kunie misprints. 1 believe those infected with religio- 
pbubia to be equally incurable tvith the hydrophobia. 

As my purpose is to promote Socialism by practical 
discussion, 1 prefer referring to your opinion on the re- 
claiming of cuUitmble waste land^ in these islands. 

1 have heard others, beside yourself, speak of the said 
cu'tiixible waste landt^, bnt have never yet been able to 
ascertain where they ate stuated. 

In the course of cerlnin sylvan pursuits, I have myself 
been over some considerable portions of waste land in all 
all our tbreti countries, but have failed to discover any of 
the cases so described. I put gentlemen's parks out of 
the question, though they are frequently of very rough 
land, and otten pasture sheep as well as deer, the former 
of which are articles of food as well as grain i*, and more- 
over produce clothing. 

I will state some facts respecting Dartmoor, in Devon- 
shire, a circuit shv of about sixty miles. Judge Boiler 
and Sir T. I'yrwbit got grants of certain choice portions, 
and, al^er considerable expenditure, formed some indo- 
sures, bearing the coarse grass, which flourishes in that 
climate during the summer months. 

1 have been assur<!d, thai though you may obtain a 
couple of crops of oats, by breaking up certain spots, yon 
will not get any thing more to grow there for sei'en year^. 
I am the most disposed lo credit this, haviug been inform- 
ed that when some of the Dorsetshire downs, tvhich had 
been subtracted from the sheep, and forced into cultiva- 
tion during the war, were sought to be restored to pas- 
ture, no g^ass seeds could be found to grow there, and 
they had to he left to a recovery of the indigenous herb- 
age through a long lapse of ye.irs. 

I hive been forced away from attempted sporting oper- 
ations on Dartmoor by driving rain and mistK, and on 
reaching the lower country, have found that the aan had 
been shining there the whole day. It has been shrewdly 
suggested by sagacious observers, that if the elevated 
bogs which. attract the clouds in that quarter were drained, 
there would be an end to the Dart and other rivers arising 
therefrom. The soil at these altitudes, little above a 
thousand feet, is generally of a most hungry descriplioa, 
and seldom to be improved by digging. 

Not Fo the sites of the pauper colonies in Hollaod. 
Those, I apprehend, to he about the level of the sea, (a 
great matter in point of climate,) and, if the sands whereof 
they ore composed can receive on admixture of clay, from 
pits sunk through tbem, no better soil can he desired, 
after a few yenra' working. 

It remains ior me i*» speak of bog-cultivation. The 
objeciioii helbri; urged muy be valid, or othenrtse, but 
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tbera ara hag^ iu loir ntaatione which tvei no riveTs, and 
ue, apparently, onljr musancee. I happen to have, at 
trmu duiancefrom hence, a spgt of thin deecriptioii, oei- 
tber BO deep nor so wide os the hog of Allen, but tvhicb 
seems as if it would turn into beautiful meadons, with 
Utde easy drunage. 1 sbonld, therefore, be very mnch 
indebted to bdv of your coirespondenU, who would in- 
Btmct me in the proiiess of decomposing the said peat, 
after it is drnined. 

It appears to me, that when that operadon is effected, 
if it does not become a caput mortunm, it is very Uke cl 
piece of dry «ponge, which renders it a puzzling matter to 
make potreftcdon take hold of it. Indeed, I urn told 
there is a toontng principle contuned therein, which 
enables it to defy rot. 

Id COnclorioD, I wish speciBcally to state, that my 
objects are to prove that we bave few or no waste lands 
worth cuUiradng, and that emigration is necessary, both 
to tbe relief of the coantry from a superabundant, in- 
creasing popnladon, and to tbe advantageous spread of 
Socialism.

gladly ud tbe onward movement ; the Reports of Piogieas, in which 
oar friends onirersally loel such deep intenst, are either greatly 
tuled or enUrely omitted ; and the literary, scientific, and misceltane- 
ous rending, which it is deairable our Jounud should eoata 
nddition to matter purely and strictly bearing on our progrcis and 
principlea, it now entirely shut out ; bV sliich mciuin,' the pnper 
prevcDied from securing the lapport of a targe cirdo of readers, tu 



whom such matter is acceptable, and our owu fricndH deprived of (he 
infbrmstiou and improvement which would attend its intenion. 

These and other roiaona, ntiich will to readily tnggeit thcmsclvei to 
Dur rceden, as to render unnecesaary any teoipitulnlion tmta us, hnvo 
determined us to solicit the opbdon of the various Bmuchet upon the 
following propotition :— 

"-That, at the commencement of the eniiiing year, the jVeur Moral 
World be enlarged to the siia of tlio Coari Giaflle, which contains 
sixteen quarto poget of three columna each, and to be told for Thret- 

If it is deemed expedient thnt a portion of each impresuon 
thonld be itompcd, it con be sold for Fourjiaue-kidfptniiii, the ordinary 
price of weekly papers ; the Court Giaellc tetli for Sixpence. 

To those who may not have an opportunity of seeing the paper 
fencd to, we may say, that they wilt have a tolerably correct idea of 
the proposed enlargement by putting two copiei of Chamben'' Joitnial 
together. The Court O'axetle is rather larger, and so would the Nao 
Moral HorM be, if altered. It is propoied, alao, to print it with a 
uniform type, not exceeding in size tlie small and beautiful brevier 
type in which this article it icL The addition of paper and type would 
be fully eqnul toeightpogesof our prcicnt size, or twenty-four pagei in 
alL Clduiien' Jattmal is universally conudcred at the bead of chct^ 
periodical literature ; the Alno Moral World would be cheaper ; and 
the greater fiuilitict which the enlargement would provide us, should 
be lo uaed, as to insure the production of a Joamal of superior and 
vaticd matter. TiVD or three page*, nt least, woold be devoted under a 
distinct bending, to notices of ncwinventiona idcntiBc discorcriei, new 
works, and general literature ; larger quotationi from the contempu- 
mry press, where these exprcat either favourable or adverse opinions 
of our views, more ample detult of our pnigrou, nntl greater variety 
in original conununicationi would slao fonn a part of the pnqected 
improvements, thould the lodely decide in tivour of the alteration. 

The success which attended the doubling of size a year ago, ofTen 
the stroEtgeat encouragement to venture upon tbia additional improve- 
ment. Onr arealation wot doubled : and we are happy lo uy, seems 
at the picicnt to be gradually and ateadily riiiing, notwithstanding the 
■moDj drawbacks it suflcn from size and other cnnsi^s. 

The Offieon of the variout Branches em, therefore, cameitly re- 
quested to call meetings with oa little delay as passible, bi the discus- 
sion of this subject, and to forward lo the Ceauol Doaid their resolu- 
tions thereon, if possible, before the end of the prcseut month, in otder 
that time moy be given for the ujcessary altcmtioui in pap r, the pro- 
curement of new type, preasca, &c., which the alteration will require. 
It is alto adviaablu that the reiolutiont should express on opinion re- 
specting tbe propriety of stamping a portion of tbe impression. Wa 
conaider this very desirable, and calculated materially to promote the 
spread of the principles and sole of the paper. It Is uunecesaoiy to 
remind our frienda that tbe profits arising from tiicNew MonU World, 
after defraying the very moderate outlay incurred in getting it out, go 
to the support of the cauae, and into the funds of tbe society ;— not 
the pockets of individuala In suiiporting this [«per, therefore, and 
extending its nscrulncat nud circulation, they are supporting their own 
society, and their own interests in th.it society. Wo truat that we 
shall ipeedily see this paper in each a petition, as maiuly to support 
the Suciol Mitsionariea, and render unnecessary any calls upon the 
members far that pnipoae. Thia great and desirable object could 
easily be effected by each member making himself an agent or canros- 
aer for it, promoting its tale by all the meant in bis power, and, by 
hii exertion* being seconded in on appro|>riate manner at head quor- 
tcra — that ia to ay, tending out a journal which in mutter, manner^ 
and size would give tutis&ction lo thote into whose hnndt it fell 
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The Publiiher uid Editor tiuit tbal Iba inportuica of tbs •nbjscl, 
Hid ihe ihort liina whtEh rcmuni for delibtration, will Mimnlale im- 
medi*!* BtWntiiHi to it.

Wb baTc a letter from Mi. Aldak, dated the Srd init., b; whtdi 
we leun that all u goiog on well, mts that the wHimm of the mwod 
■omewhat impcdei the progreu of wheat towing. What i> lown !■ 
well pDt mvHth Gnewt-of npc diut to tha acre, & nnll patch being 
left hmand then fet aiperiment. It iiintendtd to «w aboiCt fifty 
■crea with the beet eeed that ean be prmmred ; eighty iheep have been 
•old, and the tctt are now npon a few aerei of tnmipi, which have 
been bought for them ; the other euttle at preeent upon the Eilate are 
nine honca, one cow and calf, and nioeteen pigii eight of which aie 
fiittipg for the purpDM of making HaipMn bacon. The band* at 
preeeot emplaned ^liircd labourer*) arc three plooghlnm, two ihrah- 
en and atrawcutten, one ahepherd boy, and a woman. The arriral 
of tha firtt draft ia uiiiouilf looked for. Mr. Aldam lajra he haa 
p^nty of mooay for preaent puipoiea. Hie neigh bourhood ii big with 
ecpectation aa to out proceeding!, and daily applicatlim ia made for 
employment by the aiuronnding peoiantry ; the oondition of whom ia 
devaibed to beofthe moat heart-rending and poTeny-iliicken deterip- 
tion, haiiag to keep a wife and Gunily, find fuel and dothea, and mn 
the chance of liekneea, upon mne thillingi a week ; ten ahillingi being 
a laie exception. They lire in the moat inferior manner, and on the 
woratof food. Mr. Ai-bxm Ihua deacribea the life of aome cartera : — 
A little fire in an outbnilding boilaa pan of water, which with brrad 
and Mlt, eonatitutea their bnakfaiti at night they ilecp either on 
atraw under the manger, or in a loft above, with one blanket autl a few 
old ascka ; a New Poor-law baitile doiea the diunal pmipecCive. 
Yet, theie itl-uacd miterable Tictimi of a hod tyitem, are deKribed by 
Mr. Aluax a* induatrioua, cbeeiful, and &ithfiOrwhen treated with 
aympathy luid k'udneaa ; and he eipnuea an nuneat wiah that our 
future proceedinga may enable aa to olleiiate their wretched condition. 

It hai been diacoTered that the buildinga for Comnanity may be 
niaed for little more than one hnlf of the expcnce that wsi anticipated, 
by our adopting a mode of building in genemi nie in that part of the 
country, inilend of ming bricka. The touet on be btaU of otatt, 
which ia firat reduced to mortar, and miied up with atmw \ thii com- 
poaitian ia then uaed in layert for making the walta of the bnildinga, 
one layer being added aa fast a> the preceding one leta and geta firm. 
By the adopUon of thii iyslera of building many hnndredi of poundi 
will be aaved to the aocitty. Briika would haro coat 7a lOd. per 
thoouuid for duty and clay, exduMve of labour, coni, and leading for 
a mile and a half after being nude. The whole of thia will he aaved, 
ai in chalk building (aave a very few bricka) there ia nothing bnt 
labour wuited \ and in getting the chalk ready for building, the 
labonren will be nuking the cellan at the aame Ume. 

Aa teapecta the atability and comfort of thia mode of bailding, we 
are infonned that the houKa are warmer in winter, cooler in lummar, 
and alwaya dryer than btick hoaiea. Mr. Ald^k inatancai an inde- 
pendent gantlenan ^nner, (our next neighbour) who haa a beautiful 
eonntry-heiiae, three itoriea high, with three fronta, moat taatafiilly 
bofft, and beantifiilly omaiDentod, which ia bnill nearly all of chalk ; 
and h* aren that be wonld roder h^ qfdiaBi/orHi aim ijcelling. 



ibaiKfbritk; ifittuddbantimbnehfiir metkmg. Thia gentlemaB 
i« alio prepared to icconmodata na with a heuae at Bnnighion, the 
(illiga next to our ealale, from which it ia dJatoot a mile, nniil 
arrangementt lira made for lodging onr membert in their own erectiona ; 
we can aleo hart, at a abort diatnnca, a brick and linie-kilu, at a 
moderate rent, from him, if we want them. 

Mr. Finch boa mode calculationa, from which it appean that • 
complete aquare, calculated for Etc bundled indiiiduali, conaiating of 
Ltting-room for each adult aboia aeTauteea ycaraof age, 
for the Jnnion, npou the principle of Mr. Owu<> 
large plaii, together with nght public buildinga at the comera and 
large dining halli, projecting into the bteiior of tha 
aqoan, can be completely Gniahed ; and, indeed, tha whole eatobliih- 
Dtent, iodudiDg faming atock, Ac, completad far £14,000, nhich 
will aTernge about £50 per head tor each male adnit, .£10 each Jamale, 
£S0 forjimtora under aeTenteen yean of age. The whole of thia 
oipital may be repaid, with intereal, in taren yiaia, by nine honra 
labour per day. 

A code of lawa diawn np by tha Coounittee of Management for 
e iDtemal regulation of the atlabliibment will probably be pnbliahed 
the Nrno Moral WvM, in a fortnight ; thoaa desiring to poaaaia 
pica of thia laluable document, ihonld giie eaily orden to their 
publi^en, that wo may be prepared to aupplj the inoeaaed demand 
naequeot upon ita puUication. 

Since writing tha abore, Mr. FiNCa baa tent na two letten, fro m 
which wa lake the following intoeating and important enracti : —

oa aa mnch caib, uid would probulily be more cottTcnieDt for tha 
membert to pay than money. The bett, quickeil, and cheapcti way 
of imTvlling, will be by the Liveipoid and Manchcater RaiU-ay, to 
Hinninghom \ by the Bimiingham and Ijondon, to London ; by tha 
London and Soulbampton, to Baiiiigalok'. — fnm whence eoachet can 
be had to Wallop, four mQea from BroughUio ; ot the SjJiahui; 
coachea will take to Stockbridge, aix milet from Bmoghton ; or will 
put down poiaengera at the end of a hme, four mile* and a half fonn 
Broughtnn \ and Broughton ia one mile from Queenwood Form. The 
lailway to Bimiingham, from Liierpool, by the aecnnd cluu train, ia 
17a. ; third data, lit.

We oerer have, and never >ball, counnel any change ia thia 
reqiect, until amngeiiKBti have been made to moke voman inde- 
pendent I to free her from the abacUe* of ignonncc, prejudice, and 
poverty ; and, above all, to deitroy tbe notion of propeHy lyiaiwH 
beagM, upon which the preaent immoral tyatem reila — any attempt la 
change the manioge inititatloni of pment >od:ty, unitl the itruclart 
of lociety iticif ia tint changed, would eauae more evilr than wc now 
endue, and theee ore avSciently numeroui and lugentable le deter 
the eociol nfomer &om being aecciaory to their increaae ; he deairea 
to diminiib, not to add, to the turn of human luSering. We thai], 
however, return to thii aubject next week ; and, meantime, bring 
bcC«e our naden another example of the manner in whieh Ckiiiliim

cheater, pubUc and [^vato, are of the higfaeat character ; and who U 
highly reapectcd by, and moving amongtt, the priticipal gentry and in- 
halHtanla. Hia employen, from whom he holda a high and confiden- 
tial utualiau, are ban " atigmatiied aa truton lo todely" if tbey do 
not act npon the hint* Iwre thrown out, and rqieated, we have maoD 
to fcoi. at their table by ao called liott men ; in abort, hia ruin ia de- 
termined upon. There ia no bat bat that hia talent in commercia] 
ofiain, hia eieellence at an accountant and penman, would make 
him rageiiy aought after by other*, if thia ihould happen ; bat 
that hi* peneculon will fallow up th«r wwk by preventing whenver 
ponible, any re-initalemmt in a ntuation. We ihoil, however, have 
more to ny on thit anbject in onr next, and ihall alto be able to give 
an acconnt of the manner in which theae |rioaa charitable Chtistiant, 
need one of th«r ovrn proprieton laat week, tmfblding a aeona of 
buibaiity and immorality, of auch a native ai to make one weep to. 
think that auch deed* can be perpeti&tad by beinnt bearing the human- 
form, and calling Ihamtelvet CkriiHaiu.

It is not, however, to any one poiposa, that these bnildings are to 
be dcToted. Emy man, and eiery wmnan, too, for henceforth there 
ia to be no detraction againat one-half of the apeciea ; whether poa- 
aeased of one talent or of ten talenta, will be required, by the urgency 
of the dicnmitaneee in which all will be placed, to develope anch 
talent*, as a means of promoting their own hapiuneBs, by increasing 
that of other*. It is thu* alone that we aa cheriah and coltiTate 
bunjan sympathies, and that the happiness of indiTiduals becomes 
identified with that of the comnonity of which they form a part 

Inunediale and cordial assistaDOS is, therefore, expected iram all 
who desin to aaaemble nnder tbe most kindly inSoeuees, to obtain or 
to eonmiiniatle knowledge, in moral or phyaial sdeace, and to exer- 
cise and gratify their socisl diqrautions ; and who also dexin to see 
intelligence and tamhty anpersede ignomnee, and its associatea.

Afler a little time, he ( Ji^es) repre- 
aented binuelf aa a member of Mr. Owen's " Social Comroonity," 
and importuned her to become his "partner" under that "(7ateni," 
~ ~ iring her at the same time, that the greaCt^ possible hsppness 
lid be the result. She renxced his importunites for anme time, 
but unfortunately, at length, about nineteen months ago, coasenled 
to his wishes, not however before he bad iaithfally ptomiaed to lake 
her to London, and marry her at St. Martin's- in- the-Fielda, whidi 
church she nnderstood she had been chcinened at. Some time 
after tbe birth of ber child she had aacertained that Joyea had 
another wife, or at least had lived for lome oooaiderBble time, with 
a young woman whom ha had married, nocordingto Owen's "Social 
System," and deaertcd ber and her three in^t childmi, of whom 
he wa* the bther. About five week* aso. without the slighteat 

Crovocatian 00 b^ part, be alsodesrrted her, (^iplicant) Iraving 
er widiout the slightest means of aahaiatenee Kit henelf and inbnt 
— for the pmpoae, for all she knew; o( bringing aome other yotmg 
woman into wretchednees and misery. 

In reply to the qoeationa of the maj^stiate, the applicant said, 
that before she went to live with Joyes, a sort of ceremony of mar- 
riage took place, and was performed by Hr. Owen, at the New 
Carpenter's Hall, in Honchester. Tbe nature of the ceremony, 
was that they were to live together as man and wife, but that, at 
the same time, if either of Oiem found any body else who could 
do them greater good, and with whom they conid be man happy, 
lo separate and have them. She also said that neither Jojea noi 
heraelf had been inmates otthe" CammnniCy," as tbe latter had 
only paid £?G out of the £iO that waa required by Hr. Owen, as 
admissiun money. She was, however, acquainted with the regu- 
lations of the " Harmony," which vera that its inmates ware dresa- 
ed in a particular livery ; that they dined at one commoo table ; 
that eacb, at different hours of the day, worked at ther respective 
trades; that they spent the Sonday in dancing, aingiog, and all 
sorts of amusements, instead of going to cbnrcti or any place of 
religious worship ; that the children were takeo from their mother* 
shottty after they were bom, and handed over to nurses appointed 
for that purpoae, so that the mothers would have no fu.ther troobla 
with them. 

Sbelswell, the offlrer in attendance, here remarked that these 
" Harmonies" would become fhmous nuiaeries for the factory 
children, and added, that he supposed that if any two of its inmates 
ahonld, by ch^ce, live seven yean together, they would be entitled 
to a gammon of bacon. 

Mr. NosTON ordered five shillings to be handed from tbe poor 
box to the poor woman, for her present use, and Cook said be 
would call on the brother-iu-Uw of Joyce, to see if be could not get 
him to perform his former promise. 

The poor woman expressed her gratitude to die ms^strate, for 
bis kinlness, and said ahe bad, a most thorough disgust for Ihe 
" System" which had brought her to disg-ace and ruin.

Society, aa it is at pnesnt eona^ 
tuted, has made no general arrangement for ^eae purpoaea, and 
therefore thron-a tbe duty of doing ao upon the paicnti of each aepvate 
family. In order to aecuro tbia object, marriagea are declared iodia- 
aolable, or their draaolntion 10 hedged about with difficulliea, that it ia 
lo impoaBhle to obtain diTOioei, although we niay mention, bir 
sy, (hat that luxury, ^e othen, sua be pncoied b; thoae whoaa 
puniei' an letiB euoutdi to nay for it " liCirryiiigi i««-n»rryllig,r»>i 
'■i«Tjii(,' ia bjtM Meaaa immoral ia-a panon who haa tttn 
WMbd paaadsaTtM ; bat It 11 hotrible ^eptBrtly In the poor, not 
to be tolerated fbr a moment, or ipoken of wtAont lifting up tha 
irtutei of piona cyei in honor at the idea. Society ia certainly unjuat 
in thia reapect ; but it ii only another eiample of the Hmdiag etTect 
which the glitter of gold hai npon the eyea of tta jadice of Os i^ 
Wa ahall not be guilty of the high treaaon of oicritnng auch weakneaa 



Society haa thui for ita own »fety, prcaeribed the lyalem of indla- 
aolnble marriagea. In tbe caae of the rich again, however, it haa ad- 
nritled ■im principle that DnioUB may be diaiolTed, where the unbi^id- 
noHof the iudividuali united ia the mnilti and Ihua yielda to wedih 
what ia deuied to reaaon and morality. 

In addition to tha political reaaon adduced ferindiaaoluUe marriage*, 
then ought CO be added the prieat*a noaon : — the inalitatioa of mar- 
riage waa admirably adapted to peipetoate and extend their iway over 
the formation of the human mind and deatiniea, hence ita elenttion- 
into a lacmment, ita ioelukon among r^tgirmt ordinancea. Upon thja 
however, it [• unnecetaory to dwelL Marriage i> now by act of Par- 
liament, the iame authority that made the church itael^ only a cMI 
soalnie*, entered iuto by two pcraoni fbr the purpose of gnaianteeing 
the stats ngninit the inpport of the oSapcing of their union. 

It nuist be Gonfeaaed that the alete ia mueh mon rational and hu- 
mane, in Ita mnnogeuient of the buuneta, tiien tbe church : it dnea not 
require of the partiea to peijun themteliea, by declaring that they 
win do that which their natun renders them inc^sble to predicate ; 
namely, to command and tsiS their aeniations, ideas, feeling*, convic- 
tions, and volitions, till (he day of their death. No ! the alate nenly 
aseerlsina tlut the individuals an deainiu of being married, it doea 
not even ask them whether iheylove or hate each other at tha 
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nvmcnl oF runuiug ihr contnct,— and in thu it ii wuer iban' ih* 
tlvnrch. Oh ho-,» many peijuriM ha™ b«n twom befure the chureh'i 
altun upon IbiJi lubject ; from the tongue ho« many Asacveiationi of 
Un hire flawed, n-hcn hatred ud dingiut ivrelW and rngcd in the 
bKMt 1 uid the panii.<», thiu mntunlly cozening each other s-ilh 
honied vonlt, hnre been nttraclcd only by ir«ld«l lillcii, fortune, pro-

In renlity, the plans praposed by RoniaT Owsy, for regulating the 
inlercour>e of the sexes in the finl Communities, are moeh nion strict 
than numy now existing in several Etrnjiean and Ametiaui states i 
and ace, at all events, much more so than the Jewish system, of which 
Ood himself was the author. According to the preachcn of the BiUo 
iliat ayitoTD, indeed, aeema to have been a most lax sod lioentious one, 
if Judged aocoiding to the orthodai ilaiidaid of theday. Tbe (i>IIaw- 
ing seem* an exceedingly " free and easy" mode of pcoccdorc •. — 
'^ When a man hath taken a wife, and married her, oad^ oantxIoiaM 
tbatMsjiai^ ■oyoDOBT iiAb ifa, because he hath Grand aome nn- 
deanlinest in her. Am Ut BIH icrtfe iar a hVl q^ dteoraaiHisI, and give 
it into her hand, and send her out of his house ; and when she it de- 
parted oat of his hoim, she may go and be another mau^ wife^" 
(DeuUixiT. l,a.) 

Now, be it ofaaerred, that the man is the dietetor in the whole ef 
the preceding anangemoit ; he asks leave of no magismie or other 
authority ; he is not nqnind to eonsnlt the feelings of Iba weoiao ; 
in bet, his own fedings alone dictate his conduct. It ia lit iDdividasl 
dis)deaaura, and Ait JudtMiid "Ml qf drrvmaunl,'' which pndoce* 
the aciaration. Yet, this ia a system of marriage which eomea wilk 
the stamp of ienon upon it I it is heialded with a — " thoa railh th* 
Lord !" that Lord who " ia of purer eyes than to brhoM iniquity ;" 
and who is also " without variabteness or shadow of turning ;" " the 
same yesterday, to-day, and for ever !" This pure and nnchangesble 
God it is who establishes the sjiIMn we have quoted, and accrnnpaniiS 
the permission to have mtmr wires, (not one.) Yet, in the bte of all 
this, his pricati and wonbippen decry a ayatem, much nuin pore and 
cijaste, aa the height of licentioniness ! 

Contrast the proposed arrangements of Robhit Ovbr with those 
we have quoted from the Bible ; and IhedifFerenee in fitrour of justice 
and morality will be immediately qiparmt 

He uidains that thne months' notice of the Intention to marry ihali 
be publicly given ; that if, at the end of that time, the parties remain 
of the HDie mind, the nuptials shall be solemniied ; that if, afttf the 
lapse of a twelvemonth, both psrtiea discover they are unsnited to each 
odwr, and thai it will be a mntnal benefit for them to separate, they 
tlnll come brward and poblidy declare the nme.

in the exterior reUiIions which easii lAalmtff* v'M bear lo other fthil- 
oi^^es, according to the law of analogy. And u* the heavenly ptancti 
have not only a movement of themselves, but another movement arouiid 
other bodici — which other bodies in their tnru hnvc also a movement 
amund others ^n— so also will npS'i/aww be not oiily composed of 
a number of small aocinl ciirlet called gmiips, but these groups will 
revolve around otlicn called series nnd th<'<c wriet will, in th.-ir lum , 
form the ;iWuii,w, which ilKlf it doliiicj to cnntimio the name law 
of ttiuJogy in its rcbtiont with olhn- /iJu/j.'^^ in the vicinity.

No proof can be more glaring of the' 
anomalous state of society at the present moment than the &ct of 
labour being held in contempt. Whot ! shall me so blaspheme Deity 
as to suppose that he hoe designed that labour should be considered 
dishenemble at the some time that he has made it the imperious and 
necessarj- condition of our vcrj' existence ? 

And yet we see rich men priding themselves in their idleness, and^ 
by their side their poor fellow-erealnrcs, tailing with repugnance. 
Evidently there it a sod confusion here. The repugnance with which 
the btbaurar toils, is not proof that Ubouc in ilaelf ia repugnant, bat 
only Chat Qod ha* never willed that man ihonld be condemned to 
excessive and ungrateful labour tatka The abuse of a thing should 
never be used as an aignmenC against the proper use of a thing. 
Moderate and weU'irgulated labour is as eondncire to health, happi- 
ness, and morality, as ciceuive and badly regulated labour is 
destnictive to these bleulnga. When a belter stale of society shall 
be introduced, the rich and idle membcra of society will be oniioua to 
participate in that labour with which they now oppress their poorer 
fcUow-ereatoiea. Then labour ii-ill be a matter of option— of choice 
— of taste — of indination ; each will give hiniwlf up to the enploy- 
ment which he prefers. Nay, if he likes twenty occtt]iotion», let him 
follow, if he likes, twenty occupaUoni at once. A charming rivalry' 
an enthusiasm always new, will preside over laborious occupations 
When under the law of moral attraction, mankind will be associated by 
ffrovps, the ultimate fraction of society ^ by retv$ which are the asso- 
ciation of gronjit, and by phiUmigci which arc the ossociatians of 

Aa the Phalcmpe is to be conitructod in li.irmony with twelve pas- 
sions \ and OB the first five passions are those of the senses, whirh 
require internal health, and oxiamal riches, it is neceuory that the 
workshops combine salubrity, neatness, and elegance, that they be em- 
bellished with every convenience and orrauncnt whioh their fom and 
use will allow ; and that the manners and exterior deportment an4 
appearance of the labourera present nothing gross or dirty, to offend 
the eye of the spectator.

REASON wr«« REVELATION. 

To the Editor of Ike Neu, Moral JVorM. 

Sir, — SectariBniam is now carried to such an extreme 
by the established eturclies of Britain, that were they al- 
lowed witboDt oppomlioQ to carry their schemes into ex- 
ecution, we shoDld soon have the inquiation, the gagging 
of tongaei, and all the pains, penalties, and disabilities, 
of which the dissenting religioos classes complained a few 
years ago, revived and enforced. Can Ibere be a more 
complete proof of this than beholding Presbyteries pro- 
posing that the general assembly of the established church 
of Scotland should petition Parlianient to have the dis- 
abilities of the Roman Catholics revived, and the power 
of all religions instrnotion nnder their own direction ? 
They are also for prohibiting all secular instmcuons in 
national schools, unless accompanied with religious in- 
slTucdon. Are not churcbe« extending, chapels and 
Bchools building in every direction, and the whole of the 
established clergy exerting every nerve to extend their 
influence and power to render Uieir own sect the only 
catholic or nntversal church in the nation P And what 
might be presaged were this to be the case — were these 
religious bigots to accomplish their purpose ? Would 
(hey BOt become Popes every one of thera ? Would 
they not become despots over the government of the 
country which they have already attempted to subject to 
their laws in the late general assembly ? It is true that 
many other religious claESes are doing the same thing ; 
they are institntiiig sectarian schools, and commenring the 
manufacturing of earlv converts to their creeds as the 
most effectual way of evangeli^ng the world, and making 
disciples 10 that religion they recommend as'lhe true one: 
we behold every religions sect endeavouring to overthrow 
every other religious sect — using their utmost efforts to 
extend the belief of their on-n creed, and to attack and 
condemn that of their neighbonrs. This disposition 
which is now common to all men, arises from tiie desire 
that men, under their present training, have to acquire and 
retun power. Bat what is most remarkable is, that all 
these various religious sects affirm and pretend that they 
derive their sole authority for their principles and actions, 
from one and the same source \ namely, die Bible. 1'hey 
admit the bible to be divinely inspired ; Jesos Christ to be 
their law-giver — the head of the church — that his laws, 
commandments, precepts, and example, ought to he obeyed 
and followed by Lhem in preference to the laws, command, 
and precepts of any earthly potentate or government 
whatever. They account Jesus Christ their Lord and 
King equal with God, and that he ought to be obeyed 
rather than msn. 

The effect of this doctrine is, that any church, class, 
or individual ought to perform what he believes Jesus 
Christ taught as laws and precepts, and to destroy all 
rtilen who do not hold or rale by the same principles. 
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when they are deared to act in opposition to them. Every 
religious denomination therefore holds itself at liberty to 
act according to its own interpretation of the scriptures ; 
and that it is a moral and religious duly lo disobey the 
magistrittc, when they believe he acts iu uppotitioo to their 
interpretation or expositiou of any si-rijiiure text. lu 
ery village, there must be inhabi- 
3 lo eai'^ other's religion, for in 
the inhubitants all of one religious 
religion, makes them personal 
And all this diversity of opinions 
ame authority — the bible, where 
found, that man pretends to be- 
by which they are guided, for 
reason is tne same in all men ; but it is the early religions 
interpretations or expoiiiiions of the bible which ihey had 
believed to be all truth, and which they thought could 
only admit of one explanation, namely, that which they 
had been instructed was the true one. To this early 
religious teaching then is lo be attributed all that bigotry, 
prejudice and ignorance, error and disseniion, which at 
present distracts all classes iu Britain, in Europe, and in 
America. That it is owing to this early religions pre- 
judice that ell difference of religious opinions exists, is 
easy of demonstration ; religion conld not originate in the 
human breast, unless it were implanted and cultivated in 
youth, or at some other period, more than other know- 
ledge. This is a troth that the history of all nations 
prove. Man comes into this world ignorant of every 
thing ; that he has no innate ideas of religion more than of 
any other kind of information, k evident from his taking 
any religion as true that be happens to be taught, ac- 
cording to the parents from whom he is descended, or tUe 
country in which he lives or chances to he born : 
whether Christian, Mahoraedan, or Pagan. He U 
taught to believe by his lUBtruction that there is a book 
called the Bible which is all truth ; that it was inspired 
by a divine being, of infinite ivisdom, power and bene- 
volence ; that it would be criminal and sinful not to be- 
lieve it. And having once imbibed this faith as trae, he 
turns to the bible to furnish him with laws and principles 
by which to regulate his actions and behaviour ; or rather 
he turns to the bible to find principles and precepts to 
justify the doctrines he has been taught to adopt in early 
life by the influence and example of his teachers. 

If in place of these early prejudices (for they are no- 
thing else unless they may be more properly stiled jn- 
venile superstiuons) children were taught that they ought 
to impiove their reasoning faculties before they took for 
granted any religious information to be truth, they would 
thereby guard themselves agaiust being made the dupea 
of the superstitious and ignorant, who assume to them- 
selves the privilege of religious teaching. It is sus- 
picion that is the safeguard of right judgment \ so long 
as suspicion is not awakened in the bosom of youth, he 
will continue to suck in prejudice however gross, believing 
it to be truth : no man or child can prevent himself from 
believing what he has no suspicion is error. It is there- 
fore necessary to put all youth upon thdr guard not to 
take any thing for tmth merely upon the authority of the 
teacher or book from which it ia taken ; it ought to bo 
strongly impressed on the mind, that nothing ought to be 
believed until sufficient evidence is bronght to prove it ; — 
all other knowledge is doubtful. The most important 
knowledge that could be commnnicated to children wonld 
be that which would guard them against imblMi^ prejn- 
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dices, and tw«« ™ item- a spirit of enquiry. The evil 
GOTUwqnencm of COtning to a conduBiou before liariDg haA 
■afficienl endeace laid before them, ought (o be clearly 
pointed oui and illustrated by examples. 

All prejudice tuust either arise from nan! of sufficjent 
evidence in Judging ol gueBtiouB, or in plaring too much 
ConfideDce in our instruction ; for there can bo no error 
where there is demons tra lion, or sufficient evidence, of the 
truth. The fatal error then is, that man continuea to in- 
Btil prejudice or error into the juvenile breast, before the 
mind ia capable of judging of the Bnbjects it is tanght, in 
place of cantioning and guarding it against taking any 
thing for truth for which it does not percrive nndonbted 
evidence. It is quite evident that children coold be made 
to believe the writings of any author, hoirever absurd, if 
they were impressed on tliem as truth in their early years, 

I bare now to state xrhst occui-s to my mind as the only 
remedy for allaying all that religious di^nsion, irrationBl 
contention, aud nucharitable feeling, that is felt through' 
ont the whole religious world, styling themselves Christian, 
at the present time. It ia not withont some reluctance 
and dread that I have formed this resolution; hecause I 
am well aware that what I have to state is so mucli at 
variance with popular opnion, that, I am satisfied, my 
modves will be misrepresented, my c haracter vilified, and 
ny*niost coDsaentiou!! actions imputed to selfish and cri' 
minal derares, rather than to a wish for increasing the 
knowledge of truth and the extension of happiness; 
which is the true object I have in view. Notwithstand- 
ing these discouragements, I have resolved to state my 
opinione candidly and without reserve, and to point out 
both the GBuse and the remedy of the present insanity, 
which pervades all religions classes of society. 

Before stating the more immediate causes of dissension 
amongst the various classes of the religious world, I shall 
make a few extracts, to shew the exasperated state in 
which they at present exist. Tbe public papers, particU' 
lariy the Scollish Patriot, {hmishes ua with statements 
sufficieutly powerful for that purpose. It le not only the 
different denominations which are warring against each 
other, but we find one part of the Church of Scotland has 
gone to law with the other ; and now, since the case has 

1 rebellion against the laws and 
constituted authorities of the country, for di&ring in 
opinion with ibeir notions of religions supremacy. In the 
Edinburgh Patriot of the 29th May there is an article 
headed, " The prngrets of tlie Church HtbeUion ;" the 
editor, in speaking of this general assembly, respecting the 
Auchterarder case, says, " We imagined there would have 
been a real submission, with only a show of resistance, 
whereas, the re«stance is real, while the snbmisuoD is 
only, pretended. 'ITie rebellion of the chnrch has not 
been subdued. It is quite plain the civil and ecclesiasd- 
cal authorides are at direct variance as to the t«rms of 
the church and state compact. She (the church) main- 
tains, that the patrons onghc to submit to her Umitationa 
•nd regulations." "There canuot," says Dr. Cook, 
*' be two independent legislatjires in one conntry. So- 
ciety could not exist in any land, if the legislature or 
governing power were not supreme. If yon once admit- 
ted an imperiam in imperio, it would have been tearing 
up Dot only the foundadons of all government, but the 
very foundadon on which the social structure must rest," 
" Let no one imagine, from the words of Dr. Chalmers' 



motion, that the clear doctrine of civil resistance and re- 
bellion is not contained therein." 

So much for the unanimity and social feeling that exists 
amongst the members of the general assembly of the 
established chnrch of Scotland. The Earl of Dalhonne 
was so provoked, that he told them that ■' the knell was 
now rung out of the Establishment of the Church of Scot- 
land ;" snd that " he would not again consent to sit in the 
judicatories of any church who had resolved doggedly, but 
virtually, to set at defiance the law of the land.'' 

Notwithstanding the enmity that euhnsts amongst all 
religious classes, yet they unite to extend the rdigion of 
the Uible to the most distant countries of the world. The 
great exertions of the Miaaonary Sociedes, at the present 
dme, is unprecedented, and fiimishes another strong rea- 
son for examining into the truth of the Bible at this 
period, and oi showing its consequences in their true 
fight. 

To point out the cause of all religious dissensioiiB 
amongst Chrisdans I consider to be no difficult task, 
tbough it certunly is a very nupleasant one. If all 
Christians admit the Bible to be their authority for their' 
piinciplee and belief, and the standard from which they 
derive all (heir religions doctrines, must it not be evident, 
to it we most impute all the variety of regions 
opinions, prindples, and laws, by which the various classes 
of Britain are disdnguished P Is it not to the Bible that 
they all appeal for the rationality and trudi of their prin- 
ciples ? Is it not to the Bible, then, that we must attri- 
bute the cause of all difference in religion P Does it not - 
furuieb to each sect the dogmas which disdnguiah it from 
all others ? Does it not supply to all denominadons 
religious principles and precepts? Is it not quoted aa 
authority by every sect in support of thrir oivn prinriples, 
and for the purpose of condemning that of all other sects? 
Does it not famish texts for upholding every religious 
denomiuadon, and also texts for supplanting every religious 
denominadon ? Does not every one prove from the aame 
book that his own religion is true, aad that all others ore 



Is it not evident that, if what I have stated be truth, 
that the Bible is the cause of all evils arising from reli- 
gious dissensions ? Is it not evidently the true aptile of 
discord, which had kindled the fires ol Smitbfield, deluged 
the world with blood, and sacrificed its tens of thousands 
to the idols of ignorance and supersddon P 

Tt may be argued by Chrisdans that it is the misrepre- 
sentadon or wrong exposidon of Scripture (hat is the 
canse of these consequences. To this it may be answered, 
that it cannot be R revelation, if the meaning is not obvi- 
ous and stands in need of man's interpretation, or it is 
one of no beneficlaJ result, but quite die reverse. Many 
of the clergy maintain that the Bible is all tnith and rea- 
son, and yet, will not admit that every one ought to he 
at liberty to speak of it as it appears to bim. These 
gentiemen admit that man ought to judge of the troth of 
the Bible by his own judgment ; and yet, blame him if 
he comes to the conclusion that the Bible is not inspired. 
They make both the Bible and reason tupreme. They 
maintain that reason must be wrong if it condemn the 
Bible; and yet, they allow it to be right and necessary 
to examine the Bible by reason ! Now, if reaaon find the 
Bible wrong, it snrely cannot bo blamed for doing so, 
for it muHt be evident that man has no other guide. He 
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is mere aBsertion ; and if we think, upon enquiry, that we 
perceit'e the Bible is in contradiction to re.nsOD, tbeu we 
have reason for believing it to be bo, and of doubting the 
iiispiralioD ; for we are justifiable iu doing and saying 
whnt we believe to be just and true. 

If the Bible is contradictory of itself, it is a sufficient 
proof of its being the dictation of anenligbleoed and iguo- 
runt antbors, and that it conld not be the inspiration of' 
infinite wisdom and benevolence ; but if the principles it 
does, or did, advocate, are perceived to have been founded 
on ifjnoraut aasuiriptions, or made with n denign of de- 
ceiving the ignorant, and making them stibmissite aub- 
jects of the government, and not founded on reason and 
justice, then we shall have another proof thpt the latvs 
in ibe Bible are mei-e creations of the erring human intel- 
lect, Dt a period when the nations were much less enligbt- 
ene.'l than at the pres?nt epoch. 

In the Edinburyh Pilot of the 29th of May, 1639, 
there isalso an article headed, "London Cili/ A/ugion," 
wbii-h, after having detailed the nmonnt of the funds for 
ihL' last year, (£4i,620) and the number of tracts circu- 
lated, (333,06ti) states that " the Committee propose thi> 
year to grapple witfi lelenijieyanre and S-irialiiim. Thi 
latter will reqilire not only tracts, but, if possible, a course 
of public lectures. It was n system of infidelity, perfectly 
orgiinised : since its last annual meeting it had increased its 
chartered branches from 3-3 to 61, and had one paid aud 
fourteen unpaid missionaries in London, and many places 
Opened for lectures against the IScriptures. One of it£ 
iustitulionn in Lincoln 's-inn-fields had above 300 members, 
and each had gone throngh a three months' probation 
before admission. Looking to these things, to the por- 
tions of the public press in London devoted to tiander and 
immoralilj/, there was an absolute necessity for this i 

From this quotation it will be seen that the London 
City Mission is determined to maintun the authority of 
the (Scriptures, whether true or false. They seem to take 
it for granted, that there i» no doubt about the qnesdi 
but would it not be better for settling the question were 
they first to request a Committee of their body to 
examine the Scriptnrea carefiiUy, and to state what 
reasons appeared to them for, aud what against, the 
Scriptures being truth; and after that report, if they 
still coutinued of the saioe opinion, to appoint a Com- 
mittee to meet with a Committee of the Socialiats, and 
discuss the question amicably ? By this ]>]aa there 
vonld be a greater chance of arriving at truth, than 
by u^ng slander and ill names and insiaualing unwor- 
thy motives in each other's HbiKDce, which only tend 
to irritate and inflame the passions, iind render convic- 
tjon more difTicult, 



If the City Mission do not talce this method, 1 would 
at'vise the Socialists to propose it iu a friendly way to 
them ; let them offer to meet them either publicly or 
privately lo discuss the question, if they refuse to do 
this, then the Socialists should compile a short state- 
ment of their reasons for believing the Bible deserving 
of no more respect than any other book, that its title 
to inspiration nijjst be diJtermiued by reason alone. In 
collecting these arguments the number of proofs ought not 
to be regarded so nwch as their alrenglb. Three or four 
are quite sufficient for the purpose, if they are clear and 
brought home to the judgment. As well may ihey shut 
their eyes sgainHt the suu, and deny that he shines, as 
deny an argument that is clear and evident. A man mav 
deny that the sun shines, but he cannot prevent himself 
from being convinced that he is speaking against his con- 
viction : so it is with a clear argument ; the mind is con- 
vinced, though prejudice will nut permit it to acknowledge 
its sensations. Time must be allowed to root them out. 
To assist in overcoming these prejudices, it moy be neces- 
sary to shew that many wrong expositions of Scripture 
have been given, and bow they cume to be given. This, 
however, should form a separate tract, which ought to 
follow the first. 

The moat effectual way of spreading a knowledge of 
trnih thrnugh all classes of the nation, as well as the 
quietest way, would be (in my opinion) to convince first 
the teachers, cliiefly prolessors of divinity ; and this can 
only be done by sending them tracts individually, written 
in the spirit of candour, charity, and friendship. Were 
these only tube read, the cause of truth, I imagine, would 
he won. But whether these tracts would or would not 
produce the whole good we propose, they would, undoubt- 
edly, produce a very beneficial effect in favour of the 
principles we advocate. The next stage, perhaps, ought 
to be to distribute the said tracts to the students of divinity. 
This would obhge the professors to take the subject into 
conEideration. It is by raL-ang a spirit of enquiry aud 
suspicion respecting thsse subjects, that the cauje ol 
truth is promoted. Only shew that man is not in danger 
from trusting to his own judgment; that this danger 
arises from his putting his faith in the judgment of other 
men ; that the bible must be judged of by reanon ; that 
man is commendable for his exertions in examinillg into its 
pretensions to iuspira^on, and in doing whatever bis con- 
stnence tells faim is right ; then, in a short period, light 
will dissipate darkness ; ignorance will vanish, and rea- 
SOD will be seen enthroned in the human breast, surrounded 
with justice, charitv, and mercy ; discord and division 
will find no place ; the only object of man's endeavours 
irill be to extend an equal degree of happiness to all man- 
kind ; and that, in order to do this, reason alone must be 
his guide. Two rulers cannot both reign supreme in the 
human breast ; we cannot serve two masters, without 
being involved in all the absurdities, that at the present 
moment bat too evidently inundate the world.

To the Editor of ihe AVtu Moral ffor!d. 

Sir, — Ou castmg ubroad the iutellcctnal eye over 
socicly, it must at once strike the reflecliug obwrver 
ihul a iieir and pon'erful impulse Ima been kiudled tLcre. 
Men begiu to sit imeusily under Ibeir poHiical aud 
Bocitti tramiuels, aud are bealirriug dieisselves in camest 
to cast tliejn off. At a period like tLia, go ful! of (leril 
to the coiinlri-, it bcbo^'ee every lliiiikiug man to aim 
at directiug into beneficial cLaiuids ibiit ardent zeul, 
lest, beiug repressed and pent up, it Nellie into a iinllen 
diaconteut (bat would brood over Bociety like a pesti- 
lential vapor, 

A party of benevolent iudividuak, imbued with tlieste 
ideas, have founded a eociety for the difTuKion of kuow- 
ludge, in a small and sequestered village in this neigh- 
bourhood ; and a sketch of our viewa aud our progress, 
will, I think, interest your readers. Tlic aiinouuce- 
raeut of our society's formation was hailed with delight 
by the vilUgers, the well-disposed of whom have 
always regarded it with a friendly eye. The only 
opposition it has eHCounlered has been from the elerfry- 
mait of (be established church. But his hostility has 
not cramped its energies so maleriallj' as was at first 
anticipated. We have pnrsued the "oven tenor of our 
way;" and the bigul's thunderbolt has been launched 
in vain at our bold and noble enterprise. 

Our Institution, as (he name will show, was founded 
to unfold the treasures of intellect to the poor and the 
illiterate; to infuse into llieir minds a more generous 
tone ; and to incite them to aspirations for self'improve- 
ment. Ita influence has been most important ; and its 
field of nscfulness has steadily enlarged. The desire 
for knowledge slrengthens daily among the xnllagers, 
and grows by what it feeds on. A marked increase of 
ifeiil among the member<! has benn created, since the 
pro|iO!«tl brought forwiird some lime since has been 
carried into efiitt ; namely, to enlniat to responsible 
officer?, yWi.-n amonijihe villagers themmihef, the society's 
affaJD). This has infused fresU life into the society, and 
fnnnded it oo a stable base. I'he candidates for the 
hononr of membership are steadily on the increase : 
and although annual subForiptions only are now re- 
ceived, we are upwards of thirty atroug^ — no contemp- 
tible force for a ^mnll village, it will be acknowledged. 
I have little doubt we should double that niimber, did 
we receive weekly subscriptions. This, indeed, we 
have found to be the ease ; but the inconvenience of 
the weekly pnyment induced us to discontinue it ; and 
though four shillings, or even half-a-crown, at a time, 
is no light tax cm the laboarer's purse, the annunl 
subscription is cheerfully psid. Thus do the prophecies 
cnimble to the dust, of those who foretold that the 
efforts of a purely intellectual institution would fail, 
through the torpor and bmlal ignorance of an agricul- 
tural population. Forwhile societies for the enlighten- 
ment of mock respectability, which shape their course 
with a view to conciliate as well the foes as the friends 
of reason, are losing both, an iuatilution, fonnded 
on simple, straightforward truth, continues to attract 
all hearty and healthful appetites to its salutary und 
Bobstanlial banquet. 



Tbe richly-stored library is uu inexhaustible source 
of delight, and tbeutc fluw (ho^ rcfresliing waters of 
life which so iukigurnte the ardent minds ol ita grateful 
frequenters. Tlie valuable aid of a wealthy proprietor 
in the neighbourhood, friendly to (he oause, bus greatly 
strengthened the hands of its original fuiiudcrs, and 
caused a laige accc3«on to ihewe stores. Almost evrry 
varioty of uselul and entertaining matter is furnished 
by the books ; and ollhiiagb, from this very viirietj. 
" (ruth without mystery, mixtarc ol' error, or iear of 
man," which should be the aim of every human being, 
has necessarily been somewhat les-s regarded than wiili 
a more select store it would have been, yet even this 
perhajw has wrought its allotted part of good, What 
we want is to kindly an intellectual llamo tlwt shall 
bum amid adverse intlueuces ; that shall dissijiatc and 
destroy the detrimental vapors of error, while the solid 
gold of truth rcuiaius behind to enrich reason's 
crcuible. 

Still, in common with the public, we want literary 
productiona less obscured by error ih.in the generality 
arc. When the (.'ommunily piess, talked of by our

ADVANCE OF SOCIAL REFORM. 

To Ike EdUoT of (he New Moral fTorM. 

Sir, — Whether Socialism be founded on truth or 
error lime will determine ; but that it is making rapid 
advances both friends and opponents admit. I am 
very much inclined to belic\-e that it is fraught with 
good to man, /rom the HrcumslOTtre of Us meeting with 
so much nppotitirm from t/ie Prie»tkood. The history of 
the world presents this melancholy fact in reference to 
the Priesthood, viz, that they have ever been the 
inveterate enemies of all reform, whether social, moml, 
political, or religious ! 

Dr. Jebb makes the following just and forcible 
remarks, " The Priesthood are interested in any error, 
but if I consult my o^n reason in religion I bave the 
less occasion for their services. They will (ell me that 
reli^on is mysterious ; they will depreciate (he powers 
of reusuD, in order that they may lead her captive to 
their will ; they will confonud my understanding in 
order that they may establish their empire iu my con- 
science ; they will inculcate the most absurd and sense- 
less Buperstilion because they know that llie riches of 
iheir order will increase in proportion to the ignorance 



of the people " The following pithy quotation from 
Brougham has made an indelible impression on my 
mind. " Theology," says he, " I define to be the art 
of teaching what nobody knows. The Priests set ap 
a grand puppet show, and make us pay handsomely for 
peeping." As I observed in mj last, the Sociftl mis- 
sionaries are aiming a death-blow at Superstition sad 
Priestcraft ; hence arises those bitter aud scrimomons 
feelings which they manifest towards the founder of 
Socialism sud his disciples. 

I hnve just completed n tonr through England and 
Scotland, and I believe I have looked into the majority 
of the political journals of the kingdom, both Metro- 
politan and Provinciul. I was aware previous to de- 
purling on my journey that the opinions of Robert 
Owen were rapidly advancing; but I mnst candidly 
admit that 1 was not prepared to And them holding the 
pre-eminent station in the minds of men that they really 
do. Understand me aright here : I do not mean to 
infer that all whose minds are Occupied on the subject 
of Socialism ure converts to the views ; on the con- 
trary, no system I believe ever met with more opponents. 
The boldness and the novelty of the new views have ar- 
retted the attention ofallgradesof society. Some areme- 
ditHting means and studying arguments whereby to crush 
and annihilate the system ; this party is headed by the 
Prieathood. Another party is weighing whatever evidence 
may be adduced either in favor of or against the system ; 
and testing the "fundamental facts." This band of 
philosophers we will, if you please, cull " enquirers." 
This party comprehends a great portion of intelligent 
operatives (the most useful part of the community, by 
the way.) Of a third, and very numerous party, who 
only live to eat, drink, and sleep, we will say nothing 
at present, hot deeply deplore their " dark and benigbled 
condition." And last, though not least, we will mention 
the "elect in Robert Owen;" these are neither few nor 
weak, but are both numerous aud powerful. 

It will be evident to all who have mixed with these 
men, that they possess all the necessary qualifications 
for propagating a new doctrine— moral worth, iutelli- 
geoce, zeal, union of purpose, are the characteristics 
which distinguish these practical philosophers. Such 
men yon may easily conceive can aflbrd to have abuse, 
misrep resell (h lion, and calumny heaped on their shoul- 
ders. It would be as well, perhaps, if they possessed a 
little more of ihe "sinews of war,"— but the greater 
credit will be due to them if they work their way 
without — (hen can they say, "Truth has prevailed 
without gold." 

I have said that I tave looked into the majority of 
the political journals in the kingdom. Here the 
Socialist may behold the importance of his views: let 
htm take up either a London or provinciBl paper, aud 
depend on it he will find somelhing in connexion with 
the new views. If he travels north, east, south, or 
west, 'tis the same. Socialism is the all-absorbing 
subject. 

By the way, speaking of the newspaper press, "I 
could a tale unfold " on that subject • ■ • • All 
I will at present Bay is this — As soon as the pubUc 
mind gets a liltle more advanced, there are many 
gentlemen connected with the newspaper press ready 
and willing to "come out." 
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Whibt apeftldDg ot the press, it will be as well to 
ooticA the tone iu which the writers who oppose 3'oii, treat 
your sjstem. Is it not us notorious ess the sou at noon- 
day, that Ihej' resort to low ribuldry anil nnqualitied 
abuse? Is il not apparent that they strive rather lo 
heap ridicule on the sj'slcm, than to controvert it by 
fair argument ? The case stands thus — -The Socialists 
assert certain principles as truiaius ; these thej defend 
by reasoniDg and argument. The press, in reply to 
these tmisma, (or sapposed truisms,) merely heap 
volleys of abuse on the beuds of those who entertain 
these views. A rare mode of aryumevl this. Let them 
con/ttie the argvrnerUt, not abu.ie the indfrndual! But it 
is my firm opinion, that the cause of Socialism has 
been as much advanced by the abuse of its opponents 
as by tbe advocacy' of its friends : Mr. Brindley to wit. 

Although the opponents of Robert Oneii's system are 
chxracleriied in a peculiar manner by uuebristiau and 
nncharilable behaviour, let the Socialists never forget 
that there are more flies caught by sugar than there 
are by vin^fur. Let your opponents inundate the 
public with their wormwood and vinegar abuse ; bnt 
never let your advocates forget to let the words of their 
months, end the meditatinns of their hearts, drop from 
their lips as if extracted from the honeycomb of the 
sweet and industrious bee. B.

hnowlcdge, aenl, and penevenince, and the adoption of good boiincM- 
amngcnienli, by nhicli clear and cxi'lieit nccoonU niay be at proper 
timet mideml to tlie wliicrilirrt, and tfacir original confidence prc- 
wrved uiiiin]nircd. 

\* ^ince lliia wai vritten, the intelligence of the inaiinection in 
ininth Wnlca hog be™ "pf^"! <" "^^ '"''"■ I>eqilT n» *c deplore 
the Eitul ignorance which could produce nich a melancholy catottrophr, 
as attended that inione tninuiclion, it ie connoling to think that the 
vidonce there eihibited, ha* not been participated iu by the same party 
in other ijUHrlfT*.

The present num- 
ber eonlidns articles on the " Distribnlion of Wealth j" " PicWrea of 
the World's SufferingsnndAnouialici;'' " Curioailies in Etymology," 
(n most inlerealingnndnmuiing article); nnd a Poem on " The Revolt 
uf the Dees," by J. C. Prince, one oi the "PocU of the People." 
Mr. Prince is, we understand, a worker in a factory nt Hyde ; and, of 
conrtc, hoi hnd to itroggle with nil the diflicallica incident to toiling 
poverty ! yet, his dicrion and thoiighls are polished and pure. We 
shall give this poem entire in our next number, as a specimen of what 
we nay expect from him in future. Meantime, to give an einniple of 
the spirit iu which this periudicnl is conducted, n-e extract the fal- 
lowing from the article " On the Diitribution of Wealth :" 

" If, therefore, we would be consistent with our prineipks, we njuit 
call on etery working man to nuiit the effort which ii now making 
by the middle clottes to abolish the nnjnst lyranny of the Com Laws, 
but having dnne this, we fi^e! it equally a duty to iiifomi our readers 
at the opinion which we hold aa to the effect which the abolition of 
the Com I.aws will biire on the inU'resIa of the working ninn. Now 
although we agree with our opponents as to iheailvanlnce of freetnde 
— allhongh we can never sanction the wicked iumlcnce of those govcrti- 
menta which usurp the power of prescribing in what nuuiner the encigics 
of the Uibourer shall be directed — yet we disogree very serioasly with 
our opponents on the subject of compelitian. They tell ua that if we 
only get the Com Laws abolished we shall go on amootlily and quietly 
—that Iinde will be good — that brend will be cheap and thai wages will 
be high. -Now, it is our opinion, that when the Com Idws are re- 
pddea there will be a revival of trade and very probably a greater 
demand for labooT r we have no doubt that bread wiU be cheaper and that 
wages will prccnre more provisions than atpreseni ; we believe that the 
repHil of the Corn Laws will thiis liir bea beni'l^i, and that jl is for the

but, while vc frankly avow ihislobe our opniioii, we leei ii to aeoir 
duty to tell the ivorking man thai this n'lief will only Ik' teioporary, and 
that a few years will lead na on to th- Miniu .i.igiuiiion— lo the Kune 
p'riodical gluts and Harcitiet which afflict lis at Ibe present momsni ; 
we feelit adutylolFll the woriting man that so hmg as OHnpeiilion In 
ibemodeby which n-e shall continue to produce wealth — to long will his 
wages be ki-pl down to the tu>icil point of suslcninice. Nay, we art 
b lid Id nssrn, thnt if nil the taxes nhich now oppress as as a comioer- 
eial nation were repealed to-DMniaw, and if every raonopuly and every 
piohibilory and restrictive law were Idnttcd from our slolau book, th- 
candliion of the labouring man would xlill be precnrinus. The iuiatiuble 
and blood-thirsty monster of rnaijictiiion would nev.T be Mli Jicd uniil 
it hod gorged itself with the lifi^bluod nf the wurkiiiv juipulaliiiii. i,Ut- 
teta cannot give a higher rule of wages, fur if they do, ihiir m-ijjli'iiin 
will imderscU them — bbouicrs cannot refuse to toil for the iNttAuee hi*ld 
out to them, for if they do, their poorer neighbours will sundant theiii, 
nnd seise the preferred morsel in pteferenoo to stuivatioil. The hibouriT 
chnrp» the master with oppression and lyranny, forgetting that he Inni- 
sclf ti always found to bv c<iually opiiresijve when inttiiiie clevutes him 
to ilie fluik of nuister. The master, in hia turn, charge* the Inbo'.in'r 
with discontent and iusulwrdinalion, forgetting that ho too would have 
been equally inanbordinolc and discontented, if poverty hod soured liis 
temper, and exnspeisled him by the prospect of a gnduid atarnitian, nut 
only of himself, but nf her who is the companion of hia soirowa, and of 
his childr.n—lhe innocent enlivencrs nf his little cottage. Thuadoes the 
master Ulanie the hvlHuirer — thus do^a the labourer bhime them-itter. If 
the master were wise ho would never bhune the kiboiirer, nnd if the hi- 
boiiter were wise he would never btoma the master. Blaming never vet 
did ony good and it ne\ er will do any good, neither the master or tb» 
laboum arc to bLiuic. It is the system of Competition that curses us,— 
a system which no one individnal ever made, and for which, thrrefuie,uo 
one individual ought lo be blamed. Competition is the real king irf 
lerrorai with grini aspect and blaody jaws it prowla among us unresisted. 
It feeds on the tails, the anxieties, thi' sulTeiings, and the brokcn-heaned 
pngi of the nuiny. It scatters niisrry wherever it goes. Its track may 
be traced in falsehood and deception — in disease and pn:malurc death— 
in the blight of cnrc with which it poison* the cup of the wenlUiy, and 
in the fear of poverty which corrodes the pleasures of industry. ^ Care 
like a fonl hog uts upon us all ; one class preiwes with inn font npon the 
wounded heads benoalh, and all stnipfile for a wnrihless supreiumy.' 
Rut ne must canelnje this article. If ihe Liliourer wish lo impmve 
hia condition, let him not oppose ns lie soinetimei has done the cilcirts 
of those who are anxious to abolish Alaiinpnlies and Iu pUnt Freedom 
of trade in every pari of the habitable glolic— but while he labours for 
freedom af trade, let him never fornet that (he last and greMlest enemy

111. We have no doubt of its eicitin" a grml seiiialion. M'list our 
denouncing friends of the churches and chapels will say of the anthor'i 
new view of CkraHaaHn, we are rather at a loss tu surmise ; but 
suspect that Mr. Blumenfeld will ImTe his full share out of their 
" vials of wiath." Priestianily has seldom received such shakings, 
such rough handlingi, and such hard knocks as it receives at bis 
hands. It ia said thnt the qnarrela of rebitiuns are the most deadly. 
The priests and our author nuiy be regarded as consins, with refirrence 
lo the dogmas of spirit and freewill, in the belief of which it seenia he 
appears to be aa one with them, lie Fights them on their own 
ground, with theii own weapons, and truly he smitei them " onder 
the fifth rib." 

The work is perfectly original, not only in matter, hut in artonge- 
ment and in style, if we may judge by tha tmiulation, which is 
choractciiied by great vigonr and simplicity.

ApftmiHea to tiat Adt ,- then nn Appendix which (flret* a conjuno- 
tiiui and intertncing o[ the imbjrett it the preceding acta and thnr 
Ai^'oidket, in which the inaluai lelutioD of King and Pcii^t 1* verj' 
cLibomtrl}- n<id highly pnelwatly explicated. Then comcn " Tie LatI 
JihIjihcmI^ in tthiih the King, the Priral, and ih'^ir adherciita arc 
Irnught bdore a ■'g'niialcaniGntion" of mankind — Eoc Homo being 
theamiaer. The work conclude* with n "jib»^ '/M« ^^n.'S.-!:. The 
author then indite* unother chapter, with reference to thin English 
I'IdilioD, accmopai lied with n couple of pnttcriptii, w hidi containa much 
that i* ciirioui nnd inleresthig. We need siurccly point out to our 
rcudcn when we thuik, in first priiicipU'a, the author ii wrong. The 
oriental diction, in nhich thoughts deeply tinctun-d with Oemuin 
iiiynticiiim are enveloped, will be attractive or otherH-iiw aecording t» 
tho turn of mind and pnvious iludie* of Ihu reader ; but whatever 
may be thought on thi« snbjccl, none will fiul to perceive the working, 
of a vlgoroua nnd original intellect ; and if the author Ihili to poiul 
out rtmediea, he, at all orcntg, poinla oat evila with grent force and 
vividncBi. The nuinn^r in which he touehei upon tome subject!, which 
■re pnccribed to Eoglith wntcm by cunvDntional uugea and feelinga, 
will appear to many to hitTe a tendency to violate that morality of 
rjveck, which we arc ranch more wlicitoua to preserve ihiui thi 
lityofu«u». There ia in tact-an ahnoit French licence in 
pnuagct, which will mise n Iniider outcry funniig critics, th 
perpetration of great Crimea ; nor du we iudivi dually approve uf 
wh'e'.i alimalale* into activity inferior pispentiticB, or eicitci 
feelinga. Our object ia to cLolt man, not to dcgmde him ; oj 
object can only be attained by a coottanl exercUe of hi* tuperior

Abeot ■ ntoDth 
since the neighbourhood of Betbnal Green was eitenri'oly posted 
with bills and placards ; hand billa wen numerously diatribuled 
aiuiouucins that a course of eight lectures, od sabjeeta comwcted 
with Social ism, (of which there was a ■yllabna,) would be delivered 
by Mr. Stevens, at the Large Room, Abbey Street, Betbnal Green 
Road, known as the Trades Hall, and capable of accominodaling 
upwards of IDUO peraona. On Sunday the 3rd of Oct, the tint of 
these lectures waa delivered and continued in the moniings at II, 
evenings at 7 o'clock, till the couise was concluded : a new course 
waa then announced to commence on Sunday neit, to be eontinoed 
for three monthii, also an additional coarse for the Wednesday 
evenines, at 8 o'clock, to he illuatmted by a Magic Lantern. A 
diMUSsion waa invited for the Wednesday evenings. Mr. Stevens, 
commenced hia course of lectures by taking ■ clear and coBpra- 
hensive Review of the past end preseDttbrmi of HoBiaa Sodety, 
tracing the earliest farms of Government and Social Arrangerarnts, 
down to thosesuch as we live among, theincoDstaDCM amdabniditie* 
of which have been rarely more skilfully dealt with. Tariooa pro- 
pwala for bettering the ccmditioa of mankind were ooiuddered and 
compared with the plan propounded by the aodaliiti. In a suc- 
ceeding lecture the power possessed by man of prodncring the 
luxuries and necessaries of life, In the present state of science and 
machinery, were cantraated with the means of our forefathers, and 
he means of a just distribution explained to the audience. The 
uhject of Crime, its origin, p'ogreas, and ezdnctian, with the 
ujustice of criminal executions were treated nith great ability and 
good feeling. Natural, Judicial, and aupeinatoral ReaponsiUUiy, 
received a lar^ share of the lecturer's attention which the vital 
importance, of the subject commanded. After this lectare Mr. 
Stevens named a child, and delirced a very impressive address on 
the power which society possessed over the little innocent in his 
arms, pointingout the hit that babes could be made of any oharac- 



Being concerned, Mr. Stevens now asked hia andienee 
how, under aacb circumstances, the infant Could be held retpoDsi- 
ble even, to a life of eternal torment. The forcible eloquence 
which was sustained through the whole of this lecture produwd a 
strong impression on one of the largest audiences ever asaemUed in 
this place. ' In another lecture Mr. Stevens gave a compariaoD of 
the humble and beautiful precepts of pure christiani^, and the 
practice of the wealthy and proud heads of the inientiani^ of the 
pest aud preseiitages, and showed that for the benevolent iutentioos 
of the Founder to be carri'd out the whale scheme of human afiun 
must be entirely remodelled, and such plana brought into opentiai 
IS would make it the interest and greata>rt happiness of nun to 
fulfil that beneficient maxim " love thy neighbour as thyself." 
Thia last Ucture was on the Practice of Virtue in the New Moral 
World. The lecturer waa particularly happy in hia lUivtiatiDns 
of the aid and absurd practice of end< avouring to fright people 
into a love of virtue. The whole of these lectures have been 
attended by large aud well conducted audiences, but particniariy 
the latter ones, and many there ere who have been led f^nm the 
error of their ways to the way of truth. A very strray desire is

BIGHTS OF CONSCIENCE. 

FROM THE NORTHERN STAR. 

" It b astoniatung how the foes to mdependence of 
thought huve exerted themselves in attempta for ita 
Hobjugation : prisons, torture, and death, iu their moat 
terrible forms, have been the instroiDenta used ; but 
jret, reaaon has maintained ita supremacj-, and shewn 
that its freedom caunot be entirely- destroyed, wtntevcr 
means — whatever the men, arrayed iig.'inst it. 
Thongh Henry and Elizabeth bnrat Catholics, 
yet their principles covlA not be rooted out ; thongh 
Mary de^tioyed so many Protestants, yet their doc- 
trines could not be extinguished ; though the Church 
of England has oppressed all who are called Dissenters, 
yet their forma of belief and worship still exist, and 
s^ flourish. The martyrdom of human beings for their 
theological, as for their political tenets, only increases 
the numbert) of their followers. How many a one htis 
been made a patriot by the death of a patriot, as in the 
fable of the Hydra, from which as one bead wasEtrnck 
off, another equally formidable arose in ita place. The 
truth is, that, independently of the frequeut jaaticc of 
the cauee fra^l which tbey suffer, our eympalbies are 
enliated wilh the unfortunate, we turn to the charges 
brought against them, and learn whether the condem- 
nation be correct ; from pitying we tnra to liking of 
them, and tbia libing is easily transferred to their prin- 
ciples. I'bua oppression and intolerance have quite 
a contrary effect to that which is intended. One would 
think that such facts alone would deter any from en- 
deavouring to crush the Jreedom pf thought, and yet 
how freijuenlly do we see wealth, power, and rank 
combined for this detestable purpose. Perhaps there 
has seldom been a more flagrant case of this kind than 
one which lately occurred in Suffolk. We extract it 
verbatim from the Suffolk Chi onidf ; — " Thomas Hann- 
ton, a shoemaker, applied for, and obtained litst winter 
of Mr. Richard Cartwriqht, of Ixworth Abbey, 
an allotment of twenty roods of laud, whioU he set 
with potatoes, &c., and for which he was to pay Ca. 6d. 

year as rent. On the 14th. ultimo, Haunton went 

the Abbey to pay bis rent, with the other holders of 
allotments ; and when Mr. Cartwrioht had put the 
money in liis pocket, he told him that he bad forfeited 
the land and crop by not going to the Parish Church. 
The man replied that he was a Dissenter, and fre- 
quented another place of worship ; upon which Mr. 
Cartwrioht said that such was tbe regulation he 
adopted to those holding land nnderhim — thai i/ihey did 
not alletid the Church, they forftiind ikeir huldingt, lo- 
gelher wilh the crop*, vhick latt he refused the man per- 
mutibn io remove from the. grotmd." 

Comment upon thia flagrant and infamous transac- 
tion, in a moral point of view, is out of tbe question. 
The mind revolts at it so forcibly, that a word in the 
way of formal reflection would not be borne. The 
whole feeling of tbe miud riaca into a burst of execra- 
tion aa inexpressible aa it b uncontrollable."

FROM THE COURIER. 

" It would be well for tlie future iuleresta of tliis coun- 
try, if the suspension or specie payuieuls bj' the Amer- 
iciiu Bajika, were to lead to uu enquiry into our whole 
ayaleiu of ourrencj-, na respeels our iulcruul commerce, 
Bud m respectB iilso our inonetBrv relations with Amer- 
ica, and with other atutes. What fact cuu b« more 
cxtraordinury, end more disgraceful to the knowledge 
of this adt'auced uge of the world, thun the fact which 
in now before na ; that two nations, among the firtit, if 
not (heujdetves the firat of civilized slates, should have 
the meaud of prodnciug wealth to an almost uniimited 
extent ; that the/ should have within themselves the 
power of creating all prodncts, except those depending 
on the seasons, that can minister to the wants or to the 
luxuries of muukind, in the most bonndless profusion ; 
nay, more, that thej' actually rfo create those products ; 
and that the verj abundance of the mechanical produc- 
tions of the two countries should lead to embarrass- 
ments, difficulties, and privations among all classes 
engaged in the pursuits of industry ! But this is not 
all. Fixing our attention on the condition of Great 
Britain, we find that this country is pre-eminent in its 
capabilides of production 1 and that at the same time, 
among all the civilised nations of the earth, its inhabi- 
tants are in the mass, without exception, the most ex- 
posed to the vicissitudes of want, of comforts, clothes, 
ehelter, fuel, aud food. That there most be something 
wrong in the governing power which fiuls to remedy 
' the inconsistency of overfiowlng abundance and ex- 
tremity of want, existing in the same country, and at 
the same time, seems, on the mere stating of the (iw3t, 
too clear to need the aid of argument The remedy 
for this state of things may give rise to a difference of 
opinion as to the fact. In seeking for the remedy, we 
think it may be useful to lay before our readers some 
remarkable facts relating to the question, and to offer 
a few observations on their bearing iind tendency. 
The first fact that strikes our attention is this; that 
the embarrassed state of the currency in England and 
America, which has led to tKe present suspension of 
specie payments in the latter coimtry, is not a novelty 
in either country ; nu the contrary, that it has occurred 
frequently before in both countries i and that it may 
he traced to the same causes. We will first take the 
money crisis of 1797 ; we will take the opportunity 
to slate, by the way, that Mr. M'CuUoch, whose 
authority is considered of some weight by many, 
and whose researches and statistical statements are 
acknowledged to be valuable by all, altributes the 
money crisis of n97,not to over-issues of Bank paper, 
hut 10 political causes ; however, for our present pur- 
pose, it is sufficient to state that in 1797 there was a 
money crisis. In 1821-2 there was another money cri- 
sis; another in 1825, another in 1837, and again another 
at this present time in 1839. Every one of these 
money crisis, it is to be observed, was ascribed at the 
time, more or less, to overproduction and overtrading, 
or, in other words, to too much wealth being produced 
by the product-creating power of the country, and loo 
much industry employed in endeavouring to dissemi- 
nate these products throughout the community. Pass- 
ing by, for the moment, the absurdity of a commnoilj' 
being embarrassed and impoverished by its excess of 



production of things which niueleen-tweutieths of the 
same conimuiiiiy are neurlv in a state of rebellion from 
the waut of, we will canliiit our iitieuton lo the imme- 
diate causes of the moiify criiiid which we have 
enumerated." 

The writer proceeds to give a brief history of the 
currency question, and the cfTc'Cts of attempting lo 
make a metallic currency repre^icut the wealth<produ- 
cing, and consuming powers ol this country ; into this 
question, however, we do not now wich to follow him, 
aud have merely quoted the preceding, to shew thitt 
the state ol things produced by nii erroneous eiyatcm, i* 
forcing reflection iii the most iiiflnential quarters.

profits ; Iftbonrcn for toil and food. It is evident, " the time* oro oi 
of Joint,' (hat the old crazy ij-ttem totter* to it* dissolution ; nAd tl: 
cmSHiiience ii, that schemes for reform and nmondineut are " thick ; 
Intte* in ViiIL-uDfimsa,'' which hove only one defect, viz., that the 
kDthon do not nndersland iho discnie for which they prescribe 
lemcd; ; and their nottnims, if adopted, would only nuJte matlci 
wane, and pmbahty aceclcnttc uniiertal anarchy and the violent di. 
nptioD of all the bond* of society. 

There oro only tiro modes uf doing efcry thing, a right and 
mtag one ; and it almost ace:n3 as if man wat destined invsriahly ; 
by the wrong one, and to cling to it also for a long period, before 
di*eav«ing the right. Like a wandeivr in a snow stonn, hq keeps 
traTaOing in a drcail of error, believing all the linie ha isprogresniiig ; 
and, as in tlie poinllel cue, death frequently ensues beforo the mistake

100,000,000 of moutht ;— we have only 26,000.000 to consnnw. 
Put these two sell of figures together, and tell ntwhyany oneihonld 
wnnt ? We have one hundred dinnen for every twenty-six pcnona ; 
H'hy should any be williout dinners? We luiTe six hundrtid eoata 
for oTcrj- tfl-enly-tii persons ; why ihoold any be in rag* ? Wohavo 
matcrialB nnd power lo erect dwellings— princely, magnificent dwd- 
lings — for ten times our populnlion ; why should any be huddled into 
c[^lLtre or gnrrets, or, more onfortunnte still, tleal a sieep under tbo 
nrehct of bridges, in common tinirs, or in hams and open fields? 
When v.-e nsk oiumlvet these questions, the mystery, the confouini, 
nnd bewilinnient which attend* the di*cu*tian of these questions » 
remoTcil, nnd they become a umple nutter of figure* and calculation ; 
n iyitr:ni, which ivill modsrnlely and plc-iKmtly call forth ths fiicnlttct 
of nil the citiiens of a tt.ttc, for the b^ciit of all, by d wise dittribn- 
tion oF the prod nets among them, is pcroeived to be tho proper, tbo 
unexccptionnLlc use of tlio bounties of nature, and at the phyucal 
and inlellcetual powers of man.

If the apprebeiuion of puniihment hate a de- 
terring influena on the criminally difpoacd, it opeiMea xaic^y Im 
powerfully on the mbd of ^a bjured party. The puniihment of 
death haa nnduubtedty prefenlad proMcnlioa for crinic, while iti effi- 
cacy in preventing crime ia more than pmbleBiatiad. 

Having hanged, shot, pilloried, tnmRported,impriiuned,flogg^,kil led, 
cut, hacked, and mutilated the phyucoi nature of thooe whom power 
ha> ehoien to deaominate the criminal among ita homan eonponioD*, 
il ia diuoversd that no beneficial effect hai reuilted. 'nie admiaMon 
ia now almoil DniTcnal, thai punishment by death ii ai ineffi<uio-.a iu 
protecting aociety, by preventing crime or realoring life and property, 
H* it ueceuariiy i* inopenttin lo demonitrmte an amended aodal lift 
in the condemned individuoL By the decree of death pUDiahmeDt, 
Bodely conmiit* a greats nal crime than any of tluMe can be eon- 
•idsred with reference to the criminal individual againat which the 
decree it fiilmiimted. Crime ia not menaiuable by the outwatd act. 
The exhibition in the outward phyiiial wotid ia all the cfidenoe by 
which we have to judge of other men'a act). Yet how inanffieient 
ihia ia lowarda the foimatioa of a uund judgmrnt, eveiT one may 
know from the obaervation of hii own Ufe. Even this evidence ia 
denied to oar Utw-courti, which tan attain only to n lepieaODtation or 
record of Ihia evidence, and thut moat frequently thiougfa the nind- 
dieot chaiiiieli.

It ia oiily when aa individual^ or at 
inbabilaota of a locality, a town, or a nation, that we ore huiried 
awBj (literally out of our mind) into a feeling devoid of undentand- 
ing, that we luTa a right to pur.no the wrong doer with vengeanoe, 
and that good will come of our purauiL Hence all thoughtful oud 
humane people, of every tect and party, are driven upon tbo dihcoverj- 
of a new ptevmtiie taurcc. Sitkenod by Ibo ill tucceaa of the old 
piii«iple of the " iai hJumu," they are not diapoacd to try again. 
But tulf c«ii£dent that tlic truth lict eutiioly uii the oLher tide, they 
halt between two iitinciplea. Not yet viutuiiug upon the yielding, the

Aa to luuiah poverty it it lulficicat M 
Icre'i the way to wealth, which Iihi boon, and ruuy afpun be totally 
dittiact from knowledge ; ao Ihe iucrcmoiit of knowledge and the au- 
nihiLtliDn of ignomnoe may be attained with ouly a poor appmii';ia- 
tion to Ihe extinction o( crime, and the grawlh of true moral lib 
Allogelher on a diiiereni baiit, not yet recogtiiaed by man in hia kk 
cm! capacity, hare we lo diacovor the crime-preventing cduciliou and 
the educator. Thia boaia aholl aetllc all the minor diaputaldo pointt, 
aa to wheti.er crime caniea poverty and ignonuice, or ignorance and 
poverty alone engender crime ; whether bad lawi make had men, ot 
bad men make &ulty lawa ; whether crime ia diminithing or oxtcaid- 
ing, and all ihoea atatittical deloilt which abtorb ao much of the pub- 
lic attention, and detain the ttudent in th« mere vettibule of Uii« 
aocial invetdgation.

as i[B predecessor has already done, like the mombgstar 
that dwindles into obscurity in the light of the rising sun. 
" I am the bright and the morning star," says Christ. 
.It is a pretty thing, but it will not eidighten the world ! 

Tne MOST LIBERAL FARTS OP THE SABBATICAL INSTI- 
TUTION HATE BEEN ABOLISHED, AND THE HOST 
ILLIBERAL PRESERVED. 

In the beginning of this discourse I observed, that the 
Sabbath day, the Sabbatical year, and the Jubilee, were 
all of them institndons which had libertv for their princi- 
pal object. On the Sabbadcal year they ceased to sow 
and till the gronnd, emancipaied their Hebrew slavet, and 
remitted all thtir debt* ; on the seventh Sabbadcal year, 
the year of the Jnbilee, every man who had sold his pos- 
sessions recomred them, and there was a general rejoidng 
throDghout the land, for every family inherited the pro- 
perty of their fathers. 

"These tlkings," says St, Paul, "are a shadom of 
ihiiufs lo amte, and the body is Christ ;" or, in ( 
words, the substance is realised in the true Christ. 

St. Paul, who either beheved that Jesos Christ wa 
true Messiah, or, at least, taught that doctrine to the 
Christians, to whom it was not given to know the whole 
flpcret of the matter, assumes this important fact of the 
MesHah bring the end and consommadon of all these 
t.'pes when he maintains that liberty is proclaimed by the 
e iming of Christ, and that all formalides in endng or 
d inking, keeping of new moons or Sabbaths should 
accordingly cease. This would have been the case if 
Christ had been the right sort of person; these formali- 
ties would have ceased, tor the spirit of liberty would 



These three different Sabbaths, or rests, the apostle 
Psnl allades to in the third or fourth chapters of the 
episde to (he Hebrews. 

The first rest was the Holy land, into which the Lord 

'ore that those who marmored against him la the wil- 
derness should not enter. 

The second is Christianity, which released the Jews 
from the law of Moses. 

THE THIRD SABBATH IB YEI TO COVE. 

Of the third, yet TO "COME, he says, " There remain- 
elh, therefore, a rest or great Sabbath to the people of 
God, for he that hath entered into hb rest hadt ceased 
from his own works." Bol what sort of' a rest has 
Chrisdanily been ? The clergy, and the magistrates, who 
use the sword in thrir behalf, have endeavoured to make 
a rest of it, by compelling the people to refrain from 
laboar, they hove tried to Jorce nature to make Chrisd- 
anity appear the more planable, and the aposllo's reason- 
ing the more sound ; bat hunger and nakedness have sent 
forth the poor from their hovels on this pretended day of 
mt, and gitien the lie to all those ignorant and fanatical 
interpretations, which our pampered hirelings have put 
upon a hook and on iosdtation of which they have no 
understanding. 

There remwneth yet a Sabbath for men, and that Sab- 
bath is liberty — the Jubilee — when that which is our own 
shall be restored to ns, when those who have osarped and 
moDopolisod the fruiU of the earth and all the laxnries 
which nature has provided for her numerous children, 
shall be obliged to dwgorge and distribate their saper- 
abnndance amongst the rest of the children of natore. 

This is the only Sabbath that is worth keeping; the 
two preceding are mere waxen dolls, or images of the 
great original. In this greal Sabbath mankind shall rest 
from manual labour. They shall make the elements of 
nature work for them : fire, air, earth, and water shall 
labour incessantly to serve them. They shall waft them 
from place to place, with the velocity of a bird on the 
wing i they will move machines of every description, and 
for every variety of purpose, with increasing activity and 
inexhaustible power. 

Man and beast shall reap the benefits of the change ; 
the burden shall rest no more on the shoulder of the 
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boor ud dte'iDfirin, oor the bones of the irreluhed back 
DC laid hare by tbe cruel yoke sad everlaaUQg drudgery 
of a Sabbathleaa week. 

Sach a lime will and mast come ; the progresa of art 
and acieoce wilhin these feir past yeara has withdraim the 
veil of futurity, and inventions are now in progress of 
beiog completed and perfected, which will give db a new 
earnest of the spe^ which the THIRD SabbaTH ia 
approaching. 

IN THE HBANTIUB, WIIY BBOULD TUB CHURCH COMPEL 
TO REST, THOSB WHO CANHOT AFFORD IT ? 

Man will rest when he can afford to rest, and not 
till then. 

'- The Sabbath wai made far trutn. and not man for Ike 
Sabbath," said Jesua Christ to those who reproached him 
for iSabbath breaking. 

There is no use in refraioiDg from bodily labour, if the 
mind be in trouble from the body b^g in want. 

It i3 of no OBe to cease from work by compulsion, when 
the mind is in fear of etarvatioD, and all thb other accou- 
pammeots of poverty. 

It is Dselew to go dozing or ahivering away to a church 
or a convenlicle, brooding in melancholy over the pinnbiug 
oarea with which bard fate has cruelly beset yon. 

It is UBelesa to drone over the mummeries of a Prayer 
Book, or HDg bearlless songs to a pretended Saviour, 
whose dark-clad raven ministers of counterfeit righteous- 
ness croak and frown over the pastimes of youth, or the 
luefiil employmenla of humble life, crying peace, peace, 
to the hungry belly, when there ia no inward peace to be 

It is of no use to whine aud pray — to brood in aadnefls 
over the original aa of igoorance, and anticipate, with 
shrinking nerves, the imaginary tortures of damnation. 

To Bpend a Sabbalh-day thus, as all those do who 
follow devontly the lessons of clerical instructioo, in a 
time of adversity, is no rest 

IT IS HARD LAUODR AND MENTAL BONDAGE IN 
DtsaUISE. 

For it is the labour of the neglected and myatified 
mind, whose corroding thoughts, quickened into excess of 
life, consume the body, unconscious of exertion. If there 
were nothing else to prove that Jesus Christ and his 
Metsiahsliip were a complete delusion, the Sabbaih, as 
now kept, were enough. 

Under the name of relief and rest, it imposes an addi- 
tional care and burden upon many ; it is like the deli- 
verwice which Christ bought from the Jewish law, when 
he said he came not to destroy the law, but to fulhl it ! 
•nd told his disciples that it was not only a crime to 
commit murder, but that the man who called bis brothn- 
t/oolv/aa in danger of hell-fire. This was perfectiug 
the law, no donbt, but it was making il so perfect indeed, 
that, should it be so, he himself, and all of ni together, 
iniut go to hell for breaking it. 

The idea of compelling a man to rest, whether he feels 
disposed or not, has something so ludicroua about it, that 
if il were not, upon the whole, a matter of aerious and 
grave importance, it might be made a very fit subject for 
ridicule. 

W« have seen children compelled to take medicine, 



and perbaps a basin of water emptied in their ftee, to 
help tbem to swallow the dose, whilst their eyes start out, 
and tbeir little hearts palpitate with alarm and nausea, 
hot who would reproach or maltreat the Nck and infirm, 
because they will not sleep, when bodily pain will not 
permit their eyelids to close ? 

What should we think of the application of the Iron 
rod of the Magistrate to such, to enforce their obedience 
to the dictates of nature, and compel the poor invalid, 
under paiu of imprisonment or a fine ; to sleep soundly 
for mx boors out of twenty-four i' There is nothing 
more absurd and preposterous in this, than in the legd 
exactions respecting tiie Sabbath, which enjoins an invo- 
luntary relaxation upon the poor, who canuot rest for 
want of mouev, and who are willing to follow an boneat 
innoccut vocation to procure a scanty supply. 

This forcible and violent method of keeping up a 
partial continuation of the Sabbatical institution, is quite 
ia harmony with Ibe prevailing character of the chnrch 
■ystem throughout. 

What department of the whole rotten fabric could stand 
without a magisterial prop to keep it up ? 

Which of all its doctrines and masteries can say it is 
of blood P 



How many ghastly spectres might the magician raise 
from the dead, of men butchered by the cold hand and 
everlastingly reeking knife of Christian priestcraft, for 
merely speaking thmr thoughts, and obeying the Rotates 
and nature within them P 



It is all througbont a bloody work, and a work of 
violence. As if to pourtrey its true features, and 
caricature its prelennons to peace on earth and goodwill 
to men, nature has ordained that every true Christian 
ahoald repeatedly celebrate the sopper of his lord and' 
master, in which hnmau blood is drunk as a beverage: — 
" This is the blood of the NewCovenaut shed for many," 
says the priest, as he bands the cup to his pious audience ; 
they take the cop and drink the blood, but they know 
not the meaning of tbe horrid institution.

ESSAY XVIII. 

It has been repeatedly afGrmed in these Essays, that 
' the second coming of Christ,' ' the day of judgment,' 
and < the establishment of the kingdom of heaven, on 
earth,' were events which the apostles expected, (and 
taught others to believe) would take place immediately

About the year ninety-six, according to the chron-

un any one, who doea uot desire, for some evil 
purpose, to prevent the obvioua meaning of these plain 
sentences, deny, I bat as far as signification is capable 
of being exprfcwed by words, they admit of the oon- 
slrucliou which we have assigned them, and of no 
other ? Since, however, they have been tortured i»lO 
a ,i-ery different sense, we shull proceed to state why 
uud wherefore, their plain and obvious meaning was 
changed into a mystical nieaulng, wholly unintelligible. 
It appears, then, that as soon as the Christian lusti- 
tnlious were well-pslabli«bcd, the disciples ' mnltiplied 
greatly,' and brought their free-gifts and offerings iu 
such abundance that it was tbonghl expedient to select 
from among ihe brethren, some of the most zealona and 
holy, to receive the beneraclions, aud then to distribute 
them, among the members of the several flocks, accord- 
ing lo their ascertained wants. At first, the person in- 
vested witli the office, waa called the PwUor, or Shep- 
herd, to denote his kind and impartial care ; btit this 
name was afterwards changed into that of Biahop or 
Overseer, as being more significant of hi* fiinctioiu 
when the means for distribution began to fidl abort. 
Many of these Bishops were men of profonod leunuDg; 
ihey bad revived u liberal edncaiion, which did »ot 
alwuya, in those day*, produce liberality I 1» the 
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course of ibeir MuiiieB, mnie of them, met with those 
uiysi^rinuB dociriiie« of PylUogoroa, in vhich ic ie 
(leclsred (hut " Umty is (he ejiubol of identitj, uid 
tliHt of all the mjalic nuiub^ra (he most comprehensive 
i» No. 1 , becauue jt cuDluiiis iu itself the enence or eu' 
\ity of hII the rest." By acting in accordance with 
lliiH dittcovery, the diauibiitiooa were mad? with sach 
vreli-dirpcted ecouomy, that ». Wge Bnrpliis usually 
rcmniiied with No. t, to be i):Kd ur nut, as occasiuu 
might TPCjuire ! In profane liiuguHge, some of the 
Bishops grew enormously rich, insomuch, tbnt their 
prodigions wealth bcgvn al lai<t to excite the Jeiilouny 
of the Pagim Deitiet, or, of what was nenrly as bud, 
their greedy Stars or Augehj, or representatives on 
e^irtb, the heathen priests, whose revenues had long 
been diminished iu the Bame ratio sa those of the 
BUUops had kept rising 

Great conplHiule also arose among tUe Pugan 
butchera, who pretended that since the prevalence of 
(lie Christian superstition, it was very difficult to find 
jmrchasers of victims, meaning thereby, lambs, kids, 
calves, and oilier young ereaiurea to be sacrificed by 
the unholy Priests ; for l/u-ir old deities, as we have often 
seen, were fond of lender meat. It is also not impro- 
bable that these complaints were supported by Pugan 
shepherds, graziers, and sidesmen. Now the Roman 
emperors, about that time, were neither ehephtrJs 
herdsmen, but many of them are known to have been 
eapilai and substantial batchers ; and it is probable that 
more ont of sympathy with their own crafV, than of 
respect for the jcalons Gods, or their envioas Priestn, 
they forthwith gave orders for the ChrUtian Infidels to 
be slaughtered without mercy. 

Cruel persecutions immediately ensued. The vast 
allar of the Rouihu empire reeked with Christian gore 
BO, at least, the Christian historians, who ought to knov 
the truth, have recorded ! But the spectacle of ihTse 
unoffending victims, thus sacrificed for the sake of 
plunder, created less horror than disgust ; so that every 
miissacre served only to increaiie the number of devotees 
and to aujpnent with new recruits the $tanding tiaty of 
martyrs. 

It soon became maiifest that if it were desirable to 
stop the progress of tnith, persecution was not the way 
to accomplish fAoi object. Means leas violent, but more 
in^idions, were devised, which proved in the end com- 
pletely successful. 

Many of the Heathen Priests jrretended to become 
converts to Christianity, and having been thoroughly 
initialed in all the mysteries of priestcraft, played tbeiV 
parts so well as sometimes to diddle the umple Chris- 
tian Bishops fairly ont of their flocks ! It was, there, 
fore, deemed prudent to form some sort of compromise 
with these ' falling stars,' by which the doctrines most 
influential over Christian pockets might be transferred 
to the Pagan ritual. This was slowly and caulioui^ty 
accomplished, and makes but a mean figure among the 
splendid triumphs of Bcclesiastial history. The MdHl 
Communion 'table was changed into an Altar, on whirh 
turh a mvnticnl sacrifice might be offered that the 
Christian Bishops could officiate there, in ibe garb of 
Heathen Priests, and with some of the ceremonies of 
Heathen rites ; inasmuch that the worshippers. whHhei 
Pi>gan or Christian, could discover no iiiateriiil chuug< 
in the arrangements. 



On the other hand, the Heathen Temples were tnrncd 
into Christian Chnrches, and being cuusecivted to some 
Saint on the anniversary of & Pag«n festival, the sea- 
sons for rejoicing were thns happily blended. The 
pictures and statues, with which they were adorned, 
were fresh baptised, and changed from protecting 
Deities and tutelary Genii into guardian Angels or 
interceding Siiints, so that the Stars kept falling con- 
tinually. By these means Veuna and Cupid came 10 
represent the Madonna and her child. Mercury and 
his Caduceua was changed into St. Peter with his keys. 
Jupiter becomes St. Anthony, and Demosthenes ihnn- 
deriug against Phiiip made a capital ' Paul at Alheus.' 

The Heathen Deities thus insulted, forsook the skies; 
leaving St. Peter sole Regent of Heaven and Earth. 
What became of those old impostors, I have not jet 
learned. Some say ihey were cast into the bottomless' 
pit, but if all impoerore aie sent there I am afraid ibcy 
will leave no room for the wicked, no^ even for mode, a 
Saints! Others think they have concealed themselvri', 
under borrowed names, in the dark labyrinth of Cbri- - 
tian hearts, where Bacchus, Mercury, Mars, and above 
all Mammon, are thought to exercise the same tyranny 
as of old, only their orgies are celebrated with less pomj', 
and their habits are altt^ther less sensible and le^s 
social. X.

LEatSLATIVK REMEDY FOR TUB POOR MAN'S 

DIFFJCULTIKS. 

Our legislators daring the Wt session of piirliament 
pus^ied what is termed a CoustHbuinry Force Bill, fur 
the introduction of a kind of rural police iu the several 
comities, lor the prevention of crime, and for the pro- 
tection of life and property. It is deplorable tbut the 
population should remnin so iguorant and demurali-ed, 
as lo be continually deniiinding Increa-^d lorces lo sub- 
due ihem. It i> not the menus to rrn eml, to increase 
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fjrces ; th« Bccnaties of ihe poor ehoald be nliafied, 
their facnltiea coluvsted ; open the bonded wareboosee 
imd give th'em food ; appoiat oa ednca^onal police and 
give tbem edacation. 

At a meeting of the magistrateB of the eonntj of 
Worcester, who met for the appointment of a chief 
constable of the constabnlary force, a Kir. James 
Taylor urged the necessitjr of establishing a conntj' 
police, for the suppression of crime, and as su addi- 
tional protecliveagainsttumoltconameetiiiga. He slated 
that the latter part of vintcr was the lime vhen crimes 
were committed to the greatest extent, because then 
the poor felt their difQcnlliee press heaviest upon them. 
According to this, it appears that the measure ia in- 
tended as a salve for the poor man's difficulties, thai 
when these oppress him most, it is to suppress all 
mnrmurings, complaints, and tumoltaary meetings.

WASTE LANDS. 



The " Freeman of Exeter'' says there are no lands ii 
this coDDtry lying in a state of ivaete, and capable of cul' 
tivstion. It hss hitherto been admitted, by good aatbori' 
ties, that there Mofi/leen milliont of acres of such lands 
and, I should ssy, that there are many large tracts of 
land so badly cultivated that they are next to iraste. I 
agree with the Swiss writer of 1772, who etntes that, 
'''the worst lands, those which seem to be the moat sterile, 
which are covered only vi-itb broom, fern, and briars, are 
sDSceplible of cultivation. There are none thai viiil 
iotallft /rvtlraie the hope of the lahourer, and that will not 
pay bira for oil his expences, IF HE UNDEltSTANDS 
HOW TO ACCOMMODATE HIS PLANTS TO THE NA- 
TUEE OF THE SOIL. He may, according to circum- 
stances, apply it to wood, or establish arudcial grasEes : 
^r by the force of manoring make it yield vegetables and 
gruB of all sorts. M. le Marquis de Mi rabeau assures 
us, tho inhabitants who are dispersed here and there about 
tlie wastes of Gascony, hKve found means to get rich 
crops, in indosurcs which ere moved with their huts, ' 
spile of the. bad quality of the land." "There is no si , 
however good and fertile we may suppose it, which, being 
abandoned to itself, will not be csvered with Iboms and 

This is a anbject that I have for some time set apart 
for a thorough invesligatioo, in order to furnish data foi 
the Act of Parliament I prepared, and which we are en- 
deavouring to get passed. I will ascertain all the lands 
already enclosed, and which were common or waste, (th 
is public lands,) and all that ere still in this stale, ai 
represent the whole on a saxp. We cannot leave out 
view, as the Freeman does, all the parks, doe covers, & 
of lords and gentlemen. Theyhaveno right, contrary to 
tlie public interest, to keep np snch lands out of the range 
of improvement, to the extent of thousands of acres per 
JD^ridual, whilst any of their fellow-countrymen starve " 



bound to reader ni> snch lands on leceivioK am 
equivalent for what they are worth at pieaent. Lveiy 
acre thus saved from waste wilt muntain from four to nx 
persons, by putting a number of persona upon the land, 
under proper superintendence, so as to prevent waste of 
laboar through ignorance, ^ee the results of the allot- 
ment syatem, even aa it u applied individually, and under 
high rents. 

Then there are large tracts under water, parts of lakes 
and estuaries of rivers. Often have I seen such lands ol 
ihe most valuable quality lying useless, becanse allowed 
to be overflowed every ude ; and I am glad to know that 
means have been odonted of late years iu ibe river Tay, 
to cause the river to deposit mud along its margin in tba 
flat parts ; and the land thus formed yields a profit of 
about twenty-three per cent on the outlay cf fonning a 
sea-wall, &c. Already about seven miles of coast has 
been protected, enclosing many thousand acres of new 
land — created land. That is the way to aH : not to 
dream of there being uo lands to save or improve, bat to 
set about dtMig, as Joseph Smith says. 

I.ook, too, at what the King of Holland mentions in 
his late speech to the States General. The lake of 
Harlaaem is about to bo drained ; and In Switzerland, 
too, the drainage of lakes has been going on for nxty 
years. One tnnnel took fifty years labour. This is the

SUICIDE. 

FROM .THB BFECTATOR. 
We fenr itiHt the stalutics of crime in Eugland will 
be I'ouud to exhibit tt comddenble incre&ie wittmi a 
compttratively short period ui the proportion of eaicidea. 
Their freqaeocy as well a^ detertuined character ex- 
cites at this moment the paitkiol alteniion of the pub- 
ic, emd it in hardlv possible to resist the pcrauaaiau that 
tlicy point to the existence of new and exiraordinarj' 
cuusea of aoeial derangement. We have oarse^'ea no 
particular crotchet to indulge on this qneslion, and arc 
DOt going to force any tine-spuu theories on the reader ; 
we do not intend to read a lecture on moral philt.aopbj', 

leither to aim a bj'-blow at Uo^'e^u^]eQt and place the 
^ruwtb of crime and madLe;^ soiel)' tu tLeir ac-tcuut. 
We tntFodtioe the subject as one having, in wtue iiiai.' 
iier or another, an undoubted bpariiig on the moriil ai.d 
jocial couditiiin of (he country', and therei'ure desurviug 
[be seriuuii cunsideratioii of puliiiciims. 

Although a charitable custom conuects the grcnter 
pitrt of suicides with iustinity, ttiid truth, iu a ^eiii^mt 
w«y, rnHV be allowed to warraiil the pmclice, it is a 
fact always to be remembered, that nut one suicide iu 
a thonssnd tpringt from iusanilj as a sourte, but onljr 
passes through it ; that iusHnity, iu this proporiiuu of 
Uiiaes, ia not the origiutti, but ibe siipeniiduced luslailj' 

~tUe lust stage of miud coutemplitliug suit:ide. Iu lead 
til' aaj'ing that the insanity cauaes the snicide, il would 
probably be more correct, in inuumentble cases, tu say 
that the suicide canaes Ibe iii».iuiiy, — lueauiug by lliai, 
ibitt the serious coutemplatiua ot the act, the reasou- 
able, un-niad resolution tbriued to coimuit it, tintt <.'u- 
hinges the mind ; thus occasioning the deed to bp ac- 
complished in derangement, though not llo-ou'.h de- 
rangement. We would not havejuriea rea^ion iu this 
way ; for if many escape the posibniuons reproscLes 
which attach to conscious sell'inurder by a verdict at 
variance, it may be suspected, with strict logic, f.w 
persous perhaps would wish to withhold the " beueht 
ot the doubt" from this class of unfortunates. But, 
speaking philosophically, it most be as«erted, thut il- 
siiuity is rarely the eause, though generally the iMm- 
pauion of suicide. The primary causes of suicide 
have to be sought in the moral aud social condition of 
a people ; and, take it from what point of view yon 
will, the subject inevitably reverts 10 politics and go- 
vernment. Il may very safely b« luid down, that no 
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mmi dcBirea tu di« wbo baa the mettcs of en tigree«ble 
existence ; bat where life i« foond intolerable, it nthj 
with eqiwl saletjr be attirnied that " there's something 
roilcu in the state." Amongst the principal caoses ot 
aniuide mo; be mentioned poverty, pride, grief diaes«e. 
Mild the paaaiona cuunectrd with iuiemperauce of mind, 
defect of education aud moral discipline. None of 
these evils can prevail to any extent iu a country with- 
out implicating the government and the legialatore 
either poaitively or negatively. It is indeed true that 
the state of crime geueraJly, is, iu the long ran, a cer- 
taij criterion ot good or bad goverumcut ; but of 
auicide Ihii is perhaps more emphatically predicable, 
because ibou(.'h crime and misery usually go together, 
it U cbielly by the existeuce of the latter that a go- 
verumcut stuuds condemned, iiiasmuch as a govem- 
lueut is mora atricily respouable for the phyaieal than 
for the moral slate of ibe country. Now, whatever 
else the prevalence of suicide may imply iu.particuhir 
cases — insanity, or crime — wilbont qiiesiioQ it attests 
in errr^ case the presence ot mixeiy. Tbe man who 
ronimita suicide is no doabt a murderer, and tbe lawd 
have justly rauki^d him iu the first class of malefactors; 
but commou sense aud feeling will uo Ipbs always re- 
cognize a wide morHl distinction between the murderer 
of himself aud tbe murderer of another : in tbe latter 
tbey may direct misery, perhaps, as well aa crime — in 
the foriLer, crime as well as miserp ; but the crime of 
the one and the tnittry of the other will always, aud 
deservedly, be the predominant ideas ; the one, how- 
ever palliated, will for ever meet with abhorrence — tbe 
oiher, however, reckless and uujustiliable, will never 
Want tbe tears of 



There is reason to believe that the sins of murder 
aud suicide are pretty simultaneous in their progress ; 
if so, the fact is less demoustrative of their couuexlon 
with one another than of their mutual relation to tbe 
condition of society. They describe, for tbe moat part, 
two dietiuct classes of mind and cbujacler, but the 
same social ilia are »t tbe root of both. 

Iu whatever light regarded, the subject of suicide is 
oite of deep concernment : scarcely a single case of 
this nature trauapires that does not offer iu itself very 
itujiortHut suggeMions in connexion with social go- 
verumeut; whilst tfae general question of its existence, 
pi^valeiict, or increase, leading the miud back as it 
docs to the highest topics of pobiical science, affords 
valuable materials for discussion aud reflection. Yet 
do we fiud Utile or uo commendable handling of this 
subject in tbepress. Greiit use is made of " dreadful," 
" deieruiiued," " extraordiuary," and other suicides; 
. and uo suiull pains are bestowed ou the descriptiou ot 
tbsiie and similar cognate horrors, which seldom want 
sn ample and promiucnl slution, specially devuted to 
tbem, iu tbe colniuns of our newnpupers : but to protit- 
able comuieutary give they usually uo rise ; their bear- 
iug oti manuars and politics is overlooked ; tiie raak 
carcase of the self-destroyer is paraded, but for the au- 
tritive pait that Ilea iu the uuiral of bis end, no one 
exttMats it.

A gentleman and member of the Branch, 
an artist of first-rate talent, has presented 10 the Branch 
a most valuable and beautiful picture of Coramnnity, of 
very large dimepsioos, which we have bad framed at a 
great expense. ' l>ast night was the first Ume of its be- 
ing exhibited ; and ihe picture, which is a specimen of tbe 
tins arts not often tebe met with, together with ihe frame, 
which is a massive gilt and beantituliy omamenced one, 
ten feet by seven and the moulding twelve inches deep, 
struck the people with amazement ou entering the chapel; 
in fact, it is an allar-piece, chat will vie with any ol those 
of the churches In this town or any other. Socialism baa 
now taken as bigh a stand in Birmingham as any of the 
religious or puUlical sects that have preceded it.

— It is now two years since we planted 
tbe banner of Socialiam in this town. As a matter of 
course, tbe aDBlversary of such an event eotdd not pass 
over without being aoticed by ns^ we therefors determined 
to celebrate oar birth-d^ in the beet mauaer we cuuld. 
Our own inslituttou being loo stnall, we engaged the Odd, 
Fellons' Hall for three nigbts, viz., Monday, Wednesday, 
and Tharsday ; the first tor a festival, and ibe other tor & 
course of two lectures by our friend, Mr. Hullioh, from 
Sheffield. Our fesiival, notwiibetandiog ibe deprassion 
of the times, uaa truly a splendid one, anj surpassed all 
our expectations. Emboldened by this, we determined to 
make the beet of the lectures yet to come ; we iherefore 
set to work and trrote arculars to the princiiial dergyoien 
of the town, inviting them to attend. Our v oithy Vicar, 
by a note, intimated his iatention of atCeadiog -the eecoui 
lecture, providing we^would allow him tbe otpirteuiiy oC 
addressing the audience at the coaclu'O , aad tlieu 
reUriog, which was granted. On Wednesd: y night, Mr. 
Hollick gave his first lecture to a numerous i nd atteuiive 
audience : it was a clear, powerful, and convincing expu- 
silion of the evils of Private Property, wlieV terminated 
by a discussion of a friendly kind, betwee:i the leeturer 
and Mr. Barker, on the relative merits of Republicamam 
and Monarchy. On Thursday evening, the spscioiu 
Hall was filled. I'he Vicar, accompanied by hb triends, 
having arrived, Mr. H. proceeded to coulrait the Reli- 
gious of Faith with the Religioa of the Ntw Mora/ 
ff^or/U, and hhoueil, in a clear and convincing manner, 
ibat the former had fallen far short of reodering mankind 
happy, slihough thev had been so long tried. At tbe 
close of the lecture, the Vicar ascended the piatbrm, and 
proceeded to address the audience as God's appointed 
servant, tu uatch over tbe souls uf the men ana women 
of Brudlurd.

Ibat we were opposed to God^t fiolg Ortlinanre, &c., 
and telling tbe good people present that be Ehould not 
oorobat the errois wbich bad been put forn-ard in that 
place, bat ebould deliver a lecture on ihe True Religion, 
in the pariah church, that uight iveek, when he hoped all 
nould come. The Vicar then ivilbdrew vritb bia friends. 
The Rev, J. Acktvonh next addre^a^d the meeting ; and, 
afrer a little declamation, aat don-n, when an old friend, 
viz., tbe Rev. J. Glyde, stated he bod taken an interest 
in our proceedingd from the commencement, and had 
found much to commend in our economical oirnngementE. 
He believed that cometbing of the Eort would have to be 
adapted, in order to destroy that aelRgbness which was ko 
rife in Eociety, but he was decidedly opposed to the irre- 
ligiooa part of our sjstem, which be condemned as 
destructive of our immortal souls. He concluded by 
advising the audience to think fur ibemcielves. Mr. H. 
briefly replied, in a manner which appeared to satisfy the 
audience, and thus ended our second aniiii'erearv. A 
mighty impuUe has been given, which we intend to I'oUow 
np by increased exertions.

— The reason we liave 
not ctimmnDicatcd onr proceedings to yon reteullj is, 
that we have been so busy in making arrangement e, 
forming plans, gathering funds, and canvassing friends, 
for the accompliahments of tbe noble object ot' crcnting 
in tbis city, a Temple for Free Inquiry upon all ^nbjects 
cotmectcd witb the progressive improvement of the 
hnman race. The snpport we have received is truly 
aatotkisbing : the chief-magislrate, from whom Briudley 
obtained (he nse of St. Mary's Hall, nnder false pre- 
teuces, has given a donation oF.i'lO tovrards its erection; 
not because be agrees with all onr views, but to shew 
that he is a friend to intellectnal freedom. We have 
also received donations from various other gentlemen, 
amounting in the whole to near £100, wtlh many other 
promiseB of assistance; VVe hsve made a most advan- 
tiigeoua pnrchase of land and materials, in a situation 
near the centre of the town, consisting of abont 800 
square yards of laod, with a frontage of seventeen 
yards and aa many bricks as will almost baitd the 
Hall ; and we gave only £400 for the whole; we have 
been offered £fSOO for it since, but we have no inclina- 
tion to part witb so favourable a bargain. The cauae 
goes on very well here ; onr room is too small for Ihe 
Sonday evening's lecture ; many persons who are rather 
favoorable to our views do not come because the room, \ 
when crowded, is so unpleasant, as well as injuriona to 
the health. Public opinion is not half so violent 
against us, as it was before Brindley came ; we have 
had lately our excellent friend, Mr. Throsby, from 
Leicester, to lecture amoug us, and we certainly was 
both pleased and instmcted with tbe matter and man- 
ner of this amiable and intelligent young man. On 
the 3rd. inst. our friend Adams, of Nuneaton, gave us 
an excellent lecture, on the Morality of Competition ; 
and on last Sunday evening I lectured on the compar- 
ative merits of competition aud co-operalion. I have 
also been iectoring again at Northampton, to most at- 
tentive and numerous audiences. 1 had a discussion 
afier each lecture, with one of mj- old opponents, Mr. 
Phillips, who is not far off tbe truth now, and who, I 
b«lieve, with a few more lessons, will be thoroughly 
converted, as he has a very candid and inquiring mind, 
and admits already that there is a great deal of good 



in our sj'stem. 1 had also a new opponent in the per- 
son of the Rev Mr. Poulter, who seemed quite dis- 
posed to preach instead of discuss. Alter deiiling out 
ihe old parrot-like talcs about atheism, infidelitv, and 
responsibility, he said be would uot discuss, but would 
lecture aguinst the system, at another lime, and in 
another place. I told him 1 should be most happy to 
hear him, and if he would in lorm me when be should 
deliver them, I would attend ; but this he declined, and 
commenced an attack upon Mr. Owen's character, 
\ declaring that both he and his followers were prompted 
by the most selfish and vicious motives, and that the 
wealth Mr. Owen possessed was procured through the 
labour of those who worked in the mills, at New Lan- 
ark. This allack upon the character of our benevolent 
father I treated in such a manner as made a great im- 
pression npou the assembly, and made the Rev. gentle- 
man appear anything bat a christian. During the de- 
livery of (hose lectures and their attendaut discnsaiona, 
not a single murmur escaped the lips of the andience ; 
in fact, a more attentive and inquiring body of men I 
never met with. I went among the members and formed 
Festival Committee and gave them plans for gelling 
lonthly tea parties. I hope the Central Board will 



be able to send a missionary into this district, as there 
is nn abundant harvest ripe and ready for tbe sickle of 
truth.

We an picaaed 
W think that onr nmiitiacuin* in die thickly populalad diitricla of the 
cvantrj have done mora to preaerre the pence of theae diittieta than 
' all the lUMiiret oF the govemmeDt and magiitmcy, for we oonvinoed 
the judgment of the people, direclad their attention lo anperiOT prin- 
ci(>l*i of action, to plana mon cortainlj calculated to effect a peaceable, 
Irfial, and hanefieial dango in aociety, and whiBh would injora nuthar 
in panon or property Any claia or individual. The fenmoal mind* 
»Aiiiii|t the working elmaca, the men who moat dcariy peiceived the 
injuitice of their pmtnt poM^on, and who, b* binng in poiHuion of 
AapMaat anwuat of kaowla.;!* unanj tbeic elaM, uould have been 



from any paitiripatton in viotunt political agitation, and tudod of 
being tcadon in it have been leduloutly emphiyed in conntentcting Ih« 
eflcclB of ignorance, and aprcoding a knowledge of lound principle* 
among their fellow*. 

All hiitory bean leMlmony to the fiiet, that fordbis politiea] efaangea 
have not only indicted miaery upon tboae who engaged in them, bnt 
alao totally Med in ejecting their object. Nor ia thia li 
at. VioJeoce mnal produce liolence. He that abed 
exppct lo tcup a ntum in kind. Beaidea, aucb mcni 
ahnoat every caae, been entered upon with a view of c 
tical inatitntion* only. The Sociati*ta, on the contra 
little of theae iuatitutiotia, they form only a part of the m 
whii^ operate upon man ; and the mo*t libenl political eataUiaboKnta 
may he conjoined with univeraal anffering and social evila. The Mate 
of tlii* country, at the pieacnt moment, ia a ease in point. I'ho 
^enlirei and o^iitaliala are auffering from commenial and aociil 
eaoaea, a vaat amount of eril which the liberal piditical polity of th* 
counti; ia lolalJy unable lo prevent, because tbew evils aiiaa from 
other aouma, and are contingent upon lawa beyond the oonlraul of a 
government dicnmataneed like our own. It ia indeed xmarl'abU 
that the two coontriea at pieaent moat'aerionaly deranged in their 
cmnmercial and fii nin-I»l idationa, are those which poaaeaa the most 
d political inatitatloaa, the one being virtually a gOTemment of 



• middle and upper daasea, with a amall in 



the other, a tepnbUo. We allude to Great Britain and Amer'ea. 
On the omttaiy, wa find the artiiaaa of the Continent, aa a body, 
tenne and contented, although living under a ajnrtam of govemmeat 
irtiich, t* onr notion*, i* moat repugnant ; and whidi, in many atatss, 
ia abaolute and onmilipMd da^tiam. We are not new eipreaonf 
an Ofonion a* to the niative merit* or demerit* of these two fbima of 
govennait, bnt aimply directing attention lo the &Gt, that Bodal and 
itk bappineaa depanda much lest upon these fonni, than upon tha 
gemoila which anat for the pndnetion and diitributian of wiallh t 



uae lentimenta are univeraal among the Sooaliat* ; hence, they 
oerer in any way jnned in political agitation, bat on the csntzarj' 
dissnaded others frvm it, aa bnng calculaled only to waala mov 
{raitieaaly the endn wealth, time, and eneigiea expended thereon. 

n addition to t'- eae iiaaHua for abstaining fran any oontieiioo with 
pabtical agitation, the principlsi of Sotdaliam lead to ths tbcigation at 
daritablefeelingaiorallpartiea, whatavn may be their itatian in Ua 
or the dtaracter of their opinioDS. 

Tha Sooaliat ia no d«« aagry with one man, fix being a lord, thaa 
ha b with another. Cor being a beggar. He kMva Ihat they an both 
the product of the pceaant aig^iBlioh and daaaifiolion of aodetj, 
and that they might have been made to change plscea, witbont-aaj 
or demerit on the fait of the indinduals thamselveai The bed 
d M little power over the dicnmatance* which oshered him isu 
the woiU, aa the heir to titlea and eatatea ; a link in a long line ef 
haredltary nobility, aa the beggar did o>vBr those whidi doomed hia 
liom Urth to Tagaboodaga and destitutian-^ miaetaUe life, and an 
imed dtaith. Individnala. there&n, never enter into tha alea- 
lationB at the Socialiat ; they may be naefal or niadiavow^ bat ^ 
miaea or blamoa them not i hit attention ia (Brectsd to the caatsa 
which piadaee both these qualities ; hi* object ia to ranoTe, by kind- 
neaa, all tha latter, and •• nnder gsnwnl and permanent all tha

To the thinking uic 
diipmeianate of sll cLuto, ucu, and pitrlie* do ne eamettljr appeal - 
mil ffe deiire it, tliat thej Ehall read and eiainine for themwlve* { if 
hanng done that, they deem our prineifdei or plant unsuited Ibi 
kdoption, we ihall be content i for at all eienli they will diicoTei thai 
wo are the enemiei of all diweotion, violence, and animoaity ; and 
vroold at any time rather heal a breach than make one. 

For Che unh^py indiridonl whose writing hoe elicited thcie tv- 
muka, we fed the dcepeil compuiian ; he a either utterly t 
lalixed by hii training, edaoLtion, and the circametapcea in which he hai 
been placed, and it thciefore unaware of the dixaae under which be 
lab(iiin,~4ir he knowt better, but ia obliged by bitter neoeitity to 
pawn hit iiit.'liecl for bread, and write thai be may lira ; Id ■ 
caie he ii an object of pity — not of blame. We are •otry for hu 
miaibrtonei, and tmit the time will arrive when even be may be 
a parlieipoat in the happincu which wHl be eonfemd on all by a 
peaceahle moral change from onr present mal-airanged lyalem to one 
which will make wise proiiiion for all the healthy wanta of humanity. 



SELECTIONS FROM THE BREAKING-UP 

OF POLITICS m FRANCE. — PAKIS : 1836. 



PoLincB, ia the actual and practical lente of the word, we take to 
be the totdity of theorjei or combatiTe opiniona, relative to the eatab- 
liahad principlea of goTerament, or to the diSerent adminiittative 
qritemt which an the nibjeet of oewipaper diaeniaion. 

EFcry political, party, each political opinion in Fiance, haa the pi»- 
tendoD, at firtt, to bond itaelf on joitice, cider, hbeity, and, finally, 
the h^ipineis of Fianoe ; it may extend eran to that of Europe ; bat 
that it not certain. When, however, we employ the woida party and 
political opinioD, let u nnderttaud well that we do not mean to diaiac- 
laiiia a ical eiiiting being : a party it a pure entity, a being of the 
mind, aonething. vague and not to be laid hold o^ compoaad of many 
peoide who have aeveial vorda in common, aerTing a» rallying pointt 
in the battle of the preat, and in eenvenatioD during and after dinner. 
But to My that partiee have any ideat in common, or any unity of 
tlMight, or fixed ideot, or preeite and poutire doctrinet ; thit it what 
DO one haa ever yet aeen, intomnch that, when we sty the party A, 
^ C, D, we mean the totality af penoni who have labelled their 
petaonal t^nnioni under the name of the party A, B, C, D. && These 
Oiunioni are lo little nnited, ao little approaching to a body of doctrinet. 
that among the two or three bundled thoBioBd t^enchmen who ajog a 
paUMalcpoMnt, there ia not even one whoaCceplapoitiTely the opinion 
of him Jonmal, who hat a decided pietenaiaD ofhavingcn opmiOTii/'iu 
mf. " Sir, I have my own opinion, I beg you to bcUeve it." If jou 
ditpntathat, he will regard it at on innlt. This opinion of hit own ia 
made by himielf; originates with himself, and differt poiititely with 
that ofall olhen. 

Thus, when we we there an not alone tbui modca of rendering 
Fraaee happy, comaponding to loin parties, but two or three hundred 
thousand at least. Thit it very many ) wo might tay, too many : 
and, nndoubledly, a tingle good mode would be more vmlnaUe. ' 

RatioDaUy speaking, it ia certain that, to every man of lenac, the 
la axittOK* in any country of two or three hundred thou- 



sand diSeAnt pfllilioJ opiiiiotit, provn ih.iI the science of politict it 
not conatituted in such countrj. Wore then: but til — but four — 
conletted opinions, thuir alriie would ngain prove the tame thing i for, 
there arc not aii or foul cbemicnl opinions, lii or four astronomical 
opinioui. or geographical or algebmicnl, in all the parti of tliosc diB*er- 
cnt branchee which have been consliiutcd into a tcicnce. We my 
nothing about the greater nr letaditHcuIly of tbrmitig a political sdencp, 
which is not here the queition ; we eitablith only, in a peremplory 
and undenialile manner, that it is not constituted. 

Let us lake astronomy. The motions of the celestial bodie* are 
the buuneaa of atlTDnemy. Before the true nason of those motions 
had been found, there were a thousand fiilse tystfnu, which were mora 
or less oonlrary to &cts, rendering account of tome and not of othcn ; 
[his was Ihe lime of aatrology, Aitmnomicol science wat not tontli- 
tuted ; there was then anarchy in the opiiiiena ; an anarchy 
which only CHund whon the fomiubi ma foimd confunanbLe lo truth, 
and recognised to bo so.confaimalilc ; bccauir, comprrhendiig all lig 
ailTimomkal /licit, S apaBg Kiiufied Ikem alL It was ffou that dey 
alone that the science nfaalronoDiy wnt constiiutpd. Sucli ia uienlitic 
chnmcter. 

Now, if politics hot for its objiM^t locini lacti, gcnrml and pntticutor 
inlenttt, it rcaults that politiotl icicncc can be coiiBtiluted only ^y ll>e 
diicoveiy of n formula, which contains a bw.of conibiiialioji o( those ' 
interests, comprehendim/ uU thoK yt/erejU, and tuHi^/^ng tfteui a(I equnlly. 

Hence, when one auppwta a theory, by saying that it is rejected 
only by 0|)iiOhing interests, that is as much .-it lo say tluit tnch theory 
it false I because it eieludei certain intcr.'Bti ; whilit the cliaiuctir 
of the true political formula ia lo 'satisfy them all. 

And if it be replied to this, — ever to escipe from logic, from goad 
sense and the question, — that it is iuipoasible to aatisfj all interests ; 
this aayt nothing than that thote who so spink nciiher tee nor know 
the ineani capable of combining all interests, nor of satisfying them ; 
and, moreover, they confess themielves incapable of discovering them, 
and, consequently, incompetent to Jndgu of thepolilical qoestion when 
latioDoIly founded. 

Were it frankly agreed that political sdinee is act conttnocHV W 
onr discaadonB of parties and the pnas, having badly taken [he-qpaa- 
ttOD, are net in the right way to arrive at ila solution, this .would - at 
once be a good ttep in advance: because, instead of .continniag b 
ridiculous strife, a blind and malicious qunml, ■ in which ano moat 
miserably exhausted many good and noble bcultiei, Ihey wnuld go to- 
work in order to constitute the science ; they would eianiinctht bsJda 
of the question of diverK and oppoaing intcreits ; ihey would stud/ 
their ditlercnt eiigcncet, ihey would seek the nienns of makiag them 
accord together. Without doubt, thit diiiposiiion of mind is the only 
which can conduct us to the discovery of those meant ; bccnaae 
mg at that eicellent part of cue nature which makes it a need tv 
occupy ourselves in public af&irs shall teiva merely to eidte our in- 
mcc to promote the opposition of interests, our intelligence bein^ 
thus entirely occupied in wAr£are, will not be in a position to find the 
I of making an accordance of interests. It would indeed- be 
atrange if in occupying ourselves eiclnaively to make war one on the 
other we should find the conditiont of a good treaty of peace, fiivour- 
able v> both tides I A miracle would be wanted for that, and wc.«ni 
no longer in the tin e of miracles. 

,Ib order, lo make a something out of polities, let ua suppose tliat the 
two or three hundred thousand o[inioiu could be rednseU lo only two : 
on one aide those who have jiaai the word LUierlg on tlicir dug ; on 
the other ihase wjin have taken Order fbrthcii device.

On tha other hand, il in palpi^ble thai liberty is the condition ef 
order itself i for the people nnd intcrosls which nre not free feel them- 
selves more or less conslruined, goaded, oppressed ; they are then by 
the posi^on of autfcriiig, disposed to react ngnilut the cause of their 
suffering, agaiust the domination imposed upon them.

Now what better proceeding can there be in the wny of sneeessful 
iqipoaition to any goTemment, than to find a good plan in the orga- 
nisation of things, which tfaoll interest all the coimlry ; a good 
■yttam, well founded, and proving to be for the intensts of all iho 
world P If a system be good, it ought to angment the common hap- 
piness, the common prosperity ; it has, therefore, nothing to take from 
any person, and therefore can have no enemiea. 

Bnt the opposition, inilead of reasoning (bus, instead of working at 
the thing ws have named, have kept up a noisy ncket in parliament 
and in the joomala. They have attacked right or wrong ; they have 
tMt given credit to their adversaiies for a single measure, bowerer 
good it might ha at the bottom ; in short, they have cried out so long, 
dwl they have stunned everybody, and no one will now listen to them. 
This is what they gain by being Imreaaonable. They have told us so 
often that the Charter was violated, that the miniaCera were wietches, 
criminal* — they have used all such means — very good, no doubt, on 
grot occasions — bat which ou^t to be oaad in Mbemess, like all good 
things. They have thus spoiled their party, and it has happened to 
them, what happens to a liar, when he Bads occasion to tell the truth ; 
nobody believes him. 

As for the repuhliona, who pride themaelvci on liberty, this word 
inlDiicatM them ; Ihej ore mad with it i and like every love which 
i* far loo azdnuve, ananiva, and unrMSODaUe, (hair love h*a been 



Cttal to iu object. The repuhlicsn*, wiiliout doubt, have a good 
heart, but they an too ignorant by eduoition, too much carried away 
with declamalion, and more warlike than a child who haa got hit first 
drum. Scarcely had the wind of July set np a new govemmsnt than 
they went to work like Don Quixote to attack a windmilL 

On the other hand, the organs of the peirty of order have arranged 
themselves to tegaliie every thing in the name of order. Injustice the 
most enormous, acts the most arbitrary, they have eulogised in the 
name of order. They encourage all the basenesa that serves them ; 
they buy np oil who will sell themselves ; corrupt all who con be 
corruputed ; dander and insult oil honest sentiments which revolt 
ngainit the perversity of means which they employ ; and that also, in 
une of order. They preach egotism with an cititsme effrontery ; 
every n'ann sentiment, every aidant imd youthful sympathy for the 
luffcriiigs of the mosses who labour for them, sow their grain, who 
|Bvc to tlicm the blood of their sons, and the youth of their daughters 
—all this is suspected by them and alarms them. Thoy are ever 
rcody to »end the police against a noble sentiment. 

If the deluded claasei have neither bread, nor work, that does not 
)VB them, except in relation to the diiordei which may result bam 
; so wretched ore they in mind, that they neter occupy themselves 
about the disorder till it hat bunt forth. If tho poor an consumed 
by misery, that does not give them inquietude, provided the poor die 
at their own homes and make no noise about it. A hnngiy man, who 
is not alone in being hungry, ii not for them a brother, but an enemy. 
Snch is the ciimctcr of the party i (or what we attack ore not the 
men, but the spirit of these par:ies which give to men on occauon, 
sometimes the bardbeartednms of the unworthily rich, tomctimes'the 
brulolity of the Jacobin : our aim is at Politics, and not at ita 

The party for orjcr have not yet tried what would have given them 
solidity, power, a true govetnracntsi value ; an act which would havs 
revealed in them the eiitlence of superior intelligence, that calmly 
hovers over the face of things, and rules them from abovo ; which 
commands ntpect from all ; which assures the nction of the laws j 
which, in ihort, it the sole mark and choncler at this day acceptaUo 
to l^tinmtise power, the iadispenaiblc condition of duration fbr any 
government. To govern well, is not to compress hostile activities, hot 
to employ all activity, and to dired illoaatnd mcfvl la lit msHon and 

For this which they have not attempted, we do not, like othera, adl 
(hem wretches, inbmout men, criminals ; we tell them timfdy that thej 
are idiots. They have, however, lairs, which they think strong. 
Laws ? Name to ns a government which has fallen for want of laws 
in ita defence !> An they not very foolish with their laws ? We say 
to them, put all yoni laws into a comer, and ^t the public mind with 
you ; this will be of more value for the liability of things and of your- 
selves, than the turning the public mind against you by bringing in 
htwa by inrprite, whose principle is reproved by the public mind 
which, in the end, will cause your weapon to burst in your hands like 
a gun that is overcharged. The foundation of the tiling it thit ; thoae 
who suffer are not content, and those who are not content are always 
more or less ready to seek a quarrel with those who an at their eate^ 
eipecioUy when the philosophical equality of all the iadividnals of tba 
spedes Las been well preached, and when schoolmasters have been put 
to teach every body to read.

ESSAY XIX. 

We have thus far throwa a fiv'ive glsDce ovei 
ancient history, and briefly examined a few of its prin- 
cipal details, as il' but liule doubt existed on the sabjeci 
of their auihcntiiity. It might, however, niblead somt 
persons, were the fact concealed, that it lias been the 
practice of almost every dotninant party (in orde 
Secure (he fruits of their suecesh) to mutilate and 
nipt the bislorical records of the ranqiiished, or eli^e to 
entirely destroy them, and substitute in their stead some 
iuveutiou of their owu. 

In a similar way, whenever it has been deemed 
expedient to borrow institotions from more civilized 
states, these hnve frequently been so much changed iu 
the transit, that their original framerf) woold have been 
at a loss to conceive what possible purpose they coald 
have been intended to serve in their new garb ! 

It, therefore, behoves every one who does not tcish 
to be deceived, to examine fur himself with great care, 
whatever pretends to be derived from ancient times, 
especially when it has been transmitted by person:] who 
have had a manifest interest iu corrupting the origiual. 

Now, when (t particular class has consiautly held up 
hnmitily, and the forgiveness of injnries, as the only 
virtues which can lead men to Heaven, and, in the 
ineau time, have proved themselves to be the most 
duiiiineering and implacable of the human race, we 
ought to be rather cautious with respect to whatever 
t/iei/ may tender in the way of advice, especially when 
u»! are required to pay such an extravagant price for it, 
while, as far as it ever can be pomble to know, they axK 
the only parties to whom it brings tnlid advantage, and, 
still more especially, when we are required to lay our 
reason emde before we can be qualified to appretuale 
their kiudness ! 

In fuet, we find, on impartial inquiry, that no ancient 
docameut has lieen so much defHced, cornipted, trans- 
posed, and adulterated as that venerable book which 
points out the only straight way to elemal life, though 
multitudes, professing tp follow this unerring guide, are 
wandering about iu contrary directions, having indeed 
laid aside their reason, and then consented to be led by 
the blind ! 

That part of the Holy Scriptures, deemed j^pochry- 
plial by the Protestants, formerly contained trx books I 
written by Esdras {aliat Ezra), the original collector or 
compiler of the Canon of Scripture. Two of these 
bookn are aaid (o have been rejected" by the Greek, and 
Iti^o more by the Latin translators ; hecause they con- 
tained doctrines which did not' accord with their oum 
pocnliar views! But now, in the new edition of the 
Bible, published by ' the Society for the Promotion o( | 
Christian Knowledge,' the Apochrypha is rejected! 
altogether'. Why ? Because it has been shewn that | 
the t'KO hooka of Esdras which still remained, contain 
such discloHiires as to the un^'m of some of the Chris- ; 
tiau dopmn.'! as in the opiuiou of ihe-o spiritual bene- i 



f iciors, would be better sappreseed. These are focts 
which any peraon may verify without much trouble! 

Bearing these facts in mind, let us examine oiber 
parts of those sacred documents which more nearly 
concern ourselves. It is necessary to premise that the 
writings to which we now advert, were all derived from 
hearaoy at second or third hand ; nothing comes directly 
from the fountain-head, nor from wituessea who were 
present when the words were spoken or the deeds were 
done ! If it be said they were communicated by ' the 
spirit of truth' in the way of inspiration, we are forced 
to ask, How then has it happened that so much dis- 
agreement prevails where all ought to agree ? Or if it 
be insisted that ' such holy men would not dare fo violate 
the tnith,' we are forced to reply, that all men are in 
this respect upon an equal footing : for the same re- 
sponsibility docs, or ought to hang over all ; and, 
besides, how has it come to pass, that so many of these 
holy persons contradict one another? 

Some of the most, remarkable passages iu the Holy 
Scriptures are those contained in Matthew xxiv. 1 to 
28 ; Mark xiii. 1 to 23 ; Luke ixi. 1 to ^4, relative to 
the destruction of Jerusalem by the Romans, which 
event having taken place so exactly in the manner 
described in these passages, has caused them to be 
selected as proofs of the infallibility of the gospel ! ! It 
is, however, very remarkable that King Agrippa, who, 
in his admirable speech* made to deter the Jews from 
revoltiog against the Romans, uses every possible 
argument likely to influence that superstitious people, 
never once alludes to this singular prophecy, with which, 
if it had thus existed, his familiarity with the ChrisriaDS 
mtist have made him acqnaiuted 1 The same remark 
applies to the historians, Josephns and' Tacitus, the 
former of whom was present at this calaniitoua event, 
and is suspected, by some, of being himself a Christian ; 
and both of whom have written histories of this war, 
and recorded many wonderiul prodigies respecting the 
fall of Jerusalem, but are silent as to this prophecy, the 
most wonderful prodigy of all ! In my opinion the 
prediction contains within itself evidence of compilation, 
posterior to the event, by dwelling with so much 
emphasis on minute circumstances of no real import- 
ance, except, as they might .serve to inspire thtwe wlio 
knew of their occurreitce with faith in that part of the 
prediction which still remained to be fulfilled. 

That part b the one we have already discnasedi and 
shewn that it never was fulfilled in any of the various 
senses in which it could have been meant ; and, in fcct, 
if we compare the passages (in Rev. vi., 12 to 17) with 
the corresponding passages in the gospels above cited, 
we shall be satisfied that wAoewr thia " St John the 
Divine" may have been, he was the Artl person to 
whom these terrors were revealed, and that the former 
part of the prediction was ttot added tifl afterwards ! 
Many learned and careful investigators are of opinion, 
that neither of the Gospels — tucA as we have received 
of them, were compiled till after the destmction of 
Jerusalem ; and that fjt. Matthew's and St. Mark's are 
chiefly translations from St. Luke's, whinh being written 
at Rome in very elegant Greek, could be meant only 
for the edification of the learned and polite r and, con- 
sequently, was not composed imtil the TeGgi<»i had 
\xcn\ne fashionable. 

• Jn^-pjihiib Wan, b. 'i, cKiip. Ifi, wr. i. 
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WlielLer tbU were the case or not, it geems very 
evident, lUut ibe n^M'.ea bad succcedod in tn.ikin^ h 
geuerul iuipreBaioa lliHt ibe " coiiaammalion of all 
iLiuga t'Yii at hutiit," aud, tHi long ae this impretiaion 
could be made, the iiuw converts readilj- f;ave np their 
proper!)' for (he geucrul bciieAt of (he faithful, so (hat, 
me we ucfure remarked, their rapid increase ia euaily 
accounted for. 

When, however, tlmt gpneratkiu had rva'li/ pasxi-d 
a-yaif, aud the delusion might hnvc been expected to 
I'uuiith along with U — niiiuy who had paid so deafly 
for tlie Itope of immortalitj', were not disposed to pari 
with a feeling which had become essentiaj to their 
mortal happiness ; and greut u»mbers sbo at that time 
cotisiated of members who had been boru in the faith, 
or brooght np in it from iufuucy. All these readily 
complied will) the suggestions of those interated mem- 
bers, who best know the value of constancy and per- 
severance, and by whom they were persuaded to yield, 
first, a conditional, and then, an iivL-finile meaning to 
those ambignouH expressions, which at first had been 
employed in such a limiUd sense- 
But when the overwhelming terror inspired by the 
expected arrival of the day of judgment began to abate, 
the converts were not in so much haste as beforre to part 
with their goods and chattels \ Snch, indeed, had been 
the unbonnded liberality of the first diaciples, that fiir a 
while, this " lack of love" escaped observation ; in a 
short time, however, the pastors found it necessary to 
admonish their flocks, ttu>t " if under the dispensation 
of Mot>es, the children of Israel cheerfully parted with 
a tenth of their incrra'e, how much it behoved those 
who lived under a dispeiiBUtion as much surpassing 
that of Moses, aa the heavens exceeded the earth in 
glory, to give liberally ufall t/mii- subitanct.'' 

These taunting appcuta, in time, lost (heir virtue, and 
(he period at length arrived, wheu the very saints 
becume so backsliding and worldly-minded, as to re- 
quire to be f'iried to supply contributions for the sup- 
port of their doctrines ! Then came that depiorabte 
cuiunmmation, of which I have already given a brief 
account, when fai^k was substituted for Charity ! 
When those l>enevoie:it institutions, established to miti- 
gate the BufTeringd of the unfortunaif, were changed 
into means of extortion, to supply the wanton waste of 
the rich and prosperous I When the secret^ expression 
of gratitude or love was mixed with the mummeries of 
superstition, and formed into mental-shackles and state- 
implements fitted to support whatever was moat de- 
grading in the worst of govern loenta.J 

Since then, the vital spirit of Christianity is fled, 
and the very skeleton broken into hundreds of frag- 
ments — since the nourishing kemal is withdrawn, aud 
nothing left, but the caustic and bitter rind. Society, 
in her aggr^ate capacity, may well demand — Wluit 
advantage she derives from those

THE NOX-rULFlLMEN'T OF PROPHECY. 



Though Chrisdans of all denominations agree in de- 
uouucing the opiu ions of Infidelit, and in declaring their 
objectiouB to tbe Bible to be futile and gronadless, they 
"ier as widely as are the poles from each other, in lieir 
plauations of those difficulties, which preseut LfaemselTeB 
to the honest and sincere inquirer into the claims of what 
s called Divine Revelation. This is particularly the 
lase in regard to the prediction ascribed to Jeans Christ, 
elative to the desn-ucdun ofJerusolem, and the second 
idveat. They tinit asBuine, in the absence of all suffi- 
cient proof of the supposed fact, that the so'called pre- 
' }n in question was actually recorded long before the 
t to whi^h it refers, took place. Now in rcvpect to 
this point, I will only observe, that I Bh»1l feel particu- 
larly obliged to any person who will point out any one 
entence, in any one writer, sacred or profane, who wrote 
lefore the siege of Jerusalem, which mendona clearly 
lad explicidy this prophecy, and the hooks which cou- 

When we conside* the well-known fact, that a system 
if the most gross and unblushing forgery, of pretended 
luthorides, existed in the first ages of Christianity, which 
10 man of common reading and honesty will pretend to 
leny, it will be pretty ob\TOUB, to most unprejudiced 
□inds, that even were such evidence produced, it would 
be far from ca-rryiag convicdon with it. That is lo sny, 
lideriug the corrupt pracdcre of the age, we cooid not 
sure ; and, indeed, must have the strongest reoaon to 
doubt, that it was actually written at the time, and by 
the party stated. 

But, waving this point, which, even if conceded, by 
meaus removes the difficulty, let me at once proceed 

the prophecy, which I shall state as we find it in tbe 
2 Ith chapter of AIntlbew. Tn that chapter Jesua Christ 
is represented a^ standing on tbe Mount of Olives, con- 
versing with his diKciples, who, on his pointing to the 
temple and declaring that the dme should come when one 
stone should not be left standiug on the ulher, immediate- 
ly Bcked him thii plain quesrion : " ti^U us, maijter, wheu 
shall these things be, (i. e. the destrucdon of the temple, 
I presume) and what shall be the sign of thy coming, 
and of tbe end of the world ?'* In reply to this question, 
he tells them, that false Christs shall ari!>e ; that they 
iihall undergo persecution ; that the gospel shall be 
preached over the world ; (which world divines them- 
selves admit, had a very limited aigniticadon) that wars, 
earthquakes, &c. shall prevail ; but that when they aea 
the " abominadon of desolation'' standing in ibe "holy 
place, ' or, as ehienhere atated, uLen they see Jem^ialeiii 
surrounded by armipf, tlicy s re (hen lo " Idm); up: fur 
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Xhar rednnptioQ draweth nigh ;" which redempdoa can 
mean nuthing but hi* coiuiog in gloTy, to consuniiuate all 
thing! : he then proceeds to describe the horrunt of the 
nege, which he characteriees as sach a " tribulauon" as 
was unparalleled. 

Had the prophecy slopped here, (hose who quote it bo 
triumphantly, with all the par arte ofjcsephus' citations, 
as one or the irrelrapcible proofs of the truth of Christian- 
ity, might have done bo with Eume theiv of reason, be- 
cause we kooiT the siege was utteuded by the circuni- 
etoncea described, and we cannot negative the luaumpiloD 
that the prophecy was delivered in Che niaoner and at the 
time stated ; bat mark, reader what follows. Ttiis is the 
difficulty and the point for your hone'^t and candid con- 
sideration : after describing this " tribulalioo,'' this sign 
of his coming, which the disciples were to behold, and 
which was to cause them to look up with joy, as the 
precursor of their " redemption/' he adds, " and immedi- 
ately after the " tribulation" of these days, the sun shall 
he darkened ; the moon nhajl not give her light ; and th( 
stars shall fall Irom heaven ; and then shall appear thi 
mgn of the son of man, in the heavens, and he shall come 
with his angels, in power and great glory, and shnll send 
hia angels to the four winds, and gather his elect trom all 
quarters, &c. " now learn a parable of the fig-tree, win 
her branch is yet tender, and she putteih forth leaves, ■ 
know that summer is nigh ; so also, when ye see all the 
thbg, know that it is nigh even to the doors ; verily 1 
say unto yoa, this generation shall not pass till all tl)ese 
tilings are fal6lled." 

Now with s view to come at the precise men 
which this statement, when written, was meant to coii 
(and which certainly, from the language employed, ap- 
pears'a* clear as tie light,) we .most first, by comparing 
it with other parts of the New Testament, Tefcrring to the 
same event, endeavoar to determine whether the words 
" ye"— "immediately'' — and "generation" — were used 
in the ordinary, or some other sense. 

Secondly, it will be right to enquire what was thi 
nmversal opinion amongst the early Christiana, touching 
the time of this second advent. 

tn regard to the first, letns tnra to the «ghth chapter 
of Mark, and the last verse, which concludes with these 
words, " of him shall the Son of man be ashamed i 
he Cometh in the glory of his Father with the holy angi 
Now, I presume, that no one will pretend to deny that 
this is the seme " coming at the end of the world," in the 
cJonde of heaven, spoken of in the concluding part of the 
24lb chapter of Matthew. Now, observe what folli 
in (he next verse, chapter 9 : " And he said unto thi 
verily I say nnto you, that there be some of then) that 
stand here which shall not tatte death (mark that) till ihey 
have seen the kingdom of Ood come with power." 

Here, then, we find it distinctly stated that some of thi 
apostles then listening to him should not die till his second 
coining and the end of the world ; which, if there could 
have been any reasonable doaht ot it before now, clearly 
shews that the words "ye," "immediately," and "gener- 
ation," were intended to be received in their ordinary 
acceptation. 

There are also other texts which appear, though per- 
haps not so clearly and decidedly, to affirm, or at least to 
innnnate the same thing. For example : " Verily I say 
unto yon, yon shall not have gone rotmd the cities of 
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appear in his time, 



Israel before the Son of man he come." Again, towards 
the end of the last chapter of John, we find as follows : 
" And Peter seeing him saith to Jesus, Lord, what shall 
this man do P Jesus saith unto him. If I mil that kt 
tarry till I come, what is that to thee P follow thou me. 
Then went this sajing abroad amongst the brethren, that 
that disciple should not die : yet, Jesus said, not nnto him, 
be shall not die; hut if I will that he tarry till I come, 
what is that to thee ?" 

I believed that Christ was to 
le pretty evident from many 
tings attributed to him : " Art tho« 
bound to wife, seek not to he loosed i art thou loosed 
from a wife, seek not n wife. But this I say, brethren, 
ihe time is short : it reniaineth that both they that hare 
wives be as though they had none." (Cor. xxvii, 27, 29.) 
The drift of all ivLich is, that it is useless to change yonr 
condition now, for the end of the world is at hand. Un- 
to Timothy he says, in his first epistle, vi. 13, " I give 
thee charge in the sight of God, who quickeneth all 
things, that thou keep this commandment without spot till 
the coming of the Lord Jesos." Again, in another place, 
the chapter and verse of which I do not remember, he 
saya, somewhat in these words, " Grieve not for those 
that are dead, for we that he alive shall not hinder those 
that are dead ; for the dead in Christ shall rise first, and 
the Lord shall descend from heaven with the trump of the 
archangel ; then we that are alit'e and remain at Air com- 
ing shall be caught up into heaven, and so we shall ever 
remain with the Lord.'' 

The Itevel&tionE to St. John " of things that were 
shortly to happen," are but an amplification of the 
above prediction. " The bride says I come quickly ; 
even so come Lord Jesus.'' 

Now, when we couple the language of these dedara- 
tions with the well-known fact that the early Chriitiana, 
including many of the Fathers of the chorch, did aetnally 
look for the immediate appearance of Jesus Christ in the 
clonds of heaven, can wa doubt the ohiecl of the writers 
of them to hnve been to create a belief that the end of all 
things was at hand. 

This prophecy of the time and manner of the second 
advent is the clearest and most important and most fre- 
quently repeated in the whole Bible : it has not been f«l- 
filled; and the concluuon is obvious. Christian writetB, 
though unwilling to avow it, lest they shoold exdte alarm 
and a wish for enquiry in the minds of thoae who ar« 
subject to their authority, feel the tremendous difficvlty 
which this distinct and oft-repeated prediction presents to 
the reception of Chiislianily as a divine reveUtion ; and 
it is amusing (if I may use such a term in reference to so 
important a matter) to observe the various measures they 
adopt, in order to get rid of it. There is, however, an 
unmanageable plainness about the prophecy, which causes 
them all to cat a sorry figure, in spite of thrir ingeni- 
ous efforts to twist and turn it from its obvions meamng, 
in order to suit their views and porposee. One Mr, 
Home, for example, tells his readers in his work entitled 
"An Introduction to the stndy of the Holy Scrlpliirat," 
as follows: "The next instance of Christ's prophetic 
spirit IF his foretelling the desCructiun of Jennelem aud 
of its celebrated temple, with all its preceding ngoa and 
concomitant and subsequent circumstances. He not cdy 
predict^ the period when this aivfnl event sheoIS take 
place, but described the very eixngns'of those anDiidlMl 
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nere to efiect ttie dWe cataHtrop1i<? ; and also Tort toM the 
rarioui calamllkoe t^nl ijhould befal the Jeivieh natinn, 
and the total min in ^vliicli tlipir civil and ecclmiaetical 
poUty sbonld be involved, and ike ffry generation that 
tieardthe prediction iiired lo be ihe miserable witoessps of 
its fuIBlment." 

NoiT, wicLout enqtiirin^ by what iDg^iiuoQS logic be 
makes Cbrist coining in the cloada of heaven, with bis 
boly angels, to gatbcr his elect, from all quarters, &c., 
to mean the destmclion of the eccleeiaelicnl and civil 
polity of the Jews, it is enough for my purpose to hate 
sbeiva that this learned exposition, admits that the word 
" generation" is to be taken Id its ordin&ry sense. 

There is, hoivever, another class more acute, who see 
the danger of tbis admission, and exerl all iheir ingenuity 
in order lo prove that " ye" tnpans ChristioDB through all 
time; " immediately," n very long tinip, some thousands 
of years ; and " generation," the race of mankind or of 
the Jews." Of this class is a Mr. Newton, who has 
published a tract on the subjeot of the 24th. Matthew, 
nhich begins with these words, in which a doctrine is 
propounded the exact opposite of Mr. Homes: "there 
has been in Ibe professing Church, an almost nntvereal 
tendency to teach that this and nearly every other pro- 
phecy has been finally accomplished, in events that have 
already come to pass. Such a tendency is easily ac- 
counted for, &c,; he then goes on to eay, " it will be my 
endeavoar lo show, in this paper, that the final pumsh- 
mrat of Jerusalem, predicted in this chapter, is yet future, 
C8 likewise his own pergonal manifestations in glory ;" 
then follows his argument, which is little tetter than a 
mere begging of the question, and amounts, in few words, 
to this — Christ did not come in the clondx, to end the 
world, immediately after theseige of Jemsalem, therefore, 
the prophecy conld nener hane meant to any that he would; 
it follows then, that "immediately" " ye," and "gen- 
eration," mnst signify something different from what they 
appear to mean ; and I can shew that they have been 
lued in other parts of the Bible in those senses, which I, 
in order to estahliHh my argument, am desirous to attach 
to them ; the troable of Jerusalem are etill going on, there 
will be another siege, and then Christ will appear as he 
has promised." 

Now, according to this gentleman the siege yet to 
come, mnst be conducted by Roman armies, with Eagle 
standards, &c., for the "ye" who are to look np and con- 
sider llieir "redempUon as drawing nigh," are to do so 
on seeing Jerusalem surrounded by the forces of that 
long defunct power, and no other ; the apostles too, must 
still be in existence, or some of them, as they were not lo 
" taste of death" till they saw the Son of Man, in his 

I now close this subject, by asking vay fair, rational, 
and dispassionate man, who may peruse my observationf, 
whether the difficulty is not so great as I have stated it 
to be, and wltether it is poasible to suppose that a just and 
merciful being, himself the fountain of truth, will condemn 
his rational creatures for doubung the divine origin and 
infallibility of a hook which contains so distinct, so 
bounded, and so palpably unfulfilled a prediction. 

Truth I rerere, and am determined to follow its light 
to whatever concinsion it may lead me ; and, I am happy 
to observe, that this feeling is fast gaining ground amongst 
the nil^lligent muses of this country, who are determined 
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at last to think fur themselves, and no longer to be beaten 
down by the pompous dicta of authority, or led astray by 
the plausible sophistries of the interested and designing.

PROGRESS OF SOCIAL EEFORM. 



Sheffield, Nov. 23rd. — On Friday 15tli, I atteoded 
Mr. Briodley's lectnre at HudderBgrld, and replied to a 
feiT ot Ilia Temarki at the conclDiion. On Saturday I 
proceeded to Sheffield and lectured tbere on the Snuday, 
morning and oveiung. The lecture at night wm " On 
tlip pre^^ent state and future prospecta of Stxaaliam," in 
the conrre of irtiich, I took a review of the different 
mcan-i which are non being nsed to cheek ita progresa, 
atnoDg which the praise-norlhy exertiooa of oar common 
frieud Mr. Biindley were particalarly noticud. On Mon- 
day I received dirediont lo proceed immediately to Hud- 
dersGeld again; the Town heing dedared in a atate of 
siege our friend Mr. Hulchinaon was aent. to officiate in 
my absence. 1 found all in a atate of uDroar much 
greater than you can imagine. Afier Mr. i^rindley bad 
delivered his.lectum against ns twice over to overwhelm' 
ing audiences, the Rev. Jos. Barker commenced on Mon- 
day a course of four niore. Aa he allowed discussion, 
Mr. Bucbanati attended to answer him, and such were 
the numbeTB who were unable to gain admittance, tliat 
Mr. Brindley procnred the Guild Hall, (a large room 
opposite) and ^ed it wtA a portion of the straggler*, so 
that we bad two Batteries playing'apon us at once. On 
Wednesday evening:^ in addition to Mr. B.uchanpn tneetrng 
Mr. Barker, I lectured in our oitd Hall to a- 



audience. A young man, afwi 
making some remarks on the" Marriage System" thought 
to beat ua by demanding a show of bands ; this we con- 
sented to, and obtained a majority of ten to one. On 
the Thursday evening Mr. Buchanan waited on Mr. 
Barker again, and so great was the excitement that tbe 
street was crowded hour* before the doors were opened ; 
tbe cmab was so great that I am informed one man had 
arm broken, and others had lh«r ribe cmshed in. The 
windowa outnde were crowded ae if by clostering bees, 
and thonaanda were around in the street, discuanng. See- 
ing this we took the hint from our friend Brindley, and 
took tbe Guild Hall, which wbb boou completely filled. 
I lectured, and some discnsnon followed from a young 
man well known to the Socialistsj who also requested 
afterwards that the sense of the meeting be taken on tlus 
abomioable system, we hnmoured bim so far, and he had 
the consolation to see a majority of ten to one, at least, 
for SotnaUsin ; so that while Mr. Barker and hi* friends 
ere hammering away and paenng resolntions eondemn- 
ig SociaUsm on one nde of the road, we were as busy 
on the opposite ride in aupport of it ; — this is dl fair on 
both sides. On Friday evening I again lectured in our 
own HaU, without any opposition whatever; and on 
Saturday morning I proceeded back to ShefiBeld. Next 
week Mr. Poltisler is to lecture against ns, and »o general 
was the desire for Mr. Brindley to be met that our fWenda 
have concluded an agreement for two nigbta discuasioii 
between bim and me. Nothing has ever tranapred in tbe 
lustory of SodaliBm, at all equal to this stir-up ; every 
other event of the land sinks bto insigniScanoe compared 
vitb tliia. Nothing is heard of but Socialism ; nothing 
B teen on the walls but Socialism and its exposure. Many 
if our friends have suffered already from tbe persecntioD 
idvised by our opponents, who have prophecied that (here 
ihall not be a So<!ialist in Hudderafield in twelve months, 
and that the Hall shaU be a Sunday Schoql. Tbia was 
on Not. 5th, and if I am here this lime next year, I in- 
tend to ddirer a lecture on " the mfaifil/td prophecies '" 
It bos already been £300 in our way in direct money, 
besides advertiring us so well. In vbort nothing haa ever 
been seen or heard of equal to this at no time or place. 
The diacoarion is looked forward to with the most intense 
and ahaorbing interest ; but I must leare fiinher partico- 
lars for their report, and sobecribe myaelf, yonrs, in that 
cause which nuut tmd thaU triumph.

GLA8QOW. — A discufrion haa just taken place in 
this city, between a Mr. Leckie and a Mr. Dunn, on 
some of the principles of Socialism, tbe former endea- 
vonmg to eetablish that (hey are iofidel, irrational, and 
beastly. Mr. Dunn denied that Socialism is infidd to 
truth, and called upon Mr. Leckie to prove that hit 
religion was really true, beginning with the proof of 
the existence of the personal Deity, Jrom whom lie 
believed it to be a revelation. In this Mr. Leckie 
would not engage Mr. Dnnn, bnt proceeded at once to 
the third proposition. Afler informing tbe andience 
that he did not mean by that term tbst the SocioliaU 
would mn on ell fours ; he told them that in tbe matter 
of sexnal interconrse they intended to act likft beaala, 
that tbey intended to improve the speciea by croi0- 
breeding like cattle, and a nnmber of snch n^s-itate- 
ments at coold have been derived frokn Mr, Owen's 
writinge onl^ by a penon in whom a meagre' under- 
standing is nnited to a fillby imaginati n. Mr. Doan 
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explained tbe subject very well, cOQaidering the state- 
meat of his opeDiDg speech, that he had been on\y two 
moQiha acquaiuted with the subject, while Mr. Leckie 
ia an experienced debHier, haviiig been supported by 
the church party in waging war upon the voluntaries. 
During the diaooflsioa, be brought Ibrward the news- 
paper paragraph, about the marriBge in Carpenter's 
Hall, nineteen months ago, audarter Mr. Owen's denial 
of it was read, and it had been told that 'he Carpenter's 
Hall was finished only twelve months ago, he persisted 
in asserting his belief that the woman's statement whs 
true. Having tbe prejudicea of the audience on Lis 
aide, be took an opportunity of declaring it to be a 
disgrace to the Magistnites of Glasgow, that the 
Christian religion should be held up to ridicule, and 
asked them whether such a place as the Hall of Science 
ahonld be tolerated any longer P But aa I do not write 
for the purpose of giving an account of the diacnssion, 
I will come at once to the grand finale. After the 
debate of the second evening, an individual stood np 
and proposed that as Mr. Dunn was not a member ol 
the body of Socialists, and as tbe meeting had had the 
greatest confidence in Mr. Leekie'a power to give a 
death-blow to Socialism, that the meeting, as a body, 
should pnt Mr. Leckie forward to meet the cballeuge 
which had been put upon tbe walls of the city, some 
days before, to discuss the three propositions. 1. That 
the character of man ia formed for him, and not by 
him, 2. That the religion of the New Moral World is 
superior to any other religion taugbt by any other 
party in any country. 3. That the social system ii 
calculated to satisfy all tbe legitimate wants and wishei 
of the human race. Mr. Leckie said he smelt Socialism 
in tbe address of tbe person who made tbe proposal, 
and would not be pnt forward by the meeting, although 
they Btgnified their confidence in him, and their willing- 
ness to put him forward as their champion. Mr. Leckie 
had, during the debate, need the name of Mr. Lloyd 
Jones several times, in a very ungentlemaBly manner; 
aud now, alluding to the placards which had been pnt 
up, 88 they intimated, by order of the Board, be aeked. 
What is this Board ? Who is this Lloyd Jones ? 
Imagine to yourself a lean man, with small grey eyes, 
peering from nnder a low projecting forehead ; in a 
word, imagine an edition of the Rev, Mr. Stiggins, in 
smaller volume, but unimbelliBhed with tbe rubicund 
nose of that worthy gentleman ; imagine him bending 
forwards with outstretched arm, and infusing as much 
scorn aa bs conld into tbe qnestions, " What is this 
Board ?" " Who is this Lloyd Jones r " Imagine an 
nnezpected apparition giving breath to the loud-soand- 
ing answer, " I am the man !" Imagine the grinning 
astonishment of the thunderstruck Mr. Leckie, and the 
hearty burst of applause from the electrified audience, and 
you will understand, although yon cannot feel the dra- 
matic effect of the scene. Mr. Leckie, afler a great deal 
of shuffling, was bound down before the audience, by Mr. 
Jones, to meet him in discusaion of tbe three propoBidoDs 
on three successive nights. He is thus engaged to a 
controversy in which, If I am not greatly mbtaken, 
topbistry will avail lum nothing.

Chappelsmith delivered the first of a course of foor 

lectures, in tbe Inalitntion, here. The lecture was on 

the necessity of a new mode of distributing wealth, and 



was a masterly display of great research, many facts, 
close argument, und sound reasoning. 'The tendency 
of the press to gross misrepresentation of all connected 
with Socialism, has, in nothing, been more strikingly 
exemplified, Ihnn the abuse and ridicule wliich have 
been showered down on this lady, in tbe Timet, and 
elsewhere; she is of extremely preposessing appear- 
ance, polished in manners and diction, and we think 
calculated to pro*-e eminently successful in the great 
task of inculcating truth. We trust she will long be 
spared to be a worthy and successful labourer in the 
vmeyard. 

Liverpool. — Our new Mis^onary, Mr. John Fam, 
is a j'Oung man of superior abilities, and must have 
read and studied his subject intensely ; our meetings 
are attended belter than they have ever been before, 
and our principles are rapidly spreading in every part 
of this large town. Our new Institution is boUdiog, 
aud we are getting on well with it; though our oppo- 
nents are doing all they can to raise prejudices against 
us, and to prevent its completion. We intend to get 
large lecture room finished, or at least in such a 
state that we can occupy it on Sundavs, as soon as 
.ble, leaving the bottom part of tbe building to be 
tinishcd afterwards. We trust all our members and 
friends will come forward with a loan of from £500 to 
£1000, to be repaid with interest ont of our weekly 
ibscriptioHs, we ahould he enabled to get on with 
ill greater rapidity. We have had a very stirring 
eek here. The Rev. Joseph Baylee, of London, 
came to our luslitution on Sunday week, very anxious 
to have a public discussion with ua, on the being and 
attributes of God, which we refused. After a good 
deal of discussion, we accepted his challenge to discnss 
the following subject : " Christianity as it is," and 
"Socialism as it is." We were to bear all tbe ezpences, 
make all the arrangements, and choose our own cluur- 
man ; each speakerto occnpy three quarters ofanhonrtn 
tbe opening speeches,and fifteen minutes in [he following 
ones ; Mr. Baylee to be allowed five minutes for prayer, 
previous to his opening speech. The discussion took 
place on Tuesday, Wednesday, and Friday Evenings, 
the Queen's 'Theatre. The Committee agreed that 
no report of the discussion should be published by 
them, without mutual consent : 1 shall abstain from 
giving tbe arguments of either speaker, suffice it to say 
ibat Mr. B. laboured bard to get our Missionary into a 
discussion on the being and personality of God, and 
other mysteries, but to no purpose; Mr. Fam kept 
closely to the subject, developing the beauties of Socid- 
ism as it is ; Mr. B'a object evidently was to ronse the 
religious prejudices of his audience against ua. Before 
his prayer, on the two first evenings, he requested all 
those who loved the Lord Jesns Christ, to stand np 
and join him in prayer, when nearly all the audience 
rose and stood ; but on the third evening be forgot, I 
suppose, to ask them to stand, and very few rose from 
tbeir seats ; he annonnced his intention of closbg 
the discussion by singing the Doxology. It was evi- 
dent that Farn gained on tbe judgment and feelings of 
tbe wbolc andience, eyejy speech he made ; and at tbe 
end of bis closing speech, nearly the whole audience 
rose and responded in the most hearty manner, to three 
cheers for Socialism, the gentlemen waving their hats 
and the ladies tbeir handkerohiefa in all parts of the 
house ; this so disbcarteued and terrified the poor par-

London, Hall of Science. — On Tuesday even- 
ing, the 20lb.

PROQRESS FROM ALEXANDER CaHPBBLL'S NOTE 

Boos. — Having again made the tour over the part of 
the kingdom allotted to Stockport as a district, and 
delivered lectures at all the branch stations, I now pro- 
ceed to give your readers a very brief statement of their 
present condition and future pniepects, which tbe canse 
of Socialism demands shonld be made known to all our 
friends and the public in general, but which I wish had 
been done by the societies of the varions branches, in 
case it may be thongbt by any that, being actively 
engaged in the social warfare, 1 may have over coloured 
the picture. 

The Stockport District Board meet rc^larly every 
Tuesday evening to attend to any correspondence from 
any of the Branches, and to direct tbe missionary and 
voluntary lecturer's labours during the week. The 
resolutions formerly adopted for r^alating the ezpences 
of missionary and lecturers have been strictly adhered 
to and give general satisfaction. The qoarterly col- 
lections have also been made in each branch, according 
to rale 124, and which more than covers all the expence 
of the Board for the past qnarter. Several of the 
Branches have also remitted to the Board their quota 
for fiirnifibing the missionary's honse, and when all the 
Branches will complete their subscriptions, along with 
their quarterly reports, it is expected the amount will 
cover the out^y. 

Stockport. — Tbe Snnday meetings here continue

Mr. Macaulay has been lecturing in Stockport 
for the last two weeks on Experimental Chemistry, to 
numerous, respectable, and highly delighted audiences. 
Mr. Macaulay has also, at the request of the Branch 
Board, agreed to deliver three lectures next week, two 
on the Microscope and on Popular Illn^ons. It will 
be well for all our Branches, who can make the arrange* 
ments, to connect these lectures with their aocia] pro- 
ceedings, as it will give a taste to their members to 
enquire into the arena of naltire, and dispd many of 
the errors now prevalent. 

Manchester, Nov. 29, 1839. — On Sunday mom- 
ing last, Mr. G. Connard gave an Address to onr 
members in the Institution, on his late persecution and 
imprisonment; the injustice of the commissioner and 
other parties arrayed against him, this he delivered in 
a plain and concise manner, accompanied with many 
just and pertinent remarks ; the address was received 
with the greatest sympathy towards Urn. At tbe close of 
bis address, he, with feelings of esiotioii, expressed bis 
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grntUucIe to bis frieuds h«re, wlto lud so Idodlj ren- 
dered sssistauce to him' snd hia fsmil^. In the 
KflernooD be had to report tLe eame rahjecte to the 
audiesce nt the Hall, which, cousidering the veryim- 
pleasant rainy da^, was verj* nnuieroui. In the even- 
ing, Mr. John Baxton lectured on the political and 
religious evils of present society, and he wonld have 
enlarged the subject, in a^ahia^ on the domestic evils, 
had time permitted. Hie anbjecta were treated in a 
spirited and concise nianuer, and to the approval of the 
nndience ; at the close it called forth a respouse from 
one of the hite radical leaders, which was given in a 
milder tone than formerly, partly approving of what 
the lectnrer had Advanced, and yet ioroing forward 
their nltimatnm, Uuiversal SaSrage, as the panacea for 
the present evila of society : the lecturer yery ahly an- 
swered the gentleman, and seemingly very mnch to the 
BStisfHCtion of the audience. It was a ''^y ^°'^ 
audience, notwithstanding the heavy rain. There 
were a few candidates added to as, and the day closed 
satiafaotorily to all our friends. The meeting, on Tues- 
day evening, in the Com Exchange, of the friends of 
luental liberty, was most excellent ; all the resolations 
were carried ananimonsly, the speakers were of various 
denomination of religion, and some of our own friends, 
all firmly united to resist the peraecntions against 
mental liberty, and free discnauon. The meeting 
at Bywatera' Room, for the holy pnrpooe of getting- 
np persecution, and coolly to murder the Social- 
ists, by depriving them of getting thsir honest livli- 
hood, was very nnmerotn, mostly composed of Sunday 
School Scholure, and Teachers, Conservatives, and 
others. The Rev. Mr. Slowell, was the Chairman, and 
he was full of wrath, rancour, and frenzy — rejoiced that 
he bad got two persona tnmed out of their employ, for 
merely attending the Carpenters' Hall, on Sunday 
evening last. Mr. Brindley gave his usual abosive 
lecture against na, but exhibited less fury than the 
Chairman who was past all bounds. Several friends 
of the church have detailed to ns thcL proceedings which 
(bey represent as the most brutal and unchristian they 
ever witnessed, and to which they cannot give the least 
conntenaDoe, indeed they are completely ashamed of 
them. I am assured that yesterday, (Thursday) Mr. 
Brindley and some othera visited two of our most sub- 
stantial firms, and la^e manufactories, for the purpose 
of getting some sociaUats there, discharged, and they 
were repulsed in the most gentlemanly manner, by the 
Proprietors, for such diagracefal conduct ; it is hoped 
that other gentlemen will do their workmen the same 
justice, by giving no attention to the intcderant solici- 
tations of auch infamous men in priestly garb. 'Masters 
who know the value of the industry and talent of thrir 
workmen, connected with their good moral conduct, 
will never trouble themselves about the creed or opi- 
nioos of those they employ. J. Lows.

"tie neeounted for, by the eupporition thai they find it vsefvl aa a party 
weapon, and that it ii lucceaaful u a means of annoyance to their 
pditical opponent*. They calcnlnte lecnrely upon loiulnginto aclivily 
the prejodkc* of thor nadeci, and in ordec to effect thif, repeat day 
after day, and week after week, tbe nimt >Ii.tmel»aniiinprcKntation> 
rf the principle! and plane propounded by the groat nnd bonevolenl 
Social Reformer. It u spparentiy usclciB' to meet and refute thetc 
calumniei : ao lar u the pertiei who propngatc them, nre concerned, 
•qeV Eetvtatiow. might ai veil remain nnwritten ; although it in to be 
hoped that they will be uicfnl in enlightening thiit portion pftheroad- 
ing puUic, who act upon the oljvioui rule of juatioo, which demandi 
that an accused penon iholl be heard in hie defence, nnd wntet hii 
CondefunatiDn npon u parie efidence, a> a Tiola^on of all the recog- 
lUMd eanoni of morality. 

To ^Hak the truth, howcTer, the»! canonB era but ifldoia regarded 
in the warbn, waged between the joumali of oppoeing partiet : the 
object to be attained ta a triumph ; aTietory ; and tbebeUigerente are 
net iici«|Hilona in the leleetion of meant for achieiing this object. 
Hence it ii common to tea the moit atrocioiu deugna, and immoral 
pripdplea imputed to indiTiduali, wboic duly life i( ao completely 
and notoiioualy a refntation of the ilandera, that it puzilea the Bimpl' 
minded lo coDcei^e how men ihodd Tentnre to put in print, what i: 
aeema cartun, nine penoni ont of ten, will inatinctiTely aet down ni 
lalaehooda. 

The bahion of attacking priTata chaiacter in furtherance of party 
objecti, ia one which cannot be too itrougly reprobated ; character, 
our preieut complinted atate of todety, ia life ; and the attempt 
deatroy it, ei]ual!y, if not more, criminal, than the uae of the auaaii 
digger, or the poiaon cop. 

Yet ia thia tpecies of moral asnuination purauod olmoat without 
nproof, and iritii *uch impunity Hag it would aeem the public, aa 
body, are ineenajble to it> atrocity. We have, in bet, gained nothing 
by the lUbatitntiDn of the pen dipped in tlander far the eipeditioui 
dagger. Of the *wa modet of deatroying aa opponent or ariva], Ihi 
latter wa* infinitely the more mcR^ol ; and, notwithatanding onr 
bout* relucting the increaaed morality nnd ciriliuilian of the age, 
i,t ia qipannt that tbs rersngBfol and malieiau* pnausut ha< 
mitigAled or eitingniahed, hut only changed in their mode of operation.

a piejndicc againat the mlniatry now in office For thia 
1 dev'cei are too baa^ no almidcr too foul, no tilnjiood ton 
great for perpetration. By rcpreaenting Mr. Oweh and the prineiploi .

An oce-in of newspaper abuse has been pouted out upon Lord 
MsLBDiiaKX for simply presenting Mr. Owen at a leree. What 
then ? Are the Tories g-j!lllcB> of hiring countenanced Mr. OWXN 7 
Quiet the centrarr. He i«cived more nllenlion and enconrugemest from 
Lord LiviapooL'B adminialmlion than he hatftomtbc pre*Mit,aiid wa 
never heard it iuipntcd oa a crime to that ministry that they did lo. 
That^ttention and en; ouragement wa* given under ciccumitaneea not 
diaaimilar lo thote in which the nation is now placed, — at the time when 
the country was ccnrulsed with violent political RgitatiDn, when Boo- 
nymuir was reddened with the blood of men in arm* againat the 
government, when the sraSbld ckumed its [svy fiom among the mis- 
guided and unhappy lndividuJs who took p*rt in these iniurrectianarr 
movements, and the convict ahip conveyed others to lifelong eiilr. Mr 
OwKN then Bought and received from the government that attention to 
which the peocenble and conservative nature of his plans entitled him; 
Hnppy would it have been for this country had its population bc«R

HAnMO, in onr last aitide, tieated of the fire senses, aa dareli^ird 
in PuUBiu's analyns of human natiue, we now come to consider the 
bur gngarioua posuona, friendahip ; ambition ; lore ; and ^ilopn- 
i^itivsneaa.

The Onaur is the primitive dnle of society ; the honey-ecmb of 
thetocialbive 1 thenueleiuofthe assocLitimL Itwiiloondtt,geaerallj, 
of about seven or eight persona who will form a little knot, and will 
be bound together by the mrious ties of friendship, which result from 
the barmouions woriiingt <rf the law of attraction.

Our readen, who have never belbn atudied Fourier'a ayatem, may 
think the above eiptanation very obacnra and nnlntareatiug ; and wa 
have not apace to enter ao fuQy into the cxplanatioM and Oluatiatiaa* 
of the prindplea l«d down, aa to make it nnderatood at enaa (^ ■ 
ai^erficial reader ; but he who will take the paina. to meditate upon 
ihem, will aoon find in hia own eipecioiKe ample leitimony to the trnth 
of many of Fourier'a obaorationi.

Now, there is not aay thing mora certaia or evident, 
than that as long as these iDipresuone are allowed to 
form the base of human characler, and onr social sys- 
tem is supported on the Hllraciioua it now ia, so long 
are societ/ warring against nature, and but " sowing the 
storm, to reap the whirlwind." 

With those of the present day who are able to exam- 
ine and reflect, it rests, whether these impreasions, and 
the e^il influeuces to which we are all exposed) be 
changed and improved, or not. To demonutrate the 
power of the feelicga and sj'mpalhies upon the mind, in 
its earliest development ; to mark, that in their pro- 
gress the/ make au equal advance, so that in aller life 
the reason may be wiacly directed ) to prove that the 
waters of tmth are not deep nor dungeroua, but thai all 
majr dive and search for themselves, without risk or 
fears ; and, last of all, (o render JUSTICE the inhabitant 
of the humaD biisom ; its dictator ; the hidden mover of 
its ihoaghiB and impulses ; to di this, to remove the 
camhrooa cnrtaioing now throwu around oar intel- 
lectual and moral qnaliues, is the grand work that 
humanity are called npon to begin. 

Sorely the miseries that every where surronnd ue, 
make an appeal too strong to be existed ! We are 
threatened by the storm and tempest of ^'iolence and 
ill-will. This violence and ill-will has been engendered 
by the cruelty and oppression heaped npoii a large por- 
tion of oar species. And shall we weakly and coward- 
ly shrink from an enquiry into the causes, yet be ready 
and willing to punish their effects ? We cherish, and 
hope to preserve, a far different opinion. 

We believe it is possible to convince those who think 
Otherwise at present, that as well as its being useless, 
they are guilty of great and alarming errors, who trou- 
ble themselves only with effects, without seeking a 
remedy for the causes. It is not true wisdom tbst 
would repel and fight agaiost attack'^ until it had 
soDght to discover the origin. Investigation would 
first be employed ; and this is now required. Investi- 
gate the .causes that prevent social harmony, and the 
reign of jieece and unity ; and when they are discover- 
ed, proceed farther ; for their remedy, and there is a 
remedy for nearly all human ills, lies not far distant. 

They truly are the benefcctors of their race, who 
employ that ascendancy which the enlightened mind 
possesses over the ignorant for the true and legitimate 
purpose of showing man what are hie trne interests, and 
how closely his virtue and his happiness are allied. 
They may, on the contrary, be regarded as the greatest 
enemies of their fellow-creatures, who seek to light the 
torch of hatred between man and man, by nrging upon 
him (he evils that oppress, and witholding Irom him 
that there is any certain remedy for them, besides that 
of creating anarchy and confusion. 

May Bach convictions be speedily removed from 
tliOM minds wha now entertain them. It is a fearfal 
thing to think ormen being in darkDees like this. Who 
perceive not the moral relation of one with another 
and who have no real comprehension of the natur. f 
the work that is l>efbre them. We can only give tv 



onr sympathy and earnestly wish that their reformation 
will be in time to benefit themselves.

A philosophical enquiry into the origin of religions in- 
Biitations is a subject pregnant mth iaterest to every cul- 
tivated mind, especially to those who devote their leisure 
hours Id antiquarian research. Mac, when he first wakens 
into life is too teeble, too uuinteUectual to engage in 
speculations of this Hort ; bat when yeira and edacadon 
have properly developed his faculties, enquiries like the 
following tvill occasionally obtrude themselves upon lus 
attentioi. :— Whence came I ? How, when, and where 
did the institntionB around me originate P and what part 
am 1 capacitated to perform on the mighty theatre of 
nature 7 

However, some saperficial thinkers may affect to 
despise or ridicule qaestious like these, they will neverthe- 
less spontaneously arise on many occasions in the minds 
of reflecting peraons. The difference between a cultiva- 
ted and an unculdvated intellect is in nothing more appa- 
rent than the degree of attenUon paid to such enquiries. 
The former esteems them of importance, and hails with 
delight every discovery which tends to brush away the 
dust of ages from a subject so invidng. The hitter, 
iteeped up to the lips in brute ignorance, de^ms them nu- 
worthy of a moment's consideratiou ; because he is tmable 
to appreciate their excellence. The individual who is 
unable to peruse the volumes of antiquity, and who is too 
indolent to acquire a knowledge of oriental languages, 
will doubtless decry the study of ancient literature, and 
affirm that it is barren and tueless — -" that it, begins in 
conjecture and ends in confusion." But he who has 
;quired more just and philoaophioal viewsof thio^, will 

gard it with a high degree of interest; instead of 
despising, he ivill venerate the character of those mighty 
geniuses, whose assiduous labours have tended to dissi- 
pate tbe obscurity tvhich hangs over the origin of empires 
and institutions. 

" Tbe nature of history," observes Aspiu, " is strongly 
indicated in its name, borrowed from the Greek ino/iia 
(historia,) literally denoUng a search after curious things, 
de«ire of knoiving, or even a rehesrsal of things we 
I seen. In a more extended sense, it embraces what- 
ever is the sabject oF narration, tvhether the narrator 
speaks from hia own knowledge or from aceoants obtained 
from others. From this concise view, it must appear that 
history, being in itseU the fountain ef knowledge, is thu 
6rst and most important branch of poUie literalnre."* 
Tbe fir»t ani West use of history," says the cde-

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brated L>r. Priestley, " is, that it agreeably amutea thn 
imagiu&iion, and iuteresig tlie pawiotif ; its tiext, and 
higher use it to impTuve the uuderaiandiDg, sireogUieii 
tliejadgmeDl, aud tliiu lit ua for entering lite with advsD- 
tage. In BOiue reiipects it trill prove a better gnide than 
experience, because tlie examples wbich il presenla to ue 
are generally complete, and we bebuld llieni through 
leas parlial medium ihan that uf exjierience. Hintory 1: 
tberel'ore, of great importance, not only W the adi-anc« 
nipot of poliucfll knowledge, bat W^ that of knowledge 
ill general ; becenne the mort exnlled underslanding is 
merely a power of drawing conclusion* ood lumiing roax- 
imi uf conduct from known facte and experiments.''

modern times. The 
pbiloMipUic Cicero declares ■' ibiit tlie nina who is nol 
acquainted wiib bi^iorv is in a slate of jiupillnge, or child' 
hood ;" and in another place he remarks, " that it corrieB 
our knowledge beyond the vast and devouring space .ot 
numberless years; enables us to triumph over lime itiself ; 
and makes us, tbongb living at uix immense dislauce, aa il 
were, eye-witneaseg to all the events which have occaaioii' 
ed sucb estouiebiug revolutions in the world." And iii 
liiH treatise (dt Oralon) he calls bistory the mistresa of 
lil'v, as it teaches what to ptirsue and what to avoid. 

Tlie ancients deified bintory, raiEed altars to it, gave it 
the tiret rank among the sciences, and esteemed it I>erore 
all olbera ; because they said the study of it required a 
combination ot them all. Clio the 6rst of ihe nine muses 
was supposed [o ^.'rexide over history. Men of ordinary 
abilities who devoted themselves to the acquisiuon of his- 
torical knowledge were held in high ei-tiniatian and con- 
sidered worthy of nulimited honour and recompence. 
Daring the remote and fabulous ages they were looked 
Qpon aa deinigode ; their works were read or rented at 
pilblio festivals while the people testified ibe sntiafaclion 
they felt by nnboanded applause and by adorning the 
writer's head* with cronna. In those times the historian 
associated with kings and legislators, and was admitted 
by diem to their councils ; in hhort be held the first rank 
among his fellow citizenx ; ihir, strange as it niay appear, 
it is not more strange than true. Herodotn*, Thucydides, 
and others were as much esteemed as the most famous 
warriors of the age. 

History baa been nsiially divided into two branches — 
sacred and profane. Kncred history has been considered 
by writers \i\io admit the Dible or ihe Jewish and Chris- 
tian Scriptures as a revelation from God, to relate to the 
origin of man the coiimogonia or creauon of the world, 
the wanderings of ibe It-raelites, ibe life and death of 
Jpsua Christ the founder uf the Christian Religion, the 
snppMed covenant betneen Jehovah and his church in 
iheperaon of its representative Abraham; the biographies 
of ftlosee, Snmnel, David, Solomon and other kings ol 
I<<rael and Jndah, along with accounts of many other 
celebrated persons and events too numerous to mention. 

Profane history embraces a description of tho^e events 
which ar^ not recorded in the Bible. If relalea to the 
transnctions of men in geneial, including the rise and fall 
of empires and dynastieF snd tlie manner in which the 
different societies of nien became lornied. 



As we propose to treat of the origin of all religions, 
the former diviHiun uf liistury faiU wiiliiu tlie scope ul 
o'jr observuuous. 



Sacred history commences u iih an accouut of ihe civ.i- 
tion of the world and of the foriiintion uf man. This 
account is liable to serious nhjeclions, as we aball see in 
the sequel. It ia certain, hutvever, thui man comes iuiu 
existence 81 present in • helpleaa condition ; uiiabLe lu 
construct a babitaiion or li> procure cliithitig to protect 
himself from the iutlueuce of the wealber, and deKiitute 
of power to produce food, he requires fur a consnderable 
length of time after bin birih the attention and supporr uf 
his fellow beings. As be advances in sears bis faculiivfl 
become developed, enabling him to fulfil some of the great 
duties of sotnal life. It is reasunahk to suppose, (bst 
daring this stage of existence, he will occasionally en- 
quire bow his race originsted. But cloods and dnrkneFs 
rest upon the question. It is impusxible to penetrate the 
Arrana of nature and ascend in reflecliun to the very 
!<ource of enistence. We may conjecture, — hut we caunot 
demonMrate. Nevertheless enqoirivs of this nature thuugh 
they frequently begin in coiifu.~ion and end in disapiwrnl- 
ment, are not uninteresting nor uninstractive. When 
conducted in a proper manner with a due regard to his* 
torical accuracy, they expand ibe mind and give lise to 
reflections as gratifying as ibey are beneficial. " To in- 
vestigate" observes Bregory, " ihrongh the medium of 
historical evidence, the principles of moral action, if not 
the most sublime is at least the most agreeable method of 
pbiloKuphising. It leads os forward as far as it leads ns, 
upon firm grounds ; and coDdocls by certain natural gra- 
dations less liable to error, and less fatiguing to the un- 
derstanding than abstract reasoning, and metapbyAcal re- 
finement. It may allure indolence itiieli b^ the prospects 
of attaining knowledge wiihoul any violent exerdtm, and 
even where it dtjes not instruct, will scarcely fail to enter- 
tain.* These remarks, when applied to general history, 
are as true as diey are beautiful, and as beaatifol as they 
are true : but to the subject we are considering — the 
origin of mankind, they are wholly inapplicable. It is 
now, snd probably ever vrill be a subject involved in pro- 
lound obscurity. The njost profound ibiiikers, the most 
celebrated pbilosopbers have felt themselves pnzi.led when 
railed njion to account for the manner in nhich a being so 
curiously organized as man, could come into existence. 
That man enists is certainly demonstrated to ns every 
day ; but how he first began to exist, is a question wj 
cannot satisfactorily ansiver. There are two classes of 
theorists who gravely pretend tbey can acoount for the 
phenomenon, and remove the difficulty- First, the fol- 
lowers of the Bible who adhere to the Mosaical sj'Klem 
of cosmogonv ; and second, the dieciples of some of ihe 
French Philofophera who contend that there are causes in 
the great laboratory of nature amply snfficient to accouul 
for the phenomenon witboul drafrging in ihe intervention 
of a Boperintending intelligence as a snlvo for human ig- 
nornnce. The former class of theories assert thai about 
five or Mix thousflnd years ago, an all-wise and all-power- 
ful Deity waked this besDiiful globe into being from the 
dark domain of nonentity by bis simple fiat ; and, ihat 
having exercised his tresiive energies for several days, in 
stocking it with plaots and trees, flowers and vegetables, 
he at length " formed man ol the du<t of the earth, 
breulbed into his nostrils the breath of lite" so that 
"man thus becnme a living soul." The latter class of 
theorists assure ns that the Biblical account Is inconsistent 
with reason, and repugnant to common sense, lliey aa-

These are the wavB in which the rival particn endeavour 
to account for the orgiu of man. 

It will be seen opon a carernl exaroinntion of the two 
KV^tems, rhat the Krgiimenls adduced iu favour of both, 
nre defective. All that can be said ou either side of the 
f|ueftioD aroounts only to a strong probability. The 
KlB'ements of cilli 'r party cannot be proved mathemari- 
cnlly, nor are they capable of ocalar demons iralioii. We 
Lave never seen, nor has any other human being ever 
seen a world educed from nothing, or a man created by 
(Jod or formed by nature. In the abwnce therefore of 
positive knowled(^, it becomes us as disciples of an in- 
ductive philosophy to avoid dogmatiBm, Let ni await 
pauenily for the derelopemeot of facts before we per- 
emptorily decide; and endeavour to cun6ne our attention 
to those things vilh which we may make ourselvee prac- 
ticnlly acquainted ioBlead of theorizing where so many 
have involved themaelvee in endless confuiuoa. 

It has been argued from the known tendency of popn- 
Inlinn to press on the extreme limits of production — from 
the geological phenomena whiL-h the boHOm of the eorth 
exliibim, and from the recent dei'elopement of the arts and 
sciences, thnt the tace of mnn cannot have existed from 
Plerniiy- J^ul the validity of the xiatement that populo- 
tion lends to ovcriihoat the means of suUiFt^'nce is now 
called in qne«ticD by many en^inent political economists, 
the geological phenomenn which the bosom of the earth 
exhibits can be accounted for on another bypotheds, and 
every one in aware that arts and sciences, like atate* and 
empire*, have their rise and fall, their gronUi and decay. 
We shall pee* in the st-qnel of onr enquiries, that many 
things, the knowleiJ^e of which in supposed to belong ex- 
clusively to modern times, were knoivn to the ancients ; 
but even admitting that this cannot have been the case, 
the dincovery of an art, a fact, or u science, is no proof 
of the recent origiuation of the human family. 

There is one thing however which apparently ctniBrms 
4lie Mosaic account, llie etymons of words in almofit 
all langnages — the traditionary stories of almost all oa- 
tioDP — the statements pnt forth to the world by historians 
in all Bges ; in short, ill known facts and observed phe- 
nomena point to Asia as the first cradle of the human 
roce. There man in all probability originated whether he 
vpraug from the ground full formed, Godlike and noble, 
by the operation of the pb}'Kical powers of nature, or 
wheih er be was poducad by the fiat of a supreme and iu- 
telligent being.

the resistnuce of the legislature toreuder tlieui pmciica- 
ble ; whereas. Social Reform porposea the auiiihilatioii 
of competition, aud ueeds uo such precarious aid its 
parliamentary enacinieuis to carry its proviaions into 
effect, being iu itself sufficient to accouipIisU every al- 
teration, it desigus working a real physical cituuge by 
entirely moral means. 

1 consider it to be the greatest fully ituaginable fi'r 
working men to expect to derive any exteusive relief 
from their bnrdeiia from meiMnrea whicU cauuot Iw 
carried into effect by their own exertioua. Maukiuil 
are still in a savage atate ; and their bututieil civiiiun- 
tion is only a more refiued ayatein of robbiug, eualav- 
iug, and destroying each other. 1'bere exists uo real 
sympathy for the lubouriiig and poverty-stricken claitsCM 
among such as are in easy circuuistaucee ; and while 
the present scrambling system coutiuuea, it will be 
impoasibl* for it to be otherwise. Mau comes iuiu 
existence with capabilities of beiug traiued (o receive 
almost any kiud of disposiiion. The instituliout by 
which he is surruunded operate upon Litu chemically, 
and one set of circum stances give Lint a uuture niA: 
appearance wholly difiereut to what another uet of clt- 
cumfltauces wonlu have given him. Digreaaioua from 
thia rule are mere excepiious, and are lost iu iLe nui- 
versalily of the principle, being uo more common in 
this than in auy other case. It is true that a nati\'e of 
China may become a ChriKiian, and an Eugli!>Lmau » 
believer iu the transmigration uf souls ; but this docs 
not disprove the uotiou entertained by the Sociulisis, 
tLat Cbristian institutions mnkc Christinus, and no on, 
with the reat of the inslilntions throughout the world. 
The child of virluous'pareuts may be a daring delin- 
qnent, and the offspring of a vicious couple A worthy 
member of society. A scion of the aristocracy nisy 
be a liberal, and a shoot of the democracy the eouaer- 
vati^'e of every abuse ; hut these are siuL-niar occur- 
rences, and are do conclusive evidence aguiust the dix-- 
triiie of the overwhelming intluence of snrrounding 
scenes. Digressions of ibis kind are the efforts of moie 
secret and remote causcif, and are iia niucb nuder tie 
influence of necessity, as the indlviduulswhoise cbarar- 
tere are formed for them by more visible aud sdjacciit 
circiimstanccii. It is as natural for the non-producei s 
in society, and such as biive been brongbl up tinder 
conservative and competitive iiiflncnte, to oppose or 
refuse to support the ineamircs of Radical Reform, a 
reduction in the hours of labonr, and an education free 
from superstition, HS it is for tbem to breathe. The 
inviiiutione from which they derive their notions, and 
the sources from whence thoy obt.iin their Inxiirioua

dation of tliis portion of tlie people that tbey thrive in 
Ibcir Kutjit^iiiee, profirtss in (Udr influence, and noHin- 
taiu their p^lifjing usceudaiiej- ; und an the power of 
altoring iiud making laws is euLircly in ihoir Lands, to 
obtain any extensive naeful reform in the iiaua! wuy of 
pelitionin^, nieetiujr, &c. ia obviously a delusion. Nor 
is it less couiinon in these thiin in cases of do avail, 
such a? merely cliangiiig iwastcrs, or passing from owe 
Ibolery to another, i-'or exainplo : if the Melhodi:-t» 
and dissenters hud bceu compelled to wait until their 
notions of church government had received the Baiic- 
tioE of pftrliainciit, they would have been no nearer the 
object of their wishes ut thia hour than in the early 
days of Wesley, and the rest of iLe innovators of re- 
ligions establishniouta — venerable through anli(|ui[y, 
supported by authority, and appro\'ed of by the great 
mass of iLe people. 

Again, if the Itapphos in America, the Monks in 
Ireland, and the Moravians in Huglund, had been 
obliged lo stay until their plans for domestic, and, to a 
very great extent, political arrange ments, had been 
investigated by government committees, and supported 
by parliamentary enactments, not one of their commu- 
nities had now beeu in existence, and the world would 
have bceu entirely without these practicable demoni^tru- 
tions of the superiority of co-operation over the sys- 
tem of individualism. 

If the working class ever derive any benefit from 
measures of reform that eaunot be carriid into effect 
witliout the assistance of parlies which do not revolve 
in the saiiie Rpiiere as themselves, such benefit must 
come tlirou;jli some lucky incident, some favourable 
circumstance, which unavoidably connects their inter- 
est with the interest of those to whom they are looking 
for support ; such as the repeal of (he Corn laws, or 
the destruction of some other grievous monopoly, which 
ot;!y a few of the rich are interested in mkintuiniiig ; 
for, as I have before stated, mankiud are still in the 
savage state ; the benevolent feelings which social co- 
operative arrangements alone can engender are, to this 
day, unfelt and unknown; fear and interest, force and 
fraud, being the leading passions and principles by 
which they are actuated, and througli which they man- 
age their affairs ; and, as in this unpropilioiia state the 
lion- producers cannot see it their interest materially to 
improve the condition of the producers, but ratlier to 
keep them as Ihey now are— mere beast:) of burden to 
minister to their comfort — any measure of reform which 
Las a direct tendency to repair this state of inequality 
cannot possibly either meet approbation or receive their 
support ; self-interest always bring their chief object, 
whenever their influence is given either to obtain a new 
law, to alter an old one, or lo refonn an abuse, or to 
create or support one that is already created. 

Viewed in the light of practicability and usefulness, 
Socialism as a system of reform, is infinitely superior to 
any other system that is now advocated, in wliich the 
interest of the working class, forms the most conspicu- 
ons, and desirable feature ; Social reform destroys com- 
petition, which necessarily engenders, and fosters most 
of the inequaUiiea of which the sons of toil have any 
occasion to complain. Under its auspices, without the 
parade of multitude?, the inUuence of the middle class. 



the humiliating, and often useless, process of peti- 
tioning parliamen', or the delay that always attend 
such modes of procedure, a very limited nnmljer of 
intelligent industrious individuals, may, as far as it re- 
gards themselves, accomplish a very extensive alteration 
in their domestic and political arrangements, besides 
'xhibiiing an example of an improved slate of society, 
vhicli the most sceptical cannot dispute, nor the most 
zealous supporters of the present system fail to admire 

Socialism as a s_vstem of reform, ia also snpcrior to 
others, iiiai^niucli as it is a work of regeucraliou and not 
of interferfuce : it coerces no enemy into compliance ; 
meddles with no existing law ; nor requires the abolition 
uf any established usage : conversion, and not destmc- 
(ioD, id its object. Like the orb of day, it offends not 
the blackness of night, by any sadden approach, and 
only purposes lo remove every immoral instilutim, by 
first cnllironing itself in the aficciiona of those that sup- 
port these insiituliona. 

To such as suppose that Socialism ougkt not to be 
tolerated, because it is a de[>arture from existing laws 
and established usages, I would say examine the origin 
of yoor own system, and if you can find no parrallel, 
then exhibit your ardour for conservatism, and not fill 
ihon, for otherwise it is unreasonable. On the same 
ground, it might bo objected that the Gentiles had no 
right to become Christians; Culhollcs, IVolestants; nor 
(he members of the Church of England, Dissenters 
or W'oslcyaus. 'I'hat machinery ought not to be suf- 
fered lo supersede hand-labour ; Railrcads the common 
modes of conveyance ; nor the swift sailing steamer the 
vessels that can only reach their destiny when propelled 
by the winds. \Vliut state is there that has not eman- 
ated from a former state, and wliat nation lUat has not 
changed its religion and polities. Have we arrived at 
that state of perfection that will admit of no improve- 
ment, wlien millions of our fellow beings are wantiug 
the commonest ncce^'saries of life: and hundreds of 
Ihous^inds of them living by theft and prostitution. 
Talk of the suppression of Socialism ; presumption, 
bigoiiy, and madness. Socialism is the offspring of an 
o^'erwheliuing and imperative necessity and cannot be 
suppressed, The enormities of the present system have 
produced reflection in the minds of the considerate; 
and the introduction of a new order of things, em- 
bracing an equal distribution of knowledge, labour, and 
wealth, with iustitolions free from superstition, and 
in accordance with human nature, has suggested itself 
as an appropriate and unfailing remedy. The intelli- 
gent aud unprejudiced observe the rapid progress of 
these ritrhfcotis principles with gladness or nentrality; 
and none but priests, and their interested or misguided 
adherents, are foolish and wicked enough to oppose 
them. But their vapouring shall pass away as the 
tioisy cloud, and their hostility only hasten the realiza- 
tion of their fears, and become the parent of thdr own 
:jhame. Even on the surface of our " sea-girt isle," and 
nithin the span of the Briiish sky, despite of their op- 
position, the Socialists shall provide for themselves and 
families cities of refuge from the malevolence of tbeir 
persecutors, and the iron-heartedness and nobrolherly 
distinctions of the present age ; mansion.4, and mann- 
faclorie:>, in which the nnsocial sounds of masters, and 
servant shall be unheard; \iolence he unncce3.'!iry ; 
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and poverty uaknown. When intelligence iball ren- 
der the exiatence ol' law only nserul as a Ai^er-poet to 
tlic performance of dnty, and accountability be IobI Id 
itie ab^euce of every disagreeable task, and improper 
tmst. 

SociaUam is, therefore} superior to any other syBtem 
of reform ; Firatly, because it purposes the anmhiLatioa 
of competition, which produces more than niue-tenths 
of the miseries that aiBict the working clasa. Secoudly, 
because its provision can be carried into effect without 
the assistance of parties vrhose ediicaiiiiu and apparent 
interest nutnrally deters them from supporting any 
measure that is culculated to elevate the character and 
lighten the burdens of the toil worn millions of our 
injured population ; and Thirdly) because it can fiir- 
nisb examples ot a new and superior state of existence, 
without disturbing any of the institutions of the old 
and iuferior state ; models of domestic comfort, politi- 
cal freedom, and literary, scieutilic, and moral attain- 
ments, which cannot but fiually force the must stupid 
of the opponents of Socialism, into reason, and con- 
sistency.

readers at a gUmce ; surrounded as we are on all sides by active and 
ipulsus opponents, it becomes our duty to odd the wisdom of tha 
It to the bermlessness of the dove, nnd to prepare ourselves at 
all points for the coming alorm of persecution. 

The banting of men from their employment, the unsparing and un- 
founded attacks upon private character, the constant abuse and misre- 
presentations showered down upon our system and peisona in tha 
newspapers, and at lcctnn:s and discnuions, all betoken the paroiym 
of fury to which our opponents arc appro.iching, nnd shew that they 
will stop at no means for the suppression of principles which they if 
noranlly or intcreslcilly, deem adverse to their interests. In these 
circumstances we Imve a two-fold duly to perform : — first, to bear wil- 
nass to the truth, and to accelerate its prioress ; second, to do this in 
a manner which shall entail the Isut amount of suflcring upon oui- 
selves, our families, and our brother members. 

The cnsc of the outrage upon Mr. Pars at Walsall, afTordi nnother 
instance in our own pmgress, of the neccisily for rsuLlon in such dr- 
cumstances. Although the most ample and indisputable evidence 
could have been bronght forward to identify every one of the rioters, 
who, filled with beoT and beer, paid for, it was said, by persons high 
in authority, both civil and ecdesiaslical ; yet the difliculty presented 
by this obsl.icle uas such as to induce the euspcnaion of all proceed- 
ings in the matter ; after the trial of one of the bludgeon-armed anp- 
portcrs of things as they arc, for a brutal and murderous assault upon 
one of bis fellow-townsmen ; n man who hod as nuich connection with the 
Socialists as be had, and upon whom be turned with savage fury, nnd 
smote to the ground tor simply requesting him not to murder the lecturer, 
who they were then stamping, kicking, and jumping upon, in inch a 
manner, ns to threaten the eilinction of hie life. When Ihia Itniised 
vic^m of priestly bludgeons made hia appearance in court, with the 
evidences of the outrage vi.iible upon his person, he was not permitted 
to depose to the &cta of the caw until he had fully satialicd the bench 
and the opposing lawyer that he believed the Bible ! The indispatable 
evidence of his bruised body would hai-c nmde no impression on Iheio 
"jiu( jadga" if it bad not been endorsed by the orthodoiy of hia 
t>elief ! Yet not five minut/8 previous to this, a mere child hod been 
swora I a child ao young, so evidently ignorant, that even some of the 
hardened oflicials were shocked at the idea of putting the oath to it 
unquestioned, and interrupted the half- performed ceremony, lo ask the 
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«hild it il kocw vhat vm meant b; ui oath ; the aniwer wu " jn, 
if I tcJl a lie, 111 go lo oud Samm? ;" uid tbU wu dMmed M ntii- 
bctoiy, that the oath wu uljaiiiiiteKd withont further quntion « 
dekj!

We, the undersigned inhabitants of Edinburob, in the county of 
Midlothian, having been made acquainted with the objects, principles, 
and laws of the " Universal Comraunily Society of Rational Kdi- 
gionitls," and being desirous of promoting the objects of that society, 
and willing to abide hf the laws *hich are now promulgalei!, or which 
nuiy be from lime to time cn.-iclcd, in accordance with the constitution 
of the society. Do hereby request that a Charter may be granted to ua 
to open a Bmnch of the Society in Edmbuigh above-mentioned. 

In making this application, we deem it but just towards those who 
have the direction of the Socielv'a aftairs to slate, in the moal ciolicit 
and distinct form, our tien 
Society, according to our interprelatian of tlie Consti 

And.FiiisT. Wr regard the objects for which wc seek to be associated 
with you, as strictly of a moral and economical, and not at all of a 
theological, charncter : a* involving no coUisian with the diRerent 
religions of mankind, ercept in so &r as th^'se religions are opposed to 
the fbndamentnt &cla of our system. 

Second. We do not admit that, were ihc object of the Society 
(indicated in chap. I, ix. '2, art 2, 3, 4, and 5 of the Constitution 
and laws} fiilly attained, the change in the character and condition of 
mankind thus effeeted would be (n> stated in art. 6) " tttttre," except 
in a comfemtive sense ; the charitr, lu the practice uf which wc bind 

of not wholly unmixed evil, and the knowledge which we profess to 
pramulgete, leaching us that the elements of goodness have a living 
place in this world, and could not otherwise be enked by any set of 

TuniD. In admitting that " o knowledge of the unerring and un- 

VBlIon of the works of the great creating power of the Universe, and 
the practice of charity for the feelings, convictions, and conduct of all 
men, consequent upon such knowledge, conititute the Rational Kc- 
iigion," we would not tiiereby have it inferred Ihat we understand 
otiier religions to be irrational, except in so fiLr only as they ezdnda 
from their regard the atMie esaentiHl elements of off religion ; in other 
words, by Hssuning the name of Rational Religionista, we do not 

consider the public or professed religion of this Hiciety, in so far aa it 
lays claim to any pecnliarity, lo consist in the pitrsmt of knowledge, 
and in the love and practice of goodness in ail its forms ; but we do 
not mean to say that other religions may not, or do not, posscas these 
cbaracicristics whose eieellence we acknowledge in whaterer tax, 
class, sect, party, country, or colour, they mny be found. 

FotJiiTH. We regard the title " ffoa-Rapoxiibili/g,'' prefixed to 
art 17, chap. 1, sect t, as inapt, in M fiir as it appesn not altogether 
consistent with the principles of sound logic to describe laffitimlyf 
and not aifirmalively, tho great truth of " Natami BapottvUUljl^ 
which it is a princip.'il object of the Society to enforce. 

Fifth. We consider the introduction of the impemnai pionoan 
(art 19, chap. 1, sect. S,) to designate the supremo power of the 
universe aa unnecessary and ofienuve ; unnecessary, because the wonia 
"tiaifwrer" were fuUy competent to express the idea ; nnd offensive, 
because the use of the pronoun " i< " might imply that the framen of 
the law were governed by the analogy of a hith in the impenonality 
o( Deity. The term "that power" is not liable to this objection, 
seeingitaasumes neither the personality nor the impersonality of Deity,

Our adhesion to the Constitution and Lawa of the Society 
iboll not be held lo infer the slightest relinquishment, on OUT part, nf 
the great principle of rroteslnntism — the light of free inquiry and of 
private judgment in matters of religion; a right which is destructive tS 
th<^ domiiution of all churchci or bwlies of men over indindnal 
opinion, or which may rattier be nid lo a 
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DIVI1 pniper pmon, a ippnntc nnil inJcpcndrnt church, luncnnble to no 
nthrr jutiBdielion Ihnn the mnrt of hi> own cniinifncp, and from 
irhich right flows the can¥n|viirlnigdul)-Df rvcpFctiiigtheconicientiaui 
coiivicIiui» of our ncii^hlxnir. 

On nich priueiplcs only u thuac nbove Ktnlivl arc we willing to 
work out the objecU Mid reaiiUa coiilvniplatrd by the Uiiivenul 
CoiiiiDunily Society uf Riliunid Kvligioiiintii ; mid if your Ilunounkble 
Itonrd ihouM coni^dci thene principLct to be in perfect contiitelicy 
with the bui> of the Socielj, nnd ihauld reckou ui om iniliTidimln

In preference lo any other we would take the " Hidj 
niblc." We have looked over that witnaeWafo book for lome quota"

Having thiu carefully and exidieitly guarded himacJf againat nit- 
conatruction, Mr. OwxM proceed* to examine in detail the effbcta of 
'^ prie*tly and law-made Marriage*," with the individualieed amily 
arrangement*, made neceuaiy by their aiiatence. 

It teem* la n* that no candid reader, who ihall attcntivety fallow 
Mr. Otrxn throogh that eipoution, can &il to come to the eoncluuon 
that the came* enumerated have been, and now an, the *oune of nine 
tenth* of all die evil* endured by hnmanity. 

What, then ? Doc* Mr. OwiN adviic a ha*ty and precipinte aban- 
donment of the preaent lyalem ? No ! on the eontntry, be eamrHly 
caution* again*! inch conduci in the paatage we have quoted above ; 
and indicntct the dome«tic, aodaJ, and poli^cal changea which moat 
JfrW bt made if/on any dangi earn be tvrfareij apai* ta lie taMuHat «/ 
marrii^ " without iiicreaiing tun-fold the eviti" which have excitcJ 
hi* indignant cenanre and eloquent eipotition. 

That Mr. OwiN i* an enemy to frmmml tagb nnioni it a dedac- 
tioD in no way lonctianed by hia wtitingi. On the oontrary, whanrer 
he refera to tba probable effect* of the new amngemaita of aodety, in 
rrfrrenee to Marriage, it would appear that an idea of the jmanMan 
of iheie nniou* baa alwayt necampanied audi a refereDce lo the tab- 
jecl.

ORIGINES RELIGIONUM.

The aaperscripdon of thi* emy u ngmfieaut of the 
object I have in ne\r. I propose to treat of MMne of the 
■noet prominent religiooe systPnii, of both ancieat end 
modem times. In accomplialuDg tLie object I mnel 
necessarity appear pedantic, and diaplay more learning 
than probably some of my contemporariee mil feel dis- 
pofled to eive roe cre^t <or ; but those of my readers who 
are not able to penue tbe classic records of autiqaiiy will 
pardon this defect, (if defect it can be called,) especially 
aa I intend to give a translation of whatever ^notations I 
may make from ancient anthers. 

11 is necessary in the very onset of onr enquiries that 
we sbonld give tbe meaning and derivation of tbe word 
Religion ; we shall then know what is meant by the term, 
or rather we aball define the sense in wUch we imdentand 
it. The ladn word for religion ia reliffia, which signifies 
pielt/, devotioa, godiaen, the wonhip nf God; a rmef 
ence, awe, and drrad, a lolieilout care and /car ; honeth/, 
amicience, a icruple ofeonteience, fuperttition, m'cenen. 
Thaa, religio e*t milri, " my consaence will not let ine ;" 
hac ett rmgio PhoMte, Exodus xii. 43, " this is the cere- 
mony or service of the Panover;" qua ut itta reHgia, 
" what ^ia tbe meaning of tlus ceremony or service P* 
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Nertui trot leduixil, voien» in humilitaU et reliffiotU angeln- 
rvm, " do DOt imitare those vho pretend to humble ihem- 
t^elves before the angels, and to pay them a SDpcrstitioas 
worship." Various Etymologies have been proposed for 
the word religion ; nliich may be seen in Varro and Mar- 
tiuiae. " The most probable," obsterves Richardson, 
•'seems to be a religoiido, the word reiigio seeming em- 
phatically to express the reciprocal bond or obligation of 
man to man, and also tbe obligation or duty of man to 
the Gods in heathen dmes, and to G(^ among Cbiis^- 
ans." Religion, as in common usage, may he said to 
express, geoerally, " an acknowledgment of onr bond or 
obligations as created beings to God oar creator ; o. con- 
sefjueot return of duty and obedience ; godliness, holineas, 
piety towards God ; reverence tonards him and to things 
consecrated to hU service ; a strict and conscienbous dis- 
cbarge of our duties or obltgaiions to each other, as fel- 
low-creatures or creatures of the eame God." 

Johaton de6neii it to be '* virtae founded upon reverence 
ot God and expectauon of future rewards and pnnish- 

TiUotson uses tbe word thus — " The doctrine of the 
Gospel proposes to men such glorions rewards and such 
terrible punishment as no religion ever did, and gives us 
far greater assnrance of their reality and certainty than 
ever the world had." 

South says, " If we consider it (an ofieoce) directed 
against God, it is a breach of religion; if as to men, it 
is an offence against morality." 

" Religion," according to Watts, "signifies our doty 
to God and our neigbour ; but pvperly, virtue signifies 
our duty to oar neighbour, and religion our duty to God." 

Religion in the Bible lias several senses. 1 . It sign! 
fies the ceremonial worship of the Jews ; 2. It denotes 
good actions, as in James i. 21 : " Pure religion and 
defiled before God and the Failipr ia this, to visit 
widows and fatherless iu their niHicuou, and to keep 
selves unppptted from the world." ' 

From the whole, we are warranted to infer tliat the 
word religion may be applied to morality or to the pecu- 
liar mystical and supposed relationphip subxistiog, or snp- 
poned to subsist, between man and his God. 

Some writers draw a distinction between religion and 
superstition. If tlie term be osed to signify morality, 
the diKtittction is obvious and just. If it be used to ex- 
press cereuoniHt worship, I cannot discern the pro- 
priety of the disunctiun. The Greeks called superstition 
^tiviiai/iotiia deisidaimonia, innnui terror Deomm, terror 
of the Goil$ — demon terror, in plain English Dmil terror, 
an excelleut name lor PieusDi, Methodism, and many 
other it-nw which now distract the attention of mankind. 
Some individuals niay be readv to exclaim, why spend so 
much Time in settling tbe meaning of a word ? Is ii not 
so plain that every one can uiidetstend ii ? I answer, as 
we propose to write on the origin of all religions, it is 
necessary that we should understnnd the Dieaning 
of the term, besides that meaning is not so evident, as 
the ofl-repeated Question, "what religion are you of"? 
abundantly testifies. The sense in which we nndersiand 
it in these essavs is, first, specu1ati^'e opinions conceminn 
Deity, &c. ; liecondly, ceremonial worship paid to real or 
imaginary Gods- iii'lign in Latin denotes tying or bind- 
ing fast, and is therefore significant of that union which 
Eubusts or is supposed to subnibl between the object ct 
worship and the wuisbippers. In all niymlcal rcligi (.-ii . 



this forms an efeential ingredient. The God or object of 
worship is supposed to look down with complacency on 
the suppliants which bow before his altars, and the snp- 
plianls have certain ceremonies and duties to perform, the 
right pertonnance of which, is supposed to be acceptable 
to the Deity they worship. Thus Jesus sajs, orsonie 
one haa said for biro, " I em the vine and ye are the 
branches, except the branch abide in the viike,'' &c. De- 
noting what Christian Divines term " the mystical nniou 
of Christ and his church." 

And bere it ibould be distinctly observed that we arc 
not going to discuss the origin of morality, but tbe origin 
of ceremonial worship. Alany writers confound morality 
witL religion, as if the two things were inseparable ; 
whereas, they are essentially distinct. A man may he 
a good moral character — may conscientiously discharge 
his duties to his fellow men, without believing in the mys- 
tic dogmas usually called religion. Wollaston in his "reli- 
gioiLof nature delineated," asserts morality to be the foun- 
dation of religion. If this be tme, it ia reasonable to 
suppose that the superstructure— AF/t^iun, cannot exiiit 
without its foundation — Morality. But if so, heaven help 
the priests and the generality of tbeir abettors. Tbere is 
a greater aet of in existence. They per- 



vert facts, rail agiunst Infidels, pocket the peoples cash, 
and when they have collected the sayings and narrationa 
of tbe all-adoring and all-digesting Greek and Latin fa- 
thers into a volume or volumes, written with all the 
aohtlcty of Ecclesiastical Jesuitry, they call their " Cbria- 
tian evidences;" and assert that any person who has 
gotten ebrewdness enough to deleet their fallacies, is sure 
of being cousigned to irremediable torture in a future 
world. Fiona and diaritable men, we shall see more oi 
yon in the sequel. 

But to return to Mr. Wollaston ; he says sec. 1. p. 4. 
" The foundation of religion Ii« in that difference between 
the acts of men, which distinguishes them into^ooiy, eril, 
and indifferent. For if there is such a difference, there 
must be religion ; and tbe contrarj'. Upon thLs account 
it is, that such a long and laborious inquiry bath been 
made after some general idea, or some rule, by comparing 
tbe foresaid acts with which it might appear to which 
kind tJiey respectively belong. And though men hare 
not yet agreed upon any one, yet one certainly thei« must 
be," He explains himself further in his first proposition, 
page 5, " That act which may be denominated morally 
good or evil, must be the act of a being capable of dii*. 
tinguishing, choosing,' and acting for himself: or more 
briefly, of an inteUigent and tree agent. Because in 
proper speaking, no act at all can be ascribed to that 
which in not endued with these capacities. For that 
which cannot distinguish, cannot choose : and that which 
has not the opportunity or liberty of choosing for it- 
self, and acting aicordingly, from an internal principle, 
Bcjs, if It act£ at all, under a necessity incumbent ah rx- 
tra. But that n^icU acts thus, is in reality only an in- 
strument in the hand of something which improves the 
necessity ; and cannot properly be said to act, but to be 
acted. The act must be tbe act of an agent : therefore 
of his instrument." The sojihistry ot this piece of rea< 
Honing is ei'ident. Our author asterts at the commence- 
ment of the section, that the foundation of all religion ia 
the difference between the actions of men. That on this 
iccount men have endeavoured to find otrt some abstract 
tandard of propriety, by which the geodness or bsdoestt 
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of their actioDB might W twred. He ibeu asHumee the 
very pcnDt to be proved, viz, that it' tbere be ■ dlfferenc-e 
ID aeuoot, there moat be reiigioii. la hi« Gnl prnpwitioo 
ba ««*ertB that no act can be imirally good or evil, ui ' 
man has the power of chuice. From kin subbequeul 
aeTvatioH, the reader in led to iorer ii>an ban ibe power 
of choice, therefore man is a free egenD, therefore there 
ia a dutiuclioD belifeen actions, some are bad, BODie good, 
■od Bome i n different ; aud therefore there is aucb a thing 
aa religion. 

I'he above reeeoning 'n true eaongh, if applied to 
moraKty, but applied to what is uxually called religion, it 
is calcolated to deceive. Every periion jiosseseed of com- 
mon sense will admit ihnt there is such a thing as morality ; 
and it ia a known truth that men have endeavoured to 
find ont a general rule by whii'h they might dJKCern the 
obliqnity or straitnesa of their aL-tiuns. ITius Cicero 
exclaims : Formula qucedam conGlituenda est ; qnam si 
seqaemar in comparaiioue rerum ah officio Dnoquan) re- 
cedemns. "There ought to be some rule estahliithed ; 
Trhich, if we follow la coniparing things with each other, 
we shall never fall short of our duty.'' Horace observes, 
Adtit Ttgula peecatit qu/r. patna* irrogrt ifqiuiM. "We 
ought to have some rule, whereby puui«hmeiits may be 
proportioned to the crimes." And Arrian has a remark 
to the same effect ; — lluii otov tc AnKpapra tlvat 
aftvpera to avif(KaiOTara iv iivQpionin ; ioiv ev [caviuf 
Tit.] '' How is it possible that those things which are 
necessary (for men to know or to doj should he sncb as 
they can have no certainty of knowing or finding out P 
I'here must then be some RULE." In the motto at the 
bead of this e^eay we have given a qaotation from Plato : 
Socralpa requires of Eulhj-phro " to shew him the origi- 
nal pattern or rule whereby actioos may be tested." 
Again, he obsen-es, " shew me the origitiat image or pic- 
ture, that I may f^e what sort of a thing it is, and when 
1 took upon it, and make uae of it as the original pattern, 
I may be able to aflirm that an action performed by yon 
or any other perfoii, if it be of such a sort, is just and 
gwd ; and if it be not of such a sort, then 1 cannot 
affirm it to be so." 

Bat, with respect to the foundation of morals, philoso- 
phers have been at variance. As it has been with ibe 
Deity ao has it been with the foundation of morality. 
Various optDions have prevailed on both subjects. Ci<»ro 
I'bservea ; tmUfntue oeUtrum phihiophorum de natur/r 
Dcifwirttnt rariutibjue ilitsi-JeuteM inUr *e ; dinumerare 
i/ntu eetel longum <k difficile. NiUiirS dace inUlliyehaTit 
me Dfum ; led non cmtreni^bat inter illat, quid deu» 
eitct. " l*he sentinieula of the antdent philosophers 
respecting the nature of God were varioos and disagree- 
ing among themselves ; to enumerate which would be 
difficult and tiresome. With nature for their guide they 
fell confident that there waa a deity, but they were not 
agreed as to what that deity was." Now, the same dif- 
ference* have prevailed in the repihlic of letters respect- 
ing the fonndatioD of morals. " Hutchinson," observes 
Price '' deduces oar moral ideas from a moral sense ; 
meaning by this aenae, a power within us, different Irom 
reason, which renders certain actiana pleasing and others 
displeasing to ns. As we are go made that certain im- 
pressions OD our bodily organs shall excite certain ideas 
in our minds, and that certain outward forms, when pre- 
sented to OS, shall be the necessary occasions of pleasure 
or pain. In like manner, according to Dr. Hutchinson. 
we aie so made that eerttun affeclionu and actioniiDf moral 



■gents shall be the neceisary occasious of agreeable or 
disagreeable sensations in us, aud procure onr love or 
dislike of them." 

Hutchinson is called by the acute Price, a " distinguish- 
ed writer." I need not point out the similarity beiwfvn 
some of hia slatetiients and the opinions of the iSoeialisIs, 
becoude the above extract will shew it. I merely mention' 
these things 'to shew ihst on the quesiiun, " ivhat is the 
foundation of morality P" the learoed world ix divided 
and farther, to shew that my definition of religion, vieiv-> 
ed in any light, is correct. For, if the foundation of 
religion be morality, and if morality, or the rule by which 
atilions may be tiied, is uaceriain, so mnst he religion. 

However, the difference hetaeen actions does not (as 
Wollaston argues) constitute the foandation of religion. 
It may constitute the foundation of morality; hot it is 
necesKary fur the sake of diNtinctness, to draw a line of 
deniarcation between the tivo things. Morality ia the 
fullilment of our bonds and obligations to our fellow-men ; 
religion consists in speculative opinions concerning Deity, 
the soul, and tha ceremonial institutes and observances 
which such opinions have produced. Now though any 
moralist haa a philological right to call himself a religious 
man ; yet such is not the sort of religion, the origin of 
which we are going to describe. Having settled, there- 
fore these preliminary matters, we shall in onr next essay, 
plnnge in "MedioM ret." 

As I propose to treat of the origin of all religions, 
" I shall no doubt," to use the language of a learned an- 
tiquary, "be accused of rationalism." 1 beforehand 
plead guilty to the charge. I can be of no religion 
which does not appear to be consistent with sound reason, 
and I cannot stoop with the advocates of priestcraft and 
u/ttrfmn to lend my hand to continue the degradation of 
my fellow creatures ; since the priests and their abettors 
have thought proper to coiuect the exeruse of the highest 
gift of God to man — reaton into a term of reproach — - 
ralvmaiiim. I know not how te return the compliment, 
(though I do not like to render evil tor evi!) better than 
by deragnating their attempted opposition to reason — 
" Idiotitm."

ON THE EXISTENCE OF MORAL EVIL, 

AND OM THE INFLUENCE OF THOSE CIRCUM- 
STANCES WHICH ARE PLACED WITHIN TBS 
CONTROL OF SOCIETY. 

BSSAV XX. 

No soouer were the hnf,py mcaiia de\'ii»ed, bj" which 
the Christian's Juj-ei could be made to hartuoiiise with 
heuthenish ceremonies, Ihun converts of a \ ery siiptriur 
order were dail^ added lo the tiiith. Talent and geuiiM, 
rank and fashion, ambiliuD and avarice, volunteered 
their servicea in aid oi ihis nkw religion. Under these 
propitioos inflneuces, Christiauiiy, iit the space of ti 
few ccntories, become thoroughly incorporated nith 
many of the philosophical and superutiiiouit notions 
whoiie destniclJou had been one of its urigiuul objects ! 
This M^ffi in jT augmentation of its fold, whs matter of 
just exultation to the church, and af, j'enr bj' j'ear, tii>t 
one und then another of the Hiii'ifiit deluUoua adopted 
her diigmat, or aituiacd fur mime. 
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lu the mcnn time, persecution ceased, tlic got 
resumed ila bubilUHl liberality, and tlic uiily syiii[>loiiid 
of religious strife wliicli Hpiiotred to exiEl between 
diflerciit pHHtars, resembled tlutt geucroiia emiilaliou so 
often fOBud among nirul gcnlry, wlio vie with oue 
Huotbcr in the htuilnble Hmbitiun, as to vliich shall 
poescsw the fine»t tloek, the Ttwtt gulden Qecces, and the 
clotetl thcarers. \ 

Religious mattera vent on in this i>moDtb, harmonious 
way, until our rirtuom and viutorioua countryman, 
Constauline the Great, conceived the ffrcal idea of 
turning the old superstition with the «#w name, into a 
flaU-eiiffiite, by so far improving on his predecessors' 
wisdom, as lo convert the apjiarcnt " unanimity of 
sentiment" into an ettahlU/ied religion! To this end 
the bishops were summoned to general councils, from 
every part of the empire ; in order, by their united 
wisdom and piety, to frame such ordinances as might 
reconcile ail opinions, and unite all hearts ! O spiritual 
dominion and everlasting peace ! O ye bodiless souis 
and BOiil-lcsH bodies ! O ye saints iu bliss, ft-ith onp 
hand, one foot, and one eye ! O ye Crosiere, Mitres, 
and Tiaras — what " a pretty kettle of fish" did these 
saints maA-e when they all met together 1 No words 
can express — no imsgiuutioQ conceive, the contradiction 
and discord that then took place ! Every one, of course, 
expected to be Pope ! Every one knew that lie alone 
was right ! Every one held the moat conscientious 
convictions of that truth I — nay, bad had these convic- 
.lions confirmed by dreams, visions, revelations, inspi- 
rations, &c., but; on comparing notes, it was found 
that at these spiritual exercises "Jack was as good as 
hia master ;" so that their rivalry had, after all, to be 
settled, by what, in vulgar English, might be called 
downright Jaic — only their Innguage was exceedingly 
polite, aild their manners perfectly gentlemanly ! Some 
had been up to heaien, and learned all abont it ! All 
of them Tniist have been, or ought to have gone, to the 
Other place, for on one thing alone they all agreed, 
namely, that tAere was only on* Devil — but then, as 
this evil genius possessed the power of ubiquity, great 
diiScnliy was found in reconciling his rights, with those 
of two or three other omnipresent agents, without such 
a " mingling of spiiits" as would be blasphemy even to 
think of. 

My pen recoils from the task of narrating the mon- 
strous absurdities they vainly endeavoured to amalga- 
mate ; so that I must needs apply to that infallible 
nonrce, from whence alone the best information of every 
kind is to be obtained. 

In the introduction to the Bible, pnbliBhed by the 
Rev. John Brown, may be found the following brief 
sketch of these interesting proceedings and their con- 
sequences : — 

" While the innnds^ons of the ravaging Goths, 
Huns, &c., were almost mining both cbureli and stale, 
the Donatists in Africa, who separated from their 
fellow- Christians, as not sufficiently pure in their prac- 
tice ; the Arians and half-Arians, thrnugh most of the 
MOpire, who denied our Saviour's proper dignity ; the 
Polagiftns', who denied the necessity of his I'esurrection 
for onr justification, and of his spirits' influence to 
regenoratc the heart ; the Nestorians, who were thought 



to hold a two-told nuiure in Christ; and the Euty- 
chenns, who allowed him but oue compounded nature, 
and other corrupters of the truth, were feitrful plsguea 
to the church, by their soul-ruining erroni, and by the 
fnrious contentions, rival councils, persecutions, and 
even massacres, which they produced. By snch means, 
(he church became a motley mass of practical heathens, 
mingled with a few real and circumspect Christians. 
The great zeal of the fashionable clergy was to render 
her in all her offices, superior and subordinate, similar 
lo the Imperial state ; and for the gratification of their 
caniiil piiiselytes, to borrow whatever they could from 
(he Jewish or Ueatbeu superstitions. Even in the 
I'ourlh century lordly bi3hoi>s, metropolitans, arcli- 
deacoiw, sub-deacons, exorcists. Sic, were introduced. 

" By promoting divisions ; by encouraging appeals 
to themselves from iLe Eiistem and other Bishops ; by 
pretending deeds of councils in their own favor ; and by 
unwearied stniggles with the Biabops of Coustautinoplo, 
the Roman Bishops had long and earnestly contended 
for the supremacy. • • ■ Several Popes claimed 
an absolnle power to dispose of not only the Christian 
kingdoms and empires, but even of what belonged to 
Heathens everywhere in the world. The haughty 
Pontiff even pretended to command the angels, whe- 
ther good or bad, lo do what tbey pleased ; nay, ihey 
claimed an authority over Jehovah himself, in adding 
to his standard of failh and practice, apocrj-phal IractK, 
human traditions, and decrees of Popes, or their 
CouncilB ; by pardoning men's sin or indulging them 
in it ; by cancelling the obligation of oaths, &c. Most 
dreadful were the scenes of wickedness which pre^■ailcd 
against God aud man, especially among the Clergy. 
Tliesc, regular and secular, muliiplied like locusts, till, 
by their delusions and oppressive exactions, they every- 
where destroyed the souls of the people, enslaved their 
bodies, and ruined their estates, nnder the different 
denominations of Augnslines, Benedicdnes, Erancis- 
cans, Dominicans, Carmelites, Jesuits, and hnge armies 
of Monks zealously supported the Romish Bishop and 
his abominations, while the Pope and his Clerg)- wal- 
lowed in every abomination, and everywhere spread the 
most pemicions errors, gross idolatry and snperstiiion. 
By pretences to uncommon sanctity, by magical wondera 
and pretended visions, they made their ignorant votaries 
believe what they ple^iaed, and by murderous inqni- 
sitiona and wars terrified others into « blind snb- 

" Doctrines were fried by false miracles and lying 
wonders; many of the leading truths of the go^el were 
buried in ohliiion, and the contrary errors established 
and believed ; admissions fo eeclesiaslical affairs, or 
even to celestial IhroneB, were sold for money, and none 
but the poor, who could pay nothing, were consigned to 
elemiil damnation. In ignorance, many of the Clergy 
were similar to Brutus; butin pride, avarice, oppresnon, 
lewdness, blasphemy, and everything abominable, they 
were complete inferuals." 

Thna far onr meek and charitable brother, as to the 
hcjillh and vigor of what may be properly tailed THE 
Trunk of our holy Religion: for WE, (A« branehfi, 
have received all our aap and nalriment tbrongh this 
corrupt channel. 

Notwithstanding every obstacle, however, by dint of 
dove-tailing, morticing, and plastering, an established 
Church was in time got up, and a nasgnificent e^ficc it

wu too, in Bpite of all ita blemishes ! How mortifyiiig 
it is to reflect that llie asceudancj' it so long lield over 
mind sad bodj, was need far no better end than to fix 
\he/ormer in hopeless imbe^ilitj-, and botfi in perpetual 
alavery ! I do not like to cite the nuBfortuueH of my 
own conntrjmen in proof of thia facl, but the folloviug 
anecdote, abridged from Lady Blessington'a ' Idler in 
Italy,' maj be deemed a Hofficient iUostnition. 

" The miiwile of the liquefaction of the blood of St. 
Jannarins, on the 19th September, prcsrnts one of the 
most extraordinary example of superstition that it is 
possible to imngine in the present times, when education 
has so mnch dispersed the mists of error and ignorance. 
I witnessed this ceremony. A small portion of the 
blood of the saint having been preserved by a pioos 
spectator of his martyrdom, is kept in a vial, which is 
•ecnred in a press, formed in the wall, with an iron door, 
the keys ol which are inlruxled to three different bodies 
of the Slate. • • • The blood appears like a 
morsel of glue. A Priest officiates at the Mass, hold- 
ing the glass vial in his band ; it was aboat ten o'clock 
when we entered the chapel, and as the Priest had been 
then two honrs invoking the saint, the spectators were 
becoming impatient. They abnsed the saint in very 
opprobriona terms, calling him every insulting name 
that rage or hatred conld dictate. At length they 
avowed th«r conviction that it was the presence of the 
English hn^ics that prevented the liquefaction of the 
blood. The Priest made a sign to us to take off onr 
bonnets and to kneel, which we immediately did. This 
compliance appeased the anger of the relations of the 
saint against ns, and once more they directed their abuse 
to him ; fortunately for their lungs and our ears, the 
blood began to liquefy, and the vial became filled in two 
or three minntes. No sooner was the fulfilment of the 
miracle sanounced, than the whole congregation pros- 
tiated themselves, nttering a thousand ejacnlations of 
love and gratitude. Daring this operation, a number 
of Priests plied their vacation of levying contributions 
on the strangers, who were told, that in honor of the 
saint and the miracle, it was hoped that they would not 
deny their charity. They tell a story tluit when the 
French bad possession of Naples, the saint refused to 
grant the miracle, in consequence of tieir presence ; 
bnt the French General having intimated that if the 
Priest did not make the blood flow, in auotber ten 
minates, he himself would, the miracle was accom- 
plished within the time limited." 

It is impossible to omit this opportunity of saying, 
thai however amusing or iusimctive snch details rs the 
above may be, it is matter of great r^etthat so many 
of onr nobility and wealthy gentry roll about in their 
carriages into every part of Europe, to wimess or 
ridicnle snch mnmmeries ; mixing, meanwhile, their 
admiration of Soirees, Corsos, and Carnivals, <bc. with 
ejaculations to their dear rtdeimer, and apostrophes to 
their dear, hapm, natiee Muntry, withoat ever so mnch 
as Ihinlcing of their famishing conutrymen, unjustly 
incarcerated, for having sacrificed j'ooth, health, and 
vigour in supplying thHr wanton extravaganoe !

The new boitding exICDdt from the entrance of the mad to the fam 
buildinga, and joini on to them. Ita dimaiuioiu are fifty feet by twenty. 
The lowH- itory will form a nolde dining-room, and will aloo Mrre far

The agent of Mr. Goldbuu) hna ilao giren pernuiBin) te tnhe wood 
fnnn any port of the catate, where it ii being cat, nprai Tery brouiaUa 
and liberal lenpi ; and, in the mconlime, a qnantity of timber baa 
been boDght at SouthampUin for preaent puipoaeo. A large law^t 
haa been made ; it ii lituated behind the left lide of Ihe [aim 
building* ; ita duneniiona are 37 feet by 5. In diort, the neat 
leoloua and aetive ezertiona are being mode by onr biend* to aeeeleimte 
the nalimtiaa of our ultimate plana.

That event leenu la luiva Mimd ap a 
di'li'nniDcd feeling oii the FRrt of Mr. Brindliv, and a few othen, Co 
eilcrminate Socinliim oiid Socislitta in Huddeniield, and aeoocduigly, 
lectorei on both lidei, aiicnded by diKuiuini, hara b«en inccuuiL 
Mmn. Drindlh', Barkbr, and Pallutib, were all at vork 
together. The championa of Sociatinin were Meun. Bl-ciianah and 
IIoLLHTK. We have been infomteil that ihc piont detennination of 
the drUkm norlhiei we have named, wsi to gel poaieuion of the 
New Hall for a Snnday School or Chapel, or ume inch holy parpoae, 
and that thia object ihey wen delrnnined to effect before their 
eietliona were concluded. 

A brief Bccounl of the diiciinioD between Mr. HoLttCK and Mr. 
Bkudlbv wa* giren lail week. We ha>e w Ereqaenlly Dceu|ned our 
pigei with die eiploded &llaciei and violent ealnmnin of BiUNDLiir, 
thai wi could not iuSict upon our leader* anolher nanMstijig does of 
tbe nine deKtiption. Some of the newapaperi of the district however 
were in rapture* with the proeeedingi. The Halifiu GuardiiBi pob- 
ligbed an enraoidinaiy number, for the pnrpme of fiilty lelting forth

CoBBwrr hai immenaliticd iti infnniy. The Mercmy, however, forgot ! 
the adage, that " it Ib not infe to hBlloo till Ctirly through the wood," ' 
and iti pxant have been diieovered to be wmewhat prenutturrly 

Mr. Brindliv not content with the vcrdiet of a pecked jnry, for 
inch the audience at the Philmophioil IJall clearly wea, aeeing that 
the great majoiily of the ticketa were diatributed by bii committee, 
and that he refuted an equal partition of them, woi ombitioui ol 
achieving a rtat triiunph, and inceeeded in perauading a number of the 
leading inhubilanta of the town to ugn a requiaition to the chief con- 
atablr, requeating him to oill a public meeting of the inhabilnnta tc 
petition purinuneut nguinat the Socialiata. Our friendi were not aware 
of these proceedings till the meeting wo* publicly announced for tiie 
following day at eleien o'clock in the morning, when they took the 
proper atepa, and at the time appointed they met in open meeting, 
elected a chainiian in appoaitien to the chief constable, who was pro- 
posed by the requibitiouiata, and pn»cd counter reaolutiona by an 
o\-erwhciming Duyoritv.

The poor " MerrnnT ha* been aadlj " put out" by thia nufortunato 
blunder j and never, perhaps, in the wnole course of newspaper lying, 
wai It more ingenious piece uf mendncily perpetnted than thai which 
ia in but Salnrdny'a p«r*r put forth aa mi account of the meeting re- 
ferred tu ; but the truth j-wpi out in ^nle of the jefuitksJ attempts 



made to stiile it, and we imagine few people Hill bu simple enouob to 
be imposed upon by the ^brivation. 

It ia iinpoBsible tu be too grnlufol to these uiifcalled opponent*, but 

we hnvb Llwayi sought, nnniely, free and full imiuiry. Everywhere 
they are aiding our own exertions g by tbe letter from Lincoln, it » ilt 
be »ecn that the inhabitant* of that City hive been called to'lhiuk 
about Socialism by the clergy i although we luive not yet been able to 
extend our own laboure there, wc trust they will continue their labouit 
to prepare tlie vmy for a Swial Miaaioimir. 

One cirunnislonci; ilcurvra to be remarked connected niih the Hud- 
derslield meeting on Tuesday, which is, that Mr. Bkixdi.kv finding 
that a majority wot againit him, dnpped his bullying and oflenuve 
manner, and became marvellously fond of liberty of canatiouee ! and 
free inquiry '.

diamelets a prostitution of the term*, that one would wonder at it> 
did not the usual pranks of these parties accnatom ub to the exhibition 
' of any degree and description of folly and immomlity. Air. BajMH

PUBLIC MEETING AT HUDDEESFIFXD. 

On Wt^uesdiiy moruiiig last, the eliief constnble of 
Huddei^Reld culled tt public meeting (in conipliuuce 
wilh the lequisiitiou of Mr. Briiidiey'a band of fifty — ) 
of the iiihubitatils of that town and its niiigbboorhood, 
for the purpose of addresiiing the IIohm uf Commosit, 
on tbe preeeiit slate of Sociiilisin in tbis coiintTy. lite 
meeting took place in tbe Pbilo^iophicnl Halt, voA vms 
very numeroualy attended, bolb by tbe clergr, tntdcs- 
raen, aud operatives of tbe town and neigbboiirhooil. 
The proiDotero of tbe meeting, pntpowd Mr. Johu 
Booth, tbe coustnble, as cbairmau, and the Socialitsis 
proposed Mr. Richard Brook, booki>e]1er, of Buxton 
Road, a Homnti Catbolic ; opoii the show of handd 
being taken, Mr. Brook was declared to be elected- 

Tbe Chairman after reitding the placard calling the 

Bcliiip, uaid he wiis as much opposed to iSotialisin, as 

any one in that liall, but a>- ibe principle of right of 

private judgment. Lad long been esiubliahcil in this 
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I'uuutry, Le did nut sc-e how tbey conld consistently 
Hj'peaL to purlitkinfiit, upuu such a eobjecl (loud cbeer- 
iiif); he tbcii culled upoft 

Mr. Briiidlej- — who sicpped forward, in a. speech ol 
(-iiiiiidcntblc length, coutuuded that he did not wi^h lo 
tu erierc with the right of private judgment, Bud he 
hoped that the day was far dialnnt when every Eugliah- 
iiii-u niight not possetis the right to eujoy and discuss 
hi» opinion ; bnl ijocialisin whs k) immoral, filthy, and 
ul:i,iuinHble, thxt every Chrisiiau was bonnd to use all 
the means in his power to suppress it ; he then read 
ihe intended addre^^j to the House of Commons, which 
hiuied, that a modtrn species of iuHdeliiy, denominated 
Kuciulisui, was milking fHpid prrigress in the country, 
tind was calcululed lo do infinite mischief in the man- 
nliicluring districts, and concluded, by praying the 
liui ee to institute an inquiry into the nature of Social- 
ism, and adopt such measures us they might think 
iie< easary to protect morality nud religion. 

Mr Owen then rose, and in a speech of considera- 
ble length) said that his otjcci was not either to destroy 
the morality or religion of either Hindoo, Mahom- 
medan, Chricstlan, or Jew, but siinply to improve the 
< ondilion of his j'elluw-creu lures, and increase the sum 
of human happiness, and lo prepare himself for this 
task, he had acquired a birge amount of specnlstive 
kuowledge by readiug, and subsequently had travelled 
through Europe aud America, for the purpose of col 
tectiug the eKperieuoe of the first minds. He concluded 
by moving an amendment (o the following effect :—

Mr. W. Willaiis then rose and aaid, much as he 
wiirt opposed to Socialism, he was equally so to all 
HppCHla to secular power to support Christianity; aud 
iMi tln'se grouiidti he hud refused to sign the requisition, 
I le thought that Christianity was in no danger from 
Socialism, and, therefore, he deprecated the present 
linxeedings ! and beside.^, lie objected to the wording 
of the ad'trcss. "lufKlcUiy" wms )in iiiilctiuite term— 



and locality. If they 
were lo assist the clergy to put down one kind of inti- 
delity to day, they might Ciill him an Infidel to-morrow 
(Mr. W. is an IiidepcndcnlJ uud put him down, (loud 
ohe(ring). 

The amendment was (hen put and carried by a large 
majority ; Mr. Brindley's party, however, disjiuled the 
point, consequently the show of hands was taken over 
again. Previously to this, however, 

W. Brook, Esq. mugiatrate aud millowner, rose and 
said, if any of hia men were present, he hoped they 
would hold up their bauds accordiug to their con- 
sciences, and, he publicly declared, be would not take 
any advantage of it. 

On the show of hands being taken, the Chairman 
declared the amendment to be carried. 

Several of the speakers then alluded lo the persecu- 
tion which Socialists were suffering, by being turned off 
their work ; after which 

John Brook, Esq. of Armitage- Bridge, rose and snid 
that he knew nothing of Socialism, ti^l he heard Mr. 
Brindley's lectures, after which, he went home and 
said to one of his best aud honesteat men, who he had 
been informed waa a Socialist, — "Jem, I am informed 
thon art a Socialist — now I cannot keep any one who 
entertains such principles, and I will gi^'e three months' 
notice." That was all the persecutiou he had used, 
and be did declare, if he had heard no more of Social- 
ism than what he had heard that day, from Mr. Owen 
himself, he should have agreed with every word, aud 
if Jem, at the expiration of the three mouths, did not 
meutiou the subject, he wonld not (loud cheering). 

Mr. Williams then moved, that it was the duty of 
Christians to use all means which Christiauity recog- 
nised, to oppose Socialism, which waa carried amid 
lond cheering. 

Mr. Owen then moved that the meeting be adjonmetl 
to Friday, at the same hour and place, which was also 
carried. 

Thanks were then voted to the Chairman, and the 
meetmg separated, — Leetli Timet, l)tu. 14, 

la rpfereuce to the above meeting, tve extract the fol- 
lowing closing paragraph from a report received froiu a 
Correspondent:^" Xever was a domioaut party, as tbt-y 
expected they were, so completely humbled and creut- 
fallen as the blind followers of Mr. Briiidley were upon 
this occasion, although the parties held ihe poiver of 
nImoBt life and dealb, by giving or wilholding employ- 
laeut in these times over many who voted agaiiwl them, 
and in favour of SaciBliiim.'' 

THE ADJOURNED PUBLIC MEETING 
Was held en Friday, the llih, at eleven o'clock in the 
forenoon. The town and nnghbonrhood was well pla- 
carded, and the meeting was numerously attended, hut the 
defealed party, who had again been deteotsd the previous 
day, Ti'ere so disheartened that they coidd not on this oc- 
casion venture to face their oppooents. Mr. J. Rhodes 
was unaniraou.ly called to the chair, who opened the 
meeting by reading the placard calling it, and well ex- 
plained [he object of it. llie Fetilions lo both Houses,

Mr. CouDard tben id a speeclt compriaiDr &s much 
good Benw, nai aa well delivered, ai we reoaUect hmnng 
liettrd ia any public meeting for ft long period, propoaed 
ll»e PetidoD, Memorial, nnd AHdreM ; it itraa setmnded by 
John HaiMoti, who made many ahrewd remarks opcm tli6 
proceedinga of the parties opposed to the progress of 
Socialivm. Both were heerd with great atleiitioD, aad 
deep interest by the andienoe, espedally by the working 
classes who were present; and whose coiiditioa «t this 
period i» so critical — not knowing how they are to get 
over the wialer which presents so many fearfnl forbo&igs 
*~ many of them. 

These speeches were followed by some others, and the 
docnments ennmnrated were then pnt leriaiim to the 
meeting, aad canied withont even one nngle dissent- 
iog voice. Mr. Pitkethly then came forward, and 
sold that nlthoagh he belonged to anotbR- pexty, which 
be thought wu right in thnr viewa, yet he was by no 
meaoa nnfavonntble to Socialism, an explained by Mr. 
Owen, the founder of it, who be thoagdt onght to on- 
derstand his own system better then Mr. Brindky or any 
other person. He advocated Chardsm that be might nlti- 
mately obtain the innumerable and solid advantages of 
Socialism with perfect poUdcal aecnrity ; and it was upon 
thia point only that he and many other Chartists differed 
from Mr. Owen, who thoDght that the advantages of So- 
cialism coold be ohtuned and secared aooner than the 
political objects sought for hy the Chartists conld be ob- 
tained. But he said whichever party was right, having 
known Mr. Owen and his procee^gs for many years 
both in Scotland and Eogtand, he had never known any 
one beaides bim who throngh good report and^eril report, 
had panned the good of the hnman race withont regard 
ly of oar petty divinona of sect, or country, or color, 
with BO mach singleness of heart, so mncb persevering 
enei^y,and without injtinng man, vroman, or child; hnt 
throngh, the whole of his conrse in England, Scotland and 
Ireland, doing bH the good in his power by promoting, 
which he did npon a la^ scale, the wdl-b^g and bap- 
'nees of all who were under or connected with lum. But 
ifore be proceeded further, he would teke the liberty of 
asking Mr. Owen a few questions that he might be satis- 
fied open some points which Mr. Brindley had made 
doubtful. First : Did Mr. Dale establish the first Infiint 
School at New Lanark. Mr. Owen— No, Mr. D^ 
who was a trulv good man, died eight years befwe 
the Infiint Sdiool was opened. He died in 1808, and 
the Infant School, and the Institntion for the forma- 
a of character from infancy to maturity, was not 
opened until the 1st of January, 1816 ; and the opening 
address was sent to the Government immediately after it 
was delivered, and it is now, I have no doaht, a national 
document. Mr. I^tkethley — Then you, and no one else, 
tha actiut foimder of these new and very superior 
Infant Schools, and not Oberlin and \VilderepiD ? No ; 
Oberlin's was a mere Dame Schoql, and Wilderspia 
the NewLinark School^ but derived his know- 
ledge of it from Bnchanan, who I had first placed over 
the infant department, on account of his love for children ; 
bat in other respects he knew very little of the system. 
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bang very illiterate, but k very honest ami good man. I 
instructed Wilderepin rery ofteu wben 1 was in London, 
in orgauizing his firat school, which was the third InTant 
School in this kingdom, and then there tvos no other in 
any pan of the i*orld known to the Englisli pnblic, or in 
any coantry, for 1 had visited Europe in 1618-19, to see 
the chief schools, and then recommended Mr-Tallerburgh 
to establish an Infant School, but I believe he did not 
succeed in doing so : bis pupils were then ten years of 
age and upwards. Mr. Pitkethley then asked some other 
(jaesliuoB, which were answered in the ssme fiill and 
satisfactory manner, and he conclnded with proposing the 
thanks of this town's meedng to Mr. Owen, for his great 
exertions, throngh a long life, in thecauseof hamanity, 
without any class, sect, or party, in this, or in any other 
conntry, being capable of attaching blame to lum in any 
one act of his life, if they will only speak the truth, and 
what they really know from any authority deserving of 
the least credit. This motion was seconded and carried 
unDnimonsly with the most evident heartfelt feeling of all 
the audience. Air. Rhodes then retired from the 
chair, and a vote of thanka was ananimoiuly passed for 
bis impartial conduct, to which he made a reply that was 
extremely well received by the audience, and the meeting 
was dissolved. There could not have been a more 
striking contrast than there was between the condnct of 
this meeting and the one on Wednesday, beaded by 
Mr. Urindley and his dejected party.

— Preaoming that the reodors of the Weui Moral WotU 
iiioua to kiu>w what it going on in all ports of the old worid 
respecting tho feeling* that are enlortaincd generally with regard b> 
SociaUam, I am indiued to trctpott upon your columnt, and pnrticu' 
larlj, as I am writing from a piqiulDUi dty where a Social Mituonaiy 
has never TJMted in hia minitterial capacity, I may toy (nt the 
" Christiana" do of the Heathens) we are " utling in darkncit.'* But, 
notwithstmding, Iho Social tytlem boa never been publiijy introduced 
amongtt ua, there ore in Lincoln many who ore ready und nnxioua to 
become converts. Many there are here, whose minds, by the means of 
that DxcellenI periodical and journal, the New Moral WorU, have ba- 
come eoligblcned, and are conatently watching with great cogamcss 
the ptngreaa lowords the accomplithment of the detigna of thatseicellent 
philantnrapiit, Robert Owen. The vaat sgriculturcJ county of Lincoln, 
up to the present period, boa not hod the honor of having a viait from 
any mittionory (excepting Boaton) ; this ia a &ct exceedingly to bo 
ivgnlted, at a most excellent field ia here open, and the haneat that 
would be reaped by expounding tho Social system, I am certain would 
&r and Teiyurexceed the anticipation of itsfriendtgenerully. During 
the last few we^s the congngalion attending the Independent cbepcl 
in this city, have, by ita minister, been iarr^ied by the eipoanre of tho 
views of "n modem sect calling theaiieliea Socinlitts." Until thia 
time nino-lenths of bia hearera,no doubt, had never heard of Socialitti, 
coneequenlly their curiosity became exdted and they were anxious to 
know who and what these new rcligioniats were. Lost Sunday erett- 
ing the potior of the Independent chapel, (tho Rev. S. U. Beynes), a 
man ofacknowledgnl talen^innounccd by udyerlisemenllhathe would 
deliver a lecture "On the Bheurdity and danger of Iniidcl schemes." 
It was divided into Oiree porU ; the finl wusaviolenl and ingcnioiu 
attack upon the Alheittt; then followed a no lets merciful CHiIigution of 
the Deiati ; and the lecture was wound up by one of ihc most dis- 
honorable and bote atlacka, that any human being could utter, upon 
the Socialists, whom he denominated SB a body who wauled to " npact 
(he whole worid to gratify their own loathaome profligacy and ditgnst- 
ing licentiousnesa." Thit tytlem, he added, ** wns nurtured and 
foatored by a hoory-headed libertine." I could go on repenting these 
and umilar exprestiont uttered by a Ckrittian minialer, whoao 
oratorical powen are craiiidered first-rate, and whose general cha^ 
acler it admitted by his flock to be itnttclmil and diimtMt, Hi* 
attack upon the Socinliatt continued for a period of hslf-an-hour, and 
hit viewt of the aubjcd were anything but reatoruble. He bad cer- 
tainly pickod up a lew points, but they wen greatly exaggerated ; in 
fact, bia description of Sodaliam altogether was a mass of abaordlty. 
His attack till, however, have tbe effect of indudng persona (o 
investigate the system, and thereby make converta. 1 tinecrelj 
niah your miauonary funds were la^er \ to long at they remain to 
limited, and miitionaiies to few in number, the cnuie cannot prosper 
on it Dlhernite would do.

— The aeeond leclnn aecwdinglj couiu- 
cd of an ezplanalioa of the viawi ef the Sooialiat* npcm wbM thi? call 
" the new world." Theleadiat doctxiBCa are, cenmnnitj rf peepet t y 
and co-operation of lattoDi. " The Unitad Aaneiation of aD elawri it 
aUnatlou>,"aa Mr. Owen ia planed to tana tb« Surety he ha* fiumed 
for advBjKJi^ hii principle*, iraa deieribed in glowing term* by Mr. 
Rigby at a grand Kheme )or A> enatiem <f itfgnor okorodan, and 
fbr die promotion of the genenl happinei* of mankind. The Social 
MiHioiary concluded thi* ImIuic by quoting the indencae of the

From 
this statonent, it is eTident, that tnia building it apable of proiiding, 
at the ssms time, for the unnsement or instruction of neariy 4,000 
persons ; and we IimI confident, that the eteclion of this buibLng will 
do more to {anmote tbe cause of temperance, to enlighten the minds, 
improie the morals, amsct the taste, polish the manners, and elente 
the chomcleia of the woriling clnuet than any other inalitution in 
LiTrrpotiL Adjoining the ball, and belonging to the Building Society, 
u (he Community Iloll and Tempemnce Cufiee-house, kept by Mr. 
William Westwidi, where good beds and board for lodgers and tnvel- 
Irn, tea. coffee, ginger-beet, lemonade, and other tefreahmrnta may be 
had. The poiinurs below an naally and tastefully fitttd up. There 
it a kufp and d^ant diswing-Rrais up stairs, with a good painliiig of 
CoDuniuiity, and miious beautiful landsc^iea on the wvUa, and the 
whole pr ei ais es are lifted with gas. It is intended to open the lec- 
tare-iootn at Eastw neit. 

Liverpool. — In yonr loat number, joa have re- 
printed the following pasBoge, from the Liverpool 
Albion : " I really think that if Mr. Baylee had not 
been protected by a nnmbet of the Police, that death 
might have been hiu portion, instead of "victory!" 
Many persons, from rrading this, might suppose, th&t 
the Socialists of Liverpool, were somewhat similar 
the Christians of Waball, se described in yonr It 
week's leader. Mr. Baylee when be had nothing more 
to say against Socialism, abused the diineuCere of all 
denominations. It was the Christian, not the Social- 
ist, part of the andience, whose feelings were roused 
np by Mr. B. against himself, the diseoMrion has 
added twenty to tbs Branch; caused an increased at- 
tendance at onr lectures; produced a decidedly fevonr- 
able change in public opinion ; and rapidly increaited 
the subscriptions to our I3nilding Fnnd.

The agitntion of the question ih sure 
to do good to onr cause. Last Sunday moming, Mr. 
Finch lectured on one of his favourite topics, taking 
his text from the Bible; in the evening I lectured on 
tbe twelvecondirionsofbnmanhappineae.

of this town are abusing us, on the Murrinjce Qaeation, 
yet their own columns contain addrwsea, from litne tii 
, of a Society for 1 lie Hiippreasiou of I'rostilution, 
in the same papers thnt abuse as. One of the 
melropolitan newspapers, some time since, inserted a 
paragraph condemnatory of Mr. Owen's views on 
marriage ; yet, the very same paper contained 
accounts of two men who had ueariy killed their wi\ es, 
by beating them ; and a trial for adultery too : a liue 
ipecimen of editorial sagacity ! I have no hesitution 
^ assert, that two hundred prostitutes may be found 
reuding within a space of one hundred sqnare yards, 
iu one locality, in Liverpool. This is the result of the 
present system of society, not of that we seek to estab- 
lish ; our system is founded on different priuciplea, and 
would be different in its results ; the present syetem 
produces vice and misery, ours would produce virtue 
and happiness. But Society is on the eve of an im- 
portant change.

hot -ntj imperfiiellj nnderatood ; that time which ehingei all thing*, 
liad prodnead loiDa nngular change^ in the ettimalion of SIiltom's 
lAaiMetar j and that h« now sujoji a hi^ wpntalinn, ii quoted u ui 
inUtiUe aulhori^vtaiang ^ffaat, baa whom he would haie been the 
tait to expect taA a rcaeptioa. 

Perbi^ thii maj be attributed to the &ct that bj the nuuority, he 
il known onlj' aa a Poat ; and eren in that chamcter dcpcnik more 
BfOB hcsnajr for hi* fame than an intimate knowledge of bti 
Writinga. ComparatiTelf few hare tay acquaintancB with liim a* a 
prcae writer, and a patriot ; mm who ww, during a conudcrable period 
of hii life, engaged in an DDeaalpnnaiang warCiro agaiiut dTil, polili- 
tal, and religioiu t;r>iui7 ; the danntleea opponmt of " throuea, ptin- 
dpalittea, and poven ; of ipiritoal widiedneH in high placn."

the delusive Kncdty wherewith antiquity hod wrapped them, aad 
bcul the knees and facnllie* of men to thdr unqnestioned snpremccy. 
The chiuni whieh bound minds and bodies to regal and sacerdotal 
tlavety, were, in his times, rudely shaken, and thor innate weokneaa 
dispUyed. Like the bonds which Sampson in his palmy days so 
oiaily snapped asunder, — they fell to pieces before the new fiHind 
strength of an awakened people ; hut ahuvlike the prototype, that 
pniple suffered tbcmielvct again to be cheated by the deceplire voice 
of Dalilsfaa ; and shorn of their itrsngth, were delivered into the 
hnndi ofthnie enemies to notional wcU-bdng, from whom they had ob- 
tained partial respite and defiTenuKe. The time for fall and complete 
emancipation had not yet come ; but a iaton was read, a step gained, 
obatadea snrmonnted, and the goal approached. In then stiniiq

Deeply aflecting is the contemphtiini of the blind hard dictating to 
his daughters the gorgeous eonceptioni of hia unique genius. The 
picture ia associated in our minds with daya and nights of oenteleaa 
atudy and exertion— study and exertion, so prolonged and iuessant, 
that at last it qnenched the light of hia bright blae eyes, and hid bma 
their loving and impassioned glance, the glories of the areomainbient 
iky, mountain and valley, ocean and itraamlet, treat and plants nnd 
floweri ; sJl the varied sights wherewith nature gladdens the pool'* 
bosom, and iheds glory and immortality overhis song. Did HiLTON 
dare the sealing up of hit eyes in hopdeaa dariaHW only to gratify an 
idle and sellish curiosity P Did he becoma familiar with the tagea and 
pocU of sntiqnity, merely to rt<ombine and adapt the fancifdl 
imAgininga of the latter into a Cliritliaa instead of a Pagan EpieF 
No ! happily for mankind, he studied for a higher object — a man 
noble end. To hia aebievcmenta aa a poet we have to add the yet 
higher claims of n reformer andpalriot, and to view him in both these 
ehamcteia as far before the age in which be lived, as his naluml en. 
dowmenls exalted him above the mass of those by whom he w«a 
tnmHmded. Yes, that very Uindnest which gives soch a monmlol 
intsieat to his great poem, and eicitea such a deep and ytaining sym- 
pathy with the Poet, wa* hastened ^ consummated by his devotion

The 
pioai piieat Tidtmlaeced the following advice to Milton's acqnainl- 
ancea : that ia—if they vera ffaaUiH driiliaia I " Yon that bire 
Chriit, and know thia miacreimt wretch atone him lo death, lett yon 
unoit for his impanity." How like to thii are the spaechM und 
writiugi of the ao-called KEUGnjCR par aedlence at the present day 1 
The Srowsi-LA, O'SoLLit-ANS, Mc<]hseii, McNblm, and, tower 
down in the monil scale, the Daindlkts, nud the wretched newtpqier 
acrihes who pawn th<nr brains for bread — all aTinee the ma* chaiai>- 
teiiitjca. Slon-ra and slicks an much mora eaail/ trnad than aigu- 
inenti j and it is ns wonder that they should so readily resort tc 
thrm. Yet then is ■omalbiag irtcaintibly ladieroas in the advice — 
"Yon thai b« Christ BTONC thia ti^toniad ^entek.T Christ [ 
whsl a libel ia this and stmilar sdriee on thy life and precepts t 

The works to which we hare alloded won diRcl«d sgnuiat tha 
prelates and their couIjaEaTS ; bnl Milton had to leun the Uttei 
tralh in aA«r yegrs thai priestcraft in any gnise is tha enemy of libottj 
and independence of mind. After Ibe ererthiow of pnbcy the Pr»- 
bylerians, who cordially joined in pulling' !t down, erineed unequivo- 
<nl symptoms of a deun to cccapy the samo potiiion and pursua a 
Huiilsr comae to the deposed party. They eihiluted the same hanker- 
ing nfter the " mammon of nnrighleonaneaa ;" and when they secured 
the ascendancy, evinced the snmo intolemnt diipoaltion as the Episco- 
pnliaiiB hnd done. They revircd the intjaviutiur of the star-chamber, 
and eiporgated eiery book of ercry word or phrase which accorded 
not with their taate. This monatraua grievuce mllcd Milton agahi 
into the field, and produced his colchiatcd " Speech for the liberty of 
A Printiiig." We innat give an extract or two from this

For as in a body when the btood Is fresh, (ha spiriu pun 
and Tigoraai, not only to vital, bat to rational dicultiea, and thoM in 
the aeiilBtt and Ihe pcrUst opeiatioDa of wit nod luhUely, it argors is

Such arinngementi aa the preceding would iniuro the proper grnli- 
fkation of (wo of the three diatribntiTe propentiUea of our nalun, vii.t 
the Cabaliadc or EiinilBtiTf,and the Reitleaa or AltematiTC propentity, 
called by Fourier, La PapiSomii. Aa tA the third diatributin pro- 
penuly, the Compoaile or Enthnsiastic, ita gnttifictitioD would be 
aaaured to the labourer, by the choice he would have of engaging only 
hi l^oie depaitmenta of labour which he prefecrod. But, besides this, 
many other eircumstancei would concur to developc and to gratify this 
propensity in a aotdety where nothing would be omitted which could 
exalt the condition of the labonrcr, and improve at once his body and 
mind : — " It i* necesaaiy,'* says Foarier, " that this poiuon apply lo 
every social ondertaJdng — that the Compoiite and the Cabaliadc 
nplaca the vile featniea of our present dviliialion, as the lack of 
sufficient food to nouriah our children — and the apprehension of dying 
of hunger, or of being ^t into a depoaitory of mendicants.**

To thia list might be added that of legislation, with the eiceptioii 
of war, which ia a great anomaly and a symptom of subveruon which 
apeaks loudly againat our pteaent social anangementa. But Four 
bas purposely omitt«d the sdministratiTe department in his system, 
order that he might be the more eaaily distinguished ftom those pre- 
tended poUtdcal reformers who are always attacking the govemmei 
instead of amending the social insdtutions ot the people. Of a 
abnaea which need reform, that of govenunent is in the opinion i 
Fourier the leoat urgent, lor by ita compactseas and centraliBtiou 
is the least imperfect of those departmenta of the sodal bbric which 
enrcise an infiuenoe over the happiness of mankind. 

The different departments of industry may be classed in the follow- 
ing order of importance : — first, domestic economy ; second, 
tural ; third, commercial ; fourth, manu&cturing. I

AND ON TH£ INFLUENCE OF THOSE CIBCUM-

The virgin purity of the primitive church, inade- 
qoately denoted by her sanny robes, became rather 
snllied through fiimtliaT contact with the Pagan Mytho- 
logy ; but these light etains were chiefly of a melaphj- 
aical dye, derived from the relined epeculationa of Asia, 
Greece, and Italy, and are not to be compared with 
the deep pollntionB she afterwards received from the 
embraces of ferocious barbarians prolonged throagh 
many generatiooa. 

We might, without reproach, pass in silence over 
that long and dreary interval, tinown to history, by the 
name of the dark aget, during which the finest pro- 
vinces of Europe and Asia, were desolated by endless 
hordes of northern savages, whose rapacity left scarcely 
a trace of ancient civilization. It chanced, however,

tbat the moat potent leaden of these ravagers, had the 
sense to discover in the constitution of the Christian 
Chnrch, an iastrument, no less adapted to their tem- 
poral, than to their eternal welfare ; tbej therefore 
granted to her, an indulgence denied to almost everj 
other institntion, iJie privUrge of exintenix, a favour she 
did not fail to repay vith ber wonted gratitude. One 
of the most important consequences of this favour was, 
that the Christian Clergj, braame the sole depositaries 
of the little learning permitted to remain iu this hemis- 
phere \ and consequently the sole historians, for the 
space of nearly a tboosand yeare, of their own acta and 
designs. Whatever the cause of truth may have lost 
by thia privation on one side, it has gained on the 
other: for the brief details we shall presently give of 
her proceedings, during the period in question, will, on 
that account, be entitled to a higher degree of credit, 
than if they couid have been derived from a different 
soarce. 

We must, however, in the first place, advert to 
another subject, which has reference to the history of 
these times, but which, for the reasonsjust given, could 
not have been the theme of such partial historians. It 
has been conjectured by several learned antiquaries, 
that great part, not to eay the whole, of the dets^ con- 
tained in this gospel, were admitted, for the Jimt time, 
during the dark ages, in compliment to the usages of 
those superstitions bw-barian conqnerora : and though 
this notion has, I believe, been SQCceasfally contraverted, 
still it is far from improbable that the church, with her 
oanal complaisance, would try to conciliate her pro- 
tectors, by adopting »ame of their customs ; appropriating 
tome of their wisdom ; and, perhaps, by parodj-ing tome 
of their popular legends, or religious traditions, in the 
same manner as the parable of the rich man and 
Lazarus seems to have been introduced for the porpose 
of reconciling the Jewish notion, concerning "Abraham's 
bosom,"" with the Christian doctrine of " The resnr- 
rection of the body," and as the doctrine of purgatory 
was admitted with a similar intention of blending the 
above Christian dogmas with the Greek notion of 
" the teparale erUUnce of the wui." Let any one com- 
pare the details given in Matthew iv., 1 — 11, with the 
story narrated (in Mrs. Jamieson's " Winter Studies,

&c.," vol. 3, p.p. 114 — 211) concerning the manner ia 
which the Chippewa Indians _^if< and dream, for the 
purpose of obtaining a yuantian tjtirit, and they will at 
once perceive the high probability of the scripture 
account having been adapted to some umilar practica 
established among the European savages. 

The following details are abridged from vol.3, chap. 
7, of a work entitled "View of the state of Europe 
during the Middle Ages, by Henry Hallam." The 
author, who is much esteemed for his fidelity and 
learning, usnally cites the Catholic authority from 
which his facts are quoted. The whole chapter merits 
a careful perusal. 

" At the irruption of the northern iuvadera into the 
Roman empire, they found the clergy already endowed 
with extensive possessions. Besides the spontaneona 
oblations upon which the ministers originally subsisted, 
they had obtained, even under the Pagan Emperors, 
by concealment or connivance, certain immoveable 
estates, tha revenues of which were applied to their own 
maintenance and tbat of the poor. * * Passing 
rapidly from a condition of distress and persecution to 
the summit of prosperity, the church degenerated as 
rapidly from her ancient purity. • ■ Covetousneas, 
especially, became almost a characteristic vice. * * 
The devotion of the conqaering nations, as it was still 
less enlightened, than that of the subjects of the empire, 
BO was it still more munificent. They left indeed the 
worship of Hesus and Taranis in their forests, but they 
retained the elementary principles of tbat, and of all 
barbarous idolatry, a xupertliliout reverence for the 
priettkood ; a credulity that seemed to invite imposture, 
and a confidence in the efficacy of gifts to expiate 
offences. Of this temper the ministers of reli^on took 
advantage. Many of the characteristics of the fsdth of 
those ages, appear to have been promoted for the pur- 
poses of fraud. To those porposes conspired the vene- 
ration for relics ; the worship of images ; the idolatry 
of saints and martyrs i the inviolability of sanctuaries ; 
the consecration of cemetaries ; but, above all, the 
doctrine of pnrgatory and masses for the relief of the 
dead. 

A creed thus contrived operating npon the minds of 
barbarians, devout thongb dissolute, caused a torrent 
of opulence to pour in upon the Chnrch. Donations 
of land were continually made to the Bishops, and in 
still more ample proportions to the monastic foundations. 
The Clergy failed not above all, to inculcate upon the 
wealthy sinner that no atonement could be so acceptable 
to Heaven as liberal presents to its earthy delegates. 
To die without allotting a portion of worldly wealth to 
pious uses was accounted almost like suicide, and hence 
intestacy passed for a sort of fraud on the Church, 
which she punished by taking the administration of the 
deceased's effects into her own hands. The Monks 
prostituted their knowledge of writing to the purposes 
of forging charters in their own favor. The eccle- 
siastical history of the middle ages presents one long 
contention of fraud agslnat robbery — -of acquisitions 
made by the church through such means as I have 
described and torn from her by chainless power. Those 
very men who in the hour of sickness and impending 
death showered the gifts of expiating devotion on his 
altars, had paseed the sunshine of their lives in sacri- 
legious plunder. Tl 



The Bishops acqtiired Eind retained a . 
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preHt part of IbcirasccuUtiuoy by intellectual saperioritj' ; 
ta tbey aXons were acquuiiited with tbc tut of writing, 
thuy WLTe entrusted wi'.h political cotrcspondcnce, and 
witb lUo framing of Ibe lavs. Aa ihej- nlone-know the 
ctcmonla of a few sciouces, llie educution of royal 
fumiiios dfivolved npon tliom as a necessary duty. 

ISy meims of exconimnuiciitiona an^ interdicts, the 
clinrch, for Itic offence of a nQblemnn, pat a county, 
for tluit of a prince bis entire kingdoia, nuder tin inler- 
dict, or snspensioD of religious olUcej. Xo stretch of 
tyr^tiy was perhaps so outrageous as this. During an 
interdict, the ehurchcs were closed, the bells silent, the 
dead un'>uricd. No rite tiitt those of U^iptiaoa und ex- 
Ireme unction por(orm?d ; the penalty fell upon those 
who had neither pL»rtakoii, uor could have partaken the 
offence, and the offence wns often hut a private dis- 
pttte in which the pride of u I'ope, or his Bishop bad 
been wounded! Tliia v:\k the mainspriug of ' the 
machinery, which the Clergy set in niotiou^ihe lever 
by which they moved the world. rVom the moment 
that these interdieta and escommnnications had been 
tried, ths powers of tte earth might be said to have 
existed only by sufferaD^c. All dispoica among princes 
were to be referred to the Pope. If cilbcr party refused 
Ifi obey, he was to be e.^ectmrauuicated and deposed. 
Every Christian Sovereign wiis to attack the refractory 
deliaquent nud^T piua of a similar f.irfeiture. A project 
of this nature hud not only a luaguiiicjHice, fiatieriug to 
the ambition of the church, but was taleuluted to im- 
prove on bcusvoleut minds, sickoacd by the cupidity 
und opproE^iuu of princes. By the ostentation of im- 
iu;-use riche:>, the ancient inoiiaslie orders had forfeited 
much o( the public esteem. Ko moans appeared so 
(-tiicuciuus to couuicract tliii^ cffrct as the iu^titulion of 
religious sooirtios blriclly dubnrred iW'mlhe templalioiis 
of wealth. Upon this pri!ieij)le was founded the orders 
of mendicant friars, ineapalile, by the nilea of their 
fuuudation, of possesiiiug eslale.4, and maintained only 
by mIiqs and piona rem iiuerat ions. Titegc new preachers 
were received with aslonii-hiii^f ap(<robation by the 
Laity, whore religions ?.cal usually depends a good deal 
npon the opinion of dwiulerestednesa in their pastors. 
And the progress of the Dominican and Fraueiscan 
fiiars in. ihe thitteenlh century Uars a remarkable 
unaiofry to that of our English Methodists, They 
pratliscd all the prrulageuis of ilinerant preaching in 
public streets, admiiiislerii!g the Communion us a 
]K)rtable Altar. 

'riie Clergy did not forget to seenre ibcir own abso- 
lute excmpttiin from the criniiual justice of the slate, 
but the must mischievous ppecies of exemption, was, 
from the oljscrvance of promissory oalhs. I'he ' Cleri- 
cal' writers of the ihirleenth and fourleenlh centuries 
complain in terms of indignation, and seem almost 
rnidy to reform the abuses of the ' Popes.' ' They dis- 
tinguish, however, between the abuses which oppress 
tbeiDselvet and ihuso wbiuh it was their interest to pre- 
serve, nor had the least intention of waving their own 
enormities and at<thorily. But the Laity came to more 
nniversal conclusions, A spirit of inveterate hatred 
grew np among tbem, not only towards the papal 
tyranny but the whole system of ecclesiastical inde- 
pendeuce. 

Theritft envied, and longed to plr.uder the estates of 
rtie superior Ciergy; the (wjor learned from the Wai- 



denaes and other sectarians to deem such opnt^nce 
incompatible with evangelical ministers. 

The sensible decline of the papacy is to be dated 
from the pontllicate of Boniface Vlll., who had strained 
its authority to a higher pitch than any of his pre- 
decessors, Dut all Ihc rapacioDS exactions, all the 
scandalous venality of which Europe had complained, 
appeared light in comparison with the practices of the 
rival popes during the 'scmSM.' Tenths repeatedly 
levied upon ihc Clergy, annuities regul'.irly exacted and 
tulianced, &c, &c. &c." 

Alas ! when will the people learn to unstnltify them- 
selves, and begin to distinguish the palpable difference 
between their 'J'tackert and their GUIDES, their Leaden 
and their FRIENDS ? X.

TO THE EDITOR OF THE ALBION. 
" Dear Sir. — The Rev. Joseph Baylee having him- 
self broken the terms of the diacusston that took place 
la.st week, between himseir and Mr. Fiun, the Social 
Missionary for Liverpool, by proposing to sing a Trini- 
tarian Doxology after Mr. Farn's lost speech ; and the 
Slandard having pablished a lying sud slanderoas report 
of that diseossion, and grossly misrepreseated and vilified 
the principles of Socialists, I tnut that yon will, in (oir- 
uess towards that body, of which I esteem it n high 
honaur sad disdnguished privilege to bu a member, in- 
sert the following remarks upon that report. 

The character of the Editor of the Standard was 
formed forhim and not by hini, and he must have been 
placed in very unravournble circam stances, and been very 
badly trained, or be would pay more regard to truth and 
decency. I drink he never could have learned Dr. 
Watts's litde hymn for children on this subject. I will 
therefore, transcribe a portion of it for his improvement : 

"O, ti« n lovply thins ''* innlh

To fcai a lioj—to ipink th< tniLh, 
Tliat wc loay tnut to idl tbey mj ;

" I assure him I am not nagry with him ; that 1 nei- 
iber praise nor blame liim for what he has written ; and 
that 1 shall be most, happv, at any time ithen it is in my 
power, to reader him a service. Such conduct, on niy 
[lurt, n; cessarily flows from the great principle of Social- 
ism, " that the character of man is formed for him apd 
not by him." I tbiuk this gendeman, who is a great 
advocate for Scriptural educatiou, would have leunt bet- 
ter if he bnd studied the New Testament more attentively. 
" When Jesus was reviliJ, he reviled' not again ; when 
be was persecuted, he threatened not" " Aaye would 
that men sbonld do to you, do yeevea so to then," saya 
the great Teacher of Nazareth, "for tins ia the htw and' 
the prophets." "■ By this shall aS men know that ya are 
ray diEc) pies, that ye love one .another.'/ ''^' Love your 
enemies ; do good to tbem that hate yon ; and {iray for 
them that despitefully use you and.persecnte yon, that ye 
may be children of your Heavenly Fathw." Thnt, yov' 
see that the great priaciplo of Robert Owen and the great 
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Iirii]pi|ilps of llie CJoppel ure, in pratlice, the snmp. " The 
tree IK k;inMii bv its fruili : a gocd tree cannot bring lurth 
pvil frui', nor a bail tree gojil fruit ; nherefure, by iheir 
fruils ye H^nll kiiuir then)." Judging bv my pist con- 
d-jci, then, 1 bi'lit^ve there is not an iiidlviilt-sl in Lti'er- 
]KMil, nut even the Kdilor of the SinnJuri/, thni thinks I 
Ehoutil coaneot Div^elf nit^ nny syfleai or body of men 
that )isvc eDciiuragemeat to nuehnslity, dishonesty, ira- 
niorality of any kind, or Athei»m, knoiving them to do 
m ; and there are few who n'ill not all.iw, ibitt I nm nf 
eiipable of jii Joeing in these matters ns iLe Editor of the 
Standard Uimiiclf. Hal to (he report. 

" Alter noticinj; the subject and rules of the discuBPion, 
it says, 'Tbe Rev. Mr. BaWee commenccil witb reading nn 
appropriate bynm, and oferiug a most olTectiog prayer^ 
iluil l/ir Almighty vouM open the hearts of all tcofferi 
and inffdeh ;' lliut ' the nhulc theatre stood up ivbilst the 
rev. genllenian tra.s praying ; but that the three soi^ialiiits 
oa the platform did not pay the same courtpsy to the aeu- 
timents of ibdr nn(agoni«L" In reply, I beg to tay, 
that I think ibo Almighty could not he pleased nith a 
prayer nbicb t^msiiited of slander tounrda opponents : it 
was too soon lo call tlicm scotfers and iiifideja, and thuF 
prejudice bis aadienee agninst them, buFore he had proved 
them to be anch. But 1 will cbarltably suppose tbat it 
was not '-be Sockli^ts that be called scolTers and inRdela 
lo bis prayer, but biraBell' and his friends ; becauso, 
tbroaghoat tbe discnsuon, instead of answering ibc argu- 
ments of Mr. Faro, be did nothingbutscolF at and ridicule 
the priuciples of Socialism ; and, when charged with it, 
maintained, in justification of his conduct, tliat ridhn'e it 
a ffoo-i lest 'if Iralh. The word infidelity is oppOFeil lo 
tbe word fidelity, which means faith ^Ir.ess, truthfubees, 
sincerity ; conse<]ucDt1y, infidelity means Dnfaiitifa1ne»:s, in- 
dincerity, hypocitsy. Mr. Baylee told ua tbal be was an 
'ambassador of God,' and ' ,i faithful minister of Jesus 
Chriat.' 1 fe.ir Le ha.s studied Greek more than be has 
Htvdied the sayings of Him be celts muster, or be would 
Ilave lenrneH. bettiT thnn to have forayed in a theatre, be- 
fore n mixed andience, when he must bave known tliat he 
conM not do so, and call upon all hisaadience to joinhim, 
wilbont doing tnolenco to the coniieiences ol Jews, Catbo- 
lics, UmtariauR, Qimkcra, SocialiKts, and many others. 
Jesns would alj<o have taught bim, ' Give not that which 



ia boly to the dogs, neither i 
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inlifltg of the genim of 
nvine, because ho anerivnrd.'< told as, that tbey \veu1d live 
in community like pipn. Jesus would aleo have further 
tangbt bini, ' When ye pray, ye shall not be as tbe hypo- 
crltea are, for ibey lore to pray standing in the synngogucfl 
■Dd in tbo conHTS of tbe streec«, that they may be seen 
of men." Judging from bis eubseqnent conduct, I can- 
not give the rev. gentleman credit for a spark of piety in 
the matter. To me it appears, that his prayers bad no 
other objects than to ronae the religions preiiidices of bis 
audience, to Iqll their judgment asleep, and to ascertain 
whether be had tbe majoritv of tbe audience with him, as 
be expressed great thankfalncas that bo few.SocinlisIs were 
present, and hoped he ahonld be able, before the discus- ■ 
»on doted, to make them etill fewer. To me be appeari: 
to have been unfaithful to bis profesaions, and therefore, 
an infidel. We are obliged to him for hia profession of 
good intentions towards us, and for tbe great service he 
baa really rendered to oar caose, for he bas driven nivny a 
hbot of prejudices againtt us, added fourteen new tnemliun' 



'o oar society, and materially assisted our funds ; and «e 
h'jpe he will bave sofiicicnt moral courage to come for- 
-.vurd again and discuss ilie doctrine of 'free Will," as 
!ie promifed ; and, after that, we shall be hnppy lo meet 
him once more, to diiicuBs ' Socialism as it. is ;' becauae ID 
the late dujCOEsion he attacked only that which !■< nut 
Socialii-m. Tbe nature of God, the esUtooce ol the' 
Devil, tbe mtttire of the human soul, a future eta(t>, tin 
dogn-.as of orlhodo.\y, none of these have anjthiug to At 
wiih Socialism. We only profess to teacb how maokiiKl 
may be beat educated, best provided for, best goveriMtdj 
and mode most moral and bappy in ibis world, leaving 
every one to follow the dictates of his own cooscieuce att 
to preparation for anotber. Mr. Bajlee aflimied, ibaC 
SocialiGio denies the existence of a God, and then, mott 
iucolli^stenlly brought forward a great number ot pae- 
sages from RJr. Owen's writings, wliicb proved that 
Mr. Owen not only believed ia a God, bui ascribed to 
him nenrly aa many attributes as he a«cribes'to him him- 
self. Then be said, ' The Socialists deny a personal 
God.' If they do, ao does the first article of the Church 
of England, for it soya ihat Gt>d is without body, parta, 
or passions ; and I think it will puzzle bU tbe divines of 
the Cburth to shew bow God cau be either one or thrcB 
pereons, without bodies, partf, or passions. Mr. Baylee 
said, that ' if the Socialists caunot effect their object by 
roD?on, iheyyropcse' to do it by force.' Every j«reou 
ivbo has read Mr. Orfeu's writings knows that he rejieat- 
edly states that bis object is to change all the existing 
forms of government and religions of faiib, for a leligion 
of pure charity for the ojiioions and feelinj^'s of nil, and 
for n government that shall secnro the greutrat hapj'inefB 
of all, by tueann of n-aa>rt alone, without tbe least injury 
lo the projertv or persnii of a single individual. ' The 
religion of ibe Smnlifiis hns no dogmas of faiil>, but 
consists iu the unceasing practice of ptoniuti;ig,, to tbe 
ulirost extent in oor p-jwer, the bapptuees of every mar, 
woman, ntid child, wiil.oct ilie least regard to sect, jiarty, 
country, or colour.' Is there a singleicdividualloLivet- 
pool tbal will say that lliis is not a good reiJijiou, or ibac 
it is capable of produting Wee and i-.ncjoraiily. Mr. 
Gaylce attempted to prove that Sociulisls have private 
opinions concenung God, &c., wbiiib they wieb lo keep 
secret, and, as a pioof, read what he calls oursecret 
opinions from pamphlets, which, he said, be bought at ll.fl 
'Social Institution, in London, cud at a public book shop, 
in Manchester, which paniphleia were not authorised 
Soclali.-it worku at all ; and this he called 'tearing open 
tbe bowels of Socialism.' Mr. Baylee then tllocked the 
principle of man's irresponsibility, and stated the evils 
wbicb he said must flow from it ; lo which Mr. Earn 
replied, that though man is a necessary agent in all his 
thoughts, fcelingn, and actions, and, therefore, deeerviog 
of neither praiso nor blame, still sodety is bound by tbe 
same law of necessity to restrain individoals wbcn th^ 
conduct is injurious lo the peace and welfare of others. 

" With the report of the two first night's discusaior, 
however, I do not so much complain : it is as fair aa 1 
expected from the Editor of the Slundard; but the re- 

Cort of ibe third night is roost outrageonaly false from 
eginning to end, and roust attonlsb all thode tbat beard 
thn discnssioD and saw its concluaon. 

" The first paragraph says, " tbe andience was not ao 
numerous on Ibe third as on the two prececding evenings.' 
Tbe fncl is, Ibere were about one hundriMl per!?ons more 
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on the third thaa e'liber of the former evenings. The 
Editor then procepds to vomit all the filth of Billingsgate 
apoitiie QDil upon our system. He says, "The Rev, 
Mr, Bnylee proceeded to expose the more diabolical por- 
tion of that system of debauchery, demonstrating, in the 
moat forcible manner, the awful state of depravity and in- 
fomy to iThich it must inevitably reJuce those who fell 
into its helliEh grasp. He, in very forcible terms, des- 
cribed the infernal vortex which it had opened to engulph 
all that remained of religion, of morality, of virtue, of 
chastity, or even decency, and the pitiable state of mental 
and moral depravity into which mankind must fall before 
that pestilential and desolating system could be adopted. 
He untnaaked its hypocrisy, and laid hare its roost filthy 
parts, in terms calculated to impress his andience with its 
fallacy and ahsordity. After dtsposhtg of a few of the 
more glaring absurdities advanced by his infidel adver- 
sary, he left the subject, and eiHered into the sublime and 
great beanties of Christianity." It is quite Ime, that 
the Rev. geotleman'a conduct, on the third evening, had 
lost all the appearance of Christian charity which ha put 
on'the two former evenings : so much lo, that ha lost the 
respect even of his friends, hot hts longoage waa nothing 
like Bo had as it is represented to he by this reporter. It 
is not true, that Mr. Ga)'tee proved one of the charges of 
immorality, uncbastity, hypocrisy, &c. that he brought 
against Socialism. 

" To make the last paragraph of ibe' Standard') repor. 
at alt like truth, it requires that you change the name 
Fam for Boylee, and Baylee fm- Farn, it wiH then read 
thus : — " The result, as nHght be e;<pected, atss in the 
highest degree creditable to the taleirt of the Socinl mis- 
sionary, Mr. Fam, and will, doubtless, tend to the ad- 
vancement of the idj cnuw in which he is so ardently 
labouring. On the other hand, it has done mnch totf erds 
exposing in the most efTeclual maoaer, the filthy and con- 
taminating nature of priestcraft and hypocrisy, and the 
shame of those who oppose the permanent improvement 
and happiness of society." Instead of singing the Dox- 
otogy at the concludon, as be had proposed to do, and 
probHbly, passing some flaming resolutions, the Rev. 
gentleman and his colleagues, ashamed of their work, 
slunk away ; and the ladies waving their handkerchiefs, 
and the gentlemen their hats, concluded the meeting w 
three most hearty cheers for Socialism.

Manchester District. — Itisnov some time nnce 
I had tbe pleasure oi addresmng yea on the podlion of 
Sedaliam in thii district, other parlies baring rdeased me 
from the necessity of writing so often at I ihonld other- 
\iite hare done, from th*> regular and excellent reports 
vhich they have from time (o lime forwarded. Howarer 
a few words from me at the prewnt time, may not he 
altogether out of place. I am glad to say that Uie good 
cauae cootinnee to progreee in thia quarter with unabated 
vigonr ; Mr. Briodley's viait has done an immense deal of 
good in Manchester, our meetings have been crowded ever 
since, a a great number of candidates have been added to 
the members of that glorioiu phalanx who have so fear- 
lessly taken the field against the errora of tbe Old Im- 
moral World. Oqf friends have been disgusted with his 
DDgentlemanly and brutal conduct, and his dastardly at* 
tempt to get our frieods turned ont of employment have 
completely failed ; the maun^tnrers and employers of 
Manchester being too wise to torn off their best and most 
steady workmen through the misrepresentatioaa of due 
unprincipled fire-brand. In the outer Branches of llie 
district actirity and energy prevails. Oldham is Grm and 
steadily increaidng ; Rochdale, where lately I met Mr.

A new Sunday 
School is erecting and expected to be opened about the 
beginning of the year. 

Hdddbrsf)ei.d. — Fruitb of Mr. Brindlby's Vibit. 
— Car readers will remember that this personage lately 
ftdviaed &ctor7 owners, fito., to dismiss every Socialist 
from their employment. Since onr last publication 
another house at Mill's Bridge, have dismissed and 
noticed several ; and nmongst the number who h»ve 
been discharged, and are now under notice, by Messrs. 
Starkey Brothers, of Long Boyd Bridee (alluded to in 
our last) are seven who are old and faithful servants. 
One has been in their employment seven, one eight, one 
thirteen, one fourteen, one fifteen, and two nineteen 
years ! ! Previous to the visit of Mr. Brindley, the 
masters were perfectly satisfied with the meo, and the 
men were happy in working for kind and generous 
masters.

Chbltsnham, Dec. 16, 1839.— On Saturday Nov. 
30ih, Mr. Rigby arrived here from Bath, and lectured 
in onr Institution the following day to s numerous and re- 
ntectable audience, who were highly pleased with Mr.

— On the means 
by which the happiness of every man, woman and child, 
may be secured without injury to the person or property 
of a single indiridual. — On the Religion of the Rational 
Religionists. — The Msniages of the Old Immoral World 
contrasted with those of the New Moral World. On 
Wednesday the same week, we bad the best Festival I 
have yet seen here, attended by 70 persons who were weQ 
enteriajned, and expressed their gmtification to have ex* 
ceeded the expectations of the moat sanguine. We bad 
an excellent hand of mumc ; and bappness and enjoyment 
was pictured in every countenance. Mr. Rigby delivered 
a neat and appropriate address at the commencement, and 
another at Uie conclnsion ; the President introduced se- 
veral sentiments during tea-time, on charity, benevolence, 
and Sodality which had an excellent effect on the minds 
of the party, etidting some response and plenty of table 
talk. On Sunday Dec. Slh, Mr. Rigby lectured agunst
